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CARMENCITA VELOSO BALLESTEROS, after having been duly sworn 

testified on 10 July 1945 as follows 1 

ft State your full name, age, nationality, occupation, 

marital status, and present address. 

A Carmencita Veloso Ballesteros, 24 years of age, Fili¬ 
pino, housewife, married, 48 Paterno Avenue, San Juan, 
Rizal, P. I. 

ft Where and with whom did you reside on the 9 th of Feb¬ 
ruary 1945 * 

A I lived in the Elena Apartments at the corner of Romero 
Salas and Mabini Streets, with my husband, Jose BALLES¬ 
TEROS. 

Where is your husband now? 

A He is a Lieutenant in the Air Corps and he is at present 
in the Good Fellow Field, San Angelo, Texas. 

ft Do you plan on leaving Manila in the future? 

A Yes. After the war is over, I intend to go to the 

United States or South America. 


ft Have you eny particular address in mind? 

A No. But if it is in the United States, I would pro¬ 

bably stay in Washington, D. C. 

ft Calling your attention to the night of 9 February 1945• 
were you taken by the Japanese to the Coffee Rot Cafe 
and from there taken under giard by the Japanese to 
the Bay View Hotel? 

A Yes. 

ft At about what time were you taken to the Bay Flew 

Hotel? 

A We were taken to the Coffee fbt around 9 o'clock in 

the evening and we stayed there until about 10 o'clock, 
at which time we were transferred to the Bay View Hotel. 

ft What was the nature of the group at the Coffee Ibt of 
which you were a member? 

A We were all young girls, ranging in age from about 14 
to 28j there were about 30 to 4 ° girls in our group. 

ft Did the Japanese who were with you in the Coffee Pot 
accompany you over to the Bay View Hotel? 

A Some did and some we did not see again. 

ft What happened after you were taken into the Bay View 

Hotel? 

A We were all taken to Room No. 306 on the third floor. 

No one was added to or subtracted from the group, ex¬ 
cept one older lady who had been wounded in the jaw 
and she was put in the room with us. 

ft Do you know this older woman's none? 

A No. She appeared to be a servant and I never saw her 
since and I can not describe her. 

ft How long were you kept in that room? 

A Until about 5*3° on the morning of the 10th of February.

Then where were you taken? 
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A Re were not taken anywhere, but at f that time m all 
rushed downstairs trying to escape from the hotel* 

Q Did you succeed in escaping? 

A No. When we reached the ground floor, the Japanese 

told us to go up again as we would not be allowed to 
leave. 

Q Then where did you go 

A Is broke up into groups; most of the girls joining 
relatives and ^sople they knew in different parts of 
the hotel. I vent to the third floor and joined *4*3. 
Andrea Idzarraga FELIX, a distant aunt of mine. She 
was later killed by the failing of a burning building, 
subsequent to her leaving the hotel. She died on the 
14th or 15th of February. 

Q How long did you remain in this room with your distant 
aunt? 

A He stayed there until about 3 o'clock, the afternoon of 
the 10th, ldien my aunt suggested that it would be safer 
in the main dining room on the first floor, which the 
Americans would call the second floor. So we went there 
end stayed in the main dining room until the afternoon 
of the 12th of February, at about 5 o'clock, when, due to 
the seventy of the fire idxich was already burning the 
hotel, the Japanese, at the last minute, permitted us to 
escape into the street. 

Q Did the Japanese separate the Filipinos from the rest of 
the women and children early on the afternoon of Feb¬ 
ruary 10? 

A Yes, and the Filipinos were taken out of the building 
and we did not see them again. 

Q Why were you not forced to accompany the Filipinoa? 

A Because I pretended to be Spanish and they did not take 


Q Please tell us the names of all the women and girls 

that you knew who were present in the Coffee Ibt or in 
any part of the Bay View Hotel at any time during the 
period from y February to 12 February ly45? 

A Mrs. Andrea Uzarraga FELIX, Ana Marie FELIX, Angelita 
(Baby) FELIX, Luz FELIX, Laura FELIX, Leonor Viuda de 
FELIX, her daughter, leonor, also known as lb tone, I 
do not know her present whereabouts; Pilar and Gloria 
APOSTuL, they live two houses north of Le Flora.an Club 
on iteterno Avenue; Guadalupe RENTERIA, Teresa RENTERIA 
de Fernandez; Maria GHEZZI Galatas, Gloria GHEZZI, Ju¬ 
lia GHEZZI, Margarita GHEZZI, Victoria GHEZZI Redfern, 
Inez GHEZZI Cabarruz, and Siena GHEZZI K>lo; Rebecca 
Habibi and her daughter, Clara; Loplta Gomez de Coroml- 
nas, I do not know where she ia now; Lucy TANI; Esther 
GARCIA Maras, Priscilla GARCIA; Mrs. Monserrat Iglesiaa 
MARZONI and her daughter, Diana; Mrs. Maria OLAZABAL; 
Engracia LiZAHHAGA, Charing, I do not know her last 
name, but she could possibly be located thru Ifrs. Nelly 
ZAMORA at the Elena Apartments; Mrs. Lorraine OP-ULNO; 
Pilar and Remedios Ubago MiHANDA; Maria Luisa SuTEIL; 
Pacita TAtoA, Maria de LiCKNOCK; Barbara WELBER; Nadia 
NESTRENKO; and a N0VA1ES family consisting of a mother 
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and at least two daughters, I Just oat then at the 
hotel and they ware taken with tbs Filipinos to the 
Miramar .Apartments on the second day, 1 hare not seen 
them since and ± do not know their whereabouts. 

Q Does that cower everybody you can think oft 

1 Yes, I can not remember hawing knowledge about any of 

the other women and girls during that period of time, 
but there were approximately 1000 women and children 
the first night in the Bay View and there remained st 
least 300 v after the Filipinos had been taken out on 
the afternoon of the 10th. 

<1 How many members of the Japanese Imperial Fareea did 
you see in and about the Bay View Hotel? 

▲ The first night, I would estimate there were 50 Japa¬ 
nese present. On subsequent nights, we would aee only 
4 or 5 ia the rooms. I have no idea how many were 
dom in the main lobby on the ground floor. 

<1 Can you state the branch of service to which these Ja¬ 
panese belong? 

A I think they were naval personnel, because all of the 

army personnel had evacuated the Emit a District, approx¬ 
imately a month before the Americans came in the area. 
These Japanese at the hotel were wearing green colored 
uniforms, somewhat the shade of the American fatigue 
clothing. 

Q Please state, to the beat of your ability, the names, 

* ranks, and units of the Japanese at the hotel? 

A I do not know nor did I hear any of their names. On 
the second day, I, accompanied by Vta. Andrea FELIX 
and Mra. Pilar Ubago Viuda de MIRANDA, went in search 
of whoever might be in command in an effort to procure 
either ou r release or food and water. *9 were informed 
by Nadia NESTRENKD, while we were making our search 
that the Commanding Officer had left the hotel and that 
only enlisted personnel were present and we decided not 
to question them because they had been the ones molest¬ 
ing and raping the girls, the night before and we were 
afraid to attract their attention. 

Q, Do you know the none of this Commanding Officer of 
whom Nadia NESTRENKD referred? 

A I knew his name, but i don't remember it anymore, 

Q Vas it Captain AKASHI? 

A No. 

Q Was it Captain TERAMOTO? 

A No. 

<i Did you observe a Formosan civilian by the name of 
UMEMORA or Jose CHAN? 

A No. 

Q Did you observe any Japanese conmisaioned officer in 

the Bay View Hotel? 

A No, I did not see any at all. I only saw enlisted men. 

Can you describe any of the enlisted men? 

A I can describe one who tried to rape me, but 1 do not 
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know his name. He waa big, about 5'10* tall, heavy 
built, between 25 and 30 year a of age, had mall eye a, 
and not aa ugly aa moat of the Japanese. I can des¬ 
cribe one other. He waa about 30 years of age, and 
had a heavy beard and whiakera. I can not remember 
anything elae about him aa I only aaw hla face by can¬ 
dle light. The other Japaneae were coming and going 
all night and at nlgbt the vieibillty waa poor and at 
daytime, me kept out of the way aa much aa poaaible 
and consequently paid no particular observation. 

% Did the Japaneae during your confinement in the Bay 
Ylew Hotel rape you? 

1 No, they did not. The first night, after our group of 
40 girls had been taken to Room 306, at about 10|30, 
the Japaneae, who I have hereinbefore described, enter¬ 
ed the roam and seised me by the arms. He pulled me 
to ay feet and after I got up, he pulled me out of the 
room. He took me to a big room down the hail, in which 
no ona also waa present, but the two of us. He closed 
the door, and put the lamp, which he had with him on the 
tabl4. There waa nothing but a table and a deak in the 
room. He started to unbutton hie pants mid he indicat¬ 
ed that I should lie down on the floor. I commenced to 
cry and did not even kneel down, but continued to stand, 
is a last resort and in desperation, I offered him my 
wedding and engagement ring. He did not take the ring. 
He be cede angry, shouting, in words 1 could not under¬ 
stand. Then he drew his award and pointed it at ay 
stomach, but he did not press it ahead. I thought I 
was going to be killed at that time and I was willing to 
suffer death because I was already one month in the fa¬ 
mily way and 1 did not want any Japanese touching am or 
affecting me in any manner, it this moment, a thought 
struck me that "tokai* meant "watch” and knowing that 
the Japanese were fanatically fond of watches, I said 
■tokai" and opened my handbag, in idlieh I had my jewel¬ 
ry and offered him two men's wrist watches, which I had 
and which belonged to my husband. Wien he saw the watch¬ 
es, which I was offering, he grabbed them and put them 
in his breast pocket and offered to pay me for them. I 
refused payment, asking only that he take me back to the 
room where my companions were. He also offered a pack¬ 
age of cigarettes, but 1 refused them too. H» started 
laughing and before he changed his mind, I begged him to 
take me back and he opened the door and took ms back to 
my room. 

Q if ter your return from this particular experience, were 

you further har./ied or molested by the Japanese? 

▲ Yes, twice more. About five minutes after I got back in 
the room, I stuck a small towel in my mouth to make my 
cheek appear swollen and 1 pulled my hair over my face. 
Then the Japanese, whom I have described as having a 
heavy beard, cane in the room and started to pull one of 
the girls, whose name 1 do not know and while she was 
resisting, he started laughing acd saw me sitting on a 
chair. Hb come over to me and kissed ms on the cheek 
and then went back to the other girl and dragged her out 
of the room. Then I went in a little closet in a corner 
of the room and hid there until 5 o'clock the next morn¬ 
ing and I was not molested anymore that night.

Q Were you later during your confinement at the Bey View 
Hotel molested by the Japanese? 

A Yes. Two nights later, at about midnight, I was in the 
main dining room with my aunt, Mrs. FELIX and the GHRZ- 
ZI family and the APOSToL girls also. We were all ly¬ 
ing down on the floor. It was pitch dark and 1 was as¬ 
leep when i was suddenly awakened by someone rougnly 
pulling my arm. At first i thought it was one of my 
companions. When Id's, fkt.tt awakened, she screamed and 
told me that it was a Japanese holding me. 1 scrambled 
to my feet and rushed to Mrs. MARZONI'a side, about 3 
feet away and asked her to protect me, and she cowered 
me with a mattress. Then the Japanese started pulling 
the others who had been around me. It was dark and the 
others too were able to struggle out of his grasp and 
after a few minutes, he gave up and left the room. 

Ware you further bothered by the Japanese ? 

A No more. 

Q, Do you know any other girls who, during the period of 

time involved were raped, assaulted, beaten, bayonetted, 
tortured or killed by the Japanese, in the Bay View 
Hotel? 

A Tea. Esther GARCIA was taken by the Japanese and raped 
15 or 20 times. Her sister, Priscilla was raped about 
4 times, Inoy TANI, 1 think once. There was a Filipino 
nurse, a friend of Charing, jrevioualy mentioned, who 
was also raped once. As to many of the others, dio 
I an sure were raped, as I could hear their screeds and 
cries in the other rooms, I can not tell who they were, 
as I was hidden in the closet. I did not know of any 
beating, bayonetting, shooting or killing by the Japa¬ 
nese in the Bay View Hotel. It was only racing. 

Q From what do you base the foregoing? 

A from what they would say upon their return to the room 
and from their appearance of pain and tears and they 
were very frightened and upset. We did not question 
them because we were all very frightened and there was 
nothing anyone of us could do, except pray. 

Q Did you suffer any permanent disability from this expe¬ 
rience? 

A No. 

Q Can you think of any other people, besides those you 
have named, who were present at the Bay View Hotel? 

A Tea. There was Pilar CASTANER with her daughters, Eli¬ 
sa, Marla Rosa and Maria Cristina CAST ANSI. 

Q, Can you give us any further information relative to 
the description or names, ranks, and units of any of 
the Japanese? 

A No. 

Q Ware you engaged in any guerrilla activities >against 

the Japanese Government prior to your confinement in 
the Bay View fetal? 

A fe. 

Q Were you in civilian clothing at the time you were taken 
by the Japanese and then later held in the Bay Flew? 
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A Yes. 

ft Were you armed in any manner when confined in the Bay 

View Hotel? 

A No. I only had my clothing which I was wearing and my 
purse which contained my jewelry. 

ft Did you personally do anything immediately before or 

during your stay at the Bay View Hotel which angered 
the Japanese? 

A No. 

ft Did you see anyone else do anything which angered the 

Japanese? 

A No. 

ft After you left the Bay View Hotel on the evening of the 
12th of February 1945* until you were rescued by the 
Americans, were you subjected to any conditions other 
than those resulting from warfare. 

A No. 

ft When were you rescued by the Americans? 

A On the lyth of February 1945, 

ft Have you told us everything that you can recall per¬ 
taining to rapings, assaults and any other torturous 
conduct on the pert of the Japanese at the Bay View 
Hotel? 

A Yes. 

ft Do you have anything further to add to this statement? 

A Ifo.

Most of the girls returned 
within a few minutes, others within half an hour and 
some, after having been taken, I did not see again.

A They entered the room crying, but they made no c cement a 
to ms or which I overheard and we asked no questions.

A No. I can not answer the question because the room 
was dark. I was in a corner afraid. I did not move 
from ay place so as not to be observed by the Japa¬ 
nese, But I can say that when the girls oeme into the 
room, they plunged themselves on the floor and cried. 

G Have you related to us to the best of your recolleotion 
all of the foots pertaining to any physical misconduct 
on the part of the Japanese, the description and iden¬ 
tity of the Japanese and all the civilian women and 
girls confined in the Bey View Hotel by the Japanese 
over the period of time hereinbefore mentioned? 

I can only add that on the night of February 12, 
the Japanese came in the room trying to get girls, but 
MLss Barbara VE1BER argued with them and pleaded that 
the girls were sick; that she (Barbara Wei bar) was at¬ 
tached to the Red Gross and was doing relief work and 
Insisted that they desist from any further molestation 
of the girls and the Japanese complied.

Erlinda QUERUBIN, 25 years of age, Filipino, single, 
professional dancer, 54-8 D Asturias, Sampaloc, Manila. 


Q. On the 9th of February 194-5 were you taken to the Bay 
View Hotel along with other women, girls and children 
by the Japanese military forces? 

A. Yes. . 


Q. When you arrived at the Bay View H 0 tel were you sepa¬ 
rated from the main group of women and children and 
taken to the Coffee Pot Cafe? 

A. N 0 , I was not. 

Q. Where were you taken in the Bay View Hotel? 

A. The Japanese told us to go the 4th floor. We looked 
for a room ourselves. 


Q. How many were you in this room? 

A. About 50. 

Q. Do you know the number of the room? 

A. No, only that it was on the 4th floor. 

Q. Did you observe the Japanese enlisted men or officers 
before you were taken or while being taken or in the 
lobby of the Bay View H^tel? 

A. No, it was too dark. We just felt our way up to the 
4th floor. 


Q. Do you know the names of the women and children in 
the room with you? 

A. Mrs. Eva FR 7 .NCISCO and her two children, Caro, 2 years, 
and Jacqueline, 9 months old; the maid, luz Bajet, 
living with us, the vegetable vendor, Tuding, I do not 
know her full name, I have no idea where she is now; 
the Russian, Mrs. Mary LUEEK, proprietor of the Butter¬ 
fly Restaurant, she was killed by shrapnel, her two 
daughters, whose names I do not know, I can not describe 
them other than that one was 18 years and the other was 
16 years old, I do not know where they are now; there 
was another family, but I do not know their names nor 
where they are now. 

Q. How long did you stay in this room? 

A. Until about 9 the next morning. 

Q. Were any Japanese in the room with you? 

A. No. 


Q. Did any of the Japanese come in the room? 

A. Yes. all night long, every 15 minutes 2 or 3 Japanese 
would come in the room, flashed their light and look 
around. 


Q. About what time did the first Japanese come in the room? 
A. About 12 midnight. 
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Q. What did they do in the room? 

A. They were looking for the white people. When they 
saw the Russian family consisting of the mother, a 
daughter and a son, they took them out, hut they left 
the Filipino maid. 

Q. Did the Russians return to the room? 

A. No, we saw them in another room the next morning. 

Q. Did the Japanese take anyone else in the room after 
that? 

A. No. 

Q. What did they do when they returned to the room every 
15 minutes? 

A. They were looking at the people inside. 

Q. Did they find any other white women? 

A. No. 

Q. Did they give you any food and water? 

A. Yes, but they did not give us any food or water the 
first night. 

Q. What time the next morning did you leave the room? 

A. About 9 o'clock. 

Q. Where did you go after leaving this room? 

A. We all went to the second floor because if anything 
should happen we could easily run down to the first 
floor and out of the building. 

0. Whereabouts on the second floor did you go? 

A. I went to different rooms hunting for acquaintances. 

Q. Please give us the names of all the people in the room, 
that you know. 

A. I saw Nadia NESTRENKO, Mrs. Monserrat Iglesias MARZONI, 
Mrs, Maria OLAZABAL, Guadalupe RENTERIA, Esther Garcia 
Moras, Mary DAVY. Lucy TANI, Helen CARRO, Fely, I do 
not know her full name, Nina CHARLSKAYA, Barbara WEIBER, 
Nadia CLAIRE, the Legeralde family, I do not know their 
names, but I was with them till the last moment, Mrs. 
Pilar CASTANER, her daughter Elisa, Bianca VAGUEDES and 
a lot of other Spanish women whose faces I know, but 
whose names I do not know. 

Q. Please give us the age, nationality, marital status, 
occupation and last known address of Helen CARRO, Nina 
CHARLSKAYA, Nadia CLAIRE, and FELY. 

A. Helen CARRO, 2 5 years of age, Filipino, single, student, 
she lives at Cataluna Street, I do not know the number; 
Nina CHARLSKAYA, 40 years of age, Russian, widow, re¬ 
fugee, her last known address is : amuning, Quezon City; 
Nadia CLAIRE, 29 years, Russian, single, dancer. Nation¬ 
al Psychopathic Hospital in Mandaluyong; F3LY, 28 years, 
Filipino, married, hostess, I never did know where she 
lived or worked. 

Q. Are these the names of all the women and girls that 
you recognized during your stay in the Bay View? 

A. Yes. 
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Q. During the night you were in thia room on the 4th 
floor did you hear any commotion or unusual disturb¬ 
ances from adjacent rooms or from the corridor? 

A. N 0 . 

Q. On the afternoon of the 10th did anything happen? 

A. Yes, at about 5 o'clock they separated the Filipinos 
from the whites and mestizas. They marched us in 
columns of two or three from the Bay View Hotel to 
the Alhambra Apartments. There were about 150 Filipinos 
and 2 or 3 Spanish women in this group. About 6 Japa¬ 
nese guarded us enroute to the Alhambra Apartments. 

Q. C„n you describe any of the Japanese? 

A. No. 

Q. What happened when you reached the Alhambra? 

A* We were placed in a suite of rooms, consisting of a 
living room and two bedrooms and one bathroom, on the 
second floor just above the mezzanine. About 50 per¬ 
sons were placed in the living room and about 20 to 
25 were placed in each bedroom. I was placed in the 
living room. The suite just contained one table and 
one dresser. 

Q. W e re there any Japanese in the room? 

A. No, they just put us in there, then they locked the 
door and fastened it with nails. We had been told 
by the Japanese before being taken from the Bay View 
that we were going to be taken to our husbands and 
families at the Alhambra. When we arrived, however, 
there were no men present. They had deceived us. 

Q. What time were you placed in the suite in the Alham¬ 
bra? 

A. Shortly after dark, I would imagine about 8 o'clock. 

Q. How long were you kept in that suite? 

A. Until the afternoon of the 13th of February 19*5 

when due to the fire the Japanese sent us out of the 
building. 

Q. Did any of the Japanese come in the suite of rooms 
after you had been nailed in? 

A. Yes, they removed the nails and unlocked the door, 
and came in the room. Every few minutes 2 or 3 Japa¬ 
nese would come in the room with candles and flash¬ 
lights and go around the room. Then they would pick 
out the ones they wanted and take them out of the room. 

Q. Do you know the names of any of the women or girls 
who were thus taken from the room by the Japanese? 

A. No. 

Q. Were you taken from the room by the Japanese? 

A. No. 

Q. About how many girls were taken from the room at the 
Alhambra wouljl you estimate? 

A. About 10 girls were taken from the room. Some of them 
more than once, I do not remember how many times. 
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tall, medium built, very beautiful, I do not know 
her present whereabouts. 

Q. H 0 w long did this course of conduct on the part of 
the Japanese continue? 

A. Every night from sunset until about 4 o'clock in the 
morning until we were let out of the apartment. 

Q. How many were taken out of the room on the second 
night? 

A. About 10 girls were taken. They kept on taking the 
same girls. 

Q. How about the third night? 

A. The same thing happened. There was so much coming and 
going and I was very much in terror that I did not ob¬ 
serve very well. 

Q. What did your group do during this night of terror? 

A. We wrapped ourselves up and lay on the floor. We put 
the children towards the middle of the room and the 
larger and older women close to the walls. We pulled 
our hair over our face, rubbed dirt on our faces and 
did everything to make ourselves ugly. The girls were 
crying, pleading and praying. It was so terrible 
none of us expected to escape with our lives. We were 
Just expecting that the Japanese would at the last 
moment kill all of us. 

Q. During these three days and nights were you given food 
and water? 

A. On the second day when we were almost dying of thirst, 
a Japanese brought a pail of dirty water in the room. 

We grabbed the pail and started to drink the water like 
animals. Some water was spilled on the floor and some 
of the girls licked up the water on the floor. We also 
got water from toilet bowls which was greenish black 
in color. 

Q. Were you given any food? 

A. There was one Japanese, I think he was an officer, who 
threw biscuits on the floor and we would have to scram¬ 
ble to get a piece of biscuit. He was of medium height, 
rather thin, his face appeared to be deformed, his 
mouth was rather twisted and looked like he was lacking 
a piece in his Jawbone. We also got a little can of 
fish for the whole group. They also gave us some vita¬ 
min pills that tasted like castor oil. They said it 
was calcium. 

Q. Do you know of any girl in the Alhrmbra who was beaten, 
bayonetted or otherwise tortured by the Japanese? 

A. No, not in the Alhambra, but in the Bay View H p tel I 
saw girls with black and blue marks on their faces, 
arms and legs where the Japanese had mistreated them. 

Q. C a n you describe any of the Japanese other than the one 
whom you thought was an officer, who were present at 
any time between your arrival at the Bay View H^td and 
your escape from the Alhamlra Apartments? 

A. No, I can not. 
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Q. Did you suffer any ill-effects as a result of this 
experience? 

A. I was lucky. I did not seem to have suffered except 
from fear, terror and hunger. 

Q. Were you at any time subsequent to your liberation 
examined by a doctor? 

A. Yes, Ivas examined by my own doctor, Dr. Alice CHAN 

around the first of March. She gave me some injections, 
liver and calcium because of my run-down condition 
resulting from this ordeal. 

Q. Have you told us everything that you know or can re- 
call about the occurrences you saw and the things you 
heard between the afternoon of 9 February and the 
evening of 17 February 194-5?

q How many times/ 

A It was all a bit of a nightmare to me. It occurred so 
many times that I became in a sort of a daze. 

q i/O you know the names 01 any of the Japs who raped you 
at tne Manila Hotel? 

A NO. 

Q Can you describe any of them or give us their organiza¬ 
tion, unit, or branch or service? 

a No, but I think they were in the navy. 

q i/id you see any other women o. girls violated at the 
V Ua no tel? 
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A I did not see any, but during tha night I could hear 
their cries and prayers. 

ft You do not 1-now the names of any of the women or girls 
that were violated at the Manila Hotel? 

A Ho, they were Filipinos and Chinese. 

ft Did you resist the advances of the Japanese at any time? 

A Yes, I resisted once, but the Japanese put his gun on my 
chest and forced me to have relations with him. 

ft Are you sure that you have related to us all the faots 
or circumstances concerning your experiences from the 
period 9 February to 20 February 1945* inclusive? 

A Yes. 

* While you were at the Bay View Hotel, you were not un¬ 
mercifully slapped at any time across your face by the 
Japanese? 

A In the Bay View Hotel, no. But before they brought me 
into the Hotel the Japanese guards, who I previously 
mentioned, slapped me many times. Two of the Japanese 
held me and the other did the slapping. 

Q, Did you give them any cause to slap you? 

A No. 

ft Did you say anything that might have provoked them? 

A No. 

ft Did they tell you what they wanted you for when they 
picked you up on Dewey Boulevard? 

A No. They didn't say anything. 

ft Did they tell you while you were being cross-examined 
why they were confining you there? 

A They asked me why I was on Dewey Boulevard and I said I 
was there because of the fire. 

ft What else did they say? 

A That is all that they said. 

ft Are you sure that you do not know the names of any of the 
Japanese officers that were present either in the Eay View 
Hotel or in the Manila Hotel? 

A Yes. 

ft Were you formerly the proprietor of the Butterfly Cafe? 

A Yes. 

ft Where was this Cafe located? 

A Plaza Fergusson, Ennita Dstrict, adjacent to the Bay 
View Hotel. 

ft During your proprietorship of this Cafe and during the 

Japanese occupation of Manila, did you never have occasion 
to meet or associate with various Japanese officers billet¬ 
ed in tue Hotels and Apaitment houses in the vicinity of 
your Cafe? 

A Some Army officers I met at tue Cafe, and Japanese civilians 
in the Army# too. But they had all left prior to the 1st 
day of February 1945*

A No, as wo were not exactly operating our restaurant to 
the general public. ./e kept it open and ate there 
ourselves but we never did any business with any of the 
Japanese naval officers.

A I owned the restaurant but Mrs. LUBERT operated the kit¬

present in the Bay View Hotel besides those,you have men¬ 
tioned as being in the upstairs room and in the lcrge 
downstairs room? 

A Nb, I don't know any other. 

Q Were you paid or rewarded in any manner in consideration 
of your acceding to the Japanese' sexual demands?

Q Did you suffer any physical or mental disability as a 
result of your being xaped?

Q Do you mean to have us understSad that the reason why you 
did not fight or resist physically the advances of the 
Japanese was because you felt it to be useless because 
they possessed firearms and other means of compelling you 
to do what they wanted? 

A Correct. 


Q You, at no time in connection with any of the sexual acts 
perpetrated upon you, voluntarily and freely consented? 

A Of course not • 

Q Do you have anything further to tell us about this matter? 

A No, except that you may also find me at 838 R. Hidalgo 

Street, M anila, at the club "NICHEVO".

Q Please state your full name, age, nationality, marital 
status, oeoupation and present address. 

A Lourdes PEDRO, 25 years of age, Filipino, married, house¬ 
wife, 77 Cementina Street, Pas ay, Rizal. 

q Were you present, at all tines, from 9 February to 19 Feb¬ 
ruary 1945* with your sister, Engraoia TEAM)? 

A Yes, all through that time we were always together* 

q You hare heard the questions propounded to, and answers 
given by, your sister, Bigraoia TEAM), in a statement which 
she has j«st given under oath, is that right? 

A Yes. 

Q Insofar as you can recall, are all the statements made 
by your sister correct and true and complete? 

A Yes 

q Your~ sister has stated that you were taken to the Bay View 
Hotel against your wishes by the Japanese and held prisoner 
there in a room on the third floor until about three o 'dock 
in the afternoon of 10 February 1945 et which time you and 
other girls were separated from the mestizos and other for¬ 
eigners and you Filipinos were taken from from the Bay View to 
the Miramar and there confined together with approximately 
thirty other women, girls, and children in a room facing 
Dewey Boulevard on one of the upper floors and kept there 
until the afternoon of 13 February 1945 et about three or 
four o'clock when, because the building oaught on fire, 
you were able to escape and that susequent ly you were 
rescued by the Americans on 19 February 1945* le that cor¬ 
rect? 

A It is all true. 

q Can you give us the nones, ranks, units, or branches of 
service of any of the Japanese that you saw at the Bay 
View or the Miramar? 

A I know nothing about qtyht them except that they wore 
greenish uniform and I saw anchor insignia on the. r ctps. 

I don't even know an officer from an enlisted man. 

q Did you see the officer that your sister described as 
having a scar on his right check? 


q Please describe that officer as best you can. 

A I can only remenber the scar and nothing else. I noticed 
this officer particularly because, on the morning of 10 
February at the Bay View, he took a girl out of the room 
by force in broad daylight* 

q Can you describe or name this girl? 

A I do not remember her but I know that she was trying to 
pull away from him and did not want to go with him. But 
he held on to her aid pulled her out of the room. 


On what floor of the Bay View did this occur? 

I saw this officer take this girl from the hall on the 
second floor. TS.A. vs Toaeynki YaMASMTA 
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Q, Did you see the girl ajgain after that? 

A No. 

Q, Do you know what happened to her? 

A No, but from my observation of what was occurring to the 
other girls night after night I was convinced that they 
took girls only for thepurpose of r^ing and ravishing 
than. 

Q, Did you see girls taken from the rooms at the Bay View 
or Miramar while you were confined there? 

A Yes. I saw a girl whom they were unable to take as des¬ 
cribed by my sister that first night in the Bay View. 

Then I saw the one I have just mentioned the next morning 
also in the Bay View. Thereafter, at the Liiramar, I saw 
them take many girls. How many end how often, I am too 
confused to state. But at leas.t twenty girls were abused 
by the Japanese during the three nights at the Miramar. 

Q, What do you mean by the term ■abused" ? 

A I,mean that they were forcibly taken out of the room by 
small groups of Japanese marines, because when the girls 
returned, they were usually crying and frightened; in 
some instances, bloody on the lower portion of their dres¬ 
ses. I concluded that they had been physically attacked 
by the Japanese. 

Q Did any of the girls or women tell you or anyone in your 
presence that they had been actually raped by the Japanese? 

A No, they did not specifically say what happened. They did 
not seem to want to relate what had happened to them and 
I was too considerate to ask them what had happened. 

Q Can you give us the names or other description of my of 
the girls that were taken from the room by the Japanese 
at either the Bay View or the Miramar? 

A I do not know any of them except Rosy DESAIUNTO but she 
did not come back to the room in an upset manner. She 
seamed to be happy. 

Q She did not tell you that she had been raped? 

A No. 

Q Your sister has given us the names of the following women

Avenue, two lots north 
of Herran Street, Manila, P. I. 

Q Where and with whom did you Mve on or about the 9th of 
February, 1945? 

A 330 L, Guerrero Street, with ray husband, Rafaol del CASAL 
my daughter, Luisa GUEVARA, my sister-in-law, Isabel ARCEO, 
and my aunt, Raymunda DECENA. 

Q 

Q Were you taken by some members of the Japanese Military 
foroes to the Bay View Hotel on the evening of P February 
1945 together with many other women and children from the 
Plaza Fergusson? 

A Yes. 

Q Please name the other members of your family, if any, who 
were forced to go to the Boy View at that time. 

A My aunt, Raymunda DECENA; my sis ter-in-lew, Isabel ARCEO; 
end my daughter, Luisa GUEVARA. 

Q What tire did you reach the Bay View Hotel? 

A About eleven o*clock of the night. 

Q And what did the Japanese do with you? 

A Upon reoching the Bay View Hotel the Japanese searched us 
and took everything else we had except the clothing we had 
on. They marched us on a file upstairs and placed us in a 
room on the third floor together with other people, 

Q Approximately how many people, thet, is, women and girl 3 
were in this room? 

A I would estimate fifty altogether. 

Q How long did the Japanese keep you in this room? 

A All that night and during the day of February 10# 

q When and where were you moved on the 10th of February? 

A At about five o'dock in the afternoon of the lcth, all 
of the Filipinos in the Bay View, including ouradves, 
were segregated by the Japanese and marched, single file, 
over to the Alhambra Apartments where we were age in con¬ 
fined in a room on the third floor. 

q Were the other female roemb o ur£f your family which you 
have mentioned stilD with you?

Q About how many women and gir]s were in this room in the 
Alhambra Aportmonts?

q Did the Japanese# to your knowledge# rape or harm your 
daughter# Luisa GUEVARA? 

A No# exoept that on the night of 11 February 1945# at about 
eleven o'clock# In the Alhambra Apartments# two Japanese 
came to take my daughter out of the room In which we here 
staying. However# I objeoted and told them that she was 
married and the Japanese saw her holding her baby, so 
they let her alone. That was the only time they wen oeme 
near my daughter. 

q Were any other members of your family molested or harmed 
by the Japanese? 

A No. 

q Can you describe dither of the Japanese who tattempted to 
take your daughter from your room on the night of 11 Feb¬ 
ruary 1945? 

A No, It was too dark. 

q Did you personally see or hear the out or lea of any women 
or girls raped by the Japanese at the Bay View Hotel or 
at the Alhambra Apartments? 

A I remember one Japanese took his trousers off right In 
the room and tried to get down on one of the girls# but 
the girl resisted and everybody beoame excited# so the 
Japanese left. 

q What time did this happen? 

A In the morning on the same night that my daughter was 
molested# about two hours later. 

q Was this Japanese alone? 

A There were two others with him, but they were not right 
close by—they were looking for other girls around. 

q Can you desorlbe any of these three Japanese? 

A No, exoept that they appeared to be enlisted men. I do 

not think any of them were offloers. 

q Is this the only act of mlsoonduot on the part of the 
Japanese in your immediate presenoe? 

A That was the only lnstanoe of that kind. 

q Did the Japanese harm or bother any of the women or girls 
whom fcou have already named and recognized during the 
period of time oonoerned? 

A Yes. Every night in the Alhambra Apartments, the Japanese 
took Rosie DESAMFNTO# Fely ESPIRITU, and Jessie# I do not 
know her full name# and slept with them for several hours. 
One night# I do «ot reoall which one# Jessie never oame 
baok after the Japanese took her, and I have never seen 
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her sinoe. 

Q Did these girls that you have named just now go with the 
Japanese willingly or did they resist? 

A They were forced to go arainst their will. They struggled 
and tried to hold back. 

Q When the?9 girls returned to the room after these nightly 
trips with the Japanese, what was their general appearance 
and what, if anything, did they say regarding what had hap¬ 
pened to them? 

A They returned with water and food and biscuits and did not 
seem to be upset. However, they appeared exhausted and 
seemed to be ashamed, b$t they did not say anything. 

Q Did you see any other women or girls, besides those you have 
named and described, taken from the room or otherwise harmed 
or bothered by the Japanese either in the Bay View or the 
Alhambra? 

A No. 

Q Do you know of anyone who was bayonetted, tortured, raped, 
mistreated, beaten, or killed at the Bay View or the Al¬ 
hambra between the 9th and 13th of February 1945 or of any 
other mistreatments besides those you have alreadv related? 

A No. 

Q, Have you told us about everything. in the way of miscon- 
duot on the part of the Japanese) which you observed in 
the Bay View and Alhambra? 

A Yes. 

(I Have you described, to the bewt of your ability, and given 
us all the information possible regarding the Japanese 
naval marines whom you saw in these two buildings? 

A Yes. 

'I Were you dressed as a civilian while you were in the Bay 
View and in the Alhambra? 

A Yes. 

0. ’/ere you armed at th"t time in any runner? 

A No. 

Q Had you, at any tine aided or abetted the guerrillas 
against the Japanese? 

A No • 

^ Did you stay in the Bay view and Alhambra voluntarily? 

A No, we were forced to stay there by the Japanese. T hey 
did not. let. us go until the Alhambra caught fln fire'on 
February 13. 

Q Rave you suffered any physical or mental disability as a 
result of your confinement at the Bay View and Alhambra? 

A No. 

0 Do you plan on lending this present address in the nerr 
future and movin'? elsewhere? 

A No. 

'i A*e you sure you have told us everything re<^ rdinp the 
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Japanese taking nomen and glrla and violating them in 
these two establishments? 

A Yes. 

Q Have you told us everything which you observed during 
your entire stay in the Bay View and Alhambra? 

A I could hear the girls from the next room, soreamlng, 
crying, and praying, particularly the first nig^it, at the 
Bay View. I heard the women saying that the Japanese were 
taking and abusing the glrla, but I did not see anything 
further than what I have described. 

Q Did you, or anyone that you observed, do anything to 
anger the Japanese during this oeriod of time? 

A No. 

$ After you left the Alhambra Apartments on the afternoon 
of February 13 you have stated that you went to the Lun- 
eta near the Riaal Monument, how long did you stay there? 

A Until, I believe, six or seven days later. 

’hen what happened? 
he Ameriofns rescued us. 

Q During your stay in the Lunsta, did you personally suffer, 
or did you see any other persona suffer, mistreatments 
from the Japanese other than the natural suffering, death 
and destruction, resulting from oombat conditions? 

A I personally was not harmed during this timanor any mem¬ 
bers of my family. But I saw a oertaln Nena NAVALES, 
about 35 years of age, and her small child both bayonetted 
to death by the Japanese for no apparent reason whatsoever 
At night the Japanese would oome around the trenches and 
among the people hidden therein to avoid shellfire, and 
threaten us with bayonets and hand grenades, and I saw one 
women in my inmedlate vlolnlty raped by a Japanese. I 
cannot desoribe her nor him. I do not know her. and I 
do not know what night that happened. But the Japanese 
lifted her clothing and got down upon her and did it to 
her right in front of everyone even though she struggled 
and soreamed. We were frightened to interfere beoause all 
the Japanese were around and we thought they would bayonet 
us if we did anything. 

Q Do you have anything further to add to your statement? 

A No/, that is all, exoept that I am sometimes known as 
Tuding, the vegetable peddler.

Q lour step-sister, Conchita Sotelo RiCHARDS, was not with 

you on this occasion nor at the Bay View whatsoever? 

A That is correct. 

(1 At about? what time did you arrive at thp Coffee-poty 

A Around ten o'clock in the evening. 

4 Approximately how many young wansn and girls were in your 
group? 

A About twenty or twenty-five. 

Q How long did you live in the Ermita District? 

A About a year and a half preceding February 9 , 1?43» 

Q About now many Japanese guarded your group while enroute 

to the Coffee-pot? 

A Five or six. 

Q How long did you stay in the Coffee-pot? 

A Between one or two hours. 

Q Here any Japanese iresent at the Coffee-pot? 

A Yes, there must have been at least twenty Japanese, although 

they were not all in the restaurant at the sane time as they 
would go in ana 11 groups and they would offer us wines, cig¬ 
arettes, and candies and tried to make friends with us| but 
most of us were very frightened far we could not understand 
them. We did not like them and we tried to avoid them. 

Q Where did you go itxen you left the Coffee-pot? 

A The Japanese took us to the Bay View Hotel and marched us 
upstairs to the third floor and put us in a room, the num¬ 
ber of ifcich I do not remember. 

Q Was your group in this room at the Bey View Hotel the 3 erne 
as the one the Japanese originally created and marched to 
the Coffee-pot? 

A Yea, exactly. 

Q How long were you confined in thia particular room in the 
Bay View? 

A Until the morning of lo February 19^5 at about seven or 
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eight o'clock when we were able to get away and went 
through the Hotel trying to find our relatives and friends. 
Vs broke up into snail groups y at this time and I went to 
my sister-in-law, Maria lulsa SOTELO, and my aunt, Maria 
LICHNOCK, idiom 1 found in a snail room on a lower floor 
and from there all of us went to the main dining room on 
the first floor where we stayed until the Hotel caught on 
fire and we managed to escape at about four or five o'clock 
in the afternoon of 12 February 1^5* 

Q How many Japanese did you see during your stay in the Bay 
View Hotel in addition to those who marched you to the 
Coffee-pot and those present during your short stay at the 
Coffee-pot? 

1 lb out thirty. 

Q Of the total of approximately fifty-five Japanese, inclu¬ 

ding those you observed while enroute to the Coffee-pot, 
at the Coffee-pot, and in the Bay View Hotel, how many 
were eoamlssloned officers? 

1 lbout three. 

4 Please give us, to the best of your ability and if able, 

the names, ranks, units, and branches of service of the 

Japanese, 

A I know the nane of two of the officers, one was a lieut¬ 
enant KITO, the other was a Captain AKASHIj the third 
offioer'a name, I do not know, but I remember he had a 
lopsided, crooked, mouth, as though his jaw had been 
broken on one side, 1 do not know the names of any of 
the rest of the Japanese, is to the rank l only know 
that 1X13HT was called a Captain, and he appeared to be 
in comand of the Hotel. 1 know KITO was a lieutenant— 
at least that was my understanding from conversations had 
at the Bay View mcong the various people present. I do 
not know the ranks of any of the other Japanese although 
I believe the officer with a crooked face was also a Cap¬ 
tain. 1 do not know the units to which they belonged, 
although as 1 recall, 1—edlately prior to the time we 
ware taken to the Bey View, I believe Captain AKASHT had 
been in charge of them, that is, the groups of Japanese 
that placed machine-guns at the various intersections 
around the Emit a District and particularly near the 
Plaza Fergusson. is to the branches of service, I believe 
all of the Japanese were from the Navy, their uniforms 
being dark green in color aid some of them had a little 
insignia, shaped like an anchor, on their caps. When 1 
say Navy personnel 1 include the marines—in fact, 1 think 
we commonly called them marines at the Bay View. 

Q Please give us as complete a description as possible of 
Captain AKJSHI. 

i H» was about thirty-five or forty years of age, about five 
feet, two or three inches tall, medium built with a very 
military and erect bearing. He had a narrow, black mus¬ 
tache clear across his upper lip. He was about the neatest 
and cleanest of the Japanese present. Hs was only around 
for a few times while we were in the Bay View and he was 
always in a terrible hurry. He had no unusual facial or 
physical characteristics and I do not believe i can add 
anything further regarding his appearance. 

4 Describe, as best you can, lieutenant KITo. 
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A He via rather young, I would say about twenty-five or 
twenty-six years of age. He was unusually tall for a 
Japanese—he was flee feat, ten 1 no has in height. B» 
had a wary large built. I remember be vas wearing, the 
first night, a white and red striped ribbon, about three 
inches wide, which hanged diagonally across Ms chest, 
from the left shoulder to his right waistline. Be was 
wary fair-eomplexioned and spoke fluent Aigllah. His 
left hand had been injured and 1 could only see Ms thumb 
exposed, the reat of his hand and forearm being swaddled 
in a bandage. That is all I can recall. 

Q Please describe further, if you are able, the officer with 
tbs crooked mouth. 

A He was about fire feet, two inches, tall, rather medium 
built. He had a rather full and very red face. He mailed 
a good deal wMch gave his face a rather leering appearance 
because of the crooked mouth. 1 cannot describe him any 
further. 

Q Do you recall any unusual features or physical attributes 
of any of the remaining Japanese that you saw during the 
period of time and at the places under consideration? 

A I can recall one of the guards that I saw on the night of 
10 February, the first night we spent in the main dining 
room. He had a large growth, which was colored like a 
mole, on his right cheek. I do not remember anything else 
about him. As a utter of fact, I was afraid to look at 
any of the Japanese and Intentionally avoided and Ignored 
them as much as possible so that they might not pay atten¬ 
tion to ms. 

Can you give us any further description of any of the other 
Japanese? 

A Nd. Host of them were just typical Japanese. Uvey were 
rather in an unkempt condition. They had a disagreeable 
odor about them as if they had not have a chance to bathe 
for scms time. Many of them had a several days growth of 
beard. On the whole they were a repellent group of men. 

Please give us the names of every woman or girl that you 
recall who were present in your group at the Coffee-pot 
and who were confined with you the first night In the Boy 
View Hotel. 

A The GARCIA slaters, Bather Garcia MURAS, irlseilla GARCIA, 
and Bvangs lina GARCIA, the GHBZZI's, Gloria , Julia, and 
Margarita GHEZZI, and Inez Ohezzl CABARRUZ; Pilar Ubago 
MIRANDA, Carmenclta Teloso BALUSTER OS, Iucy TANI, and 
Carmen del HUIX;. There was also a Chinese msstiza whose 
name and whereabouts I do not know. There were also 
approximately seven young Filipino girls in the group, but 
I do not know any of their names or hereabouts. This, to 
tbs best of my recollection, is the entire group. 

Q In addition to the names you have given us, please name 
all of the other women and girls that you saw and know 
were in the Bay Tiew Hotel between the yth and 12th of 
Tb bina ry, 1 ^45, inclusive. _ 

A The RENTERIA'si Mates Galatas RENTERIA, Teresa Renteria 
da FERNANDES, and her daughter Mareedea, Guadalupe RENTE¬ 
RIA, Roberta Galatas RENTERIA, Urs. Pilar Ubago Vluda de 
MiRANDA and her other daughter, Ramsdios ubagu MiRANDA, 
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the RUZ'ii Mrs. Andrea Uzarraga FELIX and her slater, 
Engracia UZARRAGA, Lux FEI.iX, Angelita (Baby) FELIX, Ana 
Marie FELIX, Ieonor Vluda de FELIX, and Ieonor (Bona) FELIX) 
the GHEZZI'a i Ifarla (Mez xl QALAT AS, lira. Ramedioe Salado 
GHEZZI, Victoria Ghezzi KSDFERR, Elena Ghezzi POLO) the

Q Are all of the foregoing people now or still all we? 

A No. I haws been told, and honestly be lie we, that Mrs. Hiar 

Ubagb VLuda de MlRAHDA, Mrs. Remedies Sal ado GHsZZI, Victo¬ 
ria Qiezzi REDFERR, Barbara WEI BEL, muia VaR&LA, Pilar 
Rolg GOMEZ, Ana Marie GOMEZ, Guadalupe Gonzales de GOMES, 
Mrs. Andrea Lizarraga FELIX, Iuz FELIX, Angalita (Baby) 
FELIX, and Ieonor Viuda de FELIX hare all died since leer¬ 
ing the Bey View—some from natural causes, but most aa 
a result of fire and shelling. 

Q Can you giro us the present whereabouts or any information 
which might enable us to ascertain the present whereabouts 
of Iopita Gomez de COROMINAS or Ifequita CUEVAS (GOMEZ)? 

A I am sorry I do not know where they are. 

Q Can you tell us anything or giro us any lead as to the 

idiero about a of Ieonor (Nona) FELIX? 

A No. 

Q During your first night at the Bay View, were you raped 
or otherwise harmed by th e Ja panese? 

A No. I, along with Julia QIEZZI, Margarita GHEZZI, and 

Inez Ghezzi CABARRUZ, was not hurt or taken from the room 
that first night by the Japanese. Julia, Margarita, and 
Inez feigned sickness and apparently convinced the Japs 
that they were too sick to be taken out by them. I was 
concealed under a mattress, and by sheer good fortune, I 
was not even touched by the Japanese. 

Q, Did the Japanese rape or harm any of the other girls? 

▲ Yes, all night long that first night, snail groups of Jap¬ 
anese—two or three at a time—would ccme into the room 
every few minutes and would select girle after exmining 
them be flashlight, and even though the girls attempted to 
get away from the Japanese and resisted by pulling away 
from them and although the girls pleaded, begged, and 
cried out and struggled, the Japanese would finally, by 
strength, grasp and drag the girls out of the room. They 
would take the girls one or two at a time and the girls 
would not return for intervals ranging from a few minutes 
up to maybe three-quarters of an hour. In one or two pla¬ 
ces when the girls resisted, I remember the Japanese would 
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point their knives or bayonets at their stomachs and the 
girls vara ao paralysed with fear thpy could realet no 
further. 

<1 Do you recall how many tlmaa lather darela MCRAS was taken 
fTaa the room on the fir at night by the Japanese? 

A At least seven tlmaa.

A The first time she osh back I did not notice anything 
peculiar or unusual about her clothing. But ahe was very 
distressed and nervous. She said to uai "It was terrible. * 

I did not question her at that time nor did X hear anything 
further said by her. Later, when ahe cods back from her 
third trip, ahe saldi "Three different Japanese forced as 
to have intercourse with them in succession. I cannot 
stand It any longer. They would kill us before the night 
is dons. They had even raped my little slater.* 

4 Do you recall miythlng further regarding the appearance or 
physical condition of lather that night or do you recall 
any further statements made by her to you or In your pres¬ 
ence? 

A Ho, except that as the night sent on I recall that ehe ap¬ 
peared very exhausted and she seemed to be almost ready to 
drop to the floor. 

Q How many times during your first night was Priscilla GARCIA 
taken by the Japanese? 

A Three times. 

Q Wist was her appearance upon her return from these trips 
■id shat, if anything, did die say to you or anyone in your 
presence? 

A Sic told us, the first time she returned to the room after 
the Japanese had dragged her out, that ahe had been taken 
upstairs to a room there no one was present but the Japan¬ 
ese and herself and that she had been forced to take off 
her clothing and that the Japanese had used her physically. 
She seemed to be hurt and in pain. She also said that the 
Japanese had taken her blouse and used this to wipe the 
floor where he made her lie down before he got over her. 

Oie aeamed to be so dazed that ahe looked like ahe had aeen 
something unspeakable. Bar eyea just seemed to stare out 
into epaoe ad she acted as though ahe.were in a trance. 

Q How many tlmaa was Evangeline OARCIA taken out of the room 
that night and what dial ahe say? 

A Evangeline wee taken out two times before midnight but never 
again after that. On each occasion aha returned in two or 
three minntea. She was very upset and she was crying. She 
told us that the Japanese had started to attack her on eaoh 
occasion, but the Japanese found out that she wee msatruat- 
ing. She also said that one of the Japanese had her sister, 
Jttseilla, in another room and that ahe could hear her scream¬ 
ing but that ahe, Evangeline, could do nothing to save Pris¬ 
cilla even if she wanted to. 

Q How many times during the first night was idler Ubago MIRAN¬ 
DA taken out of the room by the Japanese? 

A Once. It was abdut one or two o'clock on the morning of 10 
JWbruary ly!5. She was gone for about fifteen minutes. 
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Upon her return, she was crying and very nervous. She 
said nothing, but went to u corner and fell on the floor 
and sobbed. We did not question her and we didn't know 
idiat exactly happened. 

Q How many times that first night was Iucy TANI forced to 
leave with the Japanesef 

▲ I recall only once. 

Q What was her appearanoe upon her return and what did she 
say? 

A She said that a Japanese had tned to attack her in another 
room down the hall but that he was unable to accomplish it 
because she was too small and that the Japanese could not 
get in. 

Q, How many times did you see Gloria GHEZZI taken out of the 
room that night by the Japanese? 

A Once. 

Q, What was her appearance upon her return? 

A She looked like she was exhausted and ready to collapse, 
aie was very upset. 

Q What did she say to you or anyone in your presence upon 
her return? 

A I could only overhear a pert of what she said to her 

sister to the effect that one Japanese violated her and 
that she wished she were dead. 

Q How many times during that first night was Cannsncita 
Veloso BAULESTKRuS forced to accompany the Japanese? 

A Once. 

Q, What did she say regarding her experience while out of the 
room upon her return? 

A She saidt *1 m saved. 1 gave the Japanese two wrist 

watches I had in my purse and he lot me go without hurting 


Q Was she forced to go out later that night with any other 
Japanese? 

A No, ( do not think so. Of course I was sleeping most of 
the time and so I am not sure of this. 

<1 How many times during that first nigrt a t the Bay View was 
Carmen del HIADO forced by the Japanese to leave the room 
with them? 

A Two times at least as 1 recall. 

Q What was her appearance upon her return from these trips? 

A She looted as though she had been through a horrible dream. 
She was crying end very terrified. She told us that the 
dirty and filthy Japanese had forcibly pulled her clothes 
up and looked over her body with a flashlight and then he 
got upon her and had sexual relations with her. She cried 
and said that the Japanese were a dirty people or words to 
that effect.

There were many girls earning and going under 
the compulsion of the Japanese and it is difficult to 
recall details except in those instances ifeere my friends 
and acquaintances were involved as I have heretofore men¬ 
tioned. But as 1 have said the entire night was a night of 
torture aid great fear and suffering and I aa very thank¬ 
ful that I did not suffer the physical abuses that were 
taken by nearly all of the girls in our room from the 
drunken, dirty, degenerate, sex-mad Japs. They were not 
even human beings—they acted like animals.

After your escape from the room the next morning, did you 
suffer any mistreatment or physical abuse from the Japanese 
during the remainder of your stay in the Bay View?

Yes. Ifce Japanese tried to get me out of the dining room 
on the night of 11 February 1y45. at about eleven o'clock 
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when the room was dark. I vaa lying on the floor next 
to ay slater-in-law, Maria Uusa SOTELO, trying to sleep, 
then a Japanese, who was sneaking about there, got hold 
of mj left leg and tried to pull me. He was whispering, 
bat I could not understand what he said, 1 think it was 
in Japanese. However, he indicated by his motions that 
he was trying to get me over on my back and he vas trying 
to pull my legs apart and he was trying to kneel ower me, 
but I Jerked my legs away from his grasp as he tried to 
take off my slacks. I did not say anything, but Mrs. 
L1CHM0CE, tho was also there, said to the Japanesei "Ibn't, 
don't bother her, she is a German. • The Japanese then 
said "How can die be a German, she is black. • But the 
disturbance which had, by this time, been created, fright¬ 
ened him, and he went away*

A lb. The last morning I had gone upstairs to a toilet to 
fetch a little water for my sister-in-law's baby, and as 
I was coming downstairs, a Japanese caught me by the ann 
and pulled ms towards a room. Hb had put his gun and 
bayonet against the wall and he grabbed ms by my shoulder 
and tried to pull me to him, at the sene time, trying to 
pull ay waist away from my shoulders. But 1 pleaded with 
him and ahowed him that I had a little water in the tin 
can 1 was carrying and I told hlmi 'This water, for my 
little baby; please let me take it to the baby," Hb 
relaxed his grasp and I Jerked away from him and ran 
downstairs. I did not go after anymore water. I was 
wary frightened.

Vi Bid you see any other women or girls subsequent to the 
first night that you ha to already described raped, mis¬ 
treated, or harmed by the Japanese? 

Howerer, during the night, both nights in the dining 
room, I supposed the Japanese cams in the room and vio¬ 
lated the girls right there—girls idiom they had previous¬ 
ly selected by observations during the daytime. But other 
than the experiences I have recounted, I did not personal¬ 
ly hear anything indicative of sexual misconduct in any 
part of the room and I do not recall hearing any of the 
girls saying that they had been actually raped or harmed 
by the Japanese.

Q. What is your nationality? 

A. Filipino. 

Q. What is your present occupation? 

A. Guerrilla member, Sases Regiment, Nakar Division, Ramsey 
Guerrilla Unit, now attached to 534 Engineers, U.S. Army, 
for guard duty.

Q. Where did you reside on 9 February 1945? 

A. 1343 Leveriza Street, Malate, Manila. 

Q. Where was your house located with reference to the home 
of Felipe Canlllas? 

A. Right next door and west of the Camillas house. 


Q. How far was your home from the Canillas home? 
A. About 10 to 15 yards. 


Q. Were you in your home on the night of 9 February 1945? 

A. Yes, sir. 

0. Who was at home with you at that time? 

A. My brother Eduardo de los Reyes, sleeping upstairs, my 
mother, my brother Ruperto de los Reyes, his wife Betty 
de los Reyes, their four small children, a friend of 
ours by the name of Feliciana Abraham, and my cousin 
Leoncio de los rt eyes, now dead, all sleeping in the air 
raid shelter under the house. 




Q. Did you know Felipe Canillas and the other members of 
his family during their lifetime? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. On the night of 9 February 1945, did you see any members 
of the Japanese armed forces go to the home of Felipe 
C a nillas? 

A. I did not see any Japanese go to the home of the Canillas 
family that night because I was asleep in the upstairs 
of our house, but I was awakened by screaming and howling 
coming from the Canillas home at about 12:00 midnight 
to 1:00 o'clock A,T.. but I am not certain os to the 
exact time. 


Q. Vhat did you do after you v/ere awakened by these noises 
from the Canillas house? 

A. My brother and I got up out of bed and opened a window 
facing the Canillas home and looked in that direction. 
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Q. What did you see at that time taking place at the Ca- 
nlllas home? 

A. It was dark in the Canlllas home but we could see Ja¬ 
panese with flashlights and rifles and bayonets in the 
house. First, we saw the Japanese bayonet Felipe Ca¬ 
nlllas who was in the dining room near the refrigerator 
and believe that they bayoneted him two times, both 
times in the stomach. Then next we saw the Japanese ba¬ 
yonet the second to the oldest daughter whose name I 
do not remember. Then the other two girls were bayoneted 
next and the mother was bayoneted last, all of them be¬ 
ing bayoneted several times in the stomach. 

o 

Q. Did you hear any conversation that took place between 
any of the Canillases or the Japanese? 

A No, sir. 

Q. Did you hear the Canillases aay anything at the time they 
were bayoneted? 

A. I Just heard the daughters of Canlllas say "Mama, pardon, 

Mama" (Mammy, pardon, Mammy). 

Q. Could you tell whether the Japanese attempted to rape 
any of the women in the house? 

A. I could not. 

Q. After the Japanese had bayoneted e^ch of the members of 
the family, then what did you see? 

A. When each of the members of the family was bayoneted, he 
or she fell to the floor apparently dead. I heard one 
of the women moaning after being bayoneted, and after 
the Japanese had left my brother and I went downstairs 
to an air raid shelter and then we saw Atong and Zoilo 
Llave helping Mr. Canlllas in the yard and saw them 
take him behind the house in a little bit southerly di¬ 
rection, a distance of about 50 yards. 

Q. Did you see the Canlllas house when it started to burn? 

A. Yes, I was in the air raid shelter when the Canillas 
house began to burn and my brother and I left the air 
raid shelter and went back behind the group of houses 
about 50 yards and hid in the tall grass. 

Q. After you came down from the upstairs of your house, 
did you go to any of the doors or windows of the Ca¬ 
nillas home and look Inside? 

A. ’.Yell, we did not do that because we were afraid of the 
Japanese. 

Q. Did you recognize any of the Japanese that you saw in 
the Canillas home that night? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Do you know how many Japanese were in the Canillas home 
that night? 

A. No, sir, I am not sure how many there were but I think 
there might be three but did not recognize any of them. 

Q. Did you know to which branch of the Japanese armed forces 
these Japanese belonged? 

A. No, I do not, because it was very dark. 
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Q. Can you describe any of the Japanese? 

A. No, I cannot. 

Q. Could you tell whether there were any officers in the 
group? 

A. Yes, I thought there were two officers because two of 
them.were carrying sabers. 

Q. Did you see the Japanese or anyone else kill Zoilo Llave? 

A. No, I did not but I saw his body early in the morning of 
10 February 194- 5 , lying on the ground about 75 yards 
south and west from where my home was. 

Q. When you saw the body of Zoilo Llave was he alive or 
dead? 

A. He was dead already. 

Q. Did you see any wounds on his body? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Where were they located? 

A. I saw two bayonet wounds on the upper part of his chest 
and about two lower down in his stomach, one in the 
upper part of his left leg, and he was covered with 
blood. 

Q. Did you see Mr. Felipe Canillas on the morning of 10 
February 1945? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Where did you see him? 

A. He was dead when I saw him. His body was slumped over 
in a chair at the same place where Zoilo Llave and Atong 
had taken him the night before which was about 50 yards 
west of our house in an open space. 

Q. Did you see any wounds on the body of Felipe Canillas at 
that time? 

A. I did not see the wounds because there was a coat wrapped 
around him in such a way that I could not see where he 
was wounded. 

Q. Did you hear Felipe Canillas say anything prior to the 
time he died? 

A. Yes, sir, on the night he was bayoneted and after he had 
been brought out in the yard, he was calling for his son 
Fred. 

Q. Were you present when the bodies of Zoilo Llave and 
Felipe Canillas were buried? 

A. I saw Benjamin Llave, Domingo Llave and Atong bury the 
two bodies in the morning of 10 February 1945. 

Q. About what tine was the Canillas home burned? 

A. About 2*00 o'clock in the morning of 10 February 1945. 

Q. Do you know what happened to the bodies of the wife of 
Felipe Canillas and his three daughters that you saw 
bayoneted in their house? 

A. 7/hen the house burned their bodies were burned also. 
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Q. Did you go back to the C.nillas place after it had 
burned? 

A. Yes, sir, in a day or so I was there and the whole house 
had burned together with all the contents and all that 
was left of the bodies were small pieces of burned bones. 

Q. Do you know from your own personal knowledge why the Ja¬ 
panese committed this atrocity? 

A. No, I do not know. 

Q. Do you know from your own personal knowledge where these 
Japanese were quartered or garrisoned? 

A. No, I do not, but I believe they came from the Rlaal 
Stadium because four members of the C„nillas family had 
been taken there on the night of 8 February 1945. 

Q. On the night of 8 February 1945» did you see any Japanese 
at the home of the C a nillas family? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Did you hear them come to the door of the Canillas home 
that .night? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What time did you see them come to the door of the C n - 
nillas home?

q. please state your name, age, nationality and address* 

A* So Luan, age 29, Chinese, 990 Isaac Peral Street, Paco, 
Manila, P* I* 

q. Do you expect to remain at your present address? 

A* Yes* 

q, Where were you living in February, 1945 7 

A* I wjs living at the Dee Cho Lumber Company, 990 Isaao 
peral Street, Paco, Manila, P, I, 

q. Do you recall anything that happened regarding the 
Japanese during February, 1945? 

A* Yes* On the morning of February, 11,1945# about 
fifty-seven civilians of Chinese and Filipino 
nationalities, majority of whan worked at the Dee Cho 
Dumber Yard were taken away by the Japanese. I did 
not qee this because I was sleeping in a small air¬ 
raid shelter about a hundred meters away from the 
air-raid shelter where they were then staying. These 
persons had been taken away by the Japanese at three 
or four o'clock in the morning, but I did not find it 
out until about eiftht o'clock that day when I went 
to the big air-raid shelter to advise them to leave 
the place and go to the other side of the river. 

I had been told to do this by an Anerican soldier. 

After finding these persons were gone, I went across 
the river, "Est^ro de Tongue.* which is near the Dee 
Chee Lumber Yard, about 9 A.M. that morning, and I 
happened to meet two nurses from Sacred Heart Hospital 
who were carrying Cataliha Angeles Tan, the wife of 
my friend Alejandro Tan. She told me that she was 
with the group of fifty-seven persons who were taken 
away by the Japanese that morning and that she had 
been with the women and children at the aiell Service 
Station at the comer of Isaac Peral and M, de Com* 
illas streets. I saw a bayonet wound on her left 
chest and another bayonet wound on her stomach, 
and she stated that these had been inflicted by Jap¬ 
anese soldiers. Her husband was with me at that time 
so the nurses turned her ove to us to take care of. 

We learned that she had crawled from the service 
station to the Sacred Heart Hospital, located about 
five hundred yards from the service station. The 
nurses were evacuating her from that hospital on 
account of the fighting. Her husband and I carried 
her to the Manila Gas company on Otis Street, Paco, 
Manila, p. I., and after a few minutes, a U. S. Army 
Ambulance came there and evacuated her to the San 
Lazero Hospital on Rizal Avenue, Sta. Qruz, Manila, 
p. I. She died on February 13, 1945, at San Lazero 
Hospital. About fifteen minutes before we met these 
nurses and Vatalina Angelas Tan, I had met Felipe 
My, a six-year old son of my friend, Ny Sim, near 
the river and he told hb at that time, that the 
Japanese had taken these persons away and that he 
thought they had killed them all. He had escaped 
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And was looking for hie father who lived at the Dee 
Cho Lumber Yard, to Inform him that the Japanese had 
killed hia mother, Medlng Espenoza Ny, and hia two 
slaters, Felisa Ny, age 4, and Waning Ny, age 2. He 
was able to walk, although he had beer, wounded. 

Q. Ia Catalina Angelea Ton the same person aa Catalina 

AngeleaT 

A. Yes. Who was the Filipino wife of Alejandro Tan, Chinese, 
and usually wea known by her maiden name, Catalina 
Angelea. 

Q. Did you see the wound on Felipe Ny? 

A. I did not see his wound at the time but three d*ye 

afterwards, I saw him in Sampaloc and saw thr.t he had bayo¬ 
net wounds at the lower part of his back. 

Q. Do you know where Felipe Ny was treated for hie wo nde? 

A. All I know Is that his father took care of him. He 
did not go to a hospital to my knowledge. 

q. Where is Felipe ly now? 

A. He lives with hie father, at 25 Otis Street, Paco, 

Manila, P. X. 

Q, Did you go to the intersection of Isaac Peral an' M. 
de Comlllae Streets in attempt to find the bodies of 
any persons thero? 

A. No. The fighting was very heavy for the next few 
days and I could not get to that area. I did go to 
the San Lezero Hospital on about February 16, 1945. 
and I found Ang Be and her daughter, Aurora So, who 
were being treated there for wounds. I did not talk 
to them at that time but knew they had been in the 
air-raid shelter and were among those who had been 
taken away by the Japanese on February 11, 1945, so 
I went to inform their relatives that they could find 
them in this hospital. 

Q. What else do you know regarding these persons who 

were taken away by the Japanese on February 11, 1945? 

A. On February 15, 1945, I heard that So Tay, a friend 
of mine, had escaped from the Japanese, so I went 
to the San Lazaro Hospital to look for him. '{then I 
arrived there, I found him and Wang Chi Chang, 
another Chinese friend of mine. Both were confined 
in the hospital suffering from wound:’. Wang Chi 
Chang later was moved to Chinese General Hospital 
and treated there, and So Tay later was removed to 
the St. Luke's Hospital. Both have now recovered 
from their wounds. On or about February 22, 1945, 

I went to the Intersection of Isaac Peral anl M. de 
Comillas Streets to search for bodies of other persons 
supposed to have been killed there. I did not find 
any bodies there at that time because they had been 
removed. However, I found heirs from a woman's head 
near the banana trees west of the service station. 

I then went across the street inside the gate of the 
Tabacalera Cigar and Cigarette Factory at the north¬ 
east corner of the intersection and there I saw two 
holes had been dug anl filled with dirt. On examining 
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these holes, I found that bodies were hurled in these holes. I 
eaw two feet sticking out of one grave with Japanese shoes. These 
shoes belonged either to Tan Bua Key or Tan Cho Llm, two Chinese, 
who had been taken away with the group of fifty-seven persons on 
February 11, 1945. I recognised these shoes because these two 
employees of the Dee Cho Lumber Yard had been wearing Japanese shoes 
which they purchased from the Japanese. 

q. Did you remove any of the bodies from these graves! 

A. Ho. 

(1. Do you know how many bodies were buried in these graves! 

A. Ho. The bodies burled in these two graves adjacent to the fence and 
about ten yards from the gate of the Tabacalora Cigar and Cigarette 
Factory which I mentioned are still buried there. 

q. How do you know this! 

A. Because after the rain? season in May, 1945, I was there and saw that 
these holes where these persons were burled had sunken, and there were 
human bonee sticking out of dirt on top of One grave. They were still 
there on September 3, 1945, when a U. S. Army Photographer took a 
picture of these bones. 

q. I hand you Exhibit E and ask you what it is, if you know. 

A. This is the service station at the northeast corner of Ieaac Peral 
and M. de Comlllas Streets, Ex-mita, Manila, P. I., where the women 
and chilldren were killed by the Japanese on February 11, 1945. 

q. Do you know when this picture was taken! 

A. September 3, 1945, by a U. S. Army photographer. 

q. Were you present when it tas taken! 

A. Yes. 

q. Does Inhibit E show thift service station ns it appeared at the time the 
picture wae taken! 

A. Yes. 

q. I hand you Exhibit F. and ask you what it is, if you know. 

A. This is a picture taken by the U. S. Army Photographer on September 3, 
1946, showing the bonee I mentioned. 

q. Were you present when this photograph was taken! 

A. Yes. 

q. Does it fairly represent the grave on which these bones were lying at the 
tire it was t ken! 

A. Yes. 

q. Were any other pictures taken by an Army nhotograoher on September 3, 
1945! 

A. Yes. A picture was also taken of the concrete pavement at the rear of 
the service station on the north.

A This is a picture showing bayonet scars on the back of 
Felipe Ny, age 6 , which was taken at my home at 990 
Isaac Feral Street, Paco, Manila, P. X., on September 3, 
1945. 

q. Who todk this picture? 

A. The same Army photographer I mentioned. 

q. Were you present when this picture was taken? 

A. Tes. 

q. Does it fairly represent the scars on the back of Felipe 
By as they appeared when the picture was taken? 

A. Tes. 

q. Do you know the name of the unit or organization of the 
Japanese, who took this group of fifty-seven persons away 
from the air-raid shelter? 

A. Ho. 

q. Do you know the names of any of these Japanese soldiers 
or officers? 

A. Ho. 

q. Did you see any of these Japanese on 11 February, 19-15? 

A. Ho, I did not see them. 

q. Were any Japanese units quartered in the neighborhood 
where these persons were killed? 

A. Tes. Members of the Japanese Navy were living at 
the Asylum of Saint Vincent de Paul, commonly known 
as Looban Seylum located at 910 Isaac Peral Feral Street, 
Paco, Manila, P. X. This asylum was run by the 
Sisters of Charity. There were two buiilings there, 
one which had been used as an orphanage and school 
and the other building where the sisters stayed. 

I know that the members of the Japanese Navy were 
quartered at the orphanage during the first two weeks 
of February, 1945. They came there toraetiroe in 
January, 1945. 
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Q. Did you a«e member* of the Japanese Havy at that place? 

A. Tes. On the afternoon of February 3, 1945, as I was 
passing th ere, I saw two Japanese marines standing 
as sentries at the gate at 910 Isaac Peral Street, 

Paco, Manila, P. I. 

%. Bow were these two Japanese dressed? 

1. They were dressed in greenish-khaki uniforms and had 
anchors on their caps. 

<1. Can you describe either of them? 

A. I could not giro a satisfactory description of them 
because I was hurrying to get home at that time.

place} 

A. Bo. 

4. How far is the Asylum of Saint Vincent de Paul from 
the intersection of I same Peral and M. de Comillas 
Streets? 

A. About ons block east. 

Q. Do you know any other places in the neighborhood where 
the Japanese were stationed on February 11, 1945? 

A. Tss. The Japanese levy had a garrison at the British 
Club located on M. de Comillas Street, Xrmita, Manila, 
P. I., about one block north of this Shell service 
station. The British Club also had an entrance on 
San Msrcelino and M. ds Comillas Streets. 

Q. Do you know the name of the Japanese unit or organ¬ 
isation that was stationed at either of these two 
places! 

A. Vo. 

4. Do you know the name of any of the Japanese officers 
or enlisted men who were stationed at these places on 
February 11, 1945? 

A. lo. 

4. Do you know to what branch of the Japanese forces 
those at the British Club belonged? 

A. They dressed the same as those stationed at the Asylum 
of Saint Vincent de Paul and were known by us as 
Japanese marines. 

4 . By fapanese marines, do you mean the ground forces of 
the Japanese Vary? 

A. Tss. 

4 . Do you know any other places in the neighborhood where 
Japanese were stationed during January and February, 
1945? 

A. Tes, the Japanese Crsater Manila Defense Command had 
its headquarters in a building located on the north¬ 
west corner of Isaac Peral and San Marceline Streets, 
Iraita, Manila, P. I., about one block west of the 
Shell Service Station I mentioned. This building, 
which faced Isaac Peral Street, was a large concrete 
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structure built before the war as a detention home 
for Juveniles. It was never used for that purpose 
and when the Japs occupied Manila, they took It over. 

<1. Do you know the name of the commanding officer of 
the Create* Manila Defense Command at this Head¬ 
quarters! 

A. No. 

< 4 . Were the force* of the Greater Manila Defense Comrand, 
members of the Japanese Navy or Army? 

A. They were members of the Navy ground forces. 

< 4 . Was this building being used a» headquarters by the 
Japanese on February 11 , 1945? 

A. Yes. 

Were the Japanese who took this group of fifty-seven 
people away from the Dee Cho Lumber Company, quartered 
at any of the three places mentioned? 

A. I do not know. Some of them could have been stationed 
at these places, but I am not certain of this. 

However, all members of Japanese *avy ground forces 
who were In the neighborhood at the time of the 
killings were under the Greater Manila Defense Conrand. 

< 4 . Do you know why the Japanese took this group of fifty- 
seven persons away from the air-raid shelter? 

A. I do not know. These Chinese and Filininoe were 

innocent civilians. They had not done anything against 
the Japanese that I know of as majority of them had 
been at the Dee Cho LumV-r Yard all the time during 
the past year. 

< 4 . Are you acquainted with a Chinese laborer by the name of 
Wang Chi Chang? 

A. YeB. He was one of the six Chinese laborers who 

cane from Shanghai and had been working a*- the Dee Cho 
Lumber Yard for about five months. 

( 4 . Was Wang Chi Chang llviru; there at that time? 

A. He was anong the fifty-seven taken by the Japanese 
but he escaped. 

< 4 . Where does he live now? 

A. At the Chinese Refugee Center at 35 Felipe 11 Street 
Binando, Manila, P. I. 

( 4 . Did you know a Chinese by the name of Leo Eel Ching? 

A. Yes, he was one of the per pons that escaped from the 
Japanese February 11, 1945, and now lives at the 
''hineae Refugee Center at 35 Felipe 11 Street, Blnondo, 
Manila, P. I. He was another of the six Chinese who 
came from Shanghai. 

< 4 . Did you know a Chinese named Lui Londa? 

A. Yee, he was in the group of rlx Chinese and he was 
killed by the Japanese In front of the air-raid 
chelter on February 11, 1945, just before the fi^ty- 
seven persons wore taken away. 
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Q. Did he hare any other name? 

A. Tee. Lai Londa wan the Shanghai pronunciation of 
his nmne and he was also known by the name of Lo 
Liang Te, Rational Chinese. 

Q. Did you know a Chinese named Bee Ihuim Pot 

A. Tes. Be was one of the six Chinese from Shanghai who 
worked for Dee Cho and was taken by the Japanese on 
February 11, 1945, but escaped. 

Q. Did he hare any other namef 

A. Tes. Bee Xhloa Po was his Shanghai name but he was 
also known as Bee Shorn Po in Rational Chinese. 

Q. Where does he lire now! 

A. He lires at the Chinese Hefugee Center at 35 Pellpe 11 
Street, Binondo, Manila, P. X. 

Q,. Did you know a Chinese, Chai Sing Pot 

A. Tae. He was one of these six Chinese and was reported 
to have been killed by the Japanese on February 11, 
1945, and he was among the persons taken from the air¬ 
raid shelter at the Dee Cho Lumber lard. 

(J. Did he have any other namet 

A. Tes. Chui Sing Po was his Shanghai name, and he 
was also known as Chu Sheng Pao, the latter being 
the pronunciation of his name in National Chinese. 

<}. Did you know a Chinene named Ching Bui Mot 

A. Tes. He was the sixth one of the group of Chinese 
laborers from Shanghai and he was taken away by the 
Japanese with the group of fifty-eeven people on 
February 11, 1945. 

Q. Is he dead or allvet 

A. I heard that he was killed by these Japanese at that 
time. 

q. Did he have any other namef 

A. Tes. Ching Tul Iul Mo was the Shanghai oronunciation 
of his name, and he w«\s also known as Chin Du Fa, 
in National Chinese. 

q. Is there anything else that you know concerning thist

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CHARLES S. HASH, after having been duly sworn, testi¬ 
fied at the St. Luke's Hospital on Magdalena Street, Sta. 

Cruz, Manila, P. I., on 8 September, 1946, as follows! 

Will you please state your name, age, address, and 
nationality? 

A. Charles S. Ham, 29 years old, 1777 P. Guevara Street, 
Sta. Crus, Manila, P. X., Americ&n-Pilipino. 

What is your profession? 

A. Physician-Surgeon. 

Q. Where do you practice your profession now? 

A. I practice here in Manila as house surgebn at the St. 
Luke's Hospital on Magdalena Street, Sta. Cruz, Manila, 
P. X. 

( 4 . Doctor, where did you get your medical training? 

A. I finished my medical education at the University of 
Santo Tomas. X have practiced in this hospital for 
five years since my graduation. 

Q. Were you at St. Luke's Hospital in February, 1945? 

A. Tee. 

Q. Are you acquainted with three Chinese, whose names are 
So Tay, Ang Be, and Auroro So, nine yearn old, daughter 
of Ang Be, all of whom resided at 34 Soler Street, 
Binondo, Manila, P. I.? 

A. Yes. The members of their families had been m; private 
patients and I treated these three persons in February 
1945 for wounds which were inflicted by the Japanese 

Do you recall when you treated these persons? 

A. Tes. X have the hospital record of So Tay which was 
made by me. 

Q. I hand you Exhibit P and ank you what it is if you know. 

A. This is a certified copy of the "Patient Record" of 
So Tay showing he was admitted to St. Luke's Hospital 
at five o'clock in the afternoon of February 18, 1945, 
suffering from lacerated wounds in the nape of the neck, 
left shoulder, and abdomen, and was discharged at 
six P.M. on March 5, 1945. Condition good when 
discharged. 

tfc. Is there any signature on that record? 

A. Yes, my signature appears on that record. 

<i. That is the record you made at the time So Tay was 
confined in St. Luke's Hospital? 

A. Yes, it is. 

(£. Is this Patient's Record of So Tay in the same condition 
as it was when it was made? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Do you recall on what dates you treated Ang Be and her 
daughter Aurora So? 

A. Yes. I treated them the same time 
from February 18, 1945 until March 
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Q. Were they confined at St. Luke'e Hospital during that 
tlmeT. 

A. Tea. They were In Room Ho. 2. All of these persons 
were confined in the same room where So Tay was 
confined. 

Q. Did you make a Patient's Record on Ang Be and her daugh¬ 
ter Aurora SoT 

A. Tes. But these have been lost or misplaced. As I 
can remember, I treated Ang Be for a stab wound of 
the right thigh and stab wounds of the right arm, 
and Aurora So was treated for stab wounds of the 
back, right chest, and right shoulder. 

Q. What medical history did these three persons give you 
of their wounds when they were admitted to the hos¬ 
pital on February 18, 1945? 

A. As I recall their wounds were the result of bayonet 
stabs inflicted by Japanese soldiers on or about 
11 February, 1945, at the intersection of Isaac Feral 
and M. de Comlllas Streets, Ermita, Manila, Manila, P. 1. 
According to the history they gave me at the time of 
their admittance, they were in a grqup of about fifty- 
persons who were taken there. The three persons 
were among the victims who escaped. 

(J. Can you describe what treatment was given these 
persons? 

A. Tes. The wounds of So Tay were open on his admission 
to the Hospital. They were clean-cut and appeared 
to have been given first aid treatment before he 
was admitted to St. Luke's Hospital. The woundB 
appeared to be about six days old. I dresaf-d his 
wounds the first day and later surtured it and took 
care of him until March 5, 1945, wher. he was discharged 
from the hospital. 

(}. Can you describe what treatment you gave Ang Be and 
her daughter Aurora So? 

A. The treatment I gave to Ang Be was merely routine 
dressing of the wound with drainage of the thigh 
wound. With regard to Aurora So, I made aspiration 
of the blood in the right chest cavity twice and 
treated the wounds routinely. That is all, until 
they were discharged on March 5, 1945. 

<4. Did all these persons recover from the wounds? 

A. Tes, they all recovered from their wounds. Ang Ba's 
wound treatment was continued at home for about two 
weeks. 

(t* Had Ang Be and Aurora So b oen treated in any place 
other than the hospital, prior to'.thelr admittance 
to St. Luke's Hospital? 

A. Tes. They were also treated at San Lazero Hospital 
anil they were brought from there to this hospital. 
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Q. Is that all you know concerning thisT 
A. Tea.

A 

They were driven away by the Japanese.

Why did the Japanese drive them away? 




A 

Because the Japanese were going to stay in that house. 
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Q Where .did you go then? 

A We went to a house at the corner of Pennsylvania and 
Dagonoy Streets, Malate District, Manila. 

Q Who went to this house? 

A Everyone excdpt Raul Kahn and his wife and child and 
the two Chinese servants, Akam and Apat. 

Q Do you know where Raul Kahn and his family went? 

A Yes, they went to Aragon Street, I do not know the 
number. 

Q How long did you stay in the house at the corner of 
Pennsylvania and Dagonoy Streets and where did you go 
from there? 

A Until the 9th of February, 1945. Then we went to a 
nearby air raid shelter on Pennsylvania Street. 

Q Do you know the address of that air raid shelter? 

A No. 

Q What were the names of those who went to that air raid 
shelter? 

A Juanlto, Josephine, Gilbert, Dennis and Pierre Kahn, 
Mr. and Mrs. Delfino. Francis Delfino, Segundina, Ra- 
faela and Miguel Butin, Gloria and myself. 

Q Were there any other persons In that air raid shel¬ 
ter? 

A Yes, I do not know how many, but there were several 
more. They kept coming and going. 

Q Why did you go to the air raid shelter? 

A Because the Japanese shells coming from near La Salle 
College, were hitting the house. 

Q When did you leave the air raid shelter? 

A On the night of the 12th of February, 1945 at about 
9*00 o'clock. 

Q Why did you leave there? 

A Because we were taken by the Japanese. 

Q Who were taken by the Japanese? 

A Mr. Delfino, Mrs. Delfino, Francis Delfino, myself, 
Segundina, Miguel and Rafaela Butin, a Chinese man 
named Chlng, Igmedle Ramos and three Filipino ladles. 
The only names I know for two of them were Catalina 
and Sofia. The other one we called "the bad girl". 

Q What happened to the Kahns? 

A Mr. Juanlto Kahn, Mrs. Josephine Kahn, her three sons, 
Gilbert, Pierre, Dennis, and their servant Gloria, had 
left the air raid shelter earlier that evening, about 
six o'clock. When the house behind the air raid shel¬ 
ter began to burn, they went to the house of Mr. Pe¬ 
dro Campos. 

Q Where was this Campos house? 

A It was next to the Casa Blanca Building on Taft Avenue 
in the Malate District, Manila. I do not know the 
street number. 
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Q Why is it that out of all the persons in tha t air 
raid shelter you and your group were the only ones 
to be taken by the Japanese? 

A Because when the Japanese came only the twelve of us 
were left. All the rest had left several hours be¬ 
fore. 

Q Where did the Japanese take you and your group? 

A To the Reyes Apartments on Estrada Street, Malate 

District, Manila. We stayed there only a few minutes. 

Q Where did they take you then? 

A On Taft Avenue. 

Q Where on Taft Avenue did they take you? 

A Near the corner of Vito Cruz and Taft Avenue. 

Q To a place called the "White Dove?" 

A Yes. 

Q Were you all tied up when the Japanese took you there? 

A No, only the four men, Albert and Francis Delfino, * 

Ching, the Chinese man, and Igmedio Ramos. 

Q Who took you from the air raid shelter to the White 
Dove? 

A Four Japanese soldiers. 

Q What kind of uniform were they wearing? 

A Green uniforms. 

Q Did they have any insignia? 

A I could not see any, but I am sure they wore green, 
uniforms. 

Q Do you know the names of those Japanese soldiers ( 

A No, because that was the first time I saw them. 

Q What did the Japanese tell you when they took you 
from the air raid shelter? 

A They told us that they were going to bring us to the 
Santa Escolastica gollege. 

Q Were you told why you were going to be taken to Santa 
Escolastica College? 

A Yes, the Japanese were going to live in the air raid 
shelter. 

Q Were any shots fired by the Japanese while you were 
being taken to the White Dove? 

A They fired once. 

Q Was the shot directed at you or at your group? 

A No, it was fired in the air/ 

Q How long did your group stay at the White Dove? 

A From about 9*00 in the evening of the 12th to 9*00 
in the morning of the 13th of February. 

Q Where did you stay at the White Dove? 

A Outside the White Dove. 

Q Did the four Japanese stay there with you? 

A No, the soldiers who took us from the air raid shelter 
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to the White Dove were relieved by two other soldiers. 

Q Where did these two Japanese come from? 

A They came from the White Dove. 

Q What color was their uniform? 

A It was a dark green uniform. 

Q Did you see any insignia on their uniforop? 

A I did not notice. 

Q Were there any other Japanese soldiers In or around 
the White Dove? 

A Yes, there were many. 

Q How many? 

A More than a hundred. 

Q What was the color of their Uniforms? 

A Some wore green, some brown khaki, and some orange- 

colored shirts. 

Q What happened to your group during the morning of 13 
February? 

A In the morning of that day, the Japanese brought an¬ 
other man to our group. A German. Then I saw a Ja¬ 
panese officer talking with the soldiers and I under¬ 
stood that the officer ordered the soldiers to kill 
us. Suddenly, they tied all of us up. I could understand 
some common Japanese words. I had learned a few. 

Q How many officers did you see? 

A Only one. 

Q Where did you see him? 

A Only at the White Dove. 

Q How did you know that he was an officer? 

A I was told by the soldiers. 

Q Do you know his name? 

A No. 

Q Did you see any insignia? 

A I saw something pinned on his collar and he was wear¬ 
ing a sword. 

Q Was the entire group tied when you left the White Dove? 

A Yes. 

Q How were you tied? 

A Our hands were tied behind our backs, with very thin 
cord. The German was tied with a mwch larger cord. 

All were tied separately except Mr. Albert Delfino and 
I. We were tied together. And Segundina Butin and 
her son. they were also tied together. We, however, all 
were able to break apart and to separate from each 
other, so that when we reached the house of the murder, 
all, of us were tied separately. 

Q Where were you taken from the White Dove/ 

A We were taken to a house at 1609 Taft Avenue, Malate 
District, Manila. 
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Q How many Japanese took the group to that house? 

A Only two. 

Q What was the color of their uniform? 

A Something like khaki uniform. 

Q Did they have revolvers and rifles? 

A Only rifles with fixed bayonets. 

Q Where was the group taken in this house? 

A On the second floor. O 

Q Were there any other Japanese soldiers in the house 
where you were taken? 

A None. But I saw two Japanese soldiers pouring gaso¬ 
line and burning the house next door. 

Q Where were you taken on the second floor of that house? 

A In a small room. 

Q What happened there? 

A When we were already on the second floor we were or¬ 
dered to form three lines with our backs to the soldiers. 

I, Segundina, her two children, and thefchinese were 
in the middle line. The three Delfinos were in the 
line on my left. The German, who was at my right, had 
with him in the third line Igmedio Ramos, Catalina, 

Sofia, and the "bad girl". The Japanese tied then 
the three of us. I, the German and Mr. Delfino, with a 
much larger cord. They tied us together. Then they made 
us kneel down and pray while they laughed. We stood 
up again. The others were left tied separately. After 
this, one of the two soldiers immediately went donstairs. 

The Delfinos then kissed each other good-bye and Mrs. 

Delfino killed me good-bye too. Then the soldier went 
to the Delfinos and shot them one by one, after which 
we all fell down. The Japanese then went around to the 
Chinese man who was$houting and bayonetted him. I saw 
the soldier do this. I did not see him bayonet Igmedio 
Ramos but I believe he did because I saw a wound on 
Igmedio Ramos. 

Q How many shots did you hear? 

A Only three shots. 

Q What happened after you heard the shots and saw the 
bayonetting? 

A The Japanese left because the other Japanese from down¬ 
stairs called for them as the burning house as about 
to collapse. 

Q How did you escape? 

A Segundina got loose and untied her children. Then I 

asked her to untie me. After that everybody untied 

each other. 

Q Were the Delfinos and the Chinese dead? 

A They were all dead*. 

Q How do you know they were dead? 

A I tried to lift each one of the Delfinos and I untied 

their hands, also the Chinese man. But I saw them 
lifeless. 
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Q Did you notice If they were breathing? 

A They were not. 

Q Where was Mr. Delflno shot? 

A He was shot In the center of his back. 

Q How do you know? 

A I saw the wound. 

Q Where was Mrs. Delflno shot? 

A In the same place as Mr. Delflno. 

Q Did you see that wound? 

A Yes. 

Q Where was Francis Delflno shot? 

A Also In the same part. 

Q Did you see his wound? 

A Yes. 

Q Where was the Chinese man bayonetted? 

A He was bayonetted In the right upper side of his back 
and also on his right hip. 

Q Did you see those wounds? 

A Yes. 

Q Did you see the actual wounds on these bodies? 

A No, I saw the holes In their clothes with blood around 

the holes and blood in the mouth of Mr. Delflno. 

Q Where was Ramos wounded? 

A On the right upper side of his back. 

Q What happened after you examined the four dead bodies? 

A When we saw that they were dead, we left them and es¬ 
caped from the house. Went down the stairs and we 
jumped to the ground through a window on theslde of 
the house. The German, I believe, went out t£e front 
door. He had a towel over his head. ^ 

Q Where did you go then? 

A We climbed a papaya tree and passed over the wall and 
ran through an open space where houses were burned and 
then proceeded to the American School In Pasay. But I 
do not know on what street the school was located. 

Q Does that school have any other name? 

A I only know it as the American school. 

Q Who want to the American School? 

A Myself and Sofia went to the front of the school. I 
believe Segundina, Rafaela, Mlgjiel and the "bad girl" 
went to the back of the school. I don't know where 
the others went. 

Q Did you see the "bad girl" in this school? 

A Two days after that I met this girl who used to be with 
the Japanese. That is why we called her the "bad girl". 
She showed me her wounds which were at her left at her 
back above her waist. She told me she was bayonetted 
at the time of the killing of the Delfinos. 
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Q Where does she live now? 

A I do not know. 

Q Will you describe Catalina, Sofia and the "bad girl"? 

A Catalina was very thin, around thirty yeafs of age, 

dark-complexioned, and had black long hair. She was 
a cook. She worked with Igmedlo Ramos. I do not know 
where she Is living now. Sofia was married. She was 
around twenty-eight years old. fat and tall, had black 
complexion and short curly hair. She was a cook of ^ 

the Garcias who lived near the air raid shelter on ' 

Pennsylvania Street, She is now living with the Gar¬ 
cias across the street from the Malacanan Palace. The 
"bad girl" had a round face, short curly black hair, a 
fair complexion and was around twenty-four years old. 

I do not know her name or where she is now. 

Q Will you describe the German? 

A The German was about fifty years old, tallm fairly well 
built, white-complexioned $nd had black hair. I do not* 
know his name or where he can be found. 

% 

Q Will you describe the Chinese? 

A He was short and very thin.. He was around twenty-three 
years old, had black hair and a fair complexion. 

Q Can you describe Igmedlo Ramos? 

A Igmedlo was around forty-nine yeard old, black-complex- 
ioned, had black hair with some gray streaks, was tall 
and thin. I think he lives at 1228 Pennsylvania Street, 

Malate District, Manila. 

Q Do you know what happened to the bodies of the Delfino 
family and the Chinese man named Ching? 

A I am sure they were all burned. 

Q Do you know why the Japanese took you to this house and 
killed the Delfino family and the Chinese man? 

A I do not know. 

Q Were any of you armed? 

A No. 

Q Did any of you resist the Japanese soldiers in any way? 

A No, none of us. 

Q What was Mr. Albert Delfino’s work? 

A He was the Venezuelan Consul. I always saw the "Coat 
of Arms" in front of his house and all the while I was 
working for him, he has bedn telling us he was the Con¬ 
sul of Venezuela. 

Q I hand you Exhibit B and ask you what it is. 

A It is a picture of the "Coat of Arms" of Mr. Delfino. 

Q Did he have it with him in the air raid shelter? 

A Yes, he had it there. 

Q Is it true picture of that 'Coat of Arms?' 

A Yes. 

Q Do you know anything else about the death of the Del- 
finos and of the Chinese man?

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GODOFREDO G. RIVERA, 31 years of age, of Filipino nationality, 
residing at Santa Lucia St., San Fernando, Pampanga, after haring been 
duly worn upon his oath, did, on 22 June 1945, testify in English as 
follovsi 

Q, What is your full name? 

A Godofredo G. Rivera. 

<1 When and where were you horn? 

A I was horn April .26, 1914, in Mexico, Pampanga. 

ii How old are you at the present time? 

A 31. 

(} What is your nationality? 

A Filipino. 

Q Are you married or single? 

A Single. 

Q, What is your present address? 

A Santa Lucia St., San Fernando, Pampanga. 

<1 With whom are you residing? 

A With my mother! Oliva G. Vda. de Rivera; and my sisters! Carmen 
G. Rivera, Adelaida G. Rivera, and Concordia G. Rivera. My father 
is deceased. This is now our home. 

If you should not remain at your present address, who would he 
certain to know where you may he located and what is their present 
address? 

A My brother Dr. Alfredo Rivera at the Provincial Hospital, San 
Fernando, Pampanga. 

How long have you lived in your present address? 

A Since the 9th of March, 1945. 

(t Previous to that, where did you live? 

A Z lived at 1177 Dart St., Manila, for about six months until the 

Japanese burned our home on or about the 11th day of February, 1945, 
and then lived at 684 Extramadura, Manila before I moved here. 

Q How much education have you had? 

A I am a graduate of the Far Eastern University with a degree of 
Bachelor of Science in Commerce. 

Q What is your present occupation? 

A At the present time I am one of the co-workers in the Esquire Club 
in San Fernando, Pampanga. But previous to the Japanese invasion, 

I worked in the record department of the Asiatic Petroleum Corporation 
in Manila. 

Q Did you live in the city of Menila during the time of the Japanese 
occupation? 

A Yes, I did. 

Did you suffer some mistreatment at the hands of the Japanese 
military forces? 

A Yes, I did. 

Q, On what date and where did this take place? 

A On February 10, 1945, a short distance from 1177 Dart St., Manila. 
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Q, Will you tell exactly what happened? 

▲ It happened this way. It was about 3100 o'dock in tho afternoon 
of February 10th when three Japanese came to our house asking In 
Japanese dlaleot if there are any men in the house. We, my brother, 
Arturo Rivera, my nephew, Aqullino Rivera, my brother-in-law, 

Amando Taacu'aco, and myself asked them what they wanted. The Japanese 
told us that we had to go and dig trenches for them. We ceme out 
of the house to go with them, and ae soon as we got outside, our hands 
were tied behind us. They marched us off east from our house to an 
open field about 200 meters away. We saw already other captured 
Filipinos tied up, numbering approximately 250. The Japanese had 
them grouped together in a squatting position. The Amerloan planes 
were flying overhead at this time, so the Japanese took us to a 
nearby place where there were a lot of houses, trees, and bushes. 

We were lined up in one long row in a squatting position. About 
5100 o'clock in the afternoon of that day, the Japanese began to 
take the Filipino male civilians away in groups of ten from the 
opposite end of the line from where I was squatting. I heard later 
that tall of those that they took away from that end of the line were 
beheaded, but I didn't see this. On our end of the line, the Japanese 
took us one at a time and took us to a place about twenty meters away 
and made us kneel down facing the sun and then shot us with a rifle. 

I was kneeling on a bank,,and the moment I was hit by a bullet, I 
toppled over the bank down into some water. I was unconscious for a 
time, but later revived and opened one of my eyes and the Japanese 
were still there waiting for another victim. I pretended I was 
dead so that the Japanese would not shoot me again. When it beceme 
dark, and after they had shot all of us, the Japanese left the plaoe 
and then I began to crawl back and got to my home. My sister* 

Filomena R. Tancuaco, treated me for my gunshot wound, and we stayed 
in our home that night. In the afternoon of the next day, the Japanese 
began to bum all the houses in the district. My family then hid me 
and my nephew, Aqullino Rivera, whom the Jepaneee had tried to behead, 
but who escaped with a deep saber cut in his neok, in a cart and put 
as many of our belonging ae they could on top of us, and moved ue to 
a place that had already been burned down. We spent the night in 
that place behind a high wall with the Japanese on the opposite side. 
During the night, the Japanese were shelling the approaching Americans. 
The next morning, we went back to our home which was burned clear to 
the ground and made a temporary shelter. About two days later, which 
I think was on February 13, the Americans came and told us to go to 
the Sing along Church. We spent the night in the church during which 
the Japanese shelled our neighborhood. The following day, we moved 
to a safer place in Santa Ana. Late in the afternoon, my nephew, 
Aqullino Rivera, and I were taken to the St. Lukes Hospital by an 
American ambulance where we were treated by the doctors and spent 
the night. The next morning, we were moved to the San Lazaro 
Hospital, where my brother Alfredo Rivera, who is the house physician, 
gave us further treatment and then took us to his home. 

Will you described the wound you received when you were shot by the 
Japanese? 

A The bullet entered the back of my neck and came out the cheek on 
the right side of my face and it fractured my Jaw. 

Were you shot more than once? 

A Once only. 

<1 Who was it that shot you? 

A One of the Japanese marines who whs in the place they took me. 

^ Who else now living wee present and witnessed your being shot? 

A No one that I know of. 
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Q, Did you see the Japanese shoot or wound any of the other Filipino 
civilians before or after you were shot? 

A Tea, I did. After I was shot and regained consciousness, I saw 
about ten more Filipino men shot by the Japanese. 

Q Can you give the names of any of those that you saw shot? 

A My brother, Arturo Rivera, and my biother-in-law, Amando Tancuaco, 
were shot and killed by the Japanese on February 10, 1945, but I 
did not see them killed. 

Q, Do you know if the Japanese shot or wounded any other Filipino 
civilians at that time? 

A After the Japanese left I saw approximately 120 dead Filipino 

civilians in the immediate vicinity. Some had been shot and some 
had been beheaded. 

4 Can you give the nameB of any of the dead Filipino civilians that 
you saw? 

A I remember seeing the dead body of my brother Arturo Rivere and 
my brother-in-law Amando Tancuaco, but I remember no others. 

Q, How many members of the Japanese military forces did. you see on 
the 10th of February, 1945? 

A There were approximately twenty. 

Q To what branch or service did they belong? 

A They belonged to the Japanese marines. 

Q, How did you know this? 

A Veil, by their uniform and, besides, the talk was that the marines 
were the ones who defended the city. 

Vill you describe their uniform? 

A It was green in color and they had an anchor on their collars and 
also an anchor on their hats. 

4 Vers there any officers present at that time? 

A I think there was one. He was wearing an officer*s blouse, boots, 
carrying a sword, and a pistol too. 

^ Can you give a personal description of him? 

A I don't remember. 

Q Can you describe any of the twenty Japanese? 

A They have all the same description! bow-legged, short, stout, and 
looked like any ordinary Japanese. 

Q Do you know the name of the company or unit to which any of the 
Japanese belonged? 

A No. 

Q Tou say you saw the dead bodies of your brother, Arturo Rivera, and 
your brother-in-law, Amando Tancuaco? 

A Tea. 

Q, Where waB it that you saw them? 

A My brother, Arturo Rivera, was taken away just before I was taken 
to be shot. I saw him lying dead at a spot near the place they 
shot me. 

Q, Did you se your brother again after the Jepanese left? 

A I saw my brother lying in the water. He was dead, and I tried to 

move him to a dry place, but I wbb too weak. 
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<1 Were you certain he was dead? 

▲ X vae certain of hie death. 

Q Where did you eee your brother-in-law who vae also killed! 

A Xn another group of dead nearby. 

<l How had he been killed! 

A I think he wae also shot. 

Q, Wae it in the same vicinity and at about the same tine that you 
were ahot! 

A lee. 

$ Did you eee the bodies of your brother, Arturo Rivera, or your 
brother-in-law, Amando Tancuaoo, at any later time! 

A Ho. After 1 escaped I was afraid to go back and after the Americans 
came they forbade us to go to that location. 

<4 Do you know where either of them were buried! 

A Ho, I do not. 

<4 How many Japanese were there in the group that shot you! 

A One guard carrying a rifle with fixed bayonet and another one 

with a pistol took me from the line and marched me to a place about 
twenty meters away where there was an open space. Here there were 
about five Jepaneee with rifles, and they were some distance apart. 

It seemed the guards were taking, certain of us to each of these 
Jepanese, because I saw dead Filipino men lying around each of the five 
Japanese who had. rifles. 

<4 Was the guard with the pistol an officer! 

A No. The only officer X saw was going back and forth along the line 
shouting orders, but he did not do the shooting. On the way going 
to the place there they shot us, other Japanese were around. 

<4 Can you give a description of any of the five Japanese that you saw 
there with the rifles! 

A Only that they were dressed like Japanese marines. I was very 
frightened and I don't remember anything else about them. 

<4 Can you give a description of the one that shot you! 

A No, they made me kneel down and face the sun. 

<4 Can you give a description of either of the two guards that took 
you to the place you were shot! 

A No, X don't remember. 

<4 You have previously said that you could not give a description of 

the one Japanese officer that you saw going up and down the line 

shouting orders, is that correct! 

A Yes, I was frightened and I do not remember. 

<4 Do you know the names of any other of the Filipino men who were 

able to escape! 

A None, except my nephew, Aqullino Rivera. 

<4 Where does your nephew, Aqullino Rivera, reside! 

A He lives here in Ban Fernando, Pampanga. I will show you where he 
lives. 

$ Did you hear anything said that might give a clue to the name of 

the officer or the names of any of the J^anese marines or the unit 
to which they belonged! 

A No. 
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Q In what language did they speak? 

A Japanese. 

•4 Did you understand it? 

A No, I didn't. But my nephew, Aquilino Rivera, understands a little. 

I understood what they wanted by signs they made. 

(i Do you know the name or the identity of the Japanese commander who 

was in charge in the district you were living on the 10th of February, 
1945? 

A No, I don't, 

<4 Had you or any member of your family disobeyed the Japanese or given 
them any cause for their mistreatment of you? 

A No, there was none. 

Do yop. remember anything that was said by the Japanese before, during 
or after you were shot? 

A There was one Japanese who went to the place where we were grouped. 

He had a sore foot. He told us that Americans and Filipinos are 
friends; Japanese and Filipinos, no. That was all I understood. 

Q Have you told everything that you can recall concerning the mis¬ 
treatment of yourself and the other persons at the hands of the 
Japanese military forces? 

A I think so. 

<4 Oen you give the names of any of the other witnesses that you can 
recall? 

A They are adl dead, except my nephew, Aquilinq Rivera. I also remember, 
now, that a friend, Nicolas Musni, also escaped. He was taken away 
with a group of Filipino men, among whom were several of the toughs 
from our neighborhood. I understand they overpowered the Japanese 
guards and got away. 

Can you tell where Nicolas Musni may be located at the present time? 

A I heard that he is a member of the Filipino guerrilla forces, but 
where he is now, I do not know. 

I show you a sketch, marked for identification as Exhibit "A", and 
ask you what it represents? 

A It is a sketch of the vicinity where I formerly lived at 1177 Dart 
St., Manila. 

<4 Will you place on the sketch, using the letter H S n , the 

approximate location of the spot where you and the other Filipino 
men were shot? 

A Yes sir. (witness mauriced on the sketch, which is attached hereto 
as Exhibit "A", the letter "S"). 

<4 Will you mark on the sketch using the letter "V" the approximate 

locations of the dead bodies of the other Filipino men that you saw? 

A Yes sir. (witness marked on the sketch, which is attached hereto blb 
Exhibit "A", a series of "V'e".) 

Q Do you have anything further to relate? 

A No, I am certain I have told everything.

This Investigation was undertaken on the basis of information 
contained in "Report of Investigation of Alleged Atrocities by Members of 
the Japanese Imperial Forces in Manila and other Parts of Luzon, Philip¬ 
pine Islands", made by Colonel Emil KRAUSE, IGD, and Lt. Colonel R. Graham 
BOSWORTH, IGD, of XIV Corps Headquarters, and was conducted during the 
period 20 June-23 August 1945 by Capt. John S. McCONAGHY, JAGD, 1st Lt. 
Bert T. COMBS, JAGD, 2d Lt. Thomas A. CANNON, JAGD, and 2d Lt. Abbott H. 
JONES, Jr,, JAGD, Investigator-Examiners, War Crimes Branch, Office of the 
Theater Judge Advocate, General Headquarters, United States Army Forces, 
Pacific, APO 500, pertaining to the following* 

The murder and attempted murder of more than four hundred 
male civilians in the Paco District of Manila, Philippine Islands on 10 
February 1945 by members of the Imperial Japanese Armed Forces in viola¬ 
tion of the provisions of Paragraphs 19 and 299, Rules of Land Warfare, 

FM 27-10, 1 October 1940. 


Briefly summarized, the evidence adduced by the Investigator- 
Examiners is to the effect that* 


On the afternoon of 10 February 1945, in the Paco District of 
Manila, near Dart Street, members of the Imperial Japanese Navy and Army 
assembled a large number (estimated from 200 to 700) of male civilian res¬ 
idents of the area upon the pretext of having them do some work for food. 
They were then taken to an open field on Reay Street, lined up and their 
hands were tied behind their backs and they were held there far about two 
hours (R 2, 12, 42, 49, 61, 67). 

At about 1700 hours, without stating any reason and with no pre¬ 
liminaries, the Japanese began systematically to murder and wound these 
helpless civilians in an apparent effort to wipe out all males in the area 
(R 37, 116, 126, 143) • The methods of execution took three forms* 

a. Men were taken singly from one end of the line to the 
edge of a small stream, the Estero Triba, or to one of several fish ponds 
nearby (Ex. A, BB). There the victims were foroed to kneel, and, while 
in this position, they were shot or struck across the neok with a sword 
so that their bodies fell into the stream or pond (R 2, 7). One victim 
was found later in this area with his ears and nose cut off and his eyes 
gouged out (R 189) • Approximately one hundred bodies were found along 
the edge of the stream and near the fish ponds (R 13, 178, 183, 189). 
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b. Ten at u time w»re taken fr the other end of the 
line, marched through a hole in a wall at 1186 ; ^galon*; Street (Ex. BB), 
and after being blindfolded were placed in a large deep hole dug in the 
ground. When these victims had been so placed, hand grenades were thrown 
among them and the dead and wounded were then covered with sand and dirt. 
Another group was then placed In the same hole and similarly killed 
(R 49)* Four large holes were found later at this address filled with 
pertly burled bodies (R 55) , and a conservative estimate indicates that 
at least one hundred men were killed at this place, 

o. Other groups of ten were forced to climb a "balcony* 
to the second story of a house at 1195 Singalong Street (Ex. BB) and 
taken into a room with a hole In the floor. While blindfolded and tied, 
they were compelled to kneel, one at a time, over the hole in the floor, 
and their executioner then chopped them across the back of the neck with 
a large sword, their headless bodies falling through the hole into the 
room below. Some, whose heads were not severed from their bodies and who 
survived, were shot by a soldier who stood outside the window of the 
lower room (Ex. AA; R 62, 67, 72, 76, 81), Two hundred charred bodies 
were found later in the burned ruins of this house (R 270),

Nearly every one of the witnesses agreed that the Japanese who 
committed these murders and attempted murders were "Marines" and were des- 


cribed as wearing green uniforms with an anchor on their collars and hats 
(R 3, 8 , 12, 51) and according to one witness they were "all navy men 
because during that time the army had all gone and left the navy in charge" 
(R 69). 


The records of Allied Translator and Interpreter Section and 
Order of Battle Section, G-2, General Headquarters, United States Army 
Forces, Pacific, disclose that this district was located within the KUSO- 
NOKI Sector, Manila Defense Command, Imperial Japanese Navy. Lieutenant 
Masahiro INE, Imperial Japanese Navy, was the commanding officer of that 
sector on 21 January 1945. After that date other Japanese forces may 
have been pushed back into that sector by advancing American troops, as 
is evidenced by witnesses describing some of the Japanese as Army offi¬ 
cers (R 103, 240, 248), but there is no record of the exact disposition 
of the Japanese forces in this area subsequent to 21 January 1945. 

During the course of the investigation the names of only three 
Japanese could be elicited from the witnesses. All three were reported 
to be officers, known only as Captain SAITO, and NAKAHADA and YAMAlfaTC, 
respective ranks being unknown (R 103, 171, 172, 173, 220, 221). 

YAMAMOTO, one of the officers who helped assemble the victims, 
was said to be an Array officer wearing khaki, leather boots, a saber, 
and two loops of gold braid hanging from his shoulder. His collar insig¬ 
nia consisted of two gold stars on white cloth with red stripes running 
across it (R 103). 

NAKAHADA, identified as having attempted to rape the wife of 
one of the victims after the murders, is described as five feet, seven 
inches tall, weight about one hundred and thirty pounds, black hair, cut 
about two or three inches in length, about thirty years old and having a 
white complexion and wearing military uniform (R 171, 172). This at¬ 
tempted rape has been made the subject of a prior report of this office 
forwarded as Report #37. 

Captain SAITO, one of the officers who forced a victim, Dr. 
ENRIQUEZ, to leave his house for forced labor, was about thirty years 
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old, about five feet, three Inches tall, heavily built, weighing about 
one hundred and thirty pounds, with black hair and eyes and a light com¬ 
plexion (R 172, 173)* He wore an Army khaki unifora, boots, carried a 
sword and a revolver, and wore on his collar a red patch with three gold 
stare and a white stripe on the lower edge of the red patch (R 220, 221). 

Neither the Order of Battle Section nor Allied Translator and 
Interpreter Section, G-2, General Headquarters, United States Army Forces, 
Pacific, was able to furnish Information which would particularly iden¬ 
tify these three officers or their organisations, but from their descrip¬ 
tions, they were apparently members of the Japanese Army. 

It therefore seems well established that these crimes were com¬ 
mitted principally by members of the Imperial Japanese Navy aided by some 
members of the Any. None of the units or individuals involved are known. 

VI. DISCUSSION AND CONCLUSIONS ! 

The evidence dearly establishes a deliberate plan to extermi¬ 
nate all the male civilians residing in the area. This is evidenced by 
the systematic house to house search, after which, the victims were lured 
into an open field with promises of food and cigarettes in exchange for 
forced labor. They were then lined op, their hands tied behind them, and 
while in this helpless condition were murdered and wounded at three sep¬ 
arate plaoes in the near vicinity. A more brutal and cold blooded series 
of murders can hardly be imagined. Twenty-seven survivors are in complete 
agreement concerning the important details and are corroborated by the 
various exhibits. 

The witnesses varied greatly in their estimates of the number of 
victims. Estimates as to the number assembled before the murders began, 
ran from one hundred to seven hundred (R 2, 55, 72, 166), but this discre¬ 
pancy may be accounted for by the fact that the witnesses arrived at dif¬ 
ferent times during the afternoon and the group was constantly being in¬ 
creased. 


The identity of many of the victims could not be ascertained 
because of fires which swept the neighborhood and burned the bodies beyond 
recognition. One hundred and thirteen men were identified as murdered, 
though proof of the corpus delicti in some of these cases depends upon 
such circumstantial evidence as testimony that they were taken by the Jap¬ 
anese to the place of slaughter and thereafter were never seen by friends 
and relatives. In the absence of any expression by the War Crimes Commis¬ 
sion determining the character of evidence and quantum of proof required 
to prove this eloment of the offense, it is assumed that the rules when 
promulgated will coincide with the weight of modern authority and recog¬ 
nize circumstantial evidence as sufficient if convincing and compatible 
with the nature of the case (Underhill's Criminal Evidence, 4th Edition, 
Section 37). 

There is considerable variance also in the estimates of the num¬ 
ber of victims at each of the three execution spots (R 13, 39, 52, 55, 59, 
122, 153, 183, 194). However, a careful evaluation of these estimates, 
coupled with the other evidence of the number of bodies later found at 
these places, Indicates that approximately one hundred were killed near 
the stream and fish ponds, another hundred by hand grenades and shooting 
at 1186 Slngalong Street, and at least two hundred by beheading at 1195 
Singalong Street, or a grand total of more than four hundred who were 
murdered. Of this number approximately'three hundred are unidentified. 

No reason for the mass murders appears, as none of the victims 
were charged with anti-Japanese activities or being guerrillas, nor were 
any of the victims afforded even the semblance of a trial. 
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VII. OPINION i 

It is accordingly the opinion of the War Crimes Branch, thati 

a. The transoript of the testimony contains and perpe¬ 
tuates the competent evidence available; and, 

b. Members of the Inperial Japanese Navy acting in con¬ 
cert with members of the Imperial Japanese Army, whose names, units and 
personnel are unknown, except for Captain SAITO, and NAKAHADA and 
YAMAMOTO, respective ranks and first names unknown, murdered and wounded 
and attempted to murder the persons named and referred to in Paragraph 
III hereof on 10 February 1945 In the Paoo District, Manila, Philippine 
Islands; and, 

c. These acts constitute a violation of the provisions 
of Paragraphs 19 and 299, Rules of Land Warfare, FM 27-10, 1 October 
1940. 


It is therefore recommended thati 


a. The perpetrators of these offenses, including Captain 
SAITO, and NAKAHADA and YAMAMOTO whose ranks and first names are unknown, 
if and when ascertained and apprehended, be tried for murder and attempted 
murder; and, 

b. The Imperial Japanese Government be held responsible.

Prom the time the Japanese took possession of the CHINA 
BANK Building until they vacated early in 1945, I acted as 
caretaker for them; after they moved out I stayed on, having 
been requested to do eo by the Auditor, Mr. Pan. 

I was at the building at about 2000 4 Feb 45. At that 
time I saw a group of four Japanese soldiers, all of whom 
were enlisted, who had a 5-gallon can of gasoline of the 
BANCO HIPOTECARIO. They also had some sacks, which they 
soaked in the gasoline and then threw inside the CHINA 
HANK BUILDINO, on the first floor. After doing that, they 
threw a grenade inside. Uxe detonation of the grenade 
caused the sacks to take fire, and the whole ground floor 
was burned out. There was a great mass of records in there 
belonging to the puppet Bureau of Internal Bevenue, and 
also all the BANK's records for many years. 

The upper floors of the bank were not directly damaged 
by the Japanese, but took fire from the burning of the build¬ 
ing adjoining the BANK BUILDING on Rosario Street. 

All the time this was going on, I was standing on Dae- 
tnarlnas Street in the entrance-way to the upper floors of 
the BANK BUILDING. I smelled the gasoline. 

I cannot identify the Japanese organization involved 
in this destruction, or any of the individuals, although 
I might be able to identify individuals from photographs. 

I have nothing further to add in this matter.

observed? 

A On February 6 , 1946 at about 9:30 in the morning I was on 

the Mezzanine floor of the Yucuan Seh Drug Building locat¬ 
ed at the corner of Dasmarinas and Marquina Streets, Binon- 
do District, Manila. I was looking out of the window on 
the east side of the building when I saw a large truck 
stop on San Vicente Street directly behind the Yucuan Seh 
Drug Building. The driver of the truck was a Japanese. 

Also on the truck were 7 other Japanese, and I could also 
see that the truck was carrying about a dozen bombs. 

These bombs were about 4 feet long and about 6 or 0 inches 
in diameter. They had fins on the tail, the noses were 
pointed and they were blue in color. These bombs looked 
to me like aerial bombs. At this time, I saw two of the 
Japanese who were riding on the back of the truck hand one 
of these bombs to one Japanese. I saw this Jap carry the 
bomb into the rear entrance of the Crystal Arcade Building, 
located south of the San Vicente Street. The Crystal Ar¬ 
cade Building is a concrete structure which hAd entrances on 
Bsoolta Street too. When the Jap came out of the build- 
in a few minutes he was empty-handed. I saw the same 
Jap carry 4 or 5 of the eame bombs into the Crystal Arcade 
Building, each time coming out empty-handed. Next, I beiw 
the Japanese truck turn into Marquina Street and then pro¬ 
ceeded westward on Dasmarinas Street to the corner of 
Nuova Street in front of the Yutivo Hardware Building. At 
this time I saw several Jap sentries dressed in khaki. 

These sentries were stationed in the Yutivo Hardware Build¬ 
ing and 1 saw them take one or two of these bombs into the 
Yutivo Hardware Building. I was curious, so, I looked out 
of the window facing Dasmarinas Street on the Mezzanine 
floor of the Yucuan Seh Drug Building and I could clearly 
see the Japanese truck proceed on Dasmarinas Street and 
stopped at the corner of Rosario Street. At that time 1 
saw one of the Japanese carry one of these bombs into one 
of the buildings on Dasmarinas Street. I do not know exactly 
which building he carried the bomb into. Bombs were not 
placed in every building but it seems that the concrete 
ones were picked out. At 7 P. M. on the same day, I 
had left the Yucuan Seh Drug Building and I was in a 
burned-out area directly west of this building when I 
■aw fires raging from Escolta Street and reaching the 
Crystal Arcade Building. After seeing the Crystal 
Arcade Building burn a few minutes I heard a terrific 
explosion and the building was demolished. I believe that 
these bombs that were carried into these buildings by 
the Japanese were exploded by the heat of the fire.

I testified at 87 Escolta Street, Santa Cruz, ’’anila, r. I., 
•on 8 October 194-5, as follows: 

My name is Ramslngh Mayasingh, Indian rational, 66 
years of age and employed now ana at the time covered in 
my testimony by Murli-Ku idanmal as a night watchman at 
87 Escolta Street, Santa Cruz, Manila, P. I. 

On 5 February 1945 at about 4:00 o'clock in the after¬ 
noon, some Jap soldiers blew up Jones Bridge. After this, 
these same soldiers, both enlisted men and officers, came 
to the building at No. 27 Escolta Street and placed a bomb 
inside the building. It was evidently a delayed action de¬ 
molition charge as it was a few minutes before it blew up 
and set fire to the building, completely destroying the four 
story building. 

I also saw them place a large demolition charge in the 
Cu Unjien Building at about 103 Escolta in this same block. 
The fires from these two buildings spread to and gutted the 
remainder of the buildings in this row extending from Nueva 
to T. Pinpin streets on the north side of Escolta Street. 

The Cu Unjien Building was completely destroyed from the 
fire and explosive charge. 

During the afternoon of the 5th of February, I saw this 
from the lobly of the Theatre Building which was not burn¬ 
ing. I stayed in this place the night of 5-6 February, 
leaving in the morning of the 6th about 7*30 A.M. 

In the morning of the sixth when I left all of the build 
ings in this block were burning from the fires set by the 
Japanese. There was no shelling or bombing of this area 
during this period. 

I also saw them place demolition charges in the building 
adjacent to the Philippine National Benk which was destroyed 
by the resulting fire. 

I cannot identify any of the Japanese responsible for 
this Destruction. 

The Japanese were soldiers as they wore khaki uniforms. 

I have nothing further to add.

I am positive that whet they were pouring was gasoline 
or oil because the fire spread oo rapidly later. At 
about 3:30 P.M. I was compelled to run out of my build¬ 
ing to save my life because blaze from the adjoining 
building!) was approaching mine. As a matter of fact, 
my building was then on fire. At 3:30 P.M. the fire 
had reached the Ohun Sing Building next to mine and I 
saw the Chun Sing Building burn rapidly. It could 
have burned eo fast only if some highly inflammable 
liquid wee present. I cannot deecribe the Japanese 
who were present, but I believe they were soldiers 
because they were wearing kheki uniform, putties, and 
soldier caps. I do not know whether there was an 
officer preaent but X believe the uereon in charge 
waa e nonr-commieaioned officer, a large-sized Sergeant 
who carried a pietol. Other than that I cannot dee¬ 
cribe any other Japanese involved in the burning of 
the Chun Sing Building. There waB no shelling going 
on at this time but there was plenty of shooting by 
small arms. As I left my building, I was wounded on 
the leg by a Jappnese sniper. My servant who accom¬ 
panied me was wounded too.

At that time I saw 10 Japanese soldiers come down 
Dasmarlnas Street with a horse and cart. On the cart 
were a number of long yellow and red objects. They were 
about 1 yard long, 1/2" through and painted red and 
yellow. 

From the upstairs window I saw a Japanese carry 
several of these red objects into the Ooldenberg Build¬ 
ing across the street. He came back out of the building 
Immediately without them and in about fifteen minutes 
there wes an explosion here and the building caught fire, 
consuming the building. 

I al'BO saw three or four Japanese carry these red- 
yellow objects into the Fernandez Building adjoining my 
own building on the West. I was looking out of a second 
story window facing Dasmarlnas Street and saw them when 
they opened the front door and threw these objects in¬ 
side on the first floor. In about ten minutes there 
was an explosion and fire in this building. 

I also saw them carry four or five gasoline cans 
into the Fernandez Building about ten minutes before 
they threw the red and yellow 1 objects in. 

£ cannot say whether these Japanese were soldiers 
or sailors. There were about ten of these men and one 
was an officer, I believe, as he wore boots and saber. 

The Ooldenberg Building was a three-story frame, 
stone reinforced building. The Fernandez Building was 
a two-story frame structure. 

I have nothing further to add.

having been duly sworn, testified at San Drancisco Church,

1945, as follows! 

Q What is your name, residence and occupation? 

A Brother Jose Ma Manjabacas, 8an Francisco Church, San 
Francisco del Monte, Quezon City, P. I. I was a monk 
at the San Francisco Convent in Intramuros before it 
was destroyed. 

Q When and where were you born and of what country are 
you a citizen? 

A I was born April 19, 1874, at Cuidad Beal, Spain. I 
am a citizen of Spain. 

Q Bow long had you been at San Francisco Convent? 

A Forty Tears. 

Q Were you there when the Japanese first came? 

A Tes. 

Q From that time until the Americans returned, how were 
you treated? 

A I was not personally molested by the Japanese until 
February, 1945. 

Q On or about February 9, 1945, were you one of a group 

of people who were taken from the Saint Augustine Church 
to Fort Santiago? 

A I went there with all the others but I do not remember 
the exact date. 

Q What were the conditions in Fort Santiago? 

A In Fort Santiago the Spaniards were separated from the 
Filipinos and even a Filipino Franciscan Brother who was 
with us was placed with the Filipinos. Hobody cared for 
us and we were not given any food that day. I am not so 
positive but about 130 or 140 people were in the room 
with me. Food was brought for us by the wives of the 
men imprisoned with us. It was given to the Japanese 
guards, but they did not deliver it to us. 

Q After about three days were you taken with the others to 
the Church of St. Augustine? 

A Yes. 

Q Were you molested during the time you stayed at Saint 
Augustine? 

A No, not personally. 

Q Did you have food while at St. Augustine? 

A Yes, what we received from Augustinian Fathers. 

Q How long did you stay at St. Augustine? 

A Certainly several days; around eight days.

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Then one day were all the people brought together by 
the Japanese? 

Yes, all were collected in the church. 
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q Did a Japanese officer tall you where you were going? 

▲ Ve were not told where we wer«? going hit I noticed that 
the officers were talking among themselves. 

q Where were you taken? , 

A We were taken to the storehouse in front of Santa Clara* 

q How long did you stay there? 

A We went in the night without sapper and then the following 
night we were taken out. 

q When you were taken out, what did they tell you? 

k I only heard that we should line up. 

q Were you divided into two groups? 

▲ Yes. We were divided into two groups because there were 
two shelters. In my group there were about sixteen. 

q Were they all Spaniards in your group? 

▲ As far as I know, yes, though 1 could not see very well. 

q In the original group at St. Augustine, how many Brothers 
were there? 

A I am not so sure, but I would have guessed about forty 
Priests and Brothers. 

q Were they taken to the storehouse and dugout where you 
were? 

A Yes. 

q How deep was the dugout? 

A I could see very little but it was very small and not 
very deep. About one meter deep. It was dark and you 
could not stand up. When we reached the dugout the 
Japanese informed us that it was not ready. We believed 
they were placing explosives in it. 

q What happened in the dugout that night? 

A I heard an explosion. I could hear somebody say someone 
was killed. The following day we discovered there were 
five dead, Lothing except the explosions and Japanese 
firing guns into the shelter could have killed them. 

q Was the explosion inside the dugout? 

A Yes. Through the air hole at the top they threw earth 
and one could hardly breathe. 

q How ao you know there were five dead? 

A Because I could see them. They were around me. I know 

Father Gaudencio CASTILLO, age 72 and Brother Tomas LOPEZ, 
age 71, were among the dead. They were both Spaniards. 

q Were they members of your community? 

A The Father was Augustinian and the Brother was Franciscan. 

q During tie night, aid you get air from any source? 

A Only a little through a small hole in the ceiling through 

which the Japanese were throwing earth and the Japanese 
blocked the entrance with en oil drum.

Q Did you see any more Japanese? 

A There, no,* but when 1 reached the 8an Francisco Church 

there were Japanese thpre I was trying to hide from them. 

In going to the garden I confronted many Japanese and I 
left. I had better present myself now. "I approached 
them and they were Americans who embraced me. One American 
was talking to me in English. As I could not understand 
him, he oalled for another who could speak Spanish. I 
told him, "Brother, I am dead of hunger and thirst.” He 
told me to go to the Had Cross but I argued that I did 
not know where the Hed Cross was and he kindly accompanied 
me. Meeting an American in a oar, the soldier beckoned to 
him and put me in the car. They transferred me three times 
to another car and then they gave me plenty of food and 
cold water.

A No, I hed been hiding two deye at San Francisco Church 

I was hiding under shops and in dugouts.

A Several.

Ky-hua¬ 
band waa ao sick I had to have amelling aalta ready at all tlMa. 
Sometime before the 13th of February, the Jape told ua to go out 
Into the ruina ao that they could search, we got thia order from 
Unpaid SZCtUBIZA, who maid it waa the order of the Jape. Wb 
* went out into the zulna in front of the church, acroaa Qeneral Inna 

Street, During thia time a helling waa going on. There waa a little 
boy wounded. We atjyed there about an hour, end ahen we cm back 
we found our things had been aearohed. I know that ny huaband'a 
ahaving kit waa taken, and his razor. However, a German n anted 
ilAKPZB waa exempted fromiavery order of the Jape.

q Whan the Japa uaed to com around at night, did they know your 
naM, or the other girla' name a? 

▲ No, but they uaed to look at the pictures above ua on the wall, 
trying to remember our po alt ion by the pictures. 

q Did you see 23UDA at night? 

1 He uaed to go arovnd giving orders. He wore an armband with Japa¬ 
nese oheraatara on it. 

q Do you remember any other events before the 18th? 

▲ Two or three days before the 18th, my husband waa very aick and I 
waa watching him continually. A Jap one, appearing very tired and 
ha asked ms for a drink of water. 1 got him some water. He took 
one drink and spit it oud. Later he came back end came to me and 
insisted on my goliQg with him. He had a pistol, ao I went with 
him. Be took ms into) a room up a winding stairs. There soldiers 
and other people there looked at me. I had to go with him into a 
room. I tried to explain that 1 was married and that my husband 
waa sick. In spite of thia, he threatened me and he got what he 
wanted. He had a pistol in his hand all the time. It happened on 
the floor. He forced me to the floor, 

q Did he have aexual intercourse with you? 

A Tea, he forced m. Later, he said, 'you would like Jap husband." 

He kept m about 20 minutes. It was very mich against ay will. 

q What time was that? 

A It was in the afternoon. 

q Can you deaorlbe him? 

A Short, about 5 feet. Broad. No glasses. Broad face, I think he 
was an officer. He had a pistol. He had wrapped leggings, but no 
white band on top. A very usual Jap. When I vent back, my mother 
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Aakod me what happened. I told her, aha understood what had hap¬ 
pened. Then I went to my husband. Later, I told Dr* CH.short. 

q Did you oontact any disease? 

A No, nothing happened. I didn't tell my husband. 1 newer have told 
him. 

q When the men left on the l 8 th ( how did it come about? 

A There was an announcement by IRADA that all man from 16 years old and 
up were to line up in the Church. Everyone except a blind man, the 
Qeromn, and a young boy who was l 6 , but who passed as onl) 15* 

Also IRADA and SIGUBfZA stayed behind. I thought the sick, like 
toy husband didn't have to go, but they said, ■No, even sick people 
should go." I think it was IRADA Ao said that. They lined up in 

the Church. I tried to plead for my husband. 1 talked to a Taiwan. 

The Taiwan talked to a Jap, telling him ay husband was sick. Some¬ 
one was told to carry him, but no one did. finally they let him 

stay behind, but said that he was not to go out. 

q Did you ewer see any of the men again? 

A No. IRADA or SIGUENZA said that the men would only be gpne for 
three days and then they would come back. SIGUENZA made moat of 
the announcements because he had a good voice. 

q Did anything else happen that day? 

A No. The shelling was very heavy. 

q Did the Japs throw any hand grenades at people? 

A No. 

q Do you reimmber what men were left behind? 

A A Franciscan Father, the Father Superior, my husband, a blind man, 
the German, ST. GISHERT, SIGUENZA and IRADA.. 

Q Did you hear any explosions—small ones? 

A We couldn't see. There were mortars in the yard by the well. 

q Did anyone know where the men had gone? 

A No, but I afcked Captain IRADA when would the men come back. Hs 
said, "We cannot tell you, but maybe when the Americans come. 

q Did any men hide in the church? 

A No, not this time. I knew of no one hiding. 

q Whet happened after that? 

A We dressed very badly after that, and didn't wash our faces, so as 
to appear badly Before the Jape, so they wouldn't take us. 

q How long did you stay at St. Augustine? 

A Dhtll the 23 rd or 24 th of February. The shelling was very heavy. 

Many people were killed. Slvie. Dr. ASCQNA and hia daughter died 
in the shelling along with hundreds of others. The Japs did not 
help us. On the night before we left, we slep^the Whole night in 
the Church. It was so crowded we could not move. Ws put my hus¬ 
band In the chapel for safety. About 1 or 2 o'clock in the after¬ 
noon the next day we noticed the Churoh door was open. Vfe saw a 
mortar there, and noticed machine guns in the windows. Ws triad 
to get all our food ao as not to have to move around, and we got mats 
and laid down for protection. Around 3 o'clock, a Jap Captain, who 
was wounded in the left hand talked to the GERMAN. After al^eople 
have a right to live." The people were making noiee, and the Jap 
Captain told Dr. Gisbert to tell the people to be Quiet. Ik*. GISHERT 
spoke in Tagalog, telling us to gat in a single file, to follow only 
one route and to go to Let ran College, and not to break the line. 

Then they went out in single file. Dr. SIGUENZA went out first.

Street. We saw D~. SKgJXVZA, and sore women dead In the street. 

Bight about the same place, X saw some American soldiers with dead 
Japs near them. We kept on walking. My husband knew one of his 
Mestiso friends with the American forces. This fellow ran to my 
husband and asked him to Join them. X told him my husband was sick 
and then he told us to go on. We went to the gaeonline ste f ion near 
the Metropolitan Theatre. Then atrud'came and took us to Welfare- 
rllle. I stayed there aoout two weeks. My husband was went to a 
hospital called the Veterinary Hospit4 

<1 Did anyone die of starvation in St. Augustine? 

A zes, X am sure they did. There were lines of children going around 
begging for food. Many died of sickness. 

<1. Did the Japs ewer throated *he people with grenades? 

A X heard about an Incident where a jap wadtTdd a girl. She was hiding 

with the Sisters. The^leaded for the girl. Even the priest in¬ 
terceded. The Jap threatened to throw the grenade at the priest, 
and |he slapped a nun. 

Do you remember anything else? 

A Sometimes some men went for water for the Japs. Xn return they 
received bowls of rice. They were not trying to help the Jape 
but thought it was best to please the Japs. 

% Do you anything further to ajld? 

A Vo. 
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CONCHITA HUERTA p after being duly sworn, testified at 

656 Harrison Street, Pasay, Rlsal, P. I., on 5 October 

1945, as follows: 

Q State your name, address, age, and nationality, 

A CONCHITA HUERTA, 28 years old, Citizen of the Phil¬ 

ippines by father's oitlienship. I live at 658 
Harrison Street, Pasya, Rlsal, P.I. 

Q W&at is your occupation? 

A Stenographer at AFWESPAC, Phlbeeo, in Manila. 

Q In the event you move where will you be found? 

A At my present home. 

Q Where did y6u live prior to January 1945? 

A At HSrrison, Pasay, but since I had to be treated by 

my dootor whose ollnio was at Esoolta, about February 
2nd, 1945, I decided to stay for about 2 days with my 
married sister who lived in the Walled City. On the 
third day of my stay there, when I was ready to go 
home, I found that no one could enter or leave the 
Walled City. 

Q When did you leave that house? 

A On 6 February 1945, when we went to St Augustine's 
Convent in Intramuros, Manila. 

Q Do you remember anything that happened that day? 

A I was with the rest of the family, and the BELISOS. 

That night, Jap soldiers came and took my sister and 
the BELISO girl; they were exposed to their view. 

I think they bothered other girls also, but I don't 
know the names; they were taken from other parts of 
the church. 

Q What happened the next day? 

A We tried to keep out of the Jap's way. We moved around 
so they couldn't recognise us by the pictures on the 
walls. We were more careful this night because of the 
events of the night before, so there was no trouble. 

The father of the Araullo girls was worried because 
his daughters had not come baolic. I stayed in the 
Saorlsty with Elvle ASCONA. 

Q How about the next day, the 8th? 

A That was th e da y they took the men away. Aocordlng to 
IRADA or SIGKJENZA* I can't remember which, it was only 
and Inspection the men had to undergo. The men were 
put in line and taken away. 

Q Have you seen any of the men who went away? 

A The Spaniards came baok. But those Spaniards who had 
been in the same cell as tbs Filipinos did not come 
back. 
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Q What happened that day? 

A When the men left, it was about lunch time, so the 
women were told to prepare food for the men, and It 
was sent out. Aooordlng to the men who oame back, they 
reoelwed food the first day only, and it was very 
meager, although we had sent a great deal of food. 

They said they had had very little water, although we 
had sent water to them. 

Q What happened that night, the night of the 8th? 

A I was sleeping with Elvle in the same bed, in the same 
section where the BELISO family stayed. Abouto ten- 
thirty, I felt someone pulling my feet. I felt hands 
on my legs and saw it was a Jap Soldier. At this time 
I had yellow jaundloe. Is said I must go with him. He 
talked a very broken English. I said I could not go. 

My friend tried to explain that I was slok, but he said 
he was sorry, he was only a soldier, and was doing this 
for his boas. Then my friend said, "Tell your bosjs she 
is sick," and he said, "Let her explain that to him." 
Finally, I had to go with him. Ha had a gun. He was 
pulling me along. He took me outside the convent into 
the yard where there was an air-raid shelter; really a 
cave. We entered and there was a room with a table and 
a candle on It} and several offloeriArere present. The 
one who addressed me was a captain with a middle aged 
face. He had plenty of gold teeth. He was aulte tall 
for a Jap, but for an Amerloan, he was less than average 
stature -- about 5*5" or 5*6". He wore a saroastio 
grin. He had a medium build.and looked strong. His 
protruding face made an irregular appearanoe. I think 
he was a captain. He had a saber and leather puttees. 

He looked at me from head to foot. I was yellow from 
the jaundice. Is talked to the other men, about three 
of them, and I think these were officers too. Then he 
gave me two cakes of Lifebuoy soap. I expressed my 
thanks and then he let me go back. Later, the same 
soldier oame back and brought me to the same plaoe, but 
not to the same officers. It was about 15 minutes 
after the first time. This time, there were two men 
in there, but it was dark and I couldn't see very well. 
Then an officer, of average build took me into the 
room behind this room. He didn't keep me long, about 
seven minutes. He attaoked me on the floor and forced 
me to have sexual intercourse with him against my will, 
even though I fought against him. 

Q When you got back, did they take anyone else? 

A They took Elvie. When she came back she told the story 

about how she told them she was pregnant, and they 
wanted her to get another girl. 

Q Did they take anyone else? 

A I know there were some bad women who offered themselves 
but they didn't want those women. They were very parti¬ 
cular. I know that some women, who were lying close to 
where the Japs werewalking had the covers taken off 
them so the Japd could see them better. I could see the 
shadows. After that, we could never sleep. They oame 
every night. 
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Q Did anything happen on the 10th? 

A 1 don't remember, Whenever we eaw lights in the night, 
we crowded up into tittle balls to be lnoonsplouous• 
rUt . . 

Q Do you member about the eleventh? 

A The men were brought back — just the Span lards ..They 
said the place they were confined in was very small 
and they oould only stand or squat. If they had to do 
any necessities, they had to stand off where they would 
be the focus of attention. They oould not get water, 
and they had very little food except a little that 
already smelled. It was not delivered the same day we 
sent it. 

In the Church, there was no facilities for toilet, 
and no running water. The people had to go into the 
ruins in the baok of the yard* We were exposed to the 
shilling so that many people were killed going out to 
make their necessities. There were no doctors, and we 
got no medlolne. The only dootor was Dr. QISBERT, who 
was so overburdened with work because of so many cas¬ 
ualties* They even made him use his own medlolne, when 
the Japs took him to treat their own casualties. There¬ 
fore, they were depriving the people of something they 
had to right to. For example, when a man was wounded, 
the dootor had to leave him right when treating him, to 
go with the Japs. Human excrement was everywhere because 
there was no plumbing. We called the attention of tbs 
Home Ouards to this, and they said the people should 
go further away* Dr. SKHJESZA said it should not be 
covered up because the sun would dry it up. He told 
us to go into the ruins. 

Q Were any of the men Injured when they came baok? 

A Tes, one of the 0CBJ0 boys. His leg was out and he 

died of hemorrhage. My brother-in-law was sick. 

Q Did anything happen that night? 

I Ja pa/went around looking for girls. 

Q Did they get any other girls you know of, during the 
next few days? 

A In about three or four days, my sister was taken again. 
Most of the oases were hushed up, I am sure. 

Q When did they take the men again? 

A On the 16th of February. 

Q What announcement was dsde? 

A Just that the mezdihould assemble in the Church. We 
went with them to where they assembled. 'The Japs went 
to eve ry oorner to make sure no men were left behind. 
SKHJHiZA and IRADA helped them to look for the men. 

IRADA seemed anxious to get the men. He didn't want to 
exouse my brother-in-law, who was sick and fainting. He 
said, "Nobody is exempt.” He was very servile in his 
ways with the Japs. My brother-in-law had to be held 
by both hands when we went. The Japs even were arrogant 
with IRADA, he was so servile. 
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Q What else happened? 

A On the Sunday Just after the men came baok was the first 
time that a large number of Jap aoldlera appeared* 

They were dreaeed in green, and were big husky men* 

They wove caps* One man, one of our men, tried to 
stop his son from helping the Jape, and the Japs took 
the father away* These men were very roflgh. 'They were 
more than ordinary Jap sixe* They were there for only 
2 or 3 days; then they left* It was about the 15th 
when they oame and they left before the 16th* 

Q Did you see the Jtps take your sisterT 

A Yes, I saw when he asked her for a glass of water* Re 
spoke Japanese and we understood a little* He drank a 
little water and spat* He went away but he came baok 
and got hold of her by the hands* Her mother-in-law 
tried to follow her but he pushed her aside* 

Q Whet happened when the men were lined upT 

A r he women were orying, but the Japs had no frity* I 
had no Idea they were going to kill the men, other than 
that after the incident of the mam who tried to stop 
his son from helping the Japs, we were afraid* We 
asked*Dr. GISBERT to talk to the Japs about my sister's 
husband. Some of the Japs finally said it was all right 
for him to stay. A Franciscan priest did not want to 
go because he was too weak from dysentery, and they let 
him stay also* A blind man also stayed — a Mr. Varela* 
MEIJI, a German, did not go* Dr, OISBERT, Dr ASCONA, 
and IRADA did not go* 

Q Do you know why IRADA and SIGUENZA didn't go? 

A They were sort of go-betweens for the Japs* 

Q Did the Japs bother you after that? 

A Ho* I spoke to the German, llEIJI and he said it was 

nothing at all, that it was the way of soldiers all over 
the world. "Rape won't hurt, if you don't fight baok,” 
he said* 

Q When did the Japs go through your things? 

A It was sometime before the men left* The Japs told us 
to go out into the ruins so that they could search. We 
got this order from IRADA who said it was the order of 
the Japs. We went into the ruins across General Luna 
Street. The shelling was going on, very heavy. There 
was a wounded boy. We stayed there about an hour, and 
when we came baok, we found our things had been searched. 
Some things were taken. Including watches people had put 
with their things. Instead of maaflqgtthem. The German 
MEIJI was exempted from this. While we were outside, 
we were guarded by Jap armed soldiers* 

^ Have you seen any of the men who were taken on the 18th? 

A No, except those who escaped* There were only two, I 

think. 

Q What happened the 22nd of February? 

A There was heavy shelling in the morning. On our side 
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there wee no one injured, hut the pleoe erne damaged. 

One women, though, wee hit, when she passed by. In 
the afternoon, about one o'dock, about 100 people 
were killed. One part of the building was completely 
destroyed. Part of the eaoristy was destroyed. Some 
nuns were killed. 'There was no help at all. Only 
civilians helped the injured. I was one of those that 
helped. 

Q When did you leave the Churoh? 

A The next day. But that night, the people were inside 

the Church and we could not even use the whole Churoh. *• 1 

It waa very crowded. W e did not sleep. *e oould only 
squat and stand. W« could not lie down to relax. ,i: here 
waa one woman who died of a nervous breakdown that 
night. We could hear the agony of the people and their 
pleading for help. There waa no help. Dr GISBERT waa 
very tired and could help no more. ut still, the Japs 
came and made him help the Japs. ,j: hb next day, the 
Japs were moving guns around and they brought mortars 
right inside the Church. They put maohlne guns In the 
windows of the Churoh. We knew there would be street 
fighting. They made us take all of our furniture out¬ 
side the Church. At thle time there were very many 
soldiers in the Church. They said the Americana would 
throw incendiary bombs. We were deafened by the noise. 

We barricaded ourselves behind the furniture. At'three 
o'clock in the afternoon, a Captain told the people 
that if they wanted to save their liwes, they would be 
better off in Letran College because there was going to 
be fighting. He said to bring onlfc food necessary for 
one night, and perhaps we could come back later. I 
saw Dr S10DEKZA go out. He was carrying a white flag. 

I did not go out with my sister because I was a little 
late, and we had to go out one at a time. Than I saw 
some dead bodies, soldiers and wlvlllans. When I walked 
a little further, I saw American soldiers. Then we saw 
more Americans and we knew everything was all right, then. 

I saw cars. We went right Sb the gasoline station. 

Later, trucks brought us to Welfarevllle. 

Q Did you see many people die in the Church? 

A Yes. They died of hunger and slokness. 

Q What else do you remember? 

A Some women tried to go out because they did.not want to 
stay in the Convent, but had to oome back, and we saw 
that they and their babies were badly^burned. Tfetre 
was heavy shelling. 

Q Bo you have anything else to add? 

A Back last September, 1944, the Japs used to say, "The 
Filipinos will never live to see the Americans come 
back. We do not deny that the Americans will come 
back, but you will not live to see it.”

A Besides It. iAMAjI there were no mllitalry officers but 
there were civilian attaches who wore acting as interpre¬ 
ters, one of wnom was ITO whose first name I do not re¬ 
member.

A These specifio instructions or orders must have been given 
by the PW Administration at the time of the establishment 
of PW camps here but dtring my stay in office I did not 
receive any particular instructions or orders how to run 
them. 

(t When you came did you find these orders in written form 
to be guided by them? 

A We were guided by law providing for treatment of those 
prisoners of war and each army, for instance the 14th 
Army group, had also rules and regulations regarding the 
enforcement of this law and in my office me also prepared 

6 some detailed rules pertaining to the treatment of PWs. 
There is a book containing the provisions of the Geneva 
Convention. I received that book from Tokyo and I car¬ 
ried out the policy expressed in lt regarding PW camps. 

<1 But Japan did not recognize the Heneva Convention. Were 
you still ordered by Tokyo to carry out its provisions? 

A Yes. Although Japan did not ratify the Geneva Convention 
there were specific instructions from Tokyo that in the 
treatment of PWs the officer^ concerned should follow the 
provisions of the Geneva Convention. 

Did that come through in writing from Tokyo? 

A The specific instructions came before my arrival and I 
heard personally and definitely from my predecessor Aout 
the instructions received from Tokyo. At the time PW 
camps were established throughout the Japanese occupied 
territories Including Japan proper, a three-day conven¬ 
tion was held in Tokyo summoning all the officers in 
charge of PW camps in given regions, giving them detailed 
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instructions on Uow to run those camps. Zn lovember, 

1943, there was alio convened another conference In which 
all chiefs of |W canpe in various region! and Internee 
camps were called together. 

q When was the first conference held? 

A It was some tiAe in August, 194S. 

q Sid you attend that conferenee? 

A Vo. I had nothing to do with the natter at that time. 

q Haw Aid you ktyow ‘there was a conference? 

A X heard from ay predecessor MOBIMOTO. 

q Do you know who called this conference? 

A X t was under the ausploes of the Director of PW information 
Board of the War Ministry. The Minister of War was also 
present in the conference, aid he gave instructions. 

q Who was this Minister of War/ 

A General TOJO. 

q Was General TOJO the head of that conference? 

A Tee. 

q Do you know some other men who were there in that con¬ 
ference! 

A I do not know. 

q Was MOBIMOTO there? 

A Yes. 

?q How About the sedond conference in November, 1943, who 
called that? 

A The Minister of War represented by the Director of the FWs. 

q Who was the Minister of War at thAt time? 

A General TOJO. General HAMiDA was the head of the War Pri¬ 
soners Administration, and also attended. 

q Who else attended the conference? 

A I do not know of any more. 

q Was MOBIMOTO there? 

A I heard General MOBIMOTO was there. The first donference 
decided how they should run the camps and they gave ins¬ 
tructions how to run them. 

q Bow About the second conference, what was it about? 

A In the second conference the first thing taken up was the 
report on PW camps in the different occupied regions but 
I do not remember what was taken up next. I reed later 
on, however, the minutes of the conference containing 
Instructions from the Minister odd Vice-Minister of War 
as well as the Director o l PW Administration, the gist 
of which was that precautions should be taken to prevent 
the commission of violations of the Geneva Conference, 
and sirce these PWs and internees were, so to say, iijfe 
quite helpless position, they should be given special 
sympathy and consideration. 
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q there did you reed the minutes of this conferenceT 

A At my headquarter*. 

q Did they puhlleh them in tome book? 

A It was printed In book form. 

q Did you ever read the minutes of the first conference? 

A Tee. 

q Do you know where those minutes are? 

A It is quite doubtful whether or not my men transferred 

these papers end documents from the Tar Eastern University 
to the mountains in Luson and even after the trans¬ 
fer to northern Luzon we had to move from p’ece to place 
and I am not sure khether those papers are still available. 
I believe, however, that these documents are available, 
in Tokyo In the office of the FV Administration or FV 
Information Board. I also suggest that these document a 
can be made availAble from FV camps located in Singapore 
and other dlfttfiots where there was no actual fighting. 

q Vas there any other time when Tokyo issued instructions? 

A There was a constant flow of instructions. 

q Did you receive any instructions on food? 

A During ay ddmlnisttftlon in the FV Besdquartere I did not 
reoelve any specific lnstnaotlons from ToByo on food, I 
honestly sdalt that the food given to these FVs end inter¬ 
need did not live up to any proper standard but the food 
supply available In the Philippines then was so low that 
even the laperial Japanese Forces here were given reduced 
rations. 

q Vaa that from the moment you came?

q How d>out the food situation before you came, were you 
familiar with, that? 

A It might have been about the same. Before the enforcement 
some tihe in January, 1944, of new regulations regarding 
civilian Internee caapa, these internees were allowed to 
buy the food from the outside and they were allowed to 
redeive food froa their friends outside freely but since 
the establishment of the intercne camps under he army, that 
was prevented in accordance with the provisions provided 
for by the Tokyo Uovsnnment.

A FVs mere not allowed to buy food from outside but there 
was established in each camp a sort of Post Exchange In 
which cigarette!, fruit and other things were sold. 

q You said these soldiers donld buy food from the Post Ex¬ 
change. Vhat did they use for money? 

A These Fife were permitted to buy cigarettes, cigars, toilet 
articles, pencil, paper, and ink, with cash. 
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4 Where did they get this cash! 

A These PWe were paid e Monthly salary and these who worked 

outside were ftven extra wages for their labor, 

4 Hew aooh were they paid? 

▲ The PVs were paid In accordance with their rank aal the pay 
was exaetly the sane as reeelvod by the Japanese soldiers 
ef equivalent rank; If a FW is a captain, he received the 
pay ef a captain in the Jspanoso any, 

Q Did a Prisoner of War captain get the sane food as a captain 
in the Japanese any! 

A They gave then the ingredients, vegetables, rice, neat and 
ether things and the PVs cooked for themselves, 

Q But did they get enongh so that they could eat the sane as 
the Japanese Amyl 

A There was no difference. 

Were the Anerican prisoners getting the saae feod as Jspaness 
soldiers! 

A Generally speaking, they were getting the sane food, but In 
the case of the eamps in Cabenatuan and Davao where they 
kept gardens for thenselves and also raised cattle, sona¬ 
tinas the PVs were able te aat better than the Japanese 
soldiers. 

Ten said that Tokyo did not give yen any direct Instructions 
an how much feed to give the prisoners, but only ordered 
yen te follow thabanera Convention. Is that right! 

A While there were no direct Instructions, the subject was 
covered by general regnletlens. 

Q Did you yourself sot the rations for theprlsoners of war 
and the civilian Internees! 

A The basic rule fron the War Ministry was to give PWs rations 
equal to the Japanese Any's. When I arrived In the Philip¬ 
pines, I found additional written instructions fron the 
Contending General In the Philippines, setting forth the 
exact amount of neat, fish, rice, etc., to be given each 
prisoner pe? day. I don't know when these rules went Into 
effect, but probably It was fron the beginning of the 
occupation. The original rations were furnished until about 
June, 1944, when they were cut by orders of Southern Arny 
Headquarters, then In control. They were cut again In H 0 vem- 
ber 1944, by order of the Commanding General in the Philip¬ 
pines. Both cuts were necessitated by the food shortage. 

All we did was to make out requisition and bring them to 
the Quartermaster and draw the food. 

Q Did your requisition specify the quantity of each typo ox 
food required per day! 

A Only the number of persons to be fed. We did not specify 
quantities, as that was covered by the orders I have Just 
mentioned. 

Q W 9 re the rations ever set so slow that Prisoners of War or 
civilian internees starved to death, or died of malnutrition 
or beri-beri or similar diseases! 
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A lit while Z «i la office* 

<1 S« the (feiarteraaster always allowed enough feed te keep 
the prisoners nllret 

A Tee* 

Q Did the (feiarteraaster corps erer fells te fill year requlsi- 
tlensT 

A 3eeetl^es they had te* Staring the last three Months of 1944, 
there was an aonte shortage of feed la the Philippines eren 
fer Japanese soldiers so that the dally ration ef rloe given 
to Japanese soldiers was cat to 300 grass and therefore the 
ration glren te PVs was eat down accordingly and therefore 
these prisoners constantly appealed te War Prisoners Headquarters 
for a larger allowance ef feed daring these three aenths* 

However, It was Impossible for mj Headquarters to do any¬ 
thing fer then* 

4 If a requisition was pat la for a certain aaoant ef food* 
the Quarteraaster would giro that noeh. Zs that oorreotl 

A Zn the latter part ef Seoeaber, 1944, there was an Instance 
where the quarteraaster corps was only able to giro three 
days ration when the requisition was for one aonth. Prior 
to that tins the situation was not so bad* 

Q But up until then the situation was that they would fellow 
regulations In filling requisitions. Zs that right? 

A Only until October* 

Q And these requisitions were prepared In your ef fleet 

A The requisition slips were prepared In the caap concerned 
to be submitted to the quarteraaster* 

Q Were the sen you hare naaod as quarteraastsr officers In the 
camp the ones who prepared the requisitions? 

A Tes. They were actually In our flnanoe and supply departaent, 
but they are the asn Z naaod as quarteraaster officers* 

Q Once the asn drew the food, did you Issue striot orders that 
the food drawn should be given to the prisoners? 

A Zt was but natural that the good drawn should be given to the 

prisoners* There were no specific orders but Z did not tolerate 
the stealing ef any feed* Z did *r best to stop It. There were 
cases, however, where the quarteraaster corps said they were 
giving a specified quantity of a certain type of food, but 
actually furnished us with a lesser quantity when we actually 
picked up the food. 

Q Bid you provide for a uniform ration for all the camps or 
was it up to theparticular commandant? 

A The food given by thequarternaster corps was uniform to 

all the caaps but in reality there was soae difference in the 
sense that oa^>s like Cabanatuan which kept a farm and gar¬ 
den and raised cattle, were better off* 

Q But you insured that nothing could be deducted froa the 
rations by any local commandant? 

A The rations stipulated by the regulations Z mentioned before 
were given the prisoners by the camp authorities concerned 
without failure and I remember no instance when I gave any 
camp commandants any warning or reprimand for failure to 
comply with instructions and regulations on this point* 

Q So you certainly did not permit anyone of them to deviate 
from the rations sst by your office? 
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▲ Z did my beit to tea that ay junior offioore followed my ordere. 

q Were there any lnatractlone from Tokyo on whattypo of nodical 
care should bo given? 

A 1 reoeired an order froa Tokyo—an explicit order—that 

nodi cine to be given to PVs and therefore I requisitioned the 
aodiciae for the PVo from nodical unit of the Any add delivered 
it to PV caqps. After the exchange boat "Tela Kara" brought 
Bod Croat nod1cine in Veveaber, 1943, Aaoriean nedlclnos 
were to abundantly supplied to PVo that there was practically 
no need for the Japanese nodloine. A great majority of the 
nodical staff attached to PI canps were PVo thenselros and 
they preferred Aaorioan nodloine to Japanese nedleine. 

q Did the "Tola Kara" arrive before yon ceneT 
A Tea, 

q Vara nodical supplloa still holding out when you sane tone 
nenths later? 

A There was still a great amount of medicine. 

When the shipment arrived who took charge of the nodlcine, 
food and other thirst 

A The acceptance, delivery and distribution of food, nodlcine 
and others brought by the "Tola Kara" wore node before I 
cane and X do not knew anything about then. 

q Vas it MDBIMOTO who distributed these or did he turn it to 

senebody olsol 

A General MOHIMOTO was in charge. 

Ten mentioned a few minutes ago that you had an order froa 
Tokyo to furnish adequate nodlcine. Do you renenber then 
you got that order? 

A The order was received over slnoo the eetablishment of 
PV canps and it was thors already when Z cane. 

q Ton mentioned that you could requisition from the Japanese 
medical oorps. Who would have to sign such requisition 
for nodlcine? 

A I would as chief of War Prisoner Headquarters pursuant 
to the request of Surgeon Capt. HOGI. 

q Hew did it work, did the local doctor of the oamp toll 
Oapt. VOGI what ho needed and Capt. IOGZ would ask you 
to got' it? 

A Tea. Z never refuaed any request from Capt. VOGI. 

q. Did Capt. VOGI have the right to insist that proper nodical 
oare be given? 

A Zt was not Capt. IOGZ that oould insist that an erring 
doctor furnish the PVo the requested anount of nodlcine 
but it was the connandant of the oamp. 

q Z underatand, but still was not Capt. VOGI the supervisor 
of the doctors in the oanps? 

A Capt. IOGZ had no power whatsoever to punish or to order 
but only the oanp commandant had such power. 

q What waa Capt. lDGI's power? 

A The main duty of Capt. ■XII was to take oharge of natters 
affooting nodical supplies and medical care and at the 
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•W8 tine to assist in such capacity the commandant of tha 
camp, and therefore whenever any irregularities happened the 
only thing he could do was to recoanend to the commandant 
whatever action should he taken. 

4 As Commanding General of Var Prisoner Headquarters, all 
com m an d a n ts and all dootrs in camps were subject to your 
orders and could he punished by you for any violations of 
such orders. Is that rightt 

A Tes. lach commandant could also punish the dootors under him. 

q Did you have any ouch case where yeu had to punish any doctor! 

A Z never had any such case. 

q Vow, there were times when the military police would come 

and take out people for questioning. Whose permission would 
they ask to do that! 

A They didn't have to ask any permission. Var Prisoner Headquarters 
could not interfere. However, they would report to the commandant. 

Q, Who ordered you not to Interfere! 

A It is because of the fact that Kempeitals could exercise 
vast powers concerning military police duties; and I could 
not stop them. Any trivial offenses committed by the PVs 
in the camp were summarily punished by the local oaap authorities, 
but any serious offenders would be taken out by the MPs to be 
court-martialed. 

q If you can tell me what kept your hands tied, I would like to 
know about it. 

A There is no order but it was customary within the army. 

q Tou said in minor offenses the camp authorities administered 
summary punishment. C a n you give some examples of such minor 
offenses! 

A Any offenses not punishable by provisions of the military 
criminal law. One example is the stealing of food. There 
are two sets of criminal laws la the arsgr, one is military 
criminal law and the other is the military ordinance fer the 
punishment of misdemeanors. 

q If a prisoner refused to obey a guard, is that a serious offense 
necessitating a court-martial! 

A I am unable to give the oorrect answer because you have not 
given a specific case but if the case is such that a prisoner 
breaks through the gate and tries to escape than the matter 
comes under the Jurisdiction of the MPs and he is liable to 
be punished by court-martial. 

q What sort of summary punishment would be given a man! 

A The same given in the Japanese Amy. 

q What would be the punishment for stealing food, for lnstanoe! 

A It is very hard to generalize but the Ptf who steals food may 
be punished summarily by admonition or reprimand, or if the 
stealing is very serious than he may be put in solitary confinement. 
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<1 Veil, now, it &• my understanding that the Japanese ariy la 
very strict toward lta own soldiers and that If one steals 
sobs thing he would he heaten for that, Zs that oorreotl 

A As far as the rules and regulations prescribed for the discipline 
ef the ar^r are concerned, no one is permitted to beat the 
offending party. 

Z know of a case where a guard at Santo Tomas exceeded his 
authority by beating an Internee, It a Japanese guard beats 
an Internee would the commandant administer punishment to him? 

A Zt all depends upon the degree of the beating or slapping. 

The guard concerned could be reprimanded or punished physically, 

1 remember haring received reports of a case where the comrandant 
punished a guard for the latter's beating of an Internee but Z 
do not remember the actual case, 

<l Did you ever Issue any order that If a guard beat a man he 

should be punished for that! 

A Z did not Issue such orders but should any of the guards commit 
atrocities against the Internees or PWs confined, without 
reasonable cause, the guard would be punished In accordance 
with his crime. 

Q Whenever such a case was reported to you, what action would 
you take If the act was without reasonable cause? 

A Z would approve the measure of any comrandant giving physical 

punishment to any of the members of the staff or guards committing 
atrocities to the Internees, 

But would you actually order the punishment of a man for doing 
that? 

A I did not Issue specific Instructions to that effect but 
all the existing rules and regulations concernlr^ PW 
camps or civilian Internment camps do not permit any of the 
guards or staff attached to the camp to commit these beatings 
or slapplngs. 

4 Tou said that you would punish any beating given without reason* 
able cause. How serious an offense v/ould the prisoner have to 
commit so that he had to be beaten for it, 

A The fact that any member of the staff of the camp or member 
of the guards of the caqp beat up or slapped Internees or 
FVs Is in itself Intolerable, however serious might be the 
offense committed. 

<1 The Internees at Santo Tomas sent protests to the commandant 
concerning food, beatings, etc. Did these protests ever 
reach you? 

A Z didnot receive any. 

4 Did you ever receive any protests that the Internees at S a nto 
Tomas sent to their commandant? 

A 1 received a report of the fact that the comrandant of Santo 
Tomas camp received protests from internees but I am not 
sure whether or not they were referred to me. 
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q Did y<m inr receive any protest from the Santo Tones 

internees that they were being required to do certain work 
but they were net willing te do itl 

A Tes, 

q That did you order the oonasndant te do? 

A Considering the situation prevailing Z concurred with the 
oonaandant.

q What were the olrouestanees that nade you concur with the 
connandantl 

A The pretest of the Internees of Santo Tones referred In 
particular te the requirement by the carp authorities to 
work and till the vacant lets to convert then Into vegetable 
gardens. Z overruled the protest on the groudd.that by 
converting the vacant lots the Internees thenselves would bo 
able to have nore food by raising vegetables. 

q What about their protest against building certain fences! 

A -I did not receive any report about that. 

q Are you sure that the pretest against tilling the gardens eane 
fron Santo Tones or night It have cone fron another 
caipT 

A The protest on the tilling of the soil to make vegetable 

gardens cane fron Santo Tones Camp. These vegetable gardens 
were kept not only In Santo Tones but also In the Baguio 
Internment camp. 

q Did you knew that the United Stateohppointed Svitierland as 
Its Protecting Power during the war? 

A Yes. 

q Did may representative of the Swiss Government ever oall upon 
you In the Philippines! 

A Z never was approached by the Swiss representative In the 
Philippines. 

q Who was this Swiss representative in the Philippines! 

A Z do not know. 

q Did you know If the Swiss Government actually sent sonsbody 
er not! 

A Z never hoard of hln. 

q Did you receive a letter fron the Internees at Sants fonas 
asking you to forward to the Swiss Government an enclosed 
letter! 

A Z never hoard of that. 

q Did you hear of any reprsoentative of that government 
visiting any of the prison camps! 

A lo. 

q Did you ever write to Tokyo and ask them why no representative 
ef the protecting power was paying a visit to the camps! 

A Z dlu not nake such Inquiry. However, there Is a provision 
In the existing rules and regulations prescribed for PW camps 
that no foreigner be permitted to see these Internees or PYs 
without previous permission fron the 
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Minister sf War in Tokyo and during tha tine alien Z was 
the head of the FW eanp headquarters there was no request 
received fren the representatlre of the Swiss Government. 

9. Vers you erer approached by any representative of the Inter- 
lational Bed Cross? 

▲ Vo. 

<1 fo your knowledge did any representative of tho Inter¬ 
national Bed Cross ever visit any of your oa^s? 

A Vo. As 1 stated before any visit by a foreigner required 
previous permission fren the Minister of War in Tokyo 
and there could be no such visit without permission. 

<4 Be you know Mr. Jansen, a Swiss, who lived in Manila! 

▲ I renenber having heard the nano Janson. 

4 Do you rocall a conference in your office between Mr. Jan- 
oon and you? 

▲ Hr, Janoon cane to uy offloe for a number of tines but I 
never net him personally. 

9 , Z have a nemorandun from Hr. Janson in which he mentioned 
that in June, 1944 he was trying to send supplies to 
Santo'Tomas and he was told by Lt. UHA2B that Major 
General XDH would not permit it. Were you ordered by 
Tokyo to refuse permlsslen? 

▲ Z never received instructions from Tokyo that Z should re¬ 
fuse the request but Z took that action after weighing 
all the factors in the situation. And after that Z re¬ 
ported to the Tokyo Government about the steps Z had taken 
and the Tokyo Government concurred with me. 

9, What was the reason for lt? 

A first, the imperial Japanese army in the Philippines did 
not recognise the T.M.C.A. in Manila and therefore lt was 
not proper that Santo Tomas camp should receive such a 
large donation from an unrecognised institution. The se¬ 
cond reason was that according to Mr. Janson 1 s statement 
he received a remittance of flO.OOO from the Swedish 
Minister in Tokyo as a fund to purchase goods to be given 
to the Santo Tomas internees but upon examination the goods 
purchased for the purpose by Mr. Janson were valued at 
more than P100,000. Naturally, ay offloe began to doubt 
the source of the money. Zn other words, the discrepancy 
in the amount of the remittance and the actual value of 
the goods purchased gave me the impression that it was 
caused by some donations from questionable sources. 

Q What questionable sources do you mean, stolen? 

A I did not believe that the money was stolen but Z did not 

lilnkhe idea that the money in question was raised from 
unknown sources. 

9, Bid Janson refuse to tell you where he got the money? 

A Janson*s explanation to me was that he was to defray 

those expenses tentatively. 

9 And when would he be paid back? 

A never made lt clear on that point.

Q Bid yea ewer hear of Cel. KAWAKQHA la the Judge Advocate! 

A le. 

4 Would the report of the court-nertlel be eent to yea in the ease 
of a nan taken oat froa one of theee GaspsT 

A I received a report on every case. 

Q, Did you ever protest that the punlshaent in nay case was too severe? 

A I could net* 

<1 Bo yea reaeaber say case where a court-aartlal sentenced a prisoner 
to death? 

A Toe, there were sons oases. 1 did not protest such sentences* 

<1 Were there cases where they were sentenced to prison? 

A 1 received reports on that also. I did aot protest such sentences. 

Q, Was that report on a regular fora ef the Judge Advocate's Office? 

A * reaeaber quite well that such reports were froa the Judge Advocate's 
Office. 

Q What did the report say? Bid It lncluds the name of the defendant, 
the sentence, when he was court-martialed, etc.? 

A As far as Z reaeaber thnotice was signed by the Judge Advocate Gen¬ 
eral and contained the following infornetion: name of the defendant, 
and If he were a PW, his rank, age, where he Is from, nature of the 
crime committed, and the sentence. 

Q In every case would that be signed by the Judge Advooate General him¬ 
self? 

A Tea, X don't reaeaber his naae. 

Q, Were the members of the coun^aartlal in the Japanese army always offi¬ 
cers? 

A Tes* 

<1 Did these nen necessarily have to be lawyers or chosen from the Judge 
Advooate Section? 

A I do not know. 

Q Say a man tries to escape and they catch hla and bring hia back to 
camp. Then what happens next? 

A Zn such a case the PW concerned would be handed to the MPs. 

Q, Was thero an order on that? 

A The provisions concerning the PW camps so stipulated. These provisions 
were set forth by the War Ministry. 
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Q Would they notify you or would the loool oonmandant call 
tho Kenpeital! 

▲ In tho oaoo of Nonilo tho oonmandant of tho oamp made a 
report first to no before he handed oror the PW concerned 
but in the ease of ea^>s located far fron Manila the PV 
concerned was turned over to the military police, and 
then a report would be forwarded to ay office. The only 
oa^>s near Manila were Old Bilibid and Santo Tones.

yeur office send a representative to attend that eourt-martial? 

A Bo. 

^ Was there an order against it? 

A Zt has been the convention of the prison oamp headquarters 
to send no observer nor representative to attend the court- 
martial. Usually Z did not receive any notice fron the 
Judge Advocate until after the trial. 

^ Was Pasay Elementary School, also a prison camp, under 
your jurisdiction! 

A Zt was a navy prison oasp. 

Q, Was it under your adainlstratlon! 

A The work details were under the control of the navy. They 
requested me to send non and if Z could spare them, Z 
would. Beports to Tokyo oleared through me as well as 
instructions from Tokyo. Zf a prisoner needed hospital 
care, he would be sent to Old Bilibid as my office was in 
charge of nodical care.

Q. State your name, rank, serial number and permanent home address. 

A. RALPH B. 8fiHBIBLBY. permanent rank of Captain, temporary rank 
of Major, ASN O-3OO96I, Wellesly Drive, Toledo, Ohio. 

Q. Have you recently been returned from overseas? 

A. Yes, I returned 16 March 1945* 

Q. At what places were you held a prisoner and state the appro¬ 
ximate dates. 


A. From August 1942 to February 1943, &ilibid in the Philippine 
Islands, near Manila} from February 1943 to June 1943, Caba- 
natuan, near MAnlla; from June 1943 to July 1944, Pasay in 
Manila} from July 1944 to February 4, 1945 in Bilibid, from 
which I .was released by the American Forces on the latter 
date. 


Q. When you were at Bilibid, how many Red Cross parcels did you 
receive? 

A. On Christmas, 1942, we each received 2£ (two and one-half) 
Red Cross Parcels. Each man received l£ (one- and one-half) 
American parcels and 1 (One) British Prrcel. We received 
about the same amount the following Christmas. 

Q. Can you account for the fact that you did not receive more? 

A. Yes, the Japanese were confiscating these parcels for their 
own use. 


Q. How do you know the Japanese were coniiscating Red Cross parcels 
sent to American Prisoners of Wor? 

A. On one occasion, while at Bilibid, I was sent on a v/ork detail 
to clean the quarters of General YAMASHITA, in his Headcuarters 
at Manila. 


Q. Who was General YAUASHITAJ? 

A. He was the Japanese Supreme Commander in the Philippine Islands. 
His headcuarters were in a large building in Manila in which 
there v.ere several rooms. In the course of cleaning the room, 
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I noticed one room in which were piled to the celling Amefican 
Red Cross parcels. Many had been opened, their contents rifled 
for the more desirable items, and the balancd strewn about the 
room. 

Q. What were the more desirable items? 

A. The Japanese particularly liked Ametican-made cigarettes. In 
this same Headquarters building in Manila, I noticed another 
room in which the door was slightly ajar. I peaked in there 
and found Red Cross parcels were similarly stacked, some opened 
and scattered about. I don't know, but I imagine many more 
rooms served as storehouses for similar packages. 

Q. How do you know these were American Red Cross parcels? 

A. They were plainly marked An the packages. 

Q. Could you estimate how many parcels were stored in the rooms 
which you viewed? 

A. I cAuldn't even make a conservative estimate, but I imagine 
the count ran into the thousands. 

Q. While at Bilibid, did you see any other evidence of Japanese 
confiscation of American or British Red Cross items? 

A. Yes, one evening while at Bilibid, I was sitting at the doorway 
when two Japanese soldier guards passed my quarters. They 
were going up the staircase a few feet away to their own quar¬ 
ters. They were carrying two cases of Cornel cigarettes. After 
what I had already seen, it seemed logical to deduce that these 
two~had been confiscated from items sent by the American Red

A My name is Dr. Floyd Olin Smith. My permanent address at present is 
710 Bast 8ixth Street, Long Beach, California. 

Q What is your occupation? 

A I am retained as Industrial Surgeon by the Insular -Lumber Co., Whose 
home office is 848 Land Title Building, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 

Q Have you reoently been returned to the United States from overseas? 

A Yes, I arrived in the United States from the Philippine Islands on 
April 8, 1946. 

Q Were you an internee? 

A Yes, I was interned by the Japanese. 

Q At what places eere you held and state the approximate dates. 

A I mas taken into custody at Fabrics on the Island of Negros, Philip¬ 
pine Islands, in the latter part of May, 1942/ I was interned from 
June 6, 1942 to March 7, 1943 at Bacolod, Island of Negros, P. I.; 
then at Santo Tomas in Manila from March, 1943 to September 9, 1943; 
then at Los Banos from September, 1943 to January, 1944; and finally, 
at Santo.Tomas from January, 1944 until liberated in February, 1945. 

Q Did you hold any positions in the above internment camps? 

A Yes, at Baoolod Internment ^Camp, I was Chief Doctor; at Los Banos 
Internment Camp, I was assistant to the camp dootors and in charge of 
hygiene and sanitation; at Santo Tomas Internment Camp, I vas in 
obarge of hygiene and sanitation. Camp Medical Chairman for six months, 
l.e., March to September, 1944, and in charge of the contagious hos¬ 
pital and Night Medical Officer. 


Q Did you witness or have you been told of any mistreatments of Amerloan 
oltlsens at anytime? 

A Yes, I am familiar with the failure of the Japanese to supply American 
Internees at Santo Tomas Internment Camp with proper and sufficient 
food froai February, 1944 to February, 1946.

A General rotating internship/ 

Q Briefly state the positions you have held and the places you have 
practiced slnoe your internship and up to the present time* 

A In 1915, I was an assistant to Dr. Prod Shepherd at Anltab, Turkey; 

In 1914 and 1916, 1 was with a medical mission in Diarbekir, Turkey; 
in 1916, I was with the Had Cross in Russia and Persia; In 1917, I 
was in the United States; from 1916 to 1951, I did general medical 
work in various parts of the Philippine Islands, and from 1951 to 1941, 

I have been an Industrial surgeon for the Insular Lumber Co. at Fabrics 
on the Island of Negros, Philippine Islands. I was then Interned by 
the Japanese. 

Q Doctor, will you now state from your own knowledge and also from a 
medical point of view, what you know of the food situation at Santo 
Tomas between February, 1944 and February, 1945. 

A Yes. On February 1, 1944, the Japanese military authorltiea at Santo 
Tomas Internment Camp changed their system of supplying food to the 
Internees. Previous to this date, the Japanese paid a lump sum to the 
Internees Committee which was used for food and other expenses. Under 
that system we bought what we considered necessary and had buyers go 
out to Manila* Under the new system the Japanese took over everything* 
It was with the inauguration of this new system that deprivations real¬ 
ly oonmenoed. The Japanese authorities promised us a diet consisting 
of rice, vegetables, meat or fish, fats and sugar amounting in all to 
approximately 1700 calories a day. In reality, for only the first three 
months (that Is, February, March and April) until the time we were re¬ 
leased did the dally diet supplied by the Japanese consist of 1700 cal¬ 
ories. During the remaining time, that Is, from May, 1944 to February* 
1945, It was gradually reduced until In January and February, 1949, It 
amounted to about 600 oalories dally. Actually, we did not live solely 
on this as the camp bad some reserves, obtained prior to the new system, 
with which we supplemented this diet for about eight months. As a gen¬ 
eral, rule, we received for breakfast a small quantity of rloe; lunch 
was abolished after September, 1944, except for those engaged in labor, 
and this consisted of a small amount of vegetable soup. The evening 
meal generally consisted of rloe, vegetables and gravy. The Malnutri¬ 
tion resulting from this insufficient food, especially the lack of pro¬ 
teins, commenced to take Its toll in November, 1944* From the begin¬ 
ning of this system, that Is, February, 1944 until we were rescued In 
February, 1945, at least eighty of the Internees died of malnutrition 
or starvation. As night medical officer at the General Hospital in 
Santo Tomas, I was oonversant with the various oases and wltnesaed the 
death of at least fifty of the above-mentioned eighty deceased* In 
signing the death oertlfloates of these people, I, as well as the other 
American Internee doctors, 
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stated on these certificates that the primary or contributing causea 
were starvation or malnutrition. In January, 1945, Dr. Theodore D. 
Stevenson, who was Medical Camp Head, and I as one of the camp Phy¬ 
sicians , were called in by a Captain Nogi. the Japanese Medical Offi¬ 
cer in Charge of Civilian Internees. Captain Nogi told us that these 
starvation and malnutrition diagnoses would have to be discontinued 
because they were a "reflection on the integrity of the Imperial 
Japanese Army". In case of death. Captain Nogi stated, any other 
diagnosis would be acceptable to the Japanese, and that serious con¬ 
sequences would result if the practice of mentioning starvation and 
malnutrition as causes of death continued on the death certificates. 
No reply was asked for at this time by Captain Nogi. Dr. Stevenson 
and I, on leaving Captain Nogi's office, discussed the matter, and it 
was decided that Dr. Stevenson would resign as Camp Medical Head in 
protest. He wrote a letter of resignation to this effect and for 
this, was sentenced to twenty days in Jail. He actually served three 
days, as we were then rescued by the American forces. 

Q. Doctor, what effect did this diet have on the other internees who 
did not die from it? 

A. All lost considerable weight, strength and resistance to diseases. 
Some were mere skin and bones, others were swollen and edematous. 
Elderly, big-framed men were very hard hit. It was noticeable that 
women, children and smaller men stood the starvation better. 

Q. What protests were made frith reference to this insufficient diet? 

A. In May, 1944, the Medical Staff of the camp, of which, at that time, 

I was chairman, wrote a letter of protest to the commandant, a Colo¬ 
nel Yoshie, and asked for an increase in food. This letter was de¬ 
livered to Colonel Yoshie through the Internees Committee. 

Q. What results followed this letter of*protest? 

A. It was badly received and Colonel Yoshie stated to us that he re¬ 
garded it as a personal affront and could and would not do anything 
about it.. Colonel Yoshie further stated that the food could not be 
increased because no extra food was available. Colonel Yoshie stated 
the above to us in a meeting between himself, the Internee Committee, 
Dr. L. Z. Fletcher, one of the internee doctors and myself. No re¬ 
medial steps were taken, and, as a matter of fact, the food situation 
became worse. 

Q. Were any other protests made? 

A. Yes, practically every month, in the camp monthly report to the Ja¬ 
panese authorities, protests were made in regard to the food situa¬ 
tion. These protests were seemingly ignored. 

Q. To your knowledge, was Colonel Yoshie's statement as to the lack of 
extra food correct? 

A. To my knowledge, it was not. From the appearance of the Japanese 
soldiers and Japanese civilians stationed at the camp, they were 
well fed and well nourished. Furthermore, there was an available 
supply of food outside the camp, which the Japanese could have ob¬ 
tained or at least allowed us to bn£. As a matter of fact, when 
attempts were made by individuals outside the camp to supply us with 
additional food, the Japanese refused to consent to this. Immediate¬ 
ly upon rescue, large amounts of food, including fruit, vegetables, 
eggs, fish and canned goods, were brought to the camp and sold by 
the Filipinos.

i. Tor tha first two yuri of the Japanese occupation the Diplomatic Corps 
was in ohargs of the camp, then the Military took over and a It. Abico 
was in charge. Lt. Abico was killed in action later. At Christmas of 
1944 1,000 eggs were brought to the gates of the camp and the Japanese 
refused to take them in. These eggs were for the use of the internees. 

We were getting 900 calories in November and December of 1944 and 700 
in January of 1946. We never did get enough to eat and the Philippine 
natives told us that the Japanese were selling the relief supplies 
instead of giving them to us. later in 1945 we got 200 grams of rice 
while the Japanese were getting 900 grams of rice. 

Q. Do you know if anyone died as a result of the lack of foodf 

A. Tea, Sam Thompson, in charge of the Manila Trading & Supply Company 
died of starvation in the latter part of January 1945. Z had seen 
him frequently until early January and saw his condition. Robert 
Ralston died of beri-beri after the American soldiers arrived. 

<1. Do you know any others who suffered ill effectsT 

A. Yes, both of my children had rickets. They are, Lynn, six years old, 
and William, three years old. They were examined by Doctor Norman 
MacNeill in May, 1945 at the Jefferson Hospital in Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania. They had also been examined by Army doctors while 
we were in camp. Also, my face was paralyzed on the right side for 
three weeks as a result of malnutrition. 

4 . Who wub the camp spokesman? 

A. TBarl Carroll was spokesman until about 1944 at which time Carroll 

Grinnell and Sam Lloyd formed a committee together with Earl Carroll. 

4* Do you know if any of these men entered protest with the Japanese 
about the lack of food? 

A. Yes, they complained constantly but were unable to get any results. 

Also Major P. Noell, U.S. Army doctor, continually complained without 
results. 

Q. Is there anything else that you want to tell me about this Incident? 

A. Yes, we never did get any mail; the housing conditions were always bad 
and for the first six months of our internment we got no food at all 
from the Japanese and were forced to buy it from outside the camp 
until the military authorities took over. After that we were prohibited 
from buying outside. 

s}. Can you identify any Japanese who were in charge of the camp at any time? 

A. Ye8, while the Diplomatic Corps was in charge there was a man named 
Kodak!, another man named Tsurumi, and another named Yamaguchi.

A. I was taken by the Japanese on 8 January 1942 in Manila and brought to the 
internment oamp at Santo Tomas. They released me at 8t00 P.M. that evening 
and I was allowed to live in Manila at the Embassy Apartments on Dakota 
Street until about the 17th of April 1942. On that date I went to the Holy 
Ghost Convent which, about three weeks after my arrival there, was made an 
internment sub-camp for mothers of very young ohildren. In June of 1942, I 
went to St. Luke's Hospital and was there as a patient until 15 August 1942 
on whioh date I voluntarily went to Santo Tomas. I remained at Santo Tomas 
from that time until our liberation by American Forces on 3 February 1945.

In the early part of 1942, the first days of internment, the internees had 
a very difficult time and the Red Cross handled the food situation ae well as 
possible. The Japanese made no pretense whatsoever at that time to provide 
food for the internees, but despite that I don't believe that the shortage 
of food was so extreme as were the conditions under i&leh it was prepared 
plus the fact that all of the internees were at that time still unaooustomed 
to the treatment at the oamp. I can't give any information as to the Identity 
of the Japanese responsible for the laok of food but the oamp was still 
under oivilian administration at that time. 

About six months after the oamp was opened in 1942 the Japanese allowed the 
front gate to be opened. At this same time they also permitted laundry to 
be taken in and out and paokages to come in. The Japanese were providing 
80 oentavos per day per person for the maintenance of the camp. Feeding of 
the internees was handled as a oamp project through three kitchensj the main 
kitohen which oarried the largest burden, the annex kitchen whioh prepared 
food for the children and the hospital kitchen. Kxtra food and other 
commodities were available through canteens and an indigent fund whioh had 
been established to provide extra food for those people in the oamp who were 
destitute. I don't know how much money was spent in the oamp to supplement 
our allowanoe but we were constantly in debt. 

The main worry at this time insofar as food and diet was concerned were 
fats and Vitamin B. There were plenty of fats but they were inadequate 
because they were not the essential fats. 

Conditions cannot be considered too bad until January of 1944 when the 
Japanese military took over oontrol of the oamp. The limiting faotors at 
this time were increasing food prioes and aooessability of food. The 
Japanese used these things as an exouse, for while food was soarce in Manila 
there was an over-abundance of it in the outlying provinces. 

The first act of the Military was to out off all oontact with the outside. 

All the gates and the markets were olosed and by April, praotioally all touoh 
was lost with the outside, or at least, so thought the Japanese. He were 
then unable to supplement the oamp diet to any appreciable degree except 
through our oamp gardens. The greatest difficulty with the gardens was the 
faot that the physioal condition of the internees did not allow them to care 
properly for the gardens. By mid-October we were practically dependent 
upon the Japanese rations. 

Actually, the daily oalorio oontent of our food was around or less than 400 
calories per person, although as a morale factor we constantly told the f 
people that it was higher. The correct figures are more accurate and more • 1 

readily available in the oamp reoords. 

From the very first we began serving a breakfast and an evening meal from 
the main kitchen. From the speoial kitchens, children's and hospital, an 
adequate noon meal was served in addition. Persons doing heavy labor work 
were also allowed a noon meal. 

For the first two and one-half years most of us cooked our own noon lunohes. 

The supplementing of the ohild'a diet consisted mostly of milk and fruits 
and as a result the children's diet was almost adequate and was well prepared. 

In the last six months of the internment the inadequacy of diet was further 
complicated by the fuel situation and inadequate equipment for the preparation 
of our food, 'iuoh more could have been done by the main kitohen had there 
been proper facilities which to prepare the food. 












A typical daily menu in January of 1944, oonsisted of a breakfast of oereal, 
oooonut milk and ooffee, and a supper with rice or potatoes and a meat dieh 
stew and a vegetable* Usually we had fresh fruit about three times a week* 

• By Deoeaber of 1944 the aain kitehen was serving a breakfast of about 80 gr< 
l of oereal with very little salt, and a noon meal of a vegetable broth, usua 
made of the parings. The evening meal, about 4|30 in the afternoon consist 
of a stew made of approxiaately 100 graas of rioe, 80 grams of soybeans and 
any available vegetables* 

Sooieties on the outside suoh as the Swies Community and the Catholio Women! 
organisation tried to send food ia to us but the Japanese assured them that 
we were being well fed and suoh was not neoessary. At the time the Amerioa 
troops oaae in they found enou£i food in the Catholio Seminary next to the 
oaap to feed all of the internees very well for three days and friends on i 
outside had been trying for weeks to get that food to us* 

Q. Can you give any information as te who was responsible for this? 

A* So, I cannot* All through our interaaent we protested and made attempts to 
pin down oertain of the Japanese in oharge of the oaap. It was impossible 
find any of them with responsibility fer any aet oonsitted and I know of no 
way to determine just who was responsible* Starvation seemed to be a delib 
policy diotated from higher authority*

IV. Diag u g giop i 

The atrocities committed by the Imperial Japanese Army in 
January, February and March 1945 in the town and outlying barrios of 
San Jose are a repetition of the Rosario, Taal, Cuenca, and Bauan 
massacres. In each of these five towns, which adjoin each other, the 
Japanese murdered innocent civilians and destroyed the property of the 
residents. 

The witnesses interviewed in the San Jose case were ignorant 
as to the identify of the perpetrators other than that they were members 
of the Military Police stationed at Lipa, R16, and that one of the Japa¬ 
nese was a civilian interpreter named Watanabe, R4. Watan&be is mentioned 
in the other cases stated above as are the Military Police from Lipa. 

7. I believe that sufficient competent evidence now available 
has been perpetuated.

On the 27th of January 1945* ® group of Japanese soldiers, 
the exact number I do not ranembar, came and arrested men, 
women and children, herded them in the publlo plaza and ques¬ 
tioned them regarding the burning and looting of the bodega. 
Uhable to get from any of these people the necessary informstiott, 
they arrested the town mayor, the parish priest, the chief of • 
police and the clerk of court. 

Since the time these four men were arrested, I never saw three 
of them again, and I presume they are now dead, the same being 
corroborated by the excavation of their bones by their close 
relatives and widows. Obese three are Venancio Remo, mayor) 
Vicente Frande, parish priest) and Jose Talag, clerk of court. 

Xfce chief of police, Nlcomedes Luna, age 50, Boblacion, San 
Jose, Batangas 2*ovince, was able to escape and is alive today.

A "Exhibit A" is an exact copy of the official list of Filipinos,

While 
we grappled for the rifle, the other Japanese retreated 
about five paces backward and shot me, the bullet pass¬ 
ing through the base of my neck on the left side. The 
Japanese I was struggling with took advantage of thie 
moment and, with a strong Jerk, pulled the rifle from 
me.

Q Tell us all you know about it, 

A On February 22, 1945* aix Japanese came to our house in 
Barrio Toysan and took myself and three others - Jose 
Silva, age 25 1 Bulogio Atienza, age 16 and Bnillo Atienza, 
age 19 - to work for them. They forced us to go from 
house to house with them. They took palay - unhusked 
rice - from the houses, and they forced us to carry the 
palsy to the municipal building at San Jose. Only three 
of us worked all day, as the Japanese freed gulogio at 
about 11 o'clock in the morning of the |^ae^ay. 

At about six o'clock in the afternoon I was able to re¬ 
turn home, Z found only three members of my family 
there 1 Alejandria Atienza, age 24, my sister-in-law who 
is now in Luoena, Tayabaa and her two children, Rodolfo, 
age 6 and Rosita, age 4* X asked Alejandria where the 
other members of the family were, and she told me that 
shortly after the four of us, whose names and ages are 
mentioned already, left with the Japs, four other Japs 
came to the house and ransacked it. 

There they found a leaflet which an American plane had 
dropped, announcing the landing of General MacJtrthur and 
the United States forces on Leyte. The Japs took all 
the persons in the house, 14 in all, lined them up out¬ 
side, and marohed them to the school house in San Jose* 
The men were taken behind the school house, while the 
women and ohildren were placed in the house of leoncio 
Talag. They were questioned about the leaflet, butthey 
knew only that the ohildren found it in the yard after 
it was dropped by an airplane* Then the Japs told them 
that they were bad people, and began taking them one by 
one from the house of Leoncio Talag. About four o'clock 
that afternoon, after all had been taken out of the house 
except Alejandria and her two children,th^ffaps told 
her that she could take the children and go home. 

When none of the other members of my fanily returned, we 
began looking for them about seven o'clock that evening,. 
Since the Japanese were still in the area, we had to stay 
hidden from them while we searched, and it was two days 
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After, February 24, I 945 when Jose Vergara, age 22; 
Dionisio Baez, age 50; Bnlllo Atienza, age 19 and I 
found the bodies of ten members of my fanily In the water 
in the river at the back of the school building. They 
were« my father, Sancho Atienza, age 40; my brother, 

Sizto Atienza, age 25; my sister, Luoia Atienza, age 23; 
my niece, Loreta de Silva, age 7; my niece, Brigida de 
Silva, age l$r my brother, Bulogio Atienza, age 16; my 
sister, Leonards Atienza, agtf 12; my brother, Pedro 
Atienza, age 14; my brother Marcelino Atienza, age 8 and 
my sister Dionisia Atienza, age 4* 

All those missing were found except the body of my moth¬ 
er, Agapita Hidalgo, age 38 , However,next day, February 
25 , 1945 * found her body near the place where the oth¬ 
ers were found 1 it was submerged in the water, and wa 
missed it when we found the others. 

q What did you do with those bodies? 

A We - jo op Vergara, age 22; Dionisio Baez, age 5°f Bnilio 
Atienza, age 19; Leonardo Mendoza, age 50; Joae Lopezd, 
age 35; Alfredo Lopes, age 30; Florencio Lopez, age 21; 
Daniel Atienza, age 28; ten others, whose names I do not 
recall, and I - removed the bodies from the river and

A One afternoon, about six o'clock on March 18, 1945* the front line 
Japanese soldiers passed on the street at the gate of my home in 
Banaybanay I* There were ten Japanese including an officer* 

These ten stopped near our gate and went into our yaru. ity grand¬ 
mother, Genoveva Custodio, age 85 , went downstairs to urinate* 

The officer then ordered his men to go away which they all did 
except one who was left behind* My grandmother who had a poor sight 
called this Japanese to come to her, thinking perhaps that he was 
one of her grandchildren. The Japanese called his companions. My 
grandmother then realized her mistake. She ran upstairs and locked 
the door behind her* 

Three Japanese solAlipn went up the stairs and forced the door open. 
I heard my mother begged tbs Japanese not to kill them - my mother, 
Rosario Agulla, age 50; my father, Arcadio Mercado, age 65; my 
grandmother, Genoveva Custodio, age 85; my aunt Josefa Aguila, age 
37; my sisters Felicidad and Pacita Mercado, age 14 and 7 respec¬ 
tively, - because they had done nothing* 

Then I heard screams. I heard my father's scream first. It 
suddenly stopped. I surmised my father died immediately. I heard 
my mother's screams next. Then I could no longer distinguish the 
screams because there were many of them. Then everything became 
quiet. I think it was half an hour after the three Japanese went 
into the house. The Japanese left thinking all those six persons 
in the house were dead. 

About eight o'clock same day, I went to my father's house. I 
found him, my mother and my grandmother all dead. My father who 
was dead had one bayonet wound below the left nipple; my mother 
had three bayonet wounds, one on the breast and two below the 
left nipple; my grandmother had one bayonet wound on the abdomen.

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My aunt and my two latere vara all wounded but alive. My aunt had 
three bayonet wounds, one below the left nipple and two on the buttocks* 
one on eaoh; my sisters had bayonet wounds, one each on the left 
knee. I took these three wounded to my house. These three were 
treated by the Americans in the market of San Jose, Batangas Province. 

4 What did you do with the three dead bodies? 

A i bad no one to help me bury them. It was about 15 days afterwards 

that I buried them in our baokyard. I burned my father's house. 

Q, Do you know the names of any of the ten Japanese you saw entered 
your father's yard on March 18, 1945?

A I can describe only the officer. He wore a saber. He was about 
six feet tall, weighed about 1&5 pounds, wore a helmet so I cannot 
tell anything about his hair, wore no glasses, was fair complexioned, 
had high-bridged nose and ware a beard.

Q Will you please relate fully how it happened? 

A On March 18, 1945* at about 8130 o'dock in the morning, just after 
we had breakfasted at the house of Nicomedea Ona, I saw about 40 
Japanese coming. We were 25 persons altogether. Six of us ran 
away when they saw the Japanese. They were, Floreneio Austria, age 
20, ay brother*in-law 1 my two brothers, Antonio Moog, age 15. and 
Francisco Moog, age 5» my sister, Rosenda Moog, age 20,* Pedro 
Atienza, age 18 and Benecio Lorzano, age 15* 

Three Japanese came inside the gate, the rest were left outside 
guarding the premises. One of these Japanese caught Floreneio 
Austria, while the two others began bayoneting the men. One man 
who was bayoneted, whose name I do not know, fell near Floreneio 
Austria and the Japanese holding the latter, turned. Floreneio then 
freed himself fran the Japmese and escaped. Then the rest of the 
Jqenese cams into the yard and began bayoneting the people they 
found there. I saw my father, Luis Moog, age 50, and my mother, 
Dorotea de Moog, age 45* bayoneted. Ity mother received a bayonet 
wound on the left chest and died immediately, lty father was 
bayoneted four times, once on the upper arm, once on the neck and 
twice on the abdomen. One Japanese bayoneted me and wounded me 
on the left hip. I ran away and managed to escape. There were 
already nine persons who were bayoneted when 1 escaped. These nine 
persons were, my father, Luis Moog, age 50} ay mother, Dorotea de 
Moog, age 45* Nicomedes Ona, age 60; Maria Qua, age 30; Encarnacion 
Qua, age 37; Jose Ona, age 28; Rogelio Qua, age 5; Eufemia Ona, 
age 37 and Concepcion Atienza, age 12. 

I did not go back to that house any more. I heard from Mr. Saturnino 
Lorzano that he buried the bodies of ay father and mother in their 
dugout. 

Q, Do you know the names of any of these 40 Japanese that you saw? 

A No, that was the first time I saw them. 

Q, Can you describe any of them? 

A Three of the 40 Japanese were with sabers, the rest were with fixed

Please state your full name, age, address and nationality? 
Rosenda Moog, 20 years old, Taysan, San Jose, Batangas 
Province, Filipino. 

What is your occupation? 

Housekeeper. 

Do you intend to remain at your present address? 

Yes, I do. 

Did you suffer any mistreatment in the hands of the Ja¬ 
panese? If so, please relate it. 

Yes. On March 18, 194-5, at about 8*30 in the morning, just 
after we, 25 persons in all, had taken our breakfast at the 
house of Nicomedes Ona, I saw about 40 Japanese soldiers 
coming. The said 40 Japanese woldiers came directly to 
the house where we were staying and encircled the house. I 
was one of the six persons who ran away as soon as we saw 
the Japanese coming. I was bayoneted when I pass the encir¬ 
clement of the Japanese soldiers, the bayonet passing 
through my right thigh to the back. I was carrying my two 
year old son in my arms when I was hit and since I was con¬ 
cerned of his safety I continued to run even after beirg 
hit by the Japanese. I ran straight to our house in Banay- 
banay II and upon reaching it, I told the rest of my fami¬ 
ly of what happened. We immediately packed the few belong¬ 
ings that we could carry and then went to Taal Volcano. We 
stayed there for 36 hours while my wound was tended by a 
doctor from our barrio who happened to be in the same place. 

Were there no Japanese soldiers in Taal Volcano? 

No, there were no Japanese in Taal Volcano. We stayed 
there for l£ days until the Americans who were already in 
Lemery, Batangas Province took us from Taal Volcano, and 
brought us to their lines. 

Do you know the names of any of this 40 Japanese soldiers 
that you saw? 

No sir, that was the first time I saw them. 

Can you describe any of them? 

They were attired in Japanese uniforms while some were in 
civilian clothes. I did not notice their uniforms very 
much as we ran as aoon as we saw them coming. 


Can you describe their insignia? 

No, as I said I was too frightened to notice it. 

Do you know to what unit or organization they belonged? 
No, I do not know sir. 


Do you have any idea what provoked the Japanese to bayonet 
you and the rest of t e other people? 

No sir, I have no idea why they bayoneted us. We were 
peaceful people.

Q Please tell us exactly what happened relating to the 
killing of your wife and child. 

A About ei ht o'clock in the morning of March 18, 1945, I 
went from the house of my father-in-law, Nicomedes Ona, 
age 60, in Banaybanay II, San Jose, Batangas Province, 
to get some food for my family. At about nine o'clock 
that same morning, I met someone, whose name I do not 
now remember, who told me that the Japanese were kill¬ 
ing my family. I decided to get a companion and go 
back to my father-in-law's house. I found one Perfecto 
Villafando, age 27. We, two, went to the house of my 
father-in-law which is about l£ kilometers west of the 
National.Road. I arrived at the house at about 9:30 o'¬ 
clock same morning. 

I saw 14 persons, nine in the house and five beneath thB 
house. They were all bayoneted to death. The nine dead 
persons in the house were : my father, Luis Moog, age 
50; ray mother, Dorotea de Moog, age 45; Nicomedes Ona, 
age 60; Maria Ona, age 30; Encarnacion Ona, my wife, age 
37; Consolacion Atienza, age 22; Jose Ona, age 28; Roge- 
lio Ona, age 5 and Eufemia Ona, age 37. The five dead 
persons under the house were: Lucinda Ona, age 50; Con- 
chita Atienza, age 14; Regina Ona, age 50; Nelia Lorzano, 
my six-year old daughter and Librada Ona, age 7. 

About two o'clock in the afternoon of that same day, Per¬ 
fecto Villfando and I buried nine bodies, whose names 
and ages are among chose I already mentioned, in our 
dugout. The rest were buried by their relatives in their 
respective dugouts. 

There are five survivors of this massacre. They are 
Sofia Moog, age 23; Rosenda Moog, age 20: Paciano Hernan¬ 
dez, age 5; Catalina Endaya, age 0 and Jaime Lorzano, 
age 1. They are all from Barrio Banay banay I*, San Jose, 
Batangas Province, P. I., and of Filipino nationality,

A It was on March 26, 1945, about three o'clock in the af¬ 
ternoon , when Marcellano Ona, age 24, Mariano Ona, age 
27 and I, all froa the barrio of Banaybanay XI, San Jose, 
Batangas Prorince, went along the Hational Boad to giro 
some bananas to the Americans. However,' we could not 
see any Aaerleans around: 

We three went to the house of Miguel Macallnga along the 
national Boad in Barrio Banaybanay XI, to rest and wait 
for the Americans there. We had barely entered the gate 
when we heard the door downstairs open, followed by some 
Japanese words which we did not understand but whosa lift- 
port we could not nistake. 

We all turned and fled. X heard shots. I managed to 
escape unsoathed. Hext day, March 27, 1946, X found 
the body of Marcellano Ona about ten meters from the 
house. He was shot on the back which went through the 
chest. X found the body of Mariano Ona four days later 
about seven meters from the house. 

ft Bo you know the names of any of these Japanese who shot 
your two companions? 

A Ho, X did not see them. When X heard the door open, X 
did not look at it anymore, X Just ran as fast as my 
legs could carry me. 

ft Bo you know what unit or organization they belonged to?

A Very early in the morning of February 11th, 1945, my husband, 
my daughter, my aunt and I were awakened by loud knocking at 
our door in Barrio San Boque. My aunt opened the door and 
found there were Japanese soldiers knocking at the door with 
their bayonets. They ordered us to come down. When we came 
down, they marched the four of us to another house where we 
were incarcerated. Our hands were tied behind our backs and 
we were blindfolded. 

Z<ater on we were led to a dugout near the house. We were 
stabbed by bayonets. After the Japs stabbed us we were 
thrown into the dugout and then covered with earth and co¬ 
conut palms. I loet consciousness. When I regained my 
senses I saw light coming through small slits of the coco¬ 
nut palms. Guided by this light I bored my way up slowly 
through the pile of bodies and made my way home.

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MAXIMO U. MALVAR, after having been duly sworn, testi¬ 
fied at the Municipal Building on Real Street, Santo Tomas, 

Batangas^ Province, P.I., on 6 October 194-5, as followst 

Q Please state your full name, age, address and nationality. 

A Maximo M. Malvar, 49 years of age, resident of Santo Tomas, 
Ratartgas Province, Filipino. 

Q Do you intend to remain at your present address, and if 
not, how can your whereabouts in the future be ascertained? 

A I intend to remain in Santo Tomas. 

Q What is your present occupation? 

A Agriculturist. 

Q Wha^ was your occupation during the Japanese occupation? 

A I was acting as Provincial Governor of Batangas. 

Q What can you tell about the disposition and the make-up of 
the Japanese forces In this area during the Japanese occu¬ 
pation? 

A During that time there were three units of Japanese forces 
stationed here, namely, the garrison, the Kempei-tai of 
Lipa and the Kempei-tal (Japanese Military Police) of San 
Pablo, Laguna. Members of the garrison stayed here for 
only a short time and went to some unknown destination. The 
Military Police of Lipa and San Pablo were under the Kempei- 
tai Headquarters stationed in San Pablo, Laguna. Colonel 
Hibi and his executive officer, Captain Okuda, were in 
charge of this organization. 

The "zoning” system was effected by Colonel Hibi, whereby 
information is extracted from the inhabitants by gathering 
the people in a plaza and made to stay for several days 
without food. 

On February 2, 1945, my servant informed me that some of 
the members of the Military Police went to our house and 
asked for me. Iv/as not at home at that time and my ser¬ 
vant told them that I was in Manila. When the Japanese 
learned that I wasnnot in my home, they left. The people 
of the town, upon learning that I was not in my home, be¬ 
came alarmed and they began evacuating their homes. Some 
went to the mountains, others to the bank of the river, 
thinking that these places were the safest. 

Q Can you describe each one of the Japanese officers you 
have mentioned? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Describe to us Colonel Hibi. 

A Colonel Hibi was about 5 feet 4 inches in height, medium 
build, weighed about 130 pounds and approximately 39 years 
of age. His heir was black and short. He had no scars 
or marks An his face, his teeth was normal and he wore no 
glasses. He appeared to be an educated person and Jie was 
dressed neatly. He did not speak either English or Tagalog. 

Q How about Captain Okuda? 

A Captain Okuda. reputed to be the worst of all the officers 
ever stationed in this pAace, measured about 5 feet 8 inches 
in height, weighed about 160 pounds, and his age was about 
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42 years. His hair was black, shaven; Ms complexion was 
yellow and he had the typical Japanese slanting eyes. He 
wore no glasses. He walked with a stoop and when he 
laughed he closed his eyes and moved his shoulders up. He 
had a peculiar way of looking down when talking. He was 
dressed shabbily and he appeared to be uneducated. 

Q Would you be able to identify these officers if you saw 
them again?

Santo Tomas, we saw six Japanese soldiers. They saw us 
too and ordered us to come out of our hiding place. Then 
they tied our hands, the left hand, with a rope in the man¬ 
ner of a chain gang. The first ones who were caught by 
the Jape were led to a place about 120 meters north of the 
house of Tiburcio Cumba. We too were marched to that place 
where our left hands were loosened from the rope that tied 
us. I was bayoneted about 4 times in the back, and 3 times 
in front. The last thrust went through my right wrist to 
the body of my 5 months old son, Reynaldo end killed him. 





When we were all stabbed, we were thrown into one pile and 
gasoline was poured on us. The Jeps also gathered dry 
sticks and piled them on tops of our bodies and then set 
us on fire. When my hair was being burned, such was the 
pain that I put my hands to my throat and tried to choke

myself and end it all. But this was of no avail, so I jumped 




from the burning pile. There were still Japanese soldiers 
around so I pretended to be dead. They did not see me. 

When they went away, I got up and went to the house of Ti- 
burcio Cumba. About 8 o’clock in the evening, my mother 
and sister found me in that house.

tained in the statement of Marcellna Endaya as to the atroci¬ 
ty committed at the open field near the bamboo groove about 
120 meters north of the house of Tlburoio Cumbal 

Marla Caringal • 70 years * Santo Tomas, Batangas * Pilipino 
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AGRIPINO CALABIA. after having been duly sworn, testified 
at the New Bilibid Prisons, Muntinglupa, Rizal Province, P.I. 
on 18 October 1945, as followst 

Q Please state your full name, age, address and nationality. 

A Agrlpino Calabla, 33 years of age, resident of San Pablo 
City, P.I., Filipino. 

Q What was your occupation before you were taken to this 
ppison? 

A Nursery man. 

Q How long do you think you will remain here? 

A I do not know. I am detained for collaboration but no for¬ 
mal accusation has yet been filed against me. 

Q Where did you reside during the Japanese occupation? 

A In San Pablo City. 

2 Where wer,e you from the 9th to the 14th of February 1945? 
From January till March 6, 1945, I stayed in San Pablo City. 

Q During, those dates in question, did you accompany the Japa¬ 
nese to Tanauan and Santo Tomas, Batangas? 

A No, sir. I 'stayed all the time in San Pablo City. 

Q Did you know that the Japanese went to the towns of Lipa, 
Tanauan and Santo Tomas to burn them and massacre thousand 
of Filipino civilians? 

A I know nothing about that because I was then in San Pablo 
City until March 6, 1945, when I nas brought to the moun¬ 
tains. 

Q Were you working for the Japanese in San Pablo City? 

A Yes, sir. My work concerned with food supply and in this 
work the Japanese trusted me. I worked for them since De¬ 
cember 15, 1944. 

Q Were you ever mistreated by the Japanese? 

A Personally I was not mistreated. 

Q Do you know the name of the company or unit to which the 
Japanese you worked for belonged? 

A I do not know, sir. I only know personally the Kempei-tai 
officials in San Pablo City. 

Q Would you be able to recognize these officials if you saw 
them again? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Are those the only Japanese you know? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Did you ever see any mistreatment of Filipino civilians by 
the Japanese in San Pablo City or elsewhere? 

A I have never seen a Filipino killed by the Japanese for I 
was always staying home. Besides, if the Japanese ever 
went around to mistreat them, the Japanese never brought 
me along with them. 


Q Tell us the names of the Japanese officials that you know 
from San Pablo City. 

A Major UNO. He arrived in San Pablo City In December 1944 
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stayed until March 194?. Capt. YAMAGUCHI was the Chief 
of the Kempei-tai (Japanese Military Police) in San Pablo 
City. Sgt. Major ODAKI, Jui was Assistant to Capt. YAMA¬ 
GUCHI. First Sgt. UBAI was next in command of ODAKI. I 
also know Sgt. SAKUDAKI, Sgt. UIHARA, Sgt. KAWAKAMI, and 
Sgt. HIROSI. 

I do not know the firs£ names of any of those I have men¬ 
tioned except in the case of ODAKI. 

Q Did you know any Kempei officer in Lipa, Batangas? 

A I know one because I met him in the mountains. He was 

Capt. YAGI. I do not know his first name. 

Q Can you give us a personal description of those Japanese 
you have mentioned? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Could you identify eadh of those Japanese if they were 
brought before you? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Will you describe to us Capt. YAHAGTTCHI? 

A YAMAGUCHI was about 5 feet 3 inches in height, weighed ap¬ 
proximately 145 lbs. very stocky and heavy built. His hair 
was black but very sparse with marked tendency to baldness. 
His complexion was light yellow with red snots or patches 
on his face. His eyes were black and slightly slanting; 
he wore no glasses. He was about 45 years old, had very 
military bearing and looked like a Filipino, except that 
his manner of standing and walking was typical Japanese. 

He had no scars or marks on his body save those red spots 
on his face. His teeth were bigger than normal. He was 
always dressed in civilian clothes and he wore short pants. 
His moustache was not very thick, the hairs were fine and 
well trimmed. He appeared to be an educated person. 

Q Describe Sgt. Major ODAKI. Jut. 

A ODAKI, Jui had a height of about 5 feet 9 inches, weighed 
not less than 120 lbs, and slender built. His black hair 
was long and well combed with pomade. His complexion was 
light yellow. His eyes were black and not slanting and 
he did not wear glasses. He was about 30 years old and he 
had effeminate tendencies. He had no visible marks or scars; 
his teeth were normal and he had no moustache. He was always 
in uniform but he was a sloppy dresser. I can also say that 
he was an educated person. 

Q Describe 1st Sgt. UBAI. 

A UBAI was 5 feet inches tall, weighed about 110 lbs and was 
slender built. Kis hair was black, kept long and well combed 
with pomade, the ’alfonsino' style. His complexion ras brown 
like a Filipino. Tr is eyes were black, not verv slanting and 
he vore no glasses. I think he was between the ages of 33 
and 35 years. He had very military appearance; he had no 
visible scars or ..arks, nor did he r.vc a moustache. Fe had 
two gold teeth on the upper set. He atwovs wore a coat uni¬ 
form and boots. All of these men I describe wore swords. 

This man was an educated person. 

Q Describe Sgt. SAKUDAKI. 

A SAKUDAKI was 5 feet 5 inches toll, but his body was r uch 
bigger And more muscular than UB/.I, He probably weighed- 
150 lbs. His hair was black but he was always shoved. His 
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complexion was bfown like a Filipino. His eyes were black 
and he did not wear glasses. He was about 35 years old, 
walked like the ordinary bow-legged Japanese, though he 
had military bearing. He had a scar on the lower Jaw. He 
had no moustache. He had a gold tooth but I do not exactly 
remember If he had more than one gold tooth; all I know he 
had gold tooth on the upper set towards the side. He was 
always In civilian clothes but he was very sloppy dresser. 

I think he was an educated person. One striking feature 
of his was his Jaw which grew very thick beard which was 
always clean shaven. He'S what, we call a fi Barbon. M 

Q How about Sgt. UIHARA? 

A HIHARA was a short fellow, about 5 feet 2 Inches In height; 
weighed about 120 lbs, heavy built, round body. He always 
combed his long black hair neatly with pomade. His com¬ 
plexion was light yellow; his eyes were black and very 
slanting and he wore glasses occasionally, not always. He 
was about 29 or 30 years old, typically bow-legged. He 
had no scars or marks, no moustache, and his teeth were 
normal. He was a very sloppy dresser but I think he was 
an educated person, being a graduate of a military school. 

I remember that he was somewhat a hunchback. 

Q What do you say of Sgt. KAWAKAMI? 

A KAWAKAMI was 5 feet 5 inches in height, weighed about 130 
lbs, medium built, stout and round body. He had long black 
hair which was well combed with pomade. His complexion was 
brown like a Filipino. His eyes were black and not slant¬ 
ing; he wore no glasses. He was about 30 years old, had 
very military appearance and he walked with straight posture. 
In all respect he looked like a Filipino and he was the only 
MP officer who spoke Tagalog very well. He had no scars 
or marks, his skin was very smooth. He had one gold tooth, 
upper set, on the side. He had no moustache. He was an 
educated person.' 

Q Describe Sgt. HIROSI. 

A HIROSI was 5 feet 4 Inches tall, weighed about 140 lbs, 
and was heavy built, very stocky and stout. His head was 
shaved at all times. His complexion was light yellow. His 
eyes were black and he wore no glasses. He was about 30 
years old, had very military bearing and was always very 
smartly dressed In uniform. He had no scars or marks, no 
moustache, and his teeth were normal. He seemed to be an 
educated person. 

Q How about Major UNO? 

A Major UNO was about 5 feet 9 Inches tall, weighed about 
120 lbs and was slender built. He was bald headed, the 
remaining hair of his head was always shaved. He had the 
real Japanese light yellow complexion. His eyes were 
black and very slanting and he wore no glasses. I think 
he was between 35 and 40 years old. He had efflmlnate 
mannerism. He had no scars or marks; his skin was quite 
smooth. He had no moustache and his tbeth were normal. 

He was an educated person. His Jaw grew very thick beard 
but was always clean shaven.- 

Q Who do you think gave the order to massacre the people In 
Batangas? 

A I believe it was Major UNO. 
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Q Why do you think so? 

A I know It because other Kempei-tai officers told me that 
Major UNO was in charge of Laguna, Tayabas and Batangas 
provinces. His power as garrison commander of the regu¬ 
lar army was more extensive. 

Q Do you know a person named Bautista? Could you tell us 
his first name? 

a I do not know him. 

Q Can you give us some more Information which might help us 
find out the Japanese who were responsible for the massa¬ 
cre of civilians in Batangas? 

A I know another Japanese, an MP from Lips, Batangas. He 
was Capt. YAGI. I met him in the mountains. 

Q Will you describe Capt. YAGI? 

A Capt. YAGI was about 5 feet 7 inches tall, weighed about 

125 lbs, and was slender built. His head was always shaved. 
His complexion was light yellow. His eyes were black and 
a little slanting. He wore no glasses. He was about 35 
years old. His teeth were normal. He had no moustache, 
no scars or marks. His thick beard was always neat shaven. 
He had very military bearing and I should say he was an 
educated person. 

Q Do you know YAGI'S first name? 

A No, sir. * I only met fciim in the mountains. 

Q Could identify him if he were brought before you? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Do you have anything further to add # to your statement?

Q Were you able to take down the statements of the above- 
■ehtioned survivors? 

A Yes. 
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Q When did the atrocities occii - '* according to their 
statements? 

A Approximately 7 April 19*5, at about ten o'clock 1" 
the morning. 

Q Did they state any reason why the Japanese committee 
such atrocities? 

A No. In fact, they said that there was no resistance 
offered by the civilians. They seemed to think that 
the Japanese were given orders to kill them. 

Q Did these survivors witness the commission of the atro¬ 
cities by the Japanese? 

A From the affidavits taken from them, they witnessed 

the Filipino civilians being bayonetted by the Japanese 
in Isolated places so that the bodies of the persons 
we found were scattered all around the area. There was 
one affidavit taken from a boy, whose name I do not re¬ 
call. who said that although he did not see all of the 
victims being bayonetted by the Japanese, yet he could 
deduce the killing from the moans and cries of the 
people that were there. 

Q Do you know the Japanese Unit that was responsible for 
these atrocities? 

A Affidavits taken from the survivors indicated that the 
commanding officer* of the group was the former com¬ 
mander of the Japanese Army garrison in the town of 
Paete, Laguna. 

Q Do you know what Japanese Units were in the town of 
Paete, Province of Laguna? 

A Offhand I don't. 

Q What Japanese Units was in your sector at that parti¬ 
cular time which was opposing your group? 

A I don't recall, but I believe that con be checked with 
headquarters or somewhere. 

Q Did you see any victims whose hands were tied behind 
them? 

A Yes, sir, there was one. 

Q Do you know the name of the person whose hands were 
tied behind him? 

A I don't know but it can be found in the Atrocities In¬ 
vestigation Report I wrote on 11 April 1945 which went 
directly thru CIC channels. 

Q Who was with you when these victims were discovered? 

A T/5 John J JEPSON was with me. He was a member of the 

l6lst Signal Company attached to the 43d Division. 

Q Was there anyone else with you adlde from T/5 JEPSON? 

A Yes, a Filipino guerrilla by the name of Felix ASTRO- 
NIMO. He was one of the survivors of the atrocities. 

Q Do you know the present whereabout of Felix ASTRONIfJO? 

A He was workin" with the units of the Division there. 

His family, wife and children, were victims of the 
said atrocities. I don't know his present address but 
I believe you can find him in the town of Paete, Laguna. 
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Q What out fj.t or unit actually discovered these bodies? 

A Company L of the 103d Infantry Regiment. They were 

members of the security patrol. They left the base 
camp in the afternoon of 7 April 1945. T hey brought 
down the survivors I had just mentioned, namely,AURORA 
VALENCIA, MATEO ADES AND PATRICIO ADAO. 

Q Dc you know the names of the members of the patrol of 
L Company who discovered the bodies? 

A No, but some of them are now in the area. 

Q Were any photographs taken at the scene of the atroci¬ 
ties? 

A Yes. I remember T/5 JEPSON took several photographs 
of the scene of atrocities. 

Q Were you with him at the time? 

A Yes. 

Q I show you a picture w^ich is marked Exhibit 1 (also 

marked SWPA-Sig C-45-13947) and ask you if you can iden¬ 
tify it? 

A Yes, that is a photograph of a little girl lying face 
down among pineapple plants. I saw her lyiftg that taay. 

Q I show you a picture which is marked Exhibit 2 (also 

marked SWPA-Sig C-45-13957) and* ask you if you can iden¬ 
tify it? 

A That is a picturfe of the woman of about thirty-five years 
of age who had been bayonetted about three times on the 
chest. The body was found six feet off the trail. 

Q I show you a nicture which is marked Exhibit 3 (also 

marked SWPA-Sig C-45-13951) and ask you if you cm iden¬ 
tify it? 

A This is the picture of the particular scene that I told 
you about previously where there was a mudhole at about 
the center of the barrio where we found approximately 
fifteen Filipino civilians composed of men, women and 
children who were bayonetted several times by the Jap¬ 
anese soldiers. This picture shows several of the bo¬ 
dies in the group of approximately fifteen. Behind 
the clump of bamboos the bodies of the rest were found. 

At about this point marked X and initialed'by me, the 
bodies of the others were found. 

Q I show you a picture which is marked Exhibit 4 (also 
marked SWPA-Sig C-45-13945) and ask you if you can 
identify it? 

A This is the photograph taken of a scene which was ad¬ 
jacent to a stream running through the barrio. It is 
a clear representation of the mother that I saw, who 
was bayonetted several times. She was then lying face 
downward in an apparent attempt to protect her child 
who was also bayonetted several times. In the vicini¬ 
ty at about ten feet to the right of where this picture 
was taken lay two other victims who were also bayonet- 
ted severcl times. 

Q I show you a picture which is marked Exhibit 5 (slso 
marked SWPA-Sig C-45-13948) and ask you if you can 
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identify it? 

A This photograph depicts one of the victims, a man 
stripped of clothing who had been bayonetted several 
times in the upper chest region and also had his throat 
cut. This was taken in the small clearing in the cen¬ 
ter of the barrio. 

Q I show you a picture which is marked Exhibit 6 (also 

marked SWPA-Sig C-45-13953) and ask you if you can iden¬ 
tify it? 

A Yes, this is a picture of the victim that I saw whose 
hands were tied by a rope behind his back and around 
his head who was bayonetted several times. This was 
found Just off the trails. 

Q I show you a picture which is marked Exhibit 7 (also 

marked SWPA-Sig C-45-13950) and ask you if you can iden¬ 
tify it? 

A Yes. this is a picture of the *ife, I was told, of one 
of the Filipinos in the barrio, the men shown in Exhi¬ 
bit 6. She had been killed and bayonetted several 
times. 

Q I show you a picture which is marked Exhibit 8 (also 
marked SWPA-Sig C-45-13949) and ask you if you can 
identify it? 

A That is ft picture of the man that I saw on a table 
beneath a nipa hut. He was bayonetted four or five 
times in the fact and also several pieces in his body. 
There were bludgeon marks and bruises all over his 
body. He was one of the first ones killed by the Jap¬ 
anese, I believe. I understand he is a relative of 
Felix ASTRONIMO. 

Q I show you a picture which is marked Exhibit 9 (also 
marked SWPA-Sig C-4^-13955) and ask you if you can 
identify it? 

A This a photograph of a boy about four years old who 
was bayonetted several times and h&3 the flesh of his 
left thigh cut off. Evidently it /.as severed by some 
sharp knife. He was found in the pineapple grove ap¬ 
proximately fifty feet from one of the huts. That Is 
strong evidence of an act of cannibalism committed by 
the Japanese. 

Q I show you a picture which is marked Exhibit 10 (also 
marked SYifPA-SigC-45-13952) and ask you if you can 
identify it? 

A This is a picture of a man who was found with his 

hands tied together. Evidently he must have been tied 
before being bayonetted to death. 

Q I show you a picture which Is marked Exhibit 11 (also 
marked SWPA-SigC-45-13956)and ask you if you can iden¬ 
tify it? 

A It is a picture of a victim that I saw whose hands 
and legs were tied with the rope around his neck. He 
was bayonetted several times. 

Q I show you a picture which is marked Exhibit 12 (also 
marked SWPA-SigC-45-13946) and ask you if you can 
identify it? 
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A It is a picture of a man that I saw who had been bayonet- 
ted several times, stripped to the waist and apparently 
was strangled by the rope which was tied around his neck, 

Q I show you a picture which Is marked Exhibit 13 (also 
marked SlPA-SigC-45-13954) and ask you If you can 
identify It? 

A It Is a close-up picture of the child in the lower 
right-hand corner of Exhibit 3 . I found the child 
lying face down In the mud of a creek bed. She was 
also bayonetted several times. 

Q I show you a picture which Is marked Exhibit 14 (also 
marked SWPA-SigC-45-13958 and ask you if you can 
Identify it? 

A It is the picture of a woman striving to protect her 
child. She had been bayonetted in the back several 
times. Underneath her body lies her child who had also 
been bayonetted to death. 

Q When were the pictures marked Exhibits 1 to 14 taken? 

A They were taken on 11 April 1945. 

Q Did you see or notice any evidence of rape on any of 
these victims that you saw? 

A No. 

Q When you questioned and took the statements of the 

survivors of the atrocities, did you take any pictures 
of the said survivors? 

A Yes. When I questioned them at the 1st Portable Sur¬ 
gical Hospital, I was accompanied by T/5 JEPSON who 
took the pictures of the survivors. 

Q I show you a picture which is marked Exhibit 15 (also 
marked SWPA-SigC-45-14021) and ask you if you can iden¬ 
tify it? 

A This is a picture of MATEO ADES, 70 years of age, one 
of the victim-survivors. It was definitely established 
as evidenced by the declarations of eye-witnesses that 
MATEO ADES had been robbed and repeatedly stabbed and 
bayonetted. 

Q I show you a picture which is marked Exhibit 16 (also 
marked SWPA-SigC-45-14022) and ask you if you can 
identify it? 

A It is the picture of PATRICIO ADAD, 9 years old, one 
of the victims I have Just mentioned above. He was 
the only surviving member of his family. Fe was also 
a victim of the bayoneting and it is my belief that 
this boy died from his wounds several days after. 

Q I show you a picture which is marked Exhibit 17 (also 
marked SWPA-SigC-45-14020) and ask you if you can iden¬ 
tify it? 

A That is a picture of a girl that 1 saw by the name of 
AURORA VALENCIA, 16 years old, another of the survivors, 
who hod been bayonetted several times on the upper 
right chest. 

Q Do you know where and when these pictures were taken? 
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A These pictures were taken in the ward of the 1st Portable 
Surgical Hospital on 16 April 1945* 

Q Do you know of any other survivors? 

A Yes, one of them was a minor a little girl whose name 
I cannot recall, who was included In the report I sub¬ 
mitted through CIC channels. I believe he was a boy 
about seventeen years old. The report I have Just re¬ 
ferred to had all the names of the survivors, and their 
respective addresses. 

Q I8 there anything further that you know . oncerning 
atrocities, in this area? 

A There la, Approximately three days before this inci¬ 
dent occurred, several Filipinos were reported to have 
been massacred by the Japanese. This happened between 
the towns of Pakil and Paete, Lsguna Province. At the 
time we did not conduct any investigation of the said 
atrocities. This incident happened approximately six 
miles south of Pakil. 

Q Do you know the name of the person or persons who-told 
you about these atrocities? 

A No, I don't recall but information on these atrocities 
could be had from the people of the place near Paete 
where the massacre actually took place. They were not 
the same atrocities I mentioned in the first part of 
my testimony. T/5 JEPSON has*been transferred to l6lst 
Signal Company. Unit 7, which is, I believe, presently 
located in Manila.

To Impose the death penalty far such a trivial offense, as yau 
did upon Mr. Lewis this morning, constltutee a flagrant disregard 
of these provisions of the^onvontlen, by which your Government 
has agreed with the Government af the United States to be bound 
in dealing with civilian lnterneee. 
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There o&n be no doubt that the refueal to permit medical 
attention te be given Mr. Lewie after he wae firet ehot, the 
order for hie execution within an hour and half thereafter 
without any court action whatever (in complete dieregard of 
the International law applicable to the eituation) and the 
coneummation of that order conciliate a record unlawful, in¬ 
humane and ehocking.

At 6i55 a.a. today, January 38, 1945, Oeorge J. Louis, 

American, a^t 37, while attainting te return to the 0 up near 
the Aniaal Husbandry Building, was shot by a Japanese*sentry. 

The sentry was one of a nuaber of guards who had been on an 
all-night watch of the Animal Husbandry Building, since it 
was apparently evident to the Japanese that a number ef per¬ 
sons had left the Camp on the preceding night through the 
sawall fence which bounds tbs Oamp. At the time of the shoot¬ 
ing the noon was still up, though shadows were cast over the 
area of the guards' patrol by the barracks buildings. It was 
not yet daylight. The guard on duty had heard a noise from 
the sawall fence some 15 foot from where he was standing. 

Uttering a short ejaculation, he raised his gun and fired im¬ 
mediately. 

Hr. Cray, Secretary of the Committee, was a witness to the 
shooting but was refused permission to romain near the scene or 
to hare the nan removed te the Camp Heqpital, though the move¬ 
ments ef the victim indicated that he was still alive. 

Messrs. Helchart, Watty, and Downs vers suamensd to the 
Commandant's Office at about 7tlO a.m. and wore told by the 
Oemmandant, with no hesitation in arriving at such a decision, 
that the victim must be executed on the spot, sinee hid condi¬ 
tion appeared to be such that he could not be moved from the 
spot without expiring. All internees, including members of the 
Committee were ordered te their quarters. 

Messrs. Heichert, Watty, Cray, Calhoun, And Cecil, with Mr. 
Downs, proceeded to the Commandant's Office to protest the Com¬ 
mandant's order, calling attention to the fact that the action 
contemplated was contrary to International law and to all hu¬ 
mane standards, and that the Commandant would be held personally 
responsible. The Commandant at first refused to see any members 
of the Committee, but after numberous requests, finally appeared 
in his office.

Mr. Heichert made the following request of ths Commandanti 
"We would like to make this statement from the Committee. The 
committee pretests the action Af the sentry in shooting this 
man. If the man was trading at the fence, he should not be 
exeoutled,.and if he was returning to the Camp, ho should net 
be executed. According to International law, he would only bo 
shot if in the act of escaping. Xt is thought that you might 
not have made a full investigation ef the case and we feel that 
you should do so before any hasty step is taken." The Comman¬ 
dant replied that the matter was being investigated, and con¬ 
tinued! "However, as to whether or not he was trading, ;seturn- 
lng to the Oaq>, or attempting to escape, it is evident from 
the position of his body between the boundary fences that 1m 
has disregarded my order that the boundary fences should net 
be violated by Internees. 
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There la no question about the facto in that raepaot. The 
original sheeting vae In accordanca with my ardor ta ohaat on 
tight any paraan violating the houndarlaa. Dr. Yeehlaura vaa 
at tha scene, and thara la na hopa far tha nan'a fecevsxy. 

Tha ardara ta tha aoldlara are to aheet until thagr kill. Blnoa 
tha aan fall immediately and aada no aound it vaa thought that 
ho vaa dead; a Inc a It la evident that ha vaa not dead but hae 
died since, tha original sentence of execution aunt ba carried 
out." Tha Soaaandant a nuabor of tine a repeated hi a allegation 
that tha veund vaa fatal, that Dr. Teahlaura had confirmed fUs 
auppaaitian, and the Ooaaandant aaaartad, aupparting hla vorda 
with aotlana, that the aaa had bean ahat in a vital opat through 
tha center of tha ohaat. 

Mr. Seiche/t atatad that tha Oaanlttee vauld aubait a foraal 
prataat of tha eheotlng, and aakad far a reconsideration of tha 
Ceaaandant's daelalan ta have tha aan executed. Mr. Helehert 
added that if tha Oeaaandaat paralatad in hie daelalan ta have 
this execution carried out, regardless of vhether tha aaa vaa 
alive or dead, tha Ooaaittee and tha Oaap oansldar it an act 
contrary ta Mankind, ta ruloa of var, and to all standards of 
humanity. Mr. Bolohert added that tha Coaaittee also vlohad 
ta prataat tha.action of tha guard in sheeting vltheut a chal¬ 
lenge, especially in vlev of tha fact that there are a number 
of peaplo in tha Camp vha are aentally unbalanced. Tha Oomman- 
dant replied that as a normal practice tha guards would challenge 
a poroeh found near tha boundaries, but where there la danger of 
aacape the sentry can da nothing ta ohaat. 

The Commandant stated that tha exeoutlen must ba gene through 
with, although ha stated that tha "dead aan* vauld be removed 
to a cltup of baabaa autslda tha Camp grounds. Mr. Helehert 
aakad if tha Geaalttee could have tha body, and if vo should 
racaiva the body at the scans of the second shooting or if it 
would be taken to the Hospital. The Commandant stated that tha 
body would ba given to theOaqp. 

Meantime tha aan had bean placed on an improvised stretcher 
by members of tha Japanese garrison. Although all parsons vara 
ordered away fraa tha scans, intemeea from nearby shanties and 
barracks reported that the wounded aan vas still moving and it 
was evident that he vas still alive. Ha was takan sutslda tha Camp 
and at exactly 8i26 a.a. a single shat vas heard. The Chairman 
was notified that ha could pick up tha body at tha scone ef tha 
execution. Tha Chairman, with four stretcher baarara, found tha 
body in a clump of baabaa, etlll an tha laprovisad stretcher. 

She victim had bean shat through tha forehead, apparently as 
he lay an tha stretcher. Tha body vas placed an a Hpspltal 
stretcher and takan ta the Hospital. The statement of Ik*. Hance, 
Camp Medical Director, regarding tha condition of tha body ia as 
followst 

*1 have examined tha body of Qeerge J. Louis whs vas shat 
this aernlng by tha Japanese. The body vas picked up by eur 
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etretcher bearer* abeut 100 yarde oeuth (f the fence along 
barrack* ly. The bedj had been pierced by two bullete. Ckxe 
bullet had a wound of entrance above the enter harder ef the 
right clavicle (cellar bene) and an exit wound along the up¬ 
per border ef the oorreepending ecapula. Thie aleolle grased 
the ecapula but etruok ne vital organ* —did net even enter 
other bullet entered the ekull in the right frontal region 
and blew hie braino out in the left oeolpltal region. It 
would appear that thie nan wae executed or given the coup de 
grace after having euetalned a niner injury." 

Ooerge J. Louie wae burled in the Caop burial ground at 
lllOO a.a. today. Thie afternoon the Oonaittee filed a fernal 
preteet, copy ef which la attached hereto and node a part ef 
thie official record.

I aa 30 year* old and hare a 6th grade education. Waa 
barn In the barrle ef Caragr Carey, Naval, Leyte. After living 
In lagule and Manila, Lusen froa 1939 te September 1944, X case 
on a beat te Cebu City, Cebu but waa arreote* by the Japaneee 
and put te work at the Headquarter a ef the Military Pellce at 
the Cebu Normal School. Shortly thereafter X waa releaaed free 
nightly canflneaent there and allowed te lire eleewhere but con¬ 
tinued te work there aa a Gardener, eeek and laundry bey. 

On the morning ef March 26, 1945 about 7 or 8 o'clock X 
waa in the kitchen aaaiatlng In the leading ef rice, clothing, etc 
that waa being evacuated by the Japaneee to Guadalupe near 
the Capital Building In Cebu City and aaw the Japaneee kill one 
fillplne prisoner and one American prlaener. The Tlllpine waa 
killed firat and Immediately thereafter they brought the Ameri¬ 
can from the building to a foxhole In the yard aome 76 yarda from 
where X waa working. The American waa made to bend ever near 

the foxhol* with hia hand* tied behind him while a Japaneae Mi¬ 
litary Police 8ergeant by the name ef llgaal atruck hia acreea 
the back of the neck with a aaber. Tho body fell Into the fox¬ 
hole and a Japaneae 2nd Lieutenant Sakai ahot hia one time with 
a pi a tel. At thla point we had finlahed leading the rice and 
clothing and, while another bey hauled it around te the front 
gate, X went thru the main building and aaw two or three Tlli— 
pin** and one American prlaener on the perch being guarded by 
a Japaneae aeldier. The American ooldier had an injured leg 
which I underataed waa a wound received at the time he wa* cap¬ 
tured by the Japaneee, and he waa atending with hia arm* around 
the neck ef one ef the Tlllplneo. I proceeded on te Guadalupe 
and did net witneaa more ef the killing although at the time I 
left they were otill taking Tlllpinea out in the yard te be ex¬ 
ecuted. There waa much excitement and cenfualen due te the 
many plane* ef the Americana flying overhead and from the Ame¬ 
rican ahelllng and it la difficult ta remember everything that 
happened or the exact time. 

I returned te the Normal building about 1 o'clock P.M. ef 
the aamo day at the lnetructiono ef the Japaneae aa they needed me 
ta help lead ether thinga ta be carried away. When I had reach¬ 
ed a point aome 75 yarda from the foxhole where I had aeon the 
one American killed, I aaw one of tho American aaldiera eitting 
on the ground near the foxhole looking at the planee in the eky. 

X hollered to him te crawl down in the foxhole aa if he were 
dead becauae the Japaneae would be returning. He appeared to 
be very weak and unable to turn hia head in my direction but with 
hie hand* and feet turned hia entire body around *o aa ta be 
facing me. He metioned aomethlng to me aa if wanting me te 
bring him water but I tald him X waa afraid tho Japaneae would 
•ee me. I did not go cloaer than 75 yarda to him but aa con¬ 
fident that he waa tho American that had been wounded in the leg. 

In addition to having aeon him an the perch with hi* arm around 
the Tlllpine. I had carried food three time* to the two Ameri¬ 
cano. Tearing that the Japaneae might aee me talking te the Ame¬ 
rican, X ran home. 
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The following morning around 11 e'eleek on the 27th. I 
returned te the Bernal fer the purpose ef trying ti get rice 
that eight hare been left by the Japanese. Z again saw the 
American at the ease leoatlen hut he was attempting te waive at 
the planes ererhead sod did net seen te hear me when I again hel- 
lered fer hln te lie in the fexhole se that the Japs weuldn't 
see hln. Z did net eee an/ Japanese areond at the tine but buil¬ 
dings and gas dumps were burning all around nearby and Z was 
still afraid Z might be seen by the Japanese if Z helped hln. Z 
then went into the main building and found that there was rled, in 
a reen and then went on te the front gate where I net twe Japa¬ 
nese. one of which was Higasl who had executed the other Ameri¬ 
can on the previous morning. Being given pemlssien by then te 
get the rice, Z went te get twe companions one of which was Mar¬ 
cus Arpen. Upon returning te the Bernal and getting the rice, we 
went te a point near the kltohen te get a cart with which te neve 
the rice te eur heme and, while getting the cart. Z noticed Higs^ 
si and the other Japanese carrying weed ever twward the foxhole 
where the American had been sitting and pile, it into the foxhole. 

They even took chairs ever there and broke then up and placed then 
in the foxhole. The American vae net seen by ne at this tine se 
Z believe Kigasi and the ether Japanese had found hln and thrown 
him either dead or alive into the fexhele. 

Instead of accompanying my companions te eur heme with the 
rice. Z went around the read to a point where Z could see the 
location ef the fexhele and saw the tire Japanese pour gasoline 
into the foxhole and light it. A huge fire then burned in the 
foxhole. Z then went hone and knew nothing else about what hap¬ 
pened te the bodies ef the Americans. 

The two Americans had been prisoners about a week before 
they were executed and Z understand that they were flyers that 
had been shot down. Z estimate it to have been eone 20 or 30 
minutes between the time Z last saw the Anerican and the tine 
I saw the Japanese carrying weed to the fexhele.

I, David V. Binkley, Major, SnC, being duly sworn, on my oath say 

The following named Instances of atrocities committed by the Japanese 
forces within the city of Manila were seen by the undersigned shortly after 
their having been committed by the Japanese soldiers during the battle for 
Manila, Philippine Islands. 

On 7 February 1945, the bodies of one hundred and fifteen men, women 
and children were found on the grounds of the Dy^Pao Lumber Company near the 
rail-road station. 

Many of the men and women and some of the older children had their hands 
tied behind their back. Many bodies of men and women were soattered over the 
ground on the grass and in weeds and along paths. Nearby where an enemy built 
revetment was located, a ditch from which earth had been taken in constructing 
the revetment had filled with ground water. On the south side of this ditch 
and about two feet from the water level was a concrete covered storage yard. 

At the edge of the concrete above the water the conorete was oovered with 
human blood which in some places had trickled in small streams to a lower level. 
The Japanese had shot and bayonetted some eighty-five men, women and children 
on this spot and their bodies were then pushed into the ditoh. Many adults 
were tied as were some of the older children while very small children had 
been killed without having been tied. Some of the women were pregnant. The 
ages of the ohildren were from two years to ten years, approximately. Upon 
ingerrogating civilians in the vicinity, it was learned that the Japanese had 
murdered the entire families of men under suspicion of being guerillas. 

Not far from the Dy-Pac Lumber Company and in the water beside the Air 
Port Japanese Military Prison, nine men, members of the Philippine Constabulary, 
were found tied hand and foot. All nine men had been either shot or bayonetted 
to death. This soene was discovered on 7 February 1945, also* 

On 15 February 1945 while locating Japanese bodies in the vicinity of the 
old Japanese prison forty bodies of civilians, men, women and ohildren were 
discovered upon the concrete paving at the rear of the Tabaoalera Shell Service 
Station. The hands of some were tied and death had resulted from gunshot and 
bayonet wounds. Fifty feet west of the service station eight women, all with 
their hands tied behind them, lay upon the grass among some banana trees. 

Eight feet away a mother and two children lay. The woman lay face down with 
an arm around each child. This woman had been slashed to death hy a saber like 
weapon having a deep out at the base of the neck and also on the upper right 
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an. CM Mild bad pari of lta akull "slioed" «ff, apparently by the aaM 
type of weapon. ill the other woman had baoa bayonet ted to death. 

Oa 13 February 1945 at the DeLaSalle College, the bodies of seveaty-alx 
(76) bob, sown, and ohUdrea of 'various age a aero found scattered at the 
south aide of the hone for Cathollo Brothers. Sens of the worea sere per*(neat. 
Oa the body of on* eonaa the breaete had been out ff. All of the bedlea 
fovnd sere pierced ty several bayonet wounds. Later, at the Fries residents 
on California street at Colorado, forty-five (45) non, worea, aad children 
had taken shelter fron artillery fire .within the wallr-eaaleeed yard only to 
have the Japanese soldiers eater the yard at approximately 1500 hours of the 
day thia atrooity was oondtted and with rifle fire kill every living person. 

The Jape then sat firs to all the bodies eaeept a group of non, wonsn, aad 
children who had tried to hide anoag eons bushes in the northwest oornor of 
the yard, ill along the seat wall bodies were etnmg, and fron the bullet 
aarks on the wall, these people were killed there and than their bodies set 
afire. In the oenter of the yard were the renaina of twelve (12) charred 
bodies. Along the north wall of the oourtyard were other charred bodies. 

Beside a fence covered with latioe work lay a mother holding a smell boy. The 
Bother lay la a position as though attempting to shield the child. In a drive¬ 
way beside a partially burned fire-truck were two (2) nore badly charred bodies, 
while on Colorado Street at the east sida of the Price residence, the eharred 
renaina of an undstarnlned mab«r of human bodies were discover*There is 
no possibility that any parsons other than Japansas could have burned those 
bodies for this particular soot ion of the city was under artillery, machine fan, 
and rifle fire at the tire thia atrooity was diaoovwred. 

Aooompaaled by Franoiaoo Dal P.osarlo, funeral director 'f the City ef 
Manila, a visit was made to the Concordia College (Catholic) where approximately 
one hundred (100) men, woen, aad children were burned to death by the Japanese. 
The number of people killed was verified by the Mother Jupericr of the school 
whose story to me wee as followsi "One night a body of Japanese soldiers cams 
to the mein door of the building end pounded loudly. A Chi see house boy went 
to open the door, and as soon as the door was opened, the C hin a m an was bayoneted 
several times by a Jap soldi ere who than stripped the body and poured gasoline 
over the olothes, threw gasoline over the woodwork of the front of the building 
and sat it afire. The Jape then posted themselves arwund the building and 
would allow no one to escape. Of the one hundred (100) persons in the building, 
nineteen (19) oharred bodies were seen. An entire family of mother, father, 
and three snail children, one an infant, lay on the flag stones of the eourt 
Inside the main entrance, and these bodies were also badly burned." 

A Fort Santiago, within the Walled City, approximately six hundred (600) 
Filipinos were discovered In three dungeons. One hundred (100) bodies of non 
and women were found within one thick-walled dungeon like building, and a 
closely estimated five hundred (500) bodies were found within a nearby dungeon 
having inner doors of oasalve iron bars, and outer doors of iron plate on wood. 
The appearance of the bodies suggested starvation and possible suffocation. 
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At Plaza McKinley near the ruins of the Manila Cathedral, forty (40) 
rleets from the Manila Cathedral were found murdered, some with their hands 
.led, shot, bayoneted, and left where they were slain. Of the forty (40) 
Iriests, five (5) were killed within a Jap built dugout. (All of these Ben 
still wore their priest olothing.) 

At the Campos residence on Taft Avenue, forty-five (45) women, most of 
whom wore slacks, were found. Evidence of assault was apparent on many of the 
women, and several.women had been pierced through their genital organs by 
Jap bayonets. Counted among this group were several children, all of whom 
were cruelly bayoneted. 

The matters set forth herein were all personally observed by the under¬ 
signed, who was accompanied at all times by Mr. Mariano Del Rosario and Mr. 
Pranoisco Del Rosario, undertakers for the City of Manila, P.I.

SUBJECTi Report of Investigation of Alleged Ease lurdere of Civilians 
In the Intramuros (Walled City) area of Manila, P.I., by 
Japanese Imperial Forces. 

TO t Commanding General, XIV Corps, APO 453. 

I. AUTHORITY* 

1. This investigation was conducted by Colonel James T# Walsh, 
0-211659, AGD, during the period 26 February • 15 larch 1945, pursuant 
to verbal instructions issued by the Commanding General, XIV Corps, on 
the evening of 25 February 1945. 

II. MATTERS INVESTIGATED I 

2. Specific instructions to the investigating officer were that 
he was to sort out fact from fancy in the many reports and rumors of 
mass atrocities against civilians in Intremuros committed by the Im¬ 
perial Japanese Forces. This investigation was to supplement one under 
way by the Inspector General, XIV Corpe, covering atrocities through¬ 
out the Manila area, as well as those investigations by oombat units 
which were ordered by the Commanding General, USAFFE. (Exhibit A-l)- 

III. FACTS* 


3. The Japanese Imperial Foroes deliberately burned Intremuros 
starting on February 4, leaving only one building, The Church of St. 
Augustin, standing. 

4* The slaughter of all non-Japanese civilians was ordered on 
13 February 1945* 


5. An appeal by the Commanding General, XIV Corps, by radio and 
loudspeaker to the commander of the Intramuroe garrison to release 
civilians from the combat area, was ignored. 


'6. Some 2,000 Filipinos, mostly men, were murdered 
Santiago--starved, shot, bayoneted, or burned to death in 
of the Fort between 3 and 15 February 1945. 
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7. Between 100 and 140 white man, principally Spaniards and 
including some 37 members of the Catholic clergy, were buried alive 
in bomb shelters in the foundations of the Palace of the Governor 
General in Plaza McKinley. The shelter entrances were blocked and 
hand grenade j thrown through the ventilators. 

6. An undetermined number of civilians were killed by bullets 
and bayonets and their bodies hastily and partially buried in other 
parts of the Plaza MoKinley. 

9. Women were hunted and violated nightly in the Churqh of 
St. Augustin by prowling Japanese soldiers and laborers. The day 
before their liberation by U. S. Forces these women and children 
imprisoned in the church were targets of hand grenades thrown by 
the Japanese. 

10. Bedridden patients were driven from the Philippine Tuber¬ 
culosis and San Juan de Dios Hospitals, and every male patient and 
all male members of their staffs, regardless of nationality, were 
taken from the ruins «f Santa Rosa College, where they had taken 
refuge, and murdered. 

IV. DISC IBS ION* 

11. "The original Spanish city, known as Intramuros, occupied 
the waterfront south of the Pasig River, but since the reclamation 
of the port area it has been a mile inland. Original moats have been 
filled and converted to parks, but the old wall and fort still stand. 
The seotion in general is occupied by Catholic hospitals, churches, 
convents and government offices, although a small business area exists 
along Calle Real. The old fort (Fort Santiago) and the garrison 
(Quartel Bspana) are still utilised as army headquarters and garrison." 
(Terrain Handbook 41A) 

12. Pre-war figures from the source quoted above gives 21,332 
as the total population of Intramuros.. It is broken down as follows* 
Filipino 19*836; Japanese 81; Chinese 960; American 102; Spanish 337; 
English 3; and others 33. 

13. No recent population figures are available, but the con¬ 
census of persona questioned placed it at "lees than half" the pre¬ 
war figure. A large part of the living space was utilized by the 
Japanese to quarter labor troops oho worked at the nearby docks. 
Hospitals had been taken over by the Army and Navy. Also a steady 
exodus of the populaoe which started in the early part of the Japanese 
occupation was greatly stimulated by our bombings of Manila Harbor in 
September. 
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14. Two weeks of interviews and observations by the investi¬ 
gating officer has barely scratched the surface in unearthing the 
full story of what went on within the now shattered walls of Intra- 
rauros from February 1st to the 23d, the day when United States 
Infantrymen liberated some 3,000 filthy, famished, wounied but 
hysterically grateful survivors (Exhibit A-3). Few men were among 
the refugees. Every one who escaped can tell a tale of horror; some 
by factual coherent reports which amase the hearer no less by their 
frightfulness than by the matter-of-fact, dispassionate recital of 
events; others can only babble disconnected incidents, some actual, 
some imagined or told to them by others, of 20 days which except for 
their emaciation, their wounds, the loss of family, friends and every¬ 
thing they owned, is to them more like a terrifying nightmare than a 
real chapter from their lives. 

13. Volumes of evidence could be gathered and authenticated, 
evidence of wanton cruelty, bestiality and bloodthirstiness that 
stagger the imagination, but the facts documented in this report 
are amply convincing to the investigating officer that the destruction 
of Intramuros, the slaughter of most of its male inhabitants over 14 
years of age and the fiendish abuse of its women was not only conten- 
anoed by the Japanese command, but planned in advance and diabolically 
carried out under supervision of offloors. 

16. Only three mass atrocities are covered by this report in 
order that their magnitude may not be overshadowed by extraneous 
evidence of less wholesale examples of Japanese savagery. These arei

17. It is conceivable that a commander of a confined area like 
Intramuros might find his defense Impeded by a mob of panlc-strioken 
civilians and that casualties among them might be heavy during an in¬ 
tense action. No such extenuating circumstances can be discovered to 
lessen the guilt of the Japanese in this abominable crime. Death to 
all non-Japanese civilians in Intramuros was decreed on 13 February 
1945 (Exhibit A-2a). By that time hundreds had already been slaught¬ 
ered (Exhibit A-2a). Before turning loose the full force of his 
assault, Kiajor General 0. W. Griswold, commanding the XIV Corps, not 
only offered the Japanese garrison a chance for honorable surrender, 
but also appealed by radio and loudspeaker to his adversary to send 
an intermediary to negotiate for the release of the civilians trapped 
in the Walled City (Exhibits A-2 and A-2b).

19. The foregoing official translation of an extract from an 
order of the Kobayashi group (Heidan) dated 13 February 1945 (Exhibit 
A-2a) seems as g^e£ a place as any to begin the discussion of the 
wholesale-atrocities committed against civilians in Intramuros. It 
was not the beginning. Photographic evidence (See cover) and also 
the testimony of many witnesses proves that by that date virtually 
every building in Intramuros with the exception of Fort Santiago and 
St. Augustin's church had been burned in a conflagration which started 
during the first week in February after American troops had liberated 
the northern section of Manila and were developing the Pasig River 
bridgehead. The order does show, however, that the mul'der of an 
estimated 2000 civilians, including some 40 clergy (Exhibit C-9) ani 
nationals of neutral countries was premeditated by the Japanese high 
command. 

20. Testimony of survivors indicates that the ruthless destruction 
of Intramuros and the imprisonment of civilians to prevent their escape 
from the Walled City began on the day American troops entered luanila 
and liberated American civilian internees from Santo Tomas University 
and prisoners of war from Bilibid Prison. For the next several days 
civilians were rounded up and all males above the age of 14, regard¬ 
less of nationality, were marched to Fort Santiago (Exhibits B-l #8; 

B-2 #17, 27, 28; B-3 #15, 16; C-2 #4; C-3 #8; C-4 #6; C-5 #Hj and 
others). This was completed by the night of 9 February 1945 and 
during the same period all the women except some isolated groups, in¬ 
cluding the nuns, nurses and patients of San Juan de Dios Hospital, 
were imprisoned in St. Augustin's church. When the men were taken 
away, they were told that their food was to be prepared by the women 

at the church and carried to Fort Santiago, but although the women did 
their part and braved the fire and tumbling walls to carry the food to 
their men in the fort, the men never received it. Guards took it from 
the women at the gate and presuoably ate it themselves. 

21. Jammed into one of the buildings near the river will of the 
Fort, the men were given a small quantity of water. It was ‘handed in 
through the windows for a price by the guards in hats, shoes, cans or 
Bathing that could be used as a container, but only the strong who 
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had been able to stand the prolonged period without food, were able 
to fight their way to get it (Exhibit B-l #15). The Spaniards were 
released from Fort Santiago and marched back to St. Augustin's. Theirs 
was a stay of execution, not a reprieve; what happened to them is 
discussed under the Plasa McKinley heading (Par. 26). 

22. Events in Fort Santiago after February 12 might have re¬ 
mained a matter of conjecture, because up to the present time a survey 
of hospitals and refugee camps has failed to reveal a single person 
who escaped from there after that date. However, a captured Japanese 
diary, the official translation of which is documented (Exhibit A-2a) 
leads to but one conclusion: Every one of them was murdered, some in 
groups by shooting and bayonet in the courtyard of the Fort (Exhibit 
B-6), and in Plaza McKinley (Exhibit G-l) where the investigating 
officer observed at least three mass graves; others were burned in the 
buildings in which they were confined (Exhibit A-2a). 

23. The heaps of bodies in the dungeon of Fort Santiago de¬ 
scribed so vividly by the commander of the 129th Infantry (Exhibit 
B-4 with affidavits and photos) were observed by the investigating 
officer on 26 February 1945 when burial squads were disposing of 
them. The officers of the 129th estimated 400 bodies there; the 
37th Division Sanitary Inspector in his report to Sixth Army on 
atrocities placed the figure at 600, while the Manila city undertaker 
said he buried (some, by cremating and sealing in the dungeons) 750 
civilians in Fort Santiago (Exhibit B-6 #8).4The diary referred to 
in the previous paragraph (Exhibit A-2a) boasts of the murders of a 
total of more than 2000. 

24. There is evidence that all the Fort Santiago murders were 
not committed within the confines of the Fort. Frequent inspections 
by a mysterious veiled mestizo "fingerman" who pointed out "guerrillas" 
to the guards, resulted in groups being taken away and never seen again. 
There is testimony of the sole survivor (Exhibit B-3) of one group, 
members of which were not picked as guerrillas, but suffered no better 
fate. They were taken to Plaza McKinley put in open shelters formed 

by the foundations of the Governor General's palace, mowed down by 
rifle fire and hastily buried. The partially covered bodies of several 
men, some in clerical robes, in three different places in this area, 
were observed by the investigating officer when visiting the scene of 
another atrocity on March 1, but it was not until later that it became 
apparent that this area was doubtless one of the execution grounds 
used by the Japanese for men taken from Fort Santiago (Exhibit C-l). 

25. Estimates of survivors on the number of Filipinos who were 
marched tp Fort Santiago during the first 10 days of February range 
all the way from 400 (Exhibit B-3 #17) to 2000 (Exhibit B-l #12). A 
true estimate is Impossible. They came in separate groups over a

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26. As related earlier in this discussion (Par. 21), the 
Spaniards after having been kept in Fort Santiago from February 9 
to ^2, were released that night and marched back to St. Augustin's 
church to rejoin their families. Here again the estimate of the 
number varies from 116 (Exhibit C-6 #17) to 180 (Exhibit C-5 #19). 

The Spaniards, it was understood, were to receive special protection 
from the Japanese (Exhibit C-2 #18) C-3 #15, 16) and it is believed 
that a few white men of other nationalities succeeded in attaching 
themselves to this group which evidence shows included some 37 
Catholic priests (Exhibit C-2al #l). 

27. For the men, the next few days were relatively uneventful, 
but for white women the nights were hours of horror as groups of 
Japanese, "Tiawans" (Supposedly labor troops quartered nearby), and 
even some pro-Japanese Filipinos prowled the old church dragging girls 
away to be raped in the choir loft, deleters (Exhibit C-8), nearby 
dugouts, or even openly at the foot of one of the altars (Exhibit 

C-7 #17 - #25). 

28. Then, on the 18th, the men in St. Augustin's were called 
together by the Japanese. The sobbing womenfolk were reassured by a 
Japanese officer (Exhibit C-2 #5) that it was only for "two or three 
days" and the men were again marched away, probably 125 in number, 

37 of them clergymen. They were taken to an unburned warehouse be¬ 
longing to Santa Clara ohuroh about a block west of the Cathedral and 
a promise was exaoted from them not to try to escape or damage dishes 
and other things stored in the building. The doors were not even 
closed and the men passed a not too uncomfortable night - the night 
which for all but 10 of them was to be their last alive. No food the 
next day and only two gasoline oans of water for them, and that night 
they were again lined up, told they were to be taken to a place safer 
from the American artillery and marohed to shelters in the foundations 
of the palace of the Governor General er Plasa McKinley en Calls General 
Luna (Exhibit C-2b). 

29. They were rushed into one large dugout, packed se that it 
would hold no more. At least 80 men, probably many more, went into 
that shelter (Exhibit C-2 #7), and the remaining Spaniards were hustled 
into a smaller shelter nearby. The entrances of both shelters were 
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blocked by gasoline drums and earth, and hand-grenades thrown down 
the ventilators. As far as can be determined, only two escaped flrom 
the larger shelter, and they only after four days without food or 
water (Exhibits C-2 #5, H, 13 J C-3 #15, 22). Apparently fortified 
in body and spirit by a case of liquor they found in the smaller 
shelter (Exhibit C-4b), seven or eight of its inmates who had not 
been killed by the grenades dug their way out the second night of 
their confinement, February 19th, and finally were rescued by Amerloan 
troops on the 24th from the ruins of the Cantabria Hotel where they 
found water (Exhibit C-5 #28). 

30. Survivors returned with the investigating officer to these 
shelters on March 2. The smaller was opened. Its rear wall was 
caved in but four partially buried bodies were counted from the 
entrance (Exhibit C-l). Juot outside in the foundations the body 

of Father Salvador Rodrigues, Commissary Provincial of the Franciscan 
Order in the Philippines was identified. (Exhibits C-2aj 0-4a). 

31. The roof of the larger shelter had been caved in apparently 
by the hand grenades which were thrown down the ventilators, and with 
the men and equipment at hand it was impossible to exhume the bodies 
so it was left unopened. It is the opinion of the investigating 
officer that approximately 100 Spaniards were murdered in these two 
shelters and in them are the corpses of many of the priests of Intra- 
muros listed as missing (Exhibit C-9). 

32. The women and children, probably some 1800 in number,con¬ 
tinued their existence of terror in St. Augustin's, trying to hide at 
night from the prowlers, and with the battle for Intramuros growing 
closer daily. Several were killed in the crowded church and garden, 
some by shells which pierced the edifice in a few places, but also 
many from what the imprisoned women believed to be Japanese hand 
grenades thrown into the church and corridor around the garden (Ex¬ 
hibits C-6 #25-29; B-6 #18). They were released by American troops 
on February 23d. 


33. In many respects, this atrocity outdoes the others in 
brutality. The theme of fire, pillage, murder and rape continues, 
but in this case we find the refugees from two hospitals, the Philip¬ 
pine Tuberculosis and San Juan de Dios, driven from their institutions 
by fire, and constantly harassed by every imaginable terror while the 
doctors, nuns and nurses tried to do what they could for their patients, 
many of them wasted victims of tuberculosis, whom they had brought with 
them in the ruins of Santa Rosa College. On 10 February, foreign 
patients were taken away and never seen again; the same with 40-50 
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Filipino hospital order 11 aa that afternoon (Exhibit D-l #17, IS). 
Early on the morning of the 17th dootora and other sale neabera of 
the hospital staffs were taken across the road and bayonetted. One 
survived long enough to oone back and tell the story. Bodies of the 
rest were later Identified and buried In the Santo Doeingo ruins 
nearby (Exhibit D-3 #24, D-5 #24). Finally on the 18th the renaln- 
Ing 58 sale patients sere Marched away to be packed in a snail rooa 
In the Armory of the University of Manila, starred, bayoneted and 
shot (Exhibit D-2, D-4 #43). 

V. CONCLUSIONS* 

34. The Inesoapable conclusion from the facts revealed by this 
Investigation is that the Japanese high onewand Intends to fight 
this war without aay regard for rules of warfare, oirlllsed or 
otherwise} and that similar wholesale acts of fiendish inhmanlty 
against non-Japanese civilians, even nationals of neutral white 
nations, nay be axpeoted as our foroes drive the Jap from territory 
he now ooouples. 

TI. RECOMMENDATIONSt 

35. That the names of witnesses whose testimony Is included 
In Exhibits A, B, C & D, especially the priests and nuns, be kept 
seoret to avoid the likelihood of reprisal against nenbers of 
missionary groups of all creeds now In the Japanese honelend and 
oooupled areas.

V. CONCLUSIONS r 

34. The inescapable conclusion from the facta revealed by this 
investigation la that the Japanese high command intends to fight 
thla war without any regard for rules of warfare, civilised or 
otherwise; and that similar wholesale aots of fiendish Inhumanity 
against non-Japanese civilians, even nationals of neutral white 
nations, may be expected as our forces drive the Jap from territory 
he now occupies, 

71. RECOMMENDATIONS: 

35. That the names of witnesses whose testimony is included 
in Exhibits A, B, C & D, especially the priests and nuns, be kept 
secret to avoid the likelihood of reprisal against members of 
missionary groups of all creeds now in the Japanese homeland and 
oooupled areas.

The majority of cases in this category have occured in the Philippine 
Islands* Attempts have been made to establish tho identity of the 
prisoners and units involved. 

a* Military Prisoners of War 

(1) The following sections set forth the evidence establishing the 
killing of Allied prisoners of war* 

(a) Extracts from a handwritten diary, dated U November 19W* to 22 
February 19b£ presumably belonging to a member of a construction unit* 

Owner and unit not statpd. Captured Iratag Area, Palawan Island 9 March 
19U5. 

"19 November at Princesa. Lately with no breakdowns of vehicles the 
prisoners at the repair shop are idle. They were joking and chattering 
in words I could not understand* Some of them have surprising courage. 

The other day one threw down his mess kit saying he would not eat such 
meager food. That was something* He seems to have been impressed quite 
a bit since he was given no food for four days. I couldn't stop laughing 
when I heard that he screamed in want of food, and saldOie was willing to 
eat the food given him.^ 

"2$ November * Ai the time when I landed at Palawan Island, I disliked 
the prisoners of war but now I am getting accustomed to then!. They certain¬ 
ly work hard. They are quite adept in mechanical work. They certainly are 
carefree and it appears that they devote no thoughts to the fact that they 
are prisoners of war. 

"5 December. None emissioned officer in charge of supply truck section. 
Corporal NAGAI and two prisoners of war went to gather bananas. I am to 
alternate with Warrmt Officer MCHIJBU in taking charge of details. 

”7 December. All day I had idle conversation with the prisoners of war 
who seem to be learning a little of the Japanese language. 

"8 December. The remains of Private First Class KIOOKU who was killed 
by enemy bombing on 28 October will be sent home today. As a platoon 
leader, I am responsible for his death and I pledge that I shall avenge 
his death." 

"Hi December. Last night there was an assembly of company officers from 
each unit at 2 I 4 OO hours. According to an intelligence report, a great 
enemy convoy, consisting of battleships, aircraft carriers and troop-ehips, 
was sighted heading toward Palawan. Accordingly, every member was awaken¬ 
ed at 0030 hours and departed to repair the airfield runway. At 0800 
hours the relieving personnel arrived. Prisoners of war also were used 
in this work . Early in the morning we arrived at Canigaran beach. Com¬ 
pany officers and all personnel are determined to defend this airstrip 
with their lives. According to an intelligence report, the eneny is likel? 
to reach Palawan after 1600 hours. 

"15 December. At Kaiigaran. Somehow I feel as though yesterday's 
occurrence is all false. Due to this sudden change of situation, l£0 
prisoners of war were executed. Those who escaped were discovered this 
morning in the Puerto Princesa anti-aircraft trench and were shot. Al¬ 
though they were prisoners of war, they truly died a pitiful death, the 
prisoners of war who worked in the repair shop really worked hard. From 
today on I will not hear the familiar greeting, 'Good morning, sergeant 
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"’00 who often used to reiterate how he wished this war would end so 
that he could rejoin his parents, or ’XX' who entered scrvico after throe 
months of married life and who often used to boast about how much his wifo 
must be missing him, no longer can greot them in this world* How can we 
carry out repair work without the assistance of. the prisoners of war who 
were all executed? 

"16 December. At Puerto Princesa. According to an intelligence 
report the enemy has landed in Mindoro. Pursuant to a battalion order, no 
return to Puerto Princesa. It is a miraclo to bo safe after such a 
heavy air attack today. Furthermore, if the onerey had landed yesterday, I 
wonder what would have happenod to me? I could have been liko the 
executed prisoners of war, floating and rolling in the breakwaters. 

"17 December. At Canigaran. Departed for Canigaran position oarly in 
the morning. 

"29 December. Returned to Puerto Princesa. 

"5 January 19hS» Sergeant Major YOSHIMOTO and I went over to play at 
Iwahigu Street. 

"9 January at Princesa. After a long absence I visited the motor 
vehicle repair shop. Today, the shop is a lonely place. The prisoners 
of war who wore assisting in repair work are now just white bones washed by 
the waves on the beach. Furthermore, there are numerous corpses in the 
thicket near the garage and the smell is unbearable. It gives me the 
creeps l 

"10 January. The eneny is landing on Luzon. 

"13 January. Sergeant SHINODA of Y0SHIHARA Unit came ovor visit* 

"17 January. Sergeant HARABE and eight men returned from reconnaissance 
this morning. 

"26 January. Private First Glass KINOSHITA and ITAZU fell from a truck 
and wore injured. 

"30 January. • Received two passenger cars from the 6 Flying Brigade. 
Loading Private HAYASAKA and Private First Class HIBARI will do the 
repairing. 

"31 January. At Puerto Princesa met Sergeant FURUKAWA, a former membor 
of 2h Field Artillery Regiment, 12 Division. 

"1 February. Due to the terrific enemy bombing half of YONQflIRA Unit 
barracks, half of YOSHIHARA Unit and half of qur ordnance platoon’s 
barracks have been demolished. Two men were killed and one seriously 
injured. 

"3 February. While on reconnaissance Captain YONEMURA and XX men were 
attacked by guerrilllas. Our losses wore five killed and six wounded. 

"U February. Corporal MURAMATSU and ten men went to distribute rations. 
At 1030 hours one of our assault planes landed at the south airfield. 

Mien from NOGUCHI Platoon went over to assist. 

"6 February. One portion of our unit left for Iratag to construct 
positions. The remaining personnel will carry out the transportation of 
rations. 

"9 February. Reached Iratag at 0930 hours. 

"22 February. At Iratag. Baemy airplanes came to attack five times. 

The enemy is very activo in roconnoitering our positions."

Prisoner of Iter TABATA, Kazuo, JA(USA)100710, Sergeant (Medical),

because of lack of food, men woro driven to nets of savagery. They famed 
small groups and wandered the hills, each group living separately. There 
was much ill feeling among the various groups and much tliieving of food end 
quinine. 

"Prisoner had heard of many mercy killings by other groups and of k i llin gs 
to prevent the siok from falling into the hands of the Allies. In middle 
October 1 9UU one of the noncommissioned officers of his group killed a 
private with a saber because his leg was so swollen that he was unable to 
walk. 
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"Many dropped out and were loft to die# If death occurrod at a bivouao 
area, men were buried in shallow gravos. Many o £ these graves ware robbed 
at night and prisoner heard that flesh of tho dead was eaten by men of the 
other groups. Captain SUDO would not allow any of his group to participate 
in such acts. Fomosans in prisoner’s group were not harmed, but. he heard 
that other groupp had killed the Formosan members. 

"One soldier, from prisoner’s group was killed at night and he heard 
later that tho flesh v/as eaten by another group. It was dangerous to walk 
around alone and unarmed. This applied especially to Formosans."

Prisoner of war could give no description of pilot or information as to 
the unit to which the perpetrators of the atrocity belonged. 

"About March 191:1* prisoner of war hoard that an Indian captain in the 
compound at We\/ak had been signalling to Allied planes and that later food 
was dropped to the prisoners of v/ar. Howevor, the Japanese found out and 
beheaded and bayonetod about 20 Indians and Indonesians. 

"At Rabaul, in November 19l*3, an Indian captain was caught signalling 
Allied pianos and was taken a./ay by Japanese, but prisoner.of war does not 
know what happened to him."

1*. CONDITIONS IN ALLIED PRISONER OF WAR CAMPS 

(1) An interesting account on the conditions in Muntinlupa Prison is 
obtained in the comparison of captured document containing an account 
. a visit to Muntinlupa Prison, and the subsequent capture and interrogation 
ji ono of the officers in charge of the prison guard* 

(a) Loose handwritten sheet containing an account of a visit to 
iiuntinlupa Prison, kept by unspecified member rf TORI I Uhit, dated 2U 
October, year not statod, 

"On the 2l*th of October, I visited Muntinlupa Prison with the connander 
of TORII Uhit, as a guide. The prison is guarded by Second Lieutenant 
TAKSSHIBA and 20 men of the TORII Uiit* According to the story of Second 
Lieutenant TAKliSHIBA, there are 2,200 prisoners including doctors, 
ministers and constables* The food oonsists of thick rice gruel and one 
or two slices of papaya* Because of laok of food, deaths average ton 
per day* 

"I entored with the unit commander into No* 3 Barracks which had a 
foul odor* Wo entered by using the guard's key* The heavy iron lattice 
door was opened by a prisoner. The prisonero near us, upon hoaring the 
command to salute, saluted us* 

"17 or 18 year old youths to 60 year old men wore all ill-3melling, 

"BeoauSe the prisoners were emaciated, their thighs and ankles wore 
the same size* Even walking appeared to be an ordeal for them* I have 
never seen such thin people* It was truly pitiful* Some lay on narrow 
double deck beds covered with mats. These I learned were dead bodies. 

On the way out, wo met the corpse carriers. Ten prisoners wore seen 
carrying the stretchers* 

"The prison is surrounded v/ith three barbed wire fences; the center 
fenco is charged vith olectricity* Tho guard towers are placed at 
various points* 1 caw prisoners who wore working inside with iron chains 
around their logs. The construction of the entrance to the prison camp 
is like an old castle. The flag of tho Philippines is hoisted on tho 
look-out tower* It is surprising to notice the great contrast between 
outside and inside* 

"Visiting is permitted at certain hours* The visitors are mothers or 
irtves* They carry a straw sack which appears heavy with presents. The 
anxiety with which a family awaits the release of their loved ones is 
apparent, I wondered hovr the families feel when they see the pitiful 
state of their lovod ones* For those who have no Visitors or receive 
no presents, there i3 only death waiting* Even though they are 
foreigners, ray heart goes out to them* Tho prisoners are Filipinos 
and Chinese* There are also a few westerners* 
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"We, who are at war, must not lose to the Allies or our fate will be 
worse. Certain victoryl 

'•I heard a report that the Allies have landed on Leyte Island. 

"According to our intelligence report, they will land at Cebu Island 
by the end of October. 

"Defeated General MaoArthur predicts that he will overrun the Hiilippines 
by the tenth of November."

(b) The following account of the conditions of Uuntinlupa Prison was 
given by Prisoner of War TORU, Uasaklchi, 51-J-1178«>, First Lieutenant, 

Manila Defense Headquarters, when questioned about the document given 
above, 

"lien of 355 Independent Infantry Battalion assigned to duty at 
Uuntinlupa Prison, who were prison guards at the time of arrival of 
prisoner of war, 

"Sergeant TABATA 
"Sergeant KAMATA 
"Superior Private SASAKI 
"Superior Private BABA. 

"First Class Private KASUXA 
"First Class Private KATSUTA 
"First Class Private KAKANUBA 
"First Class Private SASE 

"About mid-October 19UJU, prisoner and one platoon of machine gun company, 
355 Independent Infantry Battalion, were ordered to reinforce the guards 
at Ifantinlupa Prison. Aocording to the story heard by prisoner, approximately 
100 Filipino civilians had previously escaped by the aid of a oiv ili a n who 
had somhovr oonfiscated a Japanese uniform and inpersonated an officer. 
Consequently, prisoner* p unit was Immediately called from Imusi, North 
Cavite • 

"During October to November 1914*, prisoner had made a tour of the 
prison only once, principally to prepare defensive positions against the 
guerrillas that were located In the vicinity. Second Lieutenant TAKES HIM, 
who was prisoner’s subordinate offioer and in charge of the guards at the 
prison acted as an esoort with two other enlisted men. 

"Prisoner had only entered the No. 1* Barracks, where large numbers of 
Filipino civilians were Imprisoned. He estimated approximately 30 prisoners 
living in one ooll, which was stated to be very congested. He oould not 
reoall the condition of the men nor did he see dead coxpses. But, he 
definitely admitted the deaths of the personnel averaged approximately ten 
per day during the month his unit was there, which was due to the laok of 
food. 

"All prisoners were males and oould not state whether Chinese or 
Westerners were imprisoned there. 

"Although he did not see or hear of ill treatment during his tour, he 
admitted lie saw five or six civilians with iron ohains around both of their 
logs, but wore not working at the time. Stated they wore chained beoause 
they had tiled to esoape so often. 

"He insisted the barbed wire fonoea were not charged with eleotrioity. 
"Prisoner was thoroughly examined oonceming the ill treatment comitted 
at Uuntinlupa Prison and furthermore was told of the actual evidence of 
ouch happenings but he repeatedly insisted he knew nothing. At first, he 
was rather surprised to hoar of such doings as it was against tho orders of 
the military court to commit such 111 treatment. He insisted he was telling 
the truth and to question any of the men who wore guarding the prison to gain 
further proof of Ids innocence. 

"Prisoner oould not identify the writer of the document, although he 
believed any person writing a document would not write false statements."

The rate of the Amcrloans is far lower - average 20. Although efforts were 
made to save them at the oamp, the majority of the Filipinos who participated 
in the battle of 3ataan without rations from 11 January to the tine of 
surrender (15 April) failed to survive and would die."

war between Italy and the United States of America the Geneva

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The Battle for Manila presented the first instance in the present war in which a 
metropolitan city strongly defended by the Japanese was assaulted and captured by U. S. 
forces. The account of this engagement has obvious value in training for future oper¬ 
ations. 

The enclosed report was prepared jointly by the A. C. of S., G-2 and the A. C. of 
S., G-3, Headquarters XIV Corps. As pointed out in the body of the report, there were 
certain conditions present in the Battle for Manila which may not be duplicated in 
later operations. Chief among these conditions may be mentioned the prohibition 
against aerial bombing by American forces and the initial restrictions on our artillery 
fire, both of which measures were prompted by the humanitarian desire to spare the 
lives and property of a friendly people. Likewise, the presence of these people in the 
city during the battle operated as a marked deterrent to the adoption of other force¬ 
ful measures. Obviously, the presence of a population hostile to our forces in a Jap¬ 
anese-defended metropolitan area will exert a marked effect upon the conduct both of 
the offense and the defense. 

In other ways, the situation in Manila was unique. The defense of the city was 
entrusted to a naval commander. The garrison was of conglomerate composition. Many 
of the enemy troops were untrained and of low combat efficiency. Adequate basic or¬ 
ganic weapons were lacking. Hostile civilians presented a constant problem to the de¬ 
fender. These, presumably, are conditions which are not likely to be found in enemy 
cities yet to be taken. Where an enemy city is defended by a well-organized and well 
trained garrison under army command, there will probably be a higher degree of co¬ 
ordination. 

Subject to these considerations, a careful study of this report by all echelons of 
command is highly recommended.

The following report on The Battle for Manila is submitted in compliance with 
War Department radiogram, and letter from the A. C. of S., G-2, Headquarters Sixth 
Army, dated 17 March 1946. 

The report has been prepared by the A. C. of S. t G-2 and A. C. of S., G-3 Head¬ 
quarters XIV Corps from data submitted by the 87th Infantry Division and the 1st 
Cavalry Division. This data is based on the experiences and observations of small 
unit commanders and of commanders and staff officers of echelons down to and in¬ 
cluding battalions and squadrons. 

Tactics and methods employed by the Japanese in the fanatical defense of the city 
of Manila are believed to be as accurately portrayed as possible from observation on 
the ground and the study of captured documents of various types, and are covered in 
Part I. 

The tactics and techniques successfully employed by the attacking troops in ac¬ 
complishing the mission assigned indicate "a” solution to the problem which faced 
them. This portion of the report was prepared under the direction of the A. C. of S., 
G-3 and is covered in Part II. 

The reproductive work on the inclosures illustrating the report was done by the 
670th Engineer Topographical Company.

ENEMY DEFENSES 

I. INTRODUCTORY 

The following points are stressed in this report: weapons used by the Japanese, 
obstacles encountered, the integration of weapons and obstacles in defensive organiza¬ 
tion, and tactics employed in small unit engagements by both Allied and Japanese 
troops. In order to make the report as comprehensive and as clear as possible, addition¬ 
al subjects, as listed in the Index, have been included. Illustrations, sketches and pic¬ 
tures are in the numbered Annexes. 

II. GENERAL 

The familiar fatalistic mental attitude on the part of the Japanese was as appar¬ 
ent in city fighting as in combat in any other type of terrain where this enemy has 
been encountered. He has been indoctrinated with the offensive spirit to such an ex¬ 
tent that, when forced to the defensive, his only objective is to live as long as pos¬ 
sible. His communications were faulty; positions, while sometimes mutually support¬ 
ing, did not provide for continuous prepared areas behind which he might retire, nor 
a route of withdrawal over which he might conduct the bulk of his forces to an assem¬ 
bly area from which to launch an attack at an opportune time against an enemy with ex¬ 
tended lines of supply and communication. Thus he could not be maneuvered out of 
his position, but had to be exterminated in place. For example—prior to our advance 
on Manila enemy leaders directed that supplies and equipment be buried near positions 
in which a last stand would be made. Throughout the campaign suicidal attacks were 
ordered and sick and wounded soldiers were directed to take their own lives. Nowhere 
are there indications of any plan or attempt to withdraw the Manila Naval Defense 
Force so that it might be preserved as a fighting unit in event of the fall of the city 
to American forces. Any deficiencies, however, in the plan adopted or tactics employed 
were not reflected in the combat qualities of individual soldiers and small groups. 
These fought tenaciously and skillfully, to the bitter end, using all available weapons 
and barriers, natural and artificial. 

The main purpose of the enemy in defending Manila was threefold: first, to effect 
maximum attrition of American fighting power by utilizing the advantages of natural 
and man-made defenses within the city; secondly, to delay the occupation and utili¬ 
zation of the Port of Manila as long as possible; thirdly, to cripple the city as a base 
for future military operations and as a center for civilian production and govern¬ 
mental control. This third objective was covered in Manila Naval Defense Force 
(MNDF) Order No. 43, dated 3 Feb., 1945, which reads in part as follows: 

“1. The South, Central and North Forces must destroy the factories, 
warehouses, and other installations and materiel being used by Nava) 
and Army forces, insofar as the combat and preparations of Naval 
forces in Manila and of Army forces in their vicinity will not be hin¬ 
dered thereby. 

“2. The demolition of such installations within the city limits will be 
carried out secretly for the time being so that such actions will not 
disturb the tranquility of the civil population nor be used by the enemy 
for counter-propaganda. Neither large scale demolition nor burning 
by incendiaries will be committed. 

"3. A special order will be issued concerning the demolition of the 
water system and the electrical installations.” 


Prior to the arrival of U. S. Army units in Manila, the enemy situation was obscure. 
These things were apparent: the enemy in Manila and its environs was not organized 
into any large combat unit; his activities were of a passive nature, or indicated a with¬ 
drawal to the east; his communications had been badly crippled; he had no reserve and 
no mobile combat force to employ against American units driving aggressively and 
swiftly into Manila. The situation was further complicated by the threats of three sepa¬ 
rate American Divisions, the 1st Cavalry, the 37th Infantry and the 11th Airborne, at¬ 
tacking the city from different directions. Approximately 18,400 troops, including a large 
proportion of miscellaneous personnel, hospital patients, and freshly inducted civilians, 
were assembled and organized into provisional units of company and battalion size for 
the defense of Greater Manila. About three-fourths of the assemblage were of naval 
origin and one-fourth Army. Basic infantry weapons were insufficient in number to 
arm all troops. Weapons were salvaged from destroyed airplanes on Manila fields and 
from sunken ships in the harbor. These provided a large proportion of the weapons uti¬ 
lized by the Japanese. 

The overall defenses of Greater Manila were entrusted to Rear Admiral Iwabuchi, 
Mitsuji. The forces north of the Pasig River were commanded by Col. Noguchi, former 
adjutant of the Fourteenth Army, who had under his control two provisional Army bat¬ 
talions and one provisional Navy battalion. Those south of the river were under the 
direct control of Iwabuchi. The organization of the MNDF is shown in detail in Section 
III, Part One. 

The evidence seems conclusive that the original defenses of Manila were prepared 
to meet attack from the seaward or from the south. There is no evidence of any at¬ 
tempted re-organization of these defenses on the part of the enemy until the 23rd of 
January, 1945. An order issued on that date, later captured by our troops, indicated 
a concern for our approaching thrust from the north. The order provided for a screening 
force north of the Pasig. The southern portions of the city, especially the Paco, Ermita, 
Port and Malate Districts, were covered by a great number of prepared positions of all 
types. Road blocks and street barricades were constructed at all important street inter¬ 
sections; and disposed along Manila Bay were over three hundred and fifty anti¬ 
aircraft and dual purpose gun positions. 

As our forces approached the city the Japanese adopted a plan of defense which was 
based on the Walled City as the inner stronghold. This core was surrounded by a rough 
semi-circular formation of public buildings, garrisoned and prepared for defense. Slight¬ 
ly to the rear of these buildings were other strong points. These positions consisted of a 
aeries of well constructed pill boxes so placed as to utilize the protection afforded by 
existing obstacles, machine gun, anti-tank and rifle-fire. While the defenders utilized 
prepared positions, the defense itself was largely one of small units which were imper¬ 
fectly coordinated. As the enemy areas became further compressed the lack of integra¬ 
tion became more apparent. Groups of defenders became isolated in the large fortified 
public buildings. This, however, did not entirely preclude the shifting of some personnel 
from one building to another and some measure of mutual support. 

A map of the city proper showing principal installations discussed herein is set 
forth in Annex 1. 

III. PERSONNEL AND ORGANIZATION 

The enemy forces defending Manila were predominantly naval with a small number 
of army troops cooperating. These forces were assigned operational sectors as shown in 
Annex 2. 
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The naval force waa a combination of many baae defense, service and miscellaneous 
units, and included, in addition to the normal Naval Guard forces assigned to a large 
Naval Base establishment, elements of naval flying units, crew members of both naval 
and merchant ships sunk or disabled in Manila Bay, and some civilian employees of the 
Naval Base. These diverse units and individuals were successfully organized into the 
Manila Naval Defense Force under the command of Rear Admiral Iwabuchi, Mitsuji, as 
shown in Annex 8. With a total strength of approximately 14,000, the force waa dis¬ 
posed (less one batallion) south of the Pasig River in defense sectors. The remaining 
battalion was located in the southern portion of the Eastern Sector, north of the river. 

The army units were two: The Manila Detachment of the Kobayashi Group (Hei- 
dan) and the South Flank Detachment of the same organization. Both units were com¬ 
posed of heterogeneous personnel: remnants of the units which had passed through 
Manila, men drawn from a Field Replacement Depot, and recently inducted civilians. As 
in the case of the naval force the army strength included various base and service units 
converted to infantry. The organization of these units is shown in Annex 4. Both de¬ 
tachments, although a part of the Kobayashi Group, came under the tactical control of 
Rear Admiral Iwabuchi, and may be considered elements of his command. 

The Manila Detachment, estimated strength 2,900, was originally deployed north of 
the Pasig, in the Northern Sector, but ultimately concentrated the bulk of its strength 
in the Intramuros and the Port District for the final phase of the Manila operation. The 
South Flank Detachment, estimated strength 1,600, was disposed in the area of Nichols 
Field, in the Isthmus Sector, where they were contacted and finally destroyed. 

IV. DEFENSIVE INSTALLATIONS 

1. Buildings and Streets 

a. General: Japanese defenses within the city were characterized by improvis¬ 
ation. Mines, barricades, and weapons of all types were used; these and the tactics em¬ 
ployed were adapted to the situation at hand. No reliance seems to have been placed on 
any particular doctrine or training except the usual Japanese tendency to accept death 
rather than withdrawal. Grenades, mortars, small arms and some artillery were used 
in much the same way as in any other type of combat, the chief difference being that 
ranges were reduced to a minimum. 

b. Buildings : Instructions concerning the use of buildings in defense are 
outlined in the following extract from the Noguchi Force order of 28 Jan. (The di¬ 
rective pertains chiefly to defense against air attack but positions constructed pursuant 
thereto were used for ground defense as well.) 

"a. Counter-measures to be taken against furious enemy air and ar¬ 
tillery bombardment before the attack of ground forces, etc. It is nec¬ 
essary for each unit to take the following measures, as the enemy 
attempts to destroy completely our key points by fierce bombardment 
prior to attack by his ground forces. 

“1. It is necessary to strengthen the buildings at each key point as 
much as possible but because of the fact that no buildings can stand 
against bombs of 100 kg and above, men must not gather in one build¬ 
ing but will deploy and take cover or construct many individual fox¬ 
holes (in the shape of an octopus-pot) and shelter trenches. 

“In case of enemy bombing prior to the attack by enemy ground 
forces, it is necessary to reduce losses as much as possible by having 
men temporarily take cover, etc. It is preferable to reuse buildings 
destroyed by bombing." 
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Since Manila ia located within an earthquake zone, ita buildings are necesaarily of 
very strong, heavy construction gauged by American standards. As an example of this, 
the Finance Building in downtown Manila was so constructed that, as the lower portion 
of the outside walls disintegrated under the direct fire of our artillery, the walls and roof 
settled and the structure bent, rather than collapsed. Intramuros was surrounded by a 
wall varying in thickness from ten to forty feet, and contained tunnels and excavated 
positions for gun emplacements. Projecting from the wall were bastions heavily organized. 
The entire area was medieval in structure and its defense combined the fortress of the 
Middle Ages with the fire power of modern weapons. The Japanese used all types of 
earthquake-proof structures—private homes, churches, schools and government buildings 
—as isolated strong points. Machine guns and anti-tank weapons were sited within the 
buildings in such a manner as to protect approaches. The positions were improved by 
conventional defensive installations. Concrete structures were strengthened by sand bags. 
Entrances, stairways, windows and corridors were sandbagged or reinforced by concrete, 
and often protected by barricades of such construction that they withstood numerous 
hits from tanks firing 75 and 105mm guns at point blank ranges. Small rifle and ma¬ 
chine-gun slits were chipped in walls. In several cases these slits were found to have the 
drawback of being very narrow apertures which limited fire to a single passageway; 
little thought seems to have been given to small arcs of traverse and search which, in some 
cases, would have been desirable. There were alternate positions for automatic weapons 
throughout the buildings. Man-made tunnels connected the rear and side with outlying 
bunkers. Barbed wire entanglements were employed inside and outside of buildings. In 
adjacent grounds there were foxholes of the standing type. The enemy’s main defensive 
organization was usually on the ground floor. In some instances troops were deployed 
in upper stories and on roofs to support the main defensive positions; these troops car¬ 
ried on the fight after our forces had siezed the lower flbors. Inside buildings were 
found bomb shelters constructed of a large cement culvert pipe, with one-half inch 
steel sheeting as a base for the roof, over which sandbags were stacked. 

Approaches to buildings wer« also blocked by obstacles and mines covered by 
rifles, machine guns and anti-tank weapons, which were normally protected by heavily 
sandbagged pill boxes. Full advantage was taken of stone walls around houses and 
buildings to add to delaying obstructions. 

Typical of the tenacious defense of buildings was the action centering around 
the Manila Hotel. After our troops occupied the upper floors of this structure follow¬ 
ing an all night battle, the enemy re-occupied the lower levels. The following morning 
the Japanese retired under pressure to an air raid shelter located in the basement. An 
estimated 200 of the enemy perished upon the sealing of the shelter entrance. 

Charts and pictures illustrating building defenses are attached as Annexes 5 to 
26. Particular attention is invited to Far Eastern University, (Annex 6) and to Rizal 
Stadium (Annex «). The purpose of the defense of the University was to deny us 
the use of Quezon Blvd. and its approach to Quezon Bridge. No attempt was made to 
coordinate the defense of this position with Bilibid Prison or with Santo Tomas Uni¬ 
versity, several blocks to the east. Enemy troops in Far Eastern University were esti¬ 
mated at not less than 200. The position was reinforced by sand bags and wooden bari- 
cades. The machine guns at the northwest corner of Quezon Blvd. and Azcarraga Ave. 
were emplaced in pillboxes of reinforced concrete and were additionally covered by three 
bands of barbed wire strung on steel rails embedded in concrete. The defense within the 
building was typical of that found in the Manila area. 

The Rizal Stadium area was two blocks square and consisted of four main athletic 
structures within a large cement stadium. A drainage ditch 16 feet wide and 10 feet 









deep along the entire east aide of the stadium provided a natural tank trap. This ap¬ 
proach was further protected by a concrete wall 16 feet high and 2 feet thick. Open 
fields to the north and west of the Stadium and a wide avenue (Vito Cruz) on the 
south afforded the enemy excellent fields of fire. The defense was centered around two 
buildings on the south side of the area, the Ball Park and the Coliseum. In each 
building all doors, windows and passageways were barricaded with sand bags. Small 
rifle slots had been chipped in the walls and street approaches were heavily mined. 

c. Streeis : Streets were blocked by all types of obstacles. Intersections were 
barricaded and further defended by automatic and anti-tank weapons sited to cover 
streets approaching the intersection. Approximately fifty barriers were removed be¬ 
tween 7 February and 3 March in the Paco, Ermita and Intramuros Districts of South 
Manila. Annex 26 shows an approximate reconstruction of the installation at one typical 
street intersection. In this particular case there was a supply of railroad car axles near¬ 
by ; these were set upright in the pavement to serve as barricades. 

2. Other Fortifications. 

a. Pillboxes : Pillboxes in the Manila area showed little departure from the 
conventional type. Annex 27 illustrates a type frequently encountered. Essentially, the 
materials used—concrete, metal, wood and sandbags—were standard. The thickness of 
the pillbox walls ranged from inches to several feet. Some had the inside walls sandbag¬ 
ged to a depth of several feet, thus reducing fragmentation within the confines of the 
positions. 

The pillboxes and their immediate appproaches were provided with obstacles, usual¬ 
ly consisting of barbed wire entanglements, designed to force our troops into fire swept 
areas and to prevent the close approach of infantry and engineer assault groups. Con¬ 
necting trenches, both covered and uncovered, were a normal part of the defensive 
scheme. (See Annex 28). In some cases, tunnels led from the pillboxes to the interior 
of nearby buildings and other pillboxes. These connecting trenches and tunnels per¬ 
mitted the rapid and unobserved movement of troops to or from threatened areas. Some 
of the pillboxes had limited fields of fire, but, when incorporated into the general 
scheme of organized defense, covered each other with well directed fire. Those having 
limited fields of fire were in positions that did not permit the opening of fire until the 
assaulting troops were fairly close.-Such positions, while possessing this disadvantage, 
had the merit of being protected from the fire of weapons in the hands of attacking 
troops until they were at very short ranges, as is illustrated in Annex 29. 

Following their doctrine of utilizing camouflage to the utmost, the Japanese found 
the destroyed areas of great value in providing material with which to conceal their posi¬ 
tions. The debriB from shattered buildings furnished additional protection to pillboxes 
inasmuch as it acted as a buffer, when piled around and on top of the positions, by dis¬ 
sipating the effect of exploding shells and demolition charges 

b. Barricades: Like other defensive installations discussed barricades were 
constructed to meet the needs of the situation as it developed. A barricade in the form 
of steel rails embedded in the ground and standing six to eight feet high, irregularly 
spaced from two to three feet with barbed wire strung between, was commonly encount¬ 
ered. Anti-tank and anti-personnel mines were interspersed throughout the barricade it¬ 
self and in front of it. Others encountered were of the "hedgehog” and "Cheval de Frise” 
types. Some barricades were made my merely overturning automobiles and trucks. In 
other instances heavy factory machinery was moved into the streets and there firmly 
embedded. Fuel drums, into which steel rails or hardwood timbers were placed and then 
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the Finance Building in downtown Manila was so constructed that, as the lower portion 
of the outside walls disintegrated under the direct fire of our artillery, the walls and roof 
settled and the structure bent, rather than collapsed.

Typical of the tenacious defense of buildings was the action centering around 
the Manila Hotel. After our troops occupied the upper floors of this structure follow¬ 
ing an all night battle, the enemy re-occupied the lower levels. The following morning 
the Japanese retired under pressure to an air raid shelter located in the basement. An 
estimated 200 of the enemy periahed upon the sealing of the shelter entrance. 

Charts and pictures illustrating building defenses are attached as Annexes 5 to 
25. Particular attention is invited to Far Eastern University, (Annex 6) and to Rizal 
Stadium (Annex 6). The purpose of the defense of the University was to deny us 
the use of Quezon Blvd. and its approach to Quezon Bridge. No attempt was made to 
coordinate the defense of this position with Bilibid Prison or with Santo Tomas Uni¬ 
versity, several blocks to the east. Enemy troops in Far Eastern University were esti¬ 
mated at not less than 200. The position was reinforced by sand bags and wooden bari- 
cades. The machine guns at the northwest corner of Quezon Blvd. and Azcarraga Ave. 
were emplaced in pillboxes of reinforced concrete and were additionally covered by three 
bands of barbed wire strung on steel rails embedded in concrete. The defense within the 
building was typical of that found in the Manila area. 

The Rizal Stadium area was two blocks square and consisted of four main athletic 
structures within a large cement Stadium. A drainage ditch 15 feet wide and 10 feet 










deep along the entire eaat aide of the atadium provided a natural tank trap. This ap¬ 
proach waa further protected by a concrete wall 16 feet high and 2 feet thick. Open 
fields to the north and weat of the Stadium and a wide avenue (Vito Crux) on the 
south afforded the enemy excellent fielda of fire. The defenae waa centered around two 
buildinga on the aouth aide of the area, the Ball Park and the Coliseum. In each 
building all doors, windows and passageways were barricaded with sand bags. Small 
rifle slots had been chipped in the walla and street approaches were heavily mined. 

c. Streeia : Streets were blocked by all types of obstacles. Intersections wert 
barricaded and further defended by automatic and anti-tank weapons sited to cover 
streets approaching the intersection. Approximately fifty barriers were removed be¬ 
tween 7 February and 3 March in the Paco, Ermita and Intramuros Districts of South 
Manila. Annex 26 shows an approximate reconstruction of the installation at one typical 
street intersection. In this particular case there was a supply of railroad car axles near¬ 
by ; these were set upright in the pavement to serve as barricades.

packed with cement or earth were frequently found. Here, too, barbed wire and smooth 
wire was used. One kind of anti«tgnk barricade wss oomposed of fuel drums set upright 
and arranged ip two or mors columns. ThM space between these columns was then filled 
with dirt, as were the drums themselves, and the areas in front of the barricades were 
sown with mines. (Annex 82). Anti-tank ditches and shell craters used as such were 
employed extensively. 

Within buildings, corridors were heavily barricaded with ordinary household and 
office furniture. Other obstructions in the form of walls arranged in staggered positions 
were set up inside the passage ways. These walls, usually wooden forms filled with 
dirt, were from three to four feet thick and from seven to ten feet high, and provided 
enough clearance between the top of the wall and the ceiling to permit the lobbing over 
of grenades. (Annex 88). 

Although the barricades encountered in the Manila City area were frequently well 
made, many were hastily improvised- Deeafte the fact that the treepe committed to the 
defense of the city were a copgMMratlaWcf different branches and services and were 
equipped with eemparatively little in the way of heavy construction material and mach¬ 
inery, an efficient system of barricades which facilitated stubborn defense wss devised. 

The ingenuity demonstrated tea the utilization of means at hand for obstructions in¬ 
dicates that with more suitable materials'the Japanese will ip future operations oppose 
a more formidable type of barricade to attacking Allied troops. 

c. Minefield*'. Minefields 1 wens, used extensively by the enemy throughout the 
Msnils arcs. Controlled and uncontrolled minefields ss well ss combinations of both 
types were found on roads, bridges, in the vicinity of barricades, and in open lota. Most 
minefields were covered by fire, but in many esses the enemy withdrew or wss forced 
to evacuate from covering position*. No regular pattern within minefield! waa noted, 
and the minefield! themselves were liable to be encountered anywhere. In general, the 
fields were poorly camouflaged, many mines being only partially buried and easy to 
locate. 

There wss apparently no organisation In the choice of types of mines, for all avail¬ 
able explosives were freely used and indiscriminately mixed. Naval beach mines were 
most common, and were followed in number by converted serial bombs. These types were 
frequently found together, in the proportion of two beach mines to one aerial bomb. In 
addition artillery sheila, mortar shells, depjpi charges were often used ss mines. 

As n mis, depth charges were prepared for electrical detonation, with control wires 
leading to a concealed position. These wprs also found placed on end six to eight inches 
below ground level. On top of the depth charge was s ceramic or yardstick mins flush 
with the ground. In fields and pn grass y road shoulders, depth pharges with ceramic 
mines and trip wires, either single or interconnected, were met Fifty-five gallon drums 
were found to contain depth charfcei in conjunction with ceramic mines. This combi¬ 
nation wss most often used in rond blocks. 

Ceramic mines were frequently trip-wired, and yardstick mints were scattered on 
road surfaces or placed above buried 100 pound aerial bombs. In other instances, 
aerial bombs with s nose impact fuse set close to the surface were found; a pressure 
of only fifty pounds was sufficient for detonation. 

Annex 84 shows a typical minefield in the New Manila Subdivision. North-south 
streets were prepared throughout with scattered mines. Two cross streets were mined; 
extensions into fields at the flanks included a potato patch, in which was found one of 









the few pattern fields laid out by the enemy. Another field at approximately the center 
of the subdivision, in the unused portion of a block, consisted of scattered depth charge- 
ceramic mine combinations, all independently trip-wired with a set of easily detected 
yellow wires. 

Annex 35 shows a minefield on Vito Cruz between Luna and Taft Avenues which 
illustrates the tendency to mix all available types. The three ceramic mines to 
the left of the anti-tank ditch were concealed under galvanized iron sheeting. The group 
of depth charges were all interconnected and wired to the blockhouse for controlled 
detonation. 


d. Demolitions: Demolitions played an important part in the defense of the 
city, inasmuch as they were used to great effect in destroying bridges prior to our entry 
and in demolishing sections of buildings after occupation. 

Evidence of prior planning of bridge demolition is contained in the following ex¬ 
tract : 

“Manila Defense Op Order A No. 1. (Shimbu Gp) Santa Mesa 
Defense Force Order 2300, 8 Jan 45 

"6. Manila Detachment will firmly occupy the key points in the city. 
Thus it will endeavor to annihilate the enemy airborne forces and thus 
decrease his fighting strength, and simultaneously the Detachment 
will take charge of preparations for protection and destruction of 
Main installations, especially bridges, in the city. 

“At key points of traffic, particularly at bridges, the Detachment will 
check the north and south movements of enemy armored cars. The 
area of the line connecting west of Novaliches (included), Meycaua- 
yan and the lower reaches of the Meycauayan River at Meycauayan, 
and that north of small stream to north of Manila will be newly added 
to the combat area of Manila Detachment. 

“8. South Flank Detachment Commander will be responsible for the 
protection and destruction of Pasig Bridges with a portion of one In¬ 
fantry Company which has been dispatched to the vicinity of Sakura 
Barracks and with the forces mentioned in the foregoing paragraph.” 

Of a total of about 101 bridges in the City of Manila and immediate environs, 
thirty-nine, were destroyed. The most vital bridges, as far as the tactical situation was 
concerned, were the six bridges over the Pasig River joining the northern and southern 
sections of the city. All of these were destroyed. In the section north of the Pasig River, 
there was a total of fifty-eight bridges, of which nineteen were destroyed. 

In the section south of the Pasig River there were thirty-seven bridges; twenty 
destroyed. The greater percentage of destroyed bridges south of the Pasig River may 
be explained by the fact that the enemy withdrew toward the south and consequently 
had more time for demolition work in this section. 

As a general rule, the bridges destroyed were from one hundred to four hundred 
feet long, while those left intact were much shorter and never exceeded seventy feet 
in length. 

Except for certain bridges over the Pasig River, all bridges in the city were blown 
prior to the entry of our troops. Those over the Pasig were destroyed about the time 
our troops reached the north bank of the river. The precise time of demolition of those 
destroyed prior to our entry is not known, but it was probably 3 February, as implied 
by the following captured order:

ONS AND THEIR EMPLOYMENT 


'V* raJatively small enemy garrison left for the defense of Manila proper had a 
great t g Vty of weapons and ammunition. Months of preparation made possible sys¬ 
tematic adaptation and improvisation of weapons for ground defense. One captured 
order; dated 18 December 1944, stated that “the time of decisive battle on Luzon Island 
is drawing nearer and nearer”, and ordered the rapid execution of combat plans. 
Guerrilla Reports of that period referred to accelerated defense preparations, the con¬ 
struction of underground machine shops, the installation of demolitions in buildings, and 






the salvaging of war materials in Manila. A captured undated memorandum, presum¬ 
ably of the Manila Naval Defense Force, called for the immediate manufacture of two¬ 
wheeled carriages for 25mm and 13mm machine guns, “the wheels to be found regard¬ 
less of the circumstances". Another document directed that as large a quantity of avia¬ 
tion gasoline and bombs as possible be removed from the suburbs to suitable places 
within the city so that they might be used as “weapons of attack or as material for the 
production of weapons". Scrap metal was saved, captured U. S. weapons and ammuni¬ 
tion were made ready, and guns were moved from sunken ships and wrecked aircraft. 
Ordnance shops were found in Manila, several located in underground tunnels. In these 
the enemy had produced ground mounts for aircraft machine guns, hollow charge lunge 
mines, grenades, demolitions and improvised mines. The result was to give the defense 
force a concentration of automatic and support weapons out of proportion to its numer¬ 
ical strength. 

Time also permitted some care in the selection and preparation of sites for all kinds 
of weapons. Slots for rifles and machine guns often at knee height were made in the 
walls of buildings. Although this arrangement restricted traverse, the apertures afforded 
excellent cover of shrewdly selected fields of fire. In the Laloma Cemetery, three 25mm 
automatic cannon, hidden in pillboxes camouflaged as burial mounds, complete with sod, 
flowers and statues or crosses, were emplaced for use solely against strategic traffic 
focal points. In one confirmed instance an artillery piece was emplaced on an upper floor 
of a downtown building, and many antiaircraft guns fired into the streets from barricaded 
rooms in upper stories. 

While within each center of resistance the fire plans apparently were characteris¬ 
tically thorough, coordination was lacking in the firing of weapons during the defense. 
This was probably attributable in large part to poor communications and weak overall 
organization of the miscellaneous units of the command. Control of the fire of individual 
weapons was reported as good, with last-minute ambush fire at point blank range re¬ 
peatedly used to good effect by enemy riflemen, machine gunners and anti-tank gunners. 
The detonation of electrically controlled mines in buildings was also delayed until the crit¬ 
ical moment. Eajh weapon was generally so emplaced and protected that, even after 
adjacent positions had been overrun, it remained capable of sustained fire on its original 
target area until individually rooted out or destroyed. 

Except for miscellaneous army units north of the Pasig River, Japanese naval 
personnel were charged with the defense of Manila. In consequence, relatively few 
army infantry weapons were used. Some 75mm field guns, a few 47 mm anti-tank 
guns, standard infantry machine guns, 81mm and 90mm mortars, and 50mm grenade 
dischargers were encountered. In addition, Army 20cm spin-stabilized rockets with 
Type 4 launchers were employed in negligible quantity. 

A prisoner of war confirmed the removal of 12cm naval guns and anti-aircraft guns 
from partially submerged ships in Manila Bay to positions within the city. Aircraft 20- 
mm cannons and anti-aircraft 25mm guns were mounted and emplaced for ground use. 
On occasion, U. S. Enfield and M1903 rifles, M1911 pistols, Browning automatic rifles, 
heavy machine guns and cal .60 machine guns were encountered, and a prisoner verified 
their use. A few captured M-l rifles were found on enemy dead. 

Most of the weapons encountered in Manila and referred to in the following discus¬ 
sion are described and illustrated in current manuals and bulletins on Japanese weapons. 
Some of the newer types are illustrated in the Annexes. (Part Three). 

2. Grenade* 

Hand grenades were used extensively during the street and room-to-room fighting 







in Manila. Type 91 and type 97 hand grenades, stick grenades and conical hollow- 
charge "grass skirt" hand grenades (see Annex 86) were commonly employed. Grenades 
were found near almost every Japanese position. 

Molotov cocktails, many with red phosphorus as the incendiary substance, were 
found in practically every house and building that had been occupied by the enemy. It 
is believed that they were used to start the many fires the Japanese left in the areas 
they evacuated. These incendiaries were also dropped into the streets from windows of 
buildings and thrown from room to room and floor to floor. They produced relatively 
» few casualties but were effective delaying weapons. 

Small (1*8 kg) aerial bombs intended for use against parked aircraft were dropped 
from the upper stories of buildings on our troops below and proved effective as hand gre¬ 
nades. Some were found on the ground with dented noses, indicating that the arming 
vane had failed to rotate sufficiently to arm the bombs and permit detonation. 

Small cakes of explosives were found with a pull type igniter, a short piece of delay 
fuse, and two or three blasting caps. They served as hand grenades and as booby traps. 
Another improvised grenade consisted of a 2*4” length of 2" pipe, a blasting cap, a cal. 
.22 shell (captured U. S.), fuse, and powder. The ends were plugged with soft scrap 
metal.

3. Small Arms 

The enemy in Manila made conventional use of rifles and automatic weapons. 
Despite frequent mention by oar troops of "snipers,” the sniper as a carefully placed 
individual rifleman specialising in long-range selective firing seldom made an appear¬ 
ance (hardly any telescopic rifle sights ware found in Manila). Standard Japanese in¬ 
fantry riOea were not encountered in Inge numbers, and quantities of capture* U. 9. 
rifles were recswsre d by our foms still padwf and unass* Bata use of the pro- 
portion of autoaaMo we ap o n s, the rifle became a secondary weapon far harasstaf 1km, 
protection of gun positions, and personal defense. 

4. Automatic, aircraft and anti-aircraft weapons 


Aside from the adaptation of aircraft and anti-aircraft weapons to ground use and 
the high proportion of automatic fire thus achieved, there was little out of the ordinary 
in the employment of automatic weapons in Manila. Fire of weapons in adjacent posi¬ 
tions was apparently not closely coordinated for surprise or massed effect, although a 
formidable volume was often achieved. 


The 26mm automatic cannon Model 96, apparently the basic automatic anti-aircraft 
weapon of Japanese naval units, was used in great number in Manila. The majority en¬ 
countered were of the fixed single mount variety. These weapons, capable of delivering 
an estimated 260 rounds per minute, fired HE, HE tracer, and AP ammunition. They 
were used throughout the city, a few being emplaced for employment in a dual role and 
many for ground fire only. 

Twenty mm aircraft machine cannon Model 99, both fixed and flexible, were fre¬ 
quently converted to ground weapons. They were undoubtedly removed from some of the 
many Japanese aircraft destroyed on the ground by our air strikes. Their great volume 
of fire was effective in delaying our forces. The muzzle blast of both the 20mm and the 
26mm guns made them easy to locate, however. At least two 40mm anti-aircraft guns 
were also used against our troops in Manila. 

The other principal automatic weapons were the 18mm machine gun Model 98, the 
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7.7mm Lewis machine gun Model 92, and the 7.92mm light Bren-type machine gun. Con¬ 
ventional Japanese army infantry machine guns were encountered in fewer numbers. 

6. Mortars 

Mortars were used extensively for harassing fire, occasionally in conjunction with 
artillery fire. They were more effective than artillery in producing casualties and delay¬ 
ing our forward elements. Emplaced behind buildings, the mortars were difficult to 
locate. The calibers most commonly encountered were 15cm, 90mm and 81mm. (Al¬ 
though a new type of 81mm anti-aircraft mortar ammunition functioning as a parachute 
bomb was found in Manila in 10 February, no reports were received of its use). 

On some occasions 50 mm grenade dischargers were used by the enemy inside 
buildings for direct fire, and throughout the city they were effectively employed against 
our troops in streets and buildings. 

6. Artillery 

In Manila, as elsewhere in the Pacific, the enemy used his artillery as if for psycho¬ 
logical effect rather than for devastation. He seemed to choose as preferred targets our 
battalion, regiment and division command posts, and placed accurate fire on them. Other 
targets notably singled out were the areas of activity at the Allied internee concentra¬ 
tions in Old Bilibid Prison and Santo Tomas University. In addition, much harassing 
fire was delivered on our forward elements. Occasionally a critical target such as a tank 
park was selected. In Manila the enemy appears to have been to preoccupied with im¬ 
mediate targets to attempt counterbattery fire. Pre-registered fires were frequently 
employed to cover minefields, critical road junctions, find buildings most likely to be 
used by our advancing forces. 

On targets of all kinds, the enemy failed to mass his fires for destructive effect. 
Except during a few periods at the height of the battle for Manila, he directed the fire 
of only one to three guns at a given target. In this way he drew our counterbattery fire 
on a minimum of targets and conserved some of his pieces for later use. 

The main artillery weapons used in the defense of the city were the 12cm Type 10 
high angle gun (navy); the 8cm (8 inch), 10-year type high angle gun (navy); and the 
75mm field gun Model 38 on either a wheeled carriage or a modified pedestal mount. 

The 12cm high angle naval gun formed the backbone of the Japanese artillery de¬ 
fense. Thirteen were captured or found destroyed in firing position in Manila, and 
others located at Nichols Field and Fort McKinley were actively employed. They were 
set on pedestal mounts, permitting wide traverse. A few were emplaced for both anti¬ 
aircraft and ground fire. In the Laloma Cemetery a two-gun battery (a third gun was 
on hand but not emplaced in its intended position) was sited with an open view for AA 
fire and had wide horizontal views for interdicting two main approaches to the city. To 
compensate for the lack of natural concealment, camouflage netting was used to mask 
each emplacement. These two guns also covered a minefield lying south of Grace Park 
airfield. Near the Manila Water Department reservoir two other 12cm guns were locat¬ 
ed ; one of them destroyed two of our medium tanks. 

Time-fused incendiary shells were used to start many of the city fires which destroy¬ 
ed blocks of buildings in the immediate path of our advance. Air bursts about twenty 
feet above the roofs discharged incendiary pellets into the buildings, while accompany¬ 
ing high explosive air bursts discouraged immediate fire-extinguishing operations. A 
normal proporotion was two or three high explosive shells to one incendiary. 
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Direct fire, principally of 47mm and 78mm g mi, wre used from time to time both 
la itreat fighting red against buildings. Daring the shelling of Santo Tomaa Univer¬ 
sity, direct fire gainst building! came from a 75mm gun or guna aituatod in an upper 
floor of re enemy-held building. Authentication of auch an emplacement ia found in the 
following tranalation of excerpts from a captured meaaage book which belonged to a Pro¬ 
bationary Officer RATA (unit not ctated): 

10 Feb—At 8d Shipping Hq. 

/-v “0180—2d Lt AINOUCHI came from Detachment Headquarter! and 

1 requested me to emplace one field gun; wo decided to put the OP on 

top of the building and emplace the gun on the third floor. 

0600—2d Lt AINOUCHI and artillery personnel came from Detach¬ 
ment Headquarter! and by uaing Chineee cooliea carried the gun up 
to the aecond floor. Later, the platoon leader and 6 men came to help 
and, with their cooperation, we carried the gun up to the NE corner 
of the third floor. 

0880—Commenced firing. Target—Santo Tomaa University. Dis¬ 
tance—8400 (TN: possibly meters). First round bunt 6 mils to the 
left of the building. Aimed to the right ,and fired two rounds. They 
. hit to the right and at the base of the building. White smoke ia seen. 

Thereafter we fired fifty to sixty rounds continuously; fell in the 
vicinity of the target 

1000—Until 1000 the enemy did not fire. An enemy plane ia flying 
■ over and appears that it is an observation or our positions. 

About this time one enemy shell landed on the center of this tower, 
and shrapnel fell. Approximately one minute thereafter two more 
rounds landed. Our forces continued their fire. 

Ten minutes after the first round, four rounds in succession fell. Four 
more rounds followed and hit the pillar. One of these fell in the vicinity 
of our position. Before the first enemy round landed; I encouraged 
the gunners, asked them to oil Hie muxile of the gun, and went down to 
my quarters." 

* 7. RocktU 

Although rockets, like artillery, were not employed in sufficient quantity in Manila 
to be devastating, their potentialities were demonstrated. Rocket fire was almost always 
employed at night simultaneously with artillery firs, a circumstance which made accurate 
reports on its source and effect difficult More extensive use of rockets in future Japanese 
city fighting may be expected. 

Three standard kinds of rockets were found: the 447mm and 20cm naval spin-stabil¬ 
ised rockets, and the Army 20cm spin-stabilised rocket Model 4. Launching devices were 

• of various types and included tube launchers, open troughs and rail launchers on single, 
double and triple mounts. Those used in Manila proper are believed to have been the 

• Navy 20cm rocket with rail launchers, and possibly the 447mm rocket Army 20cm rockets 
with tube launchers were used extensively in the fighting in the hills east of Manila. 

• In addition improvised rockets consisting of Navy 60kg Model 97 bombs with welded 
iron and sheet steel propelling device! attached were found, ready to fire, in Fort McKin¬ 
ley, and may have been used in the Manila area. 

The 447mm (17ft") rocket (see Inclosure 87) is 68 V4” long, weighs approxi¬ 
mately 1500 pounds, contains a picric acid bursting charge, has a point-detonating fuse, 
and is estimated to have a maximum range of not over 2000 yards. Of 86 rounds found 
W in a dump in Quezon City, Manila, the latest manufacturing date was in November, 1944. 

Observers' reports describing what is believed to have been the 447mm rocket in flight 
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state that it left a trail of sparks approximately 160 feet long, and detonated with a ter¬ 
rific explosion, doing extensive damage to buildings. 

Rockets for the 20cm rocket launcher Model 4 (see Annex 38) recovered in the 
Manila area were manufactured at the Osaka Army Arsenal in late 1944. The rockets are 
20.2cm in diameter, S8%” long, ?.nd are fused with a Type 100 mortar fuae. Japanese 
manuals give the range as from 360 meters at 10 degrees elevation to a maximum of 
1800 meters at 60 degrees elevation. The launcher is similar to a large trench mortar. As 
stated in Japanese manuals and verified by experimental firing, the tocket must be fired 
by means of a long lanyard, since it shoots flame and showers powder particles to the 
rm, raising a cloud of dust as it leaves the launcher. It can be seen in flight by day 
and traced by its trail of sparks at night. Throughout its flight it makes a loud swishing 
noise. Its detonation is of a high order, greater in blast effect than in fragmentation. 
Instantaneous fuse settings used in the fighting east of Manila gave it a “daisy cutter” 
effect. 

VI. TACTICS AND TECHNIQUES 

1. General 

On the basis of experience gained in Manlia, it may be stated that Japanese tactics 
and techniques in city fighting presented no radical departures from methods utilized by 
the enemy in other types of combat. Almost without exception, developments in Manila 
had ample precedent in previous campaigns. 

It should be emphasized at the outset that the defense of Manila was influenced by 
certain factors which may not be present, either in part or in entirety, during future 
operations of a similar nature. Some of these circumstances complicated the defense; 
others facilitated it In the first category were the following conditions: (a) the rela¬ 
tive scarcity of weapons; (b) the lack of training and inexperience of the majority of 
enemy troops; (c) the conglomerate nature of those troops; and (d) the presence of 
essentially unfriendly civilians. On the other hand, the enemy’s problems were simpli¬ 
fied by: (a) the disproportionately large number of automatic weapons available as a 
result of the cannibalization of armament on planes and ships; (b) the prohibition against 
aerial bombing by American forces; (c) the initial restrictions on our artillery fire, a 
procedure prompted by our desire to preserve property to the greatest oossible extent; 
and (d) our efforts to protect the friendly civilian population and our consequent reluc¬ 
tance to proceed ruthlessly. 

2. Conduct of the Defense 

A partial reconstruction of the enemy’s plans prior to our assault upon Manila indi-. 
cates that he anticipated attacks either from the sea, from the south, or by airborne ele¬ 
ments. When our true intentions became evident, the enemy was not able to redeploy his 
strength and to reorient his positions completely. In an attempt to salvage as much 
as possible from a difficult situation, the Japanese commander apparently decided to 
establiish Intramuros as the core of his defense. This central installation was to be pro¬ 
tected by an outlying belt of highly developed positions in earthquake-resistant buildings, 
which, in turn, were guarded by pillboxes, trenches and barricades (See Annexes 39 and 
40). These main defenses were situated south of the Pasig River. Units north of the river 
were seemingly given the four-fold mission of screening the principal positions to the 
south, of delaying the advance of our elements, of harassing our rear, and of guarding 
the approaches to the vital bridges across the Pasig until the moment of demolition. 
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Although fires set by withdrawing units and by artillery emplaced in the southern 
section of the city delayed the progress of our troops, the resistance offered by the north¬ 
ern Japanese forces was comparatively weak. Not until the passage of the river was com¬ 
pleted did the nature of the enemy defense entirely reveal itself. -Then it became clear 
that the defense was to consist, in the main, of independent centers of resistance which 
were well sited, well constructed, and fiercely held, but which were not coordinated in 
an overall plan. 

As soon as the first Japanese positions in the southern part of the city were en¬ 
countered, it was evident that, in constructing defensive installations the enemy had 
brought all his acknowledged ingenuity to bear. Demonstrating once again his ability 
to adapt his defense to the existing terrain, the enemy took excellent advantage of the 
specialized topography of the city. Virtually every street was barricaded. Reinforced 
pillboxes, carefully placed to allow assaulting troops only severely limited aproaches, 
commanded critical points. Chosen for their strength as well as for their location, build¬ 
ings took on many of the aspects of fortresses. Minefields, although generally inexpertly 
laid, were a constant hazard and acted as a delaying element. (Specific instances of the 
skill shown by the enemy in siting and constructing defenses may be found in Section 
IV, Defensive Installations.) 

In these positions the enemy emplaced a considerable variety of weapons, standard, 
modified or improvised. The Japanese have always been reasonably proficient in the use 
of infantry weapons or weapons adapted for use by infantry. The defense of Manila 
produced no significant exceptions to this general rule. Inasmuch as this subject is 
discussed in some detail in Section V, Part One, only a summary of the salient features 
is presented here: 

a. On the whole, rifles and automatic weapons were employed conventionally. 

b. Fields of fire were chosen with care and permitted good coverage of critical 

areas. 

c. Within each center of resistance the fire plan was characteristically thorough; 
coordination between positions was, however, generally imperfect 

d. Fire discipline was good; fire was withheld until assault troops were at very 
short range. 

e. Snipers, as such, were not used to any important extent. 

The troops manning the pillboxes and serving the weapons were- a variegated lot 
poorly trained and inexperienced. What they lacked in skill, however, they redeemed by 
their suicidal tenacity. The vast majority was resigned to defending the positions until 
death, and there were no satisfactory indications that plans for withdrawal from outly¬ 
ing buildings to Intramuros were ever made. Within the buildings themselves, however, 
the Japanese retired to successive positions in the interior until trapped and extermi¬ 
nated. 

In spite of excellent positions, good employment of weapons and fierce resistance 
by his troops, the enemy’s defense was seriously irhpaired by his failure to coordinate 
centers of resistance. This common enemy weakness was perhaps attributable to in¬ 
adequacies of the command, poor communications and the heterogeneity of the units 
available. The.absence of an integrated fire plan has already been noted. In addition, 
there was little evidence of echeloned defense. Although concentrations of installations 
in certain areas gave the effect of depth, this seems to have been incidental and inad¬ 
vertent rather than the result of a deliberate plan. The lack of coordination inevitably 


caused the enemy defense to become inelastic, in that centers of resistance became iso¬ 
lated and susceptible to destruction in detail. 

The enemy employment of artillery also gave evidence of the Japanese inability to 
coordinate elements in the defense. Artillery fire, although accurate, was never deliv¬ 
ered in heavy concentrations. For the moat part, the enemy seemed content to under¬ 
take harassing missions, never involving more than three pieces against a target It 
should be pointed out in this connection, however, that this enemy policy may have been 
dictated by the necessity of protecting his guns from our counterbattery fire. 

3. Counterattacks 

Concerted counterattacks, in the usual sense of the term, were never launched. That 
at least one abortive attack was made is evidenced by a captured document, the transla¬ 
tion of which appears below: 

"Ultra Secret Central Force Op Order No 4 16 Feb 46 

Central Force CO, Iwabuchi, Mitsuji (or Sanji) 

Central Unit Order 

1. The city has fallen into hand-to-hand fighting since this morn¬ 
ing, and 6 tanks and 9 armored cars are appearing and disappearing 
at every turn. 

2. This unit will make preparations for an all-out suicide attack to 
annihilate the enemy to our front On the night of the 16th each unit 
will carry out as many daring suicide attacks on the enemy to our 
front as possible. Although the time of the all-out suicide attack will 
be indicated in a separate order, preparations will be completed be¬ 
forehand. 

a. In addition to annihilating the enemy to the front, the suicide 
unit will plan to wipe out the enemy in the Malacanan Palace. 

b. Prior to the all-out suicide attack, wounded will be made to 
commit suicide and documents and material will be burnt. 

c. In the all-out suicide attack every man will attack until he 
achieves a glorious death. Not even one man must become a 
prisoner. During the attack friends of the wounded will make 
them commit suicide. 

d. The Suicide (Nikko) Section will be at the head of the attack 
and will destroy the enemy tanks. 

e. /Personnel/ will be lightly garbed in the attack and carry as 
much ammo as possible. Personal belongings and unnecessary 
articles will be burnt.” 

The only indication of this attack was an increase in enemy infiltration attempts on 
the night of 16-16 February. 

Occasionally, when a position became untenable, isolated groups, usually composed 
of twenty to thirty men, executed frontal suicidal attacks which were easily repulsed. 

Highly valued by the enemy but hardly worthy of the title “counterattacks” were 
infiltration raids by groups normally consisting of from ten to fifteen men carrying 
demolition charges. Missions were assigned in very general terms, such as “to destroy 
enemy installations in the rear areas paying particular attention to artillery”. These 
infiltrators, operating within the built up section of the city, usually because separated 
or lost and were destroyed by our forces before they fulfilled their purpose. 
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4. Espionage and counter-espionage 

The enemy frequently employed pro-Japanese Filipinos on intelligence missions. 
Interrogation of captured spies disclosed that they were not directed to gather any spe¬ 
cial or unusual intelligence but were instructed to report on the locations of troops, in¬ 
stallations, movements, and strengths. 

Endeavoring to make the most of their physical resemblance to the Filipinos and to 
take advantage of the American inability to distinguish between Orientals, Japanese 
members of special intelligence units allowed their hair to grow long and adopted civilian 
disguise to facilitate entry into our areas. It has been impossible to determine the degree 
of success achieved by these units. A pertinent document is set forth below: 

“Ultra Secret 4th Bn Daily Order No 2 28 Jan 46, MANDA HILL 
From: 4th Bn Co, OGAWA, Sautami 
“To: All Co COs and Plat Ldrs 

In accordance with Manila Naval Defense Force Op Order No 26, 
special reconnaissance units will be organized. 

1. CO: Naval Lt (legal) ANDO, Masafumi. 

2: Organization: Two teams (or less) of three men each will 
be sent by all Bns of the Manila Naval Defense Force from 
each of their pits. 

3. Duties: Observation, reconnaissance, demolition, burning, 
surprise attacks, and stratagems as ordered. 

4. Selection of personnel: Personnel for these units will be care¬ 
fully chosen and appointed with attention to the following 
points: 

a. Firmness of purpose (keeping secrets, avoidance of im¬ 
proper actions). 

b. Bodily strength. 

c. Build and features. 

d. Consideration must be given to personnel fluent in 
English. 

6. Equipment: Pistols, hand grenades, etc., as required. 

6. Clothing: As required, but mainly civilian clothes. 

7. Performance of duty: 

a. For the present the personnel will be on duty in their 
plats, and the Plat Ldr may use them in the patrol duties 
of his own unit. 

b. Except when carried out directly under the control of 
the /Force/ CO, training will be carried out by each unit 
CO, for his own men. 

c. The /Force/ CO will use the teams either individually or 
in conjunction with one another. 

8. Miscellaneous: Unit personnel may grow long hair if they 
have obtained permission. 

A nominal roll of personnel selected will be immediately 
submitted." 

Goaded by their failure to put an end to guerrilla activity in Manila, the Japanese, 
in desperation, determined to take positive action by declaring that all Filipinos, women 
and children included, found in the battle areas were to be considered guerrillas and 
were to be exterminated. This decision was carried out. in part. Below appears a trans¬ 
lation of the document which directed this mass murder: 
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“KQBAYASHI Group (HEIDAN) Order 18 Feb 

1. The Americana who have penetrated into Manila have about 
1,000 army troops, and there are several thousand Filipino 
guerrillas. Even women and children have become guerrillas. 

2. All people on the battlefield with the exception of Japanese 
military personnel, Japanese civilians, Special Conatr Units 
(GANAPS in the Filipino language) will be put to death. 

Houses-" (Order breaks off here). 

6. Chemical Warfare 

One authenticated instance of the use of gas was reported on 12 February. Dur¬ 
ing the house to house fighting in the Singalong District of Manila, a self-projecting 
vomiting-gas candle exploded in a room occupied by American troops. The soldiers, 
having immediately felt a stinging sensation in their eyes, withdrew and later became 
violently ill. Vomiting gas candles and frangible glass HCN grenades were discovered 
in dumps in the city and are known to have been in the hands of troops. This isolated' 
instance, however, is believed to have been a lapse in command discipline rather than 
an authorized resort to chemical warfare. 

A very few flame throwers were found in Manila, but none appeared to have been 
used. 

6. Armor 

One tank was encountered in Manila and it was destroyed by our tank destroy 
ers on Faura Street on 16 February. On the same day, one armored car was observed 
on Dewey Boulevard. 

7. Summary 

In recapitulation, it may be said that the Japanese defense of Manila produced no 
innovations of consequence. The enemy’s tactics and techniques gave evidence of the 
same strengths and weaknesses which have been apparent in his methods in other opera¬ 
tions. In his favor were: his shrewd use of terrain; his excellent location and construc¬ 
tion of individual positions; his ingenuity in improvising and adapting weapons; his 
skilled employment of individual weapons; and, above all, his great tenacity in defensive 
combat. He was guilty on the other hand, of several basic errors, among them; his in¬ 
ability to develop any degree of overall coordination in the plan of defense; his weak 
and ineffective employment of artillery; and his lack of appreciation of the potentialities 
of mines as defensive weapons. 

The enemy, notwithstanding his deficiencies, proved himself a formidable opponent 
in the defense of a heavily populated area. Unquestionably he will profit by experience 
gained during the fighting in Manila, and, in consequence, it may be expected that 
some or all of his shortcomings will be corrected in the future.

PART TWO 


ASSAULT TACTICS EMPLOYED 

I. GENERAL PLAN 

1. Factors precluding early planning 

It 1 b recognized that proper plana for the capture of a built-up area call for 
careful estimates of the situation based on detailed study of the city itself, and of enemy 
dispositions within and without it The plana should comprise initial leisure within the 
city of area which gives advantage to the attacker in observation, fields of fire, means 
of communication, and which works to the disadvantage of the enemy in reducing his 
combat effectiveness and preventing or hindering his escape. Afterwards a general ad¬ 
vance through the built-up area should be made. Formulating such plana for the capture 
of Manila was greatly influenced by several factors attributable not only to the enemy 
defense but also to special circumstances. 

Initially, the plan of the XIV Corps in attacking Manila was complicated by several 
factors. Although to the U. S. Forces marching South from Lingayen Gulf the capture of 
the port of Manila at an early date was very necessary, in the early stages of the battle 
virtually all effort was directed to liberating American prisoners of war and Allied 
internees whom the enemy held at Santo Tomas University and at Bilibid Prison in 
North Manila. Special effort was also made to secure the vital installations of the water 
system. Advance elements of the XIV Corps came down from the North with great 
speed and drove rapidly into Manila, liberating the prisoners before the enemy could 
harm them. This drive resulted, however, not only in freeing the prisoners but also in 
securing virtually the whole of North Manila. 

Another factor which prevented early planning was the difficulty in determining 
the location of main enemy dispositions within the city, or even if they existed. The 
Japanese defense of Manila comprised a strongly held core, the Intramuroe, with its near¬ 
by fortified buildings, and surrounding this core, several isolated fortified localities. 
Units searched the city thoroughly as they went, yet struck nothing very formidable 
until reaching the center of the enemy defense. This rendered very difficult properly 
estimating the situation until major friendly forces were in contact with the bulk of 
the enemy. 

2. Estimate of the situation 

Before U. S. Forces struck the main line of enemy resistance in Manila there 
was almost nothing on which to base an estimate. After solid contact was made at the 
Pasig River, the rigidity of the enemy defenses on the far bank tended to force the 
plan of action into the elementary expedient of crossing further upstream and attacking 
the enemy in flank. 

8. Plan lor the attack 

The XIV Corps, having secured North Manila to the Pasig River with two 
divisions abreast, the 87th Infantry Division on the right and the 1st Cavalry Division 
on the left, planned to move the 1st Cavalry Division and two regiments of the 87th In¬ 
fantry Division Eastward, effect with this force a double crossing of the Pasig River, 
and attack Westward with divisions abreast against enemy fortifications in the Intra- 
muros area. One regiment of the 87th Infantry Division was to move directly across 
the Pasig River and attack enemy positions on the South bank. 
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4. Conduct of the attack 


The 87th Infantry Division (leu one regiment) moved eastward through 
North Manila, crossed the Pasig River and attacked West toward the enemy held Intra- 
muros. The remaining regiment of the 87th Infantry Division held the river line directly 
acrou the Puig from Intramuros. The 1st Cavalry Division, abandoning contact with the 
37th Infantry Division, executed a wide wheeling movement inland and swept into 
Manila from the Southeast. This maneuver actually worked somewhat to the detriment 
of the overall attack, as it permitted a very strong center of enemy resistance, the 
Makati Circle area, to survive for days directly between the divisions, a thorn in the 
side of each. In this respect it is believed that by-passing too many strong isolated 
Japanese centers of resistance is a mistake, as the number of troops necessary to con¬ 
tain the Japanese will far exceed the number of Japanese contained. When Japanese 
Forces are deployed in rigid defense, it is considered advisable to destroy all enemy as 
the attack progresses. When it is advisable to by-pass centers of resistance, such cen¬ 
ters of resistance should be reduced immediately, employing available reserves. If suf¬ 
ficient reserves are not immediately available, progreu of the attack should be controlled 
by phase lines until strong points are eliminated. 

Nevertheless, elements of the XIV Corps closed in on Central Manila and attacked 
the Japanese prepared defenses of which Intramuros was the hub. The fighting which 
resulted in the destruction of these defenses and the final elimination of enemy resist¬ 
ance in Manila was in reality that which characterizes the attack of a fortified locality, 
and for discussion may be divided into three categories, namely normal fighting in city 
streets, the reduction of strong earthquake proof buildings, and the attack upon the 
Walled City (Intramuros). The fighting did not fall together chronologically into these 
categories, as several strong enemy-held buildings were contained and by-passed to per¬ 
mit the assault upon Intramuros, and within Intramuros itself normal street fighting 
was resumed. 

6. Limitations on bombing and artillery fires 

As it was desired to capture Manila as intact as possible, and since a large frac¬ 
tion of the civil population was still inside the city when U. S. Forces attacked, bomb¬ 
ing of Manila or any part of it was forbidden, and the use of artillery fire against 
enemy fortifications was greatly restricted. Initially, sections of the city were attacked 
by Infantry, using small arms. Artillery fire was restricted to counter-battery and to 
observed fire on known enemy strong points. The casualty rate was alarming and the 
attack was slowed up to a point where more powerful measures were required. These 
measures consisted of attaching tanks, tank destroyers, and 4.2” mortars to the infan¬ 
try, and a greater use of field artillery. However, as the main line of Japanese resis¬ 
tance was reached, it became apparent that destruction of the buildings in the path 
of advancing troops was essential. Artillery fire was still restricted to known Japan¬ 
ese positions but so many enemy riflemen were interspersed within the positions 
that artillery area fire immediately in front of the advancing troops became the rule 
rather than the exception. A genera) overall program of destruction by artillery fire 
was never employed. Japanese heavy mortars, 20 and 40mm guns, and even large 
caliber artillery were found in city buildings. The combination, therefore, of counter¬ 
battery (directed from observation posts and by plane spot), together with close-in 
fires in support of the advancing infantry resulted in almost total destruction of the 
defended areas. 
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II. SPECIFIC METHODS USED 

1. Street lighting 

Tactics recommended in FM 81*60 for combat in towns were used to great ad¬ 
vantage by U. S. Forces in the street fighting in Manila. In the ordinary street fight¬ 
ing most principles used were orthodox. 

Streets were used as boundaries and units advanced through the interior of the 
city block by means of alleys or breaches made in walls. Platoon leaders assigned 
definite houses and buildings for squads to search. It was found that whenever a street 
is used as a boundary it shouid be made inclusive to one unit 

Small units worked from building to building, endeavored to secure the top floor 
of a building first and then work down through the lower floors. When a squad was 
used to search an isolated building half the squad remained outside covering the 
grounds and entrances while the other half entered and searched the building. On 
larger buildings where platoons were used, the support squad covered the advance of 
the assault squads which moved in by rushes. Once entrance was gained, one squad 
would immediately attempt to gain possession of the top floor leaving the other squad 
to secure the ground floor; however, the stairway leading to the top floor was protec¬ 
ted in order to insure a line of supply and evacuation until the intervening floors 
were secured. Whenever a unit could advance from the top of one building to the top 
of another this was done and the new building cleaned out by the top to bottom process. 
In fighting from room to room explosives were freely used to make holes in walls 
through which grenades or flame throwers could be used against the enemy in adja¬ 
cent rooms. 

Automatic weapons were constantly used in* giving support and covering fires, 
and usually machine gun sections were split to attach one light and one heavy MG to 
each assault platoon. Mortars were used mostly to provide smoke screens, and to place 
fire on enemy in the open. 

In all aspects of street fighting it was proved highly important not to use too 
many troops to search or attack a building, but once entered, to reinforce immed¬ 
iately those forces which had executed entrance. As the attack moves on, a small 
containing force should be left in the building to prevent enemy infiltrators from re¬ 
occupying positions just reduced. 

Communications: In city fighting, sound power telephones and runners were found 
to be the only reliable means of communication between company and platoons. Be¬ 
tween higher units the SCR 800 proved the best, however it was usually necessary to 
operate the set from the upper level of a building. 

2. Assault teams 

Squads were organized into small assault teams with bazookas and demolitions. 
Heavier assault weapons such as flame throwers were kept with the platoon Hq. group 
available on call. In lightly held buildings *most enemy were widely scattered trying 
to cover entrances, but as the more strongly fortified buildings were encountered it 
was found that enemy positions commanding the inside of a building were just as 
formidable as those directed to the outside. This necessitated the increased use of 
special assault teams which were employed to reduce enemy bunkers both inside and 
outside of buildings. In general the assault teams employed normal technique of au¬ 
tomatic riflemen achieving fire superiority by firing into embrasures while flame 
thrower or demolitions teams approached and destroyed the enemy position. Prior to 
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the Luzon operation the 37th Infantry Division had undergone an extensive training 
program whereby each rifle company had a team of platoon size well versed in the 
technique of assaulting fortified positions. These assault teams proved invaluable in 
capturing the fortified buildings just outside Intramuros. 

3. Reduction of Fortified Buildings 

a. General 

The enemy defenses of Manila included several heavily fortified buildings 
which stood in the open ground and guarded the approaches to the Intramuros, and 
which were of the strongest type of construction, being built to resist the earth¬ 
quakes common in the Islands. These buildings, strongly fortified inside and out, were 
mutually supporting in fire, and the assault made on them by elements of the XIV 
Corps incorporated most of the priciples advanced by FM 31-60, Part 1, “Attack on 
a Fortified Position.” While the main line of Japanese resistance was based on these 
bastions, nevertheless enemy riflemen occupied every conceivable place of vantage and 
were often so cleverly concealed that the effect upon attacking troops was the same as 
if a wide area were being defended. It is true that this line was breached with the 
capture of the Post Office Building and the assault on Intramuros then took place, 
but the later capture of three buildings to the South, the Legislative Building, Finance 
Building, and City Hall proved to be the heaviest fighting in Manila. 

b. Development of Technique 

The modern buildings in Manila were strongly built, earthquake proof, of 
heavily reinforced concrete. Many of them were surrounded by parks and wide 
streets which precluded anything except direct assault across open ground. Buildings 
were laborously converted into individual fortresses of the most formidable type with 
sandbagged gun emplacements and barricades in the doors and windows covering all 
approaches to the building, and emplacements within the building itself covering the 
corridors and rooms. The reduction of each building was actually a series of battles 
in itself. The problem of assaulting such a fortified building, constructed to be earth¬ 
quake resistant, required a specialized solution. The first such buildings to be encount¬ 
ered was the Police Station. Indirect artillery fire was placed upon it and fire from 
4.2” mortars and infantry supporting weapons. The building was assaulted by rifle¬ 
men—unsuccessfully. Tanks were then brought in, and although two of them were put 
out of action by mines and enemy fire, they succeeded in placing sufficient direct fire 
upon all sides of the building to permit the final assault Even then the Japanese did 
not withdraw and the last of them were destroyed in sandbagged emplacements dug deep 
in the floor of the basement. The same methods were used against other well con¬ 
structed buildings, until the large public buildings South of the Pasig River were en¬ 
countered ; namely, the City Hall, the Metropolitan Water District Building, the General 
Poet Office, and the Agricultural, Finance and Legislative Buildings. Here it was nec¬ 
essary to bring in 166mm howitzers for direct fire, from ranges of less than 600 yards. 
As building after building was captured, the techniques improved until the final assault 
upon the Finance Building, which incorporated all the techniques developed by experi¬ 
ence up to that time. In that action 165mm howitzers, tank destroyers, and tanks fired 
against two sides of the building. Because the rest of the city was in friendly hands, the 
direct fire was confined to the ground and first floors in order to prevent the danger 
of shells going through open windows. As the lower portions of the outer walls disinte¬ 
grated, the walls and roof settled; but the concrete was so Strongly reinforced that the 
structure bent rather than collapsed. The guns were then moved and fired at the other 
two walls, and the procedure continued. Just prior to the assault, tanks and M-7’s fired 



HE and WP into the upper etoriee, thereby driving the Jape into the basement; and 
immediately upon ceaaation of thia fire, the infantry aaeault team* attacked, effected 
an entrance through breaches in the walls, and succeeded in eliminating the last of the 
enemy garrison in about four hours. 

4. Method of Aaeault 

It is necessary to employ all weapons possible in the preparatory fires in order 
that troops gain a foothold in a fortified building. High-angle artillery and mortar fire 
prove worthless against buildings of this type. Direct fire, high velocity, self-propelled 
guns, like tank destroyers, M-7’s, and tanks prove effective only after hours of shelling 
have literally torn the building asunder. Direct fire with 106mm howitzers is useless. 
However, the 105mm howitzer on carriage M7 may be used toenlargethe cracks 
created by 76mm tank destroyer guns. During all shelling, the enemy either will move 
to elaborate previously prepared tunnels in the basement or at least away from the out¬ 
side defenses so that our troops may move in. Preparatory fires should be as intense as 
possible to disorganize and shock the fanatical enemy. A building of more than one floor 
is often untenable if the enemy holds the upper floors, even though our troops are inside. 
Therefore, the best method of using the direct fire weapons is to pound the roof and 
top floors first and work the fire down to the basement and ground floor, thus placing 
our troops on equal terms with the enemy insofar as elevation is concerned. However, 
if the intention is to demolish the building completely, the direct fire weapons should 
be employed on the ground floors first This will prevent the debris and rubble from 
falling on and forming a large pillbox on the tywer floors. The use of artillery at direct 
fire ranges involves considerable risk from enemy small arms. Service of the piece pre¬ 
cludes use of even the light protection afforded by the gun shield, therefore firing 
positions must be cleared of snipers before the artillery is brought in. 

After the assault guns have completed their preparatory fires, heavy fire should be 
continued from machine guns and rifles placed in adjoining buildings. Smoke must be 
placed on any adjacent enemy positions capable of firing on the friendly assault units. 
The enemy will immediately attempt to reman his guns in the building under attack, 
and this necessitates moving troops very rapidly into the building. Once committed to 
the assault, troops must not falter. Embrasures caused by our weapons should be used 
as points of entry rather than normal entrances, which will be covered by fin. The 
number of casualties will be reduced if, when moving into a Jap occupied building, the 
attacking units deliver fire from the beginning of the attack even though no enemy 
fire is received initially. At times the enemy permitted our troops to enter a building, 
and held their fire until our troops were entering corridors or other exposed places. Also 
the Japanese frequently dropped grenades from stories above the ground Door. Our 
troops found that by firing continuously as they moved forward, the enemy tended to 
open fire sooner and thus enable friendly units to locate his position. This type of fire 
also greatly reduced the accuracy of enemy return fire. 

Inside the building, the attackers should bring corridors, windows, doorways, or 
other likely sources of enemy resistance under fire as soon ss possible. When the first 
corridor or section of rooms are taken, additional troops should be committed at once. 
Speed is essential and as soon as a stairway is secured these troops should advance 
to the upper floors, allowing no time for the enemy to recover. Attackers should get into 
the highest floor possible immediately either by going up stairs or directly up the 
walls, since once the upper floors are under control, the remaining enemy can be elimi¬ 
nated much easier. A point to stress —go into the bidding firing. The enemy is 
usually badly dazed by our tremendous fire power and by continuing heavy fire at 
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possible positions. By using grenades in closets, fortifications, and rooms or hallways 
before entering, the assault units can further upset the enemy and prevent him from 
getting set for the close-in fighting. Rocket launchers or rifle grenades can be used 
to fire on positions which cannot be reached by hand grenades. The troops on the lower 
floor should continue to eliminate all resistance encountered. Guards should be left cov¬ 
ering all holies and pillboxes suspected of having an underground entrance. Holes and 
pillboxes should be burned out by flame throwers and then covered, and small parties 
should be organized to search the building thoroughly, checking debris, holes, and all 
possible hiding places. In one instance, a large number of Japanese were driven to the 
basement of a large building. Friendly troops held the balance of the building. Flame 
throwers and grenades were employed through holes which engineers blew in the floor 
and the enemy was annihilated without loss to our troops. In attacking buildings and 
fighting inside, it is important that only sufficient men be assigned to a single assault 
mission. A small, well-trained unit can take an objective of this type more efficiently 
than a force which is so large as to cause confusion among the troops. A platoon can 
often establish a foothold in all except very large buildings. However, this unit should 
be followed closely by another unit so as to take full advantage of any favorable situ¬ 
ation or to counteract any unfavorable one which may have arisen. 

The fight for a large fortified building may go on for days, with troops fighting 
from corridor to corridor and room to room. At night a defensive perimeter must be 
thrown around the building if at all possible or the enemy will reinforce from the out¬ 
side. The perimeter system must be organized within the building as well, else the enemy 
will reoccupy by night the favorable positions he lost during the day. 

6. Mine Removal 

Most of the mines found were improvised from depth bombs, high explosive 
shells, and aerial bombs. The technical problem of disarming was less difficult than the 
tactical problem of removing them from fire-swept areas. Among the several methods 
employed, one of the most effective in the South Manila area was as follows: 

Infantry occupied the ruins of each side of the street to prevent close-in rifle fire. A 
tow cable was attached to the front of a tank. With four engineers behind the tank it 
proceeded along the street toward the mine field, firing machine guns and cannon at the 
enemy positions. When the mines were reached, the tank stopped its cannon fire but con¬ 
tinued with machine gun fire. One engineer ran forward to the nearest mine, disarmed 
it, and after attaching the tow cable, dashed back to the rear of the tank. The tank, con¬ 
tinuing fire, pulled out the mine by backing away. The routine was continued, using al¬ 
ternate engineers, until the field was cleared. The tank and infantry then advanced to 
new positions. A well-qualified mine removal man can accomplish the disarming and re¬ 
moval in ten to fifteen seconds, and the Japanese do not seem to be able to direct their 
fire on a man in that length of time. 

6. Assault on Intramuros 

The assault upon Intramuros was unique. A thick masonry wall averaging 20 
feet in thickness surrounded Intramuros. Extensive gun emplacements and tunnels in the 
wall itself had been constructed by the Japanese. Maximum use was made of the appar¬ 
ently impregnable cover to protect enemy defensive installations. The assault upon it was 
characterized by a prodigious use of direct fire artillery, tanks, tank destroyers, and 
overhead artillery fire for one hour prior to the attack. In the final assault of the Walled 
City, the 145th Infantry Regiment used an entire company of medium tanks, an entire 
company of tank-destroyers, a special assault-gun platoon, two flame thrower tanks, and 
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the regimental M-7’a from the Cannon Company plus an additional platoon from the 
148th Infantry. Artillery pieces up to and including 155mm howitzers were used in direct 
fire missions also, but their particular vulnerability to small arms fire precluded their ex¬ 
tensive use. Great difficulty was had in getting direct fire weapons across the Pasig 
River and into position because of the intensity of enemy fire. The whole attack on In- 
tramuros was delayed until the heavy assault guns could be brought over and placed into 
battery. The main purpose of the direct fire was to breach the walls, and two places were 
selected where the masonry was to be opened. Such was the organization of fire that each 
gun had its own part of the area in the wall to be destroyed. The hour's bombardment, 
however, did not open the wall cleanly, but rather crumbled it so that foot troops could 
climb over without having to use ladders. When the breaches were made, one at the North 
end of the city and the other at the Northeast corner, the assault units moved in. The 
129th Infantry attacked across the Pasig River from the North in assault boats (after 
shooting steps into the river embankment with 76mm tank destroyers), while the 146th 
Infantry attacked overland from the West. So heavy was the preparation, that entrance 
was gained almost without opposition. Once our units were inside Intramuros, normal 
street fighting again took place, except in Fort Santiago. This was a medieval fort, con¬ 
taining many dungeons and deep recesses and tunnels, filled with Japanese. Among the 
expedients found workable in combating the enemy therein was the sealing of deep cavi¬ 
ties by demolition teams. The extinction of other pockets to which access was difficult 
was effected by pouring gasoline into them and igniting it with WP grenades. 

7. Special Techniques 

a. Observation Posts in Street Fighting 

In some cases it was very helpful to have an observation post in a high 
building some distance to the rear of the attacking units, with direct communication to 
the attackers. Because of the limited visibility in many cases this rear CP was able to 
observe and report to the attacking company actions and locations of the enemy. In close- 
in fighting, the attacking companies should have the SCR 300 channel number of the 
adjacent units, so that in an emergency direct communication may be established by 
switching to the appropriate channel. This means is recommended only for emergencies 
or situations where the information might become worthless after a few minutes; for 
example, enemy escaping from a strongpoint. 

b. Use of Flame-throwing Tanks 

In one instance, Japanese held the second floor of a building and command¬ 
ed the stairways by the use of hand grenades thrown from sandbagged positions out of 
sight. A flame-throwing tank was brought into the doorway and maneuvered into posi¬ 
tion to shoot flame up the stairs into enemy defenses. The Japanese were driven out and 
the assault troops siezed the stairs. On another occasion a flame-throwing tank discharg¬ 
ed its flame through a window into a deeply recessed and sandbagged machine gun posi¬ 
tion, destroying the enemy. 

c. Effect of Unfused Projectiles on Walls 

Considerable advantage was thought to be gained by the use of unfuzed 155- 
mm HE shells for the purpose of opening holes in heavy walls. While the ballistic proper¬ 
ties are not noticeably different without the fuze, observers agreed that the initial pene¬ 
tration with unfuzed shells created a more pronounced fissure than was caused by the 
use of HE with fuze delay. This fissure responded readily to subsequent use of HE with 
fuze delay. 










d. Night Operations 

Night attacks through the rubble and debris of a defended city are extremely 
difficult and hazardous. The many hiding places make it impossible to keep from by¬ 
passing Japanese who have to be hunted out the next day. Movement is difficult and 
silence is almost impossible. Any attacks made at night in the city should be local and 
against known positions and terrain. Attacks against buildings should not be launched 
after 16001. The enemy had the distinct advantage of being in the dark while our troops 
were definitely silhouetted when approaching the building. Also the large number of 
mines used by the Japanese in Manila made night movements extremely dangerous. 
Moves of a minor nature are desirable and advantageous, but large-scale and continuous 
moves should be avoided. Usually the danger of disaster involved is too great to compen¬ 
sate for the advantages gained. 

8. Conclusions 

a. Street fighting in Manila was normal and advanced no principles or tactics 
not already covered in FM 31-60. 

b. The stubborn Japanese defense of large fortified buildings standing in open 
ground necessitated use of combined tactics of assault on fortified positions and combat 
in towns, in order to secure their reduction. 

c. The unique situation of assaulting a medieval rampart presented itself. 
Large numbers of assault guns and artillery pieces including those of medium caliber 
were laboriously and dangerously emplaced within close range of the rampart, and only 
after employing direct fire and heavy bombardment did the guns succeed in driving the 
defenders from the walls and opening breeches for assaulting troops.

Since Oeneral YAMASHITA, eho was the command¬ 
ing general of both the 25 Any and the 14 Area 
Army* was under the command of the coomander-in¬ 
chief of the Southern Army, fielf Marshal TERAUCHI, 
and since his orders and accessory orders were is¬ 
sued by the above-mentioned field Marshall. TERAUCHI, 
and investigation of the Southern Azmy Headquarters 
is desired. 

The above orders and accessory orders were re¬ 
ported to the Var Department but were burned upon 
the cessation of war and are now non-existent.

1. m Ties of the praoarlous position of the 

PHILTPPIMB and the resultant failure of the 
LSSTX operation following the suspension of 
the SHOOO ( ) plan of battle, a de¬ 

cisive battle in the PHHJPFINB3 became im¬ 
possible. The situation further derelpped 
to the extent that the defense of the home¬ 
land and the Chinese mainland against Amerloan 
thrusts became desperate. Therefore, in the 
latter part of Deomaber, the Southern Army 
plaoed the 4 Air Army under the command of 
the 14 Area Armor and issued on Jan 45 or¬ 
der enbodying the following 1 

SOUTHER* AMY OXDER 

a. The 14 Area army will hold firmly to the 
strategic areas of the PHILIPPINES, and 
will endeavor to crush the enemy and des¬ 
troy their thrusts toward the Japanese 
homeland and Chinese continent. 

2. Situatipn of the 14 Area Army and the activi¬ 
ties of the Southern Army from the beginning 
of 1945* 

Because of the stoppage of shipping and 
maritime comminication following tha failure 
of the LEYTE Operation, the area army was forced 
to operate and fight on its own. The strength 
on LUZON has bean put at over 200,000 but it 
was unbalanced, especially by the lack of mobi¬ 
lity, air power, and supply which made any fu¬ 
ture operation very difficult. Therefore, the 
Southern Any dev iced a delaying campaign and 
planned to concentrate its forces in the rear. 
Accordingly, the concentrating of fuels and 
rations by use of sea trucks and the concen¬ 
trating of signal equipments and other critical 
war materials and equipments by air bee erne neces¬ 
sary. However, all the fond hopes, expectations, 
and effort put into the plan were shattered 
again and again due to the vigilance of the 
American forces. Consequently, only about 
three heavy bombers were able to conduct supply 
and liaison work daily. 

3. Conduct of operations after the American landings 
on LUZON 1 

Jblleering the suspension of the LEYTE opera¬ 
tion, the area army was concentrated generally 
in the MANILA, CLARC, AND BAGUIO sectors. It 
was being prepared for the American landings, 
but in January it was dispatched to meet the 
landings in the LDCAYB* sector. On this occa¬ 
sion the Southern Anny dispatched to the area 
a ray a telegram giving encouragement and also 
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instructions embodying tha following points« 
Inatruotion 

1. The H Area Anny will hold the aaa and air 
basaa firmly. If it becomaa necessary to re¬ 
linquish them, aaa that the enemy cannot uaa 
them. (The Southern Army and the area army 
gave no instructions of the kind which you 
specify regarding the disposition of civilians.) 

furthermore, in the event that the area army 
is foroatf to give up its ssa, air, and military 
bases, these facilities will be completely de¬ 
molished to prevent enemy use. MANILA will be 
defended to the utmost, and in event of its loss, 
its use to the enemy will be hampered by cutting 
off its water supply and other aueh measures. 

Thus , the Southern Army entsusted all the PHILIPPE! 
operation to the area army and proceeded vigorously 
with the greater part of its strength to the task of 
building up the defenses along the Peninsula of INDO* 
CHINA. 


Orders, instructions, reports, oomminications, and ra- 
eerds issued by Oeneral YAMASHITA to his subordinate 
oommandera which have the same content as those in the 
preceding paragraphs 1 

An. investigation of the 14 area aimy headquarters 
is desired in this regard. However, the following is 
presented for what reference value it may havei 

1. The defense of MANILA served as a forward outpost 
for the main defensive positions in the area of 
MOOTALBAN, U*b, ANTIPOLO. The defense were 
conducted at Port William McKinley, at the neck 
of land south of Niohols Airfield, at the defense 
position on the northsaW tip of KAROKAN Airfield. 
In addition, a suicide battalion resisted from 
the reaiins of Port Santiago at the oity 1 a center 
and from the area of the post-office and the 
PASIG River bridges. It appears that they were 
ordered to restrict Amerioan use of the city of 
Manila as long as possible, furthermore, it ap¬ 
pears that the naval foroes completely destroyed 
the naval base of GATITB and the wharfs of MANIA 

2. The MANILA Defense Unit was hastily organized as 
required by the ehanging situation. It was com¬ 
posed of untrained soldiers intended as replace¬ 
ments in SUNDA islands, BORNEO, NEW GUINEA, etc. 1 
navy units in the vioinity; shipping force per¬ 
sonnel; line of comninication personnel; and other 
miscellaneous units. Japanese civilians in the 
area, rneny of whom had no basic military training, 
wars drafted into the unit. The staff was incom¬ 
petent and leadership was insufficient. The unit 
engaged with the Allies without adequate time to 
consolidate or to train.

I have the honor to request the investigation of the activities 
of Joaquin s* Galang, 1236 Instruction Street, 3ampaloe, Manila, 
during the Japanese regime. 

According to the incompleted investigation of the C.I.C., this 
Joaquin S. Galang was Asst. chief of the Propaganda Information Di¬ 
vision, with the rank of Major, in the peace Army* a Japanese inspired 
organization headed by Gen. Artemio Riearte, the avowed purpose and 
aims of which was to cooperate with the Japanese Military Administra¬ 
tion, especially in promoting adherence to the Greater Last Asia 
Co-prosperity Sphere and whose members acted as informers 01 Japanese 
j military Administration, he also held and performed the duties and 
functions of a member of the Executive Council of the Bagong Pagka- 
kaisa (New Unity), another Japanese inspired organization. And, 
finally, that he was one of the brain masters who promoted and suc¬ 
cessfully maneuvered the arrest of G^n. Vicente Lim who was later on 
taken to Ft. Santiago and i3 generally believed to have been killed 
by the Japanese.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE OFFICER IN CHARGE i 


Subjecti LAPUZ, Narciso Q. 

Sumilang, Pasig, Rizal 


On lo March 1945* this Agent was directed to conduct 
an investigation of Subject, charged with being personal 
secretary to Gen. Rioarte, secretary of the peace Army, 
and member of the New Unity. He was interned by the 306 th 
CIC Detachment, 23 February 1945* on Commitment Order # 260 . 

1. LAHJZ was one of the first to come to the support 
of Ricarte when the latter returned from Japan to Manila 
.in January 1942. LAPUZ then became one of the original 
members of the New Unity but he soon became involved in an 
apparently insignificant episode which led to the dissolu¬ 
tion of the New Unity. LAPUZ at this time was living with 
a Miss Felisa Vengoza on Legarda Int., across the street 
from the Moderno Theatre; however. Miss Vengoza shortly 
afterwards left LAPUZ and began to live with a Chinese. 

This infuriated LAHJZ who, in an attempt to obtain revenge, 
charged the Chinese and Miss Vengoza with having stolen 
jewelry and other chattels from him. as a result, the Chi¬ 
nese was arrested by Basilio Esleta, Victorlano Correa, 
Ciriaco campomonee, Tomas Patenia and others, and was im¬ 
prisoned in port Santiago. Mis Vengoza was likewise im¬ 
prisoned. One week later, however, the Chinese and Miss 
Vengoza were released. LAPUZ was then charged by the Ja¬ 
panese with having filed false charges and was himself 
imprisoned for one week. 

This incident was displeasing to Ricarte and embar¬ 
rassing to Domingo Lerma, who was then struggling to get 
official recognition and Increased authority for the New 
Unity. The breach which this affair created between LAHJZ 
and Lerma was widened when Lerma began to court the support 
of Vargas and Laurel. LAPUZ then attempted to get Lerma 
and Bernardo removed from office in the New Ufcity, but in 
August 1942, LAPUZ was expelled from the organization, as 
were casqpomanes, Correa, Coa me Lazaro, Leon Villafuerte, 
Santos, and others. These men continued their activities 
in support of Ricarte in the office on Carrledo street 
which LAPUZ shared with Judge Anastacio Teodoro. 
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The LAPUZ group gained prestige with Ricarte at the 
expense of the larger group under Lerma which continued 
to use the name of New Unity and occupied the same office. 
Finally on 18 January 1943• the Japanese Military Police 
closed the office, impounded the records, and imprisoned 
Lenin and Bernardo. 

Shortly after LAPUZ was released from Fart Santiago 
he became secretary to Gen. Ricarte. That position, in 
which he wielded considerable influence, yielded him con* 
aiderable affluence. This double effect was achieved 
through the sale of letters signed by Gen. Ricarte stat¬ 
ing that the person to whom the letter was issued was 
personally known by Gen. Ricarte to be a supporter of the 
Co-Rroaperity Sphere. Until the New Unity was-dissolved, 
a limited number of these letters were sold at the office 
by Joaquin Galang, Santos and Bernardo. 

LAPUZ's version of his activities is Interesting al¬ 
though too fantastic to warrant oredence. He states that 
he was arrested by the Japanese on the charge of espionage, 
tortured at Fort Santiago, and sentenced to death and to 
life imprisonment on a number of counts. After several 
days he was released on the condition that he become se¬ 
cretary to Gen. Ricarte. As Ricarte's secretary he suc¬ 
ceeded in freeing from Fort Santiago 10,000 Filipinos, 
at least half of whom were guerrillas. 

It is considered highly probable that LAPUZ was able 
to obtain the release of persons, for a price. It has 
been alleged that he caused the arrest of persons Just so 
that he would be paid for releasing them later. This prac¬ 
tice was not uncommon during the Japanese occupation and 
has been given as one of the principal reasons for the 
disestablishment of the New unity, which is alleged to 
have become quite extensively engaged in the racket. 

AGENT'S NOUSi The information above was derived 
principally from interviews with Andrea Domingo (see state¬ 
ment in Case 53-1127), B^silio Esleta (see Case 53-il75)» 
Leon Santos (see case 53*378)* Domingo Lerma (see Case 
53-1127), Calixto Bernardo (see Case 53-1125), and Hono- 
rata Correa (see statement in Peace Army File 3, Exhibit 
11). According to LAPUZ the name of the Chinese is Domingo 
Chua, Paul Verzosa said it is Chua, Esleta said Lim, Do¬ 
mingo said Tong Lim Chua, and Santos did not remember. 

One Domingo Chua is on the wanted list of this headquarters 
for espionage. This office has been unable to locate either 
Felisa or the Chinese, but information concerning then may 
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be known by LAHJZ's concubine, Estrella Carpio. 

A statement made by LAPUZ at the headquarters of the 
21i|th CIO Detachment in which he sets out his defense is 
attached tc the original of this report as EXHIBIT 1. An 
extract from the statement of Calixto Bernardo is attached 
hereto as EXHIBIT II. An extract from the statement of 
Domingo Lerma, which is attached hereto as iXHIBlT III, 
stresses the fact that LAHJZ was in charge of the inves¬ 
tigations of subversive movements and reporting such sub¬ 
versive action to port Santiago. EXHIBIT iV is a copy of 
an order which states that LAPUZ has been expelled from 
the New unity. Copies of a power of attorney issued by 
Ricarte to LAPUZ are attached hereto as EXHIBIT V. 

2. On 8 August 1945• Agent 2389 submitted a report 
on the New Unity (see Case 57-32), which describes the 
history and purposes of the organization. It will pro¬ 
vide the background necessary to understand the signi¬ 
ficance of LAFUZ's acts. 

AGENT'S NuTES1 It nust be stressed that little or 
no investigation has been conducted Of the leading of¬ 
ficers of the New Unity as Individuals, but only as men** 
bers of the organization, consequently, no information 
is available in most cases of- their activities during the 
time when they were not members. Thus there has been no 
investigation in most cases of their activities during 
the latter half of 1942, all of 1943. and the first ten 
months of 1944* Such an investigation would be necessary 
in every instance before the case could be considered 
ready for trial. A copy of the type of letter from Ricarte 
that LaPUZ sold is attached hereto as EXHIBIT VI. It is 
recommended that the four persons listed be interviewed 
as to the circumstances under which they obtained the 
letters. 

3. The second phase of the life of LAPUZ which has 
been investigated by this office begins 20 November 1944 
with the formation of the peace Army. The bulk of the 
ranking officers of this Army were Ricarte enthusiasts 
who had been expelled from the New Unity at about the 
same time as LAPUZ. 

The nucleus of the Peace Arny consisted of those 
members of the New Unity who were Ricarte exponents and 
were expelled with LAPUZ. These included patenia, Ccrrea, 
Campomanes, Santos, Lazarc, Domingo, and Esleta. In addi¬ 
tion, there was F. c» de la Rama who was to provide the 
finances for the organization and Agapito zialcita, a 
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former revolutionary under Ricarte. As usual there was 
serious dissention among the leaders, and the organization 
did not develop as planned. Col. Ota was the Japanese ad¬ 
viser, and military training was commenced along Japanese 
lines. According to Santos, and by inference from of¬ 
ficial peace Army documents, the Peace Arny was originally 
intended to be used by the Japanese to resist the American 
troops as well as to combat subversive elements. After 
Gen. Ricarte left Manila 30 December 1944» the adminis¬ 
tration was stalemated through, jealousy and conflicting 
orders among the officers. Whether LAPUZ, Santos, patenia, 
Correa, Lazaro, and Esleta made reports of subversive ac¬ 
tivities through Peace Army channels at this time is not 
known. The only recorded police activities of the peace 
Arm/ consisted of arresting suspected thieves and doing 
guard duty. 

The peace Army files of the CIC Area One Library 
contain the following information concerning LAPUZ*

1945, LAPUZ is appointed adjutant general and ezeoutive 
officer with the rank of Colonel.

(d) Requisitions and expense vouchers signed by LAPUZ 
are contained in Peace Arm/ File 6, Exhibit E: File 8, Ex¬ 
hibit F, P, Q, and R. 

(e) The budget for December 1944 prepared by LAH7Z 
is in Peace Army File 5* Exhibit C. 

(f) A record of the meals eaten at tbe Peace Arm/ 
headquarters by LAPUZ between 7 December 1944 and 17 De¬ 
cember 1944 is contained in Peace Arm/ File 13* Exhibit I* 

(g) General Order No. 4 issued 30 January 1945 ini¬ 
tiated by de la Rama and approved by Zialcita relieves 
LAPUZ of his position as adjutant general and executive 
officer. Peace Arnty File 4* Exhibit 3. 
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(h) statements of Agapito Zialcita and Honarata Ccr- 
rea in peace Army File No* 3.

AGENT'S NOTES» Nicanor Rozas, Assistant Executive 
Secretary and Bnilio Abello, Executive secretary at *%la- 
canan, both presently interned, should be able to give con¬ 
siderable information about LAPUZ and the New unity and 
peace Army in general. Leon Santos appears to have had a 
falling out with LAPUZ and will probably give additional 
information concerning him. 

5* LAPUZ has done a considerable amount of writing 
along political lines, but very little of it has been con¬ 
sidered worth publishing. He is believed to have'been the 
author of suoh of the writings which went out over Ricarte's 
name during the Japanese occupation. An unpublished manus¬ 
cript written by LAPUZ exposing President Quezon is on file 
in the CBC Area No. 1 Library. Thumb-nail sketches by LA- 
PCZ of the important puppet officials are attaohed to the 
original of this report as EXHIBIT X. The evident purpose 
was tj discredit the Laurel regime in order to promote the 
candidacy of Ricarte. 

AGENT'S NOTES 1 LAPUZ offered to tell the complete story 
about the Japanese occupation if he would be freed and pro¬ 
vided with suitable living conditions in New York City. Let¬ 
ters referring to this offer are attached to the original of 
this report as EXHIBIT XI.

NARC1S0 T. LAFUS - i understood him to be at first associated 
with the "Sakdal", he being one of its founders. Later on he broke 
off with Benigno RAMOS due to jealousy in leadership as LAFUS wanted 
to be the head of the organization. At the same time, he was engaged 
in business. 

He care into the New Unity about February or March of 1942. At 
first, he was a mere member but later on elected as a member of the 
Executive Council. He might have been appointed by Gen. RiCARTE to 
the "Marta", although i am not sure. The main duty of LAFUS was in 
connection with his position as liaison officer between the associa¬ 
tion and Gen. RICARTE. He was also connected with Fort Santiago. He 
used to go there with Leon SANTOS. These two persons were so radical 
in their attitude that we had to break off with them. They accused us 
that we were making rackets in the association. Another thing was that, 
according to them, we were collecting money out of the permits and 
passes issued as well as fees from the members. And they also charged 
us for being pro-Vargas or rather favoring the people in the Naciona- 
lists Party whom they refused to admit in the association. M% URMA 
was called by Gen. RICARxE about these supposed anomalies and he ex¬ 
plained his side of the case telling Gen. RICARTE that there were no 
rackets at all. Mr. LERMA had not given to re the full detail of 
their conversation. Later on a letter from the LAFUS group approved 
by Gen. RICARxE was sent to us recommending the removal of Mr. LERMA 
and nyself as president and secretary of the association, respectively, 
and offering to us honorary poets of the same category. We Ignored 
the request and continued the association under our supervision until 
we were arrested by the military police in the evening of January 18, 
1943 * were picked up from the offioe of the association. Marcelo 
ELORIAGA was also picked up about three o'clock in the morning of 
January 19th. There were several others who had the same fate, but 
i do not remember their names how. I was kept at Fort Santiago far 
twenty-nine days. They did not question me there at all and I was 
released at the end of the same month. 
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EXTRACT FROM STATEMENT OF DOMINGO T. URMA - ORIGINAL 
IN CASE 53*1127 


The conaittee called "iftta* (eye)* which I have already men¬ 
tioned* «as headed by Naroiao LAP03 with Afr. CORREA aa hie assist¬ 
ant. The other members of this comittee were Judge Anastaoio 
TEODORO, Tomas LAZARO, Dr. Joaquin BALIORI and Loon SANTOS. They 
were the ones in charge of assigning men fur this committee to in¬ 
vestigate the activities of any citizen that had connection with 
radio news and guerilla movements. Most of the time they went 
directly to Fort Santiago and submitted reports of their investiga¬ 
tion. This was done because they probably wanted to have more cre¬ 
dit than if said reports were coursed through the organization, al¬ 
though sometimes some of the members of this committee would report 
to the organization directly. In order to make their reports in 
proper form* they would request the secretary to do them because some 
of these men could not express themselves well* and they would give 
their reports to the secretary, Calixto BERNARDO, who* in turn, would 
put these reports in ths proper form and forward them to Fort Santia¬ 
go. The man really in charge of all the reports and contacting 
Fort Santiago authorities and officials was IT* Leon SANTOS, some¬ 
times I noticed that IT* Narciso LARIS would also sign the reports 
as the chairman of the committee. The most active members of the 
■Mata" reporting ths activities of the guerrillas to Fort Santiago 
were Hr. CORREA, Basilio E3LETA and another one idiom I do not now 
remember. He was either Tomas or Cosmo LAZARO who is from Navotaa. 

I understand that Fort Santiago assigned IT. LAKE on difficult 
cases dealing with prominent people in Manila.

ny name and behalf during ay absence; 

3* That, IT* Lapus would continue as ny private secretary as he 
has been acting in ay service since the first quarter of 1942 and 
would carry on his task as such even during ay Asence; 

4* That, I hereby authorize Mr. Lapus to answer and sign all 
correspondence and mails that need replies in my name and behalf and 
to perform any other duty or work in the interest of ay principles, 
ideals and in accordance with the great program of "co-prosperity 
Sphere in Greater East Asia* undertaken under the leadership of the 
Great Empire of Nippon, with reference to the rule assigned to ay 
humble person, by virtue of ay mission of pacification accepted from 
the Great Empire of japan for ay country; 

5* That, as ay attorney-in-fact, I pray to all the authorities 
concerned, military and civil, that Mr. Narciso Lapus be afforded 
and given as such as possible, all due consideration, cooperation, 
help and protection as if I ware in his place, should he need the 
same in his peaceful and lawful undertakings, duties and task; 

6. That, as ay absence would last for some months, I would ask 
special request from the Military Authorities of the Imperial Japanese 
Forces in the Philippines, that Mr. Lapus and his family be given 
special help, consideration, protection and cooperation in the peace¬ 
ful and lawful fulfillment of his task and duties during my absence; 

7* That, I make a special appeal to all my friends, admirers, 
sympathizers and adherents to keep unshaken faith in the great pro- 
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gram of co-iroaperity sphere in Greater Beat Asia, in the noble aloe 
of liberation of the races of Greater East Asia by the Mighty Bqplre 
of japan, not to lag and wanr in their enthuaiaam in the absolute 
cooperation with Japan, not to lose faith in me, and to go to Lapus, 
as if 1 were {resent, should they wish me to do anything for them and 
in their behalf during ay absence, since up* Lapus is empowered to do 
his utmost in my name and behalf far the sake of peace, order and 
happiness of all.

During the Japanese occupation, I was a Major in the Marking's 
Guerrillas and went by the name of Filomeno Natividad. I have known 
Sduardo sales since October, 1941* when he moved to our neighborhood. 
Early in 1942, Sales worked for the David Trucking Company, which was 
a subcontractor for the NARIC (National Rice and Corn corporation), 
hauling rice from the provinces. About the middle of 1943* Sales began 
to help with the management of the Tom's Dixie Grill in association 
with Rafael David. 

About the end of 1944* Sales Joined the Peace Army as a captain. 
On several occasions, sales showed me his appointment as captain in the 
peace Army which was signed by Narciso Lapua. I frequently saw sales 
carrying a *45 caliber revolver and accompanied by young Filipinos 
armed with rifles. 

Sales and Ciriaco T* Villanueva operated a trucking concern, whose 
headquarters was at 415 Alvarez St., Santa Cruz, Manila, sales told me 
that their business consisted in procuring food-stuffs far themselves and 
for the Peace Army.

1. An undated statement (attached to the original 

of this report as Exhibit I) by Abelardo Galang, subject's 
son confirms Subject's membership in the Peace Army. In¬ 
formant also attests to subject's friendship with General 
Arteaio plcarte. 

2. On 17 February 1945» Subject was interviewed by 
an agent of this Office and stated in substance as followsi 

He had never been a member of any subversive organiza¬ 
tion but on the contrary had been active in certain guerrilla 
groups. 


We finally admitted that in early 1943 he had, with 
Leon yillafuerte, helped to organize a group known as the 
BACONS PAGKAKAISA (New Unity) but did so only in an effort 
to secure the release of his sons from Japanese concentra¬ 
tion camps. He also admitted having worked for pacification 
under General Artemio Ricarte. 

We further admitted to having Joined the peace Army 
under instruction of his oonaanding officer in the guerrillas. 
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Lt. col. Bugenlo Castillo, for the purpose of gathering 
Information concerning the activities of thia organisation. 

However, he aever attended any of their meetings and re¬ 
ported nothing to the guerrillas.

4. on 12 March 1945 • one Arsenio L* Salangsang. des¬ 
cribing himself as a guerrilla and the son-in-law of Sub¬ 
ject, presented to this Office a signed copy of questions 
put to subject by Salangsang and subject's answers to 
these questions.

Ouerrilla sources of information proved to be invaluable as to the 
location of enemy, but, in general, numbers were grossly exaggerated. 

Ouerrilla bands, among which there were several women, would report & group 
of 300 to 400 enemy in a bario. Upon investigation, it was found that 2 or 3 
Japs wer< in the village. In the BATANOAS Campaign civilians reported a group 
of 1,000 to 15,00 Japanese soldiers moving to the East along the North shore 
of LAKE TAAL. Later, when the group was considered annihilated by the 1st 
Cavalry Division, the counted enemy dead were 106. In many oases the enemy 
was reported in certain barrios by one or more civilians who desired only to have 
the prestige of being excorted home by a military guard. In the final states of 
the Central Plains and BATANOAS Campaigns, civilians reported enemy concentrations 
in district barrios (villages) for the sole purpose of enticing troops to their 
villages where they could sell them local produce. Despite all this chicanery, 
the information, when properly evaluated, was of value.

The fight at POLO was further complicated by jealousies arising between 
guerrilla units. USAJTE guerrillas had been disarmed by other guerrillas, and 
it was necessary for the 146th Infantry to disarm the latter.

e. The many political and guerrilla factions on Luzon generally tended 
to hinder, rather than assist in, the administration of Civil Affairs. In some 
municipalities, officials appointed by PCAUs would not serve for fear of 
retaliation by an opposing faction which desired to run. the affairs of the 
municipality.

The 3,766 Internees of Santo Tomas were found to be in an emaciated 
condition, and had not the American forces arrived as soon as they did, the 
next few days would have recorded many deaths. Apparently the enemy did not 
intend to make a defensive stand North of MANILA, and had informed the Internees 
of Santo TomaB on January 7, two days before the landing at Llngayen, that they 
were going to leave the city in order to avoid bloodshed, and that they were 
giving to the Santo Tomas internees seven tons of corn husks, two tons of soy 
beans, and 1-1/2 tons of casaba. That food, the Japanese stated, should 
suffice for 15 days, and from January 7 until subsistence arrived from American 
sources on 5 February, it was all the internees had to eat. By nightfall on 
6 February PGA Unit No. 5 had Issued 20 truck loads of American rations to 
the starved internees.

Rushing on toward tho PASIO In the late evening of the 4th, elenento 
of the 148th Infantry reached BillMd Prison, They forced the outer door, and 
wandering through the records room heard the sound of American voices. Upon 
investigating they discovered 800 American prisoners of war. These prisoners 
had been abandoned by their Jailors, and Inasmuch as the city was still filled 
with enemy snipers, they had been left within the prison walls for their own 
protection.

The enany strength in greater MAMIIA was estimated to be 16,000. Of 
this number three fourths were supposed to be navy personnel, and one fourth 
army. Prom various sources and from the nature of his resistance at the 
entrance of the city, it was deduced that within the city Itself (l) there were 
few if any organised ooabat units (2) the enemy defense would be of a passive 
nature (3) eneny cornu uni cat ions were crippled, (4) most enemy weapons had been 
recovered from destroyed aircraft and sunken ships, and (6) there were no enemy 
reserve or mobile combat force. As it was later proven, the enemy expected 
the American forces to approaoh from the South. Thus as the two divisions 
moved into the city from the Worth, Bear Admiral Mltsujl Iwafuohl, the overall 
defense commander, found his organised positions faolng the wrong way, his 
poorly-equipped troops about half the strength of the American forces, his 
command deprived of communications, and his forces without hope of assistances 
from air or naval units. However, the stubborn resistance of the garrison 
did credit to his truculence as a fighter, and the ruthless destruction of 
property was a reflection of the tenacity of his efforts. 

Wo doubt when peaoe comes the eneny will argue that it was American 
shells that destroyed MANILA, but such arguments can be refuted by unquestioned 
evidence. As the troops of the 37th Division approached the PASIO they were 
net on every side by the sound of explosions and falling buildings. That these 
demolitions were previously planted and installed is authenticated by captured 
Order No. 43 dated 3 February from the Imperial Naval Defense Command: N (l) 

The South, Central and North forces must destroy the factories, warehouses, 
other installations and material being used by naval and army forces, insofar as 
the combat and preparation of naval forces in MANILA, and of the army forces 
in their vicinity will not be hindered thereby, (2) The demolition of such 
installations within the city limits will be carried out secretly from the time 
being, so that such action will not disturb the tranquility of the civil 
population or be used by the enemy for counter propaganda. Niether large 
scale demolition nor burning by incendiaries will be committed, (3) A special 
order will be issued concerning the demolition of the water system and electrical 
installations. N

The enemy's planning, aa uaual, was Bound and detailed, and hie organi¬ 
sation of the ground was expert. His communications proved to be poor, con¬ 
tributing to a lack of coordination between commands and a sometimes woeful 
misconception of our situation and movements. Quantities of ammunition, weapons, 
equipment, vehicles and fuel destroyed or merely abandoned by the eneny In the 
path of our advance, contrasted with the shortages of these same items - most 
requently of transportation and uniforms - in immediately adjacent areas, all 
was attributable to weak overall organisation and the confusion caused by our 
rapid movements. Captured documents revealed ambitiously planned penetrations, 
demolition missions, and bansal charge s-neerly all heroically termed "suicide 
missions" - which time after time materialised only as Inept and easily de¬ 
feated efforts by disorganised groups. The enemy's selection of the hours 
of darkness for nearly all of his local offensive actions failed to give him 
the advantage It had provided against unprepared troops earlier In the war 
and In Juqgle terrain of the South Sea Islands.

However, as previously encountered eneny forces, the defenders of the 
approaches to the city of MANILA showed a marked tendency to withdraw. Informa¬ 
tion later obtained shows that these northern approaches to MANILA )PLARIDEN -

several captured Operations Orders of these units stated their mission wa* 

"to destroy or annihilate the eneny," events showed the execution of intelligence 
end delaying missions only, with the eneny withdrawing eastward after brief 
contact. 


It was determined that the bulk of the MANILA DEFENSE FORCE (otherwise 
known as the KOBAXASBI HEYUAN) withdrew from the City, prior to our entry, and 
occupied defensive positions In the SIXRRA MADRE (MOHTALBAN -MARIXJKA - WAWA 
area). However, some elements of this force remained In the northern sector 
and on the southern outskirts of the City, and were engaged by our forces.

The text of the broadcasts made 21 and 1 March follows: 

ATTENTION ALL OFFICERS AND MEN OF THE IMPERIAL JAPANESE NAVY: 

Ever since our attack on the city of Manily you have fought 
bravely and you have fought well. You were ordered to engage 









u« In the center of thie city with the Walled City and this 
building as the core of your defense. 

Tou were ordered to hold ue away from TAIT Avenue and the sea* 
You destroyed the bridges to hold ue on the other side of the 
rirer but you failed. You were ordered to engage ue to the 
front so that the Arsy could sweep down from the hills in an 
annihilating attack from our rear. You were promised that 
your Wild Eagles would blast our planes from the sky yet you 
see our little observation planes watching all your movements 
and telling our artillery where to shower you with shells. Your 
planes did not come on the 8th, the 11th, the 18th, and on the 
24th. Could your leaders have lied to you to make you carry on 
the hopeless fight? 

Your Army was going to attack from NOVALICHES and then they were 
going to attack from MDNTALBON*and MARIGUIKA. They did neither. 
The Army was going to silence our artillery from the north yet 
each hour our artillery fires on you with ever increasing fury. 
Your comrades thought that they would find safety at Malabon, 
but instead they met death in the rice paddies there. 

Your life is yours to take or to keep as you desire, but is 
it true loyalty to the Emperor to throw away your life for a 
cause that is now hopeless? 

Eate has given you three choices: 

(1) You can commit suicide. 

(2) You can hold out a few hours and be blown to dust. 

(3) You may come to an honorable understanding with us 
and live to serve the new Japan when the War is over. 

If you surrender (come under the protection of) to us you will 
not be humiliated or disgraced. Our troops will not fire for 
30 minutes during the time you may come in to us.

The SHIMBU SHUDAN (41st ARMY) controlled all the enemy forces in the 
MANILA area, except the MANILA NAVAL DEFENSE FORCE (See Inclosure #3). Its 
Commanding General, Lt. Gen. Y0K01AMA Shisuo, had formerly commanded the 8th 
Inf Div. 
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LIESE LOTTE STAIGR DE PiREZ, after baring been duly 

sworn, testified on 5 July 1945 as followei 

q. What Is your name and agef 

A* Liese 'Lotte sterner de Perez j I am 33 years old. 

q. Where do you live? 

A* 1502 Looban. Paco, Uanlla, P. I. 

Q. Of vbat country are you a oitizen? 

A* 1 am a Spanish oltizen by marriage, but I was barn in 
Hanfeurg, Germany. 

Q. m case you should more from here, who would always 
know where to locate you? 

A* The Spanish consulate. I would notify them. 

q. What was your husband's name? 

A* Luis perez Olaquer de Filio but he sometimes called him¬ 
self Luis Perez samanillo. 

q. How old was he at the time of his death? 

A* 48 years old* 

q* Of what country was he a citizen? 

A* Spain* 

q* What business was he in? 

A* R eal estate* 

q* Did you haws any children? 

A* No* I was his second wife. 

q* Where were you living early in February, 1945* 

A* We were living at the same address, 1502 Looban, Paco, 
Manila, p* X* • but on February 5* 1945 • houses around 
our home were burning so we moved to a house, I think 
on Colorado street, between Oregon and Padre Faura 
Streets* The house was then occupied by Id's. Clara 
jlmsnez and her family and other persons. We lived there 
until February 10, 1945* 

q* What happened on February 10, 1945* 

A* Early in the afternoon of February 10» 1945* the houses 
around us were burning and I heard that colonel Martinez 
who was living across the street from us was killed* X 
heard also much screaming, so, we evacuated the house 
because the Japanese soldiers came to the house and told 
us that they were goii£ to burn our house next and that 
we should evacuate. The street was full of Japanese 
soldiers* We went through the burnt out buildings and 
the ruins north towards Padre Faura street until we 
reaohed a large open space where we stayed with many 
other people. 

q* X show you a map marked Exhibit A* Calling your attention 
to a place marked VACANT LOT on Colorado street, was that 
the plaoe where you ran to and where there were many other 
people? 

A Yes. 
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q. will you state the names of all parsons sham you saw 
■round you In that vacant lotf 

A. justice Anaclsto Diaz, his wife and other members of 
his family were there. There were many others whom I 
knew by sight but not by name* 

Q. What nationality were theyf 

A* yiliplnos, Russians, Chinese, and meatless. 

Q. I show you a picture marked Exhibit B« »▼« you ever 
aeen the man or woman on the picture? 

A* Yea, he was the Russian who was killed. He used to 
have a second hand variety store on Carrledo Street. 

Q. do you know whether his name was Rozenzweig? 

A. No, I can't tell you his name. 

q. Do you recognize the woman? 

A* No, I don't. 

(}• How do you recognize the man? 

A* i remember the squint in his wyes. 

Q. Are you sure that he was with you in the vacant lot? 

A* Yes, because we were talking together. 

Q. I show you a picture marked Exhibit C. Have you ever 
seen any of the persons in that picturs? 

A* I think that I saw one of them with us in the vacant lot. 

He is the third man, wearing glasses, in the second row, 
from the bottom going from left to right. I think I 
saw him there but I am not so positive. I don't remember 
seeing any of the other persons, but therf were many 
people there. 

Q. About how many persona were there in the vacant lot? 

A. I think about a hundred. That is a rough estimate. 

Q. What happened after you left the vacant lot? 

A* We stayed there akhile but then the Japanese soldiers 
came tuare and told us to move out. so, we went to 
Padre Faura Street and we tried to go into a house there, 
but the house was filled with many other people, so we 
could not get in. The Japanese soldiers said «you, go 
hospital*• we then went on padre faura Street towards 
Taft Avenue. Reaching the corner of Pedre Faura street 
and Taft Avenue, we proceeded towards the Philippine General 
Hospital. Before reaching the hospital, we met some 
more Japanese soldiers coming out of the front of the 
hospital. They stopped us and one of them put his bayonet 
to ay stomach, making a slight wound. He permitted me 
to go to the hospital and said 'Woman, baby, go hospital, 
safe*, but he did not permit ny husband to go with us. 

The Japanese said *»n, oh no*, and he made fly husband 
go back towards the corner of Taft Avenue and Padre Faura 
Street where he was lined up with many other men and 
boy a, 

Q. do you remenfcer the najoee of any of the men and boys 
who were lined up along Taft Avenue near the corner of 
Padre Faura Street? 

A. i remember seeing my husband, Luis perez olaquer de Filio 
and my gardener, Domingo Alontaga. 
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q. What was the age and citizenship of Domingo Alontaga? 

A* H» was a Filipino oltizen, about 32 years of age. He 

was from Negros, p. I* 

q. You saw him lined up vith the men near your husband? 

A* They were pushed to the corner by the Japanese and were 
standing there. 

q. What ether men or boys did you see? 

A* I saw many men and boys but I don't know their names be¬ 
cause I don't know them. 

Q. how many men and boys were there at that corner? 

A* About 70 to 80 . 

q. What nationality were they? 

A. Filipinos, Spaniards, Russians, and Chinese. 

q. Did you see the man in Exhibit B among the men at the 
corner? 

A* I am positive he was there because the men had no chance 
whatsoever to escape. Japanese soldiers were all around 
them. The men and boys were made to go from the vacant 
lot to the corner and they had no possibility to escape. 

q. How do you know your husband was with those men? 

A Because after I went towards the Philippine General Hos¬ 
pital, I came back to the men at the corner to see my hus¬ 
band. I talked with him and he tried to give me the pack¬ 
age containing money, food and water but the Japanese did 
not permit me to take it. They made me go back to the 
hospital. 

q. What happened after that? 

A* I went to the hospital building and hid myself under the 
staircase. About 15 or 20 minutes later, I heard machine- 
guns firing. But before I heard the machine-guns firing, 

I heard the voice of my husband screaming "No, no*. 

q. ire you sure it was your husband's voice? 

A* I am positive of it. 

q. How far away were you from him at that time? 

A* I was not over 200 or 300 feet from him, but I heard him 
screaming. I am positive. 

q. where was the machine-gun firing coming from? 

A. From the same direction at the corner where my husband 
was made to stand with the other men. 

q. Did you see the machine-guns firing? 

A NO, because I was under a staircase at that time. 

q. What happened after that? 

A* We stayed on the staircase. There were many other women 
around me. we were not pormitted to enter the hospital. 

q. Did anything happen during the night? 

A* The Japanese came and flashlighted us. They ware search¬ 
ing far something. Then they asked us if we have seen 
men running. 
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Q. Did they molest anyone there? 

A* They got one or tm'^Chinese women; they did not return* 

q* Do you know their names or addresses? 

A* No. 

q. Did the Chinese women go Toluntarily? 

A. No, they forced them to go. 

q. Do you know what happened to the Chinese women? 

A* They ware killed but I didn't see them killed* 

q. Did you see any women harmed that evening besides these 
two? 

A* No. 

q. How long did you stay at the hospital? 

A* Until the next morning. 

q* Then where did you go? 

A* Then we entered the hospital. 

q. how long did you stay there in the hospital? 

A* Until February 17, 1945 when the Americans came and re¬ 
leased us. 

q* Did you ever go back to the corner of Padre Faura Street 
end Taft Avenue? 

A* I asked the Americans if they could permit me to go back 
there, but I was not permitted to go out of the line* 

q. Did you see any bodies there at the corner when you went 
there on February 17, 1945* 

A* I was not permitted to go to that corner, but from the 
front of the hospital, I could see many bodies on the 
corner where the mem and boys had been lined up by the 
Japanese. 

q. Did you ever see your husband or Domingo Alontaga again? 

A* No, I tried very hard. 

q. If they had escaped or were alive, where would they have 
gone to? 

A* To our house, 1502 Looban, Paco, Uanila, F* I., or at 
least to the Spanish Consulate. I have gone to the 
Spanish Consulate but they have not heard from ay husband. 

I went to all the hospitals and Red Cross centers. But 
I did not find any trace of qy husband or Domingo. 

q* do you know any of the Japanese soldiers who were at the 
corner of padre Faura Street and Taft Avenue on February 

10 , 1945? 

A. No. 

q. What time was it that you hearu the machine-gun firing 
that night? 

A* As far as I believe, it was 8|00 o'clock to 8i50 o'clock 
in the evening. That is qy estimate. 

q. Did you see the uniform of any of those Japanese? 

A. They have their usual uniform. 

q. Describe their uniform? 

A* It was kind of greenish uniform. They had helmets on 
and one of them had a camouflage net over himself. He 
had also grenades with him. 
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Q. What kind of caps did they wear? 

A* They wore helmet a. 

Q. Did you aee any inaignias or any markings on their hel¬ 
mets or uniforms? 

A I did not because those soldiers were not officers. All 
of them were just enlisted man. 

Q. You did not see any of the soldiers with swords? 

A NO. 

(}• Is it possible that there might hare been officers among 
them that you did not notice? 

A* It is possible because it was dark. There were many Ja¬ 
panese but I did not see them all. I suppose, though* 
that there oust have been an officer commanding them, 
but I didn't see him. 

Q. Were the soldiers nary or army? 

A. Nary. 


How do you know? 

Because a Japanese captain living near our home. here, 
told me that there were no mere arny mem left in the 
city. In fact. I saw them moved out.

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When did he tell you that? 

The 2nd or 3rd of February. 1945* 

Who was this captain? 

Captain Yuwasaki. 

Where was be living? 

In a house next to ours on 1502 Looban. Paco. Manila, p. I. 
To what organization did he belong? 

I don't know to what organization he belonged to. but he 
was a navy officer. 

How do you know he was a navy officer? 

That was what he said. 

Where was his organization stationed? 

I don't know* but he stayed in the house next to ours 
and there were many Japanese soldiers in the house across 
the street. I think he was in command of this whole area 
of Looban Street but not beyond that. 

Was he in command of the area near the hospital where 
your husband was killed? 

No. 

Did the Japanese accuse your husband cr Domingo Aloutage 
or any of the other men of being guerrillas or saboteurs 
or anti-Japanese? 

W husband was not a guerrilla ncr was Domingo nor did 
they engage in any anti-Japanese acts. I don't know 
about the other people but I did not see any anti-Japa¬ 
nese acts being conmltted by them. I have heard that there 
were some guerrillas living on our street and I have 
heard also from a Filipino whose name I don't know, that 
Colonel Martinez who was killed on the street was a 
leader of guerrillas and had an underground office 
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opposite his house. But the Japanese who made us go to 
padre 7aura street and Taft Avenue and the Japanese who 
ware at that corner and killed my husband and the other 
mm did not make any accusation. Later. 1 saw juanito. 

Mrs. Jimenez houseboy who escaped. He told as that be* 
fore the Japanese machine-gunned the aen at the corner, 
the Japanese asked them whether they were guerrillas 
and the aen answered no. Then the Japanese asked them, 

•Do you want to die, or are you ready to die?*. Juanito 
said that all answered no, but the Japanese machine- 
gunned them anyway. Jhanito also told me that my hus¬ 
band was bayonetted to death while standing with the 
other men. Juanito said that he actually saw it although 
he did not want to tell me. 

When was it that he told you all this? 

By the end of February, 1945* 

Do you know where juanito is now? 

No. I have inquired about him. I have not been able to 
locate him. 

Do you know the name of anyone who saw the machine-gunning? 
juanito, Iks. Jimenez houseboy and the yilipino who lfrs. 
Jimenez said is a doctor. I have talked to him but I 
don't know his name. I saw him at the sacred Heart Hos¬ 
pital where he is being treated for a wound in his arm. 

He wore heavy eye-glasses. 

Do you know his name or address or how we can locate him? 
No. 

Do you know anything else about the killing of the men 
at the corner of padre Faura street and Taft ivenye on 
February 10. 1945* 

NO. 


Do you know why the Japanese killed those men? 

I don't know but I presume that the whole street was 
condemned to death due to the fact that Colonel lfertinez 
was the leader of the guerrillas and had his offioe in 
the house of Iks. Jimenez where we stayed. It was an 
under 9 *ound office of the guerrillas and Colonel Iferti- 
nez should not have pormitted us to stay there. 

Do you know, yourself, that Colonel Martinez was a 
guerrilla? 

I can not prove it, but I was told by a Filipino whose 
name I don't know. 

Did you see the underground office in Iks. Jimenez home? 
There was an office but I don't know what went on in 
that office. 

Were the Jimenez family involved in that guerrilla acti¬ 
vities? 

No. Mrs. Jimenez says no and I believe her. 

Did you see any guerrilla activities yourself? 

No, I did not. But I presume from what that Filipino 
told me, there were guerrillas among the people on that 
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street end perhaps because of that* the Japanese shot 
and killed many innocent people like my husband and ]•% 
Jimenez*

Page l: 

Guerrilla groups emerged in Leyte ehortly after Japanese occupation. 

Groups of Filipinos with various purposes banded together as local police or 
vigilante groups, motivated by a desire to maintain peace and order to pro¬ 
tect the people; or, as bandit groups, motivated by greed, terrorised and 
preyed upon the people. The various groups maintained separate and distino* 
organisations; Jealousy and strife were rampant. All groups, however, 
possessedthe same hatred and contempt for the Japanese. Circumstances com¬ 
pelled the groups to bpjad together for their mutual protection. As time 
passed, the stronger guerrilla units absorbed the weaker either by force 
or by conciliation, and gradually there developed a relatively orderly and 
effective organisation, which was formalised by GHQ recognition. 

All the guerrilla's avowed that their primary purpose was to help the 
civilians to maintain peace and order, to check the Japanese from abusing the 
civilians. The guerrillas undertook the restoration of civilian government and 
took Btept to place the administration of Justice and the government in civilian 
hands. The guerrilla leaders, as a general policy, only intervened in communal 
activities, insofar as they related to military matters in all phases. 

Peg^ 2: 

KIHANDA Group: These guerrillas originally controlled the area in north¬ 
western Leyte, from Palomoom south to Baybay, and under the leadership of 
Brig. Gen. Bias MIRANDA (alias Col. BRIOUEZ). He was formerly a Lieutenant 
in the USAFFE, PC...Brig. Gen. Bias MIRANDA has killed many released prisoners 
of war on the pretext that they were paid spies of the Japanese, but actually 
he regarded anyone who surrendered as a traitor. This was his principal ob¬ 
jection to Col. KANGLEON who had been held a prisoner of war by the Japanese 
at Butuan, Agusan, in 1942. In both southern and northern Leyte, surrendered 
Filipino soldiers caotured by the guerrillas under Col. Kangleon have not been 
killed but Interned. 

Page 5. 

There was no organised opposition to Japanese occupation of Sarar Island. 

The only resistance cane from scattered parties, consisting mostly of Constabu¬ 
lary troops supported by civilian volunteers, banded together, sniping and am¬ 
bushing the Javanese as opportunity offered.. Since Samar was not of operational 
importance, the Japanese occupied the province only lightly, and guerrilla bands 
established themselves in large unoccupied areas. Several groups established 
themselves strongly but never cooperated. The command was not unified until 
October 1944 end then only by an outside leader, a GHQ representative.

Means of obtaining civilian support varied. Some bends used terror 
tactics, and support was made comoulsory. Other bands used more subtle 
means, courting the civilian by anoointing civil government officials 
and establishing civilian agencies. Although the civil government was 
under control of the guerrilla army, in most cases guerrilla officers 
concerned themselves with organizing their units and left the civil 
administration to anpointed officials. 

MEHSITT's relations with the civilian population under his control 
was reported to leave much to be desired. Beports indicated that the 
people were exploited by high ranking army officers and oollticlans, who 
made nersonal profits et the exnense of the people. The ueople were 
held under control by terror tactics and anyone opposing the arny was 
eliminated. 

Page 9: 

Following the disorganization of USAFFK during the rapid Japanese 
advance and the USAFTB retreat into Bataan, many units and remnants of units 
became isolated from their commands. These units and remnants became the 
nuclei of guerrilla organizations that formed almost immediately* Prior 
to USAFFE surrender in May 1942, these guerrilla units harrassed enemy 
garrisons end contained substantial enemy forces. Dwindling supplied and 
Japanese policing which became more thorough as occupation developed, 
decreased guerrilla activity. The surrender of USAFFB accelerated the 
surrender of guerrilla units and dispersed the remainder. Most of the 
dispersed units did not give up but formed underground groups, many of 
which have lived on and are still aotlye. 

Central Luzon in mid 1944 presented a picture of a number of 
organizations with considerable overlapping in both area and personnel. 

By far the largest unit in point of view of numbers in the Marking group. 

The main operating area of this unit is located east of Manila, but affili¬ 
ated organizations extend throughout central Luzon. If we may believe the 
reports of the Marking's. Bamsey and the President Qiezon*s Own Guerrillas, 
there are at least 300,000 guerrillas in the central Luzon area. This 
number of names may be on the rollls. It is, however, certain that most 
of them live at home and are only nominal supporters of the guerrilla 
movement. 

Jhe history of guerrillas in other areas has shown that the civil populace 
i9 organized to assist active guerrilla units through planting and 
harvesting of food crops, moving supplies, and acting as messengers and 
intelligence agents. The organizations now in Luzon are familiar with the pre¬ 
war Military District organisation and are attempting to conform to thosCpre- 
war boundaries. Ho coordinated military district commands exist today: recent 
arrivals of SWPA personnel will undoubtedly clarify the present situation and 
promote more harmonious relationships between the various guerrilla units. 


Page 12: 
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HUKHALAJAPS: The "Hukbalajap," a semi-political, semi-bandit 
organization centered in Bulacan and Pampanga, ie one of the largest and 
most powerful guerrilla organizations in central Luzon. Zt owes no alle¬ 
giance to the U.S., the Philippine Commonwealth, or Japan and has consti¬ 
tuted a problem not only to the Japanese but to loyal guerrilla organizations 
and intelligence nets. It will probably remain a difficult problem during 
reoccupation and possibly afterwards. Little definite information on the 
organization is available, and the following dlsoussion oust be regarded ae 
tentative. The frequent use of aliases by members of the organization 
has contributed to the confusion. 

"Hikbalajap" is a word coined from the initial syllables of the 
Tagelog title of the organization, "Kukbong Hayan Laban sa Jaoon," or 
"People's Army to fight the Jens." Zn Tarlac Province it has also been 
referred to as the "Paja," short for "People 1 s Anti-Jap Army." The in¬ 
dividual members are often referred to as "Huks." 

The organization was founded at Mount Arayat in Panmanga late in 
March 1942 by a group of Intellectuals, disgruntled politicians, end 
socialists end communists of Panmanga. Zt is said to be modelled on 
Chinese communist organizations, and it is probable that Chinese had a 
hand in the early organization. It claims to represent the military phase 
of the United front Party, a coalition of socialist and communist elements, 
and early activities were largely political. A "NAJUP" (Notional Anti- 
Japanese United front) policy was proclaimed, and the organization issued 
numerous manifestos proclaiming that their objective was the establishment 
of a democratic people's state in the Philippines after the war, free from 
all foreign domination and with representation for oil. The Americans were 
to be allowed to liberate the Philippines, but were then to be ettacked 
if immediate independence was not granted. Political figures of the 
Comnonwealth Government were to be accented only in so far as they could 
furniBh a govemnent not dominated by USA, Japan, or any other foreign 
country, either politically or commercially. The Hukbalajap has said in 
its manifestos that the right of private property will be guaranteed in 
their postwar government, as well as freedom of speech, press, assembly 
and residence. 

Although the Hukbalajap has maintained this propaganda line to the 
present day, reports indicate that their policy is definitely communistic 
and that their plans include the establishment of a communistic govern¬ 
ment in the Philippines after the war, on the early Russian model. It 
is probably that there are also connections with corm-unistlc elements in 
China. 

Page 13-14: 

Military activities are at present under the direction of Juan Feleo, 
also reported as a member of the Military Committee with the rank of 
General, commanding all Hukbalajap armed forces. He is the former 
President of the Communist Party of the Philippines. Durinr 1942 and 1943 
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attacks were made on Japanese railroad shipments, garrisons, and convoys, 
and some disruption of the Japanese supply line into Manila from the north 
was achieved. The organization has consistently refused to cooperate with 
other guerrilla groups, and has been consistently ruthless and violent 
in its activities. They early announced their Intention of fighting any 
other guerrilla groups they considered pro-Japanese, and soon characterized 
the Marking and USFIP or USAF1E as such. Conflicts with other guerrillas 
groups were frequent, and by mid 1944 the Huks were actively fighting all 
their guerrilla neighbors. Ambush, arrogance, deceit and treachery have 
marked these conflicts. In the last twelve months these anti-guerrilla 
activities have sharply increased, and have been extended to include all 
BC (Bureau of Constabulary) units suspected of aiding other guerrilla 
outfits, as well as puppet office holders, rich Filipinos, and all others 
considered to be pro-American. Many of these have been ambushed and 
murdered, particularly in Parapanga end Bulacan. American pilots shot 
down over their areas have been held, end at least one is reported killed 
by the Hukbelajep. Bobbery, plunder end indiscriminate killing have 
correspondingly increased; the victims being civilians, guerrillas, Japanese, 
Americans, Filipinos, office holders pnd puppets, without apparent 
discrimination. 

Since early 1944 there has been a lessening of Hukbalajap attacks on 
Japanese installations, and it has several times been reported that the 
Japanese ere arming the Hukbalajap, probably as a cheap means of combatting 
the guerrillas. It is known that high Japanese officials visited Pedro 
Abad Santos, Hukbalajap leader, at San Fernando, Pemponga, in June 1944; 
and it is certain that the Japanese made no effort to interfere with 
Hukbalajap-Constabulary conflicts in September and October 1944. 

Arms for the combat units have been obtained mostly from the 
battlefields of Bataan, end from looted Japanese and Constabulary install¬ 
ations end captured or killed guerrillas. In November 1944, Hukbalajap 
armament was reliably reported to be about 4,000 rifles, 500 automatic 
rifles, 25 machine guns and miscellaneous side arms. Ammunition supplies 
have been consistently low since 1942, end are now believed to be not 
more than 60 rounds per gun. In the Laguna units there are probably not 
more than 200 rifles. 

Membership of the Hukbalajsqp was «.t first composed largely of 
liberals and some communists, possibly with a number of former members of 
labor unions. Total membership claimed has increased greatly in the last 
year, and it is probably that the Hukbulajap now includes a large propor¬ 
tion of the former members of the Sakdelista party in,central Luzon, as 
well as opportunist underworld characters and a large proportion of ex- 
USAFU! men forced to cooperate through necessity or through threats to the 
well-being of their families. For this reason, and because the ltvel of 
military training in uniformly low, it is probable that Hukbalajap units 
will not resist invading American troops, and may be of assistance. How¬ 
ever, some units under more strict control from the command may give 
trouble. 
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Page 18-19: 


UlrAgfriCflP. Irre/rular Troops (FIAT): In 1942 thle grout) was In the 
rountsins near Antinolo, Rizal, under the leadership of Col. Hugh STRAUGHN, 
who was etterotlng to unfit the commend of the various central Luzon guer¬ 
rillas. Subsequent Information has proven that Col. STRAUGHN moy have almost 
succeeded in hie purpose. Hie contacte extended from Crntrol Luzon area 
of Bulacan end ?cnpenga to the tip of the Bicola with Goy. 2SCUHEP.0 end KeJ. 
SANDICO, Almoet all known organizations in central Luzon were at one time 
or another working with him. He is said to have teen responsible for the 
founding of the MARKINGS in Rizal, the HUNT>'RS in Cayite, and.QUEZON 1 S 
OVN GUERRILLAS in Laguna, Betangae end Toynbee. He assumed the title Supreme 
Commander of the South Central Luzon Guerrillas and was considered as such 
by the Japanese. 

Apparently 6ome rift developed between the powerful MARKINGS and the 
FAIT end Col. S1RAUGKH was betrayed, some say by lendere of the :• ASKINGS 
Guerrillas, in August 1945. The coordination which he had established was 
lost following his capture. 

A Col. Elliot P. ELLS..ORTH is now reported to hnye assumed com/and 
and has been responsible for the revival of the original central guerrilla 
body. The identity of Col. ELLSWORTH is uncertain, one report 
stating he is actully Gen. LIK. Gen. LIK is also reported to hi.yr flatly 
denied any such association. ZLEWORTK is almost certainly a Filipino. 

The ectlyitles of the group are limited mainly to intelligence and 
occasional sabotage in Manila end vicinity. A radio set wss in opera¬ 
tion in 1943 in charge of Lt. Col. Emilio BCRROMFX) (alias GUZRK5R0) and 
Col. BORREIGEO was last reported to be in Negros. The MARKINGS claim that 
the FIAT has officially amalgamated with them as of May 1944. Apparently 
FIAT broke up and part Joined the MARKINGS and part attached themselves 
to HUNTER'S ROTC Guerrillas. 

MARKING Guerrillas : The MARKING Guerrillas were founded in 
April 1942 and now claim to have contact throughout Central Luzon. It 
epnears to be one of the largest single organizations on Luzon. Some of 
the Fll-American Irregular Troops near Manila united with the MARKINGS in 
May 1944. 

The stronghold of this group is in the Sierre Madre Mountains 
in Rizal. The leader of the group is '■‘arcoe Villa AGRJSTIN, but the back 
bone of the organization is a woman known as Yay PANLILXO. The Identity 
of AGUST1N is not known. Yay PANLILLO is a newspaper reporter end she is 
reported as both pro-end anti-American. 

The group is reported by several sources to be unscrupulous in 
the procurement and character of its membership, and ruthless in its deal¬ 
ings. This seemed to be particularly true up to early 1944. It claims a 
membership of 200,000 but this figure is queried by the source (considered 
fairly reliable) of the information. One source reports the arms total 
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5,000, Supplies hare been sent to the Organization ty MaJ. ANDERSON and 
letters were sent to SWPA Tla ANDERSON in August 1944. ANDERSON believes 
the only objective of the group is the elliclnatlon of the common enemy 
and has reported nothing unfavorable concerning their recent activities. 

i 

The headquarters, in Rital, concerns Itself with troops, propaganda, 
enemy dispositions, etc. Luson is divided into three main areas which 
are semi-autonomous so far as operations are concerned. 

Page 20. 

The HUNTERS : This group is also known as the ROTC or TERRI's HUNTERS, 
after Terry MAGTONQOL, the assumed name of the leader. The group claims 
that it was founded in January 1942 at San Juan del Monte, Rieal, 
by about 300 Philippine Military Academy and ROTC personnel who called 
themselves the "ROTC Lads." It was founded to protect civilians and to 
cooperate with USAFEE forces on Bataan. Until March 1942 the unit secured 
arms from civilians and USAFFE remnants, passed Japanese information to 
USA FEE and did propaganda work in the Manila area. 

f age 21-22: 

In mid-1944, HUNTER units at Talavera, Bulcan, Joined puppet BC 
units of the Bulacan area in fighting the HUKBALAJAPS. The EUKBALAJAPS 
had been attacking civilians in guerrilla held areas and generally dis¬ 
turbing the peace without Interference from the Japanese. Earlier in 1944, 
the HUNTERS and units of the MARKINGS in Riral were in open hostilities 
over a supposed shooting case. The feud lasted until April 1944 when 
ANDERSON intervened in the name of GHQ. 

The HUNTERS have the largest unit in Cavite, operating north 
from Nasugbu to Ternste. This is the h eadq uarters area, ROTC, In addition 
units loosely associated with either HUNTERS or MARKINGS are located as 
follows:

Laguna, Batengas and western central Teyabae under the control of 
Vicente UMALX, former Mayor of Tlaong, Teyabas. The MARKING Guerrillas 
claim the President QUEZON'S own Guerrillas as an affiliate, but this 
claim is believed false. N thing was known of thePresldet QUEZON'S Own 
Guerrillas until late 1943 when Lt. Primitive San AGUSTIN went to 
Mindanao to establish contact with SWPA. A radio was sent from Mindanao 
and contact has been maintained with the unit since June 1944. The roster 
of the unit Indicates that there might be as many as 10,000 r*n in the 
organization, divided into 11 Regiments. It is very likely that these 
Dereons ere generally living at home and comprise the bssis of development 
when equipment is avtliable. Many of the members of the organization are 
Batean veterans. 
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Page 23: 


The Bleol resistance meveffient remains one of the most confused and 
least productive of any area in the Philippines. Fighting between units over 
matters of area command almost exceeds any fighting against the Japanese. 

The leaders have frequently asked for an appointed outside commander, knowing 
their own shortcomings and desiring to contribute something more concrete to 
their country, but no action has been taken to coordinate these units. 

The principal local aspirants for command of the 5th Military District 
of which the Bleol* are a large part, and for 9HQ recognition are Lt. Col. 
ZABAT of Albay, Major IAPUS and Governor FSCUBERO of Sarsogon. All these 
have contacted at one time or another most of the unite in the Bicols. The 
resultant picture is thus Interlocked and distorted by shifting loyalties of 
the minor group leaders. 

Page 28l 

Col. M. M. ZABAT Querrllla Unit: The Camp Balintewok guerrilla group 
of Albey is heeded by self-styled Lt. Col. Montsro M. ZABAT, pre-war 1st Lt.. 
Traffic Officer of Albey and Sorsogon. Shortly after the Japanese landings 
in Legaepl ha reported to the Headquarters of the Philippine Constabulary 
in Manila., they returned to Albay. 

After the surrender on Bataan, he organized a guerrilla unit in Albay 
with the assistance of Former Mayor HEMPILLO of Oas and Lt. LL V H4R1ZAS, a 
former Constabulary officer. Reports indicate that the activities of the 
group in 1942-43 in raising funds and supplies were indiscriminate and his 
reputation among civilians none too savory. According to Qov. ESCUDKRO ha 
later weeded out bad elements in his group but his reputation remained shady. 

Page 29: 

In June 1944, LAPUS attempted to force MOLIHAS, one of ZABAT's leaders 
into leaving ZABAT and Joining his organization, with no success. In re¬ 
taliation, ZABAT with 90 men on July 21 raided the town of Manito in LAPUS' 
area killing several of the letter's followers and maltreating civilians. 

Crafty and unscrupulously zealous in his efforts to capture command 
of the 5th MD, ZABAT has left few stones unturned in the effort to realise 
his ambition. 

Page 34: 

Cebu Island was Invaded by the Japanese in April 1942. Cebu City with 
a population of 150,000, second largest city in the Philippines, was quickly 
taken. USAFFE forces did considerable demolition work in Cebu City, and 
promptly took to the hills. The Japanese were thereby enabled to occuply 
all the east, central and west coast cities with little effort. 
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As soon as surface resistance had teen overcome, the Japanese reduced 
Dost of their garrisons and left many of the towns under the control of puppet 
constabulary troops. Several prominent pre-war mayors and government offi¬ 
cials were induced by the Japanese to stay at their posts in "puppet" capa¬ 
cities. The action of USAFTB forces in not putting up an initial determined 
resistance to the invader, enabled them to escape to the hills with a large 
quantity of arms, ammunition and supplies. Guerrilla units were quickly 
formed in the hills. The power of guerrilla units soon made itself felt in 
the cities, and most of the puppet officials became collaborators of the 
guerrillas. Those who did not collaborate were either eliminated or educated 
into a state of neutrality. 

The guerrilla resistance movement in Cebu is the story of the growth 
of the CUSHINQ-FEUTON unit. With the occupation of central Cebu by the 
Japanese, several small guerrilla unite had emerged in the lightly garrisoned 
northern and southern parts of the island. By mid-1942, the northern units 
were under the command of Harry TEUTON. The southern and central Cebu units 
were organized under Lt. Col. James CUSHING. These two Americans were the 
strongest leaders in their respective areas. TEUTON took into his command 
any person with a rifle. These ram were for the most oart ex-USATTT personnel, 
and at If net oartly trained. 

Harry TEUTON, commander of the original northern Cebu guerrilla group, 
is reported to be oroperly Aaron TEINSTEIN, an American 33 years of age and 
married to a Filipina. He is sold to have been an enlisted men on duty at the 
Sternberg Hospitel in Manila and later purchased his discharge to become a 
radio announcer. Before surrender, he had teen an announcer at XZRC, Cebu City, 
and made meny anti-Jananese pronouncements on his program. He claims he woe 
commissioned by Oen. CHYNOV.ITH and then went to the hills before surrender. He 
is said to have trusted no one. He was hard to approach but was friendly after 
he become acquainted. He usually did business through his adjutant and was 
rtrd to contact directly. Except for tho'-e nearest him, no one seemed to like 
him. He was feared but not loved by hie men; was loyal to the US. His feelings 
toward the Jaoenese and all soles and collaborators were violent, and he hung 
all suspects his men could capture. He was bold and outspoken to the point of 
being indiscreet in his public announcements. 

Page 35: 

The Cebu area long enjoyed the reputation for having killed more 
Japanese than any other area. In their efforts to stemp out Japanese and 
Japanese sy:.pathizers, the men, reportedly under TEIITON, went to extremes and 
many wanton killings of innocent citizens were reported. 

Page 36: 

The team of CJSHL.w and F8ICT0N had continued to function successfully 
and was in public favor until early 1943. Then mounting rumors regarding Fenton's 








many executions and his private life began to alleniate the public from FENTON 
to center attention on CUSHING. To some extent both came under public censure 
in that their many attacks on the Japanese brought reprisals on civilian 
communities. As FENTON's unpopularity became more widespread, many of his men 
began to leave since they feared that TEUTON's activities would destroy any 
possibility of QHQ recognising the Cebu command anA furnishing them with sup¬ 
plies. TEUTON's refusal to print money and pay the men, further aggravated the 
situation. 

Also, relationships between TEUTON and CUSHING began to suffer. CUSHING 
disagreed with Fenton's policy of isolation anl his strict money policy. Oushing 
believed that a solution to the currency problem would solve the mid-1943 
impasse. Cushing later insisted that only regular money should be obtained, 
otherwise none should be printed on CEBU. He also resented Fenton's growing 
distrust of Governor ABELLANA who was carrying on some of the pre-war functions 
of civil government in the province. 

TEUTON and CUSHING claimed to have about 9,000 men under their command 
at this time. 0 e third of these were civilian volunteers, and about half the 
the 9,000 were aPmed. Ammunition was being manufactured in limited amounts in 
various small towns. Troops near headquarters were reported to be well 
disciplined, but discipline of troops in outlying unite decreased as the 
distance from headquarters increased. 

Although CUSHING did not doubt FENTON 1 e loyalty, the breach in their 
viewpoints regarding policy persisted. FENTON was becoming more eodentrlo, 
his killings became more wanton, the lack of pay for the men and the con¬ 
stant Japanese raids caused further disaffection, and many men began to leave 
for other islands. The food situation became critical and the organisation 
was reported to be on the verge of breaking tip. 

Page 37: 

?Ucognizing the need for outside help, CUSHING finally decided in mid- 
July 1943 to go to Negroe and confer with Major VILLfAMOB. Badly weakened from 
malaria and in the face of FENTON's insistence that they appeal to no one for 
aid, Oushing departed with a small party including Lt. Col. Oegarlo BAUBA, a 
trusted assistant. He left verbal Instructions with his Executive Officer, 

Lt. Col. Bicardo ESTHELLA, to arrest FENTON and hold him until his return 
should conditions warrant. He also left with ESTRELLA a sealed envelope 
stating t hat i f he, Oushing, should be captured or should an equal fate befall 
F nton, ESTHELLA should assume command of the unit. Oushing reached southern 
Negros about the first of September. He received no help from OHQ, and since 
Villamor was in no position to assist, Oushing returned to Cebu in October. 

Meanwhile, ESTRELLA has taken over the Cebu Command with more than the 
spirit of "acting" commander. On 19 August, he called a conference of the 






various battalion loader* and oonrinced than of the neoeeoltj for eliminating 
FINTOI. possibly on the charge that XUiTOI condemned father Partio DBUMM, a 
Cebu missionary, without reaeon. Spearheaded bp the battalions of Capt. Bernal 
HALI, then lorthwest Section Commander, and MeJ. Bogaclano I8PIRITU of the 
last Bobu Battalion, a strong force was sent to cap ture fSSTOV and various of 
his loyal officers. Little oppos ition was net and fKHTOI and 14 of his olosest 
assistants wore brought back to ISTBXLLA's headquarters as prisoners. On 16 
September, VXITOI was tried, accused of violating several of the Articles of 
War and summarily executed. Several of Fenton's aides wer* siso executed. 
Bxtrolla then began a campaign of reorganisation which he olalaod was for the 
best Interest of Gushing. Bxcluslve of the southern Cebu unit which had besn 
dispersed to other islands froa overwhelming Jap pressure, Xstrella claimed to 
have about 3,6000 men in the new organisation. 

CUSHIIO returned froa legros in Yoveaber 1943 and found I STB1L IA had 
assumed actual oomand and that there was son* evidence that XSTRXLLA. had agreed 
with the Japanese to deliver CUSHIIO to then for P60.000. CUS HIIO was al so 
Incensed at Istrella's abuse of his authority in dealing with VXITOI. ISTHILIA 
was nlaeed on trial and later executed, but reports Indicate that CUSHIIO 
possible had nothing to do with this affair. 

Throughout December and early January 1944, CUSHIIO worked on the re¬ 
building of his unit. The Japanese attacked heavily again in January 1944 
and nearly captured the headquarters and came close to destroying the entire or¬ 
ganisation. CUSHIIO was recognised CO of the Cebu Area Command as a measure 
to bolstor the morale of the forces. 
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Their weapons at this time were some 2,700 assorted pieces including 
14 machine guns, 6 mortars and 33 auto-rifles. They also maintained a few 
ordnance shops for manufacturing small amounts of ammunition and making repairs. 
CUSHIIO maintained strict discipline and most of his officers had the respeot 
and liking of their men. As instructions from OHQ emphasised intelligence 
rather than offensive effort, the general policy during this period was to 
■lie low*• 

By June 1944, CUSHIIO claimed to have approximately 25,000 volunteer 
guards available in Cebu of which half were able-bodied men fit for military 
service. A good part of these Cushing asserted, wore in training. Probably 
because of the revived guerrilla program the Japanese again initiated punitive 
expeditions in force during August and succeeded in breaking up much of their 
activity. However, on several occasions, Cushing managed to strike back in¬ 
flicting. heavy casualties on the Japanese. 

By the end of October, the Japanese had evacuated southern Cebu and 
CUSHIIO was operating unmolested south of the Carcar-Plnamungajan Line. He 
also has units in the Bantayan and Camotes Islands. On 2 lovember, he received 
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Additional supplies from GHQ and was again engaging tha Japan*•• in oantral 
Cebu* The strength was last reported to bs 7,956 offiosrs and men, with over 
3,000 assorted weapons. 

Pace 39s 

Strong Japansss garrisons and a good road net, effording tha ene^r 
fair mobility, and tha prassnoa of numerous Japanese patrols, hare liaitsd 
the Luzon guerrilla resistance aoreaent to an "underground.” The organiza¬ 
tion and control of Luzon forces at present is far below that existing in tha 
Visages or Mindanao. Balds and campaigns by tha Japanese, and political 
pressure brought ta bear on guerrillas and those who support than, hare re¬ 
sulted in frequent changes of loyalties and organizational hierarchies. 

Unification of command such as has bean achieved In tha Tisayas and on Min¬ 
danao has not been attained on Luzon, The picture is rather one of many groups ef 
varying sizes, some cooperating and a few at odds with their neighbors, but 
all maintaining an underground organisation concerned more with Intelligence, 
sabotage, propaganda and assassination than with actual ambushes and patrol 
action. 
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The activities of EHRI^UBZ were suspected by the Japanese and he was 
placed in a concentration camp in Manila, He was released in October 1943 by 
the General Amnesty Orders when Independence was granted the Philippines. 

FHEIQUXZ, directing the activities of Baguio and the Hacoco Store from Manila, 
reassembled the guerrilla groups, patching up differences between them. Tha 
reorganized unit covered particularly Mountain Province, Pangaslnan, and 
Isabela,

Badlo messages have been received from VOLCKMANN since early September 
1944 covering all of the 1st Military District in northern Luzon with sum¬ 
maries of eneiy strength and activities and dally reports on shipping and 
other enezy activities from San Fernando, La Union, area. 
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This guerrilla organization is known as USAF1P K) (Northern Luzon), 

The organization covers the 1st Military District and is believed to comprise 
most of the guerrilla units in this area Including many groups Identified with 
EHRIQ.UXZ. Approximate command strength is reported to be three partially 
armed regiments totalling 10,000 men, and called the 11th Division. The unit 
is believed to be 50 to 60 percent armed and is short of ammunition and medical 
supplies. They are mainly active in sabotage, ambushing, training and 
intelligence. 
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Many reports on guerrilla activities In Mindoro are unclear or ambi¬ 
guous, but it is clear the conflicting ambitions of guerrilla leaders hare 
led to increasing friction between groups and have prevented ef fee tire uni¬ 
fication of command. In an effort to extend their powers, guerrilla leaders 
hare inducted civilians to a point where they hare been unable to arm, feed 
and pay them. As a result the civilian population has carried a heavy burden 
in some areas willingly, others under compulsion. 

Page 62: 

Reports from October 1944 indicated that the HUTTI and JTBtADO-BEUJNOIO 
factions have come to blows. Both groups have been advised to cease hostili¬ 
ties and concentrate their maximum efforts against the common eneay. 

The advice seems to have been disregarded. At any rate, JTJHADO was killed 
by Mindoro guerrillas in November 1944.

I have known Oaneral Tomoyuki Tamashlta since about the year 1897, at 
which tine Z waa 14 yeara old. Va ware from the ease Prefecture and attended 
cadet achool together for preparation for the Military Academy. We ware In 
cloee personal contact and aaaoclatlon through achool daya and through our 
graduation from the Military Academy and up until the time we atarted our 
actual military caraera In the Japanaaa Army, following that. It Juat ae 
happened that we were always assigned at different stations and newer served 
together. General Tameshita spent a considerable part of hla service, especially 
In later yeara, outside of Japan, while I spent all of m? service.in Japan 
except for the year 1917 when I waa Military Attache to Buasia, the years 
1919-1922 and the yeara 1933-1934 when I waa doing Military Attache duty In 
Poland and Bumanla. In the summer of 1939 I went to China as a division com¬ 
mander and in the fall of 1940 I went to Mongolia as an army commander. I be¬ 
came 111, however, and waa retired from the army In the fall of 1941 for physical 
disability. 

During all of these years, however. General Tamashlta and I kept In 
touoh with each other by correspondence and by always seeing each other when¬ 
ever the opportunity presented itself. Through ay long years of association 
with him and through being an officer in the Japanese army, X am acquainted with 
General Tamashlta 1 s personal reputation and his reputation as an army officer. 

His personal reputation is that of an upright, sedate and good cltlsen of a 
pleasant, kindly and human disposition and is a man of simple and complete 
honesty. He is particularly known for his friendly manner and for his ability 
to make and retain friends for many years. During his years as a poor, young, 
officer, he was known as having helped his family in a financial way. He is 
known to be of an even disposition and not quarrelsome or given to force and 
violence. 


Some of the same characteristics concerning his personal reputation 
are also included in his professional reputation as an officer. His kindly 
and human disposition has endeared him to all who have served with him and, 
particularly, to those who have served under him. He is known as a strict 
disciplinarian, requiring a high degree of conduct and performance from his 
subordinates but at the same time is an officer who has never misused 
privileges attending his high rank and position. Always he was known to maks 
absolutely oertaln where any mistake had been made, that upon reflection, he 
would determine whether he himself had been at fault instead of his subordinate 
before taking action against that subordinate; but then taking action swiftly 
and surely. His reputation as a combat general and tactician is well established. 
Knowing his personal character and his upright and honest nature I am sure for 
that reason,.if for no other, that he would always require a high degree of person 
conduct from those serving under him. 


I have been informed by Major Gay, that American public opinion has in generi 
classified Japanese officers into two groups - first, the 'Extremist group" 
or that group that advooated large military establishments and aggressive 
military action by Japan, - second, the "moderate group" or that which ad¬ 
vocated military establishments only of sufficient else to adequately defend 
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Japan and who opposed any aggressive and unwarranted military action. On the 
baaia of thia classification, General *amashita would fall into the "moderate" 
group. 

X bare read the charges pending againat General Taaashita before the 
military oomniasion at Manila and, knowing him as I hare for theaa many years, 

I am positive that he could not hare ordered his troops to hare committed 
these atrocities or that he would hare permitted these atrocities to bo committed 
if he had known of them and had been in a poaltion to prevent them.

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Statement of General J&zunshlao UQAK1 

My nan* it Kazunshige UOAKI. I an a retired general In the Japan*se Arsy 
and reelde at Haguoka, Shizuoka Prefecture, Japan. 

X hare known General Tanaehlta since the year 1934, at,which tine I was 
Minister of Var and was engaged In the task of starting the reduction 
and reorganisation of the Japanese Army. General Tanashita, who was 
then a Major, was assigned to the Var Ministry. I then went out as 
Var Minister, but in 1929 came back In again as Var Minister and General 
Tamashita, then a Lieutenant Colonel, was again in the Var Ministry as 
a member of the Military Affairs Bureau of the Var Office. He bad 
been in the Bureau under the previous administration and stayed on under 
me. For a period of fire years, X was Governor General of Korea and 
General Tamashita served there as a Brigade Commander In 1936 and 1937. 

X have now retired from the army and public life but have kept in touch 
at various times with General Tamashita. Due to ay long association 
and contacts with him, I feel X know him Intimately. I know his repu¬ 
tation both for his personal life and his professional life. His per¬ 
sonal reputation is that he is a strong character, clean and honest and 
of a kindly and gentle disposition. His professional reputation i* that 
he is an excellent and energetic soldier and a firm but fair disciplin¬ 
arian and liked and admired by his subordinates. He is regarded as a 
general whoc has ho political ambitions. 

During the period of time I was Var Minister, X took the position that 
the Japanese Army should be redhead in size but that, at the same time, 
it should be modernised and mechanized. Xt was my policy that the any 
should be large enough only for the defense of the Xmplre and not for any 
aggression. X started that programs during ay first tour of duty as 
War Minister in 1934 and then finished it up during my second tour in 
1929-30. General Kamashlta assisted in the preparation of theplans for 
the reduction of the a rmj and the plan was carried thru the Diet even 
tho strongly opposed by certain factions, cliques and the military. Oeiw 
eral Tamashita's views, concerning the army and the military, co-lnclded 
with my own. After resigning my post as Governor General of Korea and 
after my second tour as Var Minister, I reoeived and order from the Emper¬ 
or to form a cabinet but I could not do so because of the objection from 
factions, especially the military, who had not forgotten that the arsy 
was reduced at my behest. Later when Prince Konoye was called upon to form a ca¬ 
binet and I was designated in that cabinet as foreign minister. As such, 

I came forward with the policy that the so-called "China. Incident" should 
be settled and that peaceful relations should be established with China. 

I was able to stay on as Foreign Minister only about five months and 

was forced to resign because of the opposition with the nation and certain groups 
and factions who were against ny policy of restoring immediate peace between 
Japan and China. During the period of ny office, however, X kept up relations 
with China and advocated the policy of friendly relations with the British 
Xmplre and the United States and maintained close association with the 
British Ambassador, Mr. Craigle, and the American Ambassador, Mr. Grew. 

General Tamashita was not at any time associated with any of the cliques, 
factions or groups, that I have referred to as having opposed my policies. 

Xt was my idea that there should be cooperation between all countries 
rather than war, bit my opponents believed that Japanese policy should be 
based on military might. I believe that General Tamashita shared ny view 
and opinions on matters of foreign policy as well as on the army reorgan¬ 
isation. He is well thot of by the people and is the type of man needed for 
the future of the country.

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ty ntM &• Toshljlro Umeru. I am a general in the Japanese arny 
and reside in the City of Toloro, I was originally commiesioned 

in the army in 1904 and assigned to the Infantry. Thereafter X had a company, 
regimental, brigade and divisional commands as veil as various tours of 
staff duty, for a period of time I was in command of the Japanese army at 
Tientsin in Ohina and for aperlod of five years as Commander in Chief of 
the Kvangtung Army in Manchuria. I was relieved Of this assignment last year 
and was appointed Chief of the Amy General Staff, a post which I continued to 
hold until the termination of the war. I have known General tamashlta for about 
thirty years and at several times in our careers we have served together and I 
feel that I know him intimately. Be served with me as a Captain in Switserland as 
an Assistant to the Military Attache and also with me in the Ministry of War. 

I am acquainted with his general reputation and will state that General Tamashlta 
bears a reputation as being a man of excellent character and of being an able 
soldier and officer. 

In 1941 General Tamashlta headed a Japanese army mission to Germany, 
the purpose of which was to study the German military establishment and 
to ascertain how the Germans had succeeded in building up such a strong 
military force. General Tamashlta returned from Germany in July, 1941 and 
stopped off in Manchuria where I was then stationed and visited me. He told me 
that Japan needed mudh reorganising and that her armed services needed much 
improving before she would be ready for a major war. He particularly mentioned 
improvement of the Air force and mechanisation and motorlsation of the ground 
forces. 

General Tamashlta had no connection with any political ambitious group or 
clique, supposing that such a clique did exist, as is evidenced by the fact that 
he was not in Tokyo, except for very short periods, during the last ten years.- 
I am also aware of the grouping of Japanese Generals in the mind of the American 
public as "political" generals and otherwise. General T^pnashita was not a 
political general as he spent most of his time either in the field with troops or 
away on military affairs duties in other countries. 

At no time was any policy directive or order issued by any high Japanese 
War Office directing or authorising any Japanese troops to engage in any excesses 
such as murder or massacre of civilians and the unnecessary destruction of pro¬ 
perty or the mistreatment of prisoners of war. If any such directive had been 
issued I am sure that I would have known it. 

I believe in 1929 General UGAXI was War Minister and at that time Oenerel 
Tamashlta - then a lieutenant Colonel - was in the War Office and in accordance with 
Ugaki's policy of reduction of the army, Tamashlta assisted in the preparation 
of the plan for this reduction of the Janenese army by four divisions. 

After the successful conclusion of the camcaigps ageinst Malaya and 
Singapore, General Tamashlta in the course of discussions of the war stated to 
me "General, we went in the wrong direction in this war" I gathered that he felt 
that our participation in the war had been unwise and he also stated that we 
should not have started the Jspanese-Araerlcan war. 
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As an illustration of the kindly and gentle nature of the man I wish to 
point out an instance. When General Yamashlta returned froa Germany he brought 
ne a gift and one night hare expected from such a soldier to receive a sword or 
soae weapon Indicative of the military profession. Instead of that he brought 
ne a beautiful little statue of a little girl,'Sitting on a bench. Be seemed 
to think that the statue was very pretty and evidenced great pleasure in pre¬ 
senting it to me. 

When X learn of the charges now pending against General Tamashlta, know¬ 
ing him as I have for many year, X cannot believe he would order any such things 
to be done or would condone his subordinates doing such things, or would he 
permit such things to happen if it wore in his power to stop them.

To the Commander of the Japanese Forces In INTRAMUROS: 

Your situation Is hopeless - your defeat Inevitable. I 
offer you an honorable surrender. If you decide to accept raise 
a large Filipino flag over the Red Cross Flag now flying and send 
an unarmed emissary with white flag to our lines. This must be 
done within four hours or I am coming In. In event you do not ac¬ 
cept my offer I exhort you that, true to the spirit of the BUSHIDO 
and the code of the SAMURAI, you permit all civilians to evacuate 
the INTRAMUROS by the VICTORIA gate without delay, in order that 
no innocent blood be shed.

A. On the night of our escape.

I passed 
through a hole and, in doing so, heard a soldier readying his rifle to 
shoot at me, but didn't* 

35. Q# Do you know what happened to the people you left behind at Fort Santiago? 
A* 1 saw there was a fire in the building. 

36. Q. In the building in which you had been confined? 

A. Yes, sirj and I was informed by the people that came out and whom I 
later saw at the hiding place at the river's edge, that they had been 
burned. 

37. Q. Do you know these people that told you the others were burned? 

A* I don't know them; they were just telling me about it after our escape.

38. Q. Then, on or about the 17th of February, you escaped from the dugout 

and entered Intramuros by way of Cabildo Street? 

A. Yes, sir. 

39. Q* Where did you go from there? 

A. I hid in the Santa Isabel College ruins. I changed places many times 
to keep from being detected, then hid my personal things in a dugout 
amid the ruins. 

40. Q. Were other people with you at Santa Isabel College or were you there 

alone? 

A. There were three children and two women also in hidingj these people 
gave me food for three days. 

41. Q. Did you know these people? 

A. I don't know their names, but they were brought to where we are now 
(Welfareville); however, they are no longer here. 

42. Q. On the 23rd of February you were rescued by the Americans? 

A. Yes, sir. 

43. Q. Have you anything further to say? 

A. AH I can say is that I am very grateful to the Americans for rescuing 
me, and I will never forget what the Americans have done for us. ff 
my services are ever required by them, I will gladly make myself avail¬ 
able.

41. Q. Give me the names of the people you knew who were your companions? 

A. I did not know their family names. Four of them were already 

Inside. They said they had been there four days and four nights already 

in that room. Formerly there were twenty-one. They said a civilian with 
a mask pointed out the men who were guerrillas and took fifteen men away. 
Nine of several shells exploded and two of them hit in our room, killing 
three persons* 

42. Q. Were you injured at that time? 

A. No, sir. . The following day we asked for food and water. They gave 
us little food and little water. Those who were very weak could not get 
any. 
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44. Q. And did you escape? 

A. Yea, air, but before that the Japaneae placed some more 
prisoners In that room. There were almost 1000 people In the room. 

We were packed In like sardines and standing up all time so that food 
could not get In there. Through the night there was no air because 
they closed the windows. Many died from hunger and thirst. 

45. Q. Were the bodies removed? 

A. No, Sir. Even the ones that were killed right away were 
left. That morning we decided to esoape. We were united In the room. 

Our purpose was to break the doors and take some groups and fight the 
Japanese. 

46. Q. Did you try to break the doors? 

A. Yes, sir. 

47. Q. And what happened? 

A. One group tried to break the doors. The other group tried 
to break windows. They were made of light wood. 

48. Q. Did you break out? 

A. Yes, sir. 

49. Q. How many broke out? 

A. 50 to 75. 

50. Q. How many were dead at that time? 

A. My estimation was that 200 out of the 2000 were dead. 

51. Q. Where did you go? Did not the Japanese know you were trying 

to break out? 

A. No, sir. There was a little hole for our heads to pass through. 

I was the fourth one who went through that hole. When we reached the 
other room we found a hole opened by a bomb. 

52. Q. How many got out through the bomb hole? 

A. About 50 to 75. 

53. Q. And where did you go? 

A. We climbed up and found the Pasig River. Then all of us ran 
and slid down the wall Into the river. The first of my companions had 
already swam the river. 

54. Q. I oirole a sand pit by the wall and mark It *B" and ask, "Is 
that the place where you reached the river"? 

A. Yes, sir. 

55. Q. Then what happened? 

A. Then I heard the machine gun fire. I ordered ay companions to 
remove their olothing except the pants. Those who did not swim went along 
the bank. There was a little barge here. I took the big paddle and used 
it as ay guide. We swam In this way. Still, I was followed by machine 
gun fire. I was the first of them in nTl _ 
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56. Q. Did you swim all tha way across the river? 

A. Yea, air. 

57. Q. And then the Anerioana picked you up there? 

A. No, air. 

58. Q. Where did you go from there? 

A. We reated for a while and I aaw a one of ay oomradea with 
their hands up. 

59. Q. You did not aee any more Japaneae after that? 

A. No, air. We a wan to a boat and apent two nighta there and 
came back here the 13th. 

60. Q. Were you wounded? 

A. No, air, I waa not. 

61. Q. You aaid that you attended the University? 

A. Yea, air. Philippine law School. 

62. Q. How long? 

A. One year. 

63* Q. What other schoola did you attend? 

A. SlUlnan University at Dooagoete In Negros Orient*. 

64. Q. Waa your brother with you all during this experience? 

A. Yea, air. We were not separated. 

65. Q. Do you have any more Information to give? 

A. No, sir. 

The witness waa dismissed.

A. 146 Santa Lucia, Intramuros. 

3. Q. How old are you? 

A. 19. 

4. Q. Are you married? 

A. Yes. 

3. Q. Are you a Filipino? 

A. Uy father was but I was born in Hawaii. 

6. Q. How old were you when you came to the Philippines? 

A. Six years old. 

7. Q. Do you have children? 

A. One. 


8. Q. What is your occupation? 

A. Push cart - selling things. 

9. Q. During the time that the Japanese were in Intramuros up to 
February 1 were you ever mistreated by them? 

A. I was slapped several times.

Did you see 
anyone start them? 

A. I saw plenty of houses being burned but I did not see who was 
burning them.

25. Q. One day did a shell hit the building and knock a hole in it? 

A. Yes. One room was busted and these people in that room were 

all killed by that shell.

A. I oan not say. 

28. Q. How many days were you in Fort Santiago? 

A. Two days. 

29. Q. Then what happened? 

A. On the third day we went out. 

30. Q. Did all of you go out? 

A. All in our group but in the other compartments I cannot say. 

31. Q. Did someone come around first and point you out? 

A. Yes, when we came out of our cells there was a man pointing 
them out. 

32. Q. Were the ones who were pointed out taken to the shelter? 

A. I do not know where they were taken. I was not pointed out. 

33. Q. How many do you think were pointed out? 

A. About 20 or more. After all I could not count them in front 
of the Japanese. 

34. Q. Were you taken by the Japanese to an open shelter in the 
foundations of the Governor General's Palace? 

A. Yes. 

35. Q. There was no roof on the shelter? 

A. No. 

36. Q. Was the shelter formed by heavy stone walls of the foundation? 
A. Yes. 

37. Q. How deep was it? 

A. About up to my neck. 

38. Q. When you were put in there, did they say anything to you? 

A. The Japanese advised us to stay in that spot because the 

Americans were coming and they might throw grenades on us. While 
we were there eight soldiers came with rifles and we were counted 
off and they started shooting. By the Grace of God, I was not hit 
by a bullet. Then we were all covered with earth, dead or alive. 

39. Q. How many do you think were there? 

A. 18. 

40. Q. How long did you stay there? 

A. About one-half hour. 
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41* Q. Wore you covered with dirt too? 

A. Tee. 

42. Q. Then you got out? 

A. Tee. 

43. Q. Where did you go? 

A. I went to the ooraer of Celle General Luna and Calle Victoria. 
That io where I met elx Spaniards. 

44. Q. Wee there a small boy with them? 

A. Yes, there was one boy. 

(At this point the witness made the following statements "I 
want to help you all I can because that man pointed out two brothers 
and my father. I understand that you are looking for the same man that 
I am looking for. I cannot forget but I want revenge.") 

45. Q. Was this plaee where you 4ent In the area of Cantabria Hotel? 
A. It was In front of the Cantabria Hotel. 

46. Q. Did the Japanese bother you any more? 

A. No. 

47. Q. Did the Americans come In a couple days afterwards? 

A. After about eight days which I spent In Cantabria. 

48. Q. Did an American tank come through first? 

A. Yes. 

49. Q. Is there anything more? 

A. No more.

REPORT Ql ATROCITIES AX 
FORT SANTIAGO , INTRAMUROS . CITY Of MANILA 


Incriminating evidence of atrocities against civilians in 
the needless, cruel and wanton destruction of human life by Japa¬ 
nese military personnel was found by soldiers of the 129th Infan¬ 
try Regiment during an attack at Fort Santiago, in the "Called 
City," Manila, and the area Immediately south of the Fort on 23 
and 24 February 1945. 

The evidence of these atrocities, resulting In the death of 
an estimated 400 persons, was found in three different places in 
the Fort Santiago sector. Death from all appearances had been 
caused by shooting, bayoneting or starvation. At least one of 
the bodies was that of a woman. Majority of the bodies inspected 
were those of males of from 25 to 45 years of age. 

First group to be found on 23 February 1945 consisted of some 
50 bodies in a room approximately 12 by 15 feet in size. Eye¬ 
witness accounts by the Regimental Commander, Regimental S-2. a 
Battalion Commander a Platoon Leader, the squad leader who first 
entered the building an an enlisted man of the S-2 section tell 
of finding these bullet-riddled bodies with hands tied behind they. 

The bodies were in rows making a pile two or three feet high. 
They were piled in layers. Inspection by the above officers and 
men revealed that the major portion of them had their hands tied 
behind them. From three to six bullet holes, appearing to be a 
shot group from an automatic weapon, could be seen in their backs. 

The bodies were face down, all of them with their heads to¬ 
ward the wall opposite the only door opening into the room. It 
was the concensus of opinion that they had been dead four or five 
days. Bodies were in such a position that a group could have 
been faced against the wall and shot In the back. Then another 
group would be brought In to suffer a like fate and falling over 
the bodies of the first group. Another theory advanced was that 
they could have been killed elsewhere and then brought into the 
building. 

The bodies were shrunken, giving evidence of malnutrition 
and near-starvation. They were unquestionably Oriental in origin 
and witnesses believed they were Filipinos and Chinese. Some of 
their heads were shaved. 
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In addition to the large group there was a group of eight 
bodies in another room in the building. Some of these were par¬ 
tially covered with rubble but those that could be seen had their 
hands tied and carried bullet holes in their backs. Three bodies 
were strewn outside the entrance of the small room. 

On the same date a second group of bodies, numbering approxi¬ 
mately 30 , was found in a small stone building 15 feet square on 
the inside. Three bodies, laying outside the building, were noted 
by American soldiers as they advanced within a few yards of the 
"west wall," south of Fort Santiago. Soldiers were unable to 
make minute inspections because they were forced to withdraw tem¬ 
porarily because of intense heat from nearby burning buildings. 

Upon returning after the fires abated, a platoon sergeant 
discovered three live civilians. They were Filipinos, one able to 
speak English. The other two were in such a weakened physical 
condition they could barely talk. The sergeant found the men 
hiding in holes adjacent to the west wall of the walled city. 

The platoon sergeant upon discovering the civilians and as¬ 
suring himself they were Filipinos asked the one that spoke Eng¬ 
lish If there were any Japanese in the vicinity. The Filipino 
replied in the negative and then pointed out the group of bodies 
In the stone building that heretofore had not been seen by the 
American soldiers. The sergeant viewed the bodies briefly but 
made no detailed inspection. 

Information obtained by the sergeant from his questioning 
of the Filipino consisted of the following: 

The Filipino was one of a group of 58 tubercular pa¬ 
tients who had been removed from a hospital and brought to 
this general area. The women had been separated from the 
men but the civilian did not know what happened to them. 

The men had been moved to the area about two weeks previously 
and left without food or water. The Filipino said he had 
been eating bugs and drinking his own urine for two weeks. 

Whenever one of the civilians asked for water or food 
he was bayoneted by thw Japanese and the bodies placed in 
the building. This was what happened to the survivor being 
questioned by the sergeant. He carried a bayonet wound in 
his back, inflicted, he said, when he asked a Japanese sol¬ 
dier for water. He did not know why he was not killed. He 
stated the people were all Filipinos and had taken refuge 
from American artillery fire in numerous holes nearby. 

A battalion aid man who acted as one of the litter bearers 
for the two weakest civilians had occasion to inspect the wound 
in the English-speaking Filipino's back. The aid man said that 
the wound appeared to have been made with a sharp object, undoubt¬ 
edly a bayonet. He did not talk to the wounded Filipino. 
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On the morning of 24 February 1945 the 129th Infantry Regi¬ 
mental Surgeon an officer obtaining information relative to the 
reported atrocities and two photographers inspected the scene. 

Because of the burned or seared condition of the bodies it was 
difficult to determine if they had been subjected to bayonet, bul¬ 
let or shell fragment wounds, "’ounds could be seen in the chest 
and stomach regions of some of the bodies. It was difficult to 
estimate the length of time the people had been dead. Some ap¬ 
peared to have died more recently than others which would tend to 
bear out the statement of the Filipino that the civilians had 
been killed at intervals or whenever they asked for food or water. 

Bodies in the rear part of the building appeared to have 
been placed side by side, some face up and some face down. Near 
the doorway the bodies were in a state of disorder, being strewn 
over each other in a grotesque mass. It appeared the bodies 
nearer the only doorway had been thrown Inside indiscriminately 
and hurriedly. 

On 24 February 1945 after the Fort Santiago sector had been 
secured a third group of bodies was found. Circumstantial evi¬ 
dence pointing to the cause of death indicated possibly a more 
diabolical, cruel and premeditated atrocity than the others. 

The strong stench of decaying flesh led to the discovery of 
this third group of bodies. The Regimental S-2, accompanied by 
several enlisted men, sought to determine the source of this stench. 
Probing around in the rubble of the dungeoned area of Fort San¬ 
tiago they came upon two closed steel doors approximately seven 
feet high. These double doors were bolted from the outside by 
means of an ancient-type one-inch iron bar that was operated by 
means of a long steel handle. It had been further secured by 
wrapping lengths of wire so that the bolt could not be moved. 

Concussion from shelling probably sprung the two steel doors 
so it was with difficulty that the bolt or latch could be opened. 

It was finally accomplished and the doors opened. Men opening 
the doors said the stench struck them in the face as if it had 
physical force. 

This scene of atrocity was viewed by the Regimental Commander, 
Regimental S-2, a Battalion Commander, a Company Commander, pho¬ 
tographer and numerous other persons. Photographs were taken 
and as close an Inspection as circumstances permitted was made. 

The following are facts determined by the inspection and compo¬ 
site opinions of those viewing the scene: 

The dungeon consisted of stone walls approximately five feet 
thick. In addition to the double steel doors there was a window- 
like opening approximately five feet wide and three feet high. 

It was boarded up on the inside and rocks had been piled on the 
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outside closing off the window from air or light. Two feet behind 
the steel doors was a steel-bar door, also closed. Other steel 
bars could be made out in the darkness of the interior dividing 
the 15 by 18-foot room into compartments. So thick Xere the walls 
and roof the room had not been disturbed on the Inside by arti¬ 
llery or bombing. One officer who went part way Into the room 
during policing-up details estimated its size as 15 by 20 feet. 

He stated the iron bars formed a cage-like cell inside the room. 

More than 30 bodies could be counted near the entrance. 

Those near the entrance were piled up and from their positions 
indicated they had died in an instinctive effort to go toward the 
only exit despite the fact it was closed. The officer who entered 
the room estimated it contained between 250 and 300 bodies. One 
body was next to the barred door, another was in a semi-sitting 
position with the others nearby in disorder. Other bodies could 
be distinguished further to the rear of the room. One of the 
bodies near the door was that of a woman. 

The bodies were of Orientals. Head hair on two of the bo¬ 
dies near the doorway was long and similar to that of Filipinos. 

It was impossible to detect any wounds on the partially de¬ 
composed bodies. There was every indication that they had died 
of starvation. 

A point of similarity surrounding all of these atrocities 
was the appearance of starvation or acute malnutrition. The cal¬ 
culated cruelty of the Japanese military personnel in the Walled 
City can be illustrated by this malnutrition for considerable 
rice and grain was found by American troops throughout the build¬ 
ings previously occupied by the Japanese. Japanese prisoners 
were in excellent physical shape and in many cases full mess kits 
of good food (by Japanese standards) were found on the bodies of 
dead enemy soldiers. It becomes apparent that an acute lack of 
food did not lead to the atrocities but the possibility of a fore¬ 
seen shortage of food might have motivated the mass killings. 

In the opinion of a medical officer the people inside the 
dungeon probably had been dead for seven to 10 days. The starved 
and dehydrated condition of the people before death would account 
for the fact their bodies were not bloated and swelled when found. 

The dungeon's thick ceiling and walls made it bombproof and 
the inside was not disturbed by any American military activity. 
This fact leads additional weight to the theory the people were 
locked in the dungeon and left to starve.

Personally appeared before me the undersigned, authorised 
by military law to administer oaths, one Colonel J. D. Frederick, 
0-12453, Commanding Officer, 129th Infantry Regiment, who being 
duly sworn deposes and says* 

On 23 February 1945 I personally observed an act of atro¬ 
city committed by Japanese military personnel at Fort Santiago, 
in the "Walled City," Manila. 

The evidence of the atrocity consisted of 40 or 50 bullet- 
riddled bodies piled In a small room of a large stone building. 
Hands of the bodies had been tied together. The bodies were 
face down with heads toward the wall opposite the only entrance 
to the room. They were In two or three layers and bullet holes 
could be seen In the backs of the uppermost layer. Other wounds 
in some of the corpses could possible have been Inflicted with 
a knife or bayonet. 

Some of the bodies had their heads completely or partially 
shaved and others appeared to be naturally bald. They were un¬ 
questionably Orientals and I judge they were Filipinos and Chi¬ 
nese. I believe all were males. 

From the position of the bodies It Is possible that the 
people were brought Into the room, faced toward the back wall 
and then shot. Another group would then be brought In and like¬ 
wise lined up and shot, their bodies falling across those of the 
original group. 

In another part of the building there were eight bodies 
partially covered with debris. The hands of these bodies were 
also tied and they apparently suffered the same fate as those 
In the larger room. 

The next day (24 February 1945) I Investigated another 
scene of atrocity that was committed in a dungeon of Fort San¬ 
tiago. Discovery of the atrocity was made when a double steel 
door, that had been bolted and wired shut from the outside, was 
forced open. A second door of steel bars was behind the double 
steel door and behind this was a group of bodies. I would esti¬ 
mate 30 bodies were near the entrance and their positions indi¬ 
cated they had made a struggle to escape. There were other bo¬ 
dies further back in the darkness of the cell. Apparently they 
had been placed In the cell and left to starve. There were both 
men and women In this group. 

The total number of bodies could not have been ascertained 
because they were piled several deep. The stench from the bo¬ 
dies was virtually unbearable and the stage of decomposition 
precluded detailed Investigation.

Personally appeared before me the undersigned, authorized by 
military law to administer oaths, one Major Frank J. Mlddelberg, 
O-454898 Headquarters 129th Infantry Regiment, who being duly 
sworn deposes and says: 

As S-2 of the 129th Infantry Regiment I had occasion to in¬ 
vestigate two reports of atrocities against Filipino and Chinese 
civilians at Fort Santiago, "Walled City," Manila, on 23 and 24 
February 1945. 

The first investigation was of 40 or 50 bodies in a small 
room (about 12 by 15 feet in size) of a large stone building. 

These bodies were piled on each other, in some places four deep. 

All of their feet pointed to the only doorway into the room. I 
noted that their hands were tied behind their backs. 

Bullet holes could be seen in the back of the bodies on the 
top row or layer. It appeared to me that all of the bodies were 
males and I Judge they were from 25 to 40 years of age. Eight 
other bodies were beneath some rubble in another larger room of 
the building. These bodies, likewise, had their hands tied and 
had been shot in the back. A few other bodies were scattered near 
the doorway of the smaller room. 

On 24 February 1945 I was investigating to determine the source 
of a strong stench of decaying flesh. In my search I found a 
double steel door, bolted and wired shut. Some enlisted men as¬ 
sisting me cut the wire to the bolt-like latch. The two doors 
were sprung inward slightly - probably as a result of artillery 
fire - but with considerable effort we were able to slide the 
bolt and kick open the door. As the doors opened a terrific 
stench seemed to blast from the inside. Behind the steel doors 
were steel bars and behind these were bodies of Orientals. The 
room was dark, but I could see about 30 bodies next to the open 
door. The first body dlscaraable, I believe, was that of a woman. 
The others I could see appeared to be males. 

I could see no evidence of wounds on the bodies. It appeared 
as if some of the occupants had been n struggling to get free and 
collapsed against the bars of the steel cage. 

Due to the thickness of the walls and celling the inside of 
the dungeon had not been disturbed by artillery or bombing. All 
Indications pointed to the fact that the civilians were locked 
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in the cell, the steel door bolted and left to die of starvation.

On 24 February 1945 I observed the bodies of approximately 30 
individuals on the floor of a small 15 foot square building near the 
west wall, south of Fort Santiago, "Walled City," Manila. 

The bodies had been burned and it was difficult to determine 
the cause of death. I noticed several bodies had wounds in their 
chests or backs but whether these were bullet, bayonet or shell 
fragment wounds I could not state. 

From the condition of the bodies I /-ould judge they had been 
dead four or five days. They appeared to be Filipinos or Chinese 
men. I did not identify any women. Their ages would vary from 
25 to 40 years. 

Bodies in the rear of the building seemed to have been placed 
in an orderly row. however, those nearest the door appeared to 
have been dumped there. At least four bodies were strewn around 
the outside of the building.

On 26 February 1945 I entered a dungeon-like room at Fort San¬ 
tiago, "Walled City," Manila containing the bodies of Orientals who 
apparently had been locked in by the Japanese and left to die. I 
was making a check on the results of an attempt to burn the bodies 
with oil as we cleaned up the area. Only a few of the bodies near 
the doorway had been burned in this first effort. 

Although I did not go far inside the room for a c^ose inspec¬ 
tion, I estimate it was 15 by 20 feet in size. In addition to about 
30 bodies piled near the door, others were scattered in a similar 
manner throughout the room. 1 estimate the total number of bodies 
in the room to be between 250 and 300. One of the bodies near the 
door was that of a woman. 

The room was partitioned into a cell formed by iron bars. It 
was almost half the size of the room. Bodies littered the floor 
there too. 

It appeared the people in the dungeon had been locked in and 
left to starve. The bodies were thin and emaciated and by the po¬ 
sitions it appeared they had been inside the dungeon when death oc¬ 
curred.

Personally appeared before me the undersigned, authorised 
by military law to administer oaths, one Frank J. Shldeler, 
0-348424, First Lieutenant, 129th Infantry Regiment, who being 
duly sworn deposes and says: 

On 24 February 1945, I was sent out on a mission to Inves¬ 
tigate and secure photographs of atrocities committed by the 
Japanese In the Fort Santiago, "Vailed City," sector of Manila. 

The first evidence I saw was a group of bodies -- I esti¬ 
mate there were 40 — piled In a 15-foot square stone building. 
The bodies had been burned or seared by Intense heat from fires 
In nearby buildings. 

Wounds In the bodies could have been made by bullets, ba¬ 
yonets or shell fragments, however, I could not tell which. As 
far as I could determine the bodies were of male Orientals, 
probably Filipinos. In the rear of the building the corpses 
appeared to have been placed In a row. Near the door they were 
plied several deep In disarray and appeared to have been thrown 
Into the room. At least a half dozen other bodies were strewn 
around the outside of the building. 

At another place I observed a second atrocity. This had 
been committed apparently by locking people Inside a dungeon, 
leaving them to starve. The entrance to the dungeon conslated 
of a double steel door that had been bolted and wired from the 
outside. A second door, consisting of steel bars, was Imme¬ 
diately behind the first. This was the only entrance as a 
three by five foot window had been boarded up and reinforced 
with stones. 

The dungeon appeared to me to be approximately 15 by 18 
feet In size and was divided Into compartments by Iron bars. 

In the dim light, bodies could be distinguished all over the 
floor. I counted 25 piled next to the entrance. One was laying 
against the Iron bar door and another was In a seml-slttlng po¬ 
sition. Others were piled several deep. From the positions of 
their bodies I believe these people had made a last Instinctive 
struggle for freedom. It appeared they had died of starvation. 

Bodies were In bad condition and I would judge death had 
occurred many days previous to the American shelling of the 
Walled City. Shelling had not disturbed the bodies In the dun¬ 
geon as Its walls and celling were at least five feet thick.

On 34 February 1945, ten minutes before the death of first Lieutenant Louis 
A. Skaggs, 0-1306899, Oompany L. 129th Infantry fieglment, I secured Information 
from him relative to atrocities committed by the Japanese In Tort Ssntiago, "Vai¬ 
led City", In Manila. Lieutenant Skaggs personally saw these atrooltles and des¬ 
cribed them to me In connection vlth making a certification for an offiolal re¬ 
port. He was killed shortly thereafter by a fragment from an artillery shell. 

These are the facts related to me by Lt. Skaggsi 

"I entered the building early In the afternoon of 23 February 1945 and in 
a concrete room I observed the atrooltles. The room was probably 15 feet square 
and there were two,or three layers of bodies on the floor. I did not make an 
actual count but I estimate there were 50 bodies in the group. 

Most of them had their hands tied behind them. Those I inspected closely 
had three to five bullet holes In their backs. It appeared that the holes re¬ 
presented a shot group' from an automatic weapon. I am sure they were shot and 
not bayonetted. 

All of them I noted were men wearing only shorts. They looked like Fili¬ 
pinos and Chinese and were unmlstakenly Oriental. 

In another larger and more open room of the building beneath the wreckage 
of the fallen roof X saw eight other bodies. Their hands were tied vlth cord, 
the same as the larger group in the other room. Because of the wreckage I did 
not Inspect them closely so I cannot say if they were wounded In a manner simi¬ 
lar to the others. I would Judge moot of the bodies were those of men between 
30 and 45 years of age. 

To me it appeared that they probably were shot in the back and stacked up 
in the building. They were placed in layers, face down, with the head next to 
the wall opposite the one door into the room."

About 1400 on 23 February 1945, as my platoon was advancing 
toward the "west wall" a short distance south of Fort Santiago, 
"Walled City", In Manila I saw the bodies of three civilians 
along a stone fence and near a small building. Shortly there¬ 
after, heat from fires In larger nearby buildings forced our 
lines to withdraw temporarily. 

At 1830 we returned to a point near the west wall and saw 
three men who identified themselves as Filipinos. Two of them 
were so weak from lack of food we carried them by litter to the 
aid station. They could not speak English. 

The third man could speak English and was in good enough 
physical condition to walk back to the aid station. I asked 
him if there were any Japanese about and he replied there were 
none; however, he told me of a group of bodies In a nearby build¬ 
ing. 


We went to the building that had been burned and saw the bo¬ 
dies littering the floor. The building was probably 15 feet 
square on the- inside and I Judge there were 30 bodies on the 
floor. They appeared to have been thrown into the building after 
death because of the piled-up position. 

I did not make a close inspection of any of the bodies but 
could see some of them were wounded but due to the fact they had 
been burned or scorched I could not state whether or not these 
were bayonet, bullet or shell fragment wounds. They were all 
men that I could identify and I would Judge their ages as from 25 
to 40 years. 

I questioned the Filipino who could speak English and this is 
what he told me: He was one of a group of 58 male tubercular pa¬ 
tients at a hospital who were turned out and taken to this gene¬ 
ral area where they were left without food or water.

He said that he had a little rice two weeks ago and since 
that time had been eating bugs and drinking his own urine.

Asking him about a wound In his back, he told me that he had 
been bayonetted by a Japanese soldier because he asked for some 
water. He did not know why he had not been killed. 

The Filipino said he and the other two men had been living In 
holes near the large west wall for four days. We found them in 
those holes when we returned after the fire had died down in the 
building.

On 23 February 1946, I accompanied the Regimental S-3, 139th 
Infantry, on an Intelligence mission inside Intramuros "Walled 
City), Manila. 

In a stone building in the center of Fort Santiago, we came 
upon a room in which I estimate between 40 and 50 dead Orientals 
(Filipinos and Chinese) were piled on the floor. The room was ap¬ 
proximately 15 feet wide, 12 feet deep and 8 feet high. It had no 
windows and the only entrance was a low door. 

The dead, to the best of my knowledge, were all males. They 
were piled close together and were two or three high. Their hands 
were tied and they lay with their heads to the back wall. Many had 
their heads shared high on both sides, some were completely shared. 
The bodies, shrireled and bony, were at least partially clothed. 
They were blood-spattered and bullet-riddled and some showed signs 
of haring been bayonetted. 

Judging by the condition of the bodies, I would estimate that 
the time of death was approximately fire days before. (18 February 
1945)

There 
was only one entrance. Here I saw 40 or 50 bodies. The bodies 
were face down and made a pile three feet high. The backs of the 
bodies I could see on the top layer had approximately a half 
dozen bullet wounds In them.

26. Q. Now I would like to ask you again about the figure of 75 
bodies which were inside the Plaza McKinley) are you positive about 
that number?

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STATEMENT 


"I Certify that the facts listed below are true and acourate 
to the best of my knowledge: 

On the night of 1 March 1945, I was notified by Lt. Col. J.D. 
Edgar, Quartermaster OCfice, XIV CORPS, to have available on the 
morning of 2 March 1945 graves registration personnel to go with 
Col. J. T. Walsh, Adjutant Gaieral»s Office, JJV Corps, to the 
Walled City, Intramuros, Manila to disinter reported buried civil¬ 
ians. 

Upofc arriving at the site of (878.85-1765.3) Manila, Rizal, 
P.I., 1/50,000, Sheet #3354-1, 1st Ed.,we found several partly 
covered bodies of "civilians. Among them, were two (2) priests who 
were identified as such by the Robe of the Church they stove. We 
were then told that many more were buried near by. In the entire 
area, all of whom were partly buried, I oounted eighteen (18) bodies 
of civilians. 

We ha d as a guide one of the priests who had been buried in 
the cave. He and another man had escaped by digging their way out. 
he showed us the location of this oave. I, then, ordered the graves 
registration personnel to open the tomb. After much digging, we 
found that the roof had caved in and that a portion of the metal 
roof, which had been blown in by the Japs using hand grenades, 
blocked the entrance to the cave. I informed Col. Walsh of this 
fact a nd it was decided to open another cave nearby. Upon opening 
this cave and entering, I found four (4) bodies lying against the 
wall. At their feet were a case of wine bottles and olgar baskets. 
Our guide had previously informed us that this wine and cigars had 
been placed there by the Japs. The cave entrance was then dosed 
with rock and dirt. 
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TESTIMONY OF FATHER BELAR1CNO DS CELI3, Procurator of the 
Community, St. Augustin Convent, Intramuros, Manila, P.I., taken at 
Santo Tomas University, Manila, P.I., on 27 February 1945, by Colonel 
James T. Valsh, AGD. 

1. Q. What la your name, residence and occupation? 

A. Father Belarmino De Celia, St. Augustin Convent, Intramuros, 

Manila, P.I. Hy occupation is Procurator of the Community. 

The witness was sworn. An Interpreter, Father Joae Cueata, 
order of Dominican, University of Santo Tomas, Manila, P.I., was sworn. 

The substance of the 24th Article of War or Article V of the 
Constitution was explained to the witness who indicated that he under¬ 
stood. 

2. Q. Now, Father, how long were you at St. Augustin? 

A. Since February, 1939. 

3. Q. Between the arrival of the Japanese and the return of the 
Americans, how were you treated? 

A. In general, I was not molested, 

4* Q. Tell me what happened to you on the 9th of February? 

A. On the 9th of February several hundred men in St. Augustin were 
taken to Fort Santiago. At the Fort they took from us our identification 
papers. Jewels, money and personal property. On the same day, after a few 
hours, all the Spaniards were separated from the Filipinos. I do not know 
any more about the Filipinos because we were separated and saw them no 
more. For three days ms were badly treated and, although we were informed 
food could be brought to us, the food was not given to us. We were given 
some old cooked rice - very little - and it was sour. After three days 
all the Spaniards (including two Indiana and six or seven Filipinos whom 
we suspected of being spies of the Japanese) were taken back to St. Augustin. 

5. Q. At Fort Santiago were you crowded into a room? 

A. At Fort Santiago we were overcrowded to such an extent that we 
could hardly move without complaints from the other people. Up to the 
18th (Sunday) we had relative freedom but were confined to the limits 
of St. Augustin. On the 18th at about 5«00 P.M. we were given orders that 
all men, young or old,, sick or not, except civilians below 14 should 
assemble in the church. They ordered them to line up and passed the 
roll call. As the women and children were over-anxious about what might 
happen to these men, an officer addressed the assembly telling them, "Do 
not worry. It is a question of two or three days only." He told us to 
go forward along to Calle General Luna. We' went through the Cathedral 
to a house in front of Santa Clara Convent, property of the Santa Clara 
Community. We arrived there about 7i00 P.M. Upon our arrival the 
officer assured us again that nothing would happen to us in any way. 
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not to worry. But wo did not hare any supper. There were several doors 
open or which could be opened easily so the officer said, "Do you prcsd.se 
not to use these doors". We answered, "We do". "Do you pranise not to 
touch the properly in the building", and we also answered, "We do". Upon 
these promises we were left in relative freedow and the wain doors were 
left open. The building was very spacious so we looked for a place to 
sleep. On the 19th nobody was showing around. We nade signs to the 
sentry requesting water idiich he brought In two petroleua cans. We had 
about a cup of water each. This was about 10*00 A.M. on the 19th. No 
lunch. In the afternoon we requested the sentry once more for water and some 
food, but the request was unheeded. So this day we did not have any food 
except some who kept something In their pookets. They got this at St. 
Augustin. About 8*00 P.M. a group of Japanese soldiers came in and gave 
us orders that the Spaniards exclusively line up in the street to gb else¬ 
where to a place of greater safety as the shelling of the Aaerioans would 
be terrific and this plaoe was not safe. 

6. Q. At that tine were shells hitting where you were? 

A. There were sows shells at that time but I an not sure whether 
they were Aaerican or Japanese shells. 

7. Q. Where did you go after you left St. Augustin? 

A. We were ordered to line up in two groups. I joined Group No. 1. 

We proceeded from the plaoe we were through Calle Aduana to Calle General. 

At the intersection of these two streets the soldiers made us circle and 
ordered us to get inside the shelter (one for the whole group). This 
dugout was quite large but it was so dark I can not estimate how large. 

There was roan enough in the dugout at first but afterwards many men were 
brought in probably Group No. 2. It was filled to oapaoity, all standing, 
because it was going to be for a very short time we were assured. I an 
not sure about the number of those who went in or remained out. Neither 
am I sure what happened to those who remained outside though they might 
have been taken to another shelter because there were many. There were 
certainly very many in our shelter but I can not make an estimate. I 
remember though that the soldier at the entrance said, "In this shelter 
there must be at least 80". After 30 or 40 minutes a hand grenade was 
thrown in through the upper air hole and after this several more were 
thrown in. 

8. Q. Were the wounds on your head, ar$p and back the result of 

these grenades? 

A. Yes. Naturally, the prisoners tried to run out and they were 
met with gunfire. The people were panic strioken. 

9. Q. How near the entrance were you? 

A. Very near. 

10. Q. Were any people killed or wounded by the gunfire? 

A. I do not know whether anybody was killed because there was such 
a confusion and it was so dark. Immediately after thi s, they blocked t he 
entrance with gas drums filled with earth and stones. | c 0 »• F I D K N T i . 1 ! 
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11. Q. How could you see this? 

A; Because outside there was a little aore light than Inside. I 
also heard the noise and I tried to remove the® ays elf so I could escape. 
Ve could hardly breathe. Everyone was shouting for water. Shortly 
afterwards I and Mr. Rocaaora, now confined to San Ieiaarus Hospital, 
succeeded during the night In Miring an opening with our bare hands so 
we oould breathe. In the aornlng of the 20th they saw it and blocked it. 
We succeeded In opening another hole in the sane place. As there was no 
Interference we succeeded. We could not see any soldiers around any sore 
but probably they were In the Cathedral. We were In this shelter until 
Wednesday, February 21. ta Wednesday night I went out of the shelter 
for a while, hiding In the shrubs and weeds. The shelling was so Intense 
and ay hopes of the cowing of the Americana were such that I decided to 
hide for another day so I went back to the shelter. 


12. Q. Were there aany dead in the shelter? 

A. I do not know whether there were aany deal or not. I oould 
only hear some people gasping for water and air. 

13. Q. You were the only one that oaae out at that tlae? 

A. Yes. I was the only one because ay companion was so badly 
wounded he oould not wore and because the hole was so snail he could 
not get through. He was a very large aan. On Thursday, February 22, 
we spent the day In the shelter. About Us 00 on the 22nd, when the 
shelling was most Intense, I succeeded In removing aore stones and 
took out ay companion, Mr. Rocaaora. 

14. Q. Were there signs of life within the shelter when you left It? 
A. That day we oould hear no aore noise from the shelter, no aore 

signs of life. We noticed aany files, worms and fetid matter. (Father 
De Cells then described in detail the period from this tlae until the 
Amerioan troops entered the Bureau of Justice Building where he and his 
companion had finally taken refuge.) 

15. Q. Besides your companion and yourself, have you seen anyone else 
who was in the group who left St. Augustin Church on the 18th? 

A. Except for ny companion, Mr. Rooaaora, I have seen no one who 
was In the shelter with us nor have I seen anyone else who has. 

16. Q. Where were you born? 

A. In the Province of Palencla, Spain. 

17. Q. When were you born? 

A. June 19, 1908. 

18. Q. Of the group which started out, were all of you Spaniards? 

A. AU were white, because it was expected that the Spaniards 

would have better treatment. It is possible that some other white 
people were mixed among the Spaniards. 


19. Q. Have you any aore Information to give?

3. Q. How do you know there were 37? 

A. Because Father Polo, Augustinian, counted them several times 
at the oommand of a Japanese. This Father was a close friend of mine 
and we were talking most of the time. 

4. Q. When was the last time that Father Polo counted them? 

A. At the very time when we were told to line up. All males were 
to be counted and, in particular, all priests. 

5. Q. Do you think that any testimony that some person saw the 
bodies of 75 Priests in the Plasa McKinley is excessive? 

A. I am sure the number is excessive because there were not so 
many Priests in Intramuroa. 

6. Q. Bealdcfe the 37 Priests and Brothers who were with you, do 
you know of any others who were in Intramuroa? 

A. Two Franciscans and two Augustinians who were taken to Fort 
Santiago but had not been taken the last time. Their fate I do not 
know. Two other Franciscan Fathers, with a residence at Santa Clara 
Convent, were never taken to St. Augustin. Probably the Parish Priest 
of the Cathedral, a Filipino, who must have been in Intramuroa but who 
was never at St. Augustin. In addition, the Father Superior of the 
Augustinian Fathers and a Franciscan Father who remained in St. Augustin 
and who were not obliged to line up because they were sick, so these 
were not counted with the 37. Father Peal is also reported with the 
Sisters from San Juan de Dios Hospital but his fate is unknown.

A. Six are surviving; four Franciscans and two Augustinians.

Technician l*th Grade Charles H. Sanches, 32 903 876 , Headquarters 
HV Corps, AFO U53, the interpreter, was sworn. 

1. Q. ’’'hat is your full name? 

A. Julio Rocanora. 

2. Q. Where were you born? 

A. Pueblo of Liapias, Santander Province, Spain. 

3. Q. You are a Spanish subject? 

A. I an a Spanish subject. 

4. Q. You were living in Intramuros when the Japanese cane? 

A* Yes; I have been a citizen of the Philippines since 1937* 

5. Q. What was your business? 

A. I had property in the province of Davao, P. I. I had a saw sill and 
cocoanut plantations. I was also a cattleman. 

6. Q. During the period from the time the Japanese cape and the time the 

Americans returned, how were you treated by the Japanese? 

A. They were very antagonistic toward the white race. I was forced to 
attend meetings where disparaging remarks were made against the 
white race. 

7. Q. Did they ever assault you in any way? 

A. loj I was always very careful. 

8. Q. On or about the 9th of February 19U5, were you one of the gro u p that 

assembled in Saint Augustine's Church and afterwards taken to Pert 
San ti ago? 

A. The Japanese took the Spaniards to Fort Santiago. I wasn't able to 
go due to my illness. I had been ravaged by fever for thirty days. 

9 . Q. How many days were you in the Church of Saint Augustine? 

A. from the 5th to the 18th of February. After the return of the 

Spanish to the Church, the Japanese asked for volunteers to perfena 
various chores for them. 
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(Testimony of llr« Julio Rocamora, CONT'D) 

10. Q. Ton wore ordered Area your heae on the 5th of February to the Cbdreh 

of Saint Augustine, but you didn't accompany the group which was 
taken to Fort Santiago because you were ill? 

A. Zee, sir* 

11. Q. Hare you any children? 

A* No, sir. 

12. Q. At Saint Augustine's Church did you have enough to eat? 

A* I had about one south's rations. However, they* were two friends 
who didn't have anything to eat and with whoa I shared ny rations, 
thereby curtailing ay supply to approximately twenty days. The 
rations consisted chiefly of rice and beans. 

13. Q. Did the Japanese molest you in any way during “that time? 

A. They removed our watches. One soldier took a hand grenade and told 
us he was going to kill everybody if we didn't give them our watches. 
For this reason we had to remove than and give to the Japanese. Two 
days later a Japanese soldier came to us and, in behalf of the Captain, 
asked for the loan of a watch for five days. We told him we didn't 
have a watch. Cto another occasion we were taken into the patio and 
our persons, as well as our effects, were searched for ccncealed 
weapons. 

14. Q. Tou said that you were in the Church of Saint Augustine from the 5th 

to the 18th o'f February, 19hSi did something happen on the 18th? 

A. (There was no answer to this question. Due i<p his physical condition 
as a result of what he had been through, Ur. Rocamora appeared to be 
somewhat confused as to the dates) 

15. Q. On the afternoon of the 18th of February, were you one of a group of 

Spanish men who were called together by the Japanese in the Church? 

A. Yes. 

16. Q. At that time the women were worried about what was going to happen 

to you men? Did the Japanese officer make any statement as to why he 
had gathered you together? 

A. At first he ordered us to line up two abreast, and while standing 
there we were counted three or four times. I thought it was just a 
routine check-up. The Japanese officer then told us not to worry; 
that our families would be guarded by the Japanese Imperial forces 
for two or three days. 

17. Q« This group was all Spanish? 

A. All Spaniards and sons of Spaniards married to Filipino women. As far 
as they were concerned they were all Spaniards as they had destroyed 
all records.

18. Q. Were there several priests and brothers in that group? 

A* There were about fifty-five priests—Dominicans, Auguatines, Fran¬ 
ciscans, etc. 

19. Q. How large was the entire group? 

A. I am not sure whether there were lii7 or 187* I think the figure is 
1U7 • 

20. Q. Just before dark you were marched to a warehouse near the Convent of 

Santa Clara? 

A. Ifcs; we spent the night there and all the next day without food or 
drink. Some had taken food in their pockets, but only a minority. 

21. Q. When you first went to the warehouse, did the Japanese ask you not to 

try to get away or not to molest any of the equipment in the bui ld i n g? 

A. They told us not to fight smong ourselves and not to try to go out 
because the ones who made such an attempt would be shot* There were 
dishes and such in the warehouse and they told us not to break them. 

22. Q. The next night, which would be the 19th, what happened? 

A* The Spanish laymen and padres were taken out of the warehouse* About 
117 of the lii7 were there; the others were so old or sick they couldn't 
even walk and they were left in the,. Church. We were lined up, then 
we were marched in the direction of the Church of Saint Augustine in 
the belief that was our destination* At that time there was consider¬ 
able shelling by the Americans in the area and we thought it peculiar 
that if the Japanese had good intentions with regard to taking us back 
to the Church, they would not have done so at a time when shells were 
falling in the vicinity. Apparently they used this shelling as a 
pretext to get us out of the warehouse in order to take us to some 
bomb shelters. When we reached one shelter about eighty-two of us 
were jammed in, and as far as I know, the rest were taken to another* 

After we had been jaomed into the shelter, the Japanese sealed both 
entrances with stones and oil drums and then threw hand grenades through 
a small air vent atop the shelter* 1 heard that they had done the same 
thing at the other shelter but I am not sure; I didn't see it and I 
don't wish to compromise myself* The grenades killed the greater part 
of the men, including my nephew* I was severely, wounded, as you can 
readily see* Notwithstanding my wounds, I threw' myself at the opening 
of the shelter and found the entrance to be sealed with oil drums* Two 
or three other men, priests I believe, one was Padre Vidamlno, were 
trying to help me push the drums* A Japanese soldier shot at the sealed 
entrance and killed one of the priests, shooting him through the head* 

The Japanese then sealed the air vent in order to asphyxiate any members 
of the group still alive* I started to work on the ceiling of the 
shelter with ay hands and I managed to make a little hole by which to 
breathe* They took notice of this and they fired two shots at the hole; 









(Testimony of Mr. Julio llocamora, COHT'D) 

I vu fortunate in not being bit* They sealed again the hole and I 
again opened it with my hand* Again they sealed it* I was able to 
open another hole elsewhere which the Japanese didn't detect* For 
three or four days they had guards posted outside the shelter] I could 
hear their conversation. One day it occurred to as to ask for water 
and they answered by again firing a revolver at me* They started to 
use small charges of dynamite in order to cave in the ceiling of the 
shelter and make sure there was no air space left, but I kept working 
with my hands pushing the earth away in order to breathe* Finally, I 
found myself against the wall of the shelter with hardly enough space 
in which to turn around. like a miracle, at that time the American 
forces appeared and the Japanese retreated, but as they retreated they 
shelled our shelter with small artillery, the bursts of which I believe 
are responsible for ay partial deafness* (to the day following the shell¬ 
ing I became aware there were no more Japanese around. I waited for 
darkness and during the night I crawled out of the little opening I 
made on the ceiling of the shelter, and Padre Vidarmino followed me 
out. As far as I know, we were the only two survivors of the eighty- 
two initially herded into the shelter. Ve were sealed in this shelter 
approximately eight days without food or water and of course, without 
medical attention. After we came out through the small opening, we 
crawled and rolled down the street and managed to reach the Bureau pf 
justice building. Ve could barely move* There we found some water 
and remained until found by the American soldiers the following morning. 

23. Q. How could you tell there were eighty-two persons in the shelter? 

A. The Japanese said eighty-two men could go in the shelter, and Judging 
from the way we were crowded inside would make it seem there were that 
many men there. 

24. Q. Was it pitch dark in there all the time? 

A. It was dark day and night. 

i 

25. Q. Do you believe that of all the people in the shelter only you and Padre 

Vldaxmino escaped? 

A. I am almost sure. If they didn't escape when we did, and I didn't see 
any one else coming out of the shelter at the time, I am almost positive 
no one else escaped. 

26. Q. fere there any signs of life in the shelter? 

A. A profound silence prevailed. There were no other signs of life; nothing 
but darkness, and flies and. stench. 

27. Q. You estimate that about 117 went into your dugout and another that 

night? 

A. Yes, more or less 117; all Spaniards and Spanish-Fllipino. 






(Testimony of Mr. JUlio Hocamora, CONT'D) 

28. Q. Hare you anything more to add? 

A. Oily that-I am very glad to have come out alive so as to bring out into 
the open this infamous crime on the part of the Japanese.

1. Q* What is your full name? 

A. Father Joseph M. R. Barrulo. 

Witness was sworn. 

The substance of the 24th Article of War or Article V of the 
Constitution was explained to the witness who indicated that he under¬ 
stood. 

2. Q. What is your order? 

A. Franciscan Order. 

3. Q. What is your age? 

A. 35 years. 

4. Q. Where were you. born? 

A. Province of Toledo, Spain. 

5. ■ Q. Are you a Spanish citizen? 

A. Yes. 

6. Q. Previous to your being wounded, where were you located? 

A. San Francisco Church. 

7. Q. What were your duties there? 

A. I was doing missionary work. 

8. Q. Were you there throughout the Japanese occupation? 

A. Yes, since the very beginning of the war. 

9. Q. Previous to the first week of February, had you ever been 
molested by the Japanese? 

A. No. 


10. Q. Early in February did fires break out in Intramuros? 

A. The fires broke out during February 7. 

11. Q. Do you know what caused them? 

A. I know somebody who told me how they set fire to the places. 
During the whole time they were doing it with incendiary grenades. I 
know a patient who can give you the details. 

12. Q. What is his name? 

A. Eniqueta Rioafort. 

13. Q. Do you know where he is? 

A. Yes, he is in Welfareville. 
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14* Q. Tall me what else happened early in February? 

A. On February 6 all people living In San Francieco Church were 
around 3000 people, more or leas - men, women and children. We were 
taken from San Francisco to St. Augustin. On February 7, they called 
the men and young boys from 13 years and up to report to the church at 
St. Augustin to be taken to Fort Santiago. 

15. Q. How many were taken? 

A. We calculated there were around 1500 people - men only. There 
at Fort Santiago we disposed of everything we had - watches, knives and 
even needles. Then we proceeded inside Fort Santiago where they put us 
In cells, divided into three zooms by barbed wire. We stayed there for 
the whole day of February 7. 

16. Q. Did they feed you that day? 

A. No, just water. That night of Februazy 7 at about 8t00 P.M., 
they oalled for all Priests and Spaniards only and they transferred us 
to another smaller room In the west end of the same building. We could 
see the other ones of the Filipino groups. The night of February 7 we 
had some explosions. I am not sure whether they were from the Americans 
or from the Japanese. We could see a fire at the other end of Fort Santiago 
and we asked for help but nobody came. We do not know what started it 
but during that fixe somebody was throwing hand grenades through the 
roof In the rooms where the Filipinos were;also In the groups of Priests 
and Spaniards. We heard by some Interpreter that four Filipinos were 
killed and In our group I can testify that at least four were wounded. 

17. Q. How many were in your room? 

A. About 172. 

18. Q. Qo on from there? 

A. Next day In the morning we asked, feeling hunger and thirst, for 
water and something to eat. They gave us water and enough food for seven 
persons. That food was brought by the ladles living in St. Augustin. 

The food had been prepared the day before and was spoiled. One man, 

Jose Ooejo, who spoke Japanese was our interpreter. He asked for the 
food and water and the Japanese told him to call for four more persons 
to bring food and water from outside. There was some shelling or an 
air raid. After several minutes they came in again with two wounded 
patients. One was Fernando Ooejo, brother of our interpreter, idio was 
seriously wounded; tne outer was Martinas. Fernando 'died that same 
night. February 9th we were taken back to St. Augustin - the Spaniards 
and the Priests. Nothing happened. We were in St. Augustin's from 
February 9 to February 18. On February 18 we were taken again to Fort 
Santiago. Instead of leaving us there, they took us on to Santgjila&i 
warehouse. This time they took old men, young men and priests. 

19. 0. About how mazy In all? 

A. About 180. They took even the old people and the siok people. 

We stayed there the whol e day of the lBth and th e next day.

20. Q. Did they feed 70 a that day? 

A. No food. They gave ue two oana of water. We reoeived a oup 
of water for each of us. During the night of February 19 they took us, 

The Spaniards and Priests only. 

21. Q. When you were taken to this warehouse of Santa Clara, did the 
offioer ask you to promise not to escape and not to damage anything in 
the building? 

A. Yes. 

22. Q. What happened on the 19th? 

A. They called us Spaniards and Priests to line up in front of 
the warehouse. It took us almost 20 minutes lining up two by two. 

When we were lined up they counted 80 persons and they took 20 more. 

They told us to follow the officer. We followed him up to the plaoe 
where the dugouts were made. The dugouts were in the corner of the 
foundation of the Governor General's Palace. 

23. Q. They gave you to understand they were putting you in there 
for protection? 

A. That le what we thought. The door of the dugout was very small 
and it was hard to get In. They were forcing the people to go In but 
they could not go in as fast as they liked. They were talking In all 
the languages that we have.' When the offioer saw that they were going 
slow, according to his opinion, he said a very bad word In Tagalog. He 
went to one of the doors and shot two shots into the dugout and, according 
to reports that I heard, two persons were killed. I did not see them 
killed. 

24. Q. Who told you that? 

A. Hy companion. When I saw that the officer was so mad, I recog¬ 
nised one of the soldiers who spoke Spanish. I asked of him to permit 
me to go to another dugout with old men. He asked permission of the 
officer. He said, "Of course you can go to the other dugout with the 
aged people. From that time on I do not know what happened to the other 
people. I took Brother Jose llamanjabaoas to the dugout. We were already 
one day and one night without eating, 

25. Q. How many were in the dugout with you? 

A. 17 persons. As soon as we went to the dugout they closed the 
door with large stones and earth but we opened a small hole about eight 
inches long ani four inches wide. We were Inside the dugout from 10 to 
20 minutes when we heard some explosions from the other dugout and screams of 
people asking for help. After that one of the soldiers came to our dugout 
anl, talking to' Ur. Emileo Canciller in Spanish, gave him a bag, saying, 

"Keep this bag with you. After the fire I will take it." They were sur¬ 
prised to see that kind of a bag, very heavy, closed with something strong 
anl also with a wire attached. When they told me there was a wire, I re¬ 
quested they please destroy it or disconnect the wire. He did it at once.

Ve found that on February 20 but before we found that they tried to 
bury us alive. In faot, two dead persons and one dying person war* 
buried already. They were throwing earth through the ventilator, 
trying to bury us alive. Rr. Jose Aranllo requested them to stop 
work saying, "Ifcr friend, please help us 11 *. After a little while th< 
stopped throwing earth on us. That day nothing else happened but t 
planned to escape during the night. At 5*00, more or less, we startv.

19. Q. Were you molested yourself? 

A. 1 was one of the lucky ones. 

20. Q. Do you know others who were? 

A. I heard about the others but they were lucky to escape here. 

They oaae at night. 1 usually hid under the bed and under the piano, 
but at the same time ve tried to peek out and see just in case ve could 
esoape some other way. The Japanese usually came by two's carrying 
leaps or matches with thea, lighting the matches in the girl's face 
to see if she was the right one for them. 

21. Q. Did you ever hear any disturbances at this time? 

A. Right dose to our place they took a girl along. 

22. Q. Did she oome back? 

A. Yes. They heard her cough and they thought she was consumptive. 

23. Q. You say that for the next two or three days you expected the 
men to come back and you got along as best you could? 

A. Yes. 

24. Q. Did you hear at any time what had happened to these men? 

A. No. 

25. Q. Describe the events of the 22nd? 

A. In the morning between 10*00 and 12:00, we heard a big explosion.

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26 . Q. Were these explosions inside the covered corridors? 

A. Yes. 

27. Q. And you took them to be hand grenades?

A. In our plaoe about 10 or 11 were killed and six or seven wounded. 

29. Q. Was that in one corridor? 

A. Yes. 

30. Q. Were there any Japanese soldiers in sight that afternoon? 

A. One. After the explosions that afternoon, they appeared asking 
what was wrong and sympathizing with us. We asked for medicine anl 
doctors. They did not give them to us and said, "Americans are no good". 

31. Q. Mow about the night of the 22nd? 

A. There were lots of noises and some were wounded. 

32. Q. Were you released on the 23rd? 

A. On the 23rd, in the morning, there was the fighting going on - 
airplanes and everything. 

33. Q. Do yeu have anything else to tell? 

A. As we saw the fighting was quite thick, we went into the crypt. 
The Japanese did not know that the doors were there because we had them 
covered up with beds and things. We were supposed to be quiet but there 
was lots of noise and they found us in the afternoon. On the afternoon 
of the 23rd, Dr. Siguensa told us to go to Letran and to take food only, 
leaving our clothes in the middle of the patio. He told us to walk out 
single file, not to look back at all. The first to leave was Dr. Siguensa 
with the white flag.

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TESTIMONY OF U3S MARIA. ROSA AQCAOHI, 34 Calle Cabildo, 
Intramuros, Manila, P.I., taken at San Beda College, Manila, P.I., 
on 7 March 1945 by Colonel James T. Walsh, ACD. 

1« Q. What is your full name? 

A. Maria Rosa Agoaoill. 

The witness was sworn. 

The substance of the 24th Artlole of War or Article V of the 
Constitution was explained to the witness who indicated that she under¬ 
stood. 

2. Q. What was your residence in T tramuros? 

A. 34 Calle Cabildo, Intramurc 

3. Q. Did you live there with your family? 

A. Alone. 

4. Q. How old are you? 

A. 37 years. 

3. Q. Were you living in Intramuros when the Japanese came in 1941 
or 1942. 

A. lea, I was living in front of St. Ignatius Church at that time. 

6 . Q. What is your occupation? 

A. High aohool teacher of music. At the time when the Japanese 
came, I was an organist at the ohuroh. 

7. Q. During the time the Japanese were there, did you continue teaching? 
A. Yes, in Torres High School and private homes. 

8 . Q. Now, from the time that the Japanese came until the Americans 
landed at Idngayen in January, were you ever molested by the Japanese? 

A. No. When they first came to Manila, we evacuated to the Province 
of Calumplt Bulaoan and there I saw women wearing shabby clothes because 
they saw Japanese molesting women. I never saw any of it there. They 
made their faces look old and wore shabby clothes in order to be unmolested 
by the Japanese. I did the sans. 

9. Q. Sometime in February 1945, did you have to leave your hone? 

A. About a month before the fire I went to 8t. Augustin where I 

lived as organist. 

10. Q. At that time were there many people living there in St. Augustin? 

A. There were some foreigners living there. 
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13. Q. As time vent on, did more people oome to live In St. Augustin*et 
A. During the early part o 1 February more families oame. Just the 

oloistera were filled. 

14. Q. About the 9th of February, did many people oome there to stay? 

A. After the fire started more came. I am not sure about the dates 

but this was what happened! One afternoon all the people from the 
Cathedral and San Francisco were told to go to St. Augustin. St. Augustin 
was very full. That same day all men and boys from the age of 15 years 
were told to march out of the church. On the night of that same day 
occurred the burning of homes and other bt lings, including St. Augustin. 
Tne first story of the convent was burner it. The following afternoon 
the shelling and bombing continued. We u: d not know what was happening 
because we could not get out of the church. The doors were guarded and 
one could go out only to get water from the well. 

15. Q. Where was the well? 

A, Near the tower. We did not know any use for our time in the 
church. All the men were gone. That same afternoon I saw the Priests 
and Spaniards come baok but the Filipinos, we were told, were kept in 
Fort Santiago. 

16. Q. Now for the next three days while the men were there, were you 
molested or bothered in any way? 

A. Not myself. 

17. Q. Were other people molested? 

A. Certainly.' The following day, when St. Augustin Church was 
first burned, I went from the cloisters into the church near the holy 
water on the left side. That was about 6 O'clook in the afternoon. 

Then when I heard big bombs, my feet carried me to the nearest altar 
on the left and 1 seated myself between two ladies. 

IS. Q. Do you know their names? 

A. I know their names but I prefer not to tell them. We prayed 
and prayed but as time went on I noticed some Japanese getting women 
from the middle isle of the church. 

19. Q. Were they taking them by force? 

A. The church was all dark. Two or three Japanese would come in 
with a flash light and get the girls whom they liked. Some were taken 
out of the church and others were taken up to the choir. 

20. Q. Did the girls object? 

A. Yea. I heard some cries and calls. You could see by the lights 
that these were Japanese soldiers. Around the altar where I was, I was 
surrounded by women. After every ten minutes came in Japanese with their 
flash lights or matches. I noticed they flashed the light on my faoe but 
they did not touch me.

21. Q. Did they touch any of the women around there? 

A. lee, they did the thing right there. 

22. Q. Did they violate these women right before you? 

A. Yes, about ten of them. 

23. Q. Was this all done by Japanese soldiers? 

A. Not all because when I turned ray eyes when the horrible thing 
was done, I noticed the different faces ani the girls told me it was 
Taiwan. 

24* Q. Who were these so-called Talwana? 

A. They were groups living in front of St. Augustin and others 
were also living nearby. They were used as laborers and fed by the 
Japanese. I noticed also Filipinos going in there and doing the same. 

I think they were pro-Japanese. 

25. Q. Did these attacks .on the women continue on other nights? 

A. Yes. 

26. Q. Did you spend every night by the altar of the Immaculate 
Conception? 

A. ilo but by the door by which I slept, I could see to the Church. 
I could hear the footsteps and the wailing of women and mothers. 

27. Q. How close were they? 

A. The cloister was about 25 meters from the altar of the churoh. 
From the cloister where I was I could hear footsteps going from bed to 
bed and also girls who were hiding. I could see women, especially the 
younger ones, under the beds even in the daytime.' 

28. Q. Except for the time you have already told me about, did you 
ever see women violated? 

A. That was the only time, but I saw Japanese carrying women on 
their shoulders and others just pushed them along. I could hear also 
the slaps which must have been from women who hit them. 

29. Q. At this time had the men been taken away for the last time? 

A. I did not see any men. I saw only small children. 

30. Q. During this time, was food being prepared for men at Fort 
Santiago? 

A. Yes,.twice I saw women going to Fort Santiago to give the 
food and they returned with the news that the food they gave was given 
to the guard, who was a Japanese. They do not know whether the men got 
the food or not. 

31. Q. How long did you live in the crypt? 

A. Only one day. The re was street fighting going on so I took 
refuge there. ^ 0 0 N F 1 D L .i • A L \ 
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32. Q. Were there many people killed on the day before you were 
released? 

A. I had to walk over many dead bodies In the cloister. 

33. Q. Have you anything else to add to the last day or two? 

A. On the 23rd the guard came to the Panteon and told us to 
prepare to go out because there was going to be fire but bring only 
what you could handle or just yourself, ife did not know what was going 
to happen. The chief of the guard came and he said the same thing. 

After that aljnost all of us went to the cloisters. We were all at 
the cloisters indoors but we could not go out because Pr. Siguenza 
said we had to have a flag bearing the red cross. later he appeared 
but without a banner and we followed him. 

34. Q. Sid he have a white flag? 

A. I did not see him but after that I saw a lady carrying a white 

flag and we followed her. We were to go to San Juan de Letran. On the 

way we saw people dying. The Japanese followed us and shot at us. When 
we turned we saw some of the group fall dead. We had to stop at some of 
the ruins for our lives. That was the first time we” saw Americans. 

35. Q. You say that while you were marching from St. Augustin, the 
Japanese killed some of the people? 

A. Yes, they were killed. I do not know what happened to them. 

A Priest said he was shot by a Japanese. 

36. Q. Who was this Priest? 

A. Father Joaquin. 

37. Q. What happened that he was not taken out? 

A. He was sick with dysentry. I saw two priests - one was Father 
Joaquin and the other was a Father Manuel, the Father Superior of St. 
Augustin. He was not taken out because his foot was wounded. 

38. Q. Do you have anything else to say? 

A. When I went out I saw Japanese among the ruins with their guns. 

I saw beautiful ladies on the second floor. We were told they were there 
to serve because the Japanese said that was their duties to serve the men. 

I know two Spanish girls, sisters, who were taken upstairs but Sor Candiba, 
the Dlrectoress of Santa Isabel College can tell more about them because 
I heard her relating different acts to the people after we arrived at 
Santa Rita Convent. 

39. Q. Where is she living? 

A. She is now living in Santa Rita College in front of San Sebastian 
Churoh. 











The following testimony was taken from a 20-year old Spanish 
girl on the condition that her name would not be divulged. The state¬ 
ment was taken under oath by Colonel James T. Walsh, AO), in the presence 
of Father Jose Cuesta, Dominican, Santo Tomas University, and Tec 5 
Billy 14. Randall, Headquarters XXV Corps. This girl was in the refugee 
area in Welfareville with her mother, sister and sister-in-law. She 
had had no word of her father or two brothers since they were taken from 
St. Augustin Church on 18 February 1945. There is no question but that 
she is telling the truth and that her experience is similar to that of 
many other girls who were in St. Augustin during February 9 to February 23. 

1. Q. Did you live in Intramuros? 

A. Yes. 

2. Q. How old are you? 

A. 20. 

3. Q. Are you Spanish? 

A. Yes. 

4. Q. On or about the 9th of February all the people were sent to 
St. Augustin Church? 

A. Yes. 

5. Q. About how many would you say were there? 

A. I do not know; the church was filled. 

6. Q. Tell me what happened? 

A. The first night we were all talking together. We were in the 
corridor. Afterwards my mother said we had to go to bed. There were 
three Japanese came and were looking around at the pictures. I think 
they were trying to locate some girls. They came with a gun and told 
us to go with them.

A. Yes. 

8. Q. Where did they take you? 

A. They took us to the place where the Priests were and told them 
to go out. liy sister and I were together. They put us in separate rooms. 
We protested against it.

STCRY OF EVENTS IN THE SAN AGUSTIN CHURCH & CONVENT & 
IN BITRAMUROS DURING THE MONTH OF FEBRUARY, 19 4 5 


Father Joaquin Garcia Sanchez, 
Franciscan, 38 years of age,Spanish 

1. We were in our convent at the beginning Of February and were 

allowed to stay there until the 6th. At 9*00 in the morning all the 
servants and civilians who had taken refuge in San Francisco were 
taken with us to the patio of the convent, under pretext we were going 
to be registered. All of us went down, the fathers included, and once 
there we were lined up on Solana Street, the men on one sidewalk and 
the women on the opposite one. We must have been there about an hom* 
when a Japanese came to see if we had any fire-arms. There were none. 
After this incident we remained there until 3*00 p.m. We were on the 
sidewalk and were only allowed to move to another part of the street 
when the sun became too hot. All this time we wehe given nothing to 
eat. At 3*30 p.m. we were ordered to get up and walk towards Calls 
Real, and we were taken to San Agustin where all the civilian element 
was concentrated. All the patios were full of people; men, women and 
children. 


2. Once there we asked them what they intended to do with us and 
we were told we were to be concentrated there and that we would be 
isolated. Then we begged them to permit us to return to our convent to 
gather up our clothes, and they said that we might and that we Had half 
an hour to do it in. So we returned, gathered up the most essential 
things and with our Bui teases returned to San Agustin, where we were 
looked up in a small room with all the rest of the priests, about 36 

in all. 

3. On the 6th ©in’ Imprisonment began. There we slept together with 
the rest of the fathers. The following morning, the 7th, at about 8*00 
or 9*00 a.m. orders "ere given that all the males should go downstairs, 
without distinction of nationalities. We all went down to the patio and 
there formed ranks of four deep and saw that we were being taken to Fort 
Santiago. It seemed to me that there were about 3000 civilian Filipinos, 
even including boys of less than 15 years. 

4. Once in Fort Santiago we were made to enter a long room which 
was divided into three parts by gratings. On the 7th we were allowed 
te remain together, but about 3*00 or 4*00 p.m. they separated the 
Spanish priests and the Spaniards from the Filipinos. We were taken to 
another room and the Filipinos were taken out. I believe that the Filipinos 
ware killed. We were there for three days and during this time they fed us 
only onoe and gave us so little to drink that we were dying of thirst. 
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5. The first day at night the Japanese threw 4 hand grenades or 
some sort of projectile, which fell in a room in front of where we were, 
but the shrapnel broke through the door and hit against the walls. There 
were some wounded, but only slightly. On seeing this we became convinced 
that they wished to kill us and prepared for death. The Japanese told us 
that it was the Americans crossing the river who were firing upon us be¬ 
cause v/e made too much noise. That night we begged them to take us out 
of there but they said that they could not because San Agustin was burned. 
We suffered until the next day and then through a Spaniard who could 
speak Japanese very well we begged for an interview with one of the chiefs. 
Finally one of the chief came up and we asked him to take us out of there 
and return us to San Agustin and concentrate us there. He answered "no" 
that it could not be and that we would have to remain there. 

6. After the chief left us an hour must have passed when they fired 
on us again with another hand grenade. But this one hit the roof and was 
not able to penetrate into the room. The Japanese were throwing these 
grenades from the top of the wall that fronts the river. Then we pro¬ 
tested again and the Japanese opened the doors saying that whoever would 
run out would be fired upon by the sentinel. 

7. On the third day they took us out of there. One of the chiefs 
came up and told us that we could go out between 12x00 and 2x00 P.M. 

They told us through the interpreter that they were taking us to San 
Agustin and that we should not look downoast, we should walk erect, end 
that the Japanese would feed us. Once outside we went through General 
Luna street which was dynamited against the tanks. Ve saw the little 
boxes of dynamite and the Japanese told us to walk carefully. Once in 
San Agustin they told us not to talk about anything that had happened 
to us and if we did they would take us out again. For that reason we 
said nothing. 

8. In San Agustin we suffered insult and injury from them. They 
robbed us of everything, taking it from us at the point of a gun. One 
day in the middle of the morning they ordered us out into the street **nd 
obliged us to stand in the ruins of the houses while the American planes 
passed overhead and they fired their anti-aircraft at them. After an 
hour we returned to San Agustin and found that we had been completely 
robbed in our absence, they had even taken a good deal of our food. 

Upon our return they treated us in the same manner as formerly, never 
leaving us in peace. 

9. Nine days after our return from Fort Santiago, Sunday afternoon, 
February 18,' we were ordered to go into the church - all the men even the 
sick ones. Among these last was myself who had been very sick with 
dysentery for a few days. Once in the church we were made to form ranks 
two deep. Ve were told that we were taken out to protect us against the 
Americans and that it would be a question of 3 days. I did not go because 
I refused on account of my illness. They insisted but I said tt no, no, no, 
that I was not able to go because I was sick” and finally after deliberating 
amongst themselves they left me. With me sIbo remained the Father Superior 
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of the Agustinians who had been wounded in the foot by a grenade, and 
also some of the Spaniards who were very sick with dysentery. 

10. We remained in the convent until the 22nd greatly molested by 
the Japanese. i<e suffered quite a number of losses because the Japanese 
would go upstairs and while the Americans were shelling would throw 
grenades down on us saying that they proceeded from the American fire. 

Among wounded and dead I would say that there were 100 victims. I be¬ 
lieve that 10 or 12 people died on account of hunger and weakness. 

11. On the morning of the 22nd we saw that they were entrenching them¬ 
selves in the church, and that in the church windows on the General Luna 
side they were placing machine-guns. The civilian element took refuge on 
the other side of the church in the convent. We must have been there 
about one hour when we were told to leave, to take up that which was most 
necessary, and to go to Letran. We all went to the church and there first 
the Japanese would point out one exit and then they would close it, then 
another, no - not that one - this one - no - that one. They did not want 
to let us go. On this an officer came in and coming up to us asked us 

if we wanted to go out. We answered "yes" but that the door was shut, 
that he should opfen the door for vis. They opened the church door that led 
out to General Luna and we filed out through it preceded by someone 
carrying a white flag. We went to the left and then turned in on Calle 
Real. Once we were in Calle Real, we heard shot and a civilian fell 
dead, a certain Siguenza who was a leader for the Japanese. On seeing 
this we took refuge in the ruins and remained there about 5 minutes. 

When we saw it was clear we came out and came up with the Americans in 
the middle of Calle Real. We began to greet them and they answered 
encouraging us to come on. The first thing they asked me was if I wanted 
to shave, and since I was too weak to do it myself they did it for me. 

When they found out that I was a priest they took me in a car to San 
Beda, and from there the Dominican Fathers brought me to Santo Tomas 
Camp. 

12. Of those that came out of the Church with me I do not really 
know what happened to them because I did not look back. I have heard, 
however, that many fell victim to the Japanese fire.

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TESTIMONY OP MISS FRANDISCA VALERA, Philippine Tuberculosis 
Hoapital, Intranuros, Manila, P.I., taken at Welfareville Hospital, 
Welfareville, Maxilla, P .I., on 4 March 1945, by Capt. R. G. Schlager, AGD. 

1. Q. What la your nane and address? 

A. Francises Valera, Welfareville Hospital.* 

The witness was sworn. 

The substance of the 24th Article of War or Article V of the 
Constitution was explained to the witness who indicated that she 
understood. 

2. Q. Where did you live prior to the attack on Intranuros? 

A. The Philippine Tuberculosis Hospital, Intranuros. 

3. Q. Hiss Valera, where were you born? How old are you? 

A, I was born In Abra, Bangued Province, Luzon, P.I. I an 32 
years of age. 

4. Q. Where did you go to school? 

A. I studied in Zamboanga, Mindanao. That is the hospital in 
which I took my training. 

5. Q. What was your occupation? 

A. I was a nurse in the Hospital. 

6 . Q. Are you a graduate nurse? 

A. Yes. 

7. Q. From what hospital did you graduate? 

A. Zamboanga Hospital, Mindanao. 

8. Q. What year did you graduate? 

A. 1935. I have been working at the Philippine Tuberculosis 
Hospital for six years. 

9. Q. On what date does your story start? 

A. On February 7 they started burning Intramuros so we had to 
leave the Hospital. We were asked to evacuate to the Santa Rosa ruins. 

10. Q. Did the Japanese start to burn the buildings? 

A. Yes. In the afternoon we saw the fire from far away coming 
towards us. Then we went to Santa Rosa, We stayed there because we were 
not allowed to leave. On the 10th, they took our foreign patients. 

11. Q. How many? 

A, Five Americans, one Danish and one Polish. 

12. Q. What were their names? 

A. Mr. Iiuebsch, Ur. Gump, Ur. Appling, Father Von Roessen, and 
Ur. Kristensen. I do not remember the names of the other two. 
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13* Q. Were you present in the poo* when the Japanese took these pet lento? 
A. Zes. Ve were still attending to than. 

14* Q. What did they do - just march thee out? 

A* Yes, they Just told then to get what they could carry and took 
then out, 

15. Q. What tine was that? 

A, Around 10*00 A.M. In the morning. 

16. Q. Do you know the names of any of the Japanese officers In charge 
of taking the patients? 

A. We knew one Japanese soldier but I do not know whether he was 
In charge of the detail. He tried to be friends with us. I do not 
believe he was In charge of the job of removing the patients. His name 
Is Sgt. Takahashi, We were told that his mother was a Filipino but his 
father was a Japanese, 

17. Q. Go on from that point where they took the seven patients? 

A. After that, In the afternoon, they came to take our boys. 

18. Q. How many boys did they take? 

A. 40 boys. They were Filipino helpers In the hospital. 

19. Q. Have you seen any of them since? 

A. Not one of them. 

20. Q. Do you have any idea what happened to them? 

A. We do not know but there are rumors that they were killed. 

21. Q. Go on from there? 

A. Those nights we were disturbed by the Japanese. They came 
to get women. 

22. Q. You say you would be disturbed at night when they came to take 
women from there? 

A. Yes. 

23. Q. What happened between the 10th and the 17th? 

A. There was shelling but we went on with our work as usual. There 
was an officer who was very drunk and he went around the rooms with his 
sword trying to kill everyone. Then we asked for someone to guard. 

Three sentries came but, according to them, they oould not get the sword 
from him because he was an offioer. 

24. Q. Do you know what the officer's name was? 

A. No. 

25. Q. Did you see him? 

A. Yes. 
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TESTIMONY OF MISS FRANC23CA VALERA (Cont'd) 


26 . Q. You mentioned that they came there and took women at night. 
Did they ever come back? 

A. No, we were told that those women were being killed. 

27. Q. Did the Japanese take any more of the patients away from 
the hospital? 

A. On the 18th of February, they came to get our male patients. 

28. Q. Did they take them all? 

A. Yes, all of them except the two Japanese patients with 
tuberculosis and they left them. 

29. Q. How many male patients did they take at that time? 

A. Around 25. 

30. q. Do you know who was in charge of the Japanese detail that 
marched them out on that day? 

A. It was Sergeant Takahashl. On the night of the 17th they 
took our doctors. 

31. Q. How many? 

A. Three dootors and two assistants. 

32. q. What were their names. / 

A. Dr. Lahos, acting chief of the hospital} Dr. Noriega; Dr. 

Corales, the dentist; Mr. Pill} and Mr. Urrutia. 

33. q. Have you seen any of those men since that time? 

A. Mr, Urrutia came back the next morning with a bayonet wound 
in his baok. 

34* q. Did you see the wound? 

A. Yes. 

35. q. How deep was it? 

A. It started low around his waist and ended near his armpit. 

He was taken with the patients the next day. 

36. q. When they took the patients on the 18th, they took him along 
again? 

A. Yes, around IOiOO. We treated his wound while he was there. 

37. q. What did he say about what happened the previous day? 

A. After taking them from Santa Rosa, they mere taken to Santa 
Domingo Church. They told them to go forward one by one. Dr. Imhos 
was first. They were in single file and as they entered they were 
bayoneted. Mr. Urrutia reoeived only one bayonet wound beoause he 
fainted. 
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39. Q. Do you know where Mr, Orrutia is now? 
i. Ve have not seen him nor heard of hiw. 

40. Q. About 10*00 O'clock on the morning of the 18th the Japanese 
took all the patients plus Mr. Urrutia? 

A. Yes. They took all but the two Japanese tuberoular patients. 

41. Q. Where did they say they were going? 

A. According to then, they were taking the patients to a hospital. 
They did not say where| just sane place share they could receive better 
treataent. 

42. Q. When they took then out, did they walk or get in trucks? 

A. They were walking. There were three Japanese that helped 

carry the baggage. This patient who survived - - 

43. Q. One patient has returned? What is his naae? 

A. Mr. Tauro. He had a bayonet wound in his chest. It was not 
serious. 

44. Q. You do not know what became of the other patients? 

A. No. 

45. Q. Do you have any idea of the names of the Japanese officers in 
charge of this? 

A. No, we do not. 

46. Q. Do you know what unit they belonged to? 

A. No, I do not know. When we told Sergeant Takahashl about shat 
they had done, he tried to find out what kind of Japanese they were. He 
told us maybe they were from the Navy but certainly not from the Army. 

He said there was no reason for them to do this to them. 

47. Q. How many nurses were with you during your experiences? 

A. There were 16 nurses and we had some Sisters from San Juan 
De Dios. 

48. Q. Did they take any of those nurses? Did they molest them? 

A. One of the Japanese came in our quarters and asked, "Where 

are the nurses". One of our nurses who was near this Japanese was 
told to go outside. Then he flashed his light to every one of us 
and when the nurse went out, he said, "I will come back". 

49. Q. Did the nurse come back? 

A. Yes. She only slept outside the door and came back the next 
morning. The Japanese soldier did not come baok that night. 

50. Q. How far was the place where the Doctors were 
A. Just across the street. 
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TESTIMONY OF MR. CONRADO TAURO, Philippine Tuberculosis Hospital, 
Intrarauros, i<ianila, P.I., taken at ffelfareville Hospital, V/elfareville, 
Manila, P.I., on 4 March 1945 by Captain R. Q. Schlager, AGO. 


1. Q. What is your name and address? 

A. Conrado Tauro, Philippine Tuberculosis Hospital. 

Witness was sworn. 

The substance of the 24th Article of War or Article V of the 
Constitution was explained to the witness who indicated that he under¬ 
stood. 


2. Q. Were you one of the patients at the Hospital on or about 
February 18. 

A. Yes, sir. 

3. Q. Where were you on the 18th? 

A. We were in the Santa Rosa Building. 

4. Q. What happened then? 

A. The officers that got us told us they would take us to a Navy 
Hospital. We followed the soldiers who accompanied us. They grouped 
us one sentry, one group, one sentry and so on. We passed the Cathedral 
to the gate facing Fort Santiago. Because of a plane coming overhead' 
we were told to hide in the bushes. When we reaohed the building 
opposite the University of Manila, the officers and soldiers went to 
Fort Santiago. Other soldiers came from the ruins of the University of 
Manila and told us to proceed to the inner court of the ruins. There they 
plaoed us in the Armory of the University. They herded all the men inside. 
There were about 58 of us in there. The room was about three meters square. 
We were very crowded and some of us were weak. 


5. Q. About what time of day was it when you got there? 

A. About 10»30 in the morning. The officer told us that they 
would give us food and water but the day passed by without anything so 
some of us who brought water with us shared it with others. The next 
day came but they gave us nothing. One or two patients died on the 
afternoon of the 19th because they were weak. Some of them were very 
weak because they were very seriously ill. 


6. Q. What was the name of the patient who died on the 19th? 

A. Mr. Casido died on the afternoon of the 19th. 

7. Q. Who took them out of the room? 

A. Our stronger patients have already escaped because they found 
means to open the door. They were afraid that the disease might affect 
them. We had no food and the longer we stayed there, we would die of 
hunger. 


8. Q. How many escaped from the room? 

A. About 34 of the 58 had escaped by the 19th. There were four in 
our group. We met sentries a short time after we escaped and they fired 
at us. 
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9. Q. This was on the afternoon of the 19th? 

A. No, it was about 4 O'clock in the morning of the 20th beoause 
the Japanese were hiding in their foxholes because of the shelling. We 
were caught by the sentry and he sent us back to our cell. One person 
in our group did not come back but I do not know whether he was killed 
or not. The following morning we went out of the door of the cell. The 
officer from Santa Robb came to us and said that he was sorry, that the 
soldiers were to bring us to the hospital. He said he was very sorry 
that some of our friends escaped. The patients asked for food and water. 
They said they would give us something later on. They gave us nothing. 
They locked the door and left us there. 

10. Q. You still had nothing to eat or drink? 

A. Only what water we could find ourselves. We asked the guard 
about food but they did not give us any. 

11. Q. Go on from there? 

A. About 5 O'clock in the afternoon three soldiers and one officer 
came to our cell. They wanted clothes and jewelry. I believe they 
belonged to the Navy Department. We were so weak from hunger and thirst 
that we asked for water. They said they would come back. They threw a 
hand grenade in the window. 

12. Q. You asked this officer and three enlisted men of the Navy for 
food and water? Was this on the 21st. 

A. Yes, that was the third day in the cell. 

13. Q. What time was that? 

A. About 5 O'clock in the afternoon. 

14. Q. When you asked for the food and water, they said pretty soon 
you could have some. How long was it before they threw the hand grenade 
into the room? 

A. Right away. 

15. Q. Who threw the hand grenade? 

A. I do not know because there were soldiers running around the 
room. After that I heard pistol firing through the window. 

16. Q. Did the hand grenade kill any people in the room? 

A. I do not know because I oovered my head with a blanket. Later 
on they fired pistols at us through the window. They fired without any 
direction other than just inside the room. 

17. Q. How many were firing through the window? 

A. That officer sent down four of them and they were all firing 
pistols. 
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19. Q. Ton in them bayonet theee people? 

A. .Tee. I said, "What are you doing*. They said, "We are only 
killing pigs*. I thought if I tried to move any acre they aonld atab 
ae. I pretended to be dead bat watohed to see what they were doing. 
Then they oaae to ae. The soldier pot the bayonet In ay cheat and I 
did not more. I guess he thought aaybe I was already dead so he left 
ae. (The witness showed the examiner the aoar from a ahallow wound 
on hie cheat.) 


20. Q. Then what happened? 

A. Hr neighbora were bayoneted and they were already dead beoauae 
their bodies were already cold. They bayoneted thee argrway. then they 
left the room, they oloaed ua In again. 1 informed ay friends near ae 
what the situation was. 


21. Q. Were there any of then around you alive? 

A. Tea. I told the® what we should dp, Ve had better escape out 
of this place beoauae they *111 kill us If they come back. Mr. Flores 
waa too weak from loss of blood that could not accompany me. He said 
to go ahead and leave him and escape for ay life. When 1 escaped this 
time I took off ay bloody shirt. I asked all ay companions to try to 
escape. They said they could not beoauae they were too weak. I told 
than, "I will not stay with you because I think I can escape during 
the night". 

22. Q. that night was that? 

A. That waa February 21. 1 was going to try to escape In the dark¬ 

ness when the shelling was intense. The had barbed wire near by the fire 
station. While I was there I did not follow the ro«i because there were 
sentries. Then 1 tried to cross the Cathedral wall and found there were 
Japanese Inside the shelters. Their communication lines were still Intact. 
They run from shelter to shelter. There was lots of noise. The Japanese 
were In all the shelters. They were not able to go out during the shelling. 
I lay flat on the grass.during the moonlight to escape the Japanese. I 
went inside the cathedral and as far as the Santa Rosa Building but I 
found out that the Santa Rosa was guarded by the Japanese sentries - men 
who had escaped from the shelling. These men were nearby so I went Into 
the building beside Santa Rosa. I stayed there for three days until the 
Americans came into Intramuros. 


23. Q. Did any ethpr patients escape as far as you know? That is after 
the shooting end bayoneting? 

A. There were ttyree Chinese who were preparing to escape but I was 
the first to get out. 

24. Q. Then you do not know whether they got out or not? 

A. No, sir. 
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25. Q. Do you know any of their names? 

A. Ling Wai was one of them. 

26. Q. Do you know by name any of the Japanese officers, besides llr. 
Takahashi, who were in charge of you for these few days? 

A. That la the only one. He took us from Santa Rosa. 

27. Q. What day was it that you were rescued by the American Forces? 
A. It was on the 23rd that the Americans came and we ran out to 

them. 


23. Q. Ur. Tauro, where were you born? 

A. Oton, Iloilo, Visayan Islands. 

29* Q. Did you study there? 

A. Zee, sir. I have a 7th grade education. 

36. Q. Are your folks still living at that place? 

A. Isa-. 

31. Q. When did you last hear from them? 

A. About five months after the work stopped. That was in 1942. 

I heard that ay family was still there at that time. 

32. Q. What was your occupation? 

A. I worked for a steamship company. They put me off in Uanila 
after the war started. 

33. Q. Since you came here, have you heard of any other patients who 
escaped from the same cell? 

A. Zes. There are two who are at the San Imsaro Hospital. Their 
names are Bonifacio Sapiten and Uoro Uaaa, a U. S. veteran. 

34. Q. Is there anything else that you have to tell us? 

A. I have nothing else. 

(The witness was dismissed.' 
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TESTIMONY OF SISTER DONATESNNE DE MARIE, Order of St. Paul 
de Chartraa, Sen Juen de Dios Hospital, Intramuros, Manila, P.I., 
taken at Santiago Hospital, Manila, P.I., on 6 Maroh 1945 by Colonel 
James I. Welsh, Ad).

A. Sister Donatienne de Marie.

The substance of the 24th Article of War or Article V of the 
Constitution was explained to the witness who indicated that she under¬ 
stood. 

2. Q. When and where were you born? 

A. St. Basane Or, France; 24 January 1897. 

3. 0. Previous to the arrival of the Japanese, you were stationed 
at the Qua bo n Institute? 

A. Yes. 

4. Q. And you went to San Juan de Dios Hospital in Intramuros on 
what date? 

A. March 3, 1942, when the Japanese occupied Queson Institute. 

5. Q. At my request, you have prepared a statement covering the 
period 3-23 February 1945? 

A. Yes. 

6. Q. Will you sign the statement? 

A. Yes. (She did) 

7. Q. From 3 March 1942 to the time when the Americans landed in 
January 1945, your hospital was under the supervision of the Japanese? 

A. Yes, the officers oame to make inspections. 

8. Q. During that time were you or any of your sisters molested by 
the Japanese? 

A. No. 

9. Q. You have just handed me a list of patients who were taken 
from the Santa Rosa College ruins on February 9 by the Japanese. 

Have I your permission to Insert it in your statement with other 
events of the day? 

A. Yes. 

10. Q, Do you have anything to mdd to either your written statement 
or this one? 

A. Ho.

Sister Donatienne de Marie. 
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11. Rtnors ware aplenty on February 3 , People looked exulted - 
even anxious. Towards the evening a neighbor oaee to tell us to be 
on the alert for something would happen during the night. An order 
name from the Japanese that after 5*30 P.M. no one would be allowed 
to oross the street} all doors and windows were to be closed ani 
nobody was to look from the upper floors. It 11*30 P.M. our guard 
awakened us saying that the imerioans were approaching and the 
could be heard. Ve got our patients dressed and took then downstairs 
ready for any emergency. 

12. At 2*00 O’clock the next morning, the blasting was so strong 
that several windows In the hospital fell down. Then we saw bands of 
Jap soldiers rushing and shouting wildly through the streets. They 
broke into the houses of civilians and we saw then oolleot all the 
men, women and children and bring then to the San Franoisco Church 
just behind the hospital. The •Nurses Home" was forced open but it 
was empty as we had been living In the Hospital since several days. 

13. On the following day the Japs oooupied the dormitories of the 
Nurses Home and a group of sentries came to the hospital to keep guard. 

14. Early In the morning of February 7 another group of ficroe- 
looking soldiers arrived to make a general survey of the hospital. 

The Superior accompanied them through the wards as they marched - 
some with fixed bayonets, others with drawn swords to the terror of 
the patients. About 10*00 O’olook fires broke out In several parts 

of the building but they were quickly extinguished - nobody could tell 
how they had started, but everybody can guess now. 


15. Now the Japs had warned that the hospital was being threatened 
by the fire on Cabildo Street. The dootor-in-chief, Dr. Lahos, was 
told by an offloer to notify the staff secretly to prepare a small 
package and In case of danger to escape to the San Francisco Church, 
and to leave all the patients to burn In the hospital. The seoret 
message was passed around but strange to say the patients were not 
the last to have their little bundles ready. Dr. Lahos then set about 
packing food stuffs for the hospital, and everybody was preparing to 
evacuate. But the linen room was the busiest place of all. The Japs 
ordered about 10 large-sized red cross banners to be made and placed 
on the different buildings of the hospital. That was for our protection, 
so they said. At 4*30 P.M. a band of soldiers went upstairs and with 
big iron bars, smashed the windows and threw out all the furniture. 

Then came the order that all should be at the Information at 5*00. 


Each of us took whatever food and clothing we could carry. The Sisters 
were told to remove their head-dress but they turned a deaf ear. After 
inspecting everyone's belongings, the Captain gave the order "March 
out". The staff and all their patients - more than 200 - were now In 
the street under a terrific shelling, not knowing where to go. The 
red cross banners were left floating on the hospital, not for our 
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finally we saw no other ohoIce of refuge than the ruins of Santa 
Rosa College, We arrived there at nightfall and many women and 
children were already assembled there. 

16. Santa Rosa College had been bombed by the Japs in Deo ember 
1941) so only the mere skeleton of a building remained,. minus the 
roof. 


17. Until 11*00 P.M. we were kept busy by the Japs - nmng up, 
changing places, being inspected - and always at the point of the 
bayonet. From 11*00 until morning we were continually moving from 
place to plaoe to avoid the fires raging on all sides. 

18. About 9*00 A.M. on February 9, a group of soldiers came 
and ordered the patients who were foreigners to form a line. They 
then took aside the three Jap patients and questioned them for some 
time. The belongings of the foreigners were examined, and they were 
led by the soldiers. Dr. Lahos suggested their taking their packages 
with them but was given answer, *Not necessary*. Their food, however, 
was ordered to be given to the Jap patients. (Following is the list 
of patients supplied by the witness after the statement was prepared 
and inserted at this point in the statement with her permission* Mrs. 
Ada Aplin, British; Mr. Albert Benson, British) Mr. Leo Gump, American; 
Mr. Ken Uuebsoh, American; Mr. Mitchell, Amerioan; Rev. Father Cornelio 
von Roessel, Dutch; Mr. Cueuas, Spanish; and Mr. Kristensen, Danish.) 

Our Superior now beoame the center of interest; the Japs were looking 
for French cltisens, so Dr. Lahoz made her destroy her papers and from 
now on she was to be a Spanish Sister. 

19. On February 9, the men were forbidden to fetch water; they 
were not to go outside any more. The task now fell on the women and 
many of them never returned from the well. 

20 . Early on February 10 the Japs arrived and demanded all the 
male employees of the hospital to line up * we had between 40 and 50 
boys. After promising to bring them back shortly, the soldiers led 
them an away. 

21. In the afternoon of February 13, our camp was visited by a 
Jap who pranced around like a madman, striking with his sword at whom¬ 
soever he could reach and setting the whole place in a panic. When we 
shouted for help, two soldiers arrived, who just looked on and laughed. 
They gave the reason afterwards that an officer could never be disarmed 
no matter what he did. The madman finally went away himself streaming 
with blood. 

22. On February 15 one of the Jap patients, a seminarist, died 
and permission was secured to bury him across the street in the yard 
of Santo Domingo. 


WRITTEN STATEMENT BY SISTER DONATIENNE DE MARIE (Cont'd) 


23. shelling now increased in fury, shrapnel was flying 

in all directions; many persons clung to pillars and huddled in corners 
others felt themselves safer near the Sisters. All of a sudden a big 
orash put us beside ourselves, and immediately some one cried, "Oh 
Sister, Sister". We were on the spot at once and found our dear 
Sister Felicite victim of a shell hit. Several shrapnels had traversed 
her body and she was killed instantly. One attendant of the hospital 
as well as several patients were killed by the same shell, while many 
were wounded, including one Sister of Charity. 

24. At about 200 A.M. on February 16, the Japs called for Dr. 
Lahoz and his staff, which included Dr. Noriega, Dr. Corales, Ur. 
Arutia, a chemist, Ur. Pelli, and Mr. Lazaro. Thinking it was to 
render service, the six men followed the Japs to Santo, Domingo Church. 
Arriving there, they were bayonetted. Mr. Arutia was able to return 
to the camp in spite of his wounds and it was he who gave us the sad 
news of their fate. A lady attendant was brave enough to go to see 
the corpses of the other five, and she found there besides these, a 
crowd of women and children who had been killed in the same place. 

Mrs. Lahoz asked permission to have the bodies of the doctors, and 
was granted after two days. They were buried by the staff. 

25. On February 18 our camp was again visited in the morning by a 
group of soldiers with fixed bayonets as usual. This time they wanted 
all the male patients to line up. As they were weak and scaroely able 
to star*!, the merciless soldiers pulled them up and pushed them into 
their places. The Japs said they would remove them to Manila Hotel 

so they were ordered to advance. What a pitiful spectacle. 1 Over a 
hundred sick men, each trying to sustain the other as they struggled 
to keep pace with the heartless soldiers. Two days later one of them, 
a Chinese, was able to return, he having bribed the sentry by parting 
with his watch. lie told us that they were taken to Fort Santiago and 
had been given nothing to eat or drink since that time. The next day 
two others came back with the same story - they were dying of hunger 
and thirst. 

26. On February 21 we saw a Capuchin Father lying on the other 
side of the street. 'Je sent over a little girl to find out his con¬ 
dition. The poor Father was covered with blood; he begged for a little 
water as he had been five days without drinking. Je sent him coffee 
and water for two days; on February 23 he was killed during a shelling. 

27. By this time the shelling had become so violent that the fog 
of dust prevented us from seeing one another. Every moment seemed to 
be the last, '/e were all suffocating. The wounded and dead were 
countless. Finally after one hour we were given a little respite. 
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But on opening our eyes we found out that nothing remained to us but what 
we were wearing - our bundles were buried in arud - where the water oane 
from we oould not find out - our reserved olothes were reduced to sorape - 
not a grain of rice remained - now we were to die of starvationVe 
looked at ode another, but each face registered "Confidence". An hour 
later someone oame saying that the soldiers ordered us to leave the 
place for a fight was about to begin. But we, thinking that it was 
again a Jap trick (we had no idea that the Americans were so near, in 
fact we did not even know that they had entered Manila), refused to 
move from our places, but another messenger arrived all exoited saying 
that it was the Americans who.ordered us to leave. Then a shout of Joy 
rang through the ruins and in a few minutes we were walking between two 
files of our valiant American liberators - out to the road of freedom.

8 . Q. Do you know the names of any of the Japanese officers or 
enlisted men of which you apeak in your statement? 

A. No, I do not know their names. 

9. Q. Have you anything more to add to the written statement? 

A. No, that is all.

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10 . I have nothing to aay, but the horrified ©rente that hare 

taken place during our 19 day* atay in the ruins of the Santa Rosa 
College. The continuous sound of oannona, guns - morning, 

afternoon and nights - sometimes followed by the appearanoe of our 
inmates, victims of wounds from shrapnel, bayonets and machine guns. 

11. The appearances and the appearances of the Nip soldiers which 
terrified us the most. In the early part of our stay# they (Kip soldiers) 
took off the male attendants of the hospital. They ware not returned 

any more. The next incident worthy of note took place in the afternoon. 

It was clear and quiet afternoon - inmates and all the refugees were mostly 
out from their shelters when with a sudden a woman shouted that a drunkard 
Japanese had entered. Yes, he was half-naked with a free sword swinging 
in the air to all the directions. By this sight all of us ran - 
stumbling over weak patients and stones. Whether he be a real drunk¬ 
ard or whatnot and his motives in horrifying the people we did not know. 
Only that those who understand little Japanese caught him asking one of 
his pray suoh questions *Do you like the Americans. ■ Two primates 
appeared but could not do anything to prevent him from horrifying the 
people - instead they laughed only. After all, thanks be to Cod, no 
victims of death had resulted from this little comedy. 

12. The water supply was vary hard as we were now all women with 
two dootors, a chemist, a dentist, a male nursing aid and our chaplain. 

We had to get the water (dirty) either in the Cathedral Churchyard or 
behind the Santo Domingo Ofturoh ruins. All precautions must be taken to 
take the water - free from the sight of the Jap guard - or ossa would be 
a victim of the machine gun. 

13. In the afternoon of February 16th at about 5s00 O'clock, two 
Nip soldiers brusquely entered the ruins looking for women. One of 

the nurses, a cousin of one of our sisters, upon knowing what they wanted, 
ran hurriedly where the sisters were and saved herself from the Jap by 
disguising herself as one of the tuberculosis patients - wrapping a sheet 
around her body. These same soldiers entered the nurses' quarters and 
made a visual check-up of every one and ohose two of them - one of them 
a Spanish aestisa and the other one a victim of wounds inflicted by the 
shrapnel of a Nip hand grenade. They were informed that the foraer 
nurse was an mivanoed T.B. patient and the latter one had wounds. So 
they left the nurses. Im the evening we heard shouts and shrill cries 
of women coming from the direction of the Santo Domingo Churah ruins. 

M. At 2i30 A.M., February 17, 1945, two Nip aoldiara suddanly 
appeared at the door of the nurses quarters. Sitting in s chair just 
at the door was a sister who reoeivsd the first flash of the flashlight. 

She was asked about the doctors. The sister called the poor innocent 
ones as bidden end two dootors, and s chemist were commanded to step 
out where presumably other aoldiara ware posted. The two soldiers waited 
for the dentist and the sals nursing aid. This turn of events was 
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followed by a respite for practically ton mini tod when oil of • 
sudden the lull wee broken by the heart-rending, agonising shouts 
and orles of women, shots of guns outside from the direction of 
Santo Domingo Church ruins. At this juncture, another Jap entered 
the nurses' quarters and ordered the nurses to stand in aligxnent. 

With a bayonet in the right hand and a flashlight in the left, he 
made a scrutiny of the faces of each one. The last nurse in the 
line was ordered to go out with him. Before they made their exit 
he left word not to let the nurses sleep beoause he was coming back 
for them. The sister advised the nurses to sleep as the soldier 
didn't return for more prey. The nurse who went with the Jap returned 
the next day telling us that she was commanded to watch the three 
women they have taken till they were brought with them outside. 

15. The early morning at about 8»30, eighteen women and children 
presented themselves for treatment of multiple wounds. From their 
testimonies it was gathered that they were shot at by guns and stabbed 
by bayonets, beoause they tried in vain to escape and to prevent Kip 
soldiers from abusing them and the womenfolk of the neighborhood. 

Various of them were killed. A female attendant with us braved her 
way to the ruins of Santo Domingo to make an ooular inspection of the 
place which had aroused so much curiosity and Imagination among us. 

When she returned she reported that the bodies of the two doctors, 
dentist, the male nursing aid lay dead there together with fifteen raped 
women and children whose bodies were also lifeless from bayonet wounds. 

16. The following day we considered the day at first as one com¬ 
paratively a quiet day for us because of the presence of an outwardly 
benevolent Kip army officer who stood guard the whole evening. The 
nurses proferred him coffee and something to eat. The next day this 
same officer with some four soldiers ordered all male T.B. patients 
(aged, weak, dying) and our Chaplain to form a line (2x2). They 
excused the two Jap patients we had. They were brought to the Fort. 

17. The next day a family and several young girls came to our 
plaoe from Cathedral Church. Right at the moment of their arrival 
two Japs appeared and forced their attention on the girls. They held 
their arms, patted their faces and caressed them. The officer mentioned 
above, beoause he was there that time, when he saw what the soldiers were 
doing approached them and maybe their attention was called as the soldiers 
separated from the girlsj but the moment they lost sight of the officer, 
the soldiers went back and they carried away with them the four girls. 

They were returned at midnight the following day. 



18. The last Japs we saw was two days before our deliverance 

from Nip.

3. Q. Were you stationed In the San Juan de Dios Hospital in Intramuros? 
A. lea. 

4. Q. How long were you there at the Hospital? 

A. Nine years. 

5. Q. Were you there when the Japanese arrived? 

A. I was there. 

6. Q. From the tine that the Japanese arrived until the Americans 
arrived at Llngayen, were you or your associates ever molested by the 
Japanese? 

A. I was not molested but I heard that some other sisters were. 

I have no personal knowledge of such. 

7. Q. What were your relations with the Japanese? Did they sxipervise 
your hospital in any way? 

A. Yes, they were the ones supervising the hospital as a military 
hospital. We were working with them. 

8. Q. Were you caring for military personnel? 

A. I was in the pharmacy there. 

9. Q. Do you know what an atrocity is? 

A. Yes. 

10. Q. Have you knowledge of any atrocities committed by the Japanese? 

A. I have heard of so many but have seen nothing with my own eyes? 

(The witness appeared to have difficulty recalling dates and 
oireurnstanoes before the stenographic report. She asked, to be permitted 
to write out rfiat had happened and this seemed to be the best solution, 
that she wrote is attached.)

Written Statement of 
Sister Concepcion Gotera. 
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11. February 1. The whole atmosphere these terrible days be- 
epeek of nothing else but terror end utter consternation. Within 
our heerte and souls there lurked eoaething horrible, fatal, aome- 
thlng traglo la store for us. Atrocities ooavltted by the Jape are 
just beyond faman ooepreheneion. Three victims entered the hospital - 
one seemly wounded In the abdoasn with several sounds} another with 
her hand oonpletely out off} the other one, nore unfortunate, died. 

They were all Tlotlas of a bayonet. 

12. February 3. The burning of the city started. Sines this 
*V tke gate was oovpletely olosed, nobody being allowed to gs In 
nor out of In t r anu roe. Fron February 4 to 6 , nan froa the distrlote 
of Anda, Solona and Real were oonoentrated In Fort Santiago, 

the Priests. 

13. It was on February 7th when Intraeuroe wee set on fire. What 

a day of real panio and terror. Dynanlte and bonbe roared like thutder. 
It was alnoet In the aid-day when the hospital oanght on fire. But 
like a real valiant and real gent l ene n , a gro u p of Jape rushed in to 
pvt out the fire, telling that they would save the hospital at any. 
oost. Such chivalry astonished us so auoh. Early In the afternoon 
they began destroying the wooden aaterlals for fear, they said, that 
It will oatoh fire. Ah J how otmnlngly they played their part and mji 
how we wore being fooled. Oonpletely unaware of our danger and quite 
osrtaln of our safety under their well-plotted protection, we wore 
thought of being deoleved until an order was given that the hospital 
must be evacuated within half an hour, flood Heavens j we were utterly 
perplexed, unprepared. And the patients! Four patients oonpletely 
helpless were left under the nsroy of the fire. 

14. We went out to the street. But, horror ! fire here, fire 
there and fire everywhere. The situation was just beyond description. 
There was nowhere to go. And of all the world, the walled olty was 
olaaed under Martial law. We braved the raining shrapnel and hand 
grenades and deolded at last to hide In the ruins of Santo Oonlngo. 

On the way we were obliged to abandon onoe In a while our push cart 
with our little provision to hide fToa the terrific shrapnel overhead 
while the Jape brutally drove us to get out to the streets. How 
lohwuni 


15. Helpless, utterly helpless and alaost desperate, we finally 
reached Santo Doalngo but to be driven away from there by the Jape. 
We prooeeded to the ruins of Santa Rosa College. 
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16. During this moat tragic night amidst that voracious firs and 
roaring bombs and at the meroy of shrapnel, the Japs began to fetch 
all the r em a ining men excepting the male patients and male personnel 
of the hospital. They were concentrated at Fort Santiago. 

17. We accommodated ourselves to the beat we could at this ruins, 
raising a "Red Cross" flag. 

18. On the following morning (February 8), much to our regret, 
the foreigner patients were taken by six Japs at the point of the 
bayonet. The unfortunates were: Father Russell; lira. Aplin, a French 
lady; Mr. Benson, an E n g li s h ma n ; Mr. Mltohell, an American; Dr. Enevar, 
a Spaniard; and another, an American, which I cannot remember. I saw 
them with tears in my eyes get out, but their ..hereabouts, I have no 
knowledge of it. 

19. On February 9 in the morning and quite early - about 8*00 or 
9*00, more or less - another group of Japs came to this ruins and, at 
the point of the bayonet, gathered all the male nursing aid of the 
hospital, including our Chaplain, Father Pio Sawal. But fortunately 
the Priest, the two doctors, the chemist, the dentist, and one boy 
patient were set free at about mid-day of this same day. The rest 
were imprisoned in Fort Santiago. 

20. February 13th was one of our most horrible days in the con¬ 
centration. It was in the afternoon when a Japanese officer, totally 
drunk, rushed in like a mad-dog swinging his long bayonet in the air. 

Full of terror and trembling like a leaf, we ran for safety trampling 
one another. He caught one of our aged, rheumatic sisters who was so 
helpless in a corner and holding her he swung high his sword to cut 
off her head. If this brutal act was not carried out, it was just 
really a miracle. He proceeded to a nearby Chinese patient and with his 
fists and kicks he left him half dead. This poor patient died the 
following day. Two soldiers came but, the drunk man being an officer, 
they were not supposed to take off the sword. He proceeded to another 
viotlm until at last, being wounded by his own sword, he acoorded going 
out with the two soldiers. How we heaved a sigh of relief. 

21. February 15th was a very fatal, tragic day for the Sisters. 

A bomb fell in a very nearby place and killed instantly a Sister Felioity 
and an attendant, and wounded another Sister, Presentation Martinez. 

There were many others severed and terribly wounded that the grounds 
were bathed in blood. 


22. It was February 17th at about 2*30 in the morning when four 

Japs came and at the point of the bayonet took away Dr. Manuel Imhos; 
Dr. Norriagaj Mr. Drrutia, the chemist; Dr. Leandro Corrales, the 
dentist; and conrado Fill, a boy patient of the hospital. Half an 
hour later after they disappeared, we heard some shooting and cries 
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23. The following morning, February 18th, during our dinner I was 
utterly shocked when my eyes beheld Mr. Urrutia, the chemist, crawling, 
his dress stained with blood and his countenance haggard and full of 
♦ anguish. "How terribly he would have suffered the whole night.*", I said 
to myself. I didn't dare approach him. Now a days just a slight sus¬ 
picion is sufficient to lose your head. He proceeded straight to where 
the Japanese patients were laying, perhaps for some protection. Ke 
related the tragio fate of his five companions In Santo Domingo's ruin. 
They were all bayoneted Including some men and women and later a hand 
grenade was dropped. He was not mortally wounded and pretending to be 
dead, he was able to escape. 


24. On February 19 Japanese guards came and Mrs. Manuel Lahos and 
other nurses pleaded and begged them to permit them to bury their dead 
ones. The officers accented. Luckily, even the bodies were already 
quite altered but they still can be vividly recognised by relatives and 
friends, especially the dootors, through their attire. What a fearful 
and painful burial*' Some bodies were left unburied, having nobody to 
make a grave for them. Poor ones I May they rest In peace. 


25. This very day all the male patients, the aged, the fractured, 
those ' at were mortally wounded and those that were almost at their 
agony, were dragged out at the point of the bayonet. Our Chaplain, 

Father Pio Sawal, was also summoned. How my heart still bleeds when 

I can remember how brutally they were treated. Out they went, but 
where? Nobody could tell. 

26. There was continuous and terrible shelling on the 21st. That 
night a Japanese guard, Mr. Takahashl, approached two sisters. He was 
calm and his tone was sad and pathetic. It was 11*00 O'clock sharp at 
night. "Cannot you sleep?", he asked. "No, we cannot because of fear of 
bombs", the Sisters answered back. He sat by their side and this was 
more or less his words* "See.' I'm prepared because I should be in the 
front at 10*00 O'olook but luckily it was not approved. Within these 
two or three days this will be over. But I'm very sorry we are going 

to lose this Manila war. Although we try our best, we cannot do any¬ 
thing because the enemy cut Timbers us. Sorry, my life will be lost. 

Take good care during this two or three days." These words were no 
sooner out of his mouth when a soldier came with an order to go to the 
front. We saw him no more since then. 


27. On February 22nd we felt hopeless} the specter of death seemed 
to be so near, so certain. 


28. This day our maid found a Capuchin Priest, Brother KLoarls 
dragging In the ground all worn out and dirty. He was wounded on the 
head and faoe and begged for a little HgO. Be briefly explained that 
all his companions were killed and the Japanese convinced that he was, 
after all, mortally wounded and utterly week, let him go his way. The 
following morning he was no longer by the roadside. Others asserted 
they found his body, badly severed. Tody there jrere many casualties.

Q, Please state your name, age and address. 

A Francisoo Jabson, 24, 18 Bambang Street, Pasig, Rizal. 

Q Yrfhat Is your occupation'and nationality? 

A Merchant, Filipino. 

Q Are you the sonr of Francisca Santa Ana? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Have you a brother named Candido Jabson? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q, V(as your brother married to Raymunda Lati? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Do you recall uhen they were married? 

A September 12, 1942. 

Q Did they have any children? 

A One child . 

Q, What is the child’s name and age? 

A Felioisima Jabson, one year and five months . 

Qi Where is the child now? 

A In Pulo, Pasig, Rizal. 

Q Who is the child with? 

A Her mother. 

Q Is your brother Candido Jabson dead? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q, Whsi did he die? 

A 20 February 1945. 

Q, Were- you pres ait when he died? 

A I just saw him dead. 

Q, What time of day did you disoover his body? 

A About seven o'clock in the morning of 21 February. 1945. 

Q Where was your brother's body vhen you first saw it? 

A In the fields, sir. 

Q, Were you the first to discover him? 

A My friend Lope saw him first. Then he called me and 

I went with him to the body • 

Q Where were you on 20 February 1945? 

A I was in the fields with my mother and brothers in Cainta, 
Rizal. 

Q, What were the circumstances surrounding your being in 
the fields? 

A We evacuated there in the fields. 

Q, Y/hat had caused you to be evaouated to the fields? 

A The town of Pasig was being shelled by thB American sol¬ 

diers because there were Japs here in Pasig . 
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Q, Describe as accurately as possible the direction and 
distance of this field from your home here in Pasig. 

A It 3s east of Pasig, about two and a half kilometers away. 

Q, Is it near any particular landmarks? 

A It is near the Cainta River. There are bamboo clumps 

around. It is about six kilometers south of the Cainta 
Road. 

Q When did the other people gather there? 

A In the morning. 

Q About how many? 

A There were many people; but in our hut there were more 
than twenty, including women and children. They were: 
Francisoa Santa Ana (my mother); Candido Jabson (brother); 
Raymunda Lati (sister-in-law), Pulo, Pasig; Eufraoio 
Jabson (brother); myself; Delfina Jabson (sister); Isabel 
Jabson (sister); Maxima de 2a Crre ; Modesta; Bambi ; Valen¬ 
tin; Felicisima Jabson (niece); Pablo; Lilagriig ; Adora- 
oion; and others viiose names and addresses I do not know. 

Q 7/ere»there any Jap soldiers present on 20 February 1945? 

A Yes, sir, in the morning. 

Q, How many? 

A Those Japs viio came to our hut were about seven. 

Q Were there any Jap officers present? 

A Yes, sir, there was one officer in our hut. 

Q, How did you know he was an officer? 

A The soldiers saluted him. 

Q, Did he have a sword? 

A Yes, sir, and a pistol. 

Q, Did he have any marks on his uniform . 

A Yes,sir, one bar and one star on the left breast. 

Q, What oolor of uniforms did the soldiers and officer wear? 

A Khaki oo lor. 

(i, Do you know the name of their organization? 

A Wo, sir . 

Q, What kinds of weapons did the soldiers carry? 

A They had rifles, bayonets, pistols, and something they 
call "Tommy Gun." 

Q, When did the soldiers arrive? 

A In the morning, about four o'clock. 

Q Did they come before or after the. civilians began to 
gather in the neighborhood? 

A They came before the civilians arrived in our hut. 

C l Did any more soldiers come during the day? 

A One soldier from another hut came to our hut. 

Q, Did the soldiers say or do anything to the people who 

came to the ft elds? 

A They said they were there to hide from American airplanes. 
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Q Did the soldiers molest the oivilians? 

A They demanded food by force and took anything they granted, 
like eggs, rioe. ohicken, watches and clothes, by force. 

My brother Candido was hit on the head with with the baok 
of a bayonet, and they dragged my sister-in-law Raymunda 
and tried to rape her. They also saarohed the other 
worn®. 

Q Did they say anythin to your sister-in-law Raymunda that 
you could overhear? 

A In the afternoon, when they were leaving, they said they 

would use Raymunda and Candido as guides. The Japs further 
told us that with in two hours they would oame back and 
warned us not td try to get away from our bonds; that 
was after they had tied us up. 

Q Were Candido and Raymunda tied? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q How? 

A Their hands were tied behind the back. 

Q Was the offioer present all the time? 

A Yes, sir.

A He was a big man with a big body. He was clean-shaven 
and had spectacles.

to him other than hit him on the back of the head and tie 
his hands behind him as you have liereinbefore described? 

A He was tied up and carried away with Raymunda Lati and 
Delfina Jabson, but I did not see \hat the Japs did to 
Candido. 

Q, What time of the day on 20 February 1945 did the Japs takB 
your brother Candido from your presaice? 

A After sundovn. 

When did you next see your brother? 

The next day, in the morning—dead already. 

Were there any wound marks on his body, and if so, des¬ 
cribe where and how made, if you know. 

There were three bayonet wounds on the neck, one of which 
went thru; one in the left arm; two on the abdomai, one 
of vhich wait thni; and one near the heart. They were 
all bayonet wounds and were all the wounds I saw. His 
hands were tied behind his back; he was doubled up. 

Where did you find your brother Can dido's body? 

One and one-half kilometers away from the hut, in a hay¬ 
stack . 

Did you find any other dead person there? 

No, sir. 

Did you observe Curing the day of 20 February 1945 any¬ 
thing threatening or provoking in the conduct of any of 
the civilians toward any of the Japanese soldiers? 

In our hut we did not do any tiling to provoke or threaten 
them. The civilians around did not make aiy trouble, and 
they were peaceful. 

Q What time of the day did the soldiers take your sister- 
in-lav; Raymunda from your presence?

My son, ay daughterin-law, ay wife and X, carrying ay dead grandchild, 
ran out of tho house as fast as our legs could carry us. Xn about fif¬ 
teen ainutos, X was back. X saw to it that tho Japanese could not see as 
hiding behind the fence surrounding tho place whore ay house was located. 

X caas back because I wanted to know what they wore going to do with ay 
chickens. X saw, however, froa ay hiding plaoo that the blindfolded 
Tlllpino civilians wore being brought by the Japanese to a place about 
twenty yards away whore there were bushes and small plants. X am sure 
that those Tlllpino civilians ware brought to tho place whore tho 
Japanese had dug a sort of a grave. X did aot see the actual bayonet ting 
of the Tlllpino civilians but X heard cries and scroans coning frsn the 
very spot whore tho Japanese had dug tho ground when they passed by y 
house tho first tine.

SUBJECT: Investigation of Civilian Massacre at Dapdap, Pilar, 
Penson Island, Calm, Philippine Islands. 

Tit : The Commanding General, 7th Infantry Division. 


I. AUTHORITT 

Pursuant to verbal orders detailing the undersigned 
to conduct an investigation of all facts in connection with the 
reported nassacre of civilians at Dapdap. on Ponson Island, Canotes 
Islands, Province of Cebu, Philippine Islands, the investigation 
was nade, and facts herein presented were found to be as follows: 

II. FACTS 

1. On 29 December 1944, a Japanese patrol of approximately 
seventy soldiers and two officers appeared at the Barrio Dapdap 
sonatina in the forenoon. Tines were variously stated by the 
witnesses as 1000 up to 1300. The Japanese rang the church bells 
and called all citizens to the church. In addition they sent ' 
details to search the hones in the village to determine that all 
citizens had eonplled with the instructions to appear at the church. 
Upon arrival at the church the civilians were told that it was nec¬ 
essary to go inside the church as a plane was approaching and would 
bonb and strafe. The people were told that the purpose of appearing 
at the church was to obtain passes, presumably allowing them to 
leave the island, or good conduct passes of some sort. 

2.. About three hundred people congregated in the church, 
and guards then took up stations at the doors, one officer sitting 
in front, at the altar, and the other at the door. The people 
were then questioned as to the whereabouts of three American 
soldiers who had been reported to be in the village. The people 
denied all knowledge of any American soldiers. Questioning of 
the witnesses by this investigating officer indicated that the 
people had no knowledge of any American soldiers in the vicinity. 

3. One of the Filipino men asked if the people could be 
allowed to return to their homes to eat lunch. The officer nodded 
his head and then required the people to form in famllv groups. 

They were taken out by families and the guards who took them out 
took then to homes, and to groves, and killed them, mostly by 
bayoneting, but some times by gunfire. In some Instances their 
hands were tied, and in other instances they were not. 

4. After about one third of the people had left the church, 
a nassacre of the civilians remaining in the church commenced. 

The Japanese officer watched for a while and then joined in the 
slaughter himself. 

RE8TBICTED 
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5. It is believed that approximately tventy persons escaped 
death by pretending to be dead, and lying among the bodies* 

Most of these were wounded severely. It is believed that the 
number of dead civilians, including men, women, and children, 
approximates three hundred. 

6. Upon leaving the Barrio Dapiap, the Japanese patrol 
proceeded down the road toward Pilar, arriving at the Barrio 
Esperanza 
where the 

of three American soldiers. The people denied any knowledge 
of the American soldiers, whereupon the Japanese officer gave 
a signal by firing a pistol in the air. The soldiers then com¬ 
menced bayoneting the people. There were some survivors of this 
massacre, who, by feigning death were able to escape. Various 
estimates of the number of people were given, but it is believed 
that the number of persons killed. Including men, women and 
children, approximated one hundred and thirty to one hundred 
and fifty. About 1600 the patrol proceeded across the hill to 
San Juan, where it is rumored that additional persons were bayoneted. 
No survivors of this occurrence were encountered. 

7. An American task force arrived on Ponson Island on 
15 January 1945, but encountered no Japanese, and but a handful 
of civilians, although the pre-war population had been estimated 
at between six and seven thousand persons. Most of the residents 
had evacuated by boat to the shores of Leyte Island. The task 
force visited the Barrio Dapdap, and found between two and three 
hundred bodies, in houses in the barrio, in the church, and in 
the streets. The state of decomposition indicated that the bodies 
had been dead for some two or three weeks. The task force burned 
the buildings containing dead bodies and burled those which were 
lying outside. Upon the arrival of this investigating officer 

on 20 January 1945* 00 evidence remained at Dapdap, but at 
Esperansa, which was separated from Dapdap by a bridge not 
passable by truck, a number of dead bodies in an advanced stage 
of decomposition were observed. 

8. An entirely different incident, but occurring on the 
same island about 9 December 1944 appears to have occurred. It 
is rumored that a Japanese plane crashed near Pilar. The aviator 
was killed by the people and the same day a Japanese patrol arrived 
at Pilar and went to two homes and gathered two families, numbering 
about thirty persons of all ages and sexes. The group was then 
separated into the two families, with a family containing about 
twenty persons composing one group. The hands of the people were 
tied, and the individuals were tied together. They were then 
bayoneted. One survivor of this incident was encountered, and 

she had been severely wounded but has recovered. 

9. Attached hereto as "Exhibit 1" is a translation by the 
Language Officer, of a captured Japanese Company Field Order and 

a personal diary. In light of the attached evidence and the 
occurrences which took place at Ponson Island, the field order 
and diary* become illuminating. 

III. CONCLUSIONS 

1. There is some variation in the stories of the various 
persons, as would be natural considering the frightened and nervous 
condition of the people anticipating death. In view of the number 
of survivors interviewed, all giving an almost identical story, 
and witnesses being interviewed at places far distant from each 
other, corroborated by the physical evidence observed by the 
members of the task force, the truth of the stories appears to 
be conclusive. 
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Q. - Did you exauine Private Gensemer r s body and if to, what 
was its condition? 

A. - I examined his body. He was dressed in his United States 

Army uniform. His shoes and socks had been removed. The 
body showed much evidence of decomposition and I believe 
he had been dead for two,days or more. 

Q. - Was he wearing his identification tag?

The skull had been pierced 
by some blunt instrument. Just above the forehead was a 
large irregular skull wound about three inches in dia¬ 
meter. In each of the upper arms was a large irregular 
wound. Ihese wounds appeared to be bayonet wounds. 

Each of the finger nails of the left hand had been twist¬ 
ed out of the nail beds. The bony ends of the fingers 
were visible. The 'index finger of the right hand had been 
twisted and broken. It was impossible to determine the 
injury which was responsible for his capture. There was 
obvious evidence of torture. Because of the decomposed 
skin and swollen condition of the body, it was impossible 
to verify other attempts of torture.

body? 

A. - He was lying on his back on the ground floor of a two- 

story house beneath a large rafter. It appeared probable 
that before his death he had been tied to the rafter by 
his Jiands. The rafter helped support the floor of the 
house.

A* - Yes, there was dried blood on the clothing about the 
wounds in the upper-arms*

3. MG - 2 (carry ammunition - 2 boxes, 1 ea to 2 
squads) Sgt. KAKITANI. 

4. Anti-Tank gun will be pulled by men. 

5. General Platoon formations: 

1st Platoon (YOSHIDA) 

2nd Platoon (KURAZAWA) 

3rd Platoon (SUZAKA) 
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2. It was at first thougnt that the reason for these 
massacres was in reprisal for the killing of a number of survivors 
of Japanese ships which were sunk by the American forces in Nov¬ 
ember. It was rumored that the residents of Ponson Island boloed 
many survivors as they swam ashore from ships which were sinking 
near the Camotes. Some justification of the acts of the people 
in killing these survivors while they were in a helpless condition 
can be given, by reason of the fear on the part of the people 6t 
harm to themselves and family from the Japanese. But in view of 
the fact that no mention was made by the Japanese of the killing 
of survivors, and because their inquiry appeared to be directed 
solely as to the presence of three American soldiers reported 
in the area, it seems questionable whether the massacres were 
in any way related to the killing of Japanese survivors. 
Furthermore, the killing and bayoneting of women and small 
children could not be justified from any standpoint except that 
adopted by the Axis powers in effecting reprisals upon civilians 
for acts done in a particular vicinity.

Division, together with the rest of the members of his troop, 
were sent on partol duty from Barugo to Carlgara, Leyte, Philip¬ 
pine Islands, a distance of approximately ten miles (R 1, 5, 8). 
The patrol proceeded.along the sea wall In the northeast seotion 
of Carlgara where Japanese resistance was encountered and GEN¬ 
SEMER was wounded and due to enemy fire aid men attached to the

I A medical examination was directed, and about 1700 

S the Commanding Officer of the 7th Cavalry, Colonel Walter E. FIN- 
8. NEGAN, accompanied by Francis S. CRANE, Lt. Colonel (then Major) 

‘ MC, Surgeon, 1st Cavlary Division, Captain Virgil E. BROWN, MC, 

> 2d Squadron Surgeon, 7th Cavalry* and Sergeant Amos BRYANT, 1st 
C Medical Squadron, Headquarters Detachment, examined the remains 
| (R 2, 3, 5. 8, 11). 

? GENSEMER, dressed In regulatuon fatigue clothes with 

his shoes and Books removed (R 2, o, 8), was found lying on his 
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back beneath a large rafter with hie arms extended above his 
head, hie lege stretohed out and spread, and the upper portion 
of hie head and naeo-pharynx region showed oonsiderable decom¬ 
position and maggot infestation (R 2, 5, 9); the distal pha¬ 
langes of the three middle fingers of his left hand were bro¬ 
ken, the bone ends Jagged, indicating they had been torn off 
(R 2, 6, 8); at least three finger nails of the left hand had 
been pulled out of the nail beds (R 2, 6, 8, 12), and the in¬ 
dex finger of the right hand had been twisted and broken, ( 2, 
8); two penetrating bayonet wounds were observed in the left 
chest and one in the upper left abdomen, and there was a three- 
inch opening in the frontal region of his skull appearing to 
have been inflicted by a blunt instrument (R 2, 6, 9); a large. 
Irregular wound was observed in eaoh of his upper arms (R 2, 9, 
12) and Sergeant BRYANT notloed rope bums on eaoh wrist (R 6), 
and both he and Captain BROWN were of the opinion that before 
death, OENSEMER had been tied by his hands to a rafter which 
supported the house (R 2, 6)♦ Blood had oo z ed from the bayonet 
wounds on his olothes in such a manner as would indicate he hdd 
been bayonetted while in a prone position at the looation where 
he was found (R 2, 9), and it was the opinion of both medical 
officers that the mutilation of the body was caused by torture 
prior to death (R 2, 9). He had been dead some three or four 
days (R 2, 8) and the offloers were of the opinion that the pe¬ 
netrating wound of the skull was the only injury that would have 
caused Instant death (R 2, 9)* Due to the decomposed condition 
of the body, it was not possible to determine the injury respon¬ 
sible for his capture (R 2). 

▲ shallow grave was dug beneath the building and the 
body was temporarily placed therein; two days later it was ex¬ 
humed by the Graves Registration Unit attaohed to the 7th Caval¬ 
ry, and it is now interred at Grave #243, U8AF Cemetery, Taclo- 
ban No, 1, Tacloban, Leyte, Philippine Islands (Ex. B; R3, 12). 

The witnesses did not possess any knowledge or inform¬ 
ation of the individuals or Japanese units responsible for this 
act.

In completing this investigation approximately 200 
miles was covered by automobile, 30 miles by boat and 100 miles 
by plane and the testimony of witnesses obtained in an area where 
aotive combat operations were In progress. 

IF. DISCUSSION AND CONCLUSION! 

Private QENSEMER'S identity was positively established 
by tbs witness Captain BROWN who had seen him in the dispensary 
for an examination, moreover, dog tags token from the body'Con¬ 
tained his oorrect name and serial number. 

The exaot date of his demise is unknown but having 
been captured or\ or about 28 October and having been dead appro¬ 
ximately three or four day when found on 2 November, it is rea¬ 
sonable to assume that he was killed on or about 30 October 1944. 

▲s was stated by the medical officers, there would seem 
to be no reason to tear out the finger nails and twist and break 
the fingers of a dead man, and too, the body was lying in an un¬ 
natural position, as though it had been held down clearly indicat¬ 
ing that after having been wounded and taken prisoner, GENSEMER 
was removed to the Filipino residence, and there(^tortured and put 
to death by the Japanese. 

The Japanese unit or individuals perpetrating this tor¬ 
ture and murder, is unknown, but a cheok of the records of G-2, 
Headquarters, 1st Cavalry Division, discloses that on or about 
2 November 1944 the following Japanese military units were in 
near, and about the municipality of Carlgara, Leyte, Philippine Is¬ 
lands!

V. OPINION ? 

It is, accordingly, the opinion of the War Crimes 
Branch, that) 

a. A transcript of the testimony contains and per¬ 
petuates all the competent evidence now available; 
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b. The Imperial Japanese Army, whose unit and per¬ 
sonnel ere unknown, tortured and murdered and mutilated Pri¬ 
vate Wade E. GENSEMER, 35607676, Troop "0", 7th Cavalry Regi¬ 
ment, 1st Cavalry Division, on or about 30 Ootober 1944 in the 
municipality of Oarlgara, Leyte, Philippine Islands, 

o. These acts constitute a violation of the provi¬ 
sions of Paragraphs 25, 32, 73* and 347, Rules of Land Warfare, 
FM 27-10, 1 October 1940. 

VI. 

It is therefore recommended that. 

a. The perpetrators of this ofrense, if and when 
ascertained and apprehended, be tried; and, 

b. The Imperial Japanese Government be held respon¬ 
sible .

Q, Please state your name, permanent home address and any other data 
pertinent to your qualification as a witness. 

A. My name is Hdward W. Heintzelman and I am presently a member of the 
United States Army holding the rank of Technical Sergeant. My Army 
Serial Humber is 19020187 and my permanent home address is Dwyer, 
Wyoming. I was horn in Colorado in 1916 and I am a welder by trade. 

Q. Have you recently returned to the United States from overseas and, 
if so, how recentlyT 

A. In Tebruary, 1946 I was a prisoner of war of the Japanese in the 
Philippine Islands and was liberated by United 8tates Army forces 
at such time. lollowing such liberation Z arrived in San Tranftlsco, 
California on March 16, 1945. 



You have stated that you were a prisoner of war in the Philippine 
Zslands. Would you pleaee state the dates and places of such im¬ 
prisonment? 

Zn April of 1942, as a member of the United States Army, Z was serving 
with the 20th Pursuit Squadron, 24th Pursuit Group near Mariveles, 
Luzon, fighting the Japanese. On April 9, 1942 I surrendered with my 
unit to the Japanese. Thereafter in April, 1942 I was transported 
by Japanese Army units from Bataan to Camp O'Donnell, Luzon as a 
participant in the so-called "Death March from Bataan". Prom the 
latter half of April, 1942 through May 15, 1942 Z was continuously a 
prisoner of war of the Japanese at Camp O'Donnell. Prom on or 
about May 15, 1942 through June SO, 1942 I was continuously a 
prisoner of war of the Japanese on a work detail in and about Tayabas 
Province, Luzon. Prom om or about June 30, 1942 to May 16, 1943 I 
was continuously a prisoner of war of the Japanese at Bilibid Prison 
Camp, Manila. Prom on or about May 16, 1942 until September 2, 1944 
I was continuously a prisoner of war of the Japanese at Camp #1 
Cabane.tuan, Luzon. Prom September 2, 1944 through Pebruary 4, 1946, 
when I was liberated, I was continuously a prisoner of wer of the 
Japanese at Bilibid Prison Camp, Manila. 


You have stated that you were a prisoner of war continuously at 
Bilibid Prison Camp, Manila, from September 2, 1944 through Pebruary 
4, 1945. Did you witness any mistreatment of United States citizens 
by agents of the Japanese government at such camp during such period? 

9Mt 
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A. Yes. At Bllibld daring each period I was a hospital patient, ill 
with Pneumonia and meningitis. Por the balk of my residence there 
we received only two meals per day, whioh consisted of one half can¬ 
teen cup of rice soup for breakfast and three-fourths of a U.8. 

Array canteen cup fall of rice at three o’clock in the afternoon. 

In addition, the three o*clock meal sometimes included one-fourth 
of a U. S. Army canteen cup of soup, but the items mentioned here 
were the only ones which were provided, with the exception of vita^- 
min tablets, which were given to the prisoners by the Japanese and 
were reported to have been received through the Bed Oross. I am cer- 
tain that the inadequacy of the diet was net a matter of military nec¬ 
essity, because daring the period of use of the diet, which I have 
mentioned I observed muoh waste of food by Japanese Army personnel. 

I had an idea that it might be advantageous to get outside of the 
prison camp proper and on the pretext of cleaning up areas outside 
of the camp proper, I gained access to a Japanese personnel mess 
area and observed huge quantities of food being discarded. I per¬ 
suaded some Japanese guards to permit me to oolleot such discarded 
food before it was mixed with the garbage and I took such salvaged 
food into the prison camp for distribution to the prisoners. A 
Doctor Alfred Smith, U. S. Bavy, assisted me in the repreparation 
and boiling of such food and Lieutenant H. 8. Goodall of 412 McLa¬ 
in ore Avenue, Memphis, Tenn., assisted me in the distribution of suoh 
food. Approximately two weeks before the liberation, on Tebruary 
4, 1945, the Japanese ceased permitting me to colleot suoh food eftd 
they began to again mix it with the garbage and I have observed 
them bring it into the camp mixed with garbage and dump it in front 
of the prisoners. I have seen the prisoners eat it although it was 
contaminated and decaying. I was reported to me that United States 
Army officers at the camp had protested against this damping practice; 
however the Japaneee persisted in such practioe almost to the day of 
liberation and I assume that it was for the purpose of humiliating 
the prisoners. 

Q. Did you observe any other mistreatment of prisoners at Bllibld 
during such period of your residencel 

A. Yes. I have often seen United States citizens slapped for failure 
to salute or bow to Japanese guards, and I personally was slapped 
several times. 

Q. Can you furnish the names of any Japanese personnel at Bllibld 

Prison Camp during this period and can you furnish any further details 
concerning the matter which you have discussed? 

A. At this time the Japanese commandant at Bllibld Prison Camp hospital 
was Doctor Hogi. I cannot recall any further details about any of the 
matters which I have discussed*

1. Garbage was brought from the Japanese kltchene and delivered to 
the American prisoners of war who were to take It to feed the pigs 
belonging to the Japanese, which the imerloans were required to oare 
for. 

Unless prevented by American guards, the garbage was often eaten by 
the American prisoners of war, and on these occasions Japanese of¬ 
ficers and enlisted.men would stand at a distance and laugh at the 
American officers and men who fought over pieces of garbage spilled 
on the ground. On one oocasion, in January, 1945, 1 heard a Jap¬ 
anese officer order a Japanese guard to bring more garbage out so 
they might "see the American dogs fl{ht". 

Q. Was anything done by Japanese authorities to correct this situation? 

A. Ho. 

Q. What action was taken by the American authorities in the prison? 

A. It was necessary for American headquarters to furnish the American 
sanitation detail with clubs to keep the Americans from fighting 
over the garbage. 

Q. Do you know the names of the Japanese officers responsible for 
these conditions? 

A. Ho. However, Oaptain Hogi, (first name unknown), Medical Director 
of prison camps for the Philippine Islands, made numerous inspection 
trips to the camp. 

Q. Was Captain Hogi, (first name unknown), aware of the conditions you 
have Just described? 

A. Yes, he was fully aware of such conditions. 

Q. Did Oaptain Hogi (first name unknown), make any attempt to correct 
these conditions? 

A. Apparently not. There was no evidence of it. 

Q. Do you have anything you wish to add in connection with this partic¬ 
ular matter? 

A. I recall that about the same time as the above described incident 
occurred, an unknown American enlisted man was observed in one of 
the pig pens, holding off the pigs with a stick while he ate the gar¬ 
bage from the pig trough.

Than they 
tied theaa nan up the aana aa tha flrat ana?. Thay did tha 
aana thins ta anather group af faur nan and X vaa in thla 
sraup. Va carried the luggage * chart dletance and Juat 
put it down then they tied aur handa behind aur backa. Hy 

sraup waa put vlth the flrat tva group# and we vara guarded 
by seven Japanaaa aoldiera. Than the laat group af faur nan 
cane and they tied then up. Then tha Japanaaa teak aana 
olath fran our luggage which I discovered later was ta ba 
uaad aa blindfelds. Va vara nav separated fran tha venen 
and children and va vara all aurraundad by Japanaaa aeldlere. 
Than tha Japanaaa taak faur af ay companions about fifty 
yarda and begun bayenetting. X knav tha nan vara bains kill¬ 
ed because thay vara screening and begging far aercy. There 
vara seven Japanaaa aaldlars vha taak tha first faur nan 
away. Then whan thay cane back in a few minutes, X saw than 
wiping their bayeneta which vara bleedy and nans af tha faur 
af ay companion# vara vlth than. Than thay task faur nan 
at abeut the aana place again. X heard then screen and again 
tha Japanaaa returned. X saw again that thalr bayeneta vara 
bleody. Than they aalactad faur man and I vaa vlth thla 
greup. Va vara taken at abaut fifty yarda and nada ta atap. 
Thara vara faur Japanaaa that had ua thara and then another 
three vara acting aa guarda an ua. Vhen va reached a certain 
apat vhlch X calculated vaa nighty ar ana hundred yarda 
fran Highway Va. 11 an tha vaat aide, and abaut twenty-tva 
klleaetere south af Bagule, va vara etopped and a blindfold 
vaa put arar ay ayaa and thay blindfold my cempaniena tea. 

Thay stepped us near a ditch where they blindfolded ua. There 
vara faur Japanaaa aaldlars, ana far each ana af ua vha did 
tha blindfolding. After tha blindfold vaa put one me and 
X vae •tending en tha edge af tha ditch X suddenly fait a 
bayonet puahad into ay riba in front af me on my right aide. 

X fait It in my body and X fall dawn into tha ditch. Than 
X vaa lying face dawn and a bayonet vaa etuck into ay back, 

X laid vary otlll andpretended ta ba daad. ty three com¬ 
panion# vara aloe bayonet tad and puahad into tha ditch with 
aa. X haard thaa nave and the Japanese aoldiera bayoneted 
than come acre until they laid etlll. The Japanaaa than 
taak banana laavea and aoaa graaaea and other otuff ta cover 
ua up, than thay left. X vaa not uncenecleue than although 
X vaa bleeding vary much aa I could foal the blood. X 
could hoar tha Japanaaa take the ether feur aen because I 
haard thaa adreaming and bagging far mercy. They brought 
than vary near ta where va vara bayoneted. X did nat aao 
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this but I oeuld hear plainly and after the laet feur aen 
were bayenetted Z ceuld hear the Japanese ge te the plaoe 

where the women and children were fathered. I beliere Z 

■net hare laid in the ditoh fer abeut thirty ainutes when 
Z was able te get ay hande untied and then Z took eff ay 
blindfeld. Z called te my ether three companions in the 
ditch te learn if they were etlll allre and teuched thea 
and they were very celd and nene ef thea anewered ae and 
Z aa eure they were all dead. Z just knew the first name 
ef twe ef the three aen in the ditch with as. One wae 
Luie, whe wae abeut 18 years eld and the ether wae naasd 
Straus, whe was abeut 22 years eld. They were all 7111- 
pines. When Z get up free the ditch Z ran back up lnte 
the aeuntains. Z had enly gene a short distance when Z 
ceuld net ge any further because ef ay wounds and Z laid 
down. After a while Z heard woaen and children screening. 

Z peeped and Z saw feur wenen and twe children bayeneted 
by the Japanese. There were feur Japanese whe did the 
bayenettlng. Then Z saw twe aere wenen and ene child ba¬ 
yoneted. The woaen end children were net blindfolded and 
they were taken te abeut the eaae plaoe they executed ue. 

Z saw feur Japanese bayeneted these women and children. 

They were screening and begging fer pity but the Japanese 
had ne mercy fer thea. Z saw these four*Japanese put 
their beyenets into these woaen end children aany tines even 
if they hare falls* down. The sight wae tee such for ae 
and Z lest my senses again. Z belters Z was unconscious 
fer eereral hours because it wae naybe around six o'clock 
when Z woke up. Z heard the Japanese shouting and Z was 
awaken. Z could net understand what they were saying but 
Z beliere they were calling fer all the Japanese te prepare 
te leare. Z then began cllablng 19 the aountains by ay- 
self. Z crawled all night and abeut the next aernlng 1 
reached the other side ef the mountain. Z stayed six days 
en this side of the aeuntain using rocks as shelter and 
just eating learee and frogs, that Z ceuld get. Z wae week 
from the bayonet wound en ay side and on ay back. Z 
would less consciousness about three or feur tiaee each 
day beeause Z was so weak from lose ef bleed and no food. 

1 could see American planes passing ever head and Z begun 
asking ay way down in the direction in which they cane 
froa. Z was by ^rself all this time, finally Z found a 
place where there were aany bananas and Z stayed there 
fer abeut thirty days. After thirty days Z was stronger 
and Z begun following seae trail going down. Z had gone 
abeut ten kilometers when Z saw Zgoret natives in that 
this was (top Is. 2 already. The Igorots gave ae foed. 

Z did not knew any ef thea and do net know where they are 
new. Z stayed tore fer two days and then made ay way te 
Rosario, where Z stayed with ay ffiends. Z arrived in 
Rosario abeut June 2, 1946. Z stayed at Rosario for ene 
week and then went te sy home town, Llngayen. Zt was 
when Z arrived in Besarie that Z first had ay nodical 
attention fer ay wounds and then Z was treated later when 
Z arrived in ay hone. Hy wounds were new healed but you 
oan etlll see the sdars. One in front ef ay body and 
ene en ay back.

A Z was struck en ay right aide abeut the middle ef ay ribs

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abeut erne ineh below tho nipple ef my right chest. X 
here e sear which is cm inch ling which yen can new 
see. Che ether wounds X received wee twe hayenet weua&s 
In the middle ef ay heck ebeut three inches above the 
bees ef ay spins. X calculate they ran their bayenets 
lnte my bedy et least five er six Inches er aere beth 
in frent and beck. Che baysnet stuck lnte as in frent 
felt like It wee all through ay bedy. 

^ De yeu knew what happened te the fifteen ether aen ferty 
children and abeut twenty*eight weaen that were eriginal- 
ly captured with yeu by the Japanese? 

▲ They were all dead, because X have never seen any ef 

them sines the 18th day ef April. 1946, when the Japanese 
executed us. 

<1 Will yeu give the names, ages, natienallty and farmer 
address ef as many of these peeple as yeu can recall? 

A There was Mrs. Cenllang and family free Blnalenan. There 
were eleven members ef this family. 

(t How eld was Mrs. Oomilang? 

A Between 46 and 50 years eld, and the children's ages 

ranges from seven ts twenty-five years eld. X de net 
knew the first name ef any ef this family but they were 
all Tillplnos. Then there was the Straus family cem- 
sleting ef one brother and one sister. The sister was 
abeut 23 years old and the brother was abeut 21 te 22 
years eld. He was killed at the same time X was wound¬ 
ed and I am sure he is dead because X touched him and 
tried to get him to speak and he did net. They were 
from San Jacinto, Pangaslnan. Another family by the name 
ef Crus from Foaurublo, Pangaslnan. X had just met this 
family there and not well acquainted with them but X 
believe they were about six in all in the family. MSr. 
Crus was about 40 years old, Mrs. Crus abeut 36 and the 
agee ef the children was from abeut 20 fer the oldest and 
the youngest was only about twe years old, because they 
oarried him. I cannot remember the names of any ef the 
others and I de not know the first names ef the members 
ef the families X have told yeu abeut. All the people 
in the group were Illlplnoe.

A No, sir, I knew ne one else who escaped.

^ Can yeu give a personal description ef the Japanese first 
lieutenant? 

A he was about 25 years old, abeut my size which is five 
feet six inches tall and weighed About 120 pounds. He 
had regular Japanese features and eyes. I do net remem¬ 
ber anything about his face. He seemed to be very strict 
and very mean, becauss he always seemed to be angry. He 
was dressed in regular green Japanese army uniform and 
carried a saber and a revolver. He wore the Japanese 
officer's beets. He had on a insignia of a first lieute¬ 
nant which is a red patch with gold stripes along the 
tep and the bottom and a yellow stripe run through the 
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middle with two silver stars on tho middle stripe. Z do 
not believe ho oould opoak lnglieh. He who a neat drese- 
op. That la about all Z can remember of him. Thlo first 
lieutenant was in charge of tho group because ho was the 
one that seemed to giro commands. 

4 Will you giro a personal description of tho other Japanese 
lieutenant who you oald was also in charge? 

A This other lieutenant was older maybe about 30 years eld. 
He wae«a little taller, maybe about fire foot seven inch¬ 
es and was stouter maybe weighted about 140 or ISO pounds. 
Although ho were the regular Japanese oap ones it was off 
and Z oould sea that he had a bald spot on his head, flis 
face was more square, with the regular Japanese eyes and 
high cheek bones. Z remember he had some gold teeth in 
front, about two. His voice was more manly than the other 
lieutenant. He waa dressed in Vest Point Khaki linen with 
short sleeves on his shirt. He wore long trousers and 
no officer's boots. He did not oarry a saber but had a 
revolver. Z am sure he was a second lieutenant because 
across his pocket he wore the Insignia patch which is red 
with gold or yellow stripes running through it and one 
silver star on the middle stripe. Hi could speak a few 
words of feglleh. That is all Z can remember about him. 

4 Sid you see the Japanese who struck you with the bayonet? 

A 1 am not sure of the one who struck me but Z think it was 

the same one who put the blindfold on ms. 

4 Can you give a personal description of the Japanese who 
put the blindfold on you? 

A He did not look like a regular Japanese as he appeared to 
be more like a Bombay Indian. He was dark skinned, deep 
set eyes and a pointed nose. He was about 24 years old 
about five feet six inches tall and maybe weighted around 
150 pounds. He spoke Japanese language fluently because 
I heard him converse with the others. He was dressed in 
the regular Japanese army uniform, green in color, and 
wore wrapped leggings. He wore insignia on his shirt 
which was a red patch about two inches long and half an 
inch wide and it was solid red in color with two silver 
stars- on it. Ha was armed with a rifle and bayonet. He 
seemed to be very brave because ke could hear the machine- 
gun in the distance which I believe came from the Ameri¬ 
cans and this seemed to make him mad. 

<4 6an,yeArgivS..a description of any of the other Japanese 

soldiers who took part In the execution of your companions? 

A Tea, sir. One of them was regular Japanese in color, 

about five feet eight inches tall, slender in built, may¬ 
be about 20 years old and had an oblong face. Ha had the 
regular Japanese army uniform, on. He had a red patch 
with three stare on it. Z do not remember anything in 
particular about the othere as they looked like the regu¬ 
lar Japanese soldiers. That is about all Z can tell 
you about them. 

4 Do you knew to what company or unit these Japanese belong- 
sd? 

A Z don't know, sir. 

4 Bid you hear anything said by any of the Japanese that 
surrounded your group that might give a clue to their 
identities? 

A He, elr, because Z do not understand any Japanese. 
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^ Be you knew the mm sf the Japanese eeaaandln* effleer 
la the vicinity where the execution teak pleoel

the Japanese at Puente. - raiefft ft;* Klv i 

We were all four prisoners at the Japanese prisoner of war 
o&np at that place and at the tine of the nassaore in December 1944 
there were 150 prisoners in the oaqA All were American soldiers, 
sailors or marines* We were used by the Japanese in building a ni- 
lltary airfield. 

On the morning of 14 December 1944 we werefcant out early: as 
usual to work on the airfield but all work details were called in 
about noon and returned to the oonpound* Two P-28*s oane over And 
there was an air-raid alert. Lunch was not quite through when there 
was another alert* We saw a B-24* We sat around for about an hour 
when we saw a Japanese plane overhead and another alarn was sounded. 
All that was seen was this Japanese plans. Some of the boys wanted 
to stajjjbut of the shelters. A Japanese offloer named Sato, whom we 
called "The Buzzard”, ordered everyone to get into the Shelters, and 
to show he neant it he hit C. C. Smith, a Navy man over the head. 

The air-raid belters had been built after the air-raids had 
started. The first American plane had come over in fiotober 1944. 

There were three large shelters about 75' long, 4' deep and 3' wide, 
and several foxholes holding two Sr three men near then. The.shel¬ 
ters were roofed over and had openings at each end. They were sup¬ 
posed to hold 50 men each. 

Shortly after we were Inside the Japanese attacked the shelters 
and foxholes. They fired into the openings and threw in'gasoline 
which they set on fire with burning torches and paper. The men tried 
to escape by running out, some on fire, and tried to get through the 
barbed wire fence surrounding the area. The Japs shot the men down 
with rifles and machine guns and bayoneted and clubbed others* Quite 
a number of the men succeeded in escaping down to the beach over a 
fairly high cliff, after having gotten through the fenoe. We were 
among these. We hid among holes and oaves along the shore. The Jape 
came down to the beach to searoh for ub and found and shot most of the 
boys. We, along with the few others who escaped, succeeded in keep¬ 
ing hidden, and eventually got away. We had to keep hidden until dark 
when we suooeeded in swimming the bay whloh was four to five miles 
wide. We were then found and oared for by the Pilipinos who brought 
us to a guerilla camp, from whloh we were evacuated by plane to Moro- 
tal. We did not swim the bay together but after each was picked up 
by the Filipinos, were all taken to Brooks Point, the guerrilla camp. 
Besides the three of us, others who escaped were Sergeant Bogue and 
Pfc, KoDole, bottybf the Marine Corps, Fern Barta, USN, Ernest Eoblos, 
Pfo., CAC, Rufus Smith, Opl., D8MC and Elmore V. Deal, Opl., 59th CA. 
All the others at the samp were either burned In the shelters or shot 
down and killed by the Japs so far as we know. 
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The Japanese oouandtr was a oaptaln, wheat the Americans nick¬ 
named "teasel". Va do not know hla bam. fteoond in command was a 
1st Lt. named Sato, whoa ws oallsd ths ’Weard". Ha lad ths attack 
on ths shelters. Thar* was also a 2nd Lt. naaad Ohlno,whoa ws oall¬ 
sd "Robert Young". A aaster Ssrgsant naaad Ogawa was in ohargs of a 
landing barge that patrollsd along ths shore asarohlng for Americans. 
Thar* wars throe interpreters at ths oamp, also oonosrasd In ths mass* 
eers, Shnbakl, a thres star Pvt. naaad Tanaka and one other. Pfo. 
Halaka was a oook In ohargs of the rlos kitchen. Three star Pvt. Yaaada 
was another Jap whoa* naae we remember. He told us what was going to 
happen about two weeks before, but we didn't believe it. 

Ths Japanese unit at the aaap looked like rearuits, having all 
new equipment with new style bayonets. Shubaki told us he bad left 
Japan about a year before. The unit was sailed ths Ogawa Tai and wass 
a construction oorps. It replaosd a fornar unit fknder a Captain Kftno- 
shlta about the end of August 1944. Kinoshita's unit left at that 
tins, taking with than 150 prisoners. The Ogawa Tai Unit had been in 
Manchuria and then went to Pornosa. It had cone to Manila about July 
10, 1944, and then was sent to Palawan. Its strength was about 1500 
nan. There were also Kavy non, aarinss and air oorps personnel at 
Puerto Prinoesa in addition to this construction oorps, about 3000 
asn in all. The construction oorps had ohargs of us.

T^r neine is Douglas W. Bogue, Sergeant, U SLE. tty hone 
addrosa is 526 South Union Drive, Los Angeles, California, At 
the tirae of the surrender of the Americans forces I was sta¬ 
tioned on Corregidor Island and was ther? until the A®richhs 
were moved to Cabanatuan where I was in R'ispne? of War Cailp 
No, 3. arrived there 27 May 1942 and at.the end.of ffUty 1 
was one of a group of 350 rash, all fx*>m CAip 
sent to Rierto ITincesa on Palawan Island .to 
airfield. We arrived at Puerto Hrincesa tlld 
I was at Rierto Brincesa until the massacre pn^l&L'bei 


At about two a.m, on l4 December we heard the. ^ 
.moving around in their quarters which were outbtdp Q 
pound. But we paid no particular attention. iff r 
when we got Up, however, the Idps were in full^lj 



Jap troops'fully equipped and aimed going toward the beach 
and out the road toward a road Junction outside the town, but 
we did not know what was up, About noon all hands were called 
in from the airfield and also the other snail working parties. 

Tfc had an air raid alarm and all hands were ordered into the 
shelters. There ware then only the customary number of guards 
around. At first we stayed out of the shelters since there 
were no planes around. At about two p.m. I saw two P-38'a 
overhead. It created some comment. A few minutes later all 
hands were ordered under cover by the Jape. Thera waa a Jap 
first Ueutdnant whose name I do not know in charge. Fern 
Berta stuck bis bead out of the shelter and this lieutenant 
threatened him with a sword and made him pull his head ih. The 
Jap first lieutenant then left. I noticed the guards outside 
the compound had now been reinforced and had machine guns. The 
Japs were saying that hundreds of planes were coming and made us 
get under cover as some of us were still outside the shelters. 
This was the first time that they ever forced us under cover 
so we thought it might be the real thing, thou#i in air raids 
before they never bothered about us but let ua worry about 
ourselves. Just about this time the First lieutenant ceme 
back with sixty or so soldiers armed with light machine gins 
and rifles, and some were carrying buckets of gasoline and 
torches. They attacked the A company air raid shelter first, 
threw in buckets of gasoline and torches and the gasoline 
exploded. As the men ran out screaning, the Japs mowed them 
down with a light machine guns. Everyone in the other shelters 
had heard the explosion of the gasoline. I looked out the 
opening of my foxhole and saw men running out of the A company 
shelter, some of them on fire, and the Japs shooting and ba- 
yonettlng them, end then the Japs outside the compound opened 
up on us with their guns. There were* two inen, Pvt. Gabriel 
Sierra, Jr, USA, and Pfc Steven Kb such, USMD, with me in my 
foxhole, which was close to the fence, and I told them our 
only chance waa to get through the fence. I made a hole, told 
them to follow me. I went to the rocks below and I saw others 
coming through small oponings under the fence from the other 
air raid shelters. When I got to the rocks on the rfiore I met 
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Seamen First Class Hale, DSN, and Pvt dyers, USA. They started 
to swim and sere shot, as did others. There were several Japs 
by the fence shooting at man anong the rooks. I concealed my¬ 
self in the rocks aid was overlooked by the Japs looking for 
us. I lay there until nine p.m. The Japs passed up and down 
the shore in a barge and had patrols on the shore. Jbout 
nine o'clock I can out and net Pstry, Berta, and Pacheco. Die 
only way to escape was to swim, so as everything by this tins 
was pretty quiet we tried it. While ewinning the bay we could 
see the Japs burning the bodies in fires. While I was lying 
amoig the rocks I heard explosions of dynamite which the J aps 
used to blast the inerleans out of the air raid shelters. The 
shelters were large end strong and apparently the Japs thought 
the fire might not have killed them all. After we got ashore 
on the other side of the bay we were eventually taken care of 
by Filipino guerrillas. We later learned that the Japs informed 
the Filipinos that the Americans had been killed by bombing 
by American planes. We also heard that the Japs killed what¬ 
ever Filipinos were working in Bierto Princess at the time. 

Captain Bred T. Brunle, Lieutenant Carl Mango, U. S. Army 
lfed Corps, Warrant Officer Glen 0. Turner and lieutenant Conmand- 
er Henry Carlisle Khi^it, Dental Corps, USN, had their fox hols 
near the A Company air raid shelter, and when the Japs attacked 
that shelter I saw them pour gasoline in this foxhole and burn 
the four of fleers, who were hopelessly trapped. 

I was interviewed with others at Honolulu on our way to 
the United States and we made out a list of all thoaa in the 
camp who did not escape.

I was on flomaegidor at Tort HUghes at the time of the 
surrender end was concentrated with the other men in the 92 nd 
Regiment Oarage Area, and on 23 May 1942 we were taken to 
Manila end roarohed in the Jap parade down Dewey Boulevard on 
the 24th and taken to Bilibid Raison. We were there for a 
day or two and then were taken to Cabenatuan, arriving at 
prison camp 19o. 3 on 27 May. This camp wae located about 
twenty kilometer a from Cabanatuan.

At the end of July X was one of a group of 2j>0 men all 
from Camp No. 3 i*»o were sent to Aierto Brincesa, Palawan 
Island, to work on a Jap airfield. We arrived at lUerto IW.ri¬ 
ce sa on the fir at of Auguet and I remained there until the time 
of the massacre on 14 December 1944* On that day the Japs 
called in all the working parties about noon and later called 
an air raid alarm aid forced us all into the air raid shelters. 

I was in the Heed quarters shelter, the one nearest and parallel 
to the rear fence. This was the sons shelter Bart a was in. 

Shortly thereafter the Japs attacked the shelters, pouring in 
gasoline which they set on fire by throwing in lighted torches. 

Imnedlately after the Japs began pouring, gasoline end f 

throwing the blazlqg torches into the air raid shelter, the 
men began pouring out, some of them on fire. They were being 
shot at with rifles and machine gins by the Japs and many were 
bayoneted. NUnfcers of them attempted to scramble through the 
small holes in the fence. I with about 17 to 20 others escaped 
through a concealed escape hatch that lead outside from our 
shelter. About thirty to forty men succeeded in getting down 
the embankment for the purpose of hiding among the rocks. 

Others plunged into the water in an effort to swim away. I 
Saw a number of these men shot and killed in the water by the 
Japs. I hid in a hole order some rocks near the beach. While 
hiding in this hole I could see parties of Japs searching for 
prisoners up and down the beach. There was a Jap landing barge 
off the beach, cruising up and down shooting at Americans in 
the water. This boat wa 3 under the comnand of Ogawa, whose 
grade was equivalent to that of Master Sergeant, who apparently 
was seconi in comnand of .the massacre. Later in the evening 
while lying there I saw, about 75 feet down the beach, a party 
of five or six Japs with an American who had been wounded, 
poking him along with bayonets. I could see the bayonets draw 
blood when they poked him. Another Jap cane up with soma gaso¬ 
line and torch and I heard the American beg them to shoot him 
end not burn him. The Jap threw some gasoline on his foot and 
lit it and the other Japs laughed and poked him with their bay¬ 
onets. Then they did the same things to his other foot. They 
poured gasoline on his hands and lit that and at this point 
the man collapsed. The Japs then threw the whole bucket of 
gasoline over him and it burst into flames. I was unable to 
recognize who this man was because he was all covered with mud. 

He had apparently been shot in the water and dragged out through 
the mid.

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My name Is Fern Joseph Barta and I am a Radioman 
First Class. OSN. My home address is 312 south 4th East 
Street, Salt lake City, Utah. 

At the outbreak of the war I was at Corregidor and 
was on Corregidor at the time of the surrender. We were 
concentrated in the garage area for some time and then sent 
to Manila. I was in the Jap parade down Dewey Avenue when 
they marched us to Blllbld. After three or four days I was 
sent to Cabanatuan and was in Camp No. 3, about twenty ki¬ 
lometers from Cabanatuan. At this camp the Army personnel 
was separated from the Navy and Marines. At the end of July 
1942 I was one of 350 prisoners of war sent from Cabanatuan 
to Puerto Prlncesa. Palawan, to work on a Jap airfield, ar¬ 
riving there on 1 August, t was at this camp until 14 Decem- 
bdr 1944. 


About noon of 14 December the Japs called in all 
the men who were out working on the airfield. The Japs had 
spotted a convoy headed for Mindoro. At about 2 p.m. the 
Japs called an air raid, although I saw no planes either 
then or later. They said a lot of planes were coming. They 
compllled all of us to get into the air raid shelters they 
had had us dig previously. Shortly thereafter I heard a lot 
of fireworks going on outside and looked out. I saw several 
men running around on fire and being shot at by the Japs with 
machine guns. One of these I recognized as Robert L. Hubbard, 
a soldier. When we saw what was happening some crawled through 
a concealed "escape hatch" we had constructed unknown to the 
Japs. We had also enlarged a drain which lead out of the 
camp underground through which I escaped. The outer end of 
this led out at tils top of a forty or fifty foot cliff, drop¬ 
ping to the beach. After I got outside the fence I looked 
back and saw Japs throwing gasoline from cans into the shelter 
and saw torches thrown in. About forty men got into the rocks 
along the shore and some started to swim the bay and were shot 
by the Japs who came down to the beach to Junt out and shoot 
as. When I first got to the beach I saw a man named Hamric 
shot in the arm. I put a tourniquet on for him and he kept 
going. I hid among the rocks until eight or nlme o'clock 
and then swam across the bay. 

There were 150 men in the camp at this time and so 
far as I know only nine men escaped. At tenth man, named 
Martin, a Marine, started the five-mile swim across the bay 
with me. I passed out on the wa$ and later came to and got. 
ashore. I do not know whether Martin got away or not as I 
never heard.from him. He was a strong swimmer, however, and 
I think he must have gotten ashore. I had some narrow es¬ 
capes after I reached shore but was finally picked up by a 
P.B.Y. along with D.W. Bogue and G.W. McDale, both marines, 
rjxo also returned to the United itates with me. The names 
of others who escaped that I know of are Nielson, Balchus, 
Pacheco, Koblos, Petry, and Rufus Smith. I know of four 
officers who were killedt Li. Mango, Medical Corps; Warrant 
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Officer Qlen C. Turner; Lt. Commander Knight, Dental Corps. DSN, 
and Captain Fred T. Brunle, the C^p Commander, aainf the total 
of 140 mho didn't escape. 

The largest number of prisoners at Puerto Prlnoesa at 
one time mas 470. Those mho became siok mere sent back to Ma¬ 
nila and In September 1944 there mere 309 left. At that time 
150 mere sent away and nine sick men mere sent to Manila. By 
December only 150 men were left of which 12 mere sailors, 33 
marines and the rest soldiers. 

Vhlle at Puerto Prlnoesa I actually witnessed no exe¬ 
cutions. Two men, White, a Marine Corps radioman, and a man 
named Wilson, tried to esoape and got caught. They mere taken 
on a truck out of camp by the Japs and later the truck came 
back without the two men. I do not now recall the date, though 
It is in a report milch those of us mho escaped made in Ho¬ 
nolulu. 


While we were working on the airfield from October 19 
to December there were constant air raids nearly emery day 
and the field wps bombed. On one occasion one man, named Stead- 
ham (Stadia) was seriously Injured when a rock hit him on the 
back of the head and game him a concussion. The Japs mere 
asked for medical treatment but all they promlded was a hand¬ 
ful of cotton, so that all the real treatment he got was what 
our own medical men could give him. He had to hame a watch 
over him continually until the 14th of December. 

One time a man named Stanley mas working with me at 
the airfield filling In bomb craters. Thh Japs guard said he 
wasn't working hard enough and Stanley said there wasn't much 
dirt, but mostly rocks. The guard then hit him over the head 
with a pick ax handle and cut a big gash. Fortunately, Stanley 
had on a sun hat which somewhat protected him. 

One time I saw three men named Laldlow, Barna and 
Jack Taylor and three or four others whose names I do not re¬ 
member, tied to coconut trees and beaten, first with a small 
switch and then with a six foot pole about three Inches thick. 
The chow had been bad and these men had taken some cans of 
corned beef from the Japs. A big Jap soldier idiom we called 
"The Bull" and whose name was Tomiolo, beat the men to see 
how long it would take him to knock them out. I do not remem 
ber the exact date of this but it was shortly after we arrived 
at Puerto Prlncesa. Barna and another of the men had been 
buying food from Filipinos. All of the men were taken to 
Manila so I do not know what happened to them. 

A man named Hodges and five others escaped about the 
latter part of August. One of them, Henderson, was killed 
later by Filipinos, for a reward I believe. He was shot in 
the back whileVsome kind of Filipino fiesta. The two Filipi¬ 
nos responsible were later killed. There were several other 
groups who escaped. When Price and Swift escaped, the smme 
night two others tried to escape, Sloat and Hanson, but they 
were captured and sent to Manila. I do not know what hap¬ 
pened to them. They were kept In the M.P. prison until they 
were sent to Manila. I know both Charles Watkins and Joe 
Little but do not recall Just when they escaped, but the date 
Is in my Honolulu report referred to above. 
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At Cabanatuan four nan asoaped and vara executed. I 
did not see the execution, but I saw the firing squad march 
them off to their graces and heard the shots. The men had been 
kept In the hot sun vlth a stick tied under their knees and 
their hands tied behind them to a beam for 48 hours. They were 
given no food or water during this time. I did not see them 
beaten but If they fell or slumped a Jap would come along and 
kick them up straight again. I believe this Is the case re¬ 
ferred to by Corporal Swift who was with me at Cabanatuan and 
at Puerto Prlncesa until he escaped. 

Again at Puerto Prlncesa one time two men picked a 
papaya off a tree just inside the compound fence. The Jap mess 
mergeant Nishitoni took an iroh rod and broke an arm of each 
of them. I did not see this done but was told about It and 
did see the men after it happened. 

„ My job was cutting firewood, which I began about the 

time they started concreting the airfield, and thereafter I 
did not see much of the Japs. X did my work and was not bo¬ 
thered much. 

We received little if any medical attention from the 
Japs at Puerto Prlncesa. What we got was from our own men and 
the Red Cross supplies sent to us. But the Japs would go 
through these supplies and take what they wanted. They took 
the drugs, especiAlly morphine. Apparently they didn't know 
the about sulpha drugs; at any rate they didn't take that. 

The Japs did treat us for Malaria and for one month they gave 
us a quinine pill every other day in order to keep us fit to 
work on the airfield. They also furnished mosquito nets. 

The food was soup made from sweet potato leaves and 
2/5 of a mess kit of very poor rice. When, the Japs had a 
carabao they took the meat and gave us the bones for making 
meat broth. However, we did get bananas and coconuts ourselves 
from the airfield and also took vegetables which the Japs 
left in a passageway.

I have this day signed a statement of my experiences 
as a prisoner of war at Puerto Prlncesa, Palawan. In addi¬ 
tion thereto I was told the following story by Glen A. Mc- 
Dole, who escaped at the same time I did and returned to 
the United States with me. 

After he got out of the Camp on 14 December 1944, I 
think the following morning, he saw oneeof our men who had 
been shot being held up by the Japs with their bayonets. 

He tai shot apparently in the leg and could not stand by 
himself. McDole was not hear enough to recognize the man, 
but he did see the Japs pour gasoline on one foot and light 
it and on the other foot and on his hands. The man begged 
to be shot and not burned. Finally the man passed out and 
then the Japs poured gasoline all over him and burned him.

Following the massacre, the KOZIMA TAX held a celebration to 
which EDIPEI TAI officials were invited. To my knowledge, there were 
no civilian witnesses to the atrocity, as Puerto Princess was cleared 
of all civilians at the time. Officially, to cover up the incident, 
the Japanese claimed the Americans had been transferred to another 
location. However, Japanese soldiers often discussed the massacre 
later on in front of civilians.

IV. SUMMAKI OF THE TESTIMONY: 



On 1 August 1942, Barts, Bogus, and McDole arrived at Puerto Prin¬ 
cess, Philippine Islands (pp. 3, 5, Ex. B; p. 6, Ex. C) and presumably, 
Balchus, Koblos, Neilsen, Pacheco and Smith arrived at the same time 
(par.’ 10, p. 2, Ex. A) while Petry arrived sometime after 16 August 
1943 (par. 25, p. 4, Ex. A). All prisonsrs present sere put to work on 
an airfield (pp. 2, 5, 8, Ex. B) in the scorching sun, with inadequate 
food, water, clothing and the simplest of tools (p. 6, Ex. C). On 9 or 
11 August 1942, six men, vis Buddy Henderson, USMC, Sidney Wright, USMC, 
Davies, USMC, Bobby Hodges, USN, Elliot, USN and the sixth unknown, at¬ 
tempted an escape, whereupon all prisoners were placed on one-third ra¬ 
tions for three days, enclosures reinforced, sentries Increased, and 
movements restricted. (Par. 27, p* 4, Ex. Aj p. 5, Ex. Bj p. 6, Ex. C). 

Two prisoners sustained broken arms for picking a papaya from a 
tree within the compound, the punishment being inflicted by a cook named 
Niahitani (p. 6, Ex.

The foregoing roster was prepared from the list of victims as com¬ 
piled by the witnesses from memory, and the report of the 308th Counter 
Intelligence Carps Detachment Headquarters Eighth Arsy, AFO 343, 18 
April 1945. They have been verified by comparison with the list of 
Army prisoners of war maintained by the Recovered Personnel Section, 
Headquarters USAFFE, and correct spelling of surnames, organisations 
and serial numbers supplied wherever possible. A comparison 

was made of naval and marine personnel with the Recovered Personas 1 
Section, Headquarters 7th Fleet, Manila. 

The identifying articles referred to on page 1 of the report of 
308th Counter Intelligence Corps Detachment have not been received and 
it is not believed they would add anything to the conclusions since 
they are merely corroborative, 

VI. IDENTIFICATION OF PERPETRATORS : 

According to the actual witnesses of the atrocity an engineering 
organisation called OGAWA TAI (meaning platoon led by Ogawa) was the 
Japanese organisation at the prison originally, but on 14 December 1944, 
a combat unit which wore white insignia on a blue field was in command 
(p. 1$, Ex. C), and the name of its commanding officer was not known 
(par. 37, p. 6, Ex. A). Captain KISHBOTO (promoted from 1st Lt.) was 
commanding officer of the garrison from 1 August 1942 to 22 March 1943 
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and 1st Lt. KINOflHITA was oomanril ng officer fro* 22 March 1943 to 22 
September. Master Sergeant OGAWA (SoJo) was present and actively part¬ 
icipated in the massacre. SABAKI, three-star corporal or prirate inter¬ 
preter, was also present. SECKJRABI, another three-star corporal, was 
also attached at the tiae. TANAKA, also a three-star corporal or private 
interpreter, and HALAKA, with one gold bar, sere attached to the unit 
but acre not present at the tine (p. 14, Ex. C). 

VH. DISCUSSION t 

The treatment of the prisoners of ear from the tiae of their incar¬ 
ceration in the prisoner of ear camp at Puerto Princesa, Palauan, a as 
far below the minimum standard required by the Rules of Land Warfare and 
became progressively aorse aith longer hours and less food, and specifio 
violations occurred almost daily in the infliction of corporal punish¬ 
ment. 


The massacre of 14 December 1944 conclusively shoes it aas the re¬ 
sult of a aell planned and executed scheme. The construction of the air¬ 
raid shelters, into ahich the prisoners aere driven on this fatal day, 
aas begun in October of 1944. That the schema of death aas then con¬ 
ceived by the Japanese is indicated by the fact that the original design 
required only one entrance, and it aas due to insistence of prisoners 
that tao entrances to each shelter aere finally permitted. On the day 
of the massacre the sounding of a false air-raid earning to assemble all 
the prisoners and thereafter requiring them to enter the air-raid shelters 
manifest all elements of murder pursuant to a premeditated plan to kill 
all American prisoners in the event the island should be invaded. The 
torturous method of inflicting death and the subsequent celebration of 
the occasion can only be attributed to depraved minds. The plan mas one 
of total destruction as is evidenced by the fact that the prisoners who 
attempted to escape the infernos created in the shelters were cruelly and 
mercilessly slain although their number was so small they could have of¬ 
fered no real assistance to the invadiqg forces. 

The executions unquestionably were in pursuance of orders received 
from higher military command. When anything unusual occurred at the 
camp, the Japanese command in Manila was informed and orders were re¬ 
quested respecting the same, (p. 13, Ex. C). A Japanese soldier on one 
occasion remarked to one of the survivors that in the event the prison¬ 
ers were not removed to Manila, all would be killed at Puerto Princesa 
(p. 13, Ex. C). 


The Battle Order G-2 Section, GHQ SWPA, shows that in October 1944 
the 102d Division of the Imperial Japanese Army aas in direct command 

of the prisoners of war camp at Puerto Princesa, Palawan, with the prim- [ 

ary force present being elements of the 174th Independent Infantry Bat¬ 
talion commanded by Lt. Col. Oie SATOSHI. Other elements represented 
were the 622d Airfield Battalion, 22d Fd. Met. Unit, 8th Platoon, 1st 
Co., 6th Air Signal Regiment, 6th Company; 131st Airfield Battalion, 

IlFd., Air Repair Depot; 2nd Air Signal Group (Naval Aid Regt); 3d Signal, 

33d Guard Force Detachment. On 20 December 1944, there were elements of 
the 6th Airfield Battalion at Puerto Princesa. It is the opinion of the 
Battle Order Section that there was little change in Japanese personnel 
at Puerto Princesa between October and December 1944. 

The 308th Counter Intelligence Corps Detachment report identifies 
the 131st Airfield Battalion, 4th Flying Division known as the KOJE.'A TAI 
as the Japanese organization responsible for the massacre. This battalion

No record ie kept of non-commissioned officers or enlisted men. 

The Battle Order Section, Var Department, Washington, D. C. has 
more complete records than are available here and additional personnel 
may possibly be identified from information which it can provide. 

The Office of tne Provost Marshal General, Headquarters, U8AFFE, 
has no record of any individual named in any of the preceding listings 
as having been captured or now being held as a prisoner of war. 

Since commencing the preparation of this report, there have been 
received copies of extracts from a handwritten diary dated 4 November 
1944 - 25 February 1945 presumably belonging to a member of a construc¬ 
tion unit. Its owner and his organization are unknown. It was cap¬ 
tured in the Iratag area, Palawan Island, on 9 March 1945 by elements 
of the 8th Army and appears in ATIS Bulletin No. 2011 and as item 15 
in Document 18492 forwarded to Washington Document Genter. General 
conditions prevailing at the camp are described therein and the mass¬ 
acre of 14 December confirmed (Ex. F). 

Files numbered 47-1, 47-3, 47-5, 47-6, 47-7, 47-8, 47-9, 47-20, 
47-21, and 47-22 of the War Crimes Office, Judge Advocate General's 
Department also contain information concerning this atrocity. 

VI. OPINION : 

It is accordingly the opinion of the War Crimes Branch that: 

a. The investigations conducted by the (1) 449th Counter Intel¬ 
ligence Corps Detachment, APO 926, U8AFFE, (2) the Philippine Sea 
Frontier, 7th Fleet Headquarters, Tolosa, Leyte, (3) the Headquarters 
of the Commander-in-Chief, United States Pacific Fleet and Pacific 
Ocean Areas, (4) the 308th Counter Intelligence Corps Detachment,

Headquarters Eighth Army, APO 343, 18 April 1945 and (5) the Task Faroe 
Counter Intelligence Corps Detachment USAF, APO 705, have perpetuated 
all the competent testimony obtainable in this theater. 

b. The prisoners were compelled to take part in the construction 
of an airfield, in violation of the Rules of Land Warfare, paragraphs 
36 and 104, FM 27-10, 1 October 1940. 

c. Acts of cruelty were engaged in and wounds sere inflicted on 
the prisoners, in violation of the Rules of Land Warfare, paragraphs 
25, 32, 73 (Rules of Land Warfare, supra) . 

d. The prisoners were not evacuated from the combat zone and 
were needlessly exposed to danger during air raids, in violation of 
paragraph 80, Rules of Land Warfare, supra . 

e. Collective disciplinary measures were imposed for individual 
acts, restricting the quantity of food, in violation of paragraphs 84 
and 119, Rules of Land Warfare, supra . 

f. Inadequate clothing was furnished for the character of work 
required, in violation of Paragraph 85, Rules of Land Warfare, supra . 

g. Unsanitary conditions existed from inadequate water supply, 
in violation of Paragraph 86, Rules of Land Warfare, supra . 

h. Escaped prisoners and those suspected of attempted escape were 
subjected to punishment in excess of disciplinaiy measures, in violation 
of Paragraph 123, Rules of Land Warfare, supra . 

i. The prisoners were murdered, in violation of the Rules of 
Land Warfare, supra . 

J. Honorable burial was denied the dead in violation of Paragraph 
177, Rules of Land Warfare, supra . 

k. The 102d Division of the Imperial Japanese Army was in direct 
conmand of the prisoners of war camp at Puerto Princesa, Palawan,. Philip¬ 
pine Islands, to which there were attached elements of the 174th Ind. 

Infantry Battalion, 622d Airfield Battalion, 22d Fd. Met. Unit; 8th 
Platoon, 1st Company; 6th Air Signal Regiment; 6th Company; 131st Air¬ 
field Battalion, 11 Fd., Air Repair Depot; and Air Signal Group (Naval 
Aid Regt.); 3d Signal; 33d Guard Force Detachment, and 6th Airfield 
Battalion.

ESCAPE IN TH3 PHILIPPINES 


(Narration by Bogue) 

I arrived in SHANGHAI, CHINA, 27 April 1941 with the 4th Lferines. 
We were evacuated in November, 1941, and arrived at OLONGAPO, P. I. We 
remained ttere until 8 December, 1941. Upon the outbreak of the war we 
received orders from Headquarters and evacuated OLONGAPO. We were taken 
through BATAAN to IJARIVSL3S where we remained until transferred to 
CORREGIDOR. We remained on CORREGIDOR as beach defense until the surrender 
of all Armed Forces in the PHILIPPINES by General WAINWRIGHT, 6 May 1942. 

When the Japanese arrived at CORREGIDOR they immediately coi>- 
gregated all the Armed Forces in one anall area below the 92nd Barracks on 
the south channel side. They made no arrangements for food or medical 
attmtion of the American sick and injured. Immediately the Japanese began 
taking groups of men from the area out on working details. It was only at 
this time, on these details that the men were able to find food and pos¬ 
sibly a little water. . At times oaybe enough food was found so that some 
could be brovjght back to the^canp. These details consisted of first taking 
care of the Japanese wounded*and burying the dead. The American dead were 
buried in very shallow graves. If the hole was deep enough for one man 
they would put five in it. No identification of these dead men was allowed 
to be taken from their bodies. One detail which I was on consisted of 150 
men. As we approached UcKINLEY FIELD, 10 men were detached from the rear 
of the detail. These 10 men were tied to trees and the Japanese held 
bayonet and sword practice on them. The remainder of the detail carried 
Japanese wounded to the docks to be loaded on ships. 
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In the camp itself, there was no sanitation due to the lack of 
water and toilet facilities. The camp was the old seaplane base situated 
on the south side of C0RR9GID0R below the 92nd Barracks. The quarters were 
extremely crowded. The men were packed together like sardines. Due to 
lack of sanitation and exposure, dysentery spread rapidly. The latrines cond 
sis ted of ditches vhich were very wide and covered with flies. 

I was there for 3 days and contacted amoebic dysentery ana there was 
no way for me to get to the hospital. Dr. WADS who was attached to the 4 th 
Marines told me to carry the other sick to the hospitaL and I could get to 
see one of the doctors there and have him take a test and if I had amoebic 
dysentery I could get special treatment. Fortunately, this doctor, HOLSTS IN, 
an Army doctor, upon examination found that I had amoebic dysentery and was 
able to get me into the hospital. There I received treatment until 24 May 
1942 when the Japanese issued orders for all men in the hospital who were 
able to walk to be returned to the prison caap. The next day all prisoners were 
being evacuated to MANILA. Unfortunately I was not cured. I had received only 
a short treatment. -I returned to the camp. 

The next morning five large, louse infested Japanese transports 
arrived just off CORRBGIDOR. All the prisoners were jammed into these trans¬ 
ports. While loading on the transports, the Japanese sailors and soldiers 
stripped the prisoners of all valuables. V/e disembarked just south of MANILA 
opposite NICHOLS FIEID where we were formed into columns of 4 and marched 
through MANILA to the old BIUBID PRISON. Here we were fed rice and onion 
soup. From here we were taken by train to CAHANATUAN arriving there on the 
26th. ’.Ve were put into a barb-wire enclosure and again fed dirty rice and 
watery soup. I thought the soup was Just salt and water. That night it 
rained and several of the men in my detail died. I believe it was from 
dysentery and malaria. The next morning we were again formsd into columns 
of 4's and marched 20 kilometers to a prison camp between LA1JR and B0NGA30NG 
Stock Fara. A few days after our arrival in this camp, 4 Americans were 
captured who had previously tried to escape. They were tortured severely and 
then shot. Pood at this camp was poor in quality and insufficient in quan¬ 
tity consisting of watery rice (lugow) and watery soup slightly flavored by 
a few vegetables. Dysentery and malaria were prevalent causing several 
deaths daily. 

At CA3ANATUAN the Japanese furnished no medical help or supplies. 

V/e had our own doctors but the only supplies were what they had stolen at 
C0RR3GID0R. The doctors had no medicine for amoebic dysentery. They had 
a little quinine. Ihe Japanese would furnish nothing, .’/hat medical sup¬ 
plies we had, were obtained by American truck drivers who had to go to town 
in order to get supplies for the Japanese, and on these occasions they would 
sneak away from their Jap guard and buy medical supplies from the Filipinos 
with money that had been donated by the men at camp for that purpose. 

Details ordered by the Japanese were leaving camp for unknown 
destinations to work on unknown projects. The largest detail to leave 
while I was there was 1500 who were being sent to MANCHUKUO to work in salt 
and ore mines. We received word a few weeks later that' over 65% of this detail 
had perished dtie to pneumonia, improper food and lack oi clothing. This in¬ 
formation came from some Japanese who could speak ivnglish. 

In the latter part of July a detail of 350 men was being made up 
for an unknown destination and project. I was assigned to this detail. In 
this detail were GL5N V7. McDOLS, Pfc., UoMC and F2RN J0S1PH DARTA, RMLc, USN. 
From here on, our experiences were practically the same. 

(Narration by 3 A IT A) 

I arrived at CAVITY 6 February 1941 and remained at that station 
until June then I was transferred to CC.llTJITXn when that was the main radio 
station in 16.'D. ./hen the war came along l took an outside job of keeping 
the unit supplied with water, etc. *fter 6 ay 1942, when the surrender 
took place, 1 wait to MANILA in a large transport and was kept in BHI3ID 
PRISON for about three days. I was taken to C O'A THAN by freight car, 
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100 men in a email car. Remained at.CABANATUAN over night. Arrived there 
27 May l%2 and left the following day. -We.irerched 20 k Home tore to a prison 
camp. While there I worked In the galley for about 2 months and then trace- 
ferred out with regular, details to work. While la the galley I was allowed 
to take a bath every night in a 5-gallon can ef water. The other men went 
to the river. Hundreds of men died each day from dysentery and malaria, 
caused by open latrines and flies. Water was piped into the galleys and 
there were about 4 spigots In the rest of the caog>. 

Cn 2U July 1942, a special detail of 350 men was formed and sent 
to PUERTO PRINCSSA. BOGUS and UcDOLE were in this detail. 

(Narration by McDOLE) 

Just before the war, I was attached to the Pirst Separate Marine 
Battalion at CAVITE NAVY YARD. At the outbreak of the war, the First 
Separate Marine Battalion was made the Third Battalion, 4th Marines, At 
CAVITE NAVY YARD we were evacuated on Christmas Day and went to C0RRB3ID0R. 
From 25 December until 29 December I was a guard at General Mao ARTHUR'S 
headquarters. On 29 December I transferred to "M" Company as a line duty 
man. V/e remained on CORRBGIDOR until 1 January 1942 when transferred to 
FORT HUGHES where I remained until sy capture on 7 May. 

After our capture, we remained at FORT HUGHES policing the fort 
and doing work for the Japanese. Ch 10 May we were transferred to CORRB¬ 
GIDOR where we were etationed with other American prisoners of war. We 
remained in the 92nd Garage area ixitil 24 May when we were transferred to 
TAMILA. On 25 Kay> I left MANILA by box car to CABANATUAN where I remained 
overnight. Hie following morning we marched 20 kilometers to Camp No. 3. 

At Camp Ik)* 3 our toilet facilities were very poorly constructed. 
The only means of bathing and washirg was at the river about 2 kilometers 
distant. Japanese guards accompanied us there as this was outside the 
enclosure. 


ui 3o may 1 saw 4 American POWs shot for supposedly trying to 
escape. They were supposed to have been on a working party and thby said 
they had gotten lost. They tried to get back to camp and were found by 
the Japanese on the main road, who said they had been tiying to escape. 

After their capture, i saw the Japanese tie them to the main entrance of 
the camp, with legs and hands tied to poles. They were tied for three days 
and beaten by' the Japs. They were shot right in the camp. They were placed 
before shallow graves, and given cigarettes to smoke; they refused to be 
blindfolded. They fell ri#it into the graves after being shot. 

Joint Narration 

Trip from CABANATUAN to PUERTO PRIKCGSA. FALA VAN . 

,/e left CABANATUAN 24 July 1942. 350 men were loaded into trucks 
at the prison camp and taken to CABANATUAN where we were loaded into a 
train of box cars, 100 men to a car. Upon arrival in TAMILA, we went to 
the old 3III3ID FAISON. From there we went to Pier 7, MANILA where we em¬ 
barked aboard the 3ANK0 MARU. The conplete detail was quartered in one hold, 
making things very crowded. The Japanese interpreter, who was assigned to 
the project, told us we were going on a "three-month detail", that we would 
be fed American food and that things all-in-all, would be very enjoyable. 

These statements turned out to be false. 

7/hile aboard the 3ANK0 LIAPAJ v/e enjoyed for the first time good food, 
/e made one stop at the CULION La21 JOLONY where supplies for the colony 
were unloaded. This work was done by the A-erican prisoners aboard the 3ANK0 
NARU. V/e then continued our journey to Pr D PRINCESA, PALAV/AN. 
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Caro at PUERTO PRINCE A . 

Upon arrival at PUERTO PRINCESA on 1 August we disembarked and were 
marched to our quarters, which were old Filipino Constabulary Barracks. 
Although these barracks were not in a very good state of repair, the overhead 
and the decks were good. After some repairs, such as pipihg in water and 
constructing a galley we settled dean to somewhat of an organization. Our 
Japanese oommander. Captain KI3HAM0T0 was at first very lenient with the 
prisoners. By this we mean, we were not strictly confined to the barracks 
but were permitted to wander about, in the unfenced area. Toilet and bathing 
facilities were immediately taken care of, as we learned our lesson in the 
first days of our capture. Thqy were necessities. 

On 8 August we commenced work on our "three-month” project, which 
took 2j£ years to complete. This was an airfield. 7/e commenced work with 
the simplest implements, axes, picks and shovels. We cleared a jungle area 
2200 meters long and 210 meters wide. The Japanese told us many lies as 
to what this clearing was going to be, but there was no doubt in our minds 
that it was going to be an airfield. The work was hard and the blazing sun 
and scarcity of drinking water was no help. Most men filled canteens when 
they left for work and would get refills at noon, but this was far from 
sufficient water. The only clothes that the men had were clothes they had 
picked up while still on CORREGIDOR. So far the Japanese had furnished rothing 
but a little chow and lots of abuse. Some men who were not fortunate enough 
to obtain sufficient clothing worked practically naked. Within a short 
period of a few months, 50% of the detail was barefooted. 

At first the food which we received was fit for human consumption 
but was lacking in quantity; especially considering the heavy work we were 
compelled to do. ’We were told by the interpreter that any time we had a 
comprint or a suggestion to make that would better our conditions, that 
we were to make them to him and the commander would be informed and action 
would be taken. At first our officers made several attempts with sugges¬ 
tions and ideas to Captain KISHA1CT0 but no action was taken on these 
suggestions. 

'Mrst POT Escape 


On U. August 1942, 6 Americans escaped from PUERTO FRIi CESA by 
running out during the night. These were BUDDY HERDERS ON, USLCj 3IDUEY 
'/RIGHT, USMC; DAVIES, USMCj BOBBY HODGES, USN; ELLIOTT, U3Nj and a sixth 
whose name was unknown but who was of the U, 3, tlavy. Of these 6 men, 

BUDDY HENDERSON was shot to death in ABC ALAN, PALVWaK by a Filipino who 
was a Jap sympathizer. This Filipino and his accomplice were both killed 
in turn by 'WRIGHT according to our information. The rest made /pod their 
escape, /ifter Captain KISHA'IOTO wired MANILA as to what action he should 
take on us for this escape, he received orders to place all hands on 1/3 
rations for 3 days, to enclose our barracks by barbed wire, to restrict our 
movements within this barb-wire enclosure and have armed sentries patrolling 
inside and outside, both day and night. 

Work on the field continued uninterrupted by events except for 
abuse by the Japanese sentries such as unnecessary beatings and continual 
buffing around. 

NISHITANI (a three star private) who was in charge of the 
Japanese and American galley caught 2 Americans getting a green papaya 
from a tree in the compound back in 1942. As there was an order by the 
Japanese commander saying that any .American caught removing these papaya 
■would be punished, this Japanese cook took it upon himself to punish these 
2 men. The method used was breaking their left arms with an iron bar. 

They were also continued to be beaten with the iron bar. These nen were 
later sent back to MANILA. 
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While working on the field, S/Sgt MULLINS, USA got into a conversa¬ 
tion with a Japanese soldier. MULLINS would not admit that the American 
forces were in defeat, which so angered the Japanese soldier that he picked 
up a club and swung it at MULLINS' head. MULLINS tried to cover himself by 
raising his arm, the club striking his arm and breaking it. The next day, 
MULLINS was forced to return to work with his arm in a sling. ' 


later Escapes — Tortures . 

On 29 August 2 men, CHARLES WATKINS, U3N and JOE PAUL LITTLE, USN 
escaped while at work in the field. The actual details were not found out 
until later on. It seems that they had contacted a Filipino while working 
in the field. In the jungle, the sentry cannot watch every man. The 
Filipino told them to come with him and they would be led out. When their 
escape was discovered, all hands were taken back to camp and again our 
punishment was 1/3 rations for 3 days. When we started work on the field 
3 days later, we were divided into groups of 10 men, each group having a 
sentry. 


During the month of December, vhe Japanese discovered that several 
of the Americans were making contact with the Filipinos while working in the 
field. These Filipinos were giving them news and food. The Japanese dis¬ 
covered this and caught the Filipinos, forcing them to identify the Americans. 
At the time of this incident, there was also the discovery by the Japanese 
that canned cornbeef was being stolen from their storeroom. After imme¬ 
diately making a search of the barracks and all hand's gear, they found a 
few cans in A mens' bags. These A men were immediately thrown into the brig 
along with the men who were Identified by the Filipinos. The total was six, 
one of the A men Identified ty the Filipinos being also found with the 
cornbeef. Captain KISAfOTO ordered these 6 men beaten severely. They were 
taken from the brig one at a time, and tied with their arms embracing a 
coconut tree in the center of the compound for all POW's to witness. A 
Japanese soldier beat them with a small wire whip across the small of the 
back until he could swing the whip no more. Each was then beaten on the 
buttocks by another Japanese soldier with a pole approximately 3 to A inches 
in diameter, until this soldier was also exhausted. After all the men had 
been beaten in this fashion they had been taken to the front of the brig 
where a large Japanese struck them on the jam until they were knocked out. 

If a man oollapsed during his beating at the tree, he was broiwht back to 
consciousness and the beating continued. Water was thrown on xhem to 
revive them. Some of these msn refused to have their hands tied and took 
the beating without making a sound or falling down. All 6 of these men 
were placed on starvation rations and returned to MANILA. We received word 
from replacements coming from 7XANILA that JIMUT BARNA, USMC and LAIDLAW, USN 
(from the CANOPUS) were executed in MANILA. The other A to the best of our 
knowledge were JACK TAILOR, USMC, IDDER, USN, ROBERT BACON, USMC and one 
other who is unknown. 

Another escape was attempted by A men in February 1%3. They werei 
Sgt SWIFT,USMC, ROBERT PRIOR, MKlc, Private SLGAT, Medical Department USA and 
HANSEN, USA. They escaped during the night and at the counting of prisoners 
in the morning they were found to be missing. They went out the back way 
tinder the barb wire enclosure down to the bay. They slipped into a coconut 
grove. Imnediately a search began for these men; 2 of them SLOAT and HANS5N 
were captured, SWIFT and PRIOR made good their escape. Later we learned that 
PRIOR was killed in northern PALAWAN and beheaded by the Japanese. His head 
was cut off and placed on exhibition. The 2 men who were recaptured were 
brought back to PUERTO PRDIC2SA and put in a kempei (Jap .Military Police) 
dungeon. No American was permitted to converse with them or see them. They 
were later sent, to MANILA by boat. 

Up until 28 June 19A3, work continued in ita normal routine. At 
this time 2 more men attempted to escape from the air field. They were 
SELDON T. WHITS, Pfc., USMC and VrtLSCN, USN. These men were recaptured on 
A July. WILSON at the time of his recapture was lams in one leg. They were 
brought back to FUBITO PRINCE A where they were severely beaten and then 
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turned over to the Japanese Military Police. We saw them put on a truck, 
taken out and they were not broqght back. We were told by the Filipinos and 
Japanese that they were shot. 

It was after this escape that orders were received from MANILA 
that for any American prisoner that escaped, 10 others would be shot. Out 
camp was immediately organized into 10-men squads. From some replacements 
that came from MANILA, we were told of several camps where this order had 
been carried out, one of these raSn, a Sgt. BUTTS, USA, having seen his own 
brother shot because of this order. 


Changes of Command . 

Captain KESHAMOTO had been relieved by Captain KINOSHITA, but it 
made no difference in our treatment. As a matter of fact, the work became 
harder»and there was more abuse. Not a single day passed without several 
beatings of the American prisoners by the Japanese soldiers. The Japanese 
guards carried hardwood sticks about a yard long and about 1 inch thick and 
beat men over the head and face with these for no apparent reason whatsoever. 
As far as Captain KINOSHITA and his soldiers were concerned, tne American 
prisoners were there for one purpose, to work, whether they ate or were 
sick made no difference. 

lie did not know the name of the third commander, but his senior 
enlisted man was OGAV/A, a three star N.C.O., (sojo). He was in charge of 
supplies. Two of the cooks names were HAIAKA and SEGURABI. The interpreters 
names were TANAKA (a three star private) and SABAKI (a three star private). 


Accidental Deaths. 


The first accidental death on the air field of an American 
prisoner of war was when a Japanese Dive Bomber in landing, side-slipped 
off the runway, striking JB! FLYNN, Boatswain's Mate First Class, USN in 
the chest with his right wing, killing him instantly. There was very little 
ceremony attached to his burial. The Japanese did not permit a proper 
burial. FLYNN was killed in September 1943. 


On 8 September 1944, the third change of command at PUERTO 
PRINCESA took place, at which time all Japanese previously at PUERTO 
PRINCESA were relieved and sent back to MANILA. They were relieved.by 
combat troop3. Also 159 of the remaining 309 Americans were sent back 
to MANILA on this boat. This left 150 Americans at the canp . This change 
of oommand was completed and the boat sailed 22 September. There were im¬ 
mediate changes in our canp which were made by order of the new Japanese 
commander, we received a cut in rations. Previously we received a level 
mess kit of rice and approximately £ canteen of soup. Under this new 
commander, we received approximately 3/4 of a level mess kit of rice and 
the soup consisted of potato vines boiled in salt and water. Approximately 
once a month, we received the bones of a caribao (the Japanese took the 
meat for themselves) which were boiled into a broth. Also, as the troops 
in this new command were combat troops, the treatment of the American 
prisoners was most severe. Our working hours were from dawn to dusk. 

Rest periods, if any, cams at the discretion of the officer-in-charge. 

Noon chow was always served in the field where we were forced to eat it in 
the sun, being allowed 15 to 20 minutes to eat it and then back to work. 

In the complete cohstruction of this air field, there was no 
machinery other than one roller, one tractor and a few trucks used. All 
other work was done by picks and shovels or by hand. Filipinos were used 
for about 2 weeks then dropped. In the pouring of the concrete runway 2 
mixers were used, one capable of pouring one yard, the other capable of 
pouring £ yard. With these 2 small mixers an air strip 1400 meters long 
and 70 rasters wide with a turntable at each end was poured by the 
Americans, taking approximately 1 year to do it. 
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Condition a Juat Prior to Massacre . 

Cta 19 October 1944, we received the firot definite inf or nation of 
the return of the American forces to the PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. This definite 
information mas a B-24 which came across the bay at approximately 300 feet 
altitude, bombed the docks, sinking two ships that were tied up there, strafed 
the tom and passed over the air field setting afire 7 Jap planes and then 
went the bay, this time strafing 5 Jap seaplanes and setting them on fire. 
From this day on, we received almost daily raids with nightly patrolling by 
American planes. At this time, there were approximately 150 tp 200 Japanese 
planes at the air field. These planes, immediately after the first raid, 
began to leave PUERTO PRINCESA but on 28 October 17 B-24s raided the air 
field and put it out of action temporarily, destroying approximately 60 
planes on the ground. 

Because of these raids we were ordered to build air raid shelters 
and our work changed from levelling the air; field to filling in bomb craters. 
lie worked even during the actual raids. These air raid shelters were to 
consist of 3 trenches, approximately 5 feet deep, 4 feet wide and long enough 
to hold 50 men each. There'was to be an overhead and only one entrance, but 
due to our officers' continual suggestions, we were permitted to make 2 
jntrances one at each end, and some men even went so far as to make individual 
fox holes. All of these holes were in a small enclosure surrounded by barb 
wire fences, which were double fences. These fences were 2 meters high, the 
wire strands being very close together and interwoven. 

After the first air raid, the Japanese treatment of the American 
prisoners became almost unbearable and the food was not fit for human con¬ 
sumption. All the Americans present figured that it would not be long now 
until the American forces liberated them. This tept up their morale and made 
them determined to stick it out. This polioy was carried out until 14 
December 1944* when at 1200 all men were congregated at the air raid shelters, 
the Japanese saying that there were hundreds of American planes coming. 

(At this point, the narration of the three men varies and 
each is separately given until they again rejoin after 
their escape) 


Narration by BOGUS 

The cLimax of the whole situation came on 14 December 1944, when 
seaplanes, operating from PUERTO PRINCESA, sighted the American convoy in 
the SWLU SEA which was haaded toward MINDORO. The Jap C. 0., thinking that 
this was g>ing to be a landing at PUERTO PRINCESA attempted to carry out his 
orders in getting lid of us 150 American prisoners. 

At approximately JL4u0, 14 Decenfcer 1944, all American working 
parties were called into the compound area and forced to remain around our 
air raid shelters which we had made since the first raid of 19 October 1944. 
These shelters were nothing more than 3 trenches about five feet,in depth 
and long enough to hold 50 men each; all three shelters having an overhaad 
with a small entrance at each end. Some of the man constructed individual 
shelters lljce myself, building mine close to the barbed wire fence and right 
on the edge of the buff, which dropped away to the beach some 60 feet below. 
All around these shelters there was a datable fence 2 meters high of barb-wire. 

After sitting around some 30 minutes, 2 P-38e were seen circling 
overhead. At this time the Jap guards forced all hands to gat into their 
shelters and remain under cover, telling us that there were hundreds of 
American planes coming. As soon as everyone was secured below the ground, 
some 50 or 60 Jap soldiers aimed with light machine guns, rifles and buckets 
of gasoline appeared and Immediately attacked the unsuspecting, uefenselese 
prisoners in the first shelter. There were approximately 40 Americans in 
this shelter. The procedure of attack wae simple; first throwing a lighted 
torch into the entrance and following it up with a bucket or two of gasoline 
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which would explode setting everyone afire In the shelter. Then as the men 
would run screaming out of the shelter they would be mowed down by machine 
guns or rifles. 

I was sitting in ay shelter when I heard the first dull explosion 
and yelling of the Jap soldiers. As I looked out of the entrance the scene 
lay before me of the Japs massacring the Americans. Continuing to gaze 
dumbfounded, I saw several Americans, (while still burning or wounded), rush 
the Japs and fight them hand to hand. One American, whom I could not recognize 
in the oonfusion, succeeded in tearing a rifle from one Jap, shooting the Jap, 
but another Jap bayonetted the American to death frcm behind. 

Taking all this inhuman action in at a glance, I was forced to 
withdraw ay head as I was being shot at point-blank. There was one possible 
chance of temporary escape and that was through the barb-wire fence down the 
bluff to the beach where the rocks afforded hiding places. Without hesita¬ 
tion I tore bare-handed through the barb-wire fences and leaped down the 
bluff. I was not surprised to see other men do likewise. Maybe 30 to 40 
were successful in getting through the fence down to the water's edge. Of 
thsse, several attempted to swim acrom the bay iniDBdiately,but were shot in 
the water. I took refuge in a small crack among the rocks where I remained, 
all the time hearing the butchery going on above. They even resorted to 
using dynamite in forcing some men from their shelters. I knew as soon as it 
was over above, they would be down probing among the rocks spotting us and 
shooting us. The stanch of burning flesh was strong. Shortly after this 
they were moving in groups among the rocks dragging the Americans out and 
murdering them as they found them. By the grace of God I was overlooked. 

Those patrols continued to operate until it became dark when they retired 
to the bluff above. The incoming tide farced me from my hiding place. flhile 
crawling cautiously about, I found I was not the only fortunate devil. 

Finding four others we remained together until about 2100 when we decided 
to swim the bay, our only chance of escape. The other four men were F. J. 

BARTA, RKLc, USN, Pfc. MARTYN, USMC, Pvte PETRI and PACHECO, U. S. Amy. 

We all started out swinniing about 20 meters apart but due to the tide and 
darkness we did not arrive together on the opposite side. 

Upon my arrival on the opposite shore (approximately 6 kilometers), 

I then had to proceed through the jungle for 5 days and nights without 
food or water, except rain, before being rescued by the Filipino prisoners 
at the IWAHIG PENAL COLONY. Arriving at the colony I met another escaped 
prisoner, Pfc (&5NN W, McDOLE, USMC. The head prisoner notified Mr. PEDRO 
PAJE, (Asst. General Director of the IWAHIG PENAL COLONY* who is in charge 
of underground activities against the Japs in that area. We were clothed 
and fed and as I was unable to walk, put on horseback and with the aid of 
a guide, Mr. PALAMOS (Chief of Police, IWAHIG PENAL COLONY), we were taken 
to INAGAUAN where Mr. BACOSA (Engineer, DAVAO PENAL COLONY) took us further 
south to ABORLAN. Here BARTA, F. J. RlCLc, USN, Joined us and we proceeded 
by banca to BROOKS'S Point the guerrilla headquarters at southern PAIA'YAN, 

Capt. NAZARIO B MAYOR, oomraanding. Here we remained being well treated until 
21 January 1945, «*en we were picked up by a PBY-5, sent from LEYTE with 
sipplies for the radio station at BROOKE'S Point, which is operated by the 
U. S. Amy. 

We arrived aboard the U3S TANGIER in LEYTE the evening of 21 
Januaiy 1945* 


On 14 December there was a convoy seen off PALAWAN. The Jape 
asatned it was going to land there. At about noon they brought all the 
men in frcn the field. Then the air raid was sounded. They made us get 
in our air raid shelters and keep our heeds below the ground. There were 
three main air raid Aeitera. One near the fence in back of the compound 
was the special oompany hole. One behind it about one meter, with a 
passageway into the first, was the B Compary hole. The third Aich was 
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near the fence at the side of the compound was A Company hols. Then some of 
bho asn bad spoolai holes of their own* Host of these were osar the fenoe. 

At first I did oot get In ny Aelter. But a Jap officer drew his 
saber and forced as to get under cover. About five minutes later I heard 
machine gun and rifle fire. Rot' knowing what was happening I looked out and 
sae several asn on fire and being ahot down by the Jspa. Okie of them was ny 
friend ROB HUBBARD. 

So I and several other fellows In the hole went under the fpoqe. 

Just as I got outside the fence I looked back and saw a Jap throw a torch 
In the other end of our hole and another one threw in a bucket of gasoline. 

I half dimed and half fell down the cliff to the beach. Before 
I was down there a minute they started shooting at us. One nan, HAMRIC, was 
shot through the am. I put a tourniquet on his arm and he ran on. 

There were two men with me, JOHN UYONS AND MARTIN. We hid for a 
while in a hole in the rocto but were forced to change our hiding place 
before long. Next we found ,an old sewer outlet and hid there until night. 
Several times that evening the Japs came around with lights and looked into 
our hole, but we ducked under the water and were nob seen. Other men were 
hiding in the same hole. Two of them were PAGH3C0 ini PSTRY. Later BOGUS 
joined us. Sods time between eight and nine o'dock PACHECO, PETRI, BOGUE, 
MARTIN and I started to swim the bey. I was the last one out of the hole 
and LT0N3 was gene when I came out. 

Not being a good swimmer, 1 passed out half-way across and when I 
came too again I was floating out the mouth of the bay, but was only About 
50 yards from the shore. I hit the beach about sunrise the next morning. 

After being in the jungle for ted days, I came to the PHILIPPINE 
PENAL COLONY. From there I was taken to ABORLAN by the different colony 
officials. There f met two other escaped priaoners. Next we were takan to 
BROOKS'S POINT where we stayed with guerrillas until beiifc picked up by an 
Amerloan plane on 21 January 1945* 

(Narration by McDQLE) 

14 December 1944, all men were brought back into camp at noon. 
Shortly after our return, the air riid was sounded and we saw 2 P-3Us overhead. 
After all clear had bean sounded we were not allowed to leave the’ air raid 
shelter area. About 1400 the air raid was sounded and we were all told to 
get into our shelter because hundreds of American airplanes were coming. We 
all figured that the Americans were going to land, so to make it safer for 
ourselves we did as commanded. 


Upon hearing a bunch of Japanese yelling, I looked out of ay pit 
and saw a Japanese Captain coma running out from behind our barracks into 
our area followed by about 50 to 60 Japanese sAldlera armed with light 
machine guns, rifles and buckets. After seeing this I ducked back into ay 
pit riot yet knowing what was about to come off. All of a sudden 1 heard an 
explosion, men screaming and the sound of machine guns. RUFUS W. SMITH, 
USMC, looked out of the pit but ducked back in Immediately and said "they 
are ordering the men in A Company pit." Hearing this I looked out and saw, 
ROBERT L. HUBBARD coming out of the pit in a sheet of flames and he was shot 
down by a machine gun. 


After seeing this, we began digging our way through a previously 
prepared esesps hatch. This took a very short time as we had a pick and 
shovel In our pit and had to dig throuji only from 6" to 12" of dirt. All 
men had gotten out of the hols but RUFUS V. SMITH and myself, when BANCROFT, 
s carpsman jumped Into the pit with us. Before we had gotten out we saw a 
torch thrown into our pit and a bucket of gasoline thrown in upon the torch. 
Ne could feel the heat from the fire as we got out of the hole and BANCROFT 
acreamad and I suppose the flams got him as I did not see him hit the beach 
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with SMITH and myself. I dug underneath a rubbish pile with two other wen, 
STREET AND EVANS (SMITH went on down the beach). Alter the Japanese finished 
the wurder above, they cane down on the beach and began combing the rooks for 
us. As the Japanese patrol neared our hiding place, STREET jumped up and 
started running for the bay but was shot before he had gone 10 meters. When 
the Japanese got within 5 asters of us, EVANS raised up and said "Alright 
you Jap bastard, here I am and don't miss ns". A volley of fire followed 
immediately. When EVANS raised up all this rubbish fell in upon me so I was 
Well covered. I could hear the gas being thrown upon his body to be burnt. 

After I knew they had left my immediate area, I managed to make a 
small opening so as to get air and see out. About 35 meters down the beach 
I could see 6 Japanese with an American in the center being slowly tortured 
by bayonets when another Jap joined the group with a bucket and toreh. The 
American knew his fate and began begging to be shot and not burnt, in such a 
high voloe that I could hear him. Then I could see them pour gasoline on one 
foot and burn it, then the other until he collapsed. Then they poured gasoline 
over his body and set it off. I was unable to leave ny hiding place that nigjbt 
because of a Japanese patrol in the area until sun-up, when they made their 
last search. I left this hiding place late in the afternoon and moved down 
the beach into the rooks so that I could attempt to swim the PUERTO PRINCESA 
BAT, but it was too rough that night so I gave it up. 

The following morning, 16 December 1944* I found a man (HAMRIC, 

DAN HAMPTON) who had been shot in the left arm. Gangarlne had already set 
in and he was in very much pain. That night I-attempted to oross the bay 
with him, but his condition made it impossible so again I returned and stayed 
with him till the night of 13 December when he passed away. 

After ooverlng the body I started to swim the channel. I reached 
the IWAHIG PENAL COLONY side the following morning shortly before dawn. I 
rested until late in the afternoon then started to swim an inlet toward a small 
oolony (T.B. Colony). About half-way across I ran into a fish trap and was 
too exhausted to continue further so I crawled on top of the trap and stayed 
all night. The following morning I was rescued by IWAHIG prisoners coming 
out to gather their fish. The prisoners took me into their colony, gave me 
chow, dry clothing and did all they possibly could for me. While I was there 
they also rescued Sgt BOGUE. The IWAHIG prisoners made it possible for us to 
meet PEDRO PAJE, Asst. Director of the IWAHIG PENAL COLONY, the doctor of the 
oolony and the chief of police all of whom were members of the guerrillas' 
organisation. These able bodied men sent us on our road to freedom. We 
arrived at BROOKE'S POINT, 7 January 1945. At the guerrilla headquarters 
in the southern sector of PALAWAN, Capt. NAZARIO B. MAYOR, the commanding 
officer treated us with the best of care. 21 January 1945* we were picked 
up by a PBY which brought supplies to the A-IB operator located at BROOKE'S 
POINT. While in BROOKE'S POINT I found the guerrillas anxious to get weapons 
so as to move against the Japanese. I can thank only the guerrillas and the 
act of God for my safe return to American hands. 


Opinions of Narrators as to Whether or not the Massacre was Directed by 
4apanepe Headauarterg_at,M^N^LA, 


McDOLE 

The only reason that I think it was directed by headquarters was 
because they had spotted this convoy early in the morning, then took the men 
to the field. Then they had time to get a message to MANILA and back. They 
then brought in the men from the field on order. This looks as though a 
message had been received and they were acting on it. 

I think if they had planned this out months beforehand they would 
have had riflemen down on the beach to stop the men who could have gotten 
over the fenoe. 
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BARTA 

I bollev© it was planned, but had been fouled up. I think they got 
orders from MANILA due to the fact that any time anything serious happened to 
the Americans, those orders came from MANILA. The Japanese officers were 
always checking with "MANILA for orders on matters of treating the prisoners on 
specific offenses, etc. I also think that if they had a wall-pianned-out 
scheme. Instead of Just having gunners on the beach they would have hit all 
three holes simultaneously instead of one at a time. They had plenty of 
personnel to do this. 

BOGUS 

Quite a long time previous to the massacre, a Japanese soldier had 
made remarks in direct conversation with me to the effect that if the American 
prisoners were not removed to MANILA they would all be killed here at PUERTO 
PRINC5SA. This remark was brought about, I believe by the fact that there was 
no Japanese ships or transports of any kind available for their evacuation 
making it very probahle that they would be aniKilated there or die of 
starvation. 

As to the actual massacre, I think it was as well planned as 
Japanese planning goes, their Idea being that these air raid shelters were 
escape-proof except for the 2 small entrances, one at each fend, and a double 
barb wire fence enclosing the small area. In the direct attack, their 
ignoring of 2 of the air raid shelters and the attacking of only one also 
shows that they thought there was no escape from the other 2 and that they 
could wipe out one at a time. Also the day started out to be a routine day 
as far as the Americans were concerned and suddenly at noon every American was 
herded into the oompound and forced to remain by his air raid shelter, thus 
showing that sudden orders had been received. It is quite unusual for the 
men to be brought in from the field at noon without something big coming off, 
something so unusual that they did not want any of the Americans out of the 
tpmpound. They had done it only a ooi$>le of tines previous to this ivhen they 
expected attacks by the guerrillas. As far as the Japanese commander of the 
station was concerned, we hardly knew him and as to his receiving orders from 
MANILA, tie had no direct way of knowing exactly about that. None of the 
other Japanese commanders took any severe action against the Americans 
without orders from MANILA, and from our deductions, having been with the 
Japanese for over 2 years and knowing their ways and methods, ws came to the 
conclusion that the orders cams from MANILA. I think the orders for our 
disposal cams from MANILA. I think the sitting of the convoy brought on 
the matter of oir disposal. I think they had orders to kill prisoners if 
American forces approached, quite aom time earlier. 

MEN ViHO ESCAPED 

In addition to ourselves we know of only 6 others to be recovered 
after escaping. They aret 

RUFUS W. SMITH, Corporal, USL'C. 

ALBERT DURAN PACHECO, Corporal, USA. 

WILLIAM BALCHU3, Corporal, USA. 

ERNEST KOBLOS, Pvt., USA. 

EDWIN FETRY, Pvt., USA. 

EUGENE NISLS2N, Pvt., USA. 

In addition, we know that DONAID MARTIN, Pfc., USMC, swam the bay 
but failed to make contact with us on the opposite shore. 7/e know that he 
had Interred to go into northern PALAWAN. The remaining 140 believed to be 

dead. 


The above six men were picked up by a PBY at BROOKE'S POINT and 
taken to MDROTAI. Ve doubt that there were any more that made good their 
escape. The news travels fast through this section, particularly about 
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any Americana. Ti— rtlttly when found, we were told about the other 6 who had 
been rescued. We reoelved no Inf or nation, even though we stayed there mtil 

21 January, about anybody else being brought out. We had contact with 
northern PALAWAN by radio, but no information was received from then of any 
Americano being rescued. In view of this, we believe that all the others 
probably perished. 

Treatment by Filipinoe 

At the beginning we want to put in a good word for the prisoner* 
at the Penal Colony IWAHIG. Most of these prisoners have received eenteneee 
during the Japanese occupation of the PHILIPPINES. Through these prisoners 
it was made possible for us to make contact With the guerrilla headquarters. 

We found that 3 of the main guerrillas were officials ^t the IWAHIG Penal 
Colony. These officials clothed us and sent us south to BROCKS'S POINT. 

BOGUS and BARTA swam across the bay at the same time, but just 
before reaching shore got separated and did not meet again until ABORLAN. 

BOGUS and McDOLE met the morning of 20 December, were rescued by the prisoners 
of the IWAHIG PENAL COLONY, TB Station. These prisoners acted over©joyed at 
our fortunate escape and gendered all possible aid, also concealing us from 
any possible discovery by the Japs and contacting for us the guerrilla 
headquarters so that we could be taken further south to safety. At no time 
after our escape did we receive anything bub the bast of treatment and care 
by any Filipinos with whom we made contact. 

The officials connected with guerrilla activities in PALAWAN who 
made our complete escape possible are: 

PEDRO PAJI, Assistant Supervisor, IWAHIG PENAL COLONY. 

Captain BUNI5, Doctor, IWAHIG PENAL COLONY. 

Lieut. PALA’DS, Chief of Police, F/AHIG PENAL COLONY. 

Nr. VALANTIR P. BAC03A, Executive ifficer, DAVAO PENAL COLONY. 

MANUEL PALANCA, Mayor of ABORLAN 

Captain NAZARIO B. BI10R, Commander D Company, Guerrilla Battalion. 
Survivors of IE 3U3 273 . 

Four men from the US Sub, which was sunk south of PALAWAN after 
the explosion of the batteries, were brought to PUERTO PRINCES A by the 
Japanese. EDWIN P3TRY received a note from them. They stated that they 
were the sole survivors of the sub and were held in the 11.P. dungeon in 
PUERTO PRINCESA. They stated they were held for guerrilla activities rather 
than as POWs. We do not know their names. They were later taken to MANILA. 

One was a Chief Quartermaster and another was an Ensign. The note gave the 
serial numbers of the 4 men. The number of this submarine was # 273. 

Japanese at Camp 10A. PUERTO PRINCESA . 

KISHA-’JOTO, 1st Lieut, promoted to Captain, was 1st conmnding officer from 
1 Aug., 1942 to 22 March 1943. 

KINOSHITA, 1st Lieut., 2nd commanding officer from 22 March 1943 to 

22 September 1944. 

Name of third commanding officer was not known. Was a captain in rank. 

M/Sgt. OGAWA (SOJO) present and active during massacre. 

Interpreter, TANAXA (Corporal, 3 stars) not preadnt during massacre. 

Interpreter, SHIRAKI (Corporal, 3 stars) was present during massacre. 

FAWAKA'd (2 star private) not present at massacre. 

HAIAKA (1 gold bar) not present at massacre but was attached to unit at the time. 
SET'RADI (3 stare, corporal) attached at time of massacre. 
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The last Japanese unit which case to PUESTO PRINCESA was « eohbat 
unit and wore an insignia which was white on a bl\je fields About 200 la tK* 
force. There were approximately 2000 Japs at PUERTO PRINCESA. They also had 
a small garrison at INAGHUAN, another garrison of 30 men at HJUTAN. Bach of 
these garrisons had one machinr gun and rifles. 200 at PANDAMAN ISLAHD Just 
south of Up of PALAWAN. The garrisoh of 2,000 at PUERTO PRINCESA were all 
stationed on the peninsula. 

SUGGESTIONS 


Recommend no surrender to Japanese under any circumstances. 

Take the first good chance to escape. .Make escape as a unit because the 
Japanese believe in group responsibility and if one man escapes it jeopardizes 
the lives of others. 

Try to make contact with the guerrillas as soon as possible, night now if any 
American prisoner escapes, 99 out of 100 Filipinos will help him. 

Always try to have a bolo, long trousers, long-sleeved shirt and high shoes 
and a canteen of water. Travel light as you must move fast. 

CASUALTIES 

Through joint effort of the three men, and with special credit to 
Me DOLE, the names of 137 of the 140 men not escaping have been recalled and 
a list of them has been furnished to the personnel branches of the Amy, Navy 
and Marine Corp. All of the 140 men are believed by the three men to be 
dead as a result of the massacre and the casualty list may also include 
MARTIN, the 10th man to escape but was not heard from after swimning the bay.

Q State your name, permanent home address and occupation. 

A My name is Raymond Joseph Toomey. My permanent home ad¬ 
dress is 228 Hudson Street, Hoboken, New Jersey. I am 
employed as a stock clerk by General Food Corporation, 
11th and Hudson Streets, Hoboken, New Jersey. 

i State the date and place of your birth and former occu¬ 
pation. 

A I was bom in Manila, P.I. on 9 February 1922. My father 
is a native bom citizen of the United States and is em¬ 
ployed In the Merchant Marine. My mother was of Spanish 
ancestry and lived in Manila at the tine of my birth. 

At the time of hostilities in the Pacific I was employed 
by the American President Steamship Lines, Port Area, 
Manila, P.I. as a file clerk. 


Q What formal education have you had? 

A I was graduated in 1940 from the High School of San Beda 
College, Manila, P.I. This was a private institution 
operated by the Roman Catholic Benedictine priests. 

(} Are you married or single? 

A I am single. 

£ Have you recently returned to the United States from 
overseas? 

A I arrived in the United States at Los Angeles, California 
from Manila, P.I. on the U.3.S. Eweberle on 2 May 1945. 
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Q Were you an Interne® In Manila? 

A No. I hAd registered with the High Commissioner of the 
Philippine Islands when I attained my eighteenth birth¬ 
day to perfect United States oltlsenshlp beoause of my 
father's oltlsenshlp in the Unitea States. However, 
when the Japanese captured Manila I represented to them 
various times that X was a subject of Germany and thus 
avoided internment. I was In Manila during the entire 
period of the Japanese oocupanoy. 

Q Are you familiar with the circumstances surrounding the 
killing of three Filipino civilians, Pedro (last name un¬ 
known). Dr. Luis Reyes and Marla Sequera in Manila, P. 

I. on or about 11*February 1945 by unknown Japanese mili¬ 
tary personnel! 

A Tea. 

Q State what you know, of your own knowledge, about this 
incident• 

A On the 11th of February 1945, the 11th Airborne Division 
of the Army of the United States was about one mile south 
of Manila. I had left the city of Manila and gone to 
American lines. 

Q Did you return to the city?. 

A Yes. Several hours after I had afrived there, it was 
about S P.M., I wanted to return to the city to get my 
Grandmother, Maria Sequera, with whom I had been living. 
The Americans were reluctant to let me leave the lines 
but finally gave me permission. 

Q What part of Manila did you return to? 

A I returned to the Pasay District which was where we had 
been living at 221 or 212 Progreso Street. 

Q Please relate what you saw when you returned to the city • 

A I was walking through Harrison Street and many people were 
going in the opposite direction to the American lines. 

The people were all highly excited and had brought what 
belongings they could carry and many were screaming and 
had blood on their clothing. I continued down Harrison 
Street for about ten blocks to where our home had been. 
When I arrived there it was burning and my Grandmother was 
not in sight. I searched the neighborhood for her. After 
about an hour of searching I saw a person who had been 
known as a resident of the Pasay Distridt of Manila, who 
was a houseboy for Dr. Luis Reyes. The houseboy's first 
name was Pedro and I do not know his last name. When I 
saw him he was near Leveriza Street and Luna Street. 

Pedro was chained to a fence and two Japanese soldiers 
were pouring gasoline on the lower part of his body. 

They then ignited the gasoline and Pedro was screaming. 

He was burning up to his chest when I last saw him. I 
could not help him because of the two Japanese soldiers 
who were burning him and because of the presence of other 
Japandse snipers. 

Q What did you then do? 

A I continued my search for my Grandmother in the vicinity 
of where our house had been. About four or five blocks 
away on the comer of Harrison and Fortuna Street I saw 
Dr. Iuls Reyes and his wife and daughter. He was push¬ 
ing a push cart in which he had some of his personal be¬ 
longings. His wife and daughter were with him going 
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toward the American lines. I kept him in sight for about 
a half a block when a Japanese soldier abruptly came out 
of a partly destroyed house and ran toward the Doctor. 

The Japanese soldier asked no questions of him and for' 
no apparent cause whatsoever thrust his bayonet Into the 
stomaoh of the Dootor. Dr. Reyes fell to the ground and 
was apparently dead. I saw his wife and child crying be¬ 
side him as I continued on my way in search of my ^rand- 
mohher. 

Q, What did you then do? 

A I continued toward the beach area whloh was about two 
blocks away from where I had seen Dr. Reyes bayoneted. 

Q What time of the day was It now? 

A About 4:30 in the Afternoon. 

Q What did you now see: 

A I found my Grandmother, Maria Sequera, lying on the groxmd. 
Another woman was lying on the ground next to my Grand¬ 
mother’s body. 

Q Who was the other woman? 

A I do not know her name she had been living in the same 
neighborhood where we had been. 

Q What did this woman tell you? 

A She said that the house where we had been living at 221 
or 212 Progreso Street has been burned by the Japanese 
soldiers. They had poured gasoline or some fuel on the 
house and then ignited it and tried to keep her in the 
flaming house. She escaped out of the back door and 
was about four blocks away when a Japanese sniper shot 
her in the back of the head and she died instantly. 

The other woman was also wounded by the sniper and she 
had dragged my Grandmother’s body with her. 

Q Is there anyone else who knows about these incidents? 

A No. Everyone was excited and thinking primarily of their 
own safety and I cannot remember anyone else I saw at 
this time. 

Q Do you know who was responsible for these killings? 

A Ho. They were Japanese soldiers. They apparently were 
acting under orders of the Japanese Commanding Officer 
to raze the city and fid the city of civilians. The 
Commanding Officer was General Tomoyuki Yamashita. 

Q Is there anything else concerning these khree killings 
you can tell us? 

A No.

We were famished no corer although we occasionally needed 
it. Our latrine facilities were better than in aoat prisons, 
they being about the sane as those found in American Army barrack.

We were kept within this inclosure the 
entire time, and were constantly aade to dig in the yard, other 
than this we had no occupation with which to occupy ourselTes.

Islands. We were kept at the Itogon Mine Camp until 3 May and were then 
taken to Camp John Hay, Baguio Province, where I remained until 11 May 1943* 

Ity husband was taken back to Itogon by the Japanese, while I remained at

Q. Are you familiar with the circumstances regarding the Im¬ 
proper transportation furnished American Civilian Prisoners 
of War toy the Japanese from Baguio, Philippine Islands to 
Manila, Philippine Islands, on 28 December 1944? 

A.. Yes. 

q. state what you know concerning this transportation. 

A. On 28 December 1944 my husband, my son and I were being trans¬ 
ported with other American Prisoners of War from Baguio to Ma¬ 
nila by truck. This trip lasted about one day. The truok 
that we were in was only about 12' long and o' wide and there 
were about 37 Americans and 4 Japanese guards Jammed into this 
truok, including all of our baggage. We were so crowded that 
it was Impossible to slf’ down and almost Impossible for us to 
stand. The truck held men, women and children. 

Q. Were you allowed off the truck at any time during this trip? 

A. We were allowed off the truok Just onoe, at Rosarla, when we 
had to change truoks. At all times we were guarded very close¬ 
ly by the Japanese guards who did not allow us to eat arjy food 
at this stop and we were given no latrine facilities. The Japa¬ 
nese Just told us to get off the trucks and to relieve ourselves 
the best we could. 

Q. Were you Issued any food by the Japanese during this trip? 

A. None at all. Some us had brought a little food with us but 

the Japanese refused to let us eat any of this food at any time. 
In faot, they would not even let us feed the children, although 
we did manage to feed them on the sly when the Japanese guards 
were not looking. 

Q. Did you receive any water on this trip? 

A. We received no water from the Japanese at all. The only wa¬ 
ter we had was what we had manage to bring with us in bottles 
and some of these were broken on the trip. We begged the Jape 
to stop at timesso that we could get some from the Filipinos 
but the Japs Ignored our requests. 

Q. Did you have any cases of dysentery of diarrhea on this trip? 

A. Yes, we did have two cases on our truck and their condition 

was deplorable for they were given no opportunity to get out of 
the truck except at Rosarla and were otherwise unable to re¬ 
lieve themselves. 

Q. Were any of the prisoners ever mistreated by the Japanese 
guards? 

A. We were not mistreated by them but they were very strict. They 
allowed no one talking or waving to anyone as we passed by and 
would not allow us to eat or drink any of the food We brought 
with us. I recall one woman was threatened by the Japanese with 
a bayonet If she did not stop talking and waving to the Fili¬ 
pino as we passed by. 

Q. Who was In charge of this transportation? 

A. A First Lieutenant Oura was in charge of the trip. We also had 
a couple of other officers with us. One was named Yamato and 
the other was named Yamlshata. I believed these names are 
spelled correctly. 
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Q. Have you any idea where those Japan*s4 of floors are now? 

A* I believe Lt. Oura Is dead and Yamato was Interned by the 
Amerloans when we were liberated at Blllbld. Yamlshata's 
whereabouts are unknown. 

Q. Have you anything further to add to the above lnoldent? 

A* No I have not. 

Q. Have you any knowledge of other atrooitles committed by the 

Japanese? 

A. Only that information whloh I have given In tne other five 
depositions.

them? 

A Camp John Hay* Baguio, from December 27, 1941 until May— 

I do not remember the date in May ..1942) transferred then 
to Camp Holmes, six miles north of Baguio, to remain there 
until December 28 of 1944* when we were transferred to the 
Old Bilibid prison in Manila, Philippine Islands, and re¬ 
leased from that camp by the American Army on February 4 

of 1945. 

4 Will you please relate to us the conditions of your trans¬ 
portation during the period of internment from Camp Holmes 
to the Old Bilibid prison, Manila, in December of 1944* 

A thirteen trucks were placed at the disposal of the camp 
for the transportation of camp personnel and necessary 
personnel belongings from Camp Holmes to Bilibid prieen 
in Manila* Most of the trucks made three round trips be¬ 
tween the two internment camps* We personally formed pert 
of a group of thirty-nine people who, together with bed¬ 
ding, food parcels, and most necessary toilet articles, 
were loaded into a truck about eight feet wide by eighteen 
feet long* We were badly crowded, so much so that folks 
sat partly on other folks' possessions or limbs in cramp¬ 
ed positions throughout the Journey, No shelter from the 
blazing sun was available* We were leaded into the truck 
at seven o'clock in the morning of December 28, 1944* and 
reached our destination at two o'dock A.M* on the follow¬ 
ing day* One stop was permitted 
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for a lunch period and two other stops, during which time 
limited opportunities were granted to passengers for per. 
sonal relief* Any shifting of passengers or cargo met 
with the instant displeasure of the guards, three of when 
were assigned to each truck* 

Q **ad you been fed by the Japanse or were you given any 
fooQl by anyone before you left at seven o'clock in the 
morning? 

A Yes, we had taken the rice and corn we had cooked up for 
breakfast ourselves as we always did provide our meals* 
And we bad provided ourselves with a supply of meat each* 
We had kept two small heifers .while in the camp enolo. 
sure and then those we had butohered and boiled the night 
before we left* Each person had been given one Alice of 
that beef and a small amount of rice* And we found that 
most of the beef had spoiled doe to the shift from the 
mountain to the lowland* Everybody's beef was tainted* 
There was no chance to get anything more to eat until we 
got to Bilibid* The next morning we got up and got our 
breakfast of corn meal mush cooked after a fashion* 

Q Bid the Japanese furnish you with any food during that 
trip from Camp Holmes to Bilibid; 

A No. 

Q Do you know how nany miles of kilometers it was from 
Camp Holmes to Bilibid prison? 

A One hundred seventy.five miles or two hundred fifty-five 
kilometers* 

4 Was there any room on the truck for those who desired to 
sleep or lie down? 

A No, not at all* though I was told that when they loaded 
the hospital patients the very worse cases were able to 
lie down. It would have been necessary for some of the 
folk who couldn't possibly have sat up. I think there 
were three or four who had their mattresses placed on the 
truck and the others sat or stood on the rail of the 
truck body. 

Q Where were the guards seated on the truck? 

A On the top of the cabs of the truck and in the body of 

the trucks in some cases. 

Did each of them have enough room to sit down? 

A Oh yes. They took it and we accamiiOdated ourselves with 
what was left, 

Q Do you know who was in charge of the detail handling the 
transportation, or can you identify them by uniform or 
branch of service? 

A NO, I cannot* 

q Who was in charge of the camp at Camp Holmes, Baguio when 
you left for Bilibid? 

A A Lt. Cura was in charge when we left camp Holmes. 
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q Do you know whether he arranged for the transportation? 

A I am not oertain but he most have had a hand in it* 

Q Do you hare any further information about the transport, 
ation of our group from Camp Holmes to Bilibid of any in¬ 
formation about the mistreatment of any other American 
nationals? 

A None, except the information I hare given you which has 
been incorporated in the depositions which I hare signed* 
today.

A. Corp. Harold William Mennler, A® 36033964, 2523 N. Long St., Chicago, Ill. 
ft. Hare you recently been returned to the Uhited States from overseas? 

A. Tea, February 1945* 

ft. Were you a prisoner of war? 

A. Yes. 

ft. At what places were you held and atate the approximate date? 

A. I was captured on Bataan Peninsula, 9 April 1942. I was in Bilibid Prison 
Camp from May 1942 until July 1942. From July 1942 until my liberation in 
February 1945 I held at Cabanatuan Prison Camp. 

ft. State what you know of the mistreatment of American soldiers during the 
time you were laid at Cabanatucn Prison Camp. 

A. We lived in bamboo shacks which ware approximately 3° feet wide and 45 feet 
long. These shacks held anywhere from 60 to 120 American prisoners of war. 
We were very crowded and hardly had room to lie down. All of us suffered 
from malnutrition since we were given rice three times a day which was about 
one-half a canteen cupful. Very occasionally we were given a few native 
sweet potatoes and occasionally beef Ifft over after the Japanese had taken 
all they wanted. My weight declined from 150 lbs. to 6l lbs. A friend of 
mine, Robert Dunn, Sgt., U.S. Army Air Corps, who lived in Cohocton, New 
Yorkc dropped from 240 lbs. down to 93 lbs* He died of malnutrition at 
Cabanatuan. 

We had very little medical care or medical supplies. We were occasionally 
given quinine but this was about all. Most of the Red Cross medical supplies 
were taken from the kits by the Japanese. I received two Red Cross packages, 
one eaoh at Christmas of 1942 and 1943 and also one personal package from 
home in February 1943* All of these had been opened and the Japanese took 
what they waited. 

I saw many American soldiers whipped and beaten by the Japanese guards. This 
was in Cabanatuan Prison Camp and on the farm where we worked outside the 
Camp. Many of the man were beaten to an unconscious state. I was slapped 
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about myself innumerable times. I do not rouabar tha era— of othar 
American prisoners mistreated except to atata generally that we all ware. 

I do not know the nanee of the Japanese personnel responsible for these 
atrooities, axoept to state that tha whole Japanese guard detachment and 
the oomnanding officers knew what was going on and fully appro red of it, 

Ve built several air strips while we ware held as prisoners of war; in 
between tines we worked on tha prison fan. The Japanese required this 
work on military projects and it nade no differende that we did not wish 
to*be so employed. 

It was a cannon practice to transport American prisoners of war under 
improper conditions. When I was mowed from Bilibld Prison to Cabanatuan 
ower 100 men were put in each small box car. There was no room to sit 
down. It was very hot and stuffy with all doors closed. Several men 
fainted and the box ear was indescribably filthy. It took some trains 
18 hours to make this trip. 

The Japanese made it a practice to punish many men for the supposed offense 
of one man. Many times while working on the fane they forced all American 
prisoners of war to line up and slug each other as hard as we could because 
they thought one or two prisoners were out of line or not working. For the 
six months prior to our liberation lfetjor Takasaki was in charge of 
Cabanatuan. Takaaaki knew everything that went on at the camo and approved 
of it. Also. Gen. Yamaehita. Philippine Japanese comnander. visited .the 
Camp twice, saw the conditions there, and did nothing to improve the 
situation.

A. filers was about 1000 priooaoro shipped fron tho Davao Final 
Colony to tho Blllbld Prison at Manila. Sines ths Jspansss 
fsarsd lyosntsry, all of ths 1000 wars shipped to tho nain Island 
of Japan, excepting about 136 of us who wars ouffaring fron 
Dysentery. Vs wars transferred to 0ajq> Oabaaatuaa 19 July 1944 
and stayed there until liberated on 30 January 1946. 

At the tine you arrived at Oaap Oabaaatuaa approxlaately how aany 
Anerleaa prisoners wore hold there? 

A. Approxlaately 6000. 

And at the tine of your liberation on 30 January 1946, how aany 
prisoners were there at that os^p? 

A. Biers was 611 of us liberated. 

Describe the disposition'of the Asm rloan Prisoners between your 
arrival at the oaap on 19 July 1944 to 30 January 1946 fron a 
strength of 6000 down to the 611 liberated? 

A. Veil, the Japanese started shipping the prisoners to the Japanese 
Bone Islands, and during the tine I was there five shipneats, five 
shiploads of prisoners were shipped out of Manila harbor. Our 
Colonel, Dieters, whose hone Is at Austin, Texas was anoag those 
shipped. Of the five ahlp loads, we understand that only two 
ships nade It through to Japan, and that tho other three ships were 
sunk or lost, file reason that I was not shipped .was that Z was 
suffering fron n bad ease of tysentory, and the Japanese did not 
want to novo Dysentery oases to the Japanese Hone Islands, as they 
apparently feared the disease. 

q. Then of the 611 renainlag at the oasp, these were either slok or 
suffering fron Dysentery, end this was reason they had not been 
renoved? 

A. Yes, Z had a severe case of Dysentery, and alnost died fron it 
while Z was at Oaap Oabaaatuaa, as Z was anoag the group ooalag 
fron the Davao Penal Colony. Ve were broke, had no aoaey, olobhes 
or oonaeotloas, and did not have anything to trade for food as 
sons of the other fortunate ones at Oabaaatuaa did.

A. Zes, the ones that had noney or things to trade, oould trade with 
Japanese guards for food.

A. Iren though suffering froe dysentery, I weighed about 118 
'1 pounds at that tiae, aad wae eoneIdored to be iu good health by 

the Japanese eo far aa work wae conoerned, ae aany of the nan 
only weighed about 90 pounds, were going blind, could hardly 
walk, eto. Uj average weight la around 175 pounds. I was assigned 
to a group of about 160 aen to work in the fields. Share were no 
rloe fields in that area, but there wars potato, corn and grain 
fields. Aa a reward for working in the fields, the working group 
were fed Just twioe as auoh as those confined to the prison due to 
sloknees, disease or other reasons. She average diet of the 
working group was as follow* t 350 graas of rloe, 1 potato and 
one ear of corn daily to each nan. Vo were not given anything to 
drink at any tiae except water. Aa ooapared with what Z had been 
fed at Davao Penal Oolony, this was a wonderful diet, even as 
aeager and Insufficient as it was. She native potato was called 
"Caaote* and it was one of these that we were given each day. She 
Japanese furnished us with no aedlolnes at all, but we received a 
dribble of quinine and a aedloins 0 ailed Carbaatone, or sonsthing 
like that, froa Oanp Billbld, and tale was enough to keep our 
fevers froa going too high with solaria, because when our fever 
aounted we were permitted to take a little quinine. She asdloins 
called Carbaatone, contained Bisnuth, aad was used in oheaking 

* Dysentery oases, aad sines I had dysentery quite badly Z was 
given soae of this aedloins on occasions, or else Z would have 
died. Airing the period that Z was at this prison eaap no red 
cross packages or supplies of any kind caas in, as Z never saw 
a Bed Cross package, but the aen confined at this ca^ told ae 
that in the two period period prior to ay arrival there, that 
they had reoelved red cross packatss twice in the two year 
period, so Z would Judge froa this that the prisoners rsceived 
Bed Cross Packages on the average of once a year at that casp, 
although ae indicated above, Z did not receive any red cross 
package at any tiae while Z was there, and did not see any. During 
the tiae Z was there a great aany prisoners died froa disease and 
lack of food. Z do not recall the naaes of any dying, as it becaas 
an ordeal of the survival of the fittest. Z do know that there was 
about 3300 that died there, as there was that aany graves at the 
caap. Ve were worked in the fields froa 8 IN to 4 PM, and so auoh 
work was laid out for each of us to do. Bis Japs called it a contract 
and if we kept busy at our work ws could finish it by hard, steady 
work, aad as a reward were peraitted to rest 30 alnutes during the 
noon day period, but if we didn't keep up with our work, we were 
foreed to keep on working during the 30 alaute rest period. The 

* guards all carried pick handles, and used thea generously in beating 
the prisoners. Z was beat pretty badly herein one oocaslon, because 
Z 'blacked out', that is, fell out, but the beating did not leaevp any 
soars on no, Ilka the scar below ay left eye that Z received in a 
beating in the fields at the Davao Penal Colony. The guards frequently 
would beat prisoners until they would break their eras or knock thea 
senseless. Z saw the guards break three prisoners eras by beating 
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while X wu there. Bio were so town to ee that X 

paid ao particular attention to then, as about all that oao had 
ia his niad was to oonservs hit strength aad endeavor to survive. 
At this eaap tho Japanese voro Tory oareful to ooo that tholr 
nans was aot oallod at aay tins, aad X did not lean the nans 
of aay Jap than, aot oroa tho snap eoaaaador. Bio aoa working 
ia tho floldo oftontiaos had what wo oallod llnberaeek, that is 
tho diot they fod us was iasuffleAnpt to sustain us, and a nan's 
nook would booons 1labor aad fall oa his ohost. Bo oould aot hold 
his hood oroet; howowsr, this did aot proroat the Japs froa worth¬ 
ing tho nsn ia this soadltion, aad they they would biaafe-out, tho 
guards would boat then uanerelfUlly. Bio woathor was wary hot, 
arsraging about 106 dogrooo in ay opinion. At this snap wo wore 
allowed to wear slot bos, but hardly noao of us had aay, aad aoet 
of us worked in 0. strings. X had a pair of Sklrros that X aade 
out of boards aad tied to ay foot with ropes aad rags, but ay foot 
had boon abused for so long, that I did bettor by golag barefooted. 
Hr foot still hare aot healed froa tho results of ay being ale- 
treated-by working ( ia tho fields by tho Japanese during ay laprle-

ho was seat to Manila, as he was an Infantry Officer.

A. Yes. labile I was held prisoner at Cabanatuan Camp #1 from December 
1943 to January 1945. the other American prisoners and myself were 
compelled to work on military installations and operations. 

4* Will you describe this matter in detail? 

A. All of the time we were held at Cabanatuan Camp ttl we were compelled 
to work on such military operations as helping to construct airfields; 
loading ships with ammunition, bombs, armament, and oil. Some of 
the prisoners who were too weak to do heavy work were made to work 
on farms in the vicihity. Approximately 90 % of' the work we did was 
of a military nature and consisted of any odd jobs which they 
happendd to have for us to do. 

Can you name any other persons who would have knowledge of this work? 

A. Yes. Cpi. Gordon Fultz, Crescent, Pa., who is now a patient in 
Walter Reed Hospital, Washington, D. C. was also a prisoner at 
Cabanatuan Camp tfl, while I was there.

A Va startad sailing sonatina during the evening and evident¬ 
ly headed for Japan, being In the hold wa of course could 
not tall which way wa wara novdng. 

4 Describe fbr us tha general sanitary conditions on board 
this ship Insofar as your group was concerned? 

A The only sanitary nsasure for the approxlnately 700 of us 
orowdad Into the forward hold was five 6-gallon cans to 
be used as urinals and latrines. It goes without saying 
that this was Insufficient and, also, lapraotleable due to 
the oxtrenely crowded eondltlon. The Japanese refused to 
eqpty these palls, or to pern It a detail of our own neat to 
enpty then, whan they ware full. lhls resulted In feeal 
natter and urine being spilled In the hold, and necessitated 
the use by aaay nen of their oanteens and ness gear for the 
purpose of relieving thauselves. 

Q, Vas thara sufflelent rooa In the holde for tha nan to all 
11a down and rest? 

A lo, thara wasn't even sufficient rooa for aa to sit down. 

bare blankets or cots, or anything of that nature, provided 
for the ooafort of the Anerlcan prisoners of war on this 
trip? 

A Bach prisoner of war was pemltted to take one blanket with 
hln froa Blllbld Prison but srowdad conditions aada the use 
of such out of the question. There ware no other naans of 
ooafort provided. 

^ Vas drinking water available to your group during that trip? 

A Approxlnataly five gallons of water was issued to approxl- 
natoly 700 nen on the evening of 13 Daoenber, and a slailar 
aaount of tea the following nornlng. Many nan, due to this 
snail aaount received no water or tea, having only the 
water they carried with then In their oanteene fron Blllbld. 

Did tha Japanese furnish adequate food for your group on 
this trip? 

A Vo. Ve received fish and rlca on the evening of the 13th, 
and a snail Issue of rice and fish on the nornlng of the 
14th, the nornlng neal being Issued during the air raids 
whloh resulted in nal-dlstrlbutlon. That vas all the food 
va raaalvad on that boat. 
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<i Do yea know whether the Japanese did way thin* toward aark-

▲ X oowld ooo no evidences of narking oa tho ohlp as wo en¬ 
tered, and I was lator informed that tho Japanese had no 
latontloa of oo narking ohlpo carrying prlooaoro of war. 

She ohlp aloo wao heavily araod with antfr-alroraft weapons. 

Bow many tlaoo during tho trip wao tho ohlp attaokod froa 
tho air by iawiloaa planes! 

▲ Oa Doooabor 14th thoro anot have boon eight ooparato raldo 
during tho day. Oa tho aorning of tho 15th thoro was ono 
raid whllo *nerloans woro still on board, and oao aftor wo 
had abaadoaod tho ship. 

^ la a result of thooo air raldo what aoaauro did tho Japaa¬ 
ooo toko. If any. whleh would laoroaoo tho suffering of tho 
Aaorlcaa prlooaoro aboard tho ship! 

A fart of tho hatch waa core rod. thno cutting down tho aaount 
of air available for tho non. Bo wator or food wao loouod. 

Vo woro hold oa tho ohlp oa tho aoralag of tho 15th uatU M 

tho iaorleaao had boabod It agala. whleh proeodnro I was 

lator adviced by Llottonaat Oolonol Bngolhart (Who spooko 

Japaaooo fluently aid obtained this Information froa a Jop- 

anooo corporal) wao deliberate. 

4 Whoa tho hatches woro oloood. was It pooolblo for your group 
to aapty tho containers which you had boon furnished for 
latrlao purposes! 

A Bo. Vo. oa our own laltlatlwo. attempted to e^>ty urine In¬ 
to tho lower hold of tho ship and wore successful to a snail 
degree. However, close observation by Japanese sentries 
aade this difficult and dangerous. 

% Can you toll us the offset Of tho hardships snoountered oa 
this to yogs upon the asntal sad physical condition of tho 
Aasrloaa prlooaoro of war aboard tho ship? 

A. Xss. She results were beyond tho power of Imagination. Mon 
wont stark aad. Others resorted to blood-sucking. Many aoa. 
duo to their extreao thirst, would grab canteens that had 
boon used as urinals and drink tho contents without thought 
to tho results such would bring on. Duo to threats of tho 
Japanese to throw hand grenades into the hold If we wore not 
quiet. It wao neoessary to auffls many non who woro cut of 
their hood aad creating a largo disturbance. Xn soae in¬ 
stances. this resulted la tho death of tho unfortunate prison¬ 
er of war. lho hold can best bo described as a sweltering 
boss of thirsty, foar-strlckon, aad human beings. In one 
Instance, a largo oorpaaaa wont out of his head aad began 
sailing to tho Japanese sentry aad attempting to got up tho 
ladder to got at hla. tbs jlst of his shouts was that ho 
had suffered all that ho could boar aad that ho would kill 
tho dirty bastard an die in tho attempt. Xn order to protect 
tho root of tho non In tho hold fron threatened hand grenades 
aad rifle fire, It was neeessai7 to quiet this nan. ftao to 
his above average strength, It bocaao necessary to knook hla 
out, such effort unfortunately being too great with tho re¬ 
sult that It killed hla. 

<1 Did tho Japanese deliberately kill any Aasrioaas on this trip! 

A Xos. X did not see It personally, but X was advised by men 

1 know to be reliable that they saw several Aaorlean 
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officers, whose umi Z do not know, shot as they attempted 
to set food from the ship as we were abandoning it on the 
morning ef December 15th. Z was also advised that during 
the air ralde, the Japanese corporal whose nickname was 
"Air raid" fired directly Into the hold, killing American 
prisoners of war the names of ihom Z do not know. Z think 
"Air Haid*s" name Is ABABA. 

Q Did the men in your group receive any aedlcal care or at¬ 
tention from the Japanese during this voyageT 

A Bo. However, they did require some of our dootors to oper¬ 
ate on their women and children who were injured in the 
straffing attacks, thus taking trained personnel away from 
our own cases. 

Q On you eetlahte the number of American prisoners of war that 
vSro killed, or died as a result of mistreatment, on this 
trip? 

A Tee, approximately sixty (60). 

Q Give us thenames of those that you can remembert 

A Lieutenant bolonel Conaty, QM Construction; Major Bradley, 

4th U.8. Marine,Corps; Captain Bubolts, 26th Cavalry; Major 
Burts, Yetlnary Corps; and Lleutsnant Colonel Drummond, 
Medical Corps. 

<1 As a result of the air raids which you have testified about, 
did it become necesbary for this ship to pull into a harbor? 

A As a result of thabomblngs, the ship pulled in to Subic Bay 
near the Olongapo Naval Station. Evidently during the even¬ 
ing the surviving Japanese women and children and civilians 
were taken off the ship by landing boats. On the morning ef 
December 15th when the American planes made their first raid 
for that day, no return fire from the ship's anti-aircraft 
guns was made. After this first bombing, we were permitted 
and ordered to evacuate the ship. Some men found life pre¬ 
servers in various staterooms and, in so doing, saw a large 
quantity of American cigarettes and American food contained 
in packages Identical to those which were received by prison¬ 
ers of war in their Red Croes packages. Other men raided 
the ship* s galley and reported finding large ouantltlee of 
ham, chicken, ice cream, milk, candy and nuts, none of which 
had been available to us the two previous days. 

Q, When the order to abandon ship was given, did the Japanese 
aid or assist the American prisoners of war to eet ashore? 

A The only assistance that I know of that was given by Japan¬ 
ese soldiers was in my own instance, and in that case such 
was given by a Formosan who recognized me after we had 
struggled for some time in the water over possession of a 
life belt. It was certainly evident that the only function 
required of the guards was topt their own person safely 
on to shore and to orevent the escape of any Americans that 
reached shore alive. 

<1 Do you know of any Americans that were shot or killed by 
the Japanese while getting ashore? 

A Yes. 

Q C e n you give their names? 

A Chaplain Cleveland, who had been paralyzed for a considerable 
time in prison camp as a result of dlptherla, and 
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Lieutenant, Colonel Danker, A Philippine Scout officer, were 

■hot on a raft that was being carried out to eea bp the current. 

Q Do you know, or can you deeerlbe, the Japanese that shot 
either of theee officers? 

A Ho, X c a n not, but it was done both by guards from the ship 
and members of the Haval Station who were using machine 
guns. 

Q, W re the guards on this ship nembers of the Japanese Army 
or Havy? 

A Some of the guards were members of the Japanese Army; 
others wsre Formosans, used as prisoner of war guards. 

Q C n you give us the names of any of the Japanese guards 
tfiat accompanied your group on this trip! 

A Tes. 1st Lieutenant TOSHIHO; Mr. KADI, interpreter; 

"AIR RAID" whose name, I bellows was AHARA; and OUTDA, a 
three star prlvatcfeho worked with the Transportation Sec¬ 
tion at Cabanatuan*Prison Camp. 

Q Were the abore named members of the Japanese Army forces 
connected with the milltaxy police? 

A Hot that I know of. They did not wear the arm band with 
red characters which all military police wear. 

Q Which of these men do you consider responsible for the de¬ 
plorable conditions existing among the American prisoners 
of war on tils boat ride? 

A I believe Lieutenant TOSHIHC and Mr. WADA are prlmrily re¬ 
sponsible, and the others named are also responsible because 
of their refusal to convey many of our request to the 
commanding officer of the detail. 

Q Which one was the commanding officer? 

A Lieutenant TOSHIRO. 

Q, Do you know to what unit or organization Lieutenant TOSHIRO 
belonged? 

A During the fighting on Bataan, Lieutenant TOSHIHO was a 
member of the Japanese unit that fought In the area known 
as the Tuol Pocket. This Information was obtained directly 
from Lieutenant TOSHIHO who states that hod he not been 
wounded he would have lost his life In that pocket as did 
all the other Japanese officers with that unit. 

q Do you know where Lieutenant TOSHIRO'S home is in Japan? 

A Ho, X do not. 

Q, Can you give us a description of Lieutenant TOSHIHO, as to 
physical characteristics? 

A Lieutenant TOSHIHO was approximately 5' 7", would weigh 
about 135 nounds, was very wlrey and athletic. Xt was 
Stated ‘tfcat he was a member of the Japanese D a vls Cup 
Tennis Team. He wore glasses, and has a very pleasing 
personality which he used to a large extent In attempting 
to obtain Information concerning prison camp life from dif¬ 
ferent prisoners of war. He can speak and understand some 
English. Lieutenant TOSHIHO was in Japan, on Kyushu, in 
February, 1945, as I saw him In our barracks at Camp #1, 
Fukuoka, about the middle of that month. 
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q During this boat trip, did Lieutenant TOSHIHO ever come 
down into the hold where you sen were? 

A Ho sir. 

Q Were any of your group that you know of able to talk with 
Lieutenant TOSHIHO about condltlone? 

A Voi we were not. We protected to Hr. WABA who promised to 
eee what he could do concerning the crowded condltlone, but 
up to the time of the air raid no action had been taken by 


q Did Lieutenant TOSHIVO reaain in charge of your group on 
the entire trip froa the Philippine lelands to Japan? 

A fee. He and the entire group of Japanese that lift Manila 
with ue continued on to our final destination at. M 0 JU, 
Kyushu. 

Q. Can yeu give us any further lnfornatlon about the Japanese 
interpreter. Hr. KAQA, so that we can identify him? 

A Mr. WADA learned to apeak Xngllsh while senring ae a house- 
boy for an Aaerlcan. He has a deformed body, being partial¬ 
ly hunchbacked, and ie very short and slight of build. He 
is about thirty-five or forty years old, wears glasses, and 
speaks in a high. Irritating tone. I do not know where his 
home is in Japan. 

9 . C n you give us a description, or other information, about 
any of the other Japanese accompanying your party? 

A Tes. "Air Bald" is approximately 5' 5", has a typical Jap¬ 
anese build being stocky, but his face la somewhat loiter 
than the normal Japanese. He wears glasses, and in all our 
associations with him he was very officious, attempting to 
monopolise all attention whenever he was around. 

Q, What specific actions of mistreatment was AHARA guilty of 
on this boat trip? 

A He is reported to have fired his rifl^nto the rear hold 
and on two or three occasions to have severly slapped 
Americans who were attempting to arrenge for improvements 
in our living conditions. I was in the forward hold, and 
this information was given to me by members of the rear 
hold after we had abandoned the ship. 

q Tou have previously testified about the extreme hardships 
suffered by your group in going ashore at Olongapo, now 
Hell ua, in your own words, the things that transpired 
after your group had reached land? 

A We were directed to follow a Japanese guard who led us to 
an area near a tennis court at the old United States Marine 
Corps post at Olongapo which is on Subic Bay on the Island 
of Luson, Philippine Islands. In this area we attempted to 
hold a roll call, by groups, to ascertain 1*10 had not reach¬ 
ed ashore. The medical personnel, using what medicines they 
were able to oarry with them, began caring for the sick and 
wounded. I specifically remember gathering sheets which had 
belonged to the Japanese civilians and had' floated ashore, 
to cover the wounded so as to keep flies out of th^ppen 
wounds. Approximately 300 men required immedlrte attention 
and everyone was suffering from shock, hunger and extreme 
thirst. When I first attempted to drink water, which we 
obtained from a spigot near the tennis court, my throat was 
so parchedthet 1 could not swallow, and most of the surviv¬ 
ing men were in a similar condition. 
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The Japanese aade no effort to give as medicinee, or food, 
or to assist in the nodical qaro. We had reached shore 
at about nine o'clock in the aorning, and remained in.this 
area near the tennis ooart until about fire o'clock in 
the afternoon when thoj crowded all of ue into a single 
tennis ooart that had a wooden fence enclosure. A roll call 
that craning revealed that our number had been cut from 1619 
to 1340. We were given no food, and were required to stand 
in line for a lfng time to get water from a spigot within 
the tennis court itself. On Beoember 16th we stayed in the 
tennis court for the entire day, many men being stark naked 
and getting severely burned from the intense sun rays. Dur¬ 
ing the day, Havy planes returned to the area, bombing oil 
dumps and gun positienf and strafing military personnel. 

We observed what X be3jve to be one of the most perfect 
demonstrations of accuracy when these fliers bombed and 
strafed areas within fifty to one hundred yards of the ten¬ 
nis court. The Havy fliers knew we were Americans because 
they would fly low over the court, dipping their wings to 
us. We received no food during the 16th. The 17th was a 
duplication of the previous day excepting that late in the 
afternoon raw, musty rice was issued, the quantity being 
approximately two level mess kit spoonsful per man. On the 
18th, a few ltesfr of old, torn, salvaged clothing was aade 
available to us and distributed equally, by us, to the more 
needy cases. The medical personnel, without assistance or 
supplies from the Japanese, dldrremcrkable work in caring 
for the sick and wounded. In one instance, Lieutenant Col¬ 
onel Schwarts had to amputate the arm of Corporal Speck, 
of the Marine Corps, without the use of anesthetic, antisep¬ 
tics, or medical instruments. 0 n the 16th we received a 
email t mount of raw, musty rice in the morning and approxi¬ 
mately one mess kit spoonful of salt per man. In the even¬ 
ing, two mess kit spoonsful of raw rice were again issued. 

On the 19th a few of the hospital cases were permitted to 
leave the tennis court and sit in the shade of the trees 
nearby for a short time. This privilegAwas granted after 
repeated requests made by our interpreters to Mr. WADA, the 
Japanese Interpreter. Other events of that day were a 
repitltlon of the previous day. On the 20th, after the is¬ 
suance of the usual raw rice ration, one-half of the person¬ 
nel were placed on trucks and left the area. On the 31st, 
the balance of the group, of which I was a part, were placed 
on trucks and taken to S a n Fernando, Pampanga, and crowded 
into an empty theater. During tho period we were on the 
tennis court, approximately eight men died from wounds, 
starvation, lack of medloal care, and exhaustion. Two of 
these men were personal friends of mine, being Captain 
Orlbbon and Lieutenant Hogaboon. While in the theater we 
received the first cooked food since the morning of Dedember 
14th. On December 22nd and 23rd our men, using two cauldrons, 
cooked rice, camotes, and seaweed. This gave each man ap¬ 
proximately two canteen cups full each day. On the 23rd 
we had to complete the cooking for that day by ten o'clock 
in the morning as the Japanese took the cauldrons away at 
that time. Late in the evening of the 22nd, members of the 
Japanese staff at Blllbid Prison in Manila visited the 
theater and delivered several boxes of Red Cross medicines. 
They then took twelve of our sicker men, and three of the 
sicker of the men from the group housed in the Jail at S fl n 
Fernando, on truck, supposedly to Blllbid. Some of these 
men were: Lieutenant Colonel Freeny; Lieutenant Colonel 
Edison; Lieutenant Colonel Peoples; Major Swanson; and 
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Lieutenant Sherman. After cheeking record* recovered froa 
Bllibld by the V. 8. Angr, Z aa oonrlnced that theca sen 
were Barer returned to Bllibld, and Z can only accuse 
that, e&ace they are etill misting, they met the ueual fate 
of elck prlaonere of war of the Jananae*. On tha morning 
of the 34th of December we were crowded Into boxcare to 
eueh an extent that we couldn't elt down, and the tope of 
the boxcare were literally corered with prlaonere of war. 
Thle train wae operated by the Japan*ee Any. Z alee wleh 
to etat* that the trucks which carried ue froa the tennla 
court at Olongapo to San Fernando, Pampanga, wera Japan*■* 
-Amy truck*, operated by Japanoee foldlere. Ve arrived at 
San Fernando, La Union, near midnight on Chrletaaa ore, 
and epent the balance of the night eleeplng on the drier 
yard near the depot. Ve epent Chrietmae Day In a eohool- 
yard, where a email amount of cooked rice and water, taken 
from an open well, wae leaned to ue. The amount of rice 
waa approximately one canteen cup per man, and the water 
waa equal to about one-half a canteen. Ohrlatmaa night w* 
moved to the beach where we atayed until early In the 
morning of December 37th. One rice-ball waa iaeuedjto com* 
of the men, there not being eufflclent for the entifre group. 
After repeated requeeta on the 36th, raw rice and aporoxl- 
mately twelve ppoonaful of water, per man, waa ieeued. Ve 
were alao permitted to bathe. In email groupe, In the ealt 
water. Two men died on the beach. One wae Lieutenant Col¬ 
onel Edmonds, and the other a Private from the 31et Infantry, 
larly on the morning of the 37th we were loaded on to a 
large freighter that had Juet delivered artillery and horaea 
to the Philippine Zelarie. 

Q, Up to thle point on your Journey from Manila to Japan, do 
you know thd number of men in your detail of 1619 men who 
were killed or had dledT 

A Tee. 1309 men were reported to have left San Fernando, La 
Union, by boat. 

Q Can you etate what the phyeical condition, generally, wae 
of thle detail at the time they left the Philippine* at 
San Fernando, La UnlonT 

A Tee. Ve were extremely weak and emaciated from the lack of 
food and water and the terrifying experlencea we had been 
through. Zt la hard to eetimate the loee In weight per man, 
but 1 am certain thAt Z did not weigh over 136 pound*, my 
normal weight being 154 pound*, and Z am eure that thle ie 
repreeentative of the entire group. We had little or no 
clothing; many men did not have eating equipment; practical¬ 
ly no one had toilet article*. The only medical attention 
that we had came from our own officer* who had limited med¬ 
ical eupplle* and equipment. Japaneee rationing of the Red 
Croee medical euppliee delivered to ue at San Fernando, Pam- 
panga, paid no attention to neede an etated by our doctor*. 
The men were Buffering from exhauetion, dyeentery, exposure 
end malnutrition. 

Q, Major, is there anything else that you can rid to your tes¬ 
timony, fixing the responsibility for this mistreatment of 
American prisoners of war upon the Imperial Japanese Army? 

A Tee. Vhil# on the tennie court at Olongopo, repeated re¬ 
quests for means by which we could cook our food were always 
answered with the statement that the troops stationed at 
Olongapo were members of the Japanese Naval Landing Parties 
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and, consequently, would not giro any equipment or food to 
our group which was under the control of the Imperial 
Japanese Army. As I hare stated, thia exact reply was 
made on sereral occasions,

A. X left the United States on 27Jixne 1940 and went to the 
Philipnlne Islands. 

<4. With what units did you serve while in the Philippines? 

A. For the first year I worked in the Sternberg Hospital; 
then did service with the 12th Medical Regiment, the 
57th Infantry Regiment, the 14th Xnglneering Regiment 
of the Philippine Scouts Army, and for a time was surgeon 
in the hospital at Camp John Hay. 

<4. Were you at any time a prisoner of the Japanese? 

A. Tes, I was. 

<4. Please state the particulars of your capture. 

A. I was not cantured but surrendered on order. I was ser¬ 
ving with the 14th Infantry Regiment of thePhilippine 
Army and had been throughout the war. Following a number 
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of reverses which our foroes Buffered, Z went to northern 
Lueon where I wee fighting with a guerrilla band. On 20 
June 1942, on direct order of Oeneral Jonathan Valnwrlght, 
X surrendered to the Japanese forces then sweeping through 
northern Luson. 

Q. In what camps and prisons were you held? Please try to 
give the dates of your imprisonment in each. 

A. Immediately following 17 surrender I was placed in an old 
military barracks in northern Luson where I remained from 
20 June 1942 until 20 July 1942. This barracks was near 
Xchaguo, Isabella. At the end of this month, that is, 
on 20 July 1942, I was taken to prisoner of war camp #1 
at Cabanatuan where I remained until about the middle of 
of month of October 1944. I am not certain of this date 
but I bell ere it to harp been about the 17th. following 
this period of confinement at Cabanatuan I was taken to 
Blllbld Prison where I remained until the 1.3th day of 
December 1944. At this time I was taken to Manila Harbor 
and placed aboard a Japanese ressel tdiich took meto Japan. 
In Japan I was first confined in the Moji military hospital 
where I remained from January until April of 1946. I was 
then taken by ship and train through Korea to Mukden, 
Manchuria, where I was confined in the Hoten prisoner of 
war camp. I was here from April 1945 Until August 1945 
at which time I was liberated by the Bussien Army **iich 
mowed into Mukden. 

Q. During the time of your imprisonment, were you the witness 
to any killings or executions of American prisoners of 
war by the Japanese? 

A. lea, I was. 

Q. p leaoe describe these killings and executions of Ameridans 
which you witnessed. 
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A. While Imprisoned In the Philippine Islands in Cabanatuan 
snd Billbld I haard of many-executions sf United States 
prisoners as thej wore lad away ts bo shot bat did not 
soo the actual shooting. At oabanatuan, for example, I 
know that Colonel Biggs of tha Coast Artillery and two 
Iscral offloors wore shot by the Japanese after they had 
attempted to escape from th^rison camp. X later saw 
their grares in a school yard near the prison camp. I 
know that these men were executed without any trial. 

Q. Can you tell of the deaths of any American prisoners 
following your Imprisonment In the Philippine Islands 
which were the direct result of actual Japanese mistreat¬ 
ment T 

A. Tee, X can. 

Q. In these cases can yon nam^he Japanese responsible! 

A. Tee, I can. 

Q. Will you please then cite the Instances. 

A. Before I begin I had better tell you that the.story Is 
long and very involved. X would not be able to tell it 
all in two weeks time. Many of these things haxmened to 
me so recently that my mind Is fulled with a multitude 
of thoughts and pictures. I am not able to segregate In 
many cases one incident from another. X shall, however, 
attempt to describe my trip from Blllbid prison camp to 
Mudken, a trip which resulted in the deaths of many Ame¬ 
rican prisoners of war. 

Q, Very well, proceed. 

A. During the month of December 1944, I believe It to hare 

have been the 13th, the so-called physically fit prisoners, 
all Begular Army officers end all high ranking Army of¬ 
ficers were segregated from the sick, bed-ridden prisoners 
and Junior medical officers, taken to theater-front of 
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Manila Harbor whore wo wore loaded aboard the Oryoko Mara, 
a first-class Japanese liner which had boon built abont 
1937. The Junior medical officers and the sick prisoners 
were left to their own fate in Bllibid prison. We were 
place aboard this Japanese vessel which remained in Manila 
Harbor for the rest of the day of the 13th and part of the 
14th. While in Manila Harbor and while steaming along the 
Bataan coast we were bombed and strafed constantly by the 
U. S. Army Air force. This ship had no marks on it what- 
soever to indicate that it was carrying prisoners of war 
or that it was not a vessel loaded with combatants. The 
vessel was painted the usual battle gray. Aboard this 
vessel in the holds, were 7 ( 000 passengers, most of whom 
were Japanese women end children being evacuated from the 
Philippine Islands. Of this group of 7,000, 1619 were 
American prisoners of war, 1300 of whom were officers. 

This group of 1,619 was divided Into two parts: 800 pri¬ 
soners were Jammed into one freight hold and 619 into the 
other hold. On 15 December 1944 in Olongopo Bay on the. 
coast of Luzon, the Oryoko Maru was sunk as a result of 
a dirept bomb hit by a plane of the U. S. Army Air forces. 
The bomb hit the aft pert of the ship, killing many Ameri¬ 
can prisoners. Pursuit ships strafed the decks of the ves¬ 
sel and killed hundreds of Japanese women and children. 
Other explosions on the ship killed many more. Soon after 
the ship was struck by the bomb it sank in the bay. The 
American prisoners scrambled out of the holds and upon 
coming on deck were fired upon by Japanese troops. A Jap¬ 
anese Lieutenant was firing at United States prisoners 
coming out of the hold with an automatic weapon of some 
kind, it looked like a tom^ygun. Another Japanese soldier 
had a machine gun mounted on the beach. This he fired at 
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prisoners coming out of the hold and also at the prisoners 
struggling in theater. The vessel went under about 600 
yards from shore. The prisoners dived overboard and started 
swimming for the beach. It was during thle time that they 
were fired upon In the water. Upon reaching the beach, 
the men were fired upon again by Japanese soldiers who 
had a machine gun mounted on a sea wall. Hear the beach 
where I emerged from the water Z saw a Japanese coming 
out of the lushes, the bayonet of his rifle dripping blood. 
He raised his rifle in my direction and fired. The soldier 
next to me was mortally wounded. He was struct In the 
chest and a stream of blood Immediately gushed from him. 

From thyCay he bled Z know his heart was ruptured. 

q. Vas this soldier kllledf 

A. Tea. 

Q. Do you know his namef 

A. Ho. 

Q. Do you know the namejot the Japanese soldier who shot hint 

A. Ho. 

q. Please proceed with your account. 

A. for a long while men continued to reach the beach end be¬ 
fore long the Japanese rounded us up and marched us Inland 
a short distance from the beach where we were imprisoned 
in a tennis court. 

q. Approximately how many Americans were killed at the time 
the Oroyoko Haru was sunk? 

A. About 279 men did not reach the shore. All of these were 
not killed In the bombing or by the Japanese soldiers who 
fired upon them after the bombing. Many United States 
prleonere died of suffocation in the hold of the ship and 
many others were killed by their fellow prisoners. There 
was so little oxygen in the hold of the ship that almost 
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•rm ryone believed he would Alt of euffooatiea be fere the 
■hip vos over* Mon becone insane with penlo. Prisoners 
killed each other in order that they might hare more of 
the precious oxygen. Men slit each others' throats and 
euoked vara blood from their Tlotlms because of their 
great hunger and thirst, 

H. Vas this a common thing) 

I . Too, Many cases of this happened. 

q. Please proceed. 

A, There were approximately 1,300 prisoners placed in this 
tennis eourt located about one-half mile from the coast. 

All the men thug imprisoned vere dressed only in their 
underclothing. All outer clothing and shoes had been 
lost or cast off during the svim from the sinking ship 
to shore. Ve vere kept in this tennis court for six 
days. During the day the hot sun beat unmercifully upon 
us. Many vere horribly burned and many suffered because 
of great blisters vhich raised upon them. These days of 
blistering heat vere followed by nights of Intense cold. 
This was during the month of December, the coldest part 
of the year. During the six days confinement in the ten¬ 
nis court, each man vas given a total of 13 0. Z. spoons 
of rav rice. This rice looked like floor sweepings as 
it vas full of rocks, sticks and dirt. There was a water 
faucet in the tennis court so ve vere able to get drinking 
water. During this six-day period in the tennis court 
about 10 men died of starvation, exposure and bullet wounds, 
wounds which they had received while escaping from the 
sinking ship. At the end of the six-day period we were 
alerted and loaded into trucks, about 40 men to each. We 
were taken to San Ternando where one-half of the group 
was placed in the San Ternando Jail and the other half con¬ 
fined in a theater building. This period of imprisonment 
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lasted for about throe days. During this period 4 sen 
died in the theater froa starvation, neglect, dehydration, 
and from bullet wound*. At the end of the three days in 
San Ternando we were again alerted and taken out where we 
were loaded upon trains; 130 to 180 were loaded into each 
boxcar, cars which are approxlnately half the sice of 
United States boxcars. The car doors were not locked. 
There were no marks of identification on this train to 
indicate to airmen the type of cargo it was carrying. 

The Japanese put all ill prisoners on top of the cars, 

20 sick men on the top of each car, instructing them te 
stand up and wave if American planes strafed the train. 

The train thus loaded with the sick prone atop each car, 
the others standing inside the cars, we made the 17 hour 
trip to Lingayen Bay. On this trip we were not given food 
or water. Many men died during this period of our trip, 
some froa suffocation in the cars, others from starvation 
and dehydaatlon. At Lingayen Bey we were taken from the 
cars and put on a beach which the Japanese had under guard. 
Here we remained, still in our underwear, for several lays 
during which time we were given very little food and no 
water whatsoever. Many prisoners died here of starvation 
and thirst. 

Q Were any of the prisoners up to this time beaten or slugged 
by Japanese soldiers) 

A. Yes, beatings and slugging* were quite common. 

Q. Please proceed with your account of the trip. 

A. Tollowing our stey of several days on the beach we were 
loaded aboard two Japanese freighters which were two ves¬ 
sels of a five or six freighter convoy which was soon to 
leave Lingayen Bay for Japan. One thousand prisoners were 
put aboard freighter #1 and approximately 250 loaded aboard 
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freighter #2. There »»rt at tbit time approximately 1,200 
md left out of tho group of 1,619 which left Blllbld on 
12 DocoUber 1944. When wo wore taken aboard theoo freight* 
ore ooldiera who wore too weak to walk wore taken aboard 
the Tooaola in Japanaae stylo. They had ropoa tiad about 
then and they wore dragged acroaa the dock and caat into 
the vessels' hold. Z waa one of thia group of 250 who were 
loaded aboard freighter #2. Ve were deep in the hold of 
the Toaaol.; we had no food for two or throe daya. Wo sailed 
fron Lingayen Bay to Takao Harbor, Toruooa. We were under¬ 
nourished froB 21 December 1944 to 1 January 1945, We 
stayed aboard tho Teasel after it arrived in the harbor at 
Voraooa. On 6 January 1945 those still alive froa this 
group of 250 were placed aboard freighter il with the sur¬ 
vivors of the original group of 1,000 who had been placed 
aboard at Lingayen Bay. We were all put into on^hold. 

Fron the tine we left Lingayen Bay until 6 January 1945, 

6 of the group of 250 died of starvation and neglect, 30 
of the group of 1,000 died of starvation and neglect. As 
a aedlcal officer X personally attended many aboard the 
vessel during their last nsnents of life and know that 
their deaths wore a direct result of Japanese abuse. 

<1 Did the Japanese keep a record of the names of prisoners 
who died on this trip? 

A. Is, they Bade no record of the deaths whatsoever. 

q. Old anyone sake a list of thg^aoes of the prisoners who 
died an this trlpl 

A. Tee. A United States Marine Corps Lieutenant Colonel named 
Beecher who had served with the 4th Marines, was in charge 
of our group of prisoners. R^cept a list of names of all 
Ben who died on the trip. Other than the list Colonel 
Oeecher kept X believe no record of the deaths was made. 
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Q. Has Colonel Baecher at yet Been returned to the United 8tatee 
te sake a report of these deaths? 

A. Ho. He has not, bmt I be11ere he will soon he in the United 
3tatos, ready to stake his report* 

Q Hesse proceed with your account of the trip* 

A. The bodies of the men who died In the holds of these 
freighters were left In the holds for several days and 
throtim over board. On the 6th of January aboard freighter 
#2, while still In the harbor of Takao, Formosa, about 600 
men from the second hold were put into the first hold with 
the rest of the prisoners In order to dear hold #2 so the 
Japanese dould'take aboard a load of sugar. On 9 January 
1946 while still in Takao Harbor, Formosa, U.S. Navy Air 
Forces bombed our ship. One bomb struck the forward hold, 
killing 300 United States prisoners of war; about 250 were 
killed outright while 60 died without attention during the 
next two days. The bodies were finally all collected and 
taken ashore where they were cremated In an old Chinese 
cemetery. Their deaths were horrible because these men, 
mortally wounded and ill from stervatlon and neglect, died 
as a result of complete indifference on the part of the 
Japanese who stated that a "war was going on" and "people 
should expect to get killed." The Japanese stated that 
the Americans could expect no sympathy from them because 
they were enemies* 

Q. Do you know the names of any of the Japanese who made 
these statements? 

A. No, Z do not* But that was the attitude of all of them. 

Q. Please proceed with your account of the trip. 

A. We remained aboard this bombed vessel until the 13th of 

January when we who were yet alive were returned to freight- 
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•r #2, the vessel 1 was originally en. On 14 Januaxy 1946 
vo soiled from Takao Harbor, Formosa, beand for Japaa. 

°ur vessel wee ontjof several la a osnvo j* On this trip 
which lasted 17 days an average of 27 United States pris¬ 
oners died each day as a result of starvation, dehydration 
and neglect. Many deaths also resulted from exposure; it 
was January and very cold. The deck of the vassal was 
covered with snow and we in the hold ware still olethdd 
only in our underwear. Dysentery was common now. Vo had 
bean unable to wash our mess kits for over a month and 
they were very dirty. When wo arrived at Moji, 497 men 
were alive from the group of 1,619 who loft Bllibld in 
December 1944. At Moji we wore given light clothing and 
marched to a bus terminal two blocks from the dock. Here 
we sat in the open all day long in sub-sero weather. At 
9 o'clock at night 110 of us who wore too ill to go any 
further were taken by military ambulance to the Moji mil¬ 
itary hospital. The more physically fit members of the 
group were divided and taken to several different camps; 

100 went to camp #3, 192 were sent to camp #1, 95 were 
sent to camp #17. I don't know why these men were segre¬ 
gated, I only know that this group of 110 that I was with 
were all very ill. 

q How were you treated in the Moji military hospital? 

A. Miserably. During the three months we were in the Moji 
military hospital, of the group of 110 only 34 of us sur¬ 
vived. The rest of the men died from neglect. Many men 
were operated on in this hospital by the Japenese. Opera¬ 
tions were performed right in the wards without benefit of 
any form of anesthesia. Fully conscious men were operated 
on. Z saw many operated on in this manner and also heard 
the ghastly screams and moans of many others. Lt. Balfantc 
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•f the U.S. Army Air Corps, presently a patient at Better- 
man General Hospital, San ftanolsoo, California, had bomb 
fragments removed from him without benefit of anesthesia. 

Z later leaned that of the group of 100 sent to camp #3, 

34 died; of the group of 193 sent to camp #1, 52 died; and 
of the group of 96 sent to camp #17, 16 died. These men 
all died of starration. These deaths all took place during 
our first three months imprisonment in Japan. On 27 April 
1945 we were all put into one group to he taken by boat to 
Korea. There were then but 330 survivors from the group 
of 1,619 who started from Bilibid, Manila, in December 
1944. Before we started it was decided that 100 of the men 
were to be left behind because they were too weak to be 
mowed. These men were near death and it is doubtful that 
many, if any survived. It the time X surrendered I weighed 
approximately 160 pounds, and on 27 April 1945, while being 
counted for the trip to Korea which was after my release 
from Moji military hospital, I weighed 90 pounds. The men 
who were left behind were even worse off than that. W e 
were loaded aboard a vessel which took six hours to make 
the crossing to Korea. The vessel was a new onejwhlch was 
steamheated. Aboard this vessel we were very well treated. 
At Pusan, Korea, we were placed aboard a steamheated train 
which during the next two and a half days took us to Mukden, 
Manchuria where we were imprisoned. Ve were placed in 
Hoten prisoner of war camp which was located in the center 
of the city of Mudken. The prisoner of v>ar camp here was 
entirely surrounded by factory buildings and the buildings we 
were in looked exactly like the factory buildings themselves. 
Vf* remained in this camp until 20 August 1945 when we were 
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liberated by the Russian Army. larly In August 1945, 
several United 8tntea elrneb who baud been ahot down over 
Hanch&rla or Korea were brought into the prlaon camp at 
Mukden. T#ey Informed ma that on their air bombing mapa 
the buildings which we were in were liated aa aeroplane 
assembly plant buildings and had been designated aa plane 
bombing objectives, ao it la possible that had the war con¬ 
tinued, we would all have been killed. We believe the Jap¬ 
anese figured it out so it would end this way for us. 

This group of buildings in which we were imprisoned in 
Mukden had been bombed twice by the U. 8. Ar^y Air force, 
once in December 1944 and again in Tebruary 1945. At the 
end when we were liberated there were approximately 300 
men yet alive from the group of 1,619. 

<1 Do you know the names of any Japanese military per amel 
or civilians responsible for your mistreatment on this 
tripl 

Q. ^es, I do. During my period of confinement at Cabanatuan 

camp #1 from 20 July 1942 to October 1944 the camp was under 
the command of Major Takaska. Lt. Toshino was his aide and 
a Mr. Vada, a civilian Interpreter. The trip which I de¬ 
scribed from Bilibld up to the time we arrived in Moji 
military hospital had been under the personal supervision 
of Lt. Toshino and Mr. Vada. Lt. Toshino is the Japanese 
lieutenant I referred to when I stated earlier that at the 
time the Oryoko Maru was sunk a Japanese lieutenant mowed 
down defenseless American prisoners as they ran from the 
hold of the sinking ship. Lt. Toshino is a man approxi¬ 
mately 30 years of age, is of medium height and stocky 
build. His skin is a peculiar copper brown color. He 
always wore glasses; I believe them to be horn-rimmed. 
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He epeake some English. Mr. Veda, the civilian interpreter 
on tho trip, is a somewhat dsformed nan. H^s hack eeena 
shorter than normal and hie shouldere are email, almost 
hunchbacked. Re is a man of about 45 years of age who 
stands approximately 6 feet 3 Inches tall. He speaks 
excellent English. The last time I saw Lt. Toshino was 
at the Moji military hospital when he and Mr. Wada came 
and forced Commander Carle Smith of the United States Havy, 
a doctor, to sign death warrants for the 1,000 United States 
prisoners who had died on the trip up to that time. Smith 
was forced to sign death warrants showing that tha-se men 
who had died of starvation, gunshot wounds, dehydration, 
beatings and neglect, had died from natural causes.

My permanent hone address is #1 Fishburne Street, Vaterboro, South Carolina, 

I an 28 years of ^e, a graduate of Clemson College, South Carolina and entered 
active service with an BOTC commission on 6 July 1939, X was sent overseas 
to the Philippine Islands in October 1941, where X was assigned as Company 
Commander, Company "A", 92nd Infantry, Philippine Army. X was captured by a 
unit of the Japanese Army while confined to a convalescent hospital on Bataan 
on 10 April 1942. 

While a prisoner of war of the Japanese X was incarcerated at Camp 
O'Donnell from 17 April.1942 to 1 June 1942; Cabanatuan #1, 2 June 1942 to 
12 October 1944; Blllbld, 12 October 1944 to 13 December 1944; on prison ship 
Oryoku H&ru and other Japanese ships, 13 December 1944 to 30 January 1945; 
Fukuoka #3, 30 January 1945 to 25 April 1945; Hoten Camp, Mukden, Manchuria, 

29 April 1945 to 4 September 1946, at which time X was liberated by the 
Hub sian Army. 

On 13 December 1944 X was in a party of 1600 American war prisoners which 
embarked from Manila aboard a Japanese passenger ship Oryoku Kara. After 
boarding, we were separated and I became port of a group of 900 prisoners 
which were Jammed into the after hold. The rest of the party were placed in 
the forward holds. As we reached the bottom of the hold a Jap non-com struck 
us with a shovel as we passed by. Accommodations for the prisoners consisted 
of wooden shelves erected against the bulkheads of the hold. These were 
double deck affairs about seven or eight feet deep and about four feet high. 
These could be considered to be divided into cubicles, eight or nine feet 
long, by th^vrnt of the supporting members holding up the structure. In 
order to accommodate the number of men assigned to this hold, it was necessary 
to place about twenty men in a cubicle. By virtue of this it was necessary for 
the men to remain in a sitting posture, each man fitting into the crotch of the 
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■an behind his. We were not alloved any freedom of movement. Condition* 
vlthln the cablelee were rendered nearly wnbearable due to the awkward position 
assumed, extreme heat and foul atmosphere. A combination of those oauood many 
of the men to become unconscious. Others became violently 111 andilt wao 
impossible to do anything for them. Some became temporarily deranged as 
evidenced by their screaming and hysterical actions. A number of men died of 
suffocation and wounds the first night we were aboard ship. There were no 
lights and we were forced to suffer our plight In total darkness. Ho facilities 
were provided for bowel movements or urination and In order to attend to the 
functions of elimination we had to use mess kite, tin cane or anything available. 
Others, lacking these, would have to eliminate as best they could in the 
position In which they were sitting and remain seated in their own filth. 

Heeding was attempted the evening of the first day by sending In buckets of 
cooked rice and barley mixture and also some small fish. All of this appeared 
to be of palatable nature, but due to pandemonium existent, few of the men 
were able to get any of the food] most of It having been spilt while attempting 

to get It back Into the cubicles. A ration of water wao not provided and we 

suffered from extreme thirst. 

The next morning, 14 December 1944, we were attacked by a flight of U. S. 
levy dive bombers which strafed and bombed the ship. The attack was of about 

six hours duration, all told. As a result of the attack it appeared that the 

steering mechanism of the ship had been damaged from near misses. A number 
of PWs and also Jap personnel were killed In the engagement. We were given 
no life Jackets and no provisions were made for abandonment of the ship as 
far as the PWs were concerned. The following morning we were told to prepare 
to evacuate because of damage suffered in the air raid, however, no action was 
taken toward this purpose. Shortly thereafter, U. S. Navy dive bombers returned 
and dropped a bomb on the stern of the ship, causing severe damage. At this 
time Jap personnel abandoned ship and allowed no provisions for evacuation of 
the PWs, so many of our group left the ship by going overside or through a 
large hole blown in the stern. Z managed to @pt out of the hold and dropped 
Into the water. Upon reaching the water X discovered thrt we were about 
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flr« hundred yards offshore la shat latsr proved is he Subic Bay. While 
attempting to swia to shore Z was subjected to Jap machine gun fire from 
share emplacements, but in spite of this, managed to reach shore, vhere I 
was recaptured. 

fallowing mj recapture, again in company with survivors of the Oryoko 
Warm, we sere placed in the Inclosed tennis courts at Olongapo, Philippine 
Islands and were kept here for three days. Vo food was provided here. There 
were nany wounded with us and they received no medical attention. American 
doctors attested an arn amputation with makeshift tools, but due to difficulties 
involved the patient died. Other wounded also succumbed, lacking care. Many 
suffered from exposure to the hot sun and had few clothes to protect their 
bodies, Ufcon our departure from Olongapo, we were transported by truck to 
San feroando, Pampanga, Philippine Islands and placed in the prlvlncial Jail. 
During the ride no consideration was shown the wounded, however, some litter 
patients were eent to Manila. At San feraando Jail we slept on the bare floor 
in barred cells. During two days stay here we received a total of two meals, 
consisting of meager portions of rice and camotes. While here, the American 
commanding officer for the party pleaded with Japanese officials to obtain 
aid for the sick and wounded. He also attempted to promote some clothing and 
food; but all of these efforts proved fruitless. Departing from S D n Fernando, 
we were Jammed into freight oars at the rate of approximately 1?0 men per car. 
Many men within the cars passed out from suffocation and otherwise suffered 
extreme discomfort. Again wo were confronted with conditions of no sanitary 
facilities, causing human excretion to always be underfoot. Crowded conditions 
defy description, it being impossible to do anything but stand. In order to 
alleviate conditions ef suffocation we attempted to admit air by enlarging 
bullet holes in the side of the car with mess kit knives. This trip lasted 
about fourteen hours. We detrained at San Fernando. La Union, Philippine 
Zslande and were eventually eecorted to the beach, vhere we were forced to 
remain lying in the send. We stayed here for 36 hours and received no food 
end only a few spoons of water during our stay. 

On 27 December 1944, in company with survivors of the Oryoko M&ru, we were 
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put on another Japanese ship at San Fernando, La Union, under eimili r but 
slightly improved conditions. The ship was a new freighter of approximately 
ten thousand tons. En route, ve were given insufficient food to maintain our 
strength and very little water. Apparently the hold in which we were placed 
had been formerly used for transporting horses and hod not been sufficiently 
cleaned out since its former occupancy. Tor toilet facilities we were 
provided with open buckets which were not sufficient to take nere of the 
number of men using them. As a consequence, they were constantly overflowing 
and human filth was always underfoot. Medical facilities were non-existent 
end a large number of men died as a direct result. Several doctors were 
Mong our group, but lacking medical supplies, were unable to relieve suffering 
of the sick and wounded. Each morning a burial detail would collect the 
corpses of the men who had died the previous evening and have them hoisted 
to the deck for disposal overside. These conditions remained the same for 
the duration of the voyage and until we reached Tormosa. We anchored in the 
harbor of Takao, Formosa, on 31 December 1944 and remained in the harbor aboard 
ship until 13 January 1945. On 9 January 1945, while in the harbor still 
aboard ship, we were again attacked by a flight of Wavy dive bombers while 
eating our morning meal; Several direct hits were scored and one bomb dropped 
squarely into the forward hold containing PWs. Debris and bomb fragments 
sprayed into the after hold in which I was quartered and many there were 
killed and wounded. 1 was sitting with a group of five men eating our morning 
meal and all of them were killed except myself. Following the raid, wb were 
again deprived of any medical assistance by the Japanese. 

On 13 January 1945 we were transferred to a Japanese troop transport 
and embarked for Japan. Again we were confronted with problems of little food, 
no water and no medical care. Lack of water was our big problem. Many of the 
men were forced to trade rings, trinkets and personal possessions with the 
Jap guards in order to secure water. As an example, a Vest Point class ring 
brought one canteen cup of water. Haver were we given an opportunity to wash. 
Personal filth was indescribable and we suffered constantly from the winter 
cold. 8quabbllng was prevalent among the men following a death and subsequent 
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division if the deceased's effects. At this time, n bad otutd a large 
nwbar of wounded and many others who wore near death due to starvation, thirst 
and Tarioms diseases. One day Z saw the Anar loan officer in charge , Lieutenant 
Colonel Beecher, U3MC, plead vith the Japanese guards to allow hia to gain 
audience with the Japanese officer in charge. Lieutenant Tashlno, on order to 
obtain aid for the sick and dying. This request was ounarlly refused and no 
action was taken, although Z an sure that Tashlno was fanlliar with the de¬ 
plorable conditions existent. At this tine, men were dying at the rate of 
twenty-five for a twenty-four hour period. Thirst and starvation were a 
large contributing factor to the latter. Due to the extreme winter cold, 
little or no clothing, no blankets and esiaclated physical condition, we were 
forced to sleep together in snail groups in order to usllise the body heat of 
our companions. At one tine, Z was a member of a bunch of three who had 
becone bed partners for this purpose. Hy position was on the outside of our 

little group and Z would have to turn the exposed flank as it became cold. 

/ 

One night, 1 felt the alddle nan becoming very cold and thought this odd 
due to his relatively protected position. Z attempted to awaken him and 
falling to do so, awoke the other man. Together, we Joined efforts in 
attempting to arouse the man, all to no avail and eventually came to the 
conclusion that we had been sharing our bed with a corpse. We quietly un¬ 
dressed him, appropriated his effects and pulled his body to one side. This 
was done in such a manner as to not arouse the others and become Involved 
in a subsquunt argument over who was to receive hie possessions. Zn the 
morning, we announced that we hadfound a dead man and arranged to have him 
hoisted to the deck for disposal. 

Xventually we docked at Moji, Japan, on 30 January 1945. We were 
ceremoniously marched up the main street of the city and loaded aboard a 
trolley car en route to Pukuoka Prison Camp #3 at Moji. We remained at 
this camp for approximately three months. Here, we were given medical treat¬ 
ment by American dootors utilising Bed Cross supplies. The Japanese camp 
commander, Major Rikltake, made very effort to alleviate the suffering of 
our particular group. Zn the absence of Blkltake, we were constantly harassed 
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ty the Japanese guards in general and a one-star corporal in particular. 

Members of our group ricknamed him •‘Ohisai," which is Jap for the word "small." 
This individual took fiendish delight in striking the men with his fists, 
threatening them and subjecting them to numerous indignities. We departed this 
camp and embarked aboard a passenger ship for Mukden, Manchuria on 26 April 
1945, arriving via rail from the port of debarkation at Roten C fi mp, Mukden. 

The Japanese officer in charge of the transport of this detail made an all-out 
effort to insure the well being of the PWs and during tho entire voyage we 
received excellent food and treatment. Conditions during this leg of our 
Journey are not to be compared with those formerly described. 

Lieutenant Tashina, former Japanese Davis Cup tennis player and former 
executive officer at Headquarters Camp, Cabanatuan, can be described either as 
the officer in charge or a person in authority relative to existent conditions 
aboard the Oryoko Meru and the freighter and troopship Co which we were subse¬ 
quently transferred. He remained with us during the three phases of our 
voyage and was in charge following our stay in the Philippines after the 
sinking of the Oryoko Meru. His assistant and contact man for our group was 
a Mr. Wada, civilian interpreter. This man can be identified by a deformity 
of his back or shoulders which lends him to a hunchback appearance. I also know 
that this man was fully cognisant of our conditions and was in a position to 
do something about them. At no time did either of these men attempt to show 
us any consideration whatsoever. 

At no time during my transport by ship as a prisoner of war did any of 
the vessels show any markings indicating that they were prison ships. I fsel 
sure that if we were properly, marked we would not have suffered attack by our 
own aircraft. The following men are survivors of the voyage and can be 
used as witnesses to conditions set forth in this statement: Albert M. George, 
Major, Infantry, Aiken, South Carolina; 0. 0. Wilson, Lt. Col., GSC, Former 
Staff 0-2, no address and Grover C. Richards, Major, Infantry, Doniphan, 
Missouri.

The following rules and regulations will govern the trials of persons, 
units and organizations accused as war criminals* 

1.. ESTABLISH!.!:]IT OF MILITARY COMMISSIONS. • 

a. General . Persons, units and organizations accused &3 war 
criminals will be tried by military commissions tc be convened by, or under 
the authority of, the Supreme Commander for the Allied Powers, 

b. Number and Types . The commissions will be established de¬ 
pendent upon the number, nature of the offenses involved and the offenders 
to be tried. Such commissions may include, among others, international 
military commissions consisting of representatives of several nations or of 
each nation concerned, appointed to try cases involving offenses against 
one (1) or more nations. 

2. JURISDICTION. 

a. Over Persons . The military commissions appointed hereunder 
shall have jurisdiction over all persons charged with war crimes who are in 
the custody of the convening authority at the time of the trial. 

b. Over Offenses . 

(1) Military commissions established hereunder shall have 

jurisdiction over all offenses including, but not limited 
to, the following* 

(a) The planning, preparation, initiation or waging of a 
war of aggression or a war in violation of inter¬ 
national treaties, aggrenents or assurances, or 
participation in a common plan or conspiracy for the 
accomplishment of any of the foregoing.

o. Trial Proooduro . The proceedings at each trial will bo con¬ 
ducted substantially ns follows, unless modified by tho commission to suit

(1) Lach charge and specification will bo reed, or its sub¬ 
stance .stated, m open court. 

(2) Thu presiding member shall ask each accused whether ho 
pleads "Guilty" or "Not Guilty", 

(3) The prosecution 3hall make its opening statomont 

(U) Tho presiding member nay, at this or any othor time, re¬ 
quire tho prosecutor to state what evidence he proposes to 
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submit to the commission, and the commission thereupon may 
rule upon the admissibility of such evidence. 


(5) llio witnesses and other evidence for the prosecution shall 
be heard or presented. At the close of the case for the 
prosecution, the commission may, on motion of the defense 
for a finding uf not guilty, consider and rule whether the 
evidence before the commission supports the charges 
against tho accused.

h. Approval of Sentence, Mo sentence of a military commission 
shall be carriud into effect until approved by the officer who convened the 
commission, or his successor. Suoh officer shall have authority to approve, 
mitigate, remit in whole or in part, c^amuto, suspend, rcduco or otherwise 
alter tho sentence imposed, or (without prejudioq to accusod) romond tho 
case for rehearing bofore a now military cormissionj but ho si tall not have 
authority to increase tho severity of the serytonce, No sentence of doath 
shall bo carried into exocution until confirmed by tho Supreme Commander for 
tho /Hied Powers.

Supplementary Rules and Forms . Each commission shall adopt rules 
and forms to govern its prodocture, nol inconsistent vrith the provisions 
horcof, or such rules and forms as may be prescribed by tho convening 
authority or by the Supreme Commander for the Allied Povors.

No 
particular efficacy ia JLven to originals, unlaai. they are of auoh a 
character ua to make duplicate uupiua ixp recti cable. Thane ia no doubt 
that piiotographio and photoatetio uopi.ua are unobjectionable ao long 
os their authenticity ia duly at-«oU»u by cuupetsnt officials." 

V voiuu lUa to say fbrtiior that this ia an important point, m 
important rule of evidence uiat will bu established in tha aifelsnlbllity 
of wioh affidavits or certified a op tea In future oaaeo. In many of tha 










oases that will be brought before the Ccanisulon in tha future it will 
bo Impossible to pruduue tho original affidavit or the original sworn 
or signed statement for various reuaons. .To know that booauoo of tho 
exlganclee of the war, and tl» things that took place after tho war 
In ourutsotioa with tho securing of this nfonaatlan from people who 
wwro In s ilurry to get home, -ind whoa wo could not hold very long, it 
vos impossible in many oases to prevent ttv» misplacing or the lowing of 
tho original affidavits. And for that reason at the tins that those 
statements wore taken, usually certified copies wens mads and they were 
sent to tlie various offices or organisations that would wake use or 
would have use of these doouuenta so that they wight be available at saw 
tins if tho occasion should arise. It is very important not to dis¬ 
regard this rule because if ww did, it is possible that the oomission 
will not always be able to get the true facts of the asee. This 
demission is sitting as a fact finding body, and any evidence that 
can be of asuistunoo In helping the 0 amission determine the truth 
should be received in evidence for the consideration of the ccanlaslan.

Q. Will you state your name, rank, and organisation? 

A. David Z. Day, Jr., first Lieutenant, Legal Section, 8CAP. 

Q. Were you at any tlae a aeaber of the Investigating Detachment of the War 
Criaes Branch, Manila? 

A. Tea, sir. 

Q. What were your duties as investigator? 

A. To interview witnesses to alleged war crises in an around Manila. Around 
the let of Septeaber of this year a group of us were assigned to inter¬ 
rogate recovered prisoners of war at the 29th Beplaeeaent Depot at Alabang. 

Q. On the 15th day of Septeaber, 1945, did you have oocaeion to take any 
stateaente froa any liberated prisoners of war? 

A. Tes, X was at the depot at that tine. 

Q. I will ask you to state to the Coanisslon whether you took a etateaent 
froa Charles Bourgeiois Gavord. 

A. Tes, sir. 

DEFENSE: If the court please, aay I have an opportunity to object? The 
witness has answered the question, and I move to strike the answer with 
the request that we be permitted to question the witness as to how aany 
statements he took on that day to see whether he can reaeaber specifi¬ 
cally whether he took a etateaent froa that particular witnees or not. 

LAW MEMBER: That is, I thikk, a setter ef cross-examination. The objection 
will be overruled. 

PROSECUTION: Was an original etateaent aade of the testiaony that was 
given to you at that tlae? 

A. Tes, sir. 

Q. Have you seen Prosecutnion Exhibit No. 4 that vac introduced at the trial 
before this eoaaisslon? 

A. Tee, sir. 

q. Can you etate to the Coaaisoion whether the contents therof is that which 
wae given \>p you at the tins you took the atateaeft? 

A. Well, Z can't give a categorical answer to that. Zt will require sons 
explanation. 

Q. Will you explain to the Coamisalon? 

A. I saw that etateaent, the copy there, the first tlae Z would say about 
four or five woks ago in Japav *hat was the first tlae I had seen the 
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copy. T he statements were taken in thla manner) Thar* in a no-callnd 
"War Oriaes Office Torm", vh ich is Barely a copy which la filled out 
by prisoners as they coae into the Depot; and we screened those for** to 
determine who of those recovered prisoners of ar we would interview. 

Vaturally* it was possible only to interview a certain nunber of then. 

The statements were taken either in lonhand or the interviewing officer 
had his own typewriter. Just one copy was made, and those copies were 
signed, sworn to ( turned ln t and taksu to town to the office* where 
certified copies were made of them. That was the standard procedure. I 
saw this certified copy in the office in Tokyo after 1 got up here, and 
when X saw It I recalled having taken the statement. As to whether or 
not that copy is word for word, of course X can't remember; but the sub¬ 
stance of it is the statement that X ook from Qnvord. 

Xs your name signed here as the individual who gave the oathT 
A. Yes. sir. 

DXFEN8X: If the Court please* X think that question is a little misleading, 
his signature is not on there. 

PBD8ECUTI0V: X didn't say "tiignature". His name is typed on here. 

DEFENSE: You stated that it was his signature. 

PBOSECUTIOI: X did not; X said "Is his name on ther^f" X didn't say 
."signature"* X Just said "nans". 

LAW KEMBEH: Will the reporter read the question of the prosectuion? 

The reporter read the preceding question. 

PE03ECUTI0N: X should have said "typed". X will change the form of my 
quefttion.

▼arioua soldiers did you take? 

A. I can't tell you that, but I can tell you about how many each day. 

Well, 1 ask you, on or about 15 September 1945, did you take one? Fire? 

Ten? —Approximately? 

A. During the time I was there, the number of etatemente that an officer 
would take per day would wary according, of course, to the type of 
statement—would vary, I would say, from about four or five to ten or 
twelve each day. 

<4- Do you recall approximately how many you took on 15 September 1945? 

A. No, sir, 1 do not/ 

Q. Can you give us the names of any Other soldier whom you took statements 
from on that particular day? 

A. No, sir, I can not. 

^ Can you describe this soldier, Charles B. Gavord, to us? 

A. No, sir, Z can not. 

4. Veil, what is it that identifies in your mind the fact that you took this 
particular statement on that day? What recalls it to your mind that you 
took a statement from a soldier by the name of Gavord on this date? 

A. Well, with reference to the date, because the date is on the copy. With 
reference to the general time, I was out there, I would say, from approxi¬ 
mately the 5th to the 20th of September, With reference to the date, I 
don't know exactly, but it was within the time I was there. X remember 
that it stood out, the fact that the man remembered the nicknames. I 
remember going into it very clearly, "Do you remember the Japanese names 
of the men? 1 ' that one thing there. "Do y u remember that?" That was 

shortly after the war was over and the whole thing was new/ and I will be very 

frank with you—the nickname caused some amusement in the section. 

<4. Do you mean in Manila, or this section in Tokyo? 

A. At Alabang, where several of us were working. That, in itself, 1 think 
fixed it in ay mind. I wouldn't remember Gavord, I don't think, if I 
saw him in the middle of a dusty road. 

<4. Other than the fact that you have had an opportunity to work with these 
statements and have had in your possession for a period of two weeks or 
better, during which time you have prepared for the trial of this case 

a supposed certified copy, can you tell the court positively that you 

remember that this is a copy of the statement that you took? 

A. An exact copy, no. I can say that it contains the substance of a state¬ 
ment that I took. 

<4. But that is based on the fact that you have been working on it for two 
or three weeks or better? 

A. Partially, I would say so. But the first time I saw it Z remembered the 
substance—the first time Z saw it up here.

DEFENSE: If the Court plaaea, the dafanea objects to the introduction of 
this docuaent on the ground that the witness can not testify positively 
that it la a true copy; and merely a statement of the contents of the 
docuaent is not sufficient to establish a copy as a true copy. 

LAV HUMBER: The objection will be overruled, T heexhibit will be into- 
duced in avidenee. 

The docuaent was received in evidence, and is appended to the record of 
trial as Prosecution Ixhbiit 4. 

There being no father questions, the witness was excused and withdrew. 

LAW MEMBER: How, we will revert to an objection raised by the defense to 
Lieutenant Day(s continuing -ae counsel for the prosecution. The ruling 
of the ^ourt is that his testimony in reference to this natter does not 
disqualify hia from continuing as assistant prosecutor. It is evidently 
something that caae up in the course of the trial; it was not anticipated 
that he would be a witness. Lieutenant Day has indicated that he does 
not care to continue in the trial. However, that is not a natter for the 
Coaaiseion to rule on. ^heCoaaission rules that he is not disqualified 
by reason of his testimony. Does the defense make any objection as to 
his reaalniag? 

DEFENSE: X asked for a ruling, sir, that is all. 

LAV MEMBER: The ruling is that he is not disqualified. 

PROSECUTIOH: There is one other matter that we desire to present to the 
Commission. I think one of the members of the Commission asked whether 
we had any information on the Grant statement. Ve are still hoping to 
locate it someplace, and would like to ask the permission of the Coaaiseion 
in the event it does arrive before the completion of the trial to present 
it before the Commission. 

LAW MEMBER: We will reserve a ruling on that at present, unless or until 
that eventuality occucs. 

PROSECUTION: The oroeecution rests at this time. 

PRESIDENT: Does the defense desire to make an opening statement? 

DEFENSE: If the court please, the defense moves for a finding of not 

guilty upon the Charge and each and all of the specifications, upon the 
following ground: first— 

LAW MEMBER: Before you proceed with your notion, the L* w Member had reserved 
a ruling on the question of Exhibit Humber 27, whether or not a *aval 
officer, ae such, has authority to administer an oath. Are you able to 
submit anything at this time? 

PROSECUTION: Ho, sir, we can not. 
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LAW MEMBER: Well, It ie admitted at this time aa a signed statement 
under the rules, For the purpose of the proceedings at this time, it 
will he so considered. 

DEFENSE: May it please the Commission: 

The defense moves for m finding of not guilty, upon the following grounds! 
(1) This accused has not been identified as the accused charged in this 
case. (2) The various statements and affidavits are eo confused and eo 
conflicting that the proeecution has not proved a prima facie case. (2) 
That the evidence is not legally sufficient to suetain a conviction. (4) 
The etatements of the prosecution and the affidavits show conclusively that 
there were two men at this camp known as "Class Eye". There hae been no 
positive identification of this accused as being the one who coam.ittea. the 
alleged of fens* ■*; ono., specifically, ae tc Specification 4, which alleges 
the offense against Major Cory: The statement of Kolilis, the witness who 
did not see the beating, is directly refuted by the statement of Major 
Cory, therefore there is no evidence as to this specification. Specifi¬ 
cally as to Specification 6, alleging an assault upon one Private Vigil in 
June, 1945. The statement of the victim himself is that while somebody by 
the name of "Class Xye" beat him, nevertheless he was not hurt; therefore 
there is no evidence to suetain this particular specification. As to 
Specification 7, the evidence is so vague as to who were in the lines and 
to the extent of the Injuries and acts alleged that reasonable men could 
not arrive at a just verdict or decision and that there ie no proof that, 
as alleged in the specification, thie accused made these men stand in line. 
As to Specification 8, alleging the taking and withholding of Red Cross 
supplies, the only evidence or the only statement offered is that of 
Corporal Pete Oeorge, which is Prosecution Exhibit 27, which does not 
sustain the charge and specification ae alleged, of wilfully and unlawfully 
withholding these supplies, because the statement itself says that ths 
remainder of the Bed Cfoss shipment was distributed, and that the workers 
rewarded for diligence received practically all the remaining supplies; 
therefore there is no evidence submitted to support that specification. 
There ie one additional ground for the motion, which pertaine to all of 
the specifications; and that is that the statements, affidavits, and pur¬ 
ported evidence submitted thereon under the directive of the Supreme 
Commander, nevertheless eo shock the minds and consciences of average men 
that these rules can not be construed as reasonable; therefore, their 
introduction—statements and documents received thereunder—are not compe¬ 
tent evidence to support and sustain any of the specifications. low, if 
the commission please, rather than split the arguments, we would ask that 
we adjourn until after lunch, and in that way both sides could be heard. 

As it is now, when we get about halfway through we might have to split 
up the arguments, and it might not be easy to follow in the minds of the 
Commission. 

LAW MEMBER: How long do you think it will take to give your arguments? 

DEFENSE: Wen, sir, the opening statement of the defense will probably 
take about half an hour; the prosecution will probably have something to 
say upon it; and I would like to close in 10 or 15 minutes. 

LAW MEMBER: Do you want time to prepare your argument, or are you prepared 
to go ahead. I don't think there is any objection to splitting the 
arguments. 
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LAV MEMBER: I suggest, before we proceed to the arguments, that in 
arguments before this Commission where we are using so many exhibits, It 
would be a great help to all the members of the Commission if counsel in 
arguing would refer to the exhibits by number and the name of the witnees, 
and organize the argument, if possible, with specific reference to the 
exhibit that refers to the particular charge and specification being 
discussed. 

DEFENSE: Sir, I have one more ground that I would like to put in my 
motion, that no witnees has appeared before this Commission subject to 
cross-examination by the accused to positively identify this accused as 
being the accused and the pwrson who did the alleged acts as charged in 
the various specifications. 

LIEUTENANT WCLFHOM made the opening argument for the motion of the defense 
as followsi 

May it olease the Commissioni 

The authority for making this motion devolves from paragraph 5 e (5) of 
the letter of regulations of 5 December 1945, wherein it is stated that 
a motion for a finding of not guilty may be made if the charges are not 
supported by the evidence. Oeneral Order 56 of Eighth Army in paragraph 
2 e states that "the Commission shall be guided generally by the appli¬ 
cable rules of procedure prescribed by the Manual for Courts-Martial. 

The Manual for Courts-Martial makes this statement I "Is the evidence 
legally eufficient to support a finding of guilty as to each specification 
and charge, and is there in the testimony any substantial evidence which 
♦airly tends to establish every element included in each specification?" 
That is what we must look for in the charge and each specification—for 
substantial evidence. Most of the affidavits introduced deal with the 
first specification. I want to discuss those affidavits, first, as to the 
date involved. I refer first to Exhibit 17, the affidavit of Ooff. The 
date first mentioned is 3 January 1943. He mentions again "one and a 
h c lf days later" and thirdly "four days later." Now, Prosecution Exhibit 
8, affidavit of Dunn, states simply "January, 1943", likewise Prosecution 
Exhibits 9, 10, and 11, the affidavits of Campbell, Vallerga, and Wasson. 
Then we come to three statements that say it was in February, 1943; those 
are Exhibits 7 and 3, Holland and Snodgrass. Then we come to Exhibit 5. 
Sergeant Aeon 1 s statement specifies 27 February 194J. Then we come to 
Exhibit 14, Cupp's statement—"1st of March, 1943". Then we come to 
Exhibit 12, Pratt's statement; there are three days mentioned: "1st of 
March", "5 days later", and "later". Then we come to Exhibits 15 and 16, 
which stats "the third day of March”. Then we have two statements, 
*xhibits 19 and 18, The first one specifies "March", with no year; and 
the next one says "while at camp". Then we have Exhibit 6, statement of 
Marble, which states that it was in "April, 1942". Now, 1 want to refer 
briefly to the duration of the beatinge involved, and in the same order 
that I gave those affidavits referring to the date. Exhibit 17, Ooff, 

"e hours", and again, "3 nights in a row." 8 and 9—no mention. Exhibit 
10, Vallerga, says "daily". Exhibit 11 says "a period of 3 days". 

Exhibit 7, "every day for three days". Exhibit 3, "15 minutes" once, 

”20 to 30 minutes”, another time. Exhibit 5, not time. Exhbit 14 says 
"during 8 hours". Exhibit 12, no time. Exhibit 15, "about 15 minutes". 
Exhibit 19, "20 minutes one time" and Exhibit 6, "two or three times a 
day for 20 minutes." Now, to show you again the vagueness of all these 
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•poke no English. How we come to the Vigil Specification, Exhibit 6, 
which describee simply "Glass Eye" and says he was about 30, he wae 5 
feet 6, of medium build, wore gl»««e*, describee his complexion, hie 
silver teeth—"one eye was glass, I think it was the right eye. He spoke 
no English. How, the grounds have been stated before on the last two 
specifications; 1 think it is needless to review them again. 1 wish to 
remind the Commission that the Manual for Courts-Martial, which in to be 
used ns a guide, provides that when a motion for a finding of not guilty 
is made, if the Gommisslon is not satisfied with the evidence before it, 
it may ask the prosecution to produce further evidence. In that connection, 
in the interest of establishing a fair precedent, 1 ask you to ask the 
prosecution to present one proper eye-witness. The Commission site ae 
Judges in this case, not only for the one man involved here, but for 
establiehing the precedent of trying this type of war criminal in Japan. 

The Commission should sit as Judges, thdy should throw off the shackles 
of military authority handed to them, and be their own independent Judges 
in determining the proper evidence, the proper procedure, to be introduced 
before it in trying these cases. 

LAW MEMBEH: Has the defense anything further to add? 

Lt. Col. DICKINSON: I would like to close for the defense after the 
prosecution, sir. 

LAW MEMBEH: Major Geffen, before you start your argument, X think the 
recocd should show that none of the affiants whose names have been sub¬ 
mitted in this case is available as a witness before this Commission. Xs 
any available? 

PROSECUTION: No, sir. 

DEFENSE: Xf the Court please, 1 ask you what you mean by the question of 
availability. There is plenty of transportation between here and the 
United States. LAW MEMBER: I mean, are they in the area in which this 
Commission is sitting? 

PROSECUTION: No, sir, they are not. 

MAJOR GEFFEN made the argument of the proeecutlon, as follows: 

May it please the Commission: 

The accused in this case has been charged with a violation of the laws and 
customs of war, that between November, 1942, and September, 1945, while he 
was a guard serving with the armed forces of Japan, he did wilfully and 
unlawfully commit cruel, inhuman, and brutal atrocities and other 
offenses against prisoners of war who were held in captivity in the camp 
at which he was a guard. That is the charge against this accused. The 
various specifications allege specifically the brutalities and other 
offenses which he is alleged to have committed; and the prosecution feels 
that it has proven a prime facie case on these specific allegations. 

First of all, I wish to call to the attention of the Commission that on 
a motion for a verdict of not guilty, lt is not nece««a.ry thet the prose¬ 
cution should have established a case which would convince the commission 
beyond a reasonable doubt that the accused le guilty of the offenses. All 
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that U«e prosecution nas to do at this point to produce * prima 
facie case. If enough evldonoo 'm* boon introduced before tliiv Gon- 
nlaslon Iron which the nuxiboru mi^ht find that this aoousod was .{uilty 
of Uto charge end «peoifloat!one, then the notion .*hould be denied. I 
do not desire to nuke n lervrthy nri.'Unait on thie particular question, 

1 think tout thie evidence wnt been reed to the Oamlasion, h«e 
boon introduced r*rt> curing Um past f wtr uaye, mi I era euro that all of 
you aru foniiiar with ail of the variations that have been brought to 
your attention by reading these affidavito and lietening to than. The 
argument hae been node that there are a lot of Tori at ion a in these affi¬ 
davits, both oe to deeorlptiona of tine, as to place, end ae to the 
inatruaant that waa uaad) and an to the peruana eho were involved in 
these incident*, but we ntist rwonber that when these affidavito were 
batten tney were not taxon together, they wore not taken by one investi¬ 
gator, they were not takan by m individual who at the tine was pre¬ 
paring a case for trial. Tiwy wore not beln^ taken by a poreon who waa 
trying to find out all o: the information that the individual wno waa 
using quoMtiofiod ni'dit happen to know, but they were belli* secured for 
information at that particular time wo that they aleht get some information 
as to wiy atmoitles that, had bean remitted stills theas wan were prisoners 
of wur in Japan. T ^refers, if t ore are some variations In these affi¬ 
davits, it is for the Commission to ietomine what variations are Important, 
•diet contradictions are of such a nature that would show that these inol- 
dnets di/l not oosurt but wn can ene that Just booanse there are so many 
eon t. real at, ions is no reason for believin'* that then# affidavits have no 
valuo whatsoever, one thing we do know. There wero certain in aidants 
tnat occurred at this prisoner of war omp, and titers were certain things 
that ware dune by tnia accused by niaaelf xnd with others Jointly that 
loft an indelible l«; nuacion In the minds of those prisoners of war who 
wuru la tor liberated. «hen tnuy gave these statanunta it wan sons 2-1/2 
years dtsr tno time that sono of t?« incidents occurred. Sane of the 
incidents occurred a little later and probably the lapse of tins was not 
as great, out iiovwtrtnelese, when those nun worn questioned aw to oertaln 
things that occurred Uiure, when it cano to thin incident that la alleged 
in pecifloation 1, wheruin this accused is charged Jointly with nix 
otner guards flftd etq JLoyeea of this oanp with brutally and urwisrolfully 
beat in? Private Toms, an toerloan prisoner of war, on or about the 5th of 
tiaron, iyh3, there is no doubt but that they all renumbered an Incident 
oi Uu.s nature. It is true that in many of the affidavits there la no 
reference to a data as to mien this occurred, but that Is not important. 

Vne important thing is that this American prlronor of war, private Teas, 
was killed after a continuous treatment of brutality, of torture, which 
finally resulted in his death, ust us reed, for lnstanoe, fro* the basti- 
.wny in connwovion with a statement of 1st ojrgeant Snodgrass, Rxiiioit 3, 
in wnich ha says "Tsubchla", called "Little Glass Eye" and mother Jap, 

"Rivet recto", beat loas at the washatand outside the barracks, using a 
pieoo oi ant rope with knots, on« Loch, <loublod ever, knocked hln dam 
ana pulled him on his feet a rain, took him bit© the barracks again, were 
Joined by two other guards, "Jhxah Mouth" and another fiard called "Uiukay 
louoe, " an interp-vter, and they continued working on to as with too rope 
and a club 3 to 3-1/2 feet long, hit hln an the head mostly, rat io him 
gut up yvary tine umy ijwosii hi n down, until he wmw took wosk, kept it ig> 
far iii ubiJitee, and lb>oily umy clouted him mu he dropped unconscious 
ana Ji*i aoout L to U-i/2 hjors Li tor in the evening. T’tcru m hove a state¬ 
ment mioh specifically says that it was a Jap nmed "Trutchlu" (T'ellad 
i-a-u-t-c-h-i-a;, caxied "Little Haas Eye". It la true that the spelling 
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probably varies uy one or taro letters Cram the nona that was Aimlshod 
to ua by us Japanese k>vwr: merit, tba personnel list which no introduced 
us prosooutlon udiiuit 2, giving tha nanea of thus* who war* working la 
Uia oaap, wnich lists tola wan aa "lateuo Tauchiya". Mow, that spalling 
as {•Ivan by this sergeant, Snodgrass, is certainly close enough to show 
Liiut the nan that he ewe talking about was Tatauo Touohlya, the nan *io 
waa listed aa one of the guards in the personnel lists of the Japanese 
Government; and he alao calls him "Little OUss eye." This is the saw 
individual—Teuohiye and "Little Olaaa Eye." That la what he was nailed, 
and tha roferenoe to hia la certainly clear in this case, because Ssrgeit 
dnodgroae didn't ugr ’(Hass lye'’ or "Big (Haas gye," he said "Tsutohia, 
oalled 'Little Olaaa gjrw. ' u Certainly he is talking about the eoeused 
is here before uo on trial at thia tiao. In Proeaoution Exhibit U, the 
statenant of Owvord, this accused la also referred to as being the one 
she oowkittod this offense, and ho also calls fate "Little (Haas Eye." 
m the statenant of Oavord, Prosecution Exhibit U, it is stated that 
prirato Rlohwtl Oordon Teas was caught taking Bed Grass supplies, and too 
Japanese, "Hush Mouth" and "Little Ol aaa $re," took Teas into the yeni, 
stripped hia; there was at inch of mwm on the ground; loeneter we* 
thrown on fees, end than ho w sls beaten tnwrolfuUy. Bo wee hew ton with 
hardwood canes shaped like awards, placed In the hoyitel, aid beaten, 
evidently, while there. Teas waa placed la the hospital about the 5th day 
after tha first beating, and Oavord personally saw the ssbm too Japs boat 
Teas with their flats asl about three hours later he died, on the 5th of 
March, 19U3. m contend that these statements of OawcaM and Snodgrsso 
oluarly snow that a beating took plaoe which finally resulted la tha death 
of Private Teas, do will go into this natter a little wore fully and try 
to explaLn what occurred up to this tine. >to see that the Japanese 
guards were having saw trouble with Teas, bene of the evidence is that 
he eight haw been a kleptomaniac, possibly due to the foot that he did 
not have enough to eat and had to oteal food so that he oould try to get 
along- Jut whatever it was, lie was caiwLrg thorn saws trouble and they 
decided that they wero going to jet rid of hia; and through a deliberate 
plan there were constant beAtings of this aan until he finally died; end 
all of ttiese ‘{uarda, not sorely the accused wi» is on trial at the present 
tine, but everyone who hud anythin*, to do with this continuous beating 
which finally resulted In the doath of the Mariam prisoner of war, is 
guilty of contributing to the death. Jo also wish to call to the attention 
of the ComiosLori that the deatu certificate, which showed that the parson 
who was struck by the accused died on larch 5th; wa have shown that the 
cause of death which waa listed an the dost)) certificate ve» not the 
proper causa of death, because the officer alto mole this entry did nut 
have any personal knowledge of the souse of death at that tine, da alao 
wish to call to the attention of the Canal onion the testimony of Captain 
.ulner, who testified, when mi awering a hypothetical question aa to tdwithor 
jotttinc enu other wLatreabaent tiiat wltfit have been reooivwi by an indlvi- 
auol over a oertaln period of tins, of a nature as deoar 1 bed before tills 
court, while in (ha weakened condition that he wai< in at the tine, he sight 
have ruoelved, or he could have reoeived, injuries wr.ioh would have resulted 
in his death, bo there is no question but that tho oontinued p r oce s s of 
'coating by the accused in oonjmctioo with other aoa was the thing that 
uauaod this aan'a doath. 1st aw briefly outline sous of the laportsnt 
points in connection with sums of the individual affidavits. In tha 
affidavit of Snodgrass, Exhibit 3, ho says tlist tin inutnaacit used was 
knotted repos «nd wooden clubs, the uan waa struck on tha fsoe and toed 
a nunbwr of tisss for 20 to 30 Onutas. He says that tills all oocurrvd 
in one dgy. Those who were involved were Tsuchlya, "Little Glass lye”. 











"Hivet Tooth”, Yoshitawa or "Mush Mouth", and "Mickey Mouse". Further, 
Gavord otatoo that thio occurred in March, 1943. The lnetruaent* need 
were leewater, wooden evordo, canoe, floto, and he wae beaten about fire 
tlaee over a pe lod of five days. Bio physical condition at the tiao 
of the laet beating wae that he wae glassy-eyed and seal-conscious. The 
perpatratore were "Much Mouth” and "Little Glass Eye." Holland'o state- 
■ent, Exhibit 7, otatee th n t the lnetrunent need wae wooden eabere or 
sticks, they throw water on him, kicked hia, and kept hiu in the guard- 
houae where the tsnperature wae twenty degrees. Bio physical condition 
was that he was too weak to get up and he died of pneuaonla. His perse¬ 
cutors were all "granted men! "Granted sen" were nen who had once been 
in service but had received soae injuries and were brought back to do 
work as civilian guards. Dujui' * otetea*nt. Prosecution Exhibit B, is 
that this took place in January of 1943, the lnetrunent used was a long, 
heavy club. H* ««* struck repeatedly on the head, he fell, struck hlo 
head on concrete, and died a few dayo later. The perpetrator wae des¬ 
cribed ao "Glass Eye". On that point Z wish to aay that oven though the 
nano "Glass Eye" is used, not "Little Glass Eye", there lo aloo a desrlp- 
tlon which gives uo an idea as to who this nan wae. Zt is true that his 
nano lo not nontioned ao "Tsuchlya"; therefore, we conolder it with all 
the other evidence that has been introduced in connection with thia inci¬ 
dent; and we nust conclude that "Glass Eye", the person involved hare, 
was the sane person as is called "Little Olaoo Eye" or Tsuchlya. Cambell, 
in Prosecution Exhibit 9, otates that this occurred in January of 1943. 

He otates that "he received nany severe beatings." Hlo physical condition 
wae that he continued to get gradually weakened; no perpetrator lo 
nontioned, but the incident is deocribed. This nan knew that sonsthing 
had occuroed and he renenbered the story, but he did not renenber all the 
other dotallo; and that le why he can't say who it wao that did it; but 
wo do know that he can tell thio otory and corroborate the fact that the 
Incident occurred, that an American soldier was killed. Prosecution 
Exhibit 11 states that this took place in January of 1943. Theinotruuent 
used was heavy sticks. He was beaten unconscious nany tlneo ovor a 
period of thres days. He otates that three Japo participated in thia 
incident. He aloo does not describe their nanes, but nevertheless he 
gives a picture of the incident. He corroborates the fact that an inci¬ 
dent occurred; and we have to take all the evidence in order to deternine 
what actually did happen at this tine. Then we have the statenent of 
Major Faulkner, Exhibit 16, in which he refers to an Incident that 
occurrred in March of 1943. The instrunent used was heavy, knotted rope 
and sticks; he was beaten on the face until unconscious. His physical 
condition vis that he was very weak and ill of dysentery and nalarla and 
too weak to stand without assistance. He tells us the story that Teshi- 
sawa ordered this done and that three Japo did it. *hat shows uo that 
this incident occurred, that there wae soneone who ordered this incident, 
and the three Japs, even though they were not naaed, indicate that there 
were sone people that were involved in this incident; and when we com¬ 
pare that with the other affidavits, we can show that the accused, by 
circuits tances, was one of the individuals who was involved in thio 
killing. 

The court then took a recces until 1330 hours, at which tlae the 
personnel of the court, proeecutlon and defenee, and the accueed, reporter, 
and Interpreter returned their seats. 
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forlPiEfe fommisaion in connS€tfon wlfci Spec^ica^ton J of P ££e 8£arge. 
There are a number of other affidavits which describe the indicant 
that ie charged in Specification 1, bat X an sure that the Coanleeien 
hae heard all the evidence that it deeires that I should bring to ite 
attention, and for that reaaon X will go on to Specification 2. In 
Specification 2, the accueed le charged with beating and torturing one 
Sergeant Lundqulst, an American prieoner of ar, in conjuntlon with 
three other Japanese guards. The evidence that wae introduced in 
connection with this incident ie Prosecution Inhibit 24, which speci- 
finally states that the accueed with theee other three guarde, mentioning 
specifically "Big Glass lye" and "Little Glass lye", and theee othere 
beat hin on the faoe until he was brufceed and swollen, and then forced 
him to etand naked at attention. That ie certainly euffiolent evidence 
fron which the Oonnleeion can imply that a prina facie caee has besn 
made on thie specification. Specification 3, which chargee that between 
Hovenber, 1942, and Nay, 1944, this accueed did wilfully and unlawfully 
beat with clube, boards, and fists Private Kolills, also an American 
prieoner of war, is proven by the affidavit of Kolills, the etateaent 
which was introduced as Prosecution Exhibit 25. Xn this particular 
affidavit, the ccused ie referred to as "Tehicia San". "San", ae we 
all know, in Japanese means "Mister". "Tehicia" we contend le the ease 
person as Tsuchiya, Little Glass lye, because of the description that 
follows in which he is described ae being 5 feet 6 inches, 125 pounds, 
left glase eye, horn rimmed glasses, and shaved head. If we will look at 
the personnel list, there is no name which le at all similar to "Tehicia" 
except Tsuchiya; and if we take this phonetic pronunciation—ae we all 
know, it ie very difficult to put over into English, and especially when 
a person hae been in prison for a long time and hurriedly gives a state¬ 
ment— it is quite likely that he might have given the name wrong, or the 
person that took the statement might have made a mistake in writing it; 
but, nevertheless, if you take "Tehicia", together with the description 
of this individual, it seems beyond any question that "Tehicia San" and 
Tsuchiya, Little Glass Eye, are the same person. As to Specification 4, 
which chargee the accused with beating Major Allan M. Oory, we find that 
the evidence which pertains to this Speclfi cation ie in the etateaent of 
Kolills, Exhibit 25, Kolllis, ae X said before, calls him "Tehicia San"; 
and although it ie true that the statement that is made poseibley le 
hearsay, nevertheless it is a statement that he eaye that Cory showed 
signs of severe beating. Xt is true that Major Cory in hie etateaent 
does not refer to thie particular beating, but he does describe a 
heating that took place; and we contend that it is possible that Major 
Cory did not mention this particular beating when he made that report. 

Ve are leaving thie matter for the Commission to determine, whether it 
le the same beating or whether it is another; but ae the etateaent of 
Kolilie appears to ue that it ie a different beating, and therefore this 
accused is responsible for it. Specification 5, in which it is alleged 
that thie accused beat Private Vincente Vigil, an American prisoner of 
war, with hie fiats and with a rubber shoe, is proven by the statement of 
Vigil. Although it is true that he names the person only as "Glass Eye", 
he describes him as age 30, 5 feet 6 inches, medium build, glasses, dark 
complexion, silver teeth, one eye glass, thinks it the right one, and 
states that in September of 1944 he was beaten with fists and a rubber 
shoe. Ve contend that even though Vigil does not specifically state 
or call him "Little Glase Eye", he is talking about thie individual 
when you comparethe description of "Glees Eye" and the description that 
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is given by Vigil. bpcoUiotttlon 6, whloh ie uwtlur bsating cuarged 
•v;ninat this accused is also prawn tar tho j to toman t of Vigil* in which 
ho status that tho incident vcoarrod in ths l>th day of Juno* l?l*i>. This 
tins no was boa ton for dropping rioo. in Spool f lcotian 7# tho aoeuood 
is cnargod with forcing prisoners of war to lino up against oaoh other 
in four ranks and to boat each other and to oontinuo to do this* to faca 
and slap each othur and con time to do this until tho accused permitted 
than to stop such slapping. The evidsnoe to substantiate this specifi¬ 
cation has oeen brought to the attention of the O wl asion in the affi¬ 
davit of Pet# George, prosecution Exhibit 27* in whiah it ie stated that 
in January and March* 19k5, "Little Glass dye" and "Ug Ola am dye* formed 
urn to line up and beat each other and I will reed the exact language! 

"lit January, l$k$, mid in March* 1*>1*5, there were tee beatings at the 
Mitsushlaa Camp, of which 1 was one of the victims. I was working with 
details assigned to rook piles, during the day one of the guards reported 
that work was not progressing satisfactorily. At the end of the ear king 
day* ths 'detail was called In front of the administration building snd 
questioned as to the asount of work they scoonpH^ied. After being 
accused uy the guards of lying* they were fcaroed to line vp in two llnee 
feeing each othar and to beat oaoh other in the faoe with their fiste. 

Lean while* the guards* im lulling "Little Olaes Bye" and "Big Glass Eye" 

•ant oown the line beating Uw prisoners with a wooden club shout one 
inoh in dlatseter." It is ^pself 1 colly stated there that the guarde re¬ 
ported that the work was not progressing satisfactorily. They then get 
than all together there* and being accused by the guarde of lying—that 
included the guards who were there* including "Little (Uses Bye" ad 
"Big OLtas Eye"—it says tho guarde sent daw the line end best these 
prisoners with wooden clubs. In auditlou to George's statmsent* we nave 
the otatomant of Vigil* Lxhibit 26* In which he says that “Glass jfcys" did 
line thou up In four rmwe and nave tarn slap each other until permitted 
to stop, bpoci.ilcation 0* in which the accused ie charged witu wilfully 
and unlawfully withholding supplies and food wnloh was fumiehed by the 
.international .ied Cress* was substantiated u y Uw statement of goliila* 
rroseoution inhibit 25!* in which bo soys that "Tehioia Ban”* when ho 
describes ao bejuig 5 feet 6 inches tall* 125 to UO pounds, was in charge 
of the .led Cross supplies* witoueld thus from the prisoners* helped hl»- 
eolf* and uipplied hie friends. The report of Major Cory also shows that 
tnaru weru present and were received at Uds owp Red Cross parcels. He 
s ye tnat wuile tiui remsluuer of the food Ass in toe storeroom* the Jspans so 
;auie periodic raids on the storeroom wnd helped thwaelmsa to it, wd oon- 
suaed it in their own quarters end too* part of it out of owp." Of 
course* Major Cory ones not mention individuals, out you tssa that etate- 
asnt with tho ototument of *ofills about fshicla jm, miu put it together 
ana conclude from toat that this accused «-* m..appropriating snd taking 
lied Crows suppilua. As far as tne dieoussion of the evidence is ooo- 
uoroed* that iu all 1 huve to may) and it is agr contention that tne 
prosecution :.a a introduced suf. iciest evidsnoe m this case to make a 
*.rJLma faolo caoo on all of tia eight specifications and on the charge. 

In connection with one of the statements that wow usds by the defense re¬ 
questing tne prosecution to present cltoesaas in person or at least one 
witnusa in person, it is the position of tne prosuoution tost se oust 
follow too rules as set uown by the supreme Couumutor. It is lwqKjesible 
.or us to r reduce wiluoawes even though they u ty be available 1 a toe baited 
lutes* jocauee it has been set uown as a policy for expeditious trial of 
cases of tola nature. Affldavlte nave been designated am proper evidence 
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to b*; admitted in casoa of this kind by tho Supreme t.amander under rules 
which ho li;t8 set down i;overAdng the trials of war criminals. Therm are 
reasons for this, and the prosecution intends to follow these rulesj and 
for that reason wo oan not produce any wltneseea at thia trial before the 
Conmdsslon. Furthermore, this Comlsslon has ruled that affidavits are 
acbdasible In this case, and therefore there is no reason wby the prosecu¬ 
tion should hare to produoe any witnesses In person to appear and testify 
heforo tlw Commission. 

DKKEiiSR: May it plansa the 0omissiont There are sene pertinent observations 
I would like to nake right now in response to the prosecution's argument. 

He stated this nomine that in taking these affidavits they apparently 
were not trying to find out all of the information relating to the oase 
because they didn't havo time to do it, they ware pressed for time, they 
hud to get these men back to the United States. They mere simply trying 
to get information to find out whether war crimes had been oamitted. m 
ay mind, If they want to give a fair trial to anybody, regardless of who 
he nay be, they should take the time, or forget about it. It brings to qr 
mind that there uniat be conn reason why the Supreme Commander laid down 
rules for not bringing in witnesses. Aside from the fact that the United 
States Is considerable distance away from Japan, I oan sea no other reason 
tlian the fact that they wore afraid there would be no identification of 
the accused by the witnesses—thus again denying the accused the right of 
onoes-eocanlnatian. I an going to take up these specifications as briefly 
as possible. Specification 2 is supposed to be substantiated by Prosecu¬ 
tion Exhibit 2)i t which reoltea that there were two "dlsss Ryes". It 
deaorlbes "Little Qlass Sye" as being 5 feet 5, 135 pounds. Who is "01ass 
Bye?” Is he this accused here? There is another over there Just about 
the sane oise. We can sea from these Japanese here In tbs courtroom, those 
photographers, for instance, that there aim sight or tan man that have 
glasses on. There has been no evidanoa showing that ha has a glass eye. 
Identification, gentleman, is the thing in this case. The only way is to 
put somebody on the stand to point him out and say "You did this to ms." 

That is the only identification. Regarding the rest of it, tho descriptions 
all tho way drrwn through vary from 5 fast to 5 fast 6 or 7, and the weight 
varies from 125 pounds to XU5 - That is the description of the average Japa¬ 
nese, as you have observed—5 feet to 5 feet 5) they are all of flight build. 
Now, regarding Specification 5 and Specification 6, or the two bastings of 
Vigil. Prosecution Exhibit 6 refers to it, describing tho man as "Qlass 
Eye", stating that he didn't know his dm. When he describes one of the 
beatings, the one on June 15, he says that he was not hurt. Gentleman, 
if ho was not hurt, there oan't be much complaint, because most of these 
affidavits shew that whan an alleged beatings took plaoo somebody got 
hurt. As to Specifications 7 and 8 regarding the abuse of American and 
British prisoners of war, In that there was misappropriation and withholding 
of supplies, I call your attention to the fact that the reason far our 
motion in tho beginning to make than more spe oiflo was Just exactly what 
we have now—somebody made a blanket statement that Homebody withheld 
supplies. We don't know whether it was one carton of oigaimttoa or one 
package of cigarettes, or what it was. Ws don't know whether it was Red 
dross supplies. All you have is the mere statement of Kolilis) and you 
have to read an swi\il lot into it to get out of it tho facta alleged 
in the specifications, lie was in charge of Red Gross supplies, that la, 
somebody by the name of "Tehloia San" was in charge of Red Cross supplies . 
for s period of time. He withi toId supplies and food from prisoners. 

What supplies? Red Gross supplies? rood that the Japanese Government was 
supposed to give them? Or what? You have got that controverted by Prose- 
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aution Exhibit 27, whicn soya that the ja^uu*M took a considerable 
portion of the 't*i Croat supplies, Ho does not rsmtiom that the aocuned 
took itj ho says that "the Japanese took it." He soys "In hovwpber, lytili, 
a shipment of 'uni Gross supplies arrlveu at Siteushine Gsrap end no issue 
see node therefro n by the Japan cure until the 25th of deoamber. lyliU." 

In otiter aroma, they gavs then a Christmas present et that Una. He 
says ho saw them looking American cigarettes and eating butter and obese*. 
He doesn't say they took thee out of the supplies. ".Subsequently the 
jepanoae held an assembly" about 10 days after Christmas "to reward the 
noet diligent workers, at ahioh time the remainder of the Red Cross ship¬ 
ment ares uiatributed." Withholding it for 10 days or 15 days is not rtiet 
was intended by this at all. That is not Riegpproprlating, that is net 
withholding. There might hero been eons reason for withholding supplies 
for e few days, how, his complaint is this, that he got only one can of 
beer. 

Mow, gentlemen, the first spud fleetion is the one that Is by far the 
no at serious. The prosecution hap charged in this that somebody by the 
naee of "Glees Eye," in conjunction with several others, beat e soldier 
named Teeo ‘ with ropes and clubs, thereby resulting in hie death." leu 
have got to show that death wee caused by this beating. They hove intro¬ 
duced a death certificate. In questioning tbs medical officer who testi¬ 
fied, they tried to show that he didn't see Tees. He testified that be 
didn't so© any bruised bodies there or anything alee. Near, the Jmortoan 
doctor testified that beating night have caused his death. Anybody knows 
that if a sun is in a weakened condition that might have caused hie death 
or it eight not have caused ids death or contributed to the cause of hie 
death, lie sd^ht have bear, so far gone that Just touching him would cause 
his death. The question, geatlomai, is whether this accused has bean 
sufficiently identified us being the nm who did those offenses. The 
descriptions all tho way through era so vague, they have not put e witness 
in here on the stand to put the linger on thin iu*nj tni we plead for you 
gentlemen to use cootwon sense and knowledge in ..rowing your own oonelueioa. 
7ou know tne descriptions of the Japanese as given. They con take wit¬ 
nesses to the United states for trials, they can witnesses In the J’hllip- 
pinea, but lor acme r«a,son Urey can't bring a witness here to identify 
this accused. I want all icons facts and clrcunstoncna, gentlemen, to 
be considered by you. . hat weight to give the evidence—It is the con- 
ton tier of the defense that titero Is no evidence Imre other than a certi¬ 
fied copy of a death certificate saying that tne fo Idler died of sou to 
enteritis, we cos.tend that tha»o affidavits are not oow^tont evidence 
in any court outside of this Ceailsslon nere, with the rules of procedure 
laid down that wouldn't last five elnutus anywhere else—they wouJUn't 
have dared to bring a cans to trial without a witness. Gentlemen, I wee 
assigned to try thin case as defense oounsei, t: same as you gantlemsn 
were assigned to alt on the court. I have tried to try it aocordi^ to 
mist i xnuw as a lawyer, with all the rules thrown out the window. It 
is for you gentlemen to decide nhetiwir the prosecution in tills oan© has 
unde a prime facie cam against tnls eccuaed—not against the Japanese 
nation, against tnls scouted If you, am r»«eonoblu wen, believe not, 
than you are parfeotl/ Justified under tne rules, in brl Ing a finding 
of not guilty.

You ought to find 
out frua the witnaao the tine that ha heard of thaao beating", fix 
tha tine if you can, and than refer your queationa to bin. 

Vi. Whan did you hear of tike so beatlnga that took plaoa In tha early part

A. I heard about it quite recently, Juet before I waa to appear hare. 

<4. Did you at mxy tine that you were at tha oaap hoar of my boatinga 
that took p l ao a against prisoners of war? 

A. Z don't rananbar tha tlaa but I have aeon prisoners of war being 
beaten. 

DKFTOSKt Juet a uinute, did ha aay beating or slAppli*. There la quite 
a distinction there. Will you aak tha question please? 

<4. Did you aay beating or slapping? 

A. 1 uald baatlng. 

INTftfUWOTRt If it plaaaa the oaaaiaslon and both sides, 1 would like 
to apacify tiiat whan ha uses tha word • prisoner' or 'beating' or 
things of that sort there le no diatinotion between the singular 
and the plural. If I translate it as singular or plural eoaetinea, 

I am Just interpreting it to the boat of ay ability* 1 may be 
wrong, because there ia no diatinotion in tha Japeneae languaga. 

HUSIDBfTi You night aak hi* how aany tinea. 

DSFENSKt If tha ocenisaiun plaaaa, I wonder if tha proaaoution and tha 
dofonae oould have a consultation with tho interpreter on what tha 
particular Japanese words naan. 1 think there la a aleunderatending.

otarifiad on tha oueation of thla word 'striking*. He said in tha 
tradition and ouston of tha Japaneaa '.rmy whenever a aoldlar oeaaaita 
an error or violatee any regulation, he la atruck aoroaa tha faoe. 

The hajor's quoation wasi "!Hd you over aee any beatings?" I had 
to translate that word •beatinea* into tha mama word that he uaea 
for 'striking aoroaa ttw face'. It la one of those things Ln 
the language where the word can mean alther way| and I did not 
realise that ha understood, wore or leas, slapping for striking. 

Major, did you naan by*beating* a savers striking, a severe punish¬ 
ment? 

iTOftUUTICMi Ky beating,* I oean severs striking. 

IAK USMHUu I suggest you rephraao thu question and oak hla. 

BiTKRWST^i The witness euye that along that line probably ev er yone in 
the interment caap, probably sons of thee wore than, others, haws 
struck the prisoners. If 'striking* no ana hitting across tha faoe 
or slapping aoroaa the face, then he thinks all tha guards and 
unploy sea at thu prisoner of war oaep has dona that. Ha naeed all 
those people and than he explained that point. 

DSTHHSBi Did he make any notion or gesture when ha said that? 

TXrr. TCTT-Ki Yes, ha opened hie pale, and ha soldi "If you mm that, yea". 

rWEilDKHT (to Interpreter)! You ought to give a literal translation. 

JLAIT l£j£££.i He prosecution nay proooed. 

i. Did you ever eoe a prisoner of war knocked down by any of tha guards 
or oilier employee at the oeep? 

A. 1 don't know whether the prisoner fell or whether he was knocked down, 
but l liave anen in the case whero the prisoner of war waa struck and 
went down ortho ground. 

4. Do you know who did tills? 

A. Kujleoto. 

(*• That la lujieoto'a first naee? 

A . Takeo. 









Q. Do you know anyone ftlae who struck a prisoner of war and knocked hla 
downY 

a, Nobody else at Mltsushlma. 

Q. Do you remember whether there was any trouble in the camp with American 
prisoners steeling food or Red Cross supplies? 

a. Yes, there was a case. 

DEFENSE: Excuse me, Is that the correct answer? 

INTERPRETER: The exact answer is: "Yes, there was." 

Q. When d&d you hear about that? 

A. At the time It happened. Therefore, I think it was in the early part 
of 1943. 

Q. Do you know what was done to this prisoner at that time? 

A. I don't remember. 

PROSECUTION: No further questions. 

REDIRECT EXAMINATION 


Questions by defense: 

<1. You named Tsuchlya as one of those men whom you had seen strike prisoners 
when you were asked that question by the Major. Did you mean by 'striking', 
a severe striking, or the blow you illustrated with your open hand? 

A. I named him with the Idea that striking meant the customary Japanese 
Army's way of punishing prisoners by slapping. 

Q. Do you know the Japanese Army's customary way of slapping? 

A. Yes. When I was in the active service in the Army, I was etrtck many 
times feu* any little error. On the field I have also seen a battalion 
commander being struck with a whip by the regimental commander; and I 
believe that because of all this, it is the custom and tradition in 
the Japanese Army to slap. 

RXCROSS EXAMINATION 


Questions by prosecution: 

Q. Did the custom exist at the prisoner of war camp to use clubs and whips 
in beating prisoners of war when they were punished? 

DEFENSE: I would like to make one objection to the question because it 
does not adhere to the witness' statement. There was no mention of 
clubs or whips. 

L&W MEMBER: Objection sustained. If you want to go Into tl>? question of 
whether there was any striking in the prisoner of war camp by clubs 
or whips, ask him In a direct question, not in an argumentative form. 










PROSECUTION: I will withdraw that question. 

q. Vill you state to the commisolon whether prisoners of war were punished 
by beIns struck with clubsf 
A, I don't remember. 

q. I will ask you to stato whether It was customary at this prisoner of war 
cai^>, at Mitsushlma, to punleh prisoners of w a r by striking them with 
knotted repesT 
A. I don't recall. 

q. I will ask you to State whether it was customary at this prisoner of 
war camp, at Mltsushlaa. to punish prisoners of wav by striking them 
with rubber shoesT 
A. I don't know. 

PROSECUTION: No further questions. 

DEFENSE: No further questions. 

PRESIDENT: The commission has no questions. 

There being no further questions from thd commission, the prosecution 
or the defense, the witness was excused and withdrew. 

DEFENSE: If the commission please, we should like to Introduce Mr, Jlke 
latanabe whoa we would like to hare question sur next witness. Mr. 
Vatanabe speaks no English, so it will be necessary to retain the 
services of the court interpreter, 

LAV MEMBER: Tory well. Mr. Watanable will ask the question in Japanese 
to the witness, and the official interpreter will translate It into 
English for the commission. The Atness will then answer the question 
in Japanese, and the lntdrpreter will translate that into English 
for the commission. 

Toehikl Matsusaki, a witness for the defense, was then sworn as 
follows and testified as follows, through the court interpreters 

questions by prosecution: 

q. Do you swear that in accordance with your conscience you will tell 
the truth, that you will hide nothing and you will add nothlngT 
A. Tes. 










Q. Do you understand the meaning of the oath that you hare Just given to this 
conmlsslon? 

A. Yes, I understand. 

Q. Do yen understand that If you do not tell the truth hefere this commission 
you nay he prosecuted hefere an American court and that If you are found 
guilty, you nay he suhjedt to fine and Imprisonment? 

A. Yes, I understand. 

State your name, 

A. Yeshlkl Matsusaki. 


DIRECT mMINATIOH 


Questions hy defensei 

Q. What Is your address? 

A. Hagans Prefecture 

Q. Hare you ever worked In the Mltsushlna prisoner of war camp? 

A. Yes, I have. 

Q. Prom what date to what date? 

A, From 26 November 1942 until 4 Septeaher 194§. 

Q. What was youx duty while you were working at the Mltsushlna prisoner of 
war camp? 

A. I was a civilian attached to the Army. 

Q. What was your actual duty there? 

A. I was a guard. 

Q. De you knew Tsuchlya? 

A. Yes, 1 know Tsuchlya. 

Q. Was Tsuchlya working At the Mltsushlma prisoner of war camp at the time? 

A. Tsuchlya came In later than I did te this prisoner of war camp. I don't 
remember the exact date, hut It was In December. 

Q. What was Tsuchlya's actual duty at that prisoner of war camp? 

A. He was also a guard, the same as I was, and concurrently he held the 
duty of clothing supply section. 

Q. What was his attitude toward his tasks? How did he perfern his duty? 

A. When Tsuchlya first came In It was also the time that the prisoners were 
coming In, and there were many sick patients with large Intestinal 
troubles. 

DEFENSEl If the commission please, X will ask those questions In detail 

later. All I am Interested In at the present Is to find out whether he was 

faithful In his duty. 

Q. During those tines were there any prisoners who disobeyed the guards or 
violated the rules In the prisoner of war ceqp? 

A. There may have been some prisoner of war who did not understand the 

language and may have violated some of the rules. But I do not remember 
any prisoners who outrightly disobeyed or violated the rules. 

Q. Were thaam cases of slapping of the faces by the guards of the prisoners? 

A. There were cases when the guards or the soldiers and non-commissioned officers 
who were dispatched to that place for duty — there were cases when they 
did slap the prisoners of war. 
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<1. I want to make that point very clonr. When you referred to theee soldiers 
And non-commissioned officers who were dispatched to the camp for duty, 
do you mean that they were soldiers, enlisted men? 

PROSECUTION: If the commission please, I object to the form of that 
question. It is putting the answer into the mouth of the witness. It is 
also argumentative. 

LAW MEMBER: Ho, I think the question may stand. 

Q. Were those dispatched non-commissioned officers and dispatched guards 
civilians or were they military personnel. 

A, The dispatched non-commissioned officers wore enlisted men, and there 
were civilians attached to the Army. 

Q. Is there a custom in the Japanese Army that a superior officer may strike 
his subordinate with open palms, or slap him? 

A. Tee. 

Q. Do you know an American prisoner at Kltsushloa camp who was called 
Robert Teas? 

A. If I saw a photograph of the prisoner I could identify him, but I do not 
remember now. 

Q. Is the reason that you do not know the names of those prisoners because 
of the fact that you saw numbers across their chest or on the prisoners' 
clothes instead of namesT 

PROSECUTION: Wo object to the form of that question. 

LAW MEMBER: I think the question is leading, and probably should be 
reframed. Just ask him the reason that he does not recall the names of the 
prisoners. 

Q, You do not seem to know the names of the prisoners, but do you know 

whether either Teas himself or someone you think may be Teas was struck 
in the Mitsushima camp? 

A. I have not heard of it or seen it. 

Q. What was Tsuchiya's attitude toward the prlsonerst How did he treat themT 
A. He was very diligfcnt. 

Q. Do you know that one of Tsuchiya's eyes is artificial? 

A. Yes, I know. 

Q. What was the reason thrt Tsuchiya had to have an artificial eye; what 
cause it? 

A, I heard that he hurt his eye in the China incident when the fragments of 
a hand grenade got into his eye. I also understand th't he received 
fragments inside his body. 

While you were working at Mitsushima camp have you ever seen the wounds 
on the body of Tsuchiya? 

A. Yes. When Zttook a bath with him I saw those wounds. 

PROSECUTION: If the commission please, we do not like to object to 
questions too often, but it appears to me that this is going a little too 
far. We cannot see the relevancy of these questions. 

LAW MEMBER: I think the defense probably has in mind to show that the 
wounds suffered by the defendant were not caused by the American forces. 

Is that the intention? 

COL DICKINSON: If it please the commission, I believe the defense counsel 
is trying to show that the defendant had such disabilities that he could not 
have inflicted the beatings with which ho is cahrged. 
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LAW MEMBER: Objection overruled. 

q. Which wound would you say was the worst? 

PROSECUTION; If the commission please, I don't think this witness le 
qualified as an expert on wounds to state which is the worst. 

LAW MEMBER: Objection will he sustained. The witness may be asked to 
describe the disabilities of Tsuchiya, if he knows. 

q. What were these wounds on the shoulder that you saw? 

A. I heard that there was a shell fragment in it. 

q. De you know that many prisoners of war hare died in Mltsushlaa camp? 

A. Tes, I knew. 

q. What was the time that most prisoners of war died? 

A. There were relatively many deaths from January to March in 1943. 

q. What was the date when the first prisoner of war came to Mltsushlma 
prisoner of war camp? 

A. I believe it was 24 November 1942. I was not there then and I am net 
positive of that date. Excuse me, I heard thft it was 16 November. 

q. Did these prisoners of war come in ill to the capp or did they acquire 
their illness in the camp? 

PROSECUTIONt We object to the form of thmt question.. No foundation has 
been laid to show that the witness has knowledge of this. He has stated that 
he heard of the date when these prisoners arrived at the eanqp. There is 
nothing to show that he was qualified at the time to determine whether they 
were ill or not. I think there should be some foundation first. 

LAW MEMBER: I think the question may be answered. Objection overruled. 

q. Did these prisoners of war come in ill te the camp or did they acquire 
their illness in the camp? 

A. I heard from a prisoner of war who spoke a little Japanese thAt the pri¬ 
soners were loaded on a ship in such a large crowd that they had virtually 
no place to sit; and mapy prisoners contacted illness aboard the ship. 

q. What was the food supply situation in Reference te the prisoners? 

A. At first because of the bad liaison between the army and the camp seme 
one type of food would come in loads; the other would not come in. They 
had trouble, but eventually the liaison became good and all sorts of 
food came in in large amounts. 

q. What were the comditlons after the early part of the canqp? 

A. This conditien of abundanoe prevailed until the beginning of this year. 

But starting this year the food shortage became acute all ever Japan; and 
although they had most of the main staplee, things like meat and vege¬ 
tables and other auxiliary foods were not abundant; and the Commandant 
of the camp and also all the employees there troubled themselves to get 
more food, 

q. Did or <dld net Tsuchiya help out and faithfully and diligently engage in 
procuring these foods? 

A. Well,.. 

PROSECUTION: We object to that question. 

LAW MEMBER: On what grounds? 













PROSECUTIONt It la suggesting the answer. 

LAW MEMBER: Will the Interpreter tell Mr. Watanabe that the objection is 
sustained! Instead, he may ask the witness what Tsuohiya did in reference to 
the food situation, the procuring of food for the prisoners of war at the camp. 

DEFENSE! I withdraw the question. 

Q. Now in connection with the procurensnt of food and the supply of food to 

the prisoners of war, what did Tsuohiya do, or what part did he play in thief 
A. Mitsuahima is located at a plaoe where the transportation constitutes a 
great problem. Tsuohiya, in the procurement of food, himself went and 
carried meat hack and forth on his shouledersi and if there was no meat, 
he carried hones hack and forth the distance of ten rl, which is shout 
twenty-fire miles. Also, in the question of vegetables, Tsuohiya not 
only worked with the rest hut he was a leading figure in starting 
gardens on the empty lots, and we had more vegetables. 

Q. Now, in his particular work of clothing supply, how did Tsuohiya work? 

A. Mitsuahima campves near the hydro-electric plant out there, and the labor 
details out there could wear only their tahl shoes, only for three or 
four days, which was rough on the shoes. The wear and tear was tremendous. 
Tsuohiya took care of the main camp; he would, take the stuff there and 
other places and exerted his effort in procuring more clothing and eleo 
if that wasn't possible, he would then repair the worn and torn clothing. 

Q. Did you ever have any relatinship with Tsuohiya after you left 
Mitsuahima camp? 

A. We did not even exchange post cards. 

CROSS EXAMINATION 


Questions by prosecution! 

Q. What was done to a prisoner when he violated the rules of the cajq>? 

A. There was one case of a prisoner of war stealing into the warehouse full 

of Red Cross supplies. He was caught and the senior officer and the 
Commandant conferred with each other on this and they decided to swat him 
on the buttocks. Everybody swatted him once on the buttocks, on the 
rear. 

Q. Was this the general custom of punishing the prisoner of war who violated 
the rules and regulations at Mitsushlma? 

A. I don't know whether or not that was the custon; but I believe that it 
was the decision reached by the senior officer at the place and the 
camp commandant. 

Q. While you were at Mitsushlma in the early part of 1943 did you hear of an 
incident in which an American prisoner of war who was accused of stealing 
Red Cross supplies was punished and beaten? 

A. As far as I can remember there were cases of such nature, but I do not 
remember the date or whet year it was. 

Q. Do you remember how these prisoners were punished? 

A. Both times they were punished by the method I have Just mentioned. 

Q. Did you ever hear of an incident where a prisoner of war was punished 

by being beaten with clubs and knotted ropes? 

A. I did not see it. I heard of it, but did not see it. 

Q. Do you know who did this beating with clubs and knotted ropes? 

A. All the prisoners of war struck ths offender and it was ordered by the 

overseer, the commandant of the camp. 
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Q. Do you know who thlo prisoner of war waoT 

4* At present, I do not know. I have forgotten the name. 

Q. Do you know what resulted as far as death Is concerned with this 

prisoner of war? 

DEFEN SI: If the oourt please, X object. 

PROSECUTION! I will withdraw that question. 

Q. Do you know whether or not this prisoner of war died! 

DEFENSE t Obviously he did not know what happened to him. 

LAW MEMBERl He may answer It. 

A. What do you mean by 'this prisoner of war'! 

Q. I mean the one you described as being beaten by other prisoners of war. 

A. I do not believe that he died. 

The commission then took a reoess until 1330 hours at whioh hour the per¬ 
sonnel of the commission, prosecution end defense, the accused, the reporter 
and the Interpreter were present and resumed their seats. 

Toshlki Matsusakl, a witness for the defense, was then recalled to the 
stand, reminded that he was under oath, and testified as follows through 
the official Interpreter! 

Questions by prosecutioni 

Q. While you were on duty at Mitsuehiaa did you ever hear of any prisoner 
being beaten; that Is, struck with fists by any guards! 

A. I have not herd or seen the case of any prisoner being struck with fists. 

Q. While you were on duty at Mltsushlm camp did you ever hear of any oase 
where a prisoner of war was struck by guards with clubs! 

A. No, I have not. 

0. While you were on duty as a guard at Mitsushima camp did you ever hear 
of any prisoner being struck by guards with sticks! 

A. No, I do not. 

Q. While you were on duty as a guard at Mitsushima did you ever hear of any 
prisoner of war being beaten by guards with ropes! 

A. No, X did not hear of It. 

Q. While you were on duty as a guard at Mitsuehiaa did you ever hear of any 
prisoner of war being beaten by guards with wooden slippers! 

INTERPRETER! Do you mean wooden clogs or any specific slippers. There 
are no such things as wooden slippers or shoes. Do you msan those things 
that the Japanese wear in the street, split in half at the toes! 

PROSECUTIONI Yes. 

Q. While you were on duty as a guard at Mitsushima did you ever hear of any 
prisoner of war being beaten by guards with wooden slippers! 

A. No I did not. 

DEFENSES I would like to have one point olarifled, a point which wes 
testifed to by the witness under Cross Examination. 

LAW MEMBER! Do you mean by further questioning of the witness! 










DEPENSE: Tea, air. 

LAW MEMBER: You nay ask the question and we'll deoide if It is permissible. 
REDIRECT EXAMINATION 


Questions by defense: 

0* You testified in your testlnony this morning that the prisoner of war who 
stole from the warehouse was punished by being struck on the buttocks 
with a stick by other prisoners of war. and that this punitive measure 
was decided upon by a consultation between the commandant of the camp 
and the senior officer. Who is that senior officer? 

LAW MEMBER: He may answer the question. 

A. This senior officer was named Hewitt. 

Q. Is he an American officer or whr-t officer was he? 

A. He was an American officer. 

Q. Was he a prisoner? 

A. Yes, he was a prisoner of war. 

INTERPRETER: If it please the commission, the witness has just volunteered 
that he hae thought it over and that he recalls the oaee of a prisoner of 
war being struck with a stick. 

PROSECUTION: Does the commission desire that I ask the question again? 

IAW MEMBER: The witness has volunteered that etatement. It was not made 
in response to any question put to him. If you wish to examine him on that 
you may proceed. 

RECROSS EXAMINATION 


Questions by prosecution: 

Q. Will you state what you know about thle incident where a prisoner of war 
was struck with a stick? 

A. It was last year 1944. I do not remember the exact date. The man who 
struck the prisoner of war was Captain Nakajlma. 

EXAMINATION BY THE COMMISSION 

Q. With reference to the prisoner of war who was punished for atealing, how 
many American prisoners of war were involved in the physical punishment 
of that priaoner of war? 

A. There were about two hundred internees at the time, and about half of them 
took part in it; about one hundred. 

Q. Was this prisoner of war stripped prior to thie punishment? 

A. I did not see the incident. 

INTERPRETER: If it please the commission, the witness has voluntesred 
something else. He says that there was a case of three prieoners of war who 
were out on detail, and who were obviously not doing their share of the work* 
and inasmuch as the prisoners of war were sworn to abide by the rules and 
regulations of the camp and to work as hard as they could, the camp commander, 
the director who came to inspect these workers took a stick and hit these 
prisoners on the head. He says, "Ping, ping". I don't know how hard that is. 
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At the request of the commission, the court reporter read from the reoord 
that portion of the testimony of Yoshikl Matsuzakl, witness for the defense, 
in whioh it was testified that the accused carried food "back and forth the 
distance of ten ri, which is about twenty-fire miles." 

There being no further questions, the witness was excused and withdrew. 

Tomatsu Klmura, a witness for the defense, was then sworn as follows 
and testified as follows, through the oourt interpreter) 

Questions by prosecution) 

0. Do you swear that in accordance with your conscience you will tell the 
truth, that you will hide nothing and you will add nothing? 

A. X do. 

Q. Do you understand the meaning of the oath you Just took? 

A. Yes, I understand. 

Q. Do you understand that if you do not tell the truth before this commission, 
that you may be prosecuted before an American court and, if found guilty, 
you will be imprisoned or fined? 

A. Yes, X understand. 

Q. State your name. 

A. Tomatsu Ximura. 


DIRECT EXAMINATION 


Questions by defense) 

Q. What is your address? 

A. Nagano Prefecture, Shlmoina County, Ichlda Nura, Oaea Yoshido. 

Q. Were you working at Mitsushima prisoner of war camp? 

A. Yes, I was working there. 

Q. From what date to what date? 

A. From 10 December 1942 to 3 December 1945. 

Q. What was your duty during those times? 

A. I was a guard and also supplies) that is, work involving food supplies. 

Q. Did you know Tsuchiya while you were working at Mitsushima prisoner of 
war camp? 

A. Yes, I knew him. 

Q. What was his attitude towards his duty? 

A. I believe thathe executed his duty faithfully and well. 

Q. What vae Teuchlya's attitude toward the prisoners of war? 

A. Tsuchiya was engaged in work involving clothing supplies, and I believe 
that he worked impartially and fairly. 

Q. Were there casr>a where prisoners of war violated the rules of the camp 
or disobeyed orders? 

A. There were many cases of that. 

Q. In such oases what sort of punishment was meted out at the camp? 

A. Whenever a prisoner of war committed any crime or violated the rules, ths 

Judgement was handed down by the director of the camp. 

Q. Do you know of any cases where prisoners of war were punished by these 
Judgements? 

A. I saw two or three oases where the offenders were placed in fonflnement. 
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Were there eases when those who were working at the prisoner of war camp 
personally meted out punishment to the prisoners of wart 
A. Because each of us was responsible In our particular division of work 

when there were offenses which did not merit the decision of the director, 

Z believe that there were oases when individuals working at the camp 
meted out personal punishments. 

Have you seen such cases yourselfT 
Tes, I have. 

What was the case aboutt 

It le the custom of the Japanese military life that personal punishment by 
slopping is a common thing, and of course It Is only natural that the In¬ 
dividuals may take this punishment out on the others. It all depends on 
the individual to see if he can repress those feelings for meting out 
the punishment he has received up to now. 

It it customary in the Japanese army for the superior officers to punish 
his subordinates? 

Tes, and even in the cases of barracks-mates or tent-mates having committed 
a crime. I have experienced the case where we were all punished indiscri¬ 
minately. 

How many instances of having been slapped in the army can you reuemberT 
I don't remember the exact number of times, but there must have been at 
least ten cases of such things. I would like to add that I am in the 
Transport Corps, in the Japanese Army, and I have only served two 
months in the Army, and those ten times occured during the period of 
two months. 

Do you rameaiber a prisoner of war then in Mitsushima prisoner of war oamp 
by the name of Roberto TeasT 

In the main camp at Tokyo and also at the Mitsushima oaftp the prisoners of 
war had numbers attached to them. They were called by numbers, so I don't 
recall the names. 

Although you may not remember the name, do you remember a prisoner of war 
wo often stole things? 

I don't know. 

Do you remember the time Tsuchlya was granted a leave to go back to his 
home to get married? 

Tes, I know. 

When was this? 

I don't know the exact date, but I believe it was in March 1943. 

<4. Did many prisoners of war interned in the Mitsushima prisoner of war 
cp.mp die? 

A. Prisoners of war began to come into Mitsushima c^mp in the latter part of 
Hoveifcer 1942; from then on until March of 1943. I believe there were 
many deaths of the prisoners of war. 

4. How about the death rate after March or April of 1943 in comparison with 
the death rate up until then? 

A. It diminished greatly. It decreased greatly. 

q. Do you know why it is that the death rate decreased after March or April 

of 1943? 
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PROSECUTION! We object to that question. 

LAW MEMBER I He may answer It. 

A. I only heard this from someone In the medical eection, but there were about 
two hundred and fifty who were Interned In the MltsushlmA prisoner of war 
camp at first and most of the two hundred and fifty were patients! and I 
believe those who died by March and April of 1943 were those who suffered 
from colitla. 

<1. You said In your testimony that you were handling food supplies. Did you 
personally handle food supplies! 

A. Ho, I didn't handle them directly. 

Q. If you say you didn't handle them personally, what do you mean! 

A. The food supply was conducted in accordance with the regulation from 
the army. We had five prisoners of war acting as cooks, and I was 
in charge of them; I was supervising the cooks. 

What was the food situation then in regards to the amount of food given 
to the prisoners of war! 

A. From the beginning of the camp until and all through 1943 the food, the 
amount of food, that was supplied by the army, although not overabundant, 
was quite sufficient. But in 1944 the food shortage became acute all 
over the country, and the director and all the workers exerted their 
efforts in procuring food, going as far as twenty or fifty miles dietenoe. 

Q. Did Tsuchiya cooperate in this task of bringing or hauling foodstuffs 
for such distance! 

A. Although we were working in a different section, I know that he cooperated 
with ua whenever he found spare time to do so. 

ft. What were the main articles of foodstuff that were procured at such a 
distance from the prisoner of war camp! 

A. Because my section was small, our section only went as far as Ido which is 
a town north of us and which taken about two hours to : go to and back; and 
wo collected mostly articles containing fat. 

ft. What sort of treatment did Tsuchiya make regarding the supply of clothing 
to the prisoners of war! 

A. Because of the type of work that the prisoners of war performed, leather 
shoes were considered dangerous and tabl shoes were used. However, the 
wear and tear of the tabi shoes were so extreme that the Mitsushima 
camp was reprimanded by the main camp for its excessive demand for 
repair materials. But every effort was exerted to insure safety for 
the prisoners. 

DEFENSE! If the court please, may we have a five minute recess! 

The commission then took a recess until 1500 hours at which hour the per¬ 
sonnel of the commission, prosecution and defense, the accused, the reporter 

and the interpreter were present and resumed their seats. 

ft. Where were you when you received a summons to qppear before this military 
court! 

A. I was at my home. 

ft. Did you come directly from there to Yokohama! 

A. Yes. 
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CROSS EXAMINATION 




Questions by prosecution: 

Q. Did you ever receive any notice from the Japanese Liaison Committee that 
you were wanted by the Amerloan Army? 

A. I receive notiv drom the police department. However, the contact there 
was very bad, and I didn't know what it was all about. All I knew was 
that the order said to appear at 8:00 a.m. on the eighteenth. 

0. Were you ever notified by the Japanese Liaison Committee that you were to 
be apprehended and placed in Sugamo Prison as a suspected war criminal! 

A. X wasn't clearly definitely notified about that. 

Q. Calling your attention to the answer that you gave to the defense attorney 
I wish to remelnd you that I am asking you about the time previous to the 
time that you were requested to attend as a witness in this case. 

LAW MEMBER: What is the purpose of this cross examination? 

PROSECUTION: This man is one of those who was charged jointly and the 
defense has brought out the point that he was not incarcerated, that he waa 
at home at the time he was called here to testify. We want to show why he is 
not in prison at the present time. I will withdraw the last question. 

LAW MEMBER: Tou may proceed. 

Q. Will you state whether at any time you received notice from the Japanese 
Government through the central liaison committee that you were wanted by 
the American Army as a suspected war criminal? 

A. No, I war not. 

Q. Is that the reason you were not apprehended and imprisoned at this time? 
DEFENSE: I object. 

LAW MEMBER: Objection sustained. He could not so state. He does not 
know the reason. 

Q. Will you state whether any prisoners of war have called you by the 
nickname of 'Punk'? 

A. No, I do not know. 

Q. While you were stationed at the Mltsushima camp will you state whether 
you remember hearing of an incident in which an American prisoner of war 
waa charged with stealing Red Cross supplies? 

A. Tee, I know that case. 

Q. When did you hear about this case? 

A. I don't remember the month definitely, but I think it was in 1943. 

Q. Will you state whether or not this prisoner of war was punished at that 

time? 

A. Tea, I know. 

Will you state what punishment he received? 

I think he was confined. 

Q. Was he given any other punishment? 

A. X don't exactly know what this particular prisoner that I have in mind, 
what crime he committed, but when he committed a crime, I heard that his 
punishment was bonded down by the senior prisoner of war officer. 
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Q* That ia not responsive to my question. X asked you if he was given any 
other punishment. 

A. I don't know. 

Q. Did you ever hear whether this prisoner was beaten with dubs and knotted 
ropes? 

A. I never heard about my colleagues doing that, but X did hear that 
prisoners of war had meted out such punishment. 

LAW MEMBER: Will the prosecutor attempt to distinguish between what he 
heard and what he knows of his own personal knowledge. 

PROSECUTION: X don't believe that last answer was responsive to my 
question. 

LAW MEMBER! X think that answers the question. 

Q. Do you remember anything about a prisoner of war being accused of stealing 
clothing from Tsuahiya? 

A. No, I don't. 

'i. Do you know any prisoner with whom the camp staff had trouble in February 
or March of 1943. 

A. Yes, there was one. 

<1. Do you know who this prisoner was? 

A. X do not knwo whether this is the last name or first name, but X remember 
that it was 'Jones'. 

INTERPRETER: If the commission please, it is not possible to determine 
whether the witness means 'Jones' or ^Johns' or something similar. It may 
not be accurate. 

Q. Do you know whether Tsuchiya struck any prisoners of war? 

A. I have sever seen him do it, but X cannot say definitely that anyone will 

not hit, strike the prisoners, because of the Job, the responsibility 
that we have. 

Q. Do you know whether anyone at Mltsushlma, any guards at Mitsushlma have 
struck prisoners of war so hard as to knock them down? 

A. No, X do not. 

Did you ever hear of any guards at Mitsushima camp while you were there 
strike prisoners of wpr with fists? 

A. No, X do not. It was all open hand, open palm. 

Q. Do you know, or did you ever hear of anyrguards at Mitsushlma casp, while 
you were there, that would strike prisoners of war with clubs? 

DEFENSE: X object. That question has already been answered. 

LAW MEMBER: Let us reframe the question. 

Q. Do you remember having heard whether or not any guards at Mitsushima camp 
while you were there struck prisoner of war with clubs? 

A. No, I do not know. 

INTERPRETER: Xf the commission please, I remember a while ago he used 
the term 'olub' and then used the terra stick'.' In the Japanese language 
•club' and 'stick' are about the same thing. It is the same translation. 

X cannot make the distinction. 
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LAW MEMBER I Is there no dlstlnotion whatever! 

INTERPRETER! Well, I could say 'thlok stick' for a club, and Just 'stick' 
In the other oases. 

LAW MKMBERi You nay proceed. 

Q,. Will you state whether or not while you were a guard at Mltsushlma camp 
you ever fay or heard of guards striking prisoners of war with sticks! 

A. No, 1 have not. 

<i. I ask you to state whether or not while you were a guard at Mltsushlna oamp 

you ever heard of guards striking prisoners of war with knotted ropes! 

A. No, I do not. 

4. I will ask you to state whether or not while you were a guard at Mltsushlma 
camp you ever herd of guards beating prisoners of war with rubber shoes! 

A. No, I do not. 

Q. I will ask you to state whether or not while you were a guard at 

Mltsushlma camp you ever heard of guards lining up American and British 
prisoners of war In ranks, making then stand opposite each other and 
slap or beat each other until they were permitted to stop by the guards! 

A. Yes, I heard once about It. 

When did you he»r about this Instance! 

The early part of 1943. 

Do you know who the guards were who did this! 

I only know that I heard that such a case happened, but I do not know 
who ordered It or who did it. 

EXAMINATION BY THE COMMISSION 

With reference to the American prisoner of war who was >unlshed by other 
prisoners of war, did you see this punishment take place! 

No, I did not see it. 

Do you know how many prisoners of war were involved in this particular 
punishment! 

Do you mean those who meted out the punishment or those who took the 
punishment! 

I mean those who meted it out! 

I only heard that such a thing happened, but I did not see It and I do 
not know. 

Did you hear what from It took! 

I heard that it was a thin stick. 

Will you describe what you mean by 'stick' or 'thin stick' 

I did not see it, so I do not know. Because my oolleague was Involved 
in it, I do not think that It was such a heavy stick. 

What do you mean 'your colleague was Involved'! 

I mean that the colleagues of the prisoners of warj that Is, fellow 
prisoners of war were hitting each other, so I feel that It could not 
have been a big stick. 
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Q. Was this being done by order of the camp commander or were the prieonera 
of war voluntarily administering thie puniahment! 

A. I heard that this punishment was decided upon by the senior prisoner 
of war officer in the camp. 

Q* Was that customaryT 

A. Ho, Z never heard of that. 

Q. Is that the only time that you know it occurred? 

A. Yes, it is. 

Q. In your testimony you stated that the prisoner** of war violated many 
orders, is that correct? 

A. Yes. 

What orders do you personally know they violated? 

A. For instance, some of the prisoners cut with knives or sharp instruments, 
deliberately out their shoes; and there were those who would not work 
peacefully under their supervisor. 

What others? You said many. 

A. For instance, the prisoners had striot orders on sanitary measures? 
they were ordered to wash their olothes and some of them did not 
keep up with the washing laundry. 

0* Wow, you have also stated that heads of departments had authority to 
slap individuals in that department, is thAt correct? 

A. Ho, wo were not officially delegated with the power to punish by slapping; 
but we are only mortals and not great men; and wo tend to mete out those 
punishments that we ourselves have received in the Army. 

Q* Them for any offenses committed by the prisoners of war, you could take 
it upon yourselves,, officially or otherwise, to mete out punishment. 

LAW MEMBERl The question is argumentative. We can ask him if they 
took it upon themselves. 

There being no further questions, the witness was excused and withdrew. 

DEFENSE; If it please the commission, with respect to the prosecution's 
exhibit number 13, I should like to offer an addition. At the time it was 
introduced there were eliminated for the purpose of the record a number of 
names. In the light of the answer given by the wltnees who has Just left 
the stand on cross examination regarding the name of the prisoner of war 
with who the camp had trouble —* he had said that the first or last name 
was 'Jones' — I think it should be made to appear that Inolosure 1 of 
froseoution Exhibit No. 13 Includes the following names of prisoners of war 
at Mitsushlma camp. 

PROSECUTION; The prosecution has no objeotlon. 

LAW MEMBER; You may call the attention of the court to such other 
portions of the inolosure that you wish. 

PROSECUTION; If it please the commission, we would like to ask that 
all of the names be admitted. 

LAW MEMBER; The complete roster of prisoners of war at Mitsushlma 
prisoner of war camp will be entered into the record; that is, the inolosure 
to the proseoution's exhibit number 13. 
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DIFINSli It It pleas* the commission, the defense has no other witnesses 
exoept the aooused. We should like to have hla testify at some length| and 
inasmuch as time would not permit at this time, I move that the commission 
adjourn until Monday morning. At that time we should he able to prooeed 
without interruption. 

LAW MEMBER! This commission will adjourn until 0900, Monday, 24 December 

1945. 

The commission the, at 113o hours on 22 December 1945, adjourned to 
meet again at 0900 hours on 24 December 1945.

rtUttiUUITt Very well. 

The Commission then took a recose until 1330 hours, at whioh tiae the 

personnel of the Commission, prosecution and defense, end the accused, the 

reporter, and the interpreter resumed their seats. 

PRESIbfcMii olnce it appears that the tine'requested by the prosecution and 
defense will Inks up the afternoon session of the Coanlsslon, the Commission 
will upon conpletion of arguments retire in closed session to oonslder its 
decision. At that tiae the personnel of the prosecution and defense, re¬ 
porter, and interpreter will be excused. Tne Conmiasion proposes to 
announce its decision in open court at 1000 hours, Thursday, 27 December 
19U5, provided a decision uas been raachod. At this tiae all personnel 
will ba present. 

Oral arguamts were aade by the prosecution and defense, as follows> 

PROSECUTION i If it please the Commission i 

Before I discuss the law and facta of tnie case, 1 would like to express 
to th© Commission tits appreciation of the prosecution of the manner in 
whioh tne Commission uas cooperated with and assisted the prosecution 
in pro son ting this case for trial. It has been rather difficult for the 
prosecution to bring before this C omnia si on all of the evidence and to 
present it in e manner that was proper and legal, in view of the fact that 
this was the first time in the history of our military Jurisprudence that 
a case of tide nature wee being tried before e military conn lesion) and 
tne prosecution appreciates ths consideration and forethought, the Justice 
that this Commission lias shown in the hearing of this case. It ia alee 
an example of what ths United States can do in giving Justice to a sub¬ 
ject of a conquered people, and it has shown to the world that it is 
possible for a military conmiasion to hear a case and try it on its merits. 

In opening ay argument to this Cam! as ion, I wish to call the attention 
of the Comiseion to a few questions of law that may be of aeeietanoe in 
nelping to determine what the problems ere in deciding the case of a 
person tried os a war criminal, and alas in deciding ths facts that are 

involved in this case. 
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First of all, I wish to call to the attention of the CornuaaIon Field 
Manual 27-10. On Page 16, paragraph 70, heading "Definition" i "Except 
ae otherwise hereinafter indicated, every person captured or interned fa j a 
belligerent power because of the war is, during the period of such capti¬ 
vity or internment, a prisoner of war, and is entitled to be recognised and 
treated as such under the laws of war." He then go on to page 17, paragraph 
731 "In power of enemy power) treated with humanity) reprisals prohibited. 
—rriaonera of war are in the power of the enemy power, but not of the 
individual* or bodies of troops who capture them. They must at all tinea be 
treated with hinanity and protected, particularly against acts of violence, 
insults, and public curiosity." Reading further, on pago 30 of the Rules 
of Land 7arfaro, part of paragraph 119 on page 30j "Any corporal punish¬ 
ment, any imprisonment in quarters without daylight, and, in general, any 
form whatever of cruelty is forbidden. Collective punishment for individual 
acta ia also forbidden." These paragraphs which I havw Just read from the 
Rules of Land narfare, to my mind nakc up the Rules of Land narfar* which 
should be ccusiderod by you in determining whether or not this accused, from 
the evidence which wo have produced before this Cemslseion, has oommittad 
a violation of such rules, and thus has been rfiowi to be guilty of war 
Crimea. 

To bring to your attention the further fact, that if In your delibera¬ 
tions you have come to the point where you think that he ia guilty of such 
violations, then it would be necessary for you to determine the penalty. 

For lust reason, I wiah to call to tho attention of the Commission the 
following, from page of the Rules of Land Warfare, paragraph 357 » "War 
crimes subject to death penalty.—All war crimes are subject to tne death 
penalty. Although a lessor penalty may be imposed. The punishment should 
be deterrent, and in imposing a sentence of imprisonment it ie not necessary 
to take into consideration the end of the war, which does not necessarily 
limit the imprisonment to be Imposed." ka I said before, this paragraph 
may become important to the Comalsalon if, in its opinion it shall decide 
that this man, this accused, le guilty of the crimes with tfiiah he is 
charged. 

The charge, in particular, against this accused la that he committed 
brutal atrocities and other offenses against certain prisonera of war. Urn 
nave alleged in tne specification# that he, with six other juarde and other 
personnel at tuis prisoner of war ewap of Mltsushima, brutally and unmerci¬ 
fully beat and killed, on or about March 5th, 19U3, an American prisoner 
of war by the nmae of Private Robert Teas. He have also alleged in an 
additional specification that this accused beat and tortured another American 
prisoner of war by the nane of 'ergeant Lundquiwt. ife have also alleged In 
one of the specifications that this accused beat with clubs, hoards, and 
fists, Private First Class Fred L. KolilLe. m havo also alleged In one of 
the specifications that this accused wilfully and unlawfully beat with his 
fists and with a rubber shoe on privnte /leant* B. Vigil on two different 
occasions. It is also alleged in one of the specifications that this 
uccussd did wilfully and unlawfully abuse and mistreat American and British 
prisoners of war by forcing them to fom two linos or rank* and then slap 
each othar until he permitted than to stop. These are the rulea of land 
warfare which ww say the accused did not comply with. We have sworn evi¬ 
dence before this Contission to prove beyond a reasonable doubt that this 
accused is guilty of every one of tne crimes with wuich we have cnargod 









In ay closing argument I Intend to diaouss the evidenos Unding to ahmr 
how wo liavs proved osch specification and ohargej but at this tins I merely 
want to discuss one other phase of law that may bo* of assistance U you in 
dote mining the question as to the responsibility of an accused when he caa- 
raite a crime jointly with other individuals; and, of oourse, that probli is 
involved in Specifications 1 and 2, because we have charged in these two 
specifications that this accused oomitted the offense in conjunction with 
other individuals. It can be noted as a general rule that a person engaged 
in the emission of an unlawful act is legally responsible for all the con¬ 
sequences which naturally or necessarily flaw fron it, and that if he combines 
and fader a tea with others to accomplish an illegal purpose, is liable orlmi- 
nally for everything done by his confederates in tbs execution of the ocanon 
design. This rule applies even though the accused was absent at tbs tins of 
the commission of the particular act in question. It is on this principle 
that whore we have persons combined to asks m attack upon another and la 
furthoranoe of this union design one of them kills hla, all era considered 
guilty of ourder. In tha oase of State V. Franc is, 1$2 South Carolina 17, also 
reported in 11*9 Southeastern 346, 70 AUR 1133, it is stated that all persons 
present at, concurring and participating in soma evert aat in the commission 
of a murder are squally guilty aa tbs one rtio struck the fetal blew and it need 
not be shown that there was m actual verbal agreement to stand by and aid ana 
another. A person who is present at and aiding and abbetting in s felonious 
assault, even though he is not guilty of actual vielsnss toward the victim, 
is nevertheless held orlnlnally responsible. Certainly, where one Is present, 
as happened in this case, and actually joins in the violence, he is a princi¬ 
pal. "Thus, where a witness testified that after one person had struck the 
deceased with an Iron bar he him self stabbed hla, the oourt held the witness 
to be an aocmplieo of the aooueed." The statement I hare node is from lldtugh 
v. Stats, 75 Vexes CR 137* "ifcene one is present and participates in tbs tea* 
alas ion of s crime or does some act In furtherance of the omaaon design, ho is 
a principal. 1 This citation is from 11* Jmsrlca? Jurisprudence, Criminal Law, 
Section 87. Also, People v. Marx, 291 Illinois "And one who is partici¬ 
pating in and encouraging the coil as Ion sf m unlawful aot can sot escape full 
responsibility by quietly withdrawing from the scene. Thus, it seams that one 
who joins in the unlawful besting, abuse, and torture of another man can not 
escape full criminal responsibility by contending that he did not continuously 
participate in the lnoidant, or in oase of death, that he himself did not 
strike the fatal blow. He is liable for hie on sots and the eats of his 
partner in owine."—Boyd v. United States, ll*2 U.8. U50. 

It appears to the prosecution that these points if lav are the points 
that will assist the emission in determine the responsibility ef this 
accused; and I reserve the right to discuss the ewidenoe in my dosing argument. 

LAW kill HER: Major Oaf fan, tha Coil salon would prefer that the prosecution 
would present their argument on the facte; then the defense would have an 
opportunity to mswer that mid you have an opportunity to an seer the defense. 

The principal purpose of tbs argmsnt is to assist the Commission in a fair 
determination of the evidence, and we think that would be a more orderly 
prooedure, and it would bs of mors assistance to the Commission. Are you 
ready to proceed with the facts? 

PftOnKGUTIONi Tee, sir; 1cm proceed. 

If it please the Commission: It appears to the prosecution that this is 
s very oimplo case of violations of the Rules of Land Warfare. lou gentlmn 
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have heard tlm evidence that au bssu presented to you during the past Sevan 
or ei^it dgya. For that reason, I shall not go into ovary iota or aaintilla 
01 ovidonoa that haa boon road through affidavits or has boon pro son ted by 
the witnesses on the stand. However, there are a few outstanding points 
that I would like to bring to the attention of the Cotmisaion in oonaidarlng 
this case. 

It ia the theory of the prosecution in tide oaae that we have under 
Specification 1 a charge that the accused with six ether guards end other 
employees at Mitsushima Coop had started on a systematic procedure of perse¬ 
cution of an American prisoner of war. 2h# s video os shows that private Teas 
was a person who was giving the Japanese guards same trouble, toother it 
was wilfully or not—there ia some question because soae of the evidenoe 
saye that Teas was a kleptomaniac, and, aa we all know, that is a item of in¬ 
sanity) and if ha was stealing because of that disease it was not his fault, 
no was not doing anything wrong, anything that he oould control—but it dose 
not make any differenoe whether ho was violating a rule or regulation of 
the caaqp wilfully or whether he was doing it because ha had a mental disease) 
the point ia this, that these Japanese guards ware hawing trouble with him, 
and they ware going to got rid of hla in some way or ether. 80 they started 
out to get rid of him, to exterminate him, because they felt that that wme 
the only way to got him out of the way so they wouldn't here to bother with 
him and ham any more trouble. The evidenoe shews that at vartsue times, 
whenever these guards oould find any pretence or excuse, they would start 
beating him. If necessary they would beat him with fists. If opportunity 
sue available, they would boat hla with knotted ropes, olube, etioke, any¬ 
thing that was available) aid tin person too was one of the principal leaders 
in trying to extominate this Merloan prisoner of war was the aoouood etas 
ie being tried before this Comieeion. The evidenoe clearly to owe that ha waa 
one of the ringleaders. Let us take the statement of Snodgrass. Hero we 
hove evidenoe toiah specifically telle ue that this ac cu sed, Tsuohiya, 

"Little Olaes Eye," was the man too eaa in on the beatings, he was the one, 
with one ot two of the guards, too pulled him out, took hla outside, beat 
hla up, knocked him dom, pulled him up again, knocked him down, end con¬ 
tinued to beat him) and later on, toon ho took him book into the building 
toiah he oslls the barracks—toe testimony is that ths barracks aid hospital 
waa one and the sane building, so that ia toe building that Snodgrass and 
the other witnesses are talking about. And then, after he is taken back 
Into ths hospital again, Tsuohiya and Xotoisawa, and tee others continue to 
boat this Private Teas) and tores or four hours later Teas dies. 

Of course, tola accused states that lie doesn't know anything about it. 

Ho states that ho never heard or doesn't remember m hear loan prisoner of 
war 1 laving been beaten in such a uuswar. But let us take the statement of 
bqundron Lender Or ant. too ie telling tlw truth about it? Lot ue see if 
this accused ia telling the truth about that. Or ant says that on Uaroh 3 
of 1?U3 he went to discuss the matter about Teas, ha went to Yotoisama mvt 
told him tost Teas was a kleptomaniac and ho stood him to see to it that 
scue hospital treatment should be given to Toes, end he tnoutfit it would be 
taken euro of, but to<n he came book he found to his surprise that Totolaawa 
and tola accused—of course, the name la spelled with an " 8 "—"Suchiyah", 
but he also refers to him as being one of the supply men, and toe evidence 
has shorn that Tsuohiya, aa part of hla duties, was in the supply division 
—they were in there trying to got Private Teas to oenfeas that ho had 
stolen a shirt, and toen tnoy couldn't get him to oonfess, Xotoisawa had him 
stand up on hla bunk and Tsuohiya boat him over toe lie ad with knotted ropes 
and Xoshlsawa struck him in the stomach with a club. Xhsy did that for a 
while, and finally, after drmt intervened, they stopped, and (hay took him 






outs ids and left him outside for an hour and a half in tha cold, frigid 
air. 

Gentlmun, I say that tharo is no quastion but that Tsuchlya sas there, 
that ha was tha person and certainly one of ths principals in trying to 
exterminate this Private Teas, and this was one of ths tines that ha had 
occasion to boat hln to such m ax tent that lstar on Teas died fron tha 
injuries. It ia rather strange that no witnaaa that tha dafanaa has pi—sd 
on ths stand, including ths sscusad, sen rsnsnbar anything shout this inci¬ 
dent. Let us take tha statements that have boon introduced before thin 
Commission. life will find that thsra are 19 eta tenants either sworn to or 
unsworn or in tha fora of reports which tail about the beating of this 
Private Taae. It 1s true that all of these st*tenants do not go into all tha 
foots surrounding ths incident, but 1st us tatao the a tat went of Snodgrass, 
Exhibit 3) of Oavord, Fxhibit Uj ttson, Miiblt $J Marble, Sfcibit 6j Mol- 
laid, Exhibit 7} Dunn, Exhibit 8j Caapbell, Exhibit 9} Vallerga, Exhibit 
lOj Hasson, Exhibit llj Pratt, exhibit 12j dory. Exhibit 13) Ovpp, Exhibit 
1U) Hewitt, Exhibit 15* Faulkner, Exhibit 16) 3off, Exhibit 17| Fields, 
Exhibit 18) Unis, Exhibit 19) Foil, exhibit 20) Qrant, Exhibit 28. All sf 
these sta tenon to have sons reference to this story, this incident, whioh 
appears to have been the outstanding incident that occurred in this easy as 
far as the death of an American prisoner ia oonoemed. 

ftisn wo consider that of the mnbor of Americas prisoner a of war, who 
wore listed in one of the exhibits whioh la in evidence before the Cfilaalon, 
which lists approximately 80 or 81 n— ami if you will exoapt Qrant, too 
is » Englishman, you have tostlaony from 18 of the Asexlean prisonars of 
war. This number-is rather a substantial paroantaga of statements from 
American prisoners of war who had bean prisoners in this osmp) and doesn't 
it seem conclusive that from this percentage there isn't one too doe—'t 
mention ths story about teas, toils, on the other hand, these Japanese wit¬ 
nesses and ths accused, too were there In caap, evidently doing their duties 
and having access to the whole eamp end knowing what was happening All 
around the camp, and certainly being able to tell whether sene thing unusual 
occurred at this casp—there lai't one of then who has said anything to 
this Comission about rone mb# ring such m incident. I leave it to tha 
Conmiselon to determine who is telling the truth In this matter. Is it the 
American prisoners of war, or is it these witnesses who have appeared in 
person before this Comission? 

ftiore has also been some question that has been raised as to whether or 
not this accused is ths person too actually was present at ths time that 
tnese incidents occurred. It ia true that we do not have the 
witnesses here to stand up and point to this aooused owl say "That is the 
man," tut we do have the statements fron these witnesses, and their state¬ 
ments are just as good aa if they were here. Of oouree, they can't point, 
but they can describe the individual, they con call him by nose, they em 
give you enough information to show that the man of whom they are speaking 
is the accused too Is on trial before this Commission. Let us take, for 
instance, in tho st a tenant of Snodgrass, Exhibit 3* He refers to ths person 
who was involved as "Tsutchla", called "Little Glass Eye". Oavord, in Exhi¬ 
bit U, although Ik- does not call him Tsuchlya, calls him "Little Glass Eyw." 
Qrant refors to him as "Sutoiywh". Tieon, in Exhibit 5 , refers to this 
accused as "Tacee", called "Little Glass Eye." Marble, in fehlbit 6, refers 
to the accused as "Little Glass Eye." Hewitt, in hie statement or report, 

In Rxidblt 15, calls I dm "Little Glass Eye," Tsuchlya run. Goff, in Exhi¬ 
bit 17, refors to this accused by the name of "Tchchla", tolohevor way you 
desire to pronounce that—it probably is Tsuohiya. Thsra me have several 
witnesses who oartainly identify, rnaeaber "Little Glass *• boing 
vutoljM arid as being the individual too is being tried for this offense 
mad as being the Individual who ocraitted these offenses. 






I will now continue with the evidence as to the additional specifications. 
The uvioenoe as to Specification 2, in connection with tha injuries, the 
beatings to Sergeant Lund quiet, is shorn by the otetsasnt in whioh he says 
that ha beat him on the faoe—he was beaten on the face, ha was bruised, and 
nis face was ssollsn. He was also tortured, whioh was one of the allegations 
of the specification, by being forced to stand naked at attention, and the 
reaeon for tnie puniajusent was that a friend had taken fire guard duty for 
hi* end when the Japanese icund out about it this aeoused beat and tortured 
Lundquist for violation of tnia rule* 

As to Specification J, the evidence shows that Kelilla was beaten. Ha 
oaat hie ana slapped nin when he tried to turn in somout clothing aid shoes 
for sxohange. He sre told by the witnesses for the accused and by the 
accused hiaaeif that he was very considerate of tha prisoners of war, he 
brou£it thaa food, and he took a are of their clothing when they needed ltf 
but here la ai oxaapxe where a prisoner of ear comes to hia to exchange his 
wornout clothing and shoes, and what liappens? Instead of being oondLdorate, 
tills accused beets hia up, beats hia with wooden dubs, with boards, aid with 
hia flats. Would you oall that an exmple of oonsldsratensss and being inter¬ 
ested in the welfare of the prisoners? Of course, tha aoeuaod denies all of 
this, but hare again is a statement by an American prisoner of war, and dion 
he gave tide statement there was no intent to uso that against any epeciflo 
individual, it was not suggested to hia that an investigator was trying to 
build up a oase gainst a nan by the iubc of Tsuohiyo—thia was Just a state¬ 
ment of fact, a statement as to what had occurred—and It so happens that 
after all the evidence was gathered, after all the statements had bean gotten 
to get tier, It was found that this accused was not a nan who was Interested in 
the welfare of the prisoners of war? but, on the other hand, he was a wan, as 
one of the statements says, I think it waa tha statement of Oeorge fell, he waa 
a man of sadistic nature, he enjoyed cruelly, aid he an joyed seeing American 
prisoners of war suffer in agony and torture. 

In bpeciflcations $ and 6, in whioh it is alleged that there were beatings 
of Vicente Vigil, we have Vigil'a abatement in which he aays that in 3eptm- 
ber, lyUJi, this accused beat hia about the face with fists and with a rubber 
ahoe for about 15 minute a, that rda nose hied, that his face becane swollen 
und red; and in Specification 6 he nayv that he was beaton for about $ minutes 
for dropping rice. It is true he also says that he was not Injured very much, 
or he didn't suffer any injury, but just imagine being beaten fbr flee minutes 
with fists- The prisoners of war iad already become so accustomed in this 
omnp to all types of cruelty and beatings that they already said that if a 
nai just best than fbr five minutes with the fists on the face, "that is not 
being struck badly, that it not giving me very much injury." hit that, in 
itself, a!»owe a severe beating, and certainly, in Specification 5, where he 
was beaten for about 15 minute* until his nose blod, until hie face was 
swollen—you can rest assured that that was quite a beating and quite a let of 
torture involving a lot of suffering for a man wno la beaten in that Manner. 

In Specification 7, the evidence rtiowe without question that in January and 
March of l&5|thl* aoeuaod, who la referred to as "little llasn tye", and 
"Sir Olass hjye" forced kaerlcsn and drltish prisoners of war to line up and 
beat each other and then these two Japanese guards, this accused and "Big Olass 
Bye," went up and down the linos *nd beat these men while they were standing 
in line. A-;aln, X any is this an exmple of consider at«r.ess end looking out 
for tne welfare of prisoners of war? Doesn't it show again that wtim Pell said

in hie atataaent that Tsuohiya, "Little G1 m» Eye", «u a man of aadiatio 
nature, ha had at tad him up properly ami ana tailing the truth about it, aid 
that when theee witnesses got on the stand and a aid "Ho, Teuehiym wm a a won¬ 
derful parson, that lie was a fine indivl dial," that they ware not tailing the 
truth to this Ooreiiealon? 

It would appear to no that I -ould go on and discuss this evidence at 
threat length, but you have hoard the evidence, and there la no question hut 
that the prosecution has ahom heyoml a reasonable doubt in the minds of any 
of you from all the evidence which it has produced that this aooueod is guilty 
upon every one of the specification* and on the charge of violating the Hulas 
of Land Warfare. In date mining the prnialty to be tmpo&«d upon thle acoueed, 
let ua consider the fact that tills (tccuoed r «s unit tied such atrocious crimeej 

let ua consider the fact that this American priaoner of war, who, when he 

surrendered and waa captured at Satan in April of 19i*2, and thought that he 

wee entitled to the rights of a prisoner of war aa guaranteed to him by the 

Geneva Convention; ami if, whan no surrendered aa he did, he had m idea in 
his nind that he would bo mistreated in arch a manner, you esn reet assured 
that lie would nover have surrendered, but would have died on the battlefield 
fighting for his life. Here we have «i accused who took advantage of a defense¬ 
less prisoner of war, a person who could not protect himself in any wqr, per¬ 
secuted, beaten, and tortured until finally death cose as tbo only relief for 
his agony and suffering. I say that thin accuaed should be punished aa wm 
exprossod in the words of Primo illnlstar Churchill's speech in the House of 
Comans on the dth of Septmaber, 1&2, in which he assured the world that 
"those who are guilty of war crimes will have to stmd up befbre tribunals in 
•very land where their atrocities have bean oesroitted in order that an lndslihl* 
warning may he given to future hjcs and thdt successive generations of ran 
Tfiay say 'so perish all who do liks again,'" With thie in mind, I ask this 
COHPilseion to Impose upon this accused the penalty which I rood to you a few 
moments ago, the penalty of death for the crimes which he occnittad. I would 
like to conclude with a statement that waa made by our late Coen mrider-in- 
CUief—it was really a Joint statement of loose volt, Churchill, mid ittalin 
wnich was and# on the 12Ui of November, 19li3, in which they stated that "swat 
assuredly the three Allied Power* will pursue thaa"—speaking of the war 
criminals—"to the uttermost ends of the earth, aid will deliver them to 
their accuser in order that Justice may be done." 

DKPKfiS'Et If it please the Canmissiom 

The Issue now before this Commission la whether the weight of all the evi¬ 
dence which i ae been submitted by both the prosecution and the defense has 
carried the burden of proof wnloh Is upon the prosecution of establishing the 
accuaed as the mrni 4>o comiittod tbn offonsea charged against him and set 
forth in the specifications. The position of the defense is that it does 
not, and I propose. In respect to the prosecution'i argument, to point out 
In shat particulars, praoioely, upon careful analysis of the evidence; and I 
bolievo fimly that upon like consideration by this Connisslon tho acousod 
will have no loss reason than the prosecution to appreciate the fair adralnle- 
trntlon of Juatloe by this Coords el. on. 

Tiic cnnrje la that the accused as violated the Rules of Land Warfare; 
ana the six remaining specifications set forth specifically the particulars 
in which tne accused is charged with such violation; and it is those 
offenses which the curden ie upon Urn prosecution to have prow. If the 
Comiealon will permit mo, 1 will briefly recapitulate those. 


be is scoused, with others, of par ticdLpatLng in the beating and killing 
of private Teas by brutally beating hln with knotted rapes snd clubs, which 
resulted In his deaths the first m& «*t serious offense charged. The second 
specification is that he brutally beat and tortured one ^ergemt Oerald John 
Lundquist. The third, tnat he beat with dubs, beards, and flats Private 
first Class kelilis. The fifth—the fourtn naving been dlmis s ed that he 
beet with his fists and a rubber shoe one Vicente Vigil. The sixth, another 
offense maab is alleged as having been oomitted against Private Vigil, that 
he wilfully and unlawfully oeat hia. The seventh, that he wilfully aid unlaw¬ 
fully abused end wis treated Ser lom and Jriti ,it prisoners of war by waking thas 
face and alsp eaeh other. 

Mow, the burden is upon uu prosecution to hays ustablldiodthe ocronigaion 
of those offenses by the evidence ifcloh nee been suhnitted. I will leeve 
aside for the nanont for future oo>«ideration before 1 conclude the question 
that is to be considered by the accused's admitting that he tied beaten pri¬ 
soners of war iu the camp for reasons width lie assigned in not only tlie 
specification* which hove beau considered the leaser offeneee, if the Ccmnie- 
sion regards Uieu as lesser offonaoe, but the others. The question isi "Has 
tin prosecution pro von by weight of the evidence my of the offenses set forth 
in the six rwaaining specific aliens?" 

it is proper first to advert again to the objection advanced as to the 
character of evidence submitted by the prosecution. 3e recc jiise they have 
been admitted into evidence. The question is their weight and value se evi¬ 
de noe; end 1 will souaarlso briefly those objections to the affidavits In 
ciiaraoter, and tales thaw up ..idro particularly with respect to ti» specifloa- 
tiona to whidi they relate. KLrut of all, X will repeat that naay are 
totally irrolovant, asny aiw founded on hearsay, nany are aribiguoua, com fused, 
some atace con dual on s for which there has boen no opportunity to ascertain 
the basin, because, as Major Jeffon has aptly painted out on several occasions, 
the absence of the affiant oak.es it impossible to examine him upon hie affl¬ 
ea vlt. Many of th«w oonillct not only with the staUment of the affiant, but 
the affidavits conflict with each otuor; and we outwit finally that, they fail 
as auostsntiai evidence either to contact the accused with the offenses charged 
or to sntMbliah tnat ho coemitted thee; end particularly the conflict of teeti- 
rvony of witnesses etc have submitted themselves to the Con&iskLon and have 
been subjected to cross-exasinetion in addition to their direct examination. 

I wight quote briefly for e noesnt iron Major Oaf fen's argument during the 
course of this trial wnen questions arose regarding the admission of these 
affidavits. As X rememoer, they were that when time liberated prisoners of 
war were being rusned hows, as wsxl they sd.fr t be—a prisoner of mar wtx> had 
been beaten ana aistreetea or oiw wta had been well treated, would be eager 
to be returned none—uut, ea no said, they were interviewed very horriedlyj 
tray tried to interview us uany ee possible as they wore returning from these 
dnt>ot.3 to tne united btau»s, lacy wanted to question as umy as possible; 

Hu, oi oourse, os quo. tio a*.ul res oUaliilstored to the liberated prisoners of 
war by uanj varyluj; cousai salons und officers designated on the spot, they 
were not being ta*.en specifically iu preparation for the trial of the case. 

'Therefore, hardly sore need be aaid liian oo point out t.’*o complete lack of 
safeguard to assure one accuracy uf otaUsawit* wnich altered Into each cffl- 
devit, tne absence of wiy assurancu trial tnat interrogates or that affiant 
was coMpelled to so arc, i a is roooliec lion. 

In titalin.: a conclusion he was obviously not asked to state the haste for 
hi a conclusion nor woe he required to cheak oars fully in his wind, although I 







don't for m ■fit doubt tike sincerity of any Affiant as to the atatenant node 
in hie affidavit, out wnsn one affiant states that on event occurred in 19U2 
ana oahers in l<dt3—disregarding variations in months—and yet another in 
1VU5, it is perhaps more Ut«m typographical errors. Xou can't blaaa a rum 
who ia eager to get hone if he answers questions hurriedly* 

Kay I point out that of tuc six renalning specificatione, only one, the 
first, U« most sui'xous, ia supported by more titan too affidavits. One «ped- 
l’luation, dumber 7, is supported by two. The remainder rest ;**n the single 
affidavit of one witness, how, we don't know now many prisoners sere liberated 
from Utis uanp—there were at various times 100, 200, perhaps 300, possibly, 
all being interrogated as they passed through the depots for return to the 
United tatea. we uon't < not*—perhaps toe statements of others of these man 
wore screened, peruaps their statuewnts were tnrosn aside as valueless beoause 
the oo.itainau no allegations of violation of the Rules of Land Warfare. 1 do 
not think this statement of the alleged beating of Teas by same of the guards 
was a major event in tne matters uontionsd throughout all of the affidavits 
Submitted hers—>1 will nave to make s minor restriction—19 of the affidavits 
or some 20 refer to the Teas incident, but while we are drawing inferences, 

60 , parnsps ldO—the inference is even permissible if we assume that 200 affi¬ 
davits—mess no reference to it rtatmoevsr. Of oourso, thane affidavits refer 
to tie* beating, or they wouldn't have been offered in evidence; otherwise they 
mould have uorae no relation to the evidence in this onse. 

Let me deal first witn the minor specif ications—the allegations in Speoifl- 
a a Lions 2, 3, £, o, and 7* The first of these, the seoond specif ioatioo, rests 
upon the affidavit of uorgesnt Lundquist. He is the only affiant, he has no 
corroboration, and ns isoontradiotod by the positive denial of the accused, 
corroborated by the otnsr guards wiio appeared hsrs and took the staid. Lund¬ 
quist, in iiis affidavit, indicated that he himself brought upon him self some 
punisiuasnt, that he was ausent without leave from duty, aid that ho was 
pmushed far that. If ue violated the regulations, if he neglected wosk, the 
orders of ute c«mp were tiiat any prisoner do disobedient should be punished. 

He claims tuese beaters were "Big diass rye", "Little dimes Eye," the inter- 
preter, ».ma m have reamed from other souroes was Toshiiawa, and the guard 
nick rowed by the prisoners as "The Punk." 

Mow, 1 ask you to reflect upon the accuracy of memory of a men interrogated 
as to what xn partiouisr was dons by fbur aen. Tbs degree of participation 
by tills accused because •« ia named—not "Tsuohiya", but a man whom he idsn- 
tifies by a physical onaracteristio, a glass ays. Ho wakes no ldentifloatlom 
of the accused uy run#. Thinking back, almost the only means of oailing an 
individual to one's recollection is a physical characteristic, and a man with 
a glass eye would oe expected to come to one's memory fairly quioltly. The 
prosecution will say "fnere was a 'Big dimes Eye' and s 'Little aisss Eye.'" 
iUey are uoth noitionsd hers. Tne re is an affidavit in evidence which mentions 
still a Liird man witn a glass eye. 1 don't know whether there were three 
btenj Uie only witness** wno took the staid said there were two, but shall the 
prosecution auunit onxy its evidence wnioh pertains to "Little aisss Eye" be¬ 
fore tide Commlssion—shall some of the evidonee be oonsldwrsd, and that whieh 
weakens its (.use oe disregarded! There has been no opportunity to cross- 
wxtrain* Lundquist. He is not svailsbls. Tsucniya says that ho can not recall 
tin itnu* of Miy prisoner of war. He makes categorical denial that he boat 
any prxeaier of ear witn any weapon, alub, rope, stick, or fists. He minite 
til si ne ties slapped prisoners. 






Lpecifioatlon 3 la the KOlilie beating. Her* again, the only evidence 
for the prosecution is the affidavit of Kolilis# Exhibit 25* Kolilis aaya 
that "Tehicia San, a former sergeant, beat me, slapped me, with dubs# boards, 
fiats." In connection with Kolilis# Although again the witness was not pre¬ 
sent in oourt, It is quite proper to challenge the credibility of hia state¬ 
ment. It was upon Kolilis' affidavit tiet the proeeoution baaed tie allegation 
that Troclviya boat Major Cory# Aid no uora affective contradiction to that 
statement— 

PROSECUTIONi wait just a minute. We object to that in connection with Coary. 

That specification uas boon ruled out. 

LAW MUUiEK: He may continue. 

DEFENSE i The allegation has been dismissed, but the affidavit of Kolilis std 
the affidavit of Major Cory remain in evidanoa, and it was upon the Kolilis 
affidavit that tho allegation of a boating administered to Major Cory na 
predicated, although Major Cory# who rsnsmhorad tho oast# and made a report# 
and a an tinned the instanoa of his own beating after s general complaint to 
the International Had Cross# specifically named the Sergeant Major Michiehita, 
who waa nased this morning# aa the man who aArinistored that basting. 

Dm fifth specification and the sixth allege beating attributed to the 
accused against Private Vigil. They alas depend solely span Vigil's own 
eteteeont# uncorroborated by any other* Mow# Vigil does not i d e ntif y tho 
defendant# ha does not even attempt to call tho perpetrator of tho offonoeo 
charged by tho ease of "Little (Hass Bye"# he says "(Haas Mf beat ms." 

Mow# we know there were two guards with glass eyes. If wa advert to tho 
document which the prosecution proposes to have aooepted—Private Vigil re¬ 
calls that it was his right sys whiefa was glass# although we knew that Tsm- 
chiya'e waa the left. Ha states that ha had silver teeth# aUtoou^i m know# 
as the oo c ueod opened his mouth this msming# that hs had geld fillings. X 
mention these things only to show the f01 lability of r ecall o s t lon| sad la the 
absence of positive identification, tho prosecution fails to carry the h a r de n 
of proof. 

The aost Important single sffsass alleged against ths asaussd is partiei- 
pation in ths bashing shioh was ahrtalstsrsd to a Private Tea* in ths ttUeu- 
shlaa Caap# leading to his death# according to tho oanaensue of statmmto# 
in Maroh# 19ii3. I think there were 19 affidavite# er affidavits and uaawora 
atatenants introduced in evidanee by the psosesation which relate to that 
Incident. The issue befere this Comet salon, however# is not Aether Private 
Teas died or Aether hs died Atom that beating# but Aether Tsuehlya# this 
accused# beat that prisoner m*d by such beating contributed to cause his 
death. 

Now# let us flrat scrutinise the evidence offered by the prosecution. 

A. *in, it is wholly affidavits. The affidavits Aich have bean admitted Into 
evidenoe oust properly be analysed# weighed# and considered before this Com¬ 
mission can roach a conclusion. Tan affidavits relate a beating given at 
one time or another to Private Teas. In the entire affidavits of Gasp boll# 
Number 9; Vallsrga, Exhibit 10j iTasaon# Exhibit 111 Holland# Exhibit 7J Cupp# 
Exhibit Hi) Pratt# Exhibit 12) 5Ais# 19) Field, 18) Faulkner, l6j there is 
no mention of this accused by noma, do script ion, or the use of the phrase 
"Little Qlasafye". Thera la nothing in those affidavits Aich oonnoct tho 
accused with my beating of Private Teas at any time. The affiant Ooff, whose 
affidavit is Exhibit 17# relates throe beatings allegedly administered to 
private Teas—one states specifically "the 3d of Jmiuary"—comalt tad by three 
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individual*, "Kormura San, Xenwata Sm, and another." Via the other wo* h* 
doesn't know. One end e half days later, and therefore odviouely not the 
easic incident, tie say* three gourde, for one of whom lie provides the phonetic 
spoiling ‘'Tchchlu'' beet him—with what ie not aentiooed—and tlirew loewater 
on Priveto Teas. The other guards naaod were "Sakamoto, Uirumaohida, assisted 
by Korunura .an." There is no description of the mb idiom he news, either 
as to hoi^it, age, weight, whether they had one aye or both eyes, or where 
tnoy worked or what character of work they did. Four days later he relates 
a third beating sutoinistored, and that third beating he *>eoifically attri¬ 
butes to one man, whoa ha oases as "Kenmera Sen”. That was the heating la 
which the affiant stated that Teas was knocked deal and struck hie heed ea 
the concrete and subsequently died. Of the three beetinge eentloned by the 
affiait ttiloh are laid at the door of this aoeueod, only one oould possibly 
refer to this accused. 

It may be renarked by the Oomiesien that Airing the osuree of the trial 
laaler of tlaes the word "beet” and "ai^” are used. They My he very 
loosely translated from Biglish into Japanese, it wee neehere charged by 
the affiant Qoff that Tauohiya or whoever he w as—if he were this ee o ueed 
administered any blow to Private Toes more serious then a alqp. 

The prosecution in its suaaary of the evidsnoe emphasised to e Marked 
degree ita consciousness of the foot that its chief relieneo to establish 
the offense of the first specification la dependant upon tee atetnssnta, one 
an affidavit and the other an unsworn statenant. They advert to the affi¬ 
davits of Snodgrass and the statement of Squadron Leader Or ant, Exhibits 3 
and respectively. Snodgrass says that at shout February, l$ll*3, ho see 
"a Japanuee by the nano of "T-o-u-tp-o-h-i-a", whoa wo oailed 'Little (Haas 
hjm' and another Jap, whose name 1 do not know but whan we palled 'll vet 
Tooth' beating Teas at the waainstmid outside the barralfu. They ears using 
a piece of wet rope with knots in it, about a> inch thick. The rope wee about 
five or six feet long, but they had it folded several tines.” A eat rope 
five or six fast long end folded several tin e s quite e weapon, e very 
sizeable weapon i The nan could hardly grip it in ens hand. It would take 
at least two hauls of any average nan, let alone a tell one. Thors wee no 
opportunity to interrogate Snodgrass on the aooureoy of hie reeoULeetlon. 
Snodgrass continues that "they tnaa took Teas into the barracks and were 
Joined by two mors Jap army guards, one naeed Xoshiyawa, whom we called 
'-lush Mouth* and the other, whose none 1 do not know, ww called 'Mickwy 
Mouse 1 . He was an interpreter. They continued to work on Teas with the 

rope and also a wooden club about 3 to 3-1/2 foet long, three lnahse thick, 

and dx inches wide.” A ponderous weapon for a am to be b e a t en with die 
received e beating in February and died in March. We have no ehanee to tost 

this nan on the accuracy ef hie reooliection. "This kept up for 20 to 30 

minutes. They wore hitting bin on the head mostly." That affidavit le the 
prosecution's main rellanoe. We have had no opportunity to examine the nan 
who aada it to test the accuracy of hie recollection, to ask hia, aa It haa 
bean remarked before, if this aoeuaed is tho nan whan he was talking about 
and whom ho intended to relate as the wield or of a one-inch rope, five to 
six feet long, folded several Unas, or a dub six inches wide, throe inches 
thick, anu several faat long. when ha ralataa the perpetrators of those 
beatings, he refers to them as "they”, mid ha in his affidavit is speaking 
of s number of people. Squadron Leader Qrwit aada a report of the Teas 
incident in which the only connection with the accused that can be Ibund is 
a nan which is likened by the prosecution to that of the accused. In hie 
own report as it was written out the gelling was "Suohiyeh", although 
others have referred to a man by the name of Taoea, Tsutohia, mid Tchchia 
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—spellings which My or way not have been Intended to refer to title 
eoouaed. It JLo not inappropriate to point eat that In the Hedioal Depart¬ 
ment on the lift of the camp stall idtioh ie in evidence, between January, 

15^3, and June, l?lt3, which i« the very period in which the alleged beating 
and death of Teaa occurred, ( there Is a nodical sergeant whoso name ie 
'dhlohino"; it appears on page 11 of Inhibit 2* 

The proeeoution'a aflixUvits recite oeetioge of Teas wnioh ooourred or 
were said to nave occurred in the barracks, at the wushstond, outeide the 
berreeke, euteide the gusrdhouee, in front ef the edelnletretlen building, 
in the kitchen, in the yard, in the oompound, in the hospital. Beatings ere 
recited beginning on the third of January, 1M3, threughorut that nonth, in 
February, from the early part of February to e epee if ie date, the 27th ef 
February, recited by Sergeant Tlsan, the first of Kerch, 19U3, aeoordlng te 
hratt, followed by jot another fire dare later, according to Captain Hewitti 
and Major Faulkner mentions a coating of Base on the 3d, mod the death oerti- 
ficate ef Twee recites the 5th ee the date ef death. Men, theee beatlnge ^ 
fees related in the affidavit* to dhiah I here Just a dv e rte d do net even, 

Aran the proeeoution'a soundest ease, oooneet this ac c u s ed with weeh of theee 
several beatings. They could not all nave been that c o n f used on dates—ell 
try to tell about the event; and clearly when fane died he hod been beaten 
or he hod suffered at the liande of oany people before his death over a period 
of months; but the burden of the prosecution ie te oannoot the eoouaed with 
this aerie* of beatings, this process of suffering, whloh led te teas' ulti¬ 
mate death; and the affidavits fall so far short of identifying the accused 
me the perpetrator of those offences or connecting bin with then or estebllA- 
ing him as the uan who oeuaed Teas' death, ee a man who boat him with knotted 
ropes or with large dubs, that this specification, ae la the oeee of the 
lesser specifications, falls for leek ef proof. 

1 have not mentioned the oontrediotleu not only by the aseuoed, but pro¬ 
vided farther by the corroboration of nan who not only ae guards oharged

her* ana s*y that Just Because the Japanese Army recognises slapping as s 
punishment tnat It is proper to do no, and that a person vho is guilty of 
sucli alappings has not violated the Rules of Laid .Varfare. 

Of course, ire do not admit that only slapping* took plaos. Our evidence 
h&u whown beyond a reasonable doubt that the type of beatings which took 
place were much stronger sou sore cruel that ordinary aiappings. lie hews 
shorn by the evluonce that the various prisoners of war against whom these 
atrocities were oauaitW by the accused wore beaten not only by fists, but 
by boards, by sticks, by clubs, by wooden shoes, by rubber dioes, sad by 
knotted ropes, as a result of wnich in many oases these prisoners duffered 
severe injuries, and in the case of Teas, resulted in hie oeath. Certainly 
such injuries, such boatings, come in the class ef corporal punishment. 

The prosecution desires again to call to the attantisu of the Ccsuaisalon 
that the punishment wnich should be given should be a deterrent. It is for 
this Coor.is3ion to determine the nature ol the punistaant) and the punishment 
that should be administered in the event that this Commission finds this 
accused guilty should be of such severity as will deter in the future the 
commission of violations of the Rules of Land Warfare idiiah have bean perpe¬ 
trated by this accused. It is the contention of the prosecution that the 
evidence which we have produced during the peat week, that the affidavits 
and statements which we have introduced before this Commission, and the 
additional facts which have oeen produced before you, have proven beyond a 
reasonable doubt that this accused, Tatsuo Tsuchiya, is guilty of violations 
of the Rules of Land Warfare as alleged in Specifications 1, 2, 3, 5, 6, end 
7 , and is also guilty of tnc Charge, in the oass of the United States Qovexm- 
ment against this accused.

RAY FRANC IS GUTIERREZ. bain*? duly aworn, dspeses and a ay a: 

I an a Corporal in the United States Army, ASK 16043903, 
my permanent heme addrese is 831 South Maple Avenue, Loe Angeles, 
California. I completed ten years of education, ad I was a cook 
in civilian life. I enlisted in the United States Army on 
17 inarch 1941, was aent overseas 23 April 1941, end returned 
from overseas on 3 October 1945. I wab a prisoner of the Japanese 
Army from 16 April 1942 until apjroxifaately 8 September 1945. At 
.,he time of my capture on ■ ataan, I war serving as a baker with 
the American juar terms* ter Detachment, Luzon Forces, P.I. 

My major places of imprisonment were Camp O’Donnell, P.I., 
from 16 April 1942 until 10 May 1942, and Cabanatuan Prison #1 from 
16 September 1942 until 15 October 194'i I ;hen sailed for 
Japan aboard a Japanese tanker on 16 October 1942. I was landed 
at Maji, Japan, on 15 November 1942, end was aent to needquartere 
c?jnp, Osaka, Japen, where I remained until 24 May 1943; then to 
Tanagwa; Japan, in the OBe.ka district until February 1945, then 
co Ieuru.,a, Japan : vhere I remained urtll the American*! landed at 
Tokyo, and then I toot off with a ;»roup of 25 other American 
prisoners for Tokyo, Japan, which was aporoximately 8 September 
1945, wnere our party was met by the 11th Airborne Divieion. 

I saw Private Elmoro of the 60th CA, U. S. Army, beaten 
several times during the latter part of 1943 and early 1944 by 
Japanese army and civilian guards at the prison cpmp pt Tenegwe., 
Japan. Elmore bil fered from weak kidneys pnd dysenter**, which 
resulted in involuntar?* soilin'* of his bed. This ceused the 
Japanese prison officials to become enraged and they put Elmore 
in tne *ruardhou8e. While in the guardhouse they beat him on an 
avera-e of three times a week until he was hospitalized. While

X, John M. GALBKATTH, Jr., Major, 0-370923, Inf., now residing at 
133 College Street, New Haven, Connecticut, having had explained to me my 
rights under the 24th Article of War and being duly sworn, so depose and 
Bay: 

1. I v/ae born 19 June 1917 at Palmetto, Florida; graduated from high 
school at High SpringB, Florida, with the Class of 1934, and from the 
University of Florida, Geinsville, Florida, with the ClaoB of 1938, receiv¬ 
ing the degree of B.S.F. I received a reserve commission in the Army in 
1938; wub called to active duty 1 April 194C. I went overseas 9 October 
1940, arriving at Manila 1 November 1940. During th, was I waa supply off 
ic*r, iBt Battalion, 5?th Infantry (PS); was capturec by a Japanese patro. 
11 April 1942 at Signal Hill, Bataan, near Kilomctor 'Co. After taking 
part in the BO-called ''Death March," I was he .d at Cernp O'Donnell, noar 
Capas, P.I., from 22 April 1942 to Juno 1942; at Cabar.atuan from June 194' 
to 5 November 1342; thon at Tanagawa Subcamp, Osaka Irieon Camp System, 
located about 30 Kilomotore south of OsaKa on the We ^ Coast of Yarcato Pen- 
inBula, botweon Osaka end Waxayama, arriving ot the < &rap 26 November 1942 
and staying them until March 1946. I wea ho d at Dht-wa Camp, Osaka Priuc 
Camp Syatom, located between Osa:ca and Kobe, for twe days in March of l r *:' r . 
then wac hold from March- 1946 to 30 Augurn; 1945 at ) uno Camp, Ooalca Frit 
Camp System, located north and slightly west of Osaka in the mountains, ?. 
the location of a Mitsubishi mine. I war th«-,. held at Tsuruga Camp, loo 
atod north of Kyoto, on Teuruga Bay, Japanean Sea, from August 1945 until 
libc-ratod in early Saptombor 1945. Whilo I waa a prisoner of the Japanese 
Army at Osaka Prison Camp area, specifically at the aubcamp, Tnnagawa Pris 
on Camp, from 2 S March 1943 to March 1545, I waa second in command of the 
prisoners until tho fall of 1944 and thon waa commending officer of the 
prisoners, 

2 . In April 1944, a man from the barracks of '-hich I was leador, name 
Ben MAGDON, Privato First Claes of tho 31st Infantry, oscapod during tho 
oarly part of the month. Ihe Japanese caught him cu;sido tho compound, 
brought him back and put him in tho guardhouse whore ho was kept for about 
two wooks. After sov rrl days of this period of intornmont, MAGDON was 
takon to Osaka for interrogation and was then brought back to the guardhou 
in tho compound where ho remainod until about ?.6 April 1544. I n'-vor saw 
Bon MaGDON aftor 15 April 1544 . Whilo MaGDON was in the guardhouse o^tor h 
had been r.oturnod from Osaka, he slipped notoe out of tho guardhouse to no- 
which notm doocribc tho treatment that wae given to MAGDON by the Japanese 
and which notes indicated to me that MaGDON wae tortured by tho Japanoso, T 
hnvo portions of the notes which I received from Bon MAGDON during his im¬ 
prisonment in tho guard hours which I knew to be in Bon MAGDON*s hondwriti 
end in which Bon MAGDON told mo that a Jnpanoeo gua.d nicknamed "THE IMP5R- 
GR" burnod MAGDON* s hr.nds with a rod-hot po.cor. By tho nickname "THE 2MP- 
3aOB," Bon MAGDON meant that ho was burnod by a Japanoso guard whoso Japan¬ 
ese name is TSUDa. 

3 . I am attaching a portion of a note, Exhibit 1, received from Bon 
MAGDON during tho period above describod in which Bon MAGDON told mo how he 
wae burnod by a rod-hot poker, roa&lng as follows: "In Osaka I am standing 
facing tho wall my hands tiod bohind me a bunch of guards talking Tho Ernpo 
or to show off boats the poker rod hot and b*xrns ny hands." This r.ossago 
from MAGDCN I have identified by signing my namo and tho date 8 April 1546. 

4. In tho sane note from Ben MAGDON, roferrod to above, he told no 
that tho Japanese commanding officer, KURANICHI, at tho time Bon MAGDON wrr 
captured aftor his oscapo and at a tine when Bon MAGDON was made to rotrac. 
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tho routo he took when ho escaped, throatonSd to cut off MaGDON's hood with 
a sword which KURaNICHI raised up. Bon MAGDGN wrote ne in this noto tho 
answer whioh ho gave to KU'vJTICHI when he was thus : threatened with bohoad** 
ing, I am attaching hcroto another part of tho noto from Ben MaGDON, Exhib¬ 
it 2, which gives his answer to KURAiTICHI and which roads as followsl "If 
it is God's will that I should dir here I will bo glad to die here as I wisJ 
what God wishs not my will but his will. You cannot harm a hair on my hoad 
unloss it bo God's will, and you can kill mo only if it is God's will#" To 
idontify this portion of tho noto# I havo signed it with my initials and th' 
dato 8 April 1946# I am also attaching tho end of this note including Bon 
MaODOE's signature, Exhibit 3, whioh Trade as followoj "Thank you.

all Amor lean# One New 'Xer.landor camo in tho spring- di’ 1943 and, subsoquen. 
ly in August of 1944, 15CN4)utch. There were, to ^dgin with, only five bar¬ 
racks at Tanagawa, each aboto 6C to 70 feet long,' about 30 feet wido, singl 
story, with tvo docks insidopyTo begin with, *hcro was an avorago of about 
100 non in oach barracks. In €ho officers' barracks, to bogin with, thoro 
woro 160 non. This situation lasted unti^i6 January 1943 whon tho Japan¬ 
oso novod about 125 officors to Zon^suji^ leaving about 350 prisonors at 
'Tanagawa# 


Whon we arrived at Tiy&gawa ^6 Novor.bor 1942, we novod into a 
i camp, consisting of a .very Bnall'qonpound nt that time with tho 
buildings about 12 fqdt apart.

Thoro woro moss tablos all grouped together at which prison¬ 
ers had to sit vofry closely. Tho first sleeping dock was raised two to tvo 
and ono-hnlf foot off tho ground, with nothing but n straw riat over it. Wo 
prisonors had fivo cutton blnnkots apiece, but thero woro far xyom suffici¬ 
ent to Icoop warm, so fiat the prisoners slept with nil. the clotftlpg thoy 
had. As for ventilation, thero wns plonty if the prisonors opened the win¬ 
dows a ad froze to got it. That was n drnv/back. Tho Japanoso wn. tci-.us pri 
sonars to got noro fresh air than wo could stand in tho prosonco of sdnueh 
cold. Tho first winter tho barracks wore unheatod ontiroly. Tho second, 
wintor, 1943-44, we obtainod some heat in that we had what wo callod eawdut 
stoves.

The clincto at Tsnagawa was very Aanp and hunid and Captain CAMPBELL, a fol¬ 
low priemor ..ontioned abovo, rocordod a low of 22 dogroee within tho snail 
hospital r .on locatod adjacent t. canp hoadqunrtcrs during tho first wintor, 
and in this roon, thoy had a snail charcoal brnsior. 

c.\ as f- r sanitary facilities, for the first two ninths wo had no 
ncans for taking baths. The prisoners w ro all the scanty apparel thoy 
-possessed during tho daytino and at night in bed. On our way to Japan and 
Tanagawa, wo had bocono very vornin infostod aboard tho Japaneso prison _ 
ship, and during\tho ontiro wintor, it was inpoosiblo t< keep the vornin 
down. At Tanagawk, I saw clothing of r:cn who had just died put to one cidr 
and it actually appeared as thouvh tho sun’s rays woro plAyine on it duo t 
tho very thick coveMng of lico. Sonoti.-.os, it is no exaggeration, prison¬ 
ers woro actually cow rod with lico, although ©very ettorpt was node by t'.i 
prisoners to .a3 loviatel this condition. It was not i v* il tho following; 
spring that wo were finally abls to check the vermin n any degree mod ovo 
thon tho facilities woroNnot avai’ablo to stanp it >ut« Thore was a c nst 
ant fight against vornin the entire tine I vns at Tanngawa, but nothing 
later could possibly, /ith^ tho realm of huran Coer hension, conpare tc 
that first terrible winder Tnnogawa. 


d. T>* latrines were^definite?-: inadequate, particularly since 
they overflower into the di.ches throughout the pfi-on canp area, contam¬ 
inating; the water ana -squiring tfcat nil water for drinking purposes be l 
ed. Because there was insufficient fuel to bell enough water for the j T ’ 
oners to drink, it wbf difficult to'Jceop the prisoners from drinking tap 
water unboilod. \ 


o. Bathing, facilities wore iri^aoquate : eoneisting of only ono co. 
Crete tank in which the water could not \o changed - xcopt after ovoryono h' 
bathed. Although men in different barrnckn cook tu^ea bathing firot, tho 
wator was co dirty that non whose turn crn\ last did not bothor to take t 
bath every day. In fact, tno Japaneso UB^d N a lot of tho coal that was char 
god against the prisoners’ kitchen, and thcro\was always a furoro about tin 
prisoners using too much coal when actually nuqh of the coal was being ufcc’ 
by tho Japanese for their own daily baths. 

f. At one tine whon we prisoners were suffering fron cold durin. 
the socond wintor, I know that the Japanese had enough used blnnkots that 
had boon previously token away fron us tc havo given each prisoner a good 
woolon American blanket, but this was not dono. *1bo, in the warehouses o~_ 
various occasions there wero available adequate clothing, but whon wo prio- 
oners triod to obtain nor® Plotting, tho Japaneso would not givo it to us. 
The J&panooo, I Br.w, had Red Cross gloves, but wo wero without . loves all 
wintor. The Japanese would n^t give tho gloves to us but Used thorn thorn- 
solvos. Tho Japanoso took Anerican 01 gloves, removed tho leather fron th 
and woro those .Iovob thcneolves. The Anerican prisoners woro allowod only 
so nuch clothing , tho Japanese taking the rest awry fron us. 

£. Food was far fron adpquato at Tanagawa. We woro kopt on a st< 
vation diet, baroly enough food to oxist, and nany prisoners diod as a dir 
oct or indiroct result of starvation, .malnutrition or oxposuro. 

h. XURaITICKI, tho commanding officer of tho canp, cado a stotccci. 
in tho sunnor of 1944 to tho effect that all Red Cross supplies woro tho 
proporty of the Japaneso Inporial Arny and that the Japanese would do with 
tho Red Cross supplies as thoy saw fit. It was not for tho American pris¬ 
oners to say what should bo dono with Red Cross supplies. Wo prisonors ro- 
coivd vary little Red Cross supplies fro r November 1942 until March 1943, 
Wo rocolvod dcvtfr nnd ono»qr»rtt?r-bo*es 4« threo and ono-half years whilgL, 
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two and one-half years per man, officers and enlisted men alike, 

<\ Japanese on every occasion except in the caso of the last batclytif Rod Cross 
supplios which came to the camp in Novembor of 1944, consumojjksome of tho 
Red Cross supplios; in fact, the first winter, tho time wheh it would havo 
made bo much differenoo to us prisoners, when actually >ri camp thoro woro 
enough Rod Cross supplies for about one-fourth to onp»fifth per man, tho 
prisoners actually got around ono-twolfth to ono-Jwfentioth box per man. Tho 
remainder of tho Rod. Cross supplios wore consumpd' by tho Japanese, most of 
it very oponly. Of the bulk Rod Cross supplies that wc had in camp in 1943, 
it was a daily occasion to s« o Hbd Cross tort's in tho Japaneso garbngo box. 

▲ hugo proportion of tho sugar was takcj^lly the Japanese. Of tho parcels 
sent by familios to prisoners at Tann*€wo, thoro wero many very noticoablo 
lootings, somo of them dono quite cpbnly. Those lootings may bo tostlfiod 
to by Captain Ool JOKTSON, C-3C^964, as well as myself. 

i. HIZAkI (phonc^t^), tho commanding officer of tho camp, condone 
tho abovo-doscribed J -jyn*** aotitttiss However, after * number of objec’ 
ions, HIZAMI made pous'attenpt to keep the Japanose fion taking as much of 
the Red Cross foo^'but didn't put a stop to it.

Q,. State your full nano and. hope addrosB k 

A. Jesso L. .Stewart, ay homo address is McKinnon, Wyoming and at tho 
prosont ti.io I an stationed Corpus Christo, Texas, ae a neeber of 
Marino Aviation Dotachnenti W&r, Island. 

How long have you been in tho military acrvico 6f tho U.S. 

I have boon in continuous Army service since Oct. 19, 1936. 

Q. What is your rank 

A. Master Tochnicnl Sorgoant. U.S.M.C. 

Q. Burin; the post war wore you confined in any Japanoso prison camp 
as a prisonor of war. 

A. Yes. Capturod 23rd December 1941 at Wako Island. Was hold on Wako 
Island until May 1942. Then taken to Bontsuji, Shikoku Island, Japan. 
Remained thoro until 17 January 1943. Was taken to Tn.nagawa, Honshu 
Island and remained in the Tanag»wa Prisoner of War Canp until May 21, 
1943. Then takon to Uhoda Prisoner of War Canp arriving there 21 May 
1943 whero I ronainod until 21 May 1945, at which tir.o I was takon to 
Tsurugh Prisoner of War C«np whore I remained until 11 Soptonber 1945. 

Q,. While you woro confined in Tanagawa Prisonor of War Cars? did you wit¬ 
ness tho nistroatment of any Allied Prisoners of tho War, or did you 
suffer any mistreatnont at the hands of the Japanoso Personnel of 
this war canp. 

A. Yes. 


. Will you describe the nistroatment of War Prisoners at Tanagawa. 

. Yua. Oao prisoner of w w r na no l y Rgry-^r UBH, was assigned 

>o canp as a carponter. Ono evening about the middle of March 1943, 
Y3*Jiichi Takagi, an intorproter(Civilian) held muster along with a 
riflV, guard named Ryunosuke Kinura. Chief Butler waB very sick but 
attemo\md to stand for Tcnko, he was very unsteady on his feet and 
Takagi n^iccd hin weaving back and f^rth and askod him what was 
wrong thatVc couldn't stand still. B^th Chief Butler end Camtain 
Johnson oxilS^icd that tho Chief was sick but this did not make any 
difference to YWcagi. He ordered tho Chief t r - sten down fron his bay 
end boat hin wiWS,his fists until Butler could n<~ longer stand. This 
boating lasted 6 o^* minutes. But it was ovidont that Butler wus 
sick and although Tai^i did not dia'olo hin he did cone bo near knock¬ 
ing the man out that hd^culd not longer stand on his feet. Kinura 
did not enter into this {Jilting. Ho made no attempt to stop Takagi 
but merely stood by lookirnyten with a satisfied smile on his face. 

I witnossod this entire inciobfct. Again some tine around the middle 
of April 19-*3 Corporal Radcnbaug^USMC, massed out during tho time 
wo woro standing at attention in^gnt of cur barracks waiting to g« 
to w <rk. Takagi ran over and kickc^Redcnbaugh until ho cano to and 
got back to his foot and thon Taka i continued to beat him with his 
fists about the hoad and face for amrnrox^ately 10 or 15 minutes. Lt. 
Hazama, Kosaku, tho Canp Commander at the of this incident watch- 

od the boating of Radcnbaugh from a window iiKhis offico. Takagi 
made Rodonbaugh go to work after the boating ev%^ though ho could 
hardly walk. Rcdonbaugh had to bo carried in frflk the job at noon 
and remained in tho hospital for sometime there afthf. I witnossod 
tho above incidor.t. 

About tho first of April 1943 ny physical condition was^s&s^oor that 
I began spitting up blood clots. I did not foci sick only'ln that 
I was very weak. A Japanese boss on the Haguno Project saw no spit 
blood and ordered no into eppp. I was takon into came by a guard 
whom ho called (Donald Duck)", I do not know His name. Ho t^ok no to 
Dr. Marisco who exaninod no with a stothascoeo and couldn't find any—'/ 
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ont barracks *nd rost a few days. As I left his office I had to pass 
Lt. Haaaoas offtfc^and Takagi saw no as 1 oatisod by, ho cane running 
out and askod no wmVjms wrong. I told him the cirounstances of ny 
being in canp and thatlJSs^Marisco had told no to turn in at the con- 
valoaont barracks for a fowS^ys Uesii Uakagi there upon accused no 
of ".,-old bricking*', tollihg norstoB lying about spitting up blood, 
and that I was not sick ahd thon pr^s^odod to beat no with his hands 
and fists for approximately 15 ninutesBU^thon sen t me back to work. 
As a result of this boating ray lips were cuS^nd both eyes were 
swollen and discolorod. At the tine of this baling my weight was 
98 lbs., Lt. Hazana* (Camp Connander) witnessed thilKJjeating and did 
nothing to stop it. I had only been back to work abou^fl^hrs. ohen 
the sano Japanos o boss mentioned abovo (Lirapy wo called who 

only had one arm saw no spit up blood again. Ho uorsonally too! 
back to canp and wont direct to Lt. Hazana and I waB placed in the 
convalosont barracks for a -period of about 2 weeks, 


On or about the first of February 1943 I witnessed the boating of 
Jones F. Boscarino, Platoon Sorgoant in tho Marine Corp. Boscarino 
had been pushing a rock cart and his foot was lame, a guard by tho 
name of Tsunesuko TSUDA saw Boscarino lisping and accusod hira of 
pretending to bo sick, whereupon Tsunesuko TSUDA orocooded to boat 
Boscarino about the face and head with a hoavy Japanese Bolt. This 
boating lasted about twenty ninutos.

Do you recall any other boatings at Tonagawa? 

A. Yos. I recall tho beating of Master Sergeant Gregory. 

Q,. Will you tell no about the boating of Gregory. 

A. I do not know the reason for the boating of Gre.ory but apparently 
it was something which happened while out on the job. Grc,;ory waB 
roturnod to tho camp and was boaton by TSUDA and KIMURA, (tho saddist). 
Gregory was forced tt stand at attention for approximately one and 
half hours and was boaton intermittontly during that entire period 
with bolts and fists. This beating happoAed on or about the latter 
part of February or First of March 1943. 


Q.. Do you rocall any other beatings at Tanagawa? 

A. Yes. On or about the first of May 19-x3 I witnessed the beating of 
one Davis an American Prisonor who had been accused of stapling the 
lunch box of a Koronn laborer. This boating hardened while Davis 
was working on tho Nuguno Project which was locatod about 1^ nilos 
from tho camp. TSUDA, known as the E.mcror, beat Davis for approxi¬ 
mately one half an hour with his hands, fists and bolt. 

Q. Cpn you doscribe TSUDA. 

A. TSUDA was approximately 5'5" in height, about 22 yeprs of ago, weighed 
about 115 pounds and ono of his jjyos was glass or had beon injurod. 
TSUDA was knovm as tho SMPERCR bocauBO of tho fact ho conducted him¬ 
self as though ho had considerable authority. 


Q. Do you recall onyothor beatings in this camp? 

A. Yes thoro wore other boatings which wore administered by Shohio Ikcda, 
which boatings I have enumerated in a previous statement. 




Hardly a day passed that sorao of the Prisoners of War wore not boaton 
by eithor Tsuda, Kinura, Ideda or T&kogi, for a little or no roadon. 

I ha.vo boen prosont on sovoral occasions whon beatings woro adminis¬ 
tered by the comp personnel and have scon Lt. Hazamas, Canp Concandor, 
witnoss thoso boatings without making any attor.pt whatsoever to stop 
or provent thon. Thoro woro many deaths in tho Camp at Tanagawa as 
a result of sickness from malnutrition and typos of food.

Did you witness tho beating or miatroatnont of any prisoners of War -f" 
whilo at Tsuruga? 

Yob I witness sovoral beatings at Tsuruga. 


Will you doscribo those beatings? 

Yob. About tho niddlo of Juno 1945 I witnessed tho beating of R,J, 
Crocker an Amorican Prisoner. 


Do you know tho roason for the boating of Orocker. 

Yos. Crockor was beaten bccauso ho failed to bow to a Japanese Civ¬ 
ilian beforo asing hin for a light. Tsuda, tho ,^iard, saw Crockor 
askod tho civilian for tho light and then nrocoodcd to boat hin with 
hiB riflo butt, knocking Crockor into a trench, which had beon dug 
for an fdr-raid sholtor. After Crockor wftB in tho tronch, Tsuda then 
put his riflo down, pickod up a club and -orocoedod to boat Crockor 
furthor. This boating lastod about 20 ninutos. 

During tho month of Juno 19-15 I alar. witnessed tho boating of Joseph 
A. Dolla Kalva and one Hicks, both of the U. S. Army. Those r.en wore 
boaton by Kimura, Ikcda, find Tsuda, tfhr eating raw beans while work¬ 
ing on the docks. I did not sco but about 15 ninutos of tho boating 
as ny detail was noved on into tho building but it must have con¬ 
tinued for qdite a whilo because both non wero almost unrecognizablo 
when it was over and both non had many black and bluo narks on tholr 
bodies. In this boating Kinura used his fists, Idoda usod his belt, 
and Tsuda used a club shapod like a sword which he had secured from 
ono of his civilian work bosses. 


Again on or about June 12, 19-15, a shakedown of the billot was con¬ 
ducted by Lt. Namba and his camp staff, during which they found 
charcoal humors, sono raw beans, and ovidonco of raw beans being- 
parched in tho billeting spaces. This disccvory was confined to ono 
section of the billot and any man who was billetod in this section 
was called out and stood at attention, thore was about -8 or 5J of 
them. Immediately after they were called /out all nombors of tho 
Canp Staff except Namba and Taya came out to the non with various 
weapons arranging from scoop shovels to belts and bare hands and be¬ 
gan a masso beating. This boating lastod through out the day and 
many of tho Prisoners of War needed medical attention aftor /it was 
conplotod. At this time it was common to soe some orisonor of war 
about tho job or tho billet who face was badly beaten up, I distinc¬ 
tly renor.bor Uno, Tsuda, Ryunosuke, Kinura, Ikcda, and Miyashita boat¬ 
ing those non. Cobb and Master Sergeant Gregory wero two of thoso 
victims. 


Again on or about July 10, 19.5, ono Charles Trammosh, Cpl . TJSMC., 
was badly boaton by Kinura, Ikcda, Rnd Tsuda. Tranpash had boon badly 
woundod on Wako Island, one bullot massing through tho intestines and 
injuring tho muscles on ono sido of his stomach so that he aooearod 
to have a growth thcro, but which in reality was his stomach and in- 
tcBtinos hanging down bccauso ho had no muscular control over then. 

He had been workin ; throughout his internment as a medical man assist-- 
in.; Nr. Nell and Chfcfcf Meyers in the hosoital. 6>n this particular 
day Tranponh had completed his hospital duties and had gone up to tho 
cobbler shop whore he was sitting down roading and talking to tho men 
who worked thoro. Kinura walked intothc shot) and Tranposh did not 
boo him come in and thorefor did not immediately Jumn to attention and 
bow to Kinura. Ho was taken boforo Lt. Namba and charged with feaxtxx 
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having a "bad attitudo", by Lt. Namba and taken dovm into tho lowor 
part of the Japancso effiao and bepton up. Ajain Kimura uBod his 
fists, Ikoda UBed his belt, and Tsuda used a stick. Tranposh was bo 
badly bcaton his oyce wore both conplotoly closodi and hia mouth bo 
badly broken ho could not oat anything but Coup for about 1 wcok. I 
did not boo this boating but Trannosh told me ali about it. I was 
second Sonior Marino in camp and all tho Mtotnos used to cojjo to no 
for any help or advice they thought I CoUld givo thorn. Ab a result 
of this lncidont Lti Nanba nado Tranposh go out on tho job and work 
instead of helping in the hospital. Some of wo non who vero in good 
shape Buccocdcd in having him placed on a crew with ub pjid in this 
way holpod him with hie work bo that ho would not furthor injuro him¬ 
self. 


nancNfOobb was bcaton by Ryunsuko Kimura (tho Sadiat) and Hiroichi 
Uno. H^^as caught stealing Balt by one of tho civilian bosses on 
tho job nnctS^his was reported to cann. Lt. Nanba questioned him and 
thon ordered nloto bo boaton and Kimura took ovor this job. Cobb 
was beaten noetl^rith Kimura*a .“let but was knockod unconscious 
twice that I saw. mien ho was knockod down Kimura would kick him 
and attempt to make hilSfitand back on his feet. Whon he realized 
that Cobb was unconsciously would pour cold water on him and thon 
take the salt Cobb had stolSH^nd rub it into tho nlacos whoro ho 
had broken tho skin on Cobb's rluje.

After 
Cobb waB turned looso ho was compliob&%runrocognizablo, hia face was 
swollen conplotoly out of proportion an!^ad many olaccs where the 
skin was ruptured. Uno (tho Sgt) did not partici'oato, but stood by 
and watched. 


About the first of August 19-*5, one R. Furato, CnlS*i/SMC., was boaton 
by Sgt Uno. I Co not know tho diroct reason for thitrljvating but I 
did sec part of it. Sgt Uno had come from the nlace wo Vs*;o billotod 
to tho job and evidently saw or hoard of lYigato doing sor.othipg which 
ho did not liko. He startod beating him with his hands and fists and 
then took a club from one of tho civilian work bossos and used it. 
This boating lasted about 2J ninutos at tho ond of which time Fugato 


black and blue marks on his body. 


'Cpl Martin, USMC., who actod as an American intcroertor and Zomo 
Tarnowski, airographer first class USN., wore beaten and slapmod 
many ti -.os during our stay at this camo. Tho only charges Rgainst 
'thorn being thoy had a "bad attitude" which was Lt. Nanba*s common 
charge against a Prisoner of War. Zomo was AXKKSWC American Camp 
Commander as far as we Marino and Navy ■personnel/ were concerned and 
ho did all ho could in ordor to got better food and quartors for ub. 
As a diroct result of those actions of his ho was beaten by evory 
membor of Lt. Nanba*s staff except Sgt Taya who nevor touched a 
PriBonor of War to my knowlodgo. Cnl Matin received hiB beatings 
bocauso he always ontorperted for Zomo, 


Many instances of M&sb punishment occurod in this came by Uno, Kimura, 
Ikoda, and Tsuda. These wero mostly at mustor time in mornings and 
evenings. Sono Prisoner of ’far would not shout loud onough whon wo 
countod off, or would not bo sotting straight, would havo a button un¬ 
done or sonoothcr slight causo. Most of these beatings wore done 
with a belt, and every man in tho section whoro the discrepancy was 
observed would bo hit across tho faco from 5 to 10 times with this 
bolt. I havo soon Lt. Nanba on numorous occasions watching those mam 
boatings. Ho nado no offort to stoo thun and scorned to approve t.hnm.

There 
were approx. 300 Americans and 150 Dutch prisoners of 
war confined there most of the tine during my stay. 

The entire camp was employed on a project known as 
the Tabiehima project, which was the construction of a 
dry dock. We had to do all the excavation work and some 
the conorete work. 

o' iMd 1 At no time while we were there did we have enough 
food. .We had to work from 8 to 10 hours a day and the work 
was very hard. Our usual diet consisted of a small amount of 
rice and a thin soup made from digon and dlgon tops. We were 
never given enough 'of.this food and were always hungry. I weighed 
150 pounds when I arrived and was down to 120 pounds when 
I left. Ss 

The medical supplies were very scarce and of poor 
quality, because the Japanese would take the Red Cross medical 
sup lies and substitute their own. During the first winter 
were were there about 75 out of 600 died, because of malnutri¬ 
tion, berl berl, and dysentery. If a man became 111 and 
had to go to the hospital all the medicine he would get was 
usually some kind of powder concocted by the Japanese. 

Beatings were very common here for the slightest 
infraction of rules, such a.s not standing at strict attention in 
the presence of the Japanese guards. I myself was beaten at least 
ten times. The guards would slap and strike us with their handfe 
and fist. I can not recall any of the dates, but they occured daily. 

We had a-eertaln about 8 work captains who were responsible to see 
that we did a certain amount of work. Often times we were too 
weak and hungry to get out the quota set by the Jepanese. 

When this happened the work captains were taken before Japanese 
guards and they would beat them with clubs, shovels end anything 
they could find. These beatings increased as work progressed and in 
February and March 1945 they were daily occurenoes. Two of the civilian 
Japanese government guards who were the oruelest end responsible for most ol 
the beatings were TUDA, nicknamed by us as the "Emperor", and ICADA 
nicknamed by us as "Elmer". TUDA wee about 30 years of age, about 5'6 n 
weighed about 150 pounds, stocklly built. He wore glasses and he had 
a bad eye. I believe it was the left one and it looked like it was a 
glass Sni. He had a mean disposition and a great dislike for Americans. 

That is all I remember about him. KADA was about years of age, 

^iHalall stature, about 6* tell w £b4&l d about 100 pounds, wore horn rimmed 
^ glass and had buck teeth. That is all I remember except 
that ha often seemed like a maniac because his fury would 
increase after he would start beating.

’..ore medium thick round ..yogl-sscs with silver rims, hrd r very noticeable 
glass oyo, was npproxim-tely j'8* in height, h r d r.n excellent muscular build 
end an eroct posturo, wrs vory nort, hrd a medium complexion, wore his hair 
lipped short, did not h~vo a mustache, had r. small mouth in which one gold 
t.oth was visible whoa he talked. 


Tutesrn h-rrrsod the prisoners continually .and was al\/ays aoarching for 
r.n oxcueo to b. t the prisoners with whatever weapon was handy. Ho would 
no good and rush the prisoners in attempts to get them to strike him or 
ret in such - ..ay that ho couldintorpret thoir actions as offensive to 
uim. Ho usually beat the prisonors with the hool of his hand or s small 
stole or a club. Once ho used a water dipper to hit n prisoner named 
Schultz, which knocked him unconscious end nr do a two inch gash in hie 
hoed. He made our life miser ble at all times nnZ did his best to broaw 
our spirits and hu.iili.ato us. We were never allowed to witness any 
punishment given to prisonors which would maim or kill them, but the Japanese 
..ore continually taking prisonors aside and boating them for long periods of 
time until toe flesh became so swolon and bruised that they couldnot hold cut 
- v r longer. This was done in an attempt to make them admit that they wore 
w illed machinists or airplane mechanics, rather than farmers or unskilled 
labor. TUtooan was always stirring up the other guards to got thorn to beat 
us. For buildin u a firo to cook some rice, o mon named Kirauro beat Private 
Charles Oobb with hie perelysed hand until Cobb's facod woo extremely swolon 
end the Inside of his mouth so cut that he could not ect for several days. 

’mure was also in the Japcnose civil sorvice, his loft hand was paralysed 
• j*d inseustive to pain, was 3'6* in height, slodndor in build, slightly 
stooped shoulders, light compexion, no glr.osoo, no mustache, clippod hair, 
-ver.-gc in orderliness of appearance. 


Captain Gnlbert, our own camp commanding officer, kept records -nd

I was nado a prisoner of tho Jaoanoso forces on 6 May 1942, being 
capturod at Fort Mills, Corregidor, P#I,» whore I had been stationod 
aftor tho sinking of the USS FINCH, I was taken to Billibid Prison 
where I regained for a period of two days and was then sent to Cabana— 
tuan #3 whero I remained interned until the latter part of October, 

1942. I was then taken to Cabanatuan #1, remaining there for a period 
of two weeks aftor which I was shipped aboard tho NIIGATA MAIHI. I ar- 
rivod at Mojil, Japan, aftor a twenty-one-day soa trip, and was taken 
innediatoly to Tanagawa Camp of the Osaka prison system, arriving there 
on 28 Novonbor 1942. On 17 May 1943, I was taken to Uneda 3unsho whero 
I ronainod until 20 May 1945. I was thereafter takon to Tsuruga from 
whore I was liberated by Anorican forces on 2 Septonber 1945. I roturnei 
to tho Uhitod States Into in October 1945, 

CABANATUAN #3i In Juno 1942, four American soldiers were caught 
attempting to eacapo. I do not know their names as I had never known 
tho non. I did not seo then making thoir escape attempt, but did see 
thorn boing brought bacicH^to the carip, I hoy were not bloody, and sho**» 
od no signs of having boon mistreated at the tine. They were tied up 
to tho fonco posts of the cortp for a shert tine, and were theroaftor 
lashed to a long polo^that had been laid through their knoe-crotches. 

Thoy ronainod tiad down in this nannor for a period of forty hours be- 
ing roloasod at noon on the second day fellwing their reborn to comp.

Colonol Mori, tho Canp Connandor, was told to th*' other prisoners by 
Col, Beochor, B have no personal knowlodgo of such. The scuttlebutt 
concorning this incident was that the non wete woll supplied with nonoy 
and wore on thoir way, to Manila with no attenpt at concealment, and 
that Col, Mori had trif^ to get them off, I’n not sure what happenod 
to Col, Bcochor subsequently, I believe he was on a ship that was 
sunk in Manila Bay and that'^ie is dead, 

Boforo noon, on the day ttye Won wore to be oxocuted, a working 
party was called to dig gravos,\l was not a member of tho party. At 
about five o’clock in the evening tho second day after their appre¬ 
hension, tho non were shot, I did not witness the execution, although 
I did hoar tho shots, and saw tho freshly filled graves with markers 
upon thorn tho noxt day. It is ny belief \jiat tho non were purposely 
oxocutod as a dotorrant for furthor oscapo attempts. Although I did¬ 
n’t know tho nen I am cortain that they had no^mg on then sinco we 
wore all searched many times for weapons, I don^ know any of the 
Japanese who took part in the execution, I did hea^ that a Japanese 
Officor finished off one of the nen with his pistol w^n tho man still 

showed signs of life after the execution volley,

There wore many beatings at Cabanatuan #3k, but the ab*ve is the

I boliovo thoy wore trying to fatten us up so that they could work us, 
Colonol Mori, the Canp Cornandor, was about 5’ 10* tall, was slVAn, 
of very dark conploxion, and was in hiB fifties as to age. He nado a 
fow speeches to tho non, advising then to bo patient and wait until tho 
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\J J^/end of tho war;; warning then against attonptod eecapo. He was ap¬ 
parently very fond of exhibitions* On two or throe occasions ho 
would oxhit four or five nen chained togethor on a platform, display¬ 
ing signs in the English language reading, "I tried to escape", and 
other such logonds, At one such exhibition Mori said that the non

know nny of the nen who wero so exhibited and know q/ no one who did. 

While at Camp #3 we wore organised into what/were called "shoot¬ 
ing squads" of ten men each* These wore so named to designate a group 
who wore to bo shpt in the event of escape of any nonber of tho parti¬ 
cular group. I knoy of no instance where such gvovcg punishment was 
carriod out, although,I heard that such did occur at Camp #1, 

Ho CABAHATUAN #1; \During my two weeks stay at Canp #1, there 
wore no outstanding incidents. Thore were many beatings, of course, 
but these wore too numerous'and ware considered the usual routine. Our 
rations wero cut down to prac\icnlly nothing, X don* t know the reason 
for our ration cut, I believe wo were told at the time that Canp #3 
had failed to send the proper amount of rice. While at Camp #1, I 

heard that a Lt, Gilbert of the Navy and two Army Colonels had gone

ovor tho fence, were subsequently caught and executed. This incident 
is said to have occurred prior to ny arrival at the canp. According 
to tho scuttlebutt, It, Gilbort had boon a civilian mining enginoor in 
tho Philippines who was commissioned a lieutenant in the Navy at Bataan 

after tho outbreak of tho war; that ho was well acquainted with tho

tho cold windy November weather fron sundown unti/ midnight awaiting a

Bo TANA&A MLt At .Tnnagawa I came down with tho flu and had boon 


oxcusod by tho Anerioanyoctor fron work oAd confined to quarters. On 


tho third day of ny confiftonont, while Jr was still running a tempera¬ 
ture, I was boaten up by a 3nd Class Private in the Japanese Medical 
Corps who accusod ne of nalin^ring. This Jap later became a "foo" 
(civilian guard) at Vmoda Bunsho. where wo called hin "The Coon", Ee 


was oxcoptionally short evon for AJap, about 5' 1" tall, waB in his 


twontios, was rather husky, and hadV vory waxy, sicl&-looklng conplox>- 


ion. Ho had a slight tendency towardNsoing cross-eyod which gavo hii 


eyos a poculiar appoaranoo. His toeth wfcre as a picket fence with wido 
spacos botwoon then, and he wore shell-ringed glassos. He was at.Umoda 


during tho last six months prior to tho dispersal of the camp. 


In tho winter of 1942-1943, an Arny Private nanod Johnson was 


caught stoaling potatoes. Ho was nado to stand fit attention in front 


of tho guard houso for a period of approximately twenty-four hours dui>. 


ing which tine ho was slapped and punnellod by the guards as they passed 
by him, Tho Japs had hung a sign on him roading "I ora thief", I saw 
hin got slappod in this nannor, but I don’t recall which particular 
guard di/( it. They all took sono part in it, I believe. 


Ono of the guards at this camp, *ns exceptionally mean, was 
callod "Tho Enporor", I don’t know if ho was connected with tho Johnson 


incldont, I don’t rocall seeing hin slap Johnson, The Emperor was very 
strong and would wado in and go to work on the prisoners on the slight¬ 


est provocation, or without provocation. His favorite tactic was to 
a£J2Tlil£I£J2 /t/V.C.C, 
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make a nan stand at attention whilo he gavo bln a going orer, I 
witnossod such proceduro nany tiroes, it boing a rather connon oc¬ 
currence, The Enperor was about twenty-oight to thirty years of 
age, had buck teeth, and, Z believe,.a glass eye. This is one of 
his oyos novor noved, I assuno it was artificial. He was about 5* 
8 W tall, weighed about 166 pounds, and always ware notal-rimed 
glassos. Ho was clean shaven,.not bad looking as Hips go, and had 
an oxoellont physique. He was at Tanagawa during the tlno we were 
there and was also at Tsuruga when wo arrived there fron Uneda 
Bunsho, Ho was a throe-star private in the Jap Arny, At the end of

Q lo UHEHA SUNSHD: At Unoda Bunsho boatings were very eonmon as 
was ri^culo, the latter carried out through the hanging of signs on 
tho various,.prisoners of war and forcing then to exhibit thensolvos in 
conspicuous place about tho canp. A few particular incidents stand 
out in ny nonory,\pne such concerned a Marine Private naned LoCroix, 
LoCroix had lost his sanity late in 1941, He was not sent to a hos¬ 
pital but was locked up ih-^i tiny cell in a segregated portion of the 
wash roon, Tho cell floor watNof concrete, LeCroix was thus confined, 
in the dnnp and cold, for a periodKpf about six nonths. He was dofin-i 
itely out of his head, as he would frhth at the nouth and beat his head 
against the walls of his cell. The Conri^Hding Officer of the canp, 
Nunba Shoa, wanted the offioer prisoners of tu to allow LeCroix to 


live with then in their barracks. They refused to have hin, for which 
Z can*t blane then, since LeCroix was raving. Then lie Croix was placed 
in this coll and had his rations cut one-third, Zn Marc^ of 1945, 
Nuribo—Ghoa loft Uheda Bunsho to prepare the canp at Tsuruga',' During 
his absonco, a Japanese Warrant Officer was in charge of our ca*$. 

This Warrant Officor restorod Lo Croix* full rations, fumishod hin 
additional rations, and aftor a short while allowed Lo Croix to cone 
out of his coll for short periods of tlno, Le Croix* condition in- 
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^M^'provod, and although I don't think he ever regalnod hie sanity in

full, he did hecono more rational and vae able to do light work around 
tho canp, Nunba Shoa was the comander at our oanp fron tho niddlo 
of 1944 until March 1945 at Uneda Buneho, He was also Oanp Connandor 
at Tsurugp, I know of one tine when ho issued an order for heatings 
of Prisoned of War, This was at Tsuruga whore, after a barracks 
"shakedown*, none beans were found, Nunba Shna issued a written

In oarly 1945, at Tenopl Work Station, Anthony Hivera, a PTC

I didn't witness tho boating, but got 


the story fron Hivera, He t&id that he and others were loading their 
last oar when this Gonzoka , o^llod "the Baker”, caught hin and boat 
hin with dubs, I rocall tho"3ctker" as a Hip about thirty-five years 
old, 5* 6" toll. He was big, stocky, and clean shaven. He had a 
round face, wore no glassos, had straight teeth, and was particularly 
dangerous whon he was snillng.

In Hovonber 1944 at the Catanachi Wor^ Station, I was loading 
boxwood fron a railroad car into a barge aloftg with t#o Marines, one 
of whon was Willian Durand, of Minneapolis, Minnesota, Vo wero work¬ 
ing rather slowly and wero roportod by the "honsfte" guards for slowing 
/ \ 
down. About fifteon nlnutes later a Gonsoka wo cal\ed "Silly Willy", 

His HEAL HAME WAS "YAMAHA" cano alo$g and beat ne up. Silly /s/WCI 
Willy was the "strong am" nan at Uneda Buneho at tho tice. He lived 
noar Catanachi, and handlod tho discipline in that area alijost exclu¬ 
sively, Ho was about 5* 10" tall, 135 pounds, about thirty years old, 
fairly elondor. He had a looso-Jointod nonnor and a very long *® ok » 

Ho was ovorly linbor, so rruch so that he bobbled his head and amt al- 
nost constantly. He wasn't vory bright, and was unpredictable. He 
had a habit of sucking his lower lip with his long upper lip. While t 
wo wero at Osaka he narriod sono girl in the area.

^n^tho late autumn of 1943* a fellow naned I. A. Castle, a 
Chief Machinist* 8 Mate ip the Navy, goti drunk somehow. That night 
he was atrippod down and made to sit on the cement walk at the main 
gate of the carp where he was doused with water, 1 saw hin sitting 
there at noal tine, which was about 5i00 or 5:30 P,M. He remained 
thoro until sometime during the night, as he didn't return to the 
barracks until we were asleep. The Canp Connander this tine was 
a Sergoant Major named Canarie, who was the predecessor of Nunba 
Shoa, Canarie seamed to derive a lot of satisfaction from exhibitions 
of this naturo. He was about 5* 6" tall, thirty-five years old, 140 
pounds, well built, and clean shaven. He looked like a monkey, and 
at one tino, after looking into a nirro*, acknowledged such resen>- 
blance in sparse English, Another guard at Uneda was one called 
"Scar Nock", He was a "foo* 1 who was later drafted into the Army, Ho 
had a largo transverse scar aorois the back of his neck, was shorty 
heavy set, about forty years old, dark conplexion, gold teeth, and had 
a doop croakin^type bass voice. There was some scuttlebutt about the 
canp concerning hin, vis,, that during the first winter at the canp 
(boforo I arrived there), it was his Job to count tho dead prisoners 
of war ovory noming; that if there wore not many dead he would be¬ 
come angorod and boat up a few men; if there wero four or five dead, 
ho would yell '•good* in Japanese and not bother the prisoners of war. 
Another guard at the carp was a Nip called, "SX” because of his 
froqraont use of the expression, OK's Job was to interview non who 
had beon certified sick and unfit for work by the Aperican doctor. 
During his interviews he would beat the certified prisoners attempting 
to get than to say they wanted to work, I was once boaten by him for 
nisslng a nustor. This occurred the second day I was at the canp, I 
wasn't fooling well and ronainod in ny quarters, OK took n« to the 
office, called the American doctor whom he asked whether I had reported 
on sick coll. The doctor truthfully replied that I hadn't whereupon 
OK wont to work on ne with a belt, I was beaten on another occasion by 
by OK when ho caught ne stealing potatoes at the dock. He first threw 
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potatoes in ray face, then struck me twice across the forehead with 
^his rifle butt, and then made rae open ny mouth into Whidh he Jammed the 
potatoes, OK is a difficult Nip tc describe* He Whs about thirty years 
old* 5* 6" tall* spoke some English, weighed about 135 pounds* He was a 
Gontoka with no distinguishing characteristics except his frequent use of 
the expression " OK" from which he derived hi 3 nicknamw, 

Ro TSURUGA: A,t Tsuruga, Nunba Shoe was our Camp OCmander. There wo 
worked on tho ships, docks, and railroad cars, handling annunition and 
bombs. This was protested but to no avail, 0n<l3 July 1945, the camp 
was burned down as the result of a direct hit by incendiary boribs* We 
thereafter lived right on the dock, Nunba Shoa told us that we would 
have to livo on the docks either until the ond of the war or until the 
docks woro blown up unless we worked faster. The warehouse in which we 
were housed on the dock was bonded out on 30 July 1945, One of the guards 
at Tsuruga was a Gonzoka nanod "Dqpd Arm", Dead Arm was the strong arm 
of the oarap. He had been at Tanaga^n with the Emperor when I w ft s there; 

He handled most of the beatings at th\s camp. One of tho men (a prisoner 
of war) in our canp was a Marine named \ranp 08 h. He had been very badly 
injurod during the defense of Wake Island* and, I believe, had had most 
of the ribs renovod from one side of his body, Ke was reputed to have 
been given up for dead twice on Wake, but had crawlod out of the doad 
pile on oach occasion. Tranposh could do very little work, and at 
Uneda Dunsho had been detailed to look after Lo Cr<\J.x« Tranposh told 
ne that Dead Am had beaten hin up on one occasion foy failure to salute. 
Dead Am Was about thirty years old, 140 pounds, about V ?" tall, was 
thinlippod, and had a oale pasty looking complexion. One of his arms 
was dCad, honce his nane. He could use this arn to heat the prisoners 
of war continuously for long periods of tine, as he had no feeling in it. 
This constitutes all the information I can now recall concerning war 
crimes..

On a bout 6 June 1945 Charles TRAMPASH, Privato, First Class, U.S.M.C., 
failed to stand at attention when TUDO walked into thehospital where 
TAMFASH was stationed. As a result of this he was beaten with fists 
aDout the head by TUDO, "the Sadist," ( a guard also known as "Rubber 
Arm" because a wound which had formerly offured in the shoulder loft 
his right arm dangling at his side), and a medical hancho, whose name 
I don't remember. TRAMPASH was beaten until he collapsed and was then 
kicked about the ribs and groin. I did not witness the beating but re¬ 
ceived the details from J. COILE, U. S. Army, Russel B. ORMSETH, U.S. 
M.O., and J, MURPHY, V. S. Army, all of a galley detail who personally 
witnessed the beating. I saw TRAMPASH when he returned to camp lator 
that day.

A. Enobsoii. a. civilian guard, about 5 ft. 5 in. His nickname wa.s 
"Scarfaco". had e bad scar on the left side of his fee* and also a 
bad scar on his nock. He had a b«d complexion too. He worked at 
Minatonachi Freight Yard. I saw him boat Harvel, a first class seaman. 
This wa.s about February of 1943 at Minatonachi where w^ were working. 
Enobson accused Ha*vel of stealing. First he used hi^f hands, then ho 
hit him with a stick until ho knocked him down and then started kick¬ 
ing him all over the body. This must ha.ve lasted ^rt>out ten minutes. 

At about this same tiny this sane guard, Enobson/'beet me. He said I 
was "gold bricking". I was too weak to work, ire picked up a broom and 
boat no with the broom and kicked me in tho Bhlns. He beat ne on the 
head, with tho broom stick. This same guard peat Sugars, a Marine Bergeant 
H- accused Sugars of "gold, bricking" and b^t him practically every day 
for throe months, kicking him when he was/carrying a heavy load, and 
pushing him so that Sugars fell.to his kjtfoeo. Sugars was finally unable 
tc work and went to the hospital^nd la/er die*. This sane guard, 

Enobson, boat Roubon Fine, a Navy <<hi?f who was about 60. We were 
loading 65 gallon drums and. tho 'urtf would push Fine '’own so that tho 
''’rum would drop on him. I saw him beat Fine many times with ? bamboo 
stick and all of this was for no -apparent reason.

Brown wao awkward and the guard wanted 
him t > novo faster, sc ho boat him. W. L. Wilson will also testify to 
,niotreatment of prisoners by this guard. Wilson was at the same camp with 
.o. I understood, that Brown later died duo to exposure and the constant 
beating.

*fhftre wr.s another guard whoso nano was Mariana. He was known oj 
Boy^ Ho was a military giyurd. Ho was about 6 ft. 6 in. He>Wu 
Onarpsaki, a working detail of Camp Buraodn. I saw him beat Frai 
a Merino Pfc., bocause he couldn*t oaWy a baft of fertiliser weJ 
about 9& pound b. Phillips couldn't carry this because ho* was tc 
he would fall and this guard would roako him carry the ltf&d and \ 
didn't carter it, tho ftuard, "Pretty Boy" would beat hilh.

I saw "Happy" beat Sraitty^J. M. Binith, fireman second class, who was 
oapturod on Ouan) with a cherry club about 4 ft. lonft and about 3 in. in 
diameter. Ho broke this club ovWr Sraitty's head. I saw "Happy" beat W. 
L. Wilson with the butt of his^ifle* I have seen Wilson since and ho 
still has xiins in his head from that boating. This guard beat all hands 
for not goose stopping. / 


Anothor guard at Eumeda who mistre tod prisoners was one we nicknamed 
"The Crumb"• Ho was a M^tor Sergeant in the Japanese Array. He was 
about 5 ft. 6 in. We weTe working at Tona,fi. Osaki, and ho told us wo 
didn't salute hin end fespoct his rank and wirtn we came in that night ho 
mustered us and make tie tako our shoes off and gave us "about face" until 
the bottoms of our foot started to blistor. He went down the line and 
fove overy urn a slap in tho face with his closed fist. 


There was anothor guard at Euneda whoso nickname was "Babe Ruth". Ho was 
about 5 ft. 8 in. tall, hoavy set, and was a sergeant in the Japanese 
medical corps# I sow him beat Franklin, a Marine, on the back with a club 
for about 5 minutoc. The club wae about 4 ft. long and about 3 in. in 
diameter. 


I ronouber anothor guard at Euneda who was nicknamed "Sadist". I saw 
him beat Joo Bigloy, machinist's mate second, class, and Tuntny, machinist's 
mate second class, off tho USS OAHU. Ho boat Turner on the heed and 
arms end Turner wae in tho hospital for four days until he wre forced out 
to work. 


<*. At your second camp - Tsuriga - do you recall etrocitiee and mis¬ 
treatment of prisoners by gu&rii? 


A. Yes, I recall a guard named Tuetisan. His nickname was "The 
Emperor". I e*w him beat Crocker, Boatswain's mate Becond class, because 
Cwocker asked a Japanese civilian for a light on a cigarette. This was 
during an air raid in the daytime. He boat Crocker over the head and 
shoulders with a club until Crocker foil to the ground. The guard broke 
the club ovor Crockor's head. 


Q. Can you name another guard who mistreated prisoners at TsurigeT 
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^ u A. Yes, there was one named "The Weasel". He was about 5 ft. 4 in. Ho 
^nid a yollo’yioh complexion. Three Javahose boys end two Americans wero 
beaten by "Tho Weasel 4 . They were on thoir knees in front of thrf guard 
shack and "Tho Woosol* picked up a shovel and beat them on thynaoke and 
he knocked thon down ohd st-rted beating thorn over the hea^ 

Wh-'.t do you knoW about it l Numba? 

A. Hie nickname was "The Pig 4 . He was about 5 tt/Z in. and fat. Ho 
was in chpjpgo of tho first camp - Camp Buneda. Havana about the first 
part of 1945 and stayed there about throe or foujrnonths in command of 
the oanp. I saw Hod Cross gear oolleotod andWRrried to the quarters of 
Lt. Numba. I saw him with a con of AmericanCross moat. "Skee"; an 
aerographer first class, American Camp ComjjRnder, told us how Lt. Numba 
would vrito eomothing on a piece of papojrin Japanese and sent it to tho 
guards and thon tho guards would ■worl^'Cvor'' the individual named on tho 
poper.

My name is Francis Richard Kidder, My permanent home address is 
3151 Larga Avenue, Los Angeles, California. I am not? 28 years old. 

At the time of my capture I was a metalsmith first class, U.S. Navy, 
Serial No. 346 64 45, and was serving aboard the U.S.S. CONOPUS. I 
first enlisted in the U.S. Navy on 13 November 1936, I went overseas 
in March 1940 and returned to the United States 20 September 1945. 

I am still in the Navy, 

I was captured on Corregidor 6 May 1942 by a Japanese ground 
unit, the name of which is unknown to me. 


I was held on Corregidor until 27 May 1942; then at Cabanatuan 
Ctunp No. 2, Philippine Islands, until November 1942; then at Umeda 
Camp, Osaka, Japan, until 20 May 1945; then at Tsuruga, Japan, until 
liberated on 10 September 1945, 

Our .first, camp command nr nt. Umada gaa Sergeant Komar 1. I never 
taw him boat anyone but he allowed his men free rein to do so. He

called "OK", beat him in the face with a woodon shoe and accused 
him of being a "gold brick," I did not seo'^is beating but 
Harvell and witnesses told me immediately afttr so that tho rest 
of tho men in the sick bay could be on the alox^ against Sinya^ 
rampage, Sinya often boat men confined to tho sick bay for what he 
called "gold bricking." v 

One night at muster in about April 1945 a mistake was rmdo in 
counting off in my section. As punishment we \rero supposed to 
practico counting and while practicing, a Jap guard caught some of 
the men skylarking. As I was tho first man in rank this guerd 
slapped mo several times and ordered me to immediately report to 
tho guards 00D office. The 00D slapped me sovorely for about thirty 
minutes and made mo stand at attention for two hours, I do not know 
tho name of this guard excont for his nickname which was "Silly 
Willy" and was 3ome times called "Charlie McCarthy."

At the Tsuruga Camp about 1 July 1945 during a B-27 air raid, 
Krocker, boatswain’s mate, U.S. Navy, and Smith, firoman first class; 
U.S. Navy, '..-ore beaten by n guard that we called the Emperor. 

Krocker and Smith asked him if they could smoko during the air raid 
and he said yes. They then asked a Jap work captor for a match and 
ho brought tho match to them. The act of a Jap work captor bringing 
an American prisoner a match, instead of the American going after 
the match, made the Emporor mad. He slapped both Americana very 
hard and when Krocker rolled with tho slaps, tho Emperor grabbed a 
dub and broke it over Krocker’s hood, knocking him completely out. 


Corps by tho nomo of Tromposh, was severely beaten by a Jap guard 
named Kanari-San, Wo called this guard "Rubber Arm" because he had 

a stiff loft arm, Tramposh was wounded at Wake Island in December 

1941 and wiifr unable to work at hard labor with the rest of us. To 
help out he acted,.as hospital corpsman and worked with Meyers, chief 
pharmacist’8 mate,'TTvS^Navy. Togothor those men did an excellent 
job and s.wod many livos>v^n this day about 15 July 1945, Tramposh 

had Just finished his routine?-ward work and sat down for a rest. 

"Rubber Arm" caught him and stariW^slapping him and, as "Rubber 
arm's" loft arm was stiff, he only slapped him with his right hand 
on the left aide of Tramposh's face. "Then "the guard finished slapping 
him you could not recognize tho loft side of hia-Jfact as that of a 
human being; it was a bloody, purple mass of fleshi . 


At Tsuruga wo had no showers for bathing, no facilities for 
ho.iting, and during air raids wo wero kopt inside tho barracks under

Q. State the date and piece of your birth, the extent of your education, 
your occupation prior to entering the service and your family status. 

A. I was born 3 November 1918 in Spartanburg County, South Carolina, 

completed the eighth grade in school, worked in a machine shop prior to 
enlisting in the Navy on 16 November 1936, "nd I am single. 

CJ. Have you recently been returned to the TThited States from overseas? 

A. Yes, I landed on 12 October 1945 at San Diego, California. 

Q. w ere you a prisoner of war? 

A. Yes. 

Q. At what places "ere you held and state approximate dates. 

A. I was first held at Cnbanatuan Camp No. 3, Philippine Islands, from 
27 June 1942 to 28 October 1942; at Cabnnatuan Camp No. 1, Philippine 
Islands, from 28 October 1942 to 6 November 1942, at which time I 
boarded the Steamship Nagata Maru at Manila for shipment to Jfpan, 
arriving at Msji, Japan, on 25 November 1942; at Utaeda Bunsho sub-camp, 
Osaka, Japan, from 26 November 1942 to 20 May 1945; at Tsuruga sub-camp, 
Osak^, Japan, from 20 May 1945 to 10 September 1945, 

Q. Did you witness any mistreatment of American prisoners of war at any time? 

A. Yes. I was severely beaten by a Japanese guard at Tsuruga sub-camp, Osaka, 
J«»p«n, around 4 July 1945. 
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Q. State what you kngrffcpf your own personal knowledgo ^\ioerning 
inoident. 

A. On about 4 July 1946, l was working on tho west dock at Tsuruga, Osaka 
Japen, with about 200 softer American orisonors when a group of Anorlom 
B-39 bombers massed oveK lfce Japanese celled all of ue off the docks 
to the fox holes nearby. I wrb sitting by my fox hole and talking to a 
civilian guard who was standing up. A Japanese soldier ofthe type known 
as a "Ounsoko" or wounded combat vetran, whose namo was Tuda, came up 
to met Tuda is about five (6) feet eight (8) inches tall, weighs around 
160 pounds, has a heavy frame, and a glass eye, and wore thick horn-rimmed 
glasses. Rida told me to stand at attention and he then said that whon 
I talked to a Japanese I was supposed to stand up and be at attention. 

T n r no other reason than this, Tuda started boating me in the face with 
his hands and fists. Because I did not continue to stand at attention 
and erect while I was,being beaten, Tuda became enraged and picked up a 
stick about three (3)^ long and two (2) inches in diameter, elasped 

both hands about one end of this and swung it like a. baseball bat, hitting 
me on ny forehead above my left oye and breaking the stli-k and causing a 
swelling on *iy head tho a'se of a tennis ball. This knocked me unconscious 
and when I regained consciousness (about 30 rinutes later, according to 
other Americans who witnessed the incident), Tuda was kicking no in tho 
ribs and groins. He nado me stand at attention again and beat me on ny 
face, head and throat with his open palms, his fists, and the sides of his 
hands, and while doing so continuously repeating in broken English the 
following: "Before you American soldiers, uow you prisoners of war; you 
must do as I say." My face was swollen a great deal and was bloodshot 
pad bruised; it was threo (3) weeks before ny face became normal again 
and I vae unable to see cut of my left oye for two (2) days. At the point 
whore this stick scruk my forehead, I can still feel the narks of tho 
Btick underneath the skin. This incident was witnessed by approximately 
200 other American prisoners including the following: J. R. Bigley, 
Machinist's Mate, 1st Class, Uhited States ITavy, hone address at RED #3, 
Latrobo, Pn.; S. A. McMullen, 3gt., U. 8. Marine Oorps, hone address on 
Centre St., San Diego, California; Charles Hughes, Cpl. D. S. Army, now 
employed at the Hayne Shape, Southern Railroad, Spartanburg, S. C. That 
is all I recall concerning that incident.

I Joined the NaVy July 12, 1928. In 1940 I want to 
Manila from Pearl Harbor and was attached to the sub¬ 
marine Soa wolf , I was captured on Corregidor while 
attached to the Sixteenth Naval District on May 6th 
or 9th, 1942. 


At what plades were you held a prisoner and state the 
approximate dates? 


I was held at the 92nd Garage Area. Corregidor. for three 
weeks? was in the Philippine Islands at Cabanatuan Camp 
No. 3 for about five months? thon went to Japan on the 
Nagata Maru and landed at Moji, Kyushu, Japan. I then 
went to the Umedo Bunsho Prisoner of War Camp at Osaka 
and was there from Thanksgiving Day 1Q42 until May 1945. 

I was at the Prisoner of War Camp Tsuruga from May 1945 
until September 1945 when liberated. 

Are you familiar with the circumstances of the beating 
of a fellow prisoner of war by the name of Crockor at 
Tsuruga Prisoner of War Camp? 


Yes, Chief Boatswain's Mate Crocker was beaten at 
Tsuruga PW Camp by a Japanese guard nicknamed "The 
Emperor", in July 1945. 

Will you state what you know of your own knowledge con- 
cernirg the beating of Crocker by the Japanese guard 
nicknamed "The Emperor"? 

I saw Crockor being brought into the shark by two 
fellow prisoners whose names I don't remember, after 
he had been beaton. I asked one of the \merleans what 
had happened. He told me that "The Emperor" had lust 
got through beating Cracker with a club for no reason 
at all. This happened right after an ^ir mid and 
Crocker was still groggy from the beating when I saw 
him. 


Will you describe in more detail the physical condition 
of Crocker when you saw him after the beating which you 
heard from your fellow Americans was given Crocker by 
the Japanese guard nicknamed "The Emperor"? 

Crocker was bleeding from the head and face when he came 
into the shack and I saw that he was still groggy. You 
could talk to him. I asked him what the score was and 
Crocker told me that "The Emperor" had boat him up. 

What is the Japanese name of the guard nicknamed "The 
Emperor"? 

"Tsuda San". (Phonetic) 

Will you describe Tsuda nicknamed "The Emperor"? 

He was about five feet, six inches tall; weighed between 
one hundred and fifty and one hundred and sixty pounds: 
well built; wore glasses? about twenty-eight years of 
age. Ho acted so cocky that everyone called him "The 
Emperor". He was the muscle man at the camp. 

Did "The Emperor" beat you or other prisoners on other 
occasions? 

He didn't give me a real working over, but he slapped 
me a couple of times. Ho did beat up ^ther prisoners.

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Q. Did you witness the Japanese gv9td nicknamed "The 
Emperor" beat up other prisoners? 

A. Yesi 

Q. Will you state the circumstances of those beatings and 
tell what you witnessed? 

A* I saw "The Empefor'* beat up three United States Army men 
one afternoon. I moan he gave then a poal working over 
for something they did on the Job. w, hat it was, I don’t 
know. He struck them with his fist and ho took a coal 
shovel to beat them with that for a whila, and when 
they were down on the deck, he started kicking them. 

He was also assisted by a guard nicknamed "The Sadist". 

"The Emperor" and "The Sadist" relieved each other 
in beating those three men. 

0. "/hat was the physical effect on these three men whose 
names you don’t recall as a result of this latter 
beating you have just mentioned? 

A. These three men were taken to the sick bay by Master 
Sergeant John P. Gregory for treatment. There was 
another small Japanese guard who wore glasses and had 
buck teeth who helped "The Sadist" and "The Emperor" 
beat these three men, but I don’t remember the name of 
this small Japanese guard. 

0,. Will you describe the small Japanese gtard whose name 
you don’t recall? 

A. This guard stood about five feet, weig . . ,ir .>out one 
hundred and ten pounds, wore glasses, ar..i had buck 
teeth. He was in his late twenties. Hu was a regular 
guard at the Tsuruga Ca^p, 

Q. ’"ill you describe or otherwise identify the Japanese 
guard nicknamed "The Sadist"? 

A. He was about five feet, three inches tall, could not 
use his left arm as he had been wounded; was about 
thirty-three or thirty-four years of age; weighed about 
one hundred and thirty pounds; and was a muscle man at 
the camp*. 

Q. Can you supply the names of any witnesses of the above 
described beating of Crocker or of the beating of the 
three unnamed Americans referred to above? 

A. I know on’y their last names. They are Binko, Marine 
Private; and W. '"atts, Marine Private, and, I believe,

At the time thet I was confine'-’ as a prisoner of war at Torgga, Japan, 
during August 1945, I witnessed the beating of S/Sgt McCurdy, Air Corps, by 
three Japanese guards. It is my understand that McCurdy was beaten because he 
had a small quantity of salt in his possession in his quarters, which was found 
during on inspection by the Toruga commanding officer, a Japanese army lieu¬ 
tenant. McCurdy had obtained this salt from a warehouse at the port where he 
and other prisoners were employed as stevedores. I come out of the camp hospi¬ 
tal building at the time of this incident and srw three Japanese guards beating 
McCurdy with their fists and sticks which were about 4' long and 2" in diameter. 
McCurdy was beaten off an on for a period of approximately six hours, during whic? 
time he was made to stand at attention. He was hit on the face and arms and but¬ 
tocks. As a result, McCurdy's face was swollen, disfigured, and bleeding from 
several small cuts. An American medical officer treated McCurdy, and McOurdy hod 
no complications as a result of his wounds. 

T place the responsibltiy of this beating on the three Japanese 
guards, two of whom I can identify and whose names I know* also on the command¬ 
ing officer of "oruga, e.

Garrison was severly beaten on a false charge of stealing cigarettes, 
Isaw him after he was beaten, his face was swollen and in dire need of 
rest. I Don't remember who beat him up. 

(5) Onor about June, 1945 at Tsruga c amp, all American PW's complain¬ 
ed about our food ration for this, all of us received two smacks across 
the face with a heavy leather belt administered by the Japanese pay¬ 
master whose name i do not recall. 

(6) °n or about 0900 June 16, 1945 at Tsruga P.W. camp a showdown 
inspection was conducted by the Camp officials and in my quarters 
they found a roll of toilet paper, two onions and one pound of raw 
wheat for which ireceived a severe beating.There were two other 
prisftners who also received the same treatment. The names i do not 
know, one of them was a Dutch PW.We were beaten with shovels two hours 
later and made to stand at attention from 1030to 1730.

.. Ono day, about 1800, nftor wo hod complotod our vork for tho day, in May 1945, 
ut tho Tsurupa Prisonor of War C. jrp, Japan, ono of tho prisonors, Joseph Delia 
Malba, was called to tho office, approximately ono-half hour clapsod boforo 
Malba roturnod to tho barracks. Whon I saw hin aftor his return, the left sid< 
of Malba 1 s face was sovoroly swollon, and his loft oyo v;.s complotoly closed. 

Ho lr.tor told no that ho had boon aocusod of eating soy beans whilo on tho work 
projoct, and for this, ho had boon boaton with fists and woodon shoos. 

Shortly aftor Malba roturnod to tho barracks, Sergeant "Pat" Gregory, tho 
Anorionn Coup Commandor, was called to tho office. In a short whilo, ho 
returned and told us that they n/antod all tho non who hid oaten soy boans to 
report to the offico. In rosponso to this, all fortji-oight non in n; ork Detail 
No. l,at tho Tsuruga Prisonor of far Canp,roportod. I was among tho non who 
ropartod in this group. Tho group was too large to bo adnittod into the offie 
at ono tine, so wo woro taken out into tho compound, vhoro wo woro lined up ia 
two rows and rnado to stand at attontion# 7o woro reprimanded for oating raw 
beans, and while being reprimanded, two of tho J .panose guards passed from nan 
to roan in tho rows, boating the ..norioans with thoir fists and clubs, and push 
ing tho non on tho ground.

Tho responsibility for this atrocity, in my opinion, rosts with tho office 
porsonnol and the guards nt tho Tsuruga Prisonor of r C p. I bcliovo thoso 
non woro all civilians, sinco the uniform they woro did not includo any 
insignia to show military rank, Tho Japanoso Camp Commander, .t that time, was 
a non whom wo called "Tho Pog". I do not know his nano. Ho is approximately

A. Lt. KARANISHI would not obtain a sufficient amount of food through 
regular arm;/ chanAelu for the POW's so he sent me and Capt. CALBIRTH 
te get food in from the farm district in Wakayama~Ken. This food 
was paid for by the PlW ! e as well as through the misoallaneous money 
of the oamp, miscellaneous money being the army emei~.?ncy fund. Lt. 
KARANISHI alBO asked ':>\3 Kawasaki Heavy Indu:-,oy Co. , the company 
which was enyayed iu building the dry dojcs *»ri which che prisoners 
worked, to give money for food for the prisoners. 

Q,. How man. boxes of American Red Cross supplier did you eat while you 
were at Tanagawa? 

A. I only received one American Red Cross box and that was given to Lt. 
KARANISHI by Capt. CALPTRTi. Everyone of the Japarecs who worked 
at the camp received a box of American Red Cr*ss svpp-ies between 
Christmas an<? New Year’s «f 1944. 

(*. What did Lt. KARANISHI do about the flees and lice that infested 
the barracks, beds, and clothing of the prisoners? 

A. He didn't do much of anything except to tell the prisoners to air 
their beds and clothing. 

Do you remember the name of Cpl. MA&DON at Tanagawa? 

A. I do admit beating POW's on several occasions. I do not remember 
them by name; however, I beat the prisoners on my own and was not 
ordered to do so by Lt. KARANISHI. I have never heard Lt. KARANISHI 
give any orders to beat prisoners. Lt. KARANISHI said in the latter 
part of 1944, "Do not beat the POW's, but report their case and they 
will be punished according to the rules of the camp". Lt. KARANISHI 
always stopped beatings when he saw them going on.

Q. Did you soo any raistrgntmont of prisoners at this camp? 

A. Yes. 

Q,. By whom? 

A. Baslio, an Army corporal from South Dakota, was beaton by a guard wo 
called "The olujgor". 

Q, Can you dcstfribo this guard? 

A. ho was abdut 5-5, heavy build, vory slantod eyes. 3p was an Army guard. 
Q. Tell ohjgctly what you saw. 

A. Baslio was accuBud of stealing food from tho Japanese and was put into 
a kind of brig, a 2X4 little shack, Ke was in thore for two days and two 
nights without any clothing or blankets. It was around 5 or 10 bolow zoro 
outside - maybe colder, ho later c'oveloped double pneumonia and died. He 
was beaten by "Tho Slugger" until s c was "out" and then he lay on tho cold 
cement. 


Q, Did you soo him beat Baslio? 

A. Yes. 
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Where woro you duringtho booting? 


At \I was inside the barracks looking out, 


A. fThoNSlug&or" stood Baslie at attention, slaopod him and took his 
clothes ortf aid then he put him inside this guard shack. Vo could seo 
this.

Q,. Did you se(k "Tho Slugger" mistroat any other prie&ners of war? 


A. Ho caused a l'ut of trouble all through the barfacks,

A. He hit no on the hWid with a stick, 


Q. Did you boo any othui\.mi6 treatment of yrisoners of war at this camp? 


A. The interpreter, Taka?., l^icknamed "Thi6 Grease Ball", causod a lot of 
disturbance throughout the cVip. Somoylmes he would take away our food and 
throw soup in our face, \ / 


A. One night wo woro counting an > ft y ho asked mo why I miscounted. I said 
I didn't know Jeroaacso any toe v<All\nd so he jabbed me in the stomach 
with a stick. Then he vould como to\here wo were working and if he 
would Bee someone not working ^rd enough he would want to know why. If 
t,io men said tncy were too weak to workVe would call some of the othor 
guards and order them to slq|) the prisoners around. 

Q. Can you descrlbo "GroaAo Ball"? \ 

A. He was very short - i\bout 5-2. He lookcd^ust like a Filipino. 


A. He was a civilian interpreter. He used to wee* a suit coat all the 
time and fancy tie./ His hari was always hoavily greased. He was vory 
greasy looking. / \ 


Q. Did you hear/of any further mistreatment of prisoners by "Groaso Ball"? 


A. Yob. Our jbci^r doctor - a ,-Iajor - told us that ho had\askod for 
medical supoli'os on numerous occasions, but was refused. \ 


Q. What we.u the result of this? 


A. Tho men jind pneumonia, dysentery and boribori. We had about 400 mon 
in tho cajip aid about 176 died in 19 or 20 days. Our doctor said that 
the majority of those men could have been saved, had tho modical\upplies 
boon gi/en to him, \ 


Q. Vtyi this refusal mado wit; tie knowledge of the camp commander? 


A. los, our doctor roquestod those supplies bot,^ from "Groaso Ball" 
the camp commandor.

A. This was sometime in January or February of 1943,

t iO daily ration of food? 


A. Some days it consisted of carrot tope, aonc days potato tope. Some¬ 
times wo would have onion tope and wo got about ono-half toacup of dry 
rice throe times a da;' and a email bowl of Boup, One time we were given 
50 apples to divide among 400 men. About once a month wo would got a 
piece of fish which was about 2 inches long and l£ inches wide. 

Q. Would you soy that you had Bufficiont clothing? 

A. No, dofinltdy not. Our underclothes looked liko pajamas. We used 
to sloop in them. We had a light jacket and light trouaora which wo 
used for v/ork. Wc had rubber shoes. The winter clothes wore fftfrly warm 
but not warm enough. Wo had ovorcoats to wear to work, but then we load 
to take thorn off and. nearly froze to death. 

Q. now woro you* quarters heated? 

A. There was a ho\o in the ground about 2 ft. square add about 6 or 7 in¬ 
ches deep. Wo used to go out and pick up wood that h*l€L been burned and 
scrape tho burned part off nnd try to reburn that, jkey wouldn't lot us 
have any wood. Once a month they would give us abgtit two pounds of 
charcoal. T.:is was for about 75 men. 

Q. Did you soo any fart er mijtroatmont of prisonera at t is camp? 

A. No, just everything in general was bad. 


Q. Did you see any mistreatment of -oriaoners of war at this camp? 

\ / 

A. Yob, especially in regard to the work. Die men were forced to work 
when they wore too weak to do so. 

Q. What typo of work did you do at this camp? 

A. We worked in Osaka Freight Yard, loading and unloading froight. Ono 
man had to carry as much as 300 or 400 otrnnds at a time. This happened 
often. Some of thorn carried 500 pounds. It took about two years for a 
man to got in condition to do this. I remember a Navy man by the name 
of Chandler v«ho vras sick nt tho time and ho was carrying about 150 pounds 
of sugar. Ho was carrying it up on a stack of about 50 high and he slippod 
with it and foil and it broko his leg. Today ono of his logs is shortor 
than tho other. Thoy know ho couldn't carry tho sack - ho was too weak - 
but thoy made him carry it. 

Q. What ot.:or mistreatment of prisoners did you see at tills camp? 


Q. 3y whom? 

A. By Shinoa, a civilian guard, formerly an Arm;' sergeant. 

Q,. Can you doscribe Shinoa? 

A. He was about 5-6, woighed about 145 pounds, light complexion, fairly 
good looking. His nicknamo was "Okay". 

Q. Tell what you saw him do. 

A. I saw Mm beat Robert Brown, Storckeooor third class, with a stick 
about 2 feat long, .iq boat him until he couldn't get up. He bent him 
on tho hoad and arms and kickod him. Brown lay thorc for nbout 30 minutos

I pIbo saw him 
beat Castle, Chief Machinist s Matd. Hj boat Castle until his nose bled. 
He teat him with his hands and kVc>wd him in the shins and stood him at 
attention for about three hours*' h\ accused Castle of lying. 

Q. Do you havo anything further to effete about this guard? 


A. I saw him tako Bed Cross gonr from tWo warehouse jver to his hut, open 
it up and start eating som^ of tho food abd smoking the cigarettes. 


Q. Where wore you whor. you saw this? 


A. I itfiB in tho washroom, 


Q. How could you se?' him? 


A. Our warehouse whs back a little ways Just on tyio opposito side and 
his room was across from the washroom. I could ovan seo the nano "Rod 
Cross" written on'the box. \ 


Q. Do you know anything further in regard to "Okay"? 


A. Ho used to go up in sick bay and tako food away front sick mon, 


How do you know? 


A. I saw him tako the food. Castle was in sick bay at the bimo and Chiof 
Boatswain's Mato Brown and another fellow by the name of McMurray. 

Q. Do you have anytaing furtnor to add in regard to this guardf\ 


A. Ho was brutal to everyone ho como in contact with, 


Q. Dc you recall tho namos of any othor guards who mistroatod prisoners? 
A. Yes - Marip-ransan. His nickname was "Pretty Boy" or "Brown lyes". 


What did you soe Mariamasan do? 










*^4io boat Holt with a club about 3 ft. long and^ l£ inches in diamotor. He , 
beat him about the logo. Holt was complaining to Mariamasan about hi* 
legV hurting and that was the reason why he couldn't work so good. MariA- 
masaA>would say that ho couldn't fcol anything when ho was beating Holti 


Ho berit Holt until his logs were black and blue. I saw Holt the last/bort 
of SoptWibor or tho first of October in Oakland Hospital and he eti],I 
couldn't\walk right - due to this boating. 


Q. Did yoi\ boo Mariamasan boat anyono else? 

A. Whon ho hold muster ho would always slap tho mon and kick thorn around. 

I was slapped pan;' times by him whon we wore having muster, flo slapped 
for not making tho mon count right. I saw Mariamasan tako Amorican Rod 
Cross food from tho warohouso over to his bay and open up a pack of ciga- 
rottos and closo tho box up. 

Q. Was this theft of Rod Cross goar known to the camp Commander? 

A. Yes, ho used to sand tho Japancso gu-i^ds over to £et a box of Rod Cross 
gear for him. A lot of times ho would aak for Rod Otoss gear And of 
course wo had to give it to him. Then they would Wring a paper saying 
that wo had permitted them to tako tho gear. Wo And to sign tho papor. 

Q. Do you have anything furthor to add in regi<rd to Mariamasan? 

A. Yob. I saw Mariam .'Ran hit K. C. Tumor /With a loading hook. The 
hook was about 3 incho* in djpth. He hie JUrr.jr on tho sido of tho head 
and sunk it about an inch in hie skull. With Turner was onothor fellow 
by the namo of Ei.wood Whitby and Mpchech*.- i. Thoy wero stood at attention 
until their facon wore swollen black and blue. Thoy woro accusod of lying. 
Thoy woro boaton by Shinoa and Mariamasan and another guard we called 
"Lou Gehrig". All of those mon wero stood at attontion for throo days and 
throe nights without food or wator or Wdical attontion. 

Q. Was no modical attontion givon to Turner after Mariamasan stuck tho 
hook in his head? 

A. Ho, not until aftor ho had stood at attention for throe days. 


Q. Whoro woro you when this happonod? 
A. I was on top sido looking down. 


Q. What other mistreat.uent of prisoners did you boo at this camp? 

A. Whon wo woro on a Working dotail about a montn before wo moved to 
Tsuruga in April, I saw "Lou Gohrig" line up six men . Ho had six clubs - 
each club about thrgo foot Ion? and 3 inches in diamotor. He beat tho 
men across tho back until the clubs broke. He broko a club on each man. 

Ho accused tho mon of not working. Tho mon wero bruisod all over tho back 
and logs. Thon ho nrdo thorn do pushups until the;' woro too weak to do 
any more and then no would hit thorn whon thoy foil to tl.o ground. One of 
the mon was Harry Harrington, Storokooper third class. Anot or man was 
named P.C. March, another Bigloy, Machinist's .«to first class and Bagwell, 
Machinist's Mate first class. 

Q. What woro tho general conditions of this camo in rogard to clothing, 
food, shelter, supplies, etc.? 

A. Tho living conditions wero bad and clothing was not sufficiont for tho 
wenthor. Thoro vr.o not onougli heat and not hoarly enough food. Towards 
the last thoro was somo modical caro, but for tho most cart wo had prac¬ 
tically none. \ 


Woro thOBO conditions known to tho camp commnndor? 
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'Ak. -Xco. Ec usod to make roundo through tho camp and had ovory opportuni¬ 
ty tohljsorvo the conditions. Ho would como through ond if the placo 
seemed toKworm he would open up tho windows. 

Q. Do you know apyone who could add anything to your testimony in ro~ 
gard to this camp7 Sv \ 

A. Yes. Chief AorograohOc^Z. ^0.' Tarnowski, our oamp commander, kopt a 
very conploto typewritten rqd&rd of everything that happened in tho comp. 

I helped him dig up this material ..after the occupation forces had roachod 
us, and I boliove this mtorial wr.s turned in to Washington, D. C. 

Tarnowski is loeated'at 39 Saratoga S^Njot, South San Francisco, California* 
The only four raou'who knew about this wore Corporal Paul Martin, USMC, 
Tarnowski, myoelf and Storekeeper first clade Poness. 

Q. Do you hnvo anything; furt. or to add in regard to this campT 


Q. What tyoo of work aid you do at Tsuruga? 

A. Loading and \mloadi ng freight cars in the station at Tsuruga. 

Q. Did you sco any mi. i. treatment of prisoners of war at this camp? 

A. After tho ci-• of Tsuruga was bombed about AuguBt, 1945, we wero sent 
out to cloan up oftor tho bombing. A guard called "Tho Boroeror" came 
over to mo and told me to have tho mon do a better Job and I said "Okay". 
Ho had a stick in his hand end when I said, "Okay", ho struck mo over tho 
head. Ho hit mo so hard I still have headaches from it. He did this 
becauso I said "Okoy" instead of "Yes". During an air raid I saw "The 
Baperor" boat Ralph Crocker, Boatswain’s Mato first class. Ho boat him 
about tho nood. Tho third blow knocked Crockor down. Crockor got up and 
had to bow ton times and was stood at attontion during tho rost of tho 
air raid. 

Can you describo "The Bnporor"? 

A. Ho was about 5-6, woighod about 1*±6 pounds, fair comoloxion and woro 
glassos. Ho wr.s e. civilian axmod guard. His name was Httison.

ffo- Did you soc- any other miatrentramt-of- -or i eo n ers rt t t hi s s w ap?- 


A. By a Jaonnoso Supply Sergeant of tho camp. Ho was about 5-6g, slondor 
build, light conroloxion and dark hair. Ho was taking muster ono night 
and claimed that the whole barracks was making too much noise. He lined 
everyono up and slnppod them with tho buckle of a bolt. Ko slapped them 
about tho face. I rocoivod a black aid bluo mark on tho left temple. This 
happenod about tho first ppjrt of August* 1945. "Throe Fingers" or "Tho 
Sadist" was with tho supply sergeant when he was taking muster. 

Q. What woro tho gonoral conditions at this camp? 

A. Ihch man ]»d a spaco about 5 ft. long and about ft► wide and about 
3 ft. hign for sleeping quarters. Clothing and food woro vbty-bad and^ 
wc had no modical suoplios of any kind.

Q. Do you have anything further to add in regard to thie camp? 
A. No. sir.

. On 6 May 1942, I was captured on Corregidor, Phillipino Islands,whero I was ho, 
until approximately 28 May 1942. At that tiro, wo ..-cro moved to Cnbanatuan 
Prisoner Canp, Phillipino Islands. On 7 Novonber 1942, wo v/oro novod to 
Manila, nhoro no ror.ainod for a couplo of days prior to embarking on a ship 
dostinod for Japan. We wore on this ship, r. freighter, approximately twonty 
days. I estimate it was around 26 Novonber 1942, v/hon wo ore imprisoned in 
Crmp No. 1472 at Tanagawa, Honshu Island, Japan. Noar tho end of March 1945, 

I was trnnsforrod to Narou, also on Honshu Island, and about a r.onth later, 
to tho prison canp at Tsuruga, Honshu, Japan, On 3 Soptoi.bjr 1945, with a 
group of othor non, I fled fron this canp, and wo contacted American forces 
on tho next day,

CornoliuB C. Gallegos, Private Rudolph David, and Sorgo ant David J. MacCurdy 
at Tsuruga Prisoner of W-t Camp in July of 1945. 

... Wo •. ore out on a work detail on the docks at Tsuruga in July of 1945. I was 
with Dutr.il No. 1 at that tino, r hich had boon soparatod into throo groups of 
fiftoon ron each, Tho crow that Gallegos, David, .nd M .cCurdy woro in was 
assigned to tho task of loading looso soy beans into a gondola car fron tho 
docks. Tho boons had to bo hauled about sovonty-fivo yard3 fron whoro they 
had spillod on tho docks out of broken sacks, to the gondola car. Tho beans 
were carried in open straw sacks on thoir shoulders* 

The Japanoso civilian in chargo of the work dotr.il reported tho whole crew 
boco.uso tho car was not filled in tho first vork poriod (two hours). Tho 
car was very largo, holding approximately eighteen tons. ..ftcr this crow had 
finished thoir dinner at noon, thoy \jcro called over to tho offico where tho 
whole crow was boaten. I do not know what ~apons wore used for tho beating, 
but tho Japanoso probably jcod everything thoy could levy thoir hands on. 

after the boatings were ministered to tho craw, Gallegos, David, and MacCurdy 
could not go back to work in the aftornoon bee .use of thoir condition. 411 
throe of tho non's faces wore bloody and swollen. The faces of the other 
non of this crow of fifteen v.urc also swollen, but not q\ito so bad. \7hon 
tho Japanoso found th.t Gallegos, D ivid, and MacCurdy did not roport for work 
in the aftornoon, they fore .d the threo non tc kneel in the front of the 
gu'.rdhouso all aftornoon from .bout 1300 to 1730. During this tine, thoy war 
not given any nodical treatment. o± allowed to wash thoir faces, or allowed 
to talk to other prisoners. It was not until thoy woro rcloasod After 173C 
that thoy woro r.blo to wash up and go to tho hospital for treat:'ont. 

I did not see tho crew boaten up. I did soc Galli;cs, David, :.nd MacCurdy 
knooling in front of tho guardhouse, however, and 3aw that thoir facos woro 
swollen and lacorntod. I Iso saw other members of thi3 crow with swcllon 
facos after tho boating. J know that Galleges, David, and MacCurdy woro 
able tc roport for work tho next day. One of the American Prisoners of War 
who also witnessed tho incident was a Sergeant William Baker fron California.

I do not know thu n of this 
transportation company. "Smiling Jack" was 5'6" tall, 'weighed 160 lbs., did 
not roar glasses, and had his head shavon. Ho was hoavyset and ..lvays woro a 
sr.ilo. It was told to no that "Smiling Jack" apologized tr the crow the next 
day for thoir boating. Excopt for this incident, ho.Jrd always treated tho 
non fairly wo11 and it was tho opinion of somo o£ dflic i-nurican prisoners that 
had ho known tho non would h .vo boon sovoroly^bor.tcn, ho novor would havo 
roportod tho prisoners. 

The Japanoso Comp Command or at that'timo was a man whom vo callod "The Peg". 

I do net know his name, but ho is approximately 5*4" tall; woighod 160 lbs.; 
his head was shaven; ho did not wear glasses; ho had si few gold tooth in 
front; and he was extronoly fat. I beliovc "The Pog" was rcspcnsiblo for the 
actions of all tho non under his command. 


I hoard that the Japanoso paymaster, whoso narc I do net romonbor, but vho 
was approximately 5’7" tall; voirhlng 130 lbs.; having geld teeth in tho frent 
and on the sidos; and not wearing glasses; with a vory sronth, almost childish 
faeo; sharp fodturod; and a shavon hood, me ono of thoeo who boat tho n o n. 

I also hoard that Tuda, whom wo calbd "Emperor", .nd ’.she was a guard, was ono 
tho non who boat tho prisoners. Ho was 5'7" tall; weighed 145 pounds; his hoci 
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was shaven; he wore glasses; and he had 4 glass eye, although I do not 
remember whether it was his right or left eye.

other guard , whoa-1 heard beat the-van,' was Kaanira, We colled Kaa w r a 

"Rubber arm", because his right arm seemed to be paralyzed. The fingers on hit 
right hand were always spread open, and*it did not seem that he could close 
them. It appeared that Kamura could hit the men all day long with this 
crippled hand of his without hurting it in any way. Kamura was 5'7" tall; 
weighed 13$ pounds; his head was shaven; and he did not wecr glasses. 

This constitutes my full knowledge concerning this incident.

Glenn Edvard H T CHOLS, being duly aworn, deposes and says: 

My permanent home addreaa i8 4C2 "D B Street, San Raphe el, 

California, and I an 40 yeara of age. I became a prisoner of war of Japan 
on 10 December 1941 on the Island of Guam, 

I was held aa a prisoner of war by the Japrneae at Tsuruga fr.»m 
12 March 19-*5 until liberated on 16 September 1945. Japanese personnel at 
this camp that I can identify are IKEDa, TSUDa, KIMURa and SaKaMOTO, On 
about 12 July 1945 one pfc CharleB F. TRaMPOSCH, U.S.M.C., prisoner of the 
Japanese, was severely beaten by TSUDa, KIMURa and IXSDa. TSUDa end KIMURa 
were obviously drunk and for no reason known to me beat TRaMPOSCH with their 
hands and a belt. This took place in an open area on the compound in front 
of the guard hj>use. After this beating TRAMPOSCH went into the hospital, 

I saw the beating administered by TSUDa and KIMuRA and also aaw IKEDa attack 
TRaMPOSCH in‘,th£ lobby of the hospital with his hands. IKTDa then brought . 

TRaMPOSCH out of doors and severely bent him with a ecjjp shovel, striking 
him in the abdomen and on the head repeatedly. TRaMPOSCH ultimately collapsed 
end was carried into the hospital, 

I was held aa a prisoner of war of the Japanese from 1C December 
1941 to 10 January 1943 on Guam; from 15 January 1942 to 15 January 1943 at 
Zentsujii, Shikoku, Japan; from 16 January 1943 to 1j May 1943 at Tanagawa 
prison sub camp; from 1C May 1943 to 11 March 1945 at Osaka Camp Umeda; 
and from 12 March 1945 until liberated on 16 September 1945 at Tsuruga.

pvt. Shinya-San-Nicknaned "Okay" and directly the cause of 
several men's deaths \ 

Corporal Shimiyoshi - Acting supply sergeant ^nd the cause of 
much of the food shortages* 

Pvt Mariyapa - Nicknamed "Brown Eyes" and "The Hop'Head" because 
of his dope-addict habits. A particularly savage 
individual when aroused and a sadist who enjoyed 
torturing prisoners. 

Mr. Tanaka - Civilian in charge of medical supplies. Directly 
responsible for several deaths by withholding med- 
cal supplies and causing many sick men to be thrown 
out of the camp hospital and sent to work. 

There were others whoso names I hove forgotten, but whose "hos 
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* ,whlle working at a place called Yodignwa, as stevedoro I con¬ 
tract ?d acuto bronchitis, and was laid up in the hospital. We 
h&dbeen told that a sick nan was worse than a dead nan because 
he \*d to be fod but could do no work. The working men's potions 
wereaentirely inadequate but those rations in the hospital 1 were 
about Vilf of that of the working man. I received no medical aic 
because\£ere was none to be had. Some of the men working were 
able to s^eal a little extra "Food" on the Job and f/smuggle 
part of itain to the sick men. (often they were caught and sever* 
ly beaten, otherwise punished). Eventually I regained 
"strength" enough (weighing 52 Kilos) to return zo work. (I now 
weigh 73 Kilos.r^s a result of my sickness andystarvation I con¬ 
tracted beri-berXof the wet variety. My fekt, legs, and face 
became swollen nndVjloated so that I could not move my limbs 
fast enough to run S*«4or move fast onough/to get out of the way 
and was often injurodVy falling or rolling objects such as pig- 
iron and logs. Also I\ras unable to work fast enough to suit 
the civilian work bosse^. namely (or aicknamely) Innbn-San, 
nicknamed "Scar Face" because of* his/angle-like puss, who was in 
charge of the prisoners at work atyWcnitomachi Station, and one 
I'Porky" (so named because of\iis toothing voice, and le -s-t—fe who 
was in charge of the prisonersxwCrking on the "fish dock" at. 
Yneda station, and last but by/fto moans least was the "Bull" of 
Yodigawa, This gent had theyinteVligenoe of a seven-year old anr. 
the strength of a bull. Hi y groat\ielight was loading things, 
which even he had to strati to pickwn, on to the back of the 
weakest of us, and when We collapsed nrom the weight, to kick 
hell out of any one who attempted pull\s out from under. I have 
been beaten with anything at hand, usuallVa work-hook, bocauso 
I was unable to hold- up my end cf the worl^longside of men who 
were not ill, and often the men I worked wibfa were forced to do 
my share of the work as well as their own. WlNn I was once more 
well, I often helped some one who was in the same fix as I had 
been. / 

v/e were forced to steal "food" (such as it wa^3 and cloth¬ 
ing on the Job in order to survive. V/hen times started getting 
rough for the Nips, they came to us for "cuts" on anyttd.ng we 
stole,.with promises that they wou turn their head whenxwe tried 
to smuggle it into camp. Even then, several times they caught us 
at the camp, took th remainder of the loot and beat us dowiv to 
parade res N. 

We were forced to sign for Red Cross gear several times 

When after 2£ years we were finally moved to Tsuruga, ^ 
because of the fact that the "White Ghost" h several smaller 
whirling dervishes had dusted of portions of Osaka and surround¬ 
ing areas, we were told by the honorable camp commander, who had 
recently relieve! Kinari, that we were being sent to a better 
and safer camp. Our camp there was situated on the water-front 
exactly between the two main freight docks. There our work con¬ 
sisted mainly of carrying 98 kilo bags of beans, etc. from the 
ship or the warehouses into box cars, climbing planks about 6 
inches broad, with the load on our back. Two days in a row we 
were forced to carry bombs.from ship to box car, two ship loads 
of them including high explosives. At first we refused to touch 
them but after severe beatings wore issued by gunsoko's Pvt. 

Tudn, Kimuru and others who were backed by the "Pig" Lieut Nunba, 
camp comwmander, we finally were forced to load them. Lucki the 
war ended about « w 3 days later, *nd our mind were *4 set at

This report contains only a few of >he fiendish crimes 
perpetrated by the sadistic, systematic, arta patient monsters, 
patient in the jmy in which they starved, muStercd " nd drove 
mad so many b/hvo °nd good, but helpless men, Oyer whom they 
were placed/in charge.

My name is Louis Joseph Stalcup, my permanent home address is 4014 
8th Avenue, Aan Diego, California. I was formerly a quartermaster first 
class, service number, 341 91 02, attached to the U.o.o. C..N0PUj at the 
time of my capturo. I went overseas on November 3, 1939 and returned to 
the States October 11, 1945. I am now a chief quartermaster, stationed at 
the U.3. Naval Training Center, oan Diogo, California. 

I was captured at Fort Hugho3, Caballo, F.I. on May 6, 1942 by a Jap¬ 
anese Cavalary Unit, the name of which is unknown to me. I was first held 
at 92nd Garage, Corrcgidor, Fart Mills until May 28, 1942, then at Bilibid, 
near Manila, P.I. until about June 12, 1942; then at Prison Camp //3, Cab- 
anatuan, P.I. until about November 3, 1942. Then at Tanagawa, Japan until 
about liny 16, 1943; then to the Umeda camp near Osaka, Japan until May 20, 
1945; then to Tsuruga, Japan until I was released on ecptomber 5, 1945. 


give us any food or water. The total moal mounted to one can of condensed 
milk for throe men oach day. There was a Pay Clerk who had boon captured 
at Fort Hughes, whoso name I do not know, who was severely beaten with a 
two by four by a Japanese sergeant. Tho Pay Clerk was bcaton bocr.uao he 
had attempted to get food for U3. A Jap Aecond Lieutenant had used his 
sabre on a U.J. Colonel raoroly because 3omc men had tried to stoal some 
wator. The^ colonel was not in any way connected with the stoaling of the 
rater. The aolonol was the commanding officer of Fort Hughes, but I cannot 
remenbor his name. 

On the march botwoon 92nd Garage and Bilibid Frison, a distance of 
sevon milv-s down Dewey Boulevard, all men in the last four ranks of which 
I wa3 one, wore beatori'vith a riflo and a horse whip because we were unable 
to keep up with the rost. One man wa3 killed, Dewey, boilermaker first 
class, who had been serving aboard the U.o.o. CANOFUo. He was struck on 
the head v/ith a rifle by a Japanese private riding on horseback because he 
was exhaustod and could not keep up with the rest of us. c wore only at 
Bilibid two days. All our clothing was taken away from us and wc did not 
roccivc any food at all while there. c received two cups of water in two 
days. 

At Cabanatuan, Camp #3, I saw three men shot whose names I do not know. 
Howover, I do know that they Were ordered shot by the camp commander whoso 
name was Colonel Lorcy. They were caught outside the compound and the Japs 
thought they wore trying to oscapo. Before the «cn wore shot they wore 
tortured unmercifully. They were tied to a post out in the sun bare-headed 
for two days, day and night. They had no water andSpthinc to cat. They 
wore allowed to smoke one cigarette before boing shot/>yTho comp commandor 
was present at the time of the shooting and he administered the mercy shot, 
after the firing squad had shot the men. Prior to the shotting the men 
were made to dig thoir own gravos. 

: Mlc I was thoro numerous Fro-Americ n Filipinos were brouW into the 
camp for various infractions of Japanese rules. They would bring tHo 
Filipinos in and stand them up before tho entire camp of prisoners amLruad 
the order or various ordors they had violated. .J.1 of these orders v/oiSk 
signed by General Homma. After they had finished reading tho orders thoX 
would behead the Filipinos and 3tick their heads on fence posts for the 
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beheaded in the above manner* 

After we had left Cabanatuan au no u Ut fl J a p a n, w hil e w U>» ahi p , ** 

>were put in the lower holds with the hatches battened down. >e were only 
allowed to go topside at certain hours at night only to go to the head. 

Ti\ men that had died were left in the holds for three or four days at a 
tin\k before being removed* ! /e were given just as much food as would could 
exiijKon* There was no medical treatment for anyone during the trip. The 
trip \ok about three weeks and this treatment lasted the entire time. I 
think t\e name of the ship was the AhGATO kARU. 7e arrived at the Tanagawa 
prison clmp on Thanksgiving Day 1942. At this camp there was a civilian 
interpreted by the name of Takagi who did all the beating. 1 saw this man 
Takagi beavto Lajor Orr, U.S. Army on the head and shoulders, with a stick 
about three fleet long and about two inches in diameter. I also saw him 
beat kajor GuEtter, U.S. Army, Lieut. Johnson, U.S. Army and numerous en¬ 
listed persons^ the same manner as Lajor Orr was beaten. 

As a result the beating, Lieutenant Johnson received, he died about 
a week later. I saVan array private by the name of Johnson and a marine 
corporal by the nameVf Jimmerson taken out and tied to a flag pole in 
front of the guard shj^c. They were beaten about the face with a leather 
belt until their faces nere buised and swollen 30 much that they were un¬ 
able to see for two or twee days. <hile we were in this camp South Af¬ 
rican Red Cross food in buWc was used by the guards and at numerous times 
the sentries were seen carrying it out the main gate but none of it was 
seen coming back in. ’ Tille \was in that camp I received one box to be 
divided by three men and one bye to be divided by seven men. hen we 
left thoy took all clothes excojy one suit from us. Ve were then trans¬ 
ferred to Osaka. V 


Upon our arrival at Umcda Camp; Osaka, the tension was high and treat¬ 
ment was sevore. There was no definite understanding bet ^on the Jap 
civilians and the army as to who was fta command. The first year I was in 
this camp the prisoners were always in qpubt as to what to do. oometime 
in September 1944, in the morning when tftc prisoners were going to work, 
one prisoner by the name of LaCroux had a\ad headache and didn't Ieel 
like working and told the civilian in charg^ that he didn't fool like 
working and the civilian told LaCroux to go fto the shack where the men 
ato lunch and rest a while. hile LaCroux was\in the shack resting, the 
civilian from the camp, whoso nickname was StonVface, cune out and found 
LaCroux in the shack and wanted to know what was yho matter. LaCroux ex¬ 
plained everything to him. The civilian told LaCroux to go to work; that 
he wasn't sick at all. -hile he was telling LaCrouVto go to work, he 
picked up a tv/o by four and started to hit LaCroux with it. hen he 
started to swing LaCroux hit him in the face with his \ist. The civilian 
started to hit LaCroux again with the two by four, but LaCroux ran out of 
the building and vent to the civilian in charge of the prisoners on work¬ 
ing station. The two civilians were talking when LaCroux\as brought back 
in by another American. LaCroux was insane, caused from being overworked, 
underfed, and mostly from ill treatment. LaCroux was taken »to the camp, 
placed in the brig, and kept there for over a year. LaCroux v/m teasod 
and annoyed every day with sticks by the Japs. V 

There wore numerous occasions when a Jap soldier (nicknamed 'Ttou 
Gehrig") would have prisoners drop their trousers and he would take y stick 
about four feet long and one and a hair inches thick and beat the pritanors 
until they wore black and blue and 3tartod to blood. The Japs would hi^e 
behind something whilo the prisoners wore at work trying to catch the pris¬ 
oners eating or trying to get something to eat. For a Jap "Lou Gehrig" wLj 
very big and weighed about 175 pounds. Those beatings occurred quite 


On Lay 20, 1945, wc wore sent to another prison camp at Tsuruga,Japan. 
The treatment wa3 more severo at this camp than at any other camp. The Jap 
officials wore Lieut. Numba (formerly Umuda Camp Jap commander) who spoke 
a little English and was almost savage. His attitude towards Americans was 
one of hatred. At this camp the Japs would beat the Americans unmercifully 
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about the face. This occurred so ofton that tho dates and names at present 
are boyond my memory. The ex-soldier that hated the Americans most was 
nicknamed "The Little Emperor". Ho had only one oyc» Tho day the word was 
roccivod at our camp that tho war was over, tho Little Emperor loft the 
camp on a bicycle in a terribly big hurfry and was never 3oon after that. 

Wo wore liberated on September 5, 1945 by tho Eighth Army in Japan.

My name is Walter Lawrence Slowiak. My permanent hone address 
is 13434 Parnell Ave., Chicago, Illinois. I an now 37 years old. I 
was formerly a Staff Sergeant, Serial No. 273706 In the "H" Company, 

2nd battalion, Port Marine, U.S. Marine Corps, having enlisted 33 
August 1939. I went overseas 26 March lF'O and returned to the States 
1 November 1945. I was discharged from the Marine Corps 24 February 1946. 

I was captured on Corregidor, Philippine Islands, on 6 May 1,942 by 
& JnpnAafts'naval imv , in>.pfcrf 7 (dapAnese Marines), the name of which is, 
unknown to me. 


I was held at the 92nd Oarage, Corregidor, P.I. until 29 May 1942; 
then at Cabanatuan No. 2, P.I., until 8 November 1942; then at Umeda Bunaho, 
Osaka, Japan until 4 April 1945. Then I was transferred to Tsuruga, Japan, 
until liberated 20 August 1945. 

jW While imprisoned at Umeda Bunaho, Osaka,Japan , I reoeived beatings 
I Trom the following Japanese guards: 

Pfc Schnison - nicknamed "OK" 

Pfc Mariana - nicknamed "Brown Eyes" 

Pfc Mori - nicknamed "Baker" (He has two fingers missing 
on one of his hands.) 

Pfc Yamada - nicknamed "Sweetheart" (Trigger finger missing 
on his right hand.) 

The above soldiers were not regular army guards but were in the 
Japanese Reserve. (Known as the Japanese Oonzoco.) Upon arrival at Umeda. 
Bunsho, Osaka, Japan, the camp commander, at that time/ Lt. Yamadashori, 
gave us a speech in which he told us, "You have lost the war, now you are 

our slaves. You are here to work end we will see that you do." Under his 

command approximately one hundred Americans died. Beatings in this camp 
were very prevalent. Beatings were given in tfyie manner - the victim first 
stood at attention, he was then punched and kicked, mostly about head and 
shoulders. Wooden clubs were often used. Thu guards were like fanatics, 
the more they hit a person the angrier I 'igy would booome. They would only 
stop when they tired themselve out. Other punishments were to hold a bucket 
of water over your head, or kneeling oft concrete floor for a few hour# in 
the position of attention. The guap^s checked on you often. Before depart¬ 
ing for work and after coming back'from work we were given close order drills* 
The Japanone guards would call odt the commando in Japanese and we were ex¬ 
pected to execute the proper movement. If one of us made the wwong move, 
we were slapped, kicked and Voatea over the head with a club. When we had 
a day off from work, the -uftrds would give us exercises. This consisted of 
running around a field apd caleathenics. Not being in good physical con¬ 
dition because of poor./ood, these exercises were more than some of us could 
stand. Punishedkent wds given to anyone, who failed to perform the exercises 
coreeotly. A Japanese civilian, by the name of Tanaka, was in charge of the 
medical supplies khd the Red Cross supplies. There was a ehortege in the 
medical end Red Crosa supplies and it was believed that Tanaka was responsible 
for the shortp^o. Due to his care many of the prisoners went without the 
nec• sBary nodical supplies to cure them. Another Japanese civilian, by the 
name of Endbe, was in charge over our work detail at the Hinnetomacie work 
stationed He was directly responsible for many of the beatings that took 
place On that work detail. He was nioknamed the "Scar", because of a scar 
on hie face. His upper teeth were full of gold fillings and he was an ex.- 
Japanese Army man. The other two camp comnanders were Warrant Officer Canari 
Socho, and Lt. Numba Shori. These camp commanders could have stopped the 
beating* that-took pla*e T but they never put a stop to them. 14

In the Osaka area* The pereonnel of thie camp consisted mostly of 
Amerioan prisoners of w»r4 Master Technical Servant Ofe/rory (First 
nane unknown.) was tho American Camp Commander and he has quite a hit 
of information about this canpi The beatings In this camp were Just as 
numerous as those received at Uneda Bunsho* The Japanese camp commander 
did not try to prevent these beatings. There were approximately fifty 
boxes of Red Cross supplies stored In the store roon for a Ion,? time. 
These boxee were never issued to us* They were burned during one of 
the American bomber raids*

AUSTIN L. 1URDOCK 
(Chief /atertender, U.S.N.) 
Seattle, Washington 


My name is Austin U. hurdocki I am a Chief 7atertender in the 
regular Navy. I am now 33 years old, my permanent home is 4515 33rd 
Avenue South, Seattle, Washington. At the time of this report I am 
on duty at the Puget Sound Naval Shipyard. 

I \ias taken prisoner of the Japanese at Corregidor on 6 Lay 1942 
when Fort Hughes and Corregidor fell. 


I was held at Corregidor a week before being taken to lanila Bay 
to Bilibid Prison where I remained several days before boarding a 
train to Cabanatuan where I was held in "Camp 3" until the middle of 
November 1942; then I was taken back to Lanila Bay en route to Japan, 
arriving in Shiminosaki approximately 24 November 1942; then trans¬ 
ferred to Osaka where I was held until Larch 1945; from Osaka I was 
transferred to Tsuruga, Japan where I was repatriated. I returned 
within continental limits of the United States in September 1945. 

hile still at Fort Hughes, the Japs made the prisoners, of 
wKom I^as one, unload foodstuffs and supplies into the 12-jnch 
mortar pits at the Fort. These pits were being used as storerooms. 

7 7e were forced at the point of bayonets to do the unloading of the 
supplies. 

The only Nods we had on Fort Hughes were canned goods, mostly 
beans which we matoged to get from the store rooms, jome of the 
guards would allowSw to go to the store room to gat food, but others, 
whom we had to pass an our way from the store room would search us 
for whatever we had, aivd relieve us of anything we had that they 
desired. , r e didn't makVmuch headway in getting supplies in this 
manner, and the only foodN^e had was that we could steal. ihile on 
one trip to steal food, the'Wiericans passjpd word that the Japanese 
were coming, most of us managed to get o\JS of the storeroom. About 
six were still in the storeroortkwhen thf Japanese officer got there. 

He went to the entrance, fired iflto ttyd room, and we never saw any 
of the six men again. I didn't hNf this Japanese officer'3 name 
nor remember anything that would ic^tify him.

Japanese artillery and troops, taking i 

I was kept on Corregido/ for about a we^. At that time all the 
survivors of Corregidor and Fort Hughes were t^<en from Corregidor on 
four large Japanese transports to Lanila Bay. Nl were then moved from 
the transports to small landing craft. 7e were iWced at the point of 
bayonets to jump from the landing craft into the wXers of Lanila Bay 
and wade into shore. "let, weary and hungry we were \ben marched thru 
the streets of lanila in order to let the Japanese anttahe natives 
look at us, jeer, laugh and abuse us. Any prisoner whoVould not 
keep up to the pace set by the Japanese or who was not mashing accord¬ 
ing to the manner desired by the Japanese was beaten vith^Lfle butts 
or prodded with bayonets*. Anyone who could not stay in the^ne of 
march and dropped behind was idcked and beaten and stabbed wilfc bayonets 
by the Japanese guards and many were never seen again. Those stayed 
in line of march were then marched to Bilibid prison. 

The group of prisoners with which I was were left in Bilibid 
several days. r e ere fed fairly well at Bilibid, though up until tftl 
time we had no food except what we could steal. In Bilibid e were 
treated fairly well. 
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I marched from Bilibid to the railroad station v/here we 
o board trains. About two hundred (200) prisoners w h 
a little freight car where there was only room for j. few 
Some few sat after wd could get odrselves arrange/ 
tand the ertiye trip to Cabanatuan. Frior to leaving 
prisoner had been given a email rice ball whicl^fere 
evening meali Aft eh reaching Cabanatuan, we 
b the rice ball, which was all the food we had/ Je 
night out in back of a little school out in ttil open, 
morning we were marched about fourteen tale/ in the 
broiling hot sun, with no food and very little water, to/hat was 
known as "Camp 3"« kany men fell by the wayside on thi/trip, being 
unable to survive the ordeal of the march and the constant beatings 
of the guards. All who fell were beaten by the with gun stocks 

and stabbed with bayonets. Some few were later pictoro up by Japanese 
Army trucks and brought into Camp, I.any of the merited on the trip. 

"/hen we got to Camp 3 they "shook us down" td'see v;hat we had. 

They took from us all knives, matches, watches, /pigs or anything 
any of us had that took the fancy of the Japs. All prisoners were 
put in barracks, about 200 men to each barracldyfe were divided into 
three groups and put into Camps 1, 2 and3* lAelieve there were about 
000 men to each group, at that time. 7e wei/4t Cabanatuan about four 
months. Disease was rampant. 1 any men wemftlying of dysentery and 
diarrhea. I.any of the men had pellagra an/4»eri beri. Our rice ration 
was very much reduced at this camp. ’hil/rations had been scant before, 
it was even worse at Cabanatuan. All th/lime we were at Camp 3, 
Cabanatuan, the Japs took working detaiWout to Nichols Field to try 
to repair the Air Base. The men in th^^ working parties i/ere terribly 
abused. I was fortunate not to be on «e of these worldng parties, but 
men who were on them told me of the t/rific abuse of the Americans. 

They wore beaten with axe handles, f • a l/c Carpenters late, 
formerly on the U.S.S. NAPA, was on/of these men. He told me of the 
extreme abuse of the men on the vco/ing parties at Nichols Field. 

One afternoon the Japs brouAt in four men whom they said had 
tried to escape. They tortured/hese men for hours, then took them 
out in the field next to our cmap and shot them. They gave oach man 
a cigarette before he was sho/ The Officer in Charge of the firing 
squad shot each man in the h«ad with his pistol after he fell. They 
had picked those men up in tine street and claimed they were attempting 
to escape. Vie did not get/o talk to the men but we knew if they had 
been trying to escape the/would never have been seen strolling along 
the street. I 3aw them tiorture these men. They put boards in back of 
their knees and made th«i sit in a sitting position. Their hands were 
tied behind their back/and they were then put out in the hot sun. As 
they let the men up t/walk to the field to be executed, some of the 
men were incapable ojF walking and some helped others. 

While at this £amp the Japs ran working parties to try to salvage 
ships sunk in Karima Bay. They got up diving parties. |£?.ny of the lien 
who left on these/work parties were never seen nor heard of again, ken 
returning from t/e working parties told of the continual beatings by 
the guards, particularly when they had rings they said they could not 
take off, they'- ere beaten because the guards wanted the ririg.3. The 
guards were constantly clianged so I could not give any information as to 
their names jar descriptions. 

'e used to watch the men across the street in what 1 as called the 
hospital area, just across from Camp 3 in which I '.'as a prisoner. We 
always said if a i.en went across there he never came back. The men in 
the hospital aroa were unbelievably thin and skinny. 7o would watch 
them whon they sent the nen over there. The first two or t^roe days 
they could navigate by the/nselvos. The next couple of days the uen Would 
walk a fen steps ".nd then fall. After about a . cek they would only b^ 
able to crawl, kany tines trying to crawl to the toilet, nen would die 
on the \ ay. The Japs would let tneir bodies lie there for a day or twd 
before they buried thorn. I waa fortunate and never had to go to tho A 
hospital. Occasionally someone would come back from tiiore but not often 
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'J^^nly one man that I knew returned from the hospital area* He toLfl us 
•4 conditions in the hospital were awful, that the only reason he ipid gotten 
1 well was that the American Doctor in the hospital had a smallyffi.ount of 
sulpha and had packed his arm in it where there was a tropica/ ulcer. 

I'was in Camp 3, Cabanatuan until about the middle of /ovei.ber 1942, 
due to deaths and disappearance of men aSdigned to workingparties, the 
number of prisoners in Camps 1 and 3 was reduced to such In extent that 
all were combined in Camp 1. V/e ail dreaded going to tiJ[s camp because 
their doath\toll was double \that of Camp 3. Camp 1 was/.uch worse be¬ 
cause it wasVonly a foot above water. If you dug a in the ground 

you hit water\ and the place was infested with mosquitos, I stayed in 
this camp a wedk and then we received word we were tap leave this camp* 

In marching from Cabanatuan to board the Jap t/ansports for Japan, 
there was a man in\front of rrie who had dropped a mjJoon out of his mess- 
kit, He tried to pick it up and he dropped behind me in doing so. V/e 
tried to tell him nok to bother but to let it go # The Japanese Guard 
that was guarding the 'flank came up and stuck a. bayonet in him. The 
fellow kept on marching v and kept saying he was bleeding. After we 
got to the docks and the’y broke the ranks I &> not know what happened 
to him. He just disappeared,

They took us to the i.artj-la area where we boarded a Japanese 
transport. ! 7e v/ere stuck dcvito in the ho^d, 1,000 men to the hold. 

Five hundred men could lie dcwfa or sit down and the remainder had to 
stand. We took turns sleeping/- The h/ld was filthy. I do not I enow 
the exact time it took for us to\get Jfo Japan. We stopped at Formosa 
on the way up for about three or ipnf days. V/e spent about three days 
north of Formosa due to typhoons. Approximately the 24th of November 
we arrived at Shiminosaki. There waf a slight drizzle and more sleet 
than rain. None of the men had qtiy H*avy clothing and it was very 
cold. They herded us up on the docks apd we thought v/e could smoke. 

A Jap civilian came up and taljded to us in perfect English. Ho asked 
us who told us that we could Jight our cigarettes and made us put them 
out; that v/e would obey the Orders of the Japanese; that v/e v/e re lower 
than the lowest Japanese private; that the Vapanese government had been 
very lenient with us and tJlat they could ha-iVg shot us but instead v/e 
were to be "guests of th^'Emperor" and v/e woikd work in gardens, rail¬ 
road yards, in plants or* wherever we were tolrao pay ior our board 
and the generosity of Vre Japanese government i^paring our lives. 

\ la vie re then ma/bhed to railroad yards where^Y/e boarded trains, 
this time real passenger coaches, for which we werjkmost grateful as 
it had been the be^t transportation v/e had had as y^y. Je travelled 
all night and to i he middle of the next day. fe dis^barlnd at Osaka, 
Japan. V/e were /hen marched to barracks where we lai$\our clothing 
and bags down ^rf/hat little we had). We had been there Hjpout one-half 
hour when they herded us together once more and moved uVwver into a 
freight yard^here it was quite cold and raining, rain a»<V sleet 
together. * were out in the weather with no cover whats<j^yer. 

’7c tyid to make out statements that we would not try to escape. 

They wanted to know who wo were, what we were. They asked us nyany 
very silly questions, then sent us back to the barracks, wot en<i cold. 
They f£d us that night fairly well but there were no dry clothes and 
no fires with which to dry those we had on. 

For about a weeks time v/e did not do anything. 7e ate fairly 
well, apparently they were trying to get us into condition for what '^■'9 
was to come.

'Thile at these barraclcs in Osaka, there was a little Nip Guao^ 
n civilian whose name vi as HashUmoto* '!e all believed he was abojft 
half there. He was a little fat fellow and our nickname for hjm was 
"Scar-Face"* He would wa}k by us smiling, being very friendly to us. 
On his second trip around he A/ouid look at us and for no ratoon at 
all, would start slapping the men. this was the beginning of many 
beatings we were to receive at the hands of "Scar-Face^uid other of 
the guards in the Camp. If over we had our hands in j/ir pockets, or 
whistled, or v/ere singing as they came through the^^ould "work us 
over". By this I ^ean that they beat, slapped andncicked us. Just 
any of the guards whq came through. One day thaftold us wo were to 
go to work the following day. They sent us oujrto freight yards. 
There we did stevedoring, work. It was veryJ^avy work. Lost of the 
men were in a weakened co^ition and were Jpt capable of hard work. 

If they could not do the ah%Jc they were^CLd to do, they were beaten 
and cuffed severely, f 
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ith rifle stocks, 
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il ho was bleeding, 
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i had in our former 
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le had another guard we called "The Qnperor". He A.ould beat men 
whenever he saw fit for any slight reason ho saw but of which no one else 
was aware. After the surrender this mah disappeared because the Americans 
said that they were going to kill him. '.’e never did see him an^ more. 

^^W^called our Japanese Camp Commander "The Pig". This man was^in 
cvkrgtyiot a while of Umeda Camp and then in charge at Tsuruga C^mp. 

I cannot remember his Japanese name. He knew all this bruta^kry was 
going on and th'® men so mistreated. 

7/henever we had received Red Cross bo;ccs, whipir'wore very few, the 
Japanese got thoir cut bofQre wo ever got ours^^fhey had access to the 
store room and many days vie sep them walk ouj^with canned meats, etc., 
sent by the Red Cross, that the'y>^sed fap^Cheir ovm use. Our Camp 
Commander, the American in Charge, t^KfTarnowski, a first class 
Aerologist, would speak to the Jap*ifks®. .Commander. He A/as very brace 
in his actions. This man mad^x^cry cffdH, to help all the Americans. 

I bolieve something should>3vo been done foKthis man for tlie help 
that he got for us and^fo things he tried to do £or all of us. 

'Then vi q fir^KTeft Corregidor there were about 200 of us in this 
group. At Ataufous placos A/here we stopped, the Japanese would take 
some mana^men off, 7e never saw any of these men again. Thoro wore 
aroumfr^O officers and the rest were about 250 enlisted men of all

My nano it Herbert Archibald Jwhnston. My regular hone address 
is 1112 North 19th Street, Mattoon, Illinois. I ms bom 18 April 1910 
and I an 38 years old. I was formerly a Staff Sergeant, Co. I, Fourth 
Roginont, United States Marine Corps, I reenlistod in the Marino Corps 
16 Novoabor 1939 and oorrod to 27 January 1946, at which tine I was 
honorably discharged. I had prior service in the United States Marine 
Corpsj onlisting and oorving from 34 August 1933 to 23 August 1937 
being honorably discharged at that tino. firing my last onlietnont I 
wont overseas 27 March 1940 and returned to tho States 5 Octobor 1945. 

I was captured at Ft. Mills, Corregidor, P.I. 6 May 1943. I was 
a Corporal at tho tino of capturo. I was capturod by a Jnpanooo Ground 
Forco, tho nano and number of which is unknown to no. I was hold for 
two wooks on Corregidor in an opon prison caap on ono sido of which 
was tho Bay and tho hills or mountains of Corregidor on tho othor throe. 

On 25 May 1942 I arrivod p.t Cabanatuan, Canp No. 3 and was hold horo 
until 25 Octobor 1942. I was thon transferred and arrivod 26 Novoabor 
1942 at tho Tanagua orison canp botvoon Osaki and Koli. On 1 May 1943 
I was trnneforrod to Uooda prison camp, Osaki, Japan. I ronainod at 
Unodr, until 20 May 1945 at which tine I was trnneforrod to Tsuruga 
prison canp on tho Island of Honshu on tho sido facing tho s ca of Japan. 

I remained in this camp until liberntod 10 September 1945. Tho Commander 
of Umoda and Tsuruga camp was the onmo ...an. This CO was a Japanooo 
Lieut, nanod Nanba, who we called "Tho Pig". Ho was of the nvorago Jap 
height and was very fat. 

L:t.todint«ly after oapture, 6-,000 Amerioan Serwiccmen and approx¬ 
imately 8,000 Filipinos woro narchod through tho American doad to tho 
coa sido camp. Wc woro mode to watch tho burning of tho American dead 
by tho Jnpnno8o. I did not got any water to drink for two days. A 
2iotlo of tho food fro;, tho Tunnel which had boon cached by tho Americans, 
was iBeucd to us during our two wooks stay hero. Many of tho Soldiors 
and Navy Pcrsonol had small bundlos of oloths at tho tino of capturo 
which tho Jap^noso took. I do not know whnt bocano of thon. Wo woro 
undo to lord tho Anorican food YVom tho Tunnol on Oorrogidor on to 
Japanese e.’iips and whoro the Japs took it, I do not know. I holpod to 
load thin food. 

Approximately two wooks from flic timo of capturo, wo woro novod 
by boat to Manila.

Other follows in this group 
that I know aro Sgt. Billy Wandoll Allen, Van Auetine, Toxae, also 
Sgt. Monk, whoso hone was appropriately 30 alios fron Sgt. Allen's, I 
rononbor Monk saying. Chiof Potty Officer Huckotabol of tho Nary diod 
At tho goto of Oabanatuan Camp No. 3 following tho narch. I saw CPO Huck- 
stabol dlo. I saw hin buriod across a rovlno back of Cabanatuan Oanp 
No. 3 along with four soldiors. Tho four soldiers wore oxecutP d 
trying to csoapo, so tho Japs said. X saw tho four soliUors shot. Tho 
Japs had dug t ,-ravos about two or three foet deep and sfc^od tho soldierB 
in front of tho -Xavos and as the soldier, was shot hp/foil* into t.‘-.«. gravo. 
All tho prisonors in Cabanatuan No. 3 wero nade to watch tho oxocution. 

Those four gravos wore unmarked and as far as I kjrt>w thoy woro novor 
.narked or at any rate had never boon whon X loft- Cabanatuan No. 3. 

CPO HuckatabolB was ;.arkod and it was very near tho gravos of tho four 
oxocutod soldiers. A Jap Lieut, was in chartfo of the oxocution. I did 
not know his nano and never learned it. Prisonors diod by tho dozone 
at Cabanatuan Canp No. 3. 

Pellagra, diarrhoa, dysentery and malnutrition woro provalont. I 
sufforod fron all tho rbovo disorder*. I did not have bori-bori but 
X know lots of prisonoro who diod fron it. Our food was soup nacle fron 
swoetpotatoo vinoe, corn starch and sour rico. Vo lived in bonboo huts 
with grass tops. Tho huts weri,* of difforont sizos end housed 50 to 
200 por hut. In ay hut, there wero 53 prisoners. Wo rocoivod no Rod 
Cross supplies at any tine wfiilo in this cacp. Tho guards were ohangod 
froquontly and I do not refte.nbor any of thon by nick nano or unusual 
physical characteristics* 

VHiilo in this canp I saw the Jap guards, both civilian and Army, 
olap tho prisoners With their open palco daily. Sons of the prisoners 
loot their honring permanently rs a result of being elapped ovor tho 
oore. I saw various prisonors slappod as nuch as ten tinos by the 
Jap guards bofdro stopping. At one tine, wo woro noving a hut. Because 
of r.y wonkonwd condition I could not carry heavy loads and tho Jap. 

Liait. in hit no across tho hips with a 2"x4" which was 6 or 

8 foot loifg. This loft no injured but 1 Itas forcod to go on working. 

^TOout 1,500 of us woro loadod on a Jap boat to bo aovod to tho 
Tonp'ua prison caap. Thoro was 500 to 600 of us in a holo about 50 
fotft equaro. Wo woro too crowded to lie down. Vo wero on tho socond 
dock below the nain dock. Lioo were torriblo. I personally know of 
/6 follows who diod during thie trip and hoard that thoro woro nany noro. 

I saw tho Japs wrap the body of a 1st Lieut. Johnson and throw it over

Whilo in this oanp I hoard fron other prisoners thAt a Corp. Pitt, 

Marine Corps, was boaton to death by the Japs. A rock fell oft ny 
foot whilo I was in this canp and I was unable to work. Any prisoner 
who wao tumble to work was only givon half rations. I puuod sono 
green barley which was about 9 inches tall nnd ate this *4 sustain 
ay etrongth. We had no boat during the wintor, A follow prisoner 
by tho nano of Knight fron Owonsboro, Kentucky (Ho waf Navy porsonnol.) 
had a pair of clippers to cut hair. At tines ho was/forced to cut 
tho Japs tair. /’ 

In the Uneda prison canp noar Osaki, we workod as stovedors. I 
was oro for 3 years And 30 days. Tho canp CosAandor was a Jap liout. 
by tho nano of Na~ba. Ho was tho last of 3 Cdnnandors that was thoro 
during ny stay. I workod ono whole year without aissing a day and 
was vivon one tangerine as ny roward. I was working for tho Karitsu 
Railroad Conpany. A Jap civilian called "Scornock" was ono of tho 
guards. He was very cruel to tho prisoners. Ho had nnny ocaro on 
and about Mb neck. Ho would lift lo$t or loads high into tho air 
and lot then drop onto tho shoulders/of tho priBonors. Oiis would 
gonorally knock tho prisonor down ^ftd injure hln. I saw this happen 
nany tinos. I do not know the naabs of any of tho prisoners that this 
happonod to except a Marino Sgt./oy tho nano of Sugar. A Cpl. Donnia 
fron Wisconsin was injurod thiy'way also. I rononbor that a boy by 
tho nano of Anton fron Watson, Illinois, USN and a Marino by tho nano 
of John Frasier, Oblong, Illinois was also in this canp. On ono 
occasion 6 of us woro linod up and slapped 3 tines on ono sido of tho 
faco and then struck witly a club on the othor side of tho faoo bocaueo 
tho Jap Arny guard nt?tdk wc f- ilod to salute. A civilian guard by - 
tho nano of Sokanato, also known as "Dirty Tooth" also had tho habit 
of slapping the prisonors for no particular reason at All. I saw 
him slap rany prisonors and he slappod .ne nany tines, for no particular 
rc,\ooa. A Jap nodical officer by tho nano of Tanaka threatened to 
poison our food bocaueo wo conplnincd of our woakonod condition. A Jap 
Lieut, who woro'loggins at all tines had tho habit of kicking prisoners 
on tho chins./ I saw him kick and boat PFC La Croy, Marine, fron Wis¬ 
consin. I saw a Jap civilian guard, Yanagushi, slap nany of the 
prisonors ylth hie open pain for no roaBon except for tho fun of it. 
Yamjjushi/was in chargo of a group of prisonors working at Kaneaki. 

Kar.- ou yr.o r. Jap civilian guard and I saw hln slap nany oriaonors with 
hio op/n pain. ThiB Karr.su Joined the Jap array in 1944. 

I hoard in this canp fron othor prisoners of a Jap callod tho 
"T/ito Anglo" who had char o of prisoners in Manila. Ho was well known 
for giving tho "water treatment" to Anerican prisoners. A Marino Corpl. 

/'John ITogro whoso hone was Ladd, Illinois was in this canp and I havo 
soon hln slappod by tho Jap oluiUon guasds* A Jap arny guard callod 
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JLitt Sa il o r" sl a pfUirt nn rnrt nth or prU o n o r s-tlaat I saw. 1 saw him 
ti.cipp.to in a boating of Chief Potty Officer.Hoekum whilo in tho

a otick placed botwoon his knoos and wne struck squarely on tho hoad 
witha club.

In the prison at Touruga I worked unloading soybeans which caoo 
from Koroa and from Manchuria. Ihe bags of beans weighed 200 pounds. 
Tho Commander of this camp was "The Pig". I saw a Jap civilian guard 
and a Jap .Array guard boat a Marine Corporal Trampoch, Omaha, Nebraska 
about tho face and on the hoad until ho could not be recognized. This 
comp wao rlso infoctod with lico. In thio camp there wero 135 Navy 
personnel, 85 Marinos, 179 Soldiers and 30 Dutch from Java. One part¬ 
icular Jap in this comp dressed very neatly and had an artificial 
loft oye. Ho had sharp pointod features. His skin was noro light 
than tho ordinary Jap. Ho was approximately 5 foot 8 or 10 inchos 
toll, about 30 years old. Ho woro a band on his loft log below the 
kneo. Ho had fought in China and also had been a guard in the Trnngua 
ca^p. I do not know his name. I believe ho was the moanost of all the 
gurrds. I have soen him kick, slap and beat prisonoro daily. I have 
beon slapped, kicked, and beaten by this person. 


I was liberated on 10 September 1945.

To * Investigating Authorities k United States Armed Forces. 


VL. TAGAGi* ( Interpreter for P.O.W. in Tanagawa.) This 
Jap - wa/lhirod by the l^ishima Contracting Company as in terpreter 
for the Japs for whan v.e\ere working. This individual caused many 
beatings by misinterpretation and-other devices. He also took it 
upon himself, with the backin^^f the military, to inflict many 
beatings himself which were o*Q»aditated and so brutal as to cause 
the death of a Lieutenant Wlageivs^n officer of cur camp. He 
also instigated and took..fiart in theO^ating which caused the 
death of Private RoberV Tyler of the 6oVh s Coast Artillery who 
attempted to escape .in a moment of mental witness. This man to 
my mind is the woietst Jap with whan we have can^-into contact. 

Every nan who ha*' cone into contact with him desires his death 
be a miserable'one. " 


2. THE CAMP STAFF aT TANAGAWA t The officers in charge 
include a Lieutenant Hizami and a Lieutenant ICeranishi. These Japs 
were at the camp ijnd had full knowledge of the beatings and deaths 
which took placeffjN gS ng ed u ca t e d a n d h ar in g faHo wrt wl e f Ms- ■ 
underlings they aroin no way excusible for our maltreatment. 

The regulur army soldiers include* Ichiba, Minimoto, Uno and 
others who I cannot recall the names of. These Japs had tp^ao with 
the administration of the camp. Ichiba and Uno being pajtSaster 
and in charge of the issuing of food and supplies. Minimoto being 
the sergeant of the camp. These Japs helped to mak^/life in this 
camp miserable and unbearable. The incidents are/many and various. 

It would Take hours to enumerate. An illustration as follows} 

Durring the math of March tho weather in this/liree is cold and 
rainy. We were not forced to go to work on irtiese days that it rained 
hard due to the fact that the project cloj^d down on these days. 

After having eaten a very anall meal, which was 2$% less when we 
did not go to work, we would attempt Vo go to be because of the fact 
that it was cold ( we had no heating devices of any sort ) end also 
we had no recreational facilities.bf any kind. At about 8*00 
oclock in the morning, having finished his breakfast, Minimoto would 
start in the first barracks make tho rounds of all, screaming 
for us to get out of our bu^Rs and threatening us with a sword. He 
would then make us fold our blankets, police the barracks outside 
and insideand also make Ab open the windows. For the rost of the 
day v:e weru ordered to'stayed out of our bunks. Periodically through¬ 
out the day liinlmota/would moke the rounds of the barracks, hazing 
and making us poli/e. Ill is individual and Ichiba were the instiga¬ 
tors of the dai^Doot drill which took place after we had worked 
hard all day. Japan arriving at camg in the evening we were taken 
over by the gi ards who potroM the fence and the gate. Thpy would 
give ue boojr drill in Japanese making us do it their way. ( It is 
interesting to note here that they di not in all the time we were 
there, succeed in miking us do their drill right. We played dunb at . 
their <frdurs and did everything opposite to what they said.) This \ 
starred in the spring of 1943 and continued until March 1945 at 
vhi#!ii tine we left this samp* The drill took anywhere fron fifteen 
to'forty-five minurtosjritith much ecreaming and at times they would 
ue f o r o e a b le ^ f^icluded in the staff were Japs of the civilian 
cmrps. These were lhda, Ikeda, Kinura, and others. We were in 
<Viroct contact with these rets, they being the guerds whoi took us 
to and fraj work. If at any time the contractors on the job W6ro 
,nots satisfied with our work, which they aevor v/ere, they would 
report to than. Whereupon they would administer punishment in 
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various for.ua such as, beatings with clubs end slapping* making a 
person hold r hoovy piece of wood or acme other ertiile over our 
heads, threatening to take away his food and tunny other things. Th 6 y 
were payed off in yen or food or other things which were not easy to 
obtain in this country. TJiey also took it upon themselves to haze us 
on the days thet ve were supposed to be resting in onnp. 


' for whom we worked were 0 I 90 especially beligerent toward us. They 
never gave us eny sort of o brack on the work. They employed 
ignorant coolies to make us vroMc end ordered them to get the pt/irl: 
from us any way they could. ( They didn't get the work one* we 
became organized. In fact they lost more money on ue tpgf! they were 
payed by our destroying equipment and other ways and a/Scaa. We put 
many of tho sub-contrrctors on the rocks.

4* TSURJGA 1 At this comp whish was administered by 
Lieutenant Jfcrnba ( also nicknamed The Pig ) wes the best possible 
thing that could hove happened to ue. We were put in 0 position 
where we could steal all the soy besne we could oat. When we first 
arrived, the company for which we were working gave us beans to 
supplinent the ration of food given to us by the array. After the 
first month, for no apparent reason, Uno the paymaster reduced our 
doily ration to about a third of whet it formerly was. Ae near os we 
could make out it was entirely personal animosity on the port of Uno. 
Tho work et this camp was especially heavy; stevedoring soy beans in 
200 lb. begs, pig iron and all the articles which were imported from 
Mcnchurie and Lorca. In order to overcome this shortage in food, >;e 
stole beans rice and anything edible. A small portion we were oble 
to coo!; in the kitchen, but not enough to keep our health. Therefore 
we cooked food on charcoal brezers cn our bunks. One Incident in 
connection with this cooking jn our bunks -was the day a shakedown 
was orderedby the Pig. Charcoal brezers were found and about thirty 
men were taken to the Jep office and were administered a particularly 
brutal beating durring which three non were knocked unconcious from 
being beaten in the face. I don't think any person in the U. S has 
seen anything like theee boys after they had been beaten. This one 
Jap, Ximure, who is particularly vicious with his fist 3 nd hes on 
exceptional sadistic personality, beat these men on the face until 
thoir faces swelled out tv.o and three inches. Their faces were blue 
end bloodshot and bleeding. Their eyes were block. And many of then 
could not hear for deys. On top of thie Ikedo end TUda and Uno and 
the rest of the staff used clubs and beat these boys about the heed. 
Tnat not being sufficient, they had salt rubbed into the.places whero 
they were bleeding from. This took piece under the direction of the 
Pig who was present durring the entire beating. 

3» The above is a bare outline of the maltreatment of the 
j.en with when I hrve spent three miserable yeore in this heathen 
country. If a more specific account is, desired I will be more.than 
glad to write every thing I have encountered along these lines.

I was called to camp because an inspection was yoing on to 
try to detormina if the prisoners had been doing any stealing. The 
PO'/'s wore called outside thon a search vies flr.de of their sleeping 
place. Some salt and peas wore found, tho guilty PO/' s wero taken 
to tho lower floor oi tho Japanese guard's quarters and ogt. UNO 
and others started to boat thorn- Thoro wore about 14 or 15 FO'.'»s 
being beaten. Sgt. UNO and tho others beat these Prisoners with 
their fists and open hands. Each guard took turns doing tho beat¬ 
ing, I would 3ay tho beating lasted about one hour. Four or five 
PO”'s wero knocked unconscious, the others wore beaten until their 
flesh broke open. Tho guards hands and knuckles broke o.en from 
the force of tho blov/s they wore delivering.

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^Louisiana, was accused of not working hard enough. k Japanese guard 

Nw the name of Kata-san, also known 4ft ’'filmef 1 *, picked up a club 

and^t Delahorn into unconsciousness. Delation* was taken to the 

hospital N i{i the winter of 1943 and 1944. While 1 waa held at Tanagawa, 

a private Tyl'b^ whose full najao in the organization 1 do not know, 

wandered off into \{ie camp in search of food (during this winter our daily 

ration was reduced to Stk, extremely small amount). He was found very 

shortly thereafter bargainihg^for food with a Japanese civilian. He waa 

immediately confined to a JapaneS^ guard house. He was given one or 

two Japanese blankets which were qui^a thin. The one window in the guard 

house cell had no window panes. It was cbyered only by a cross-work 

of wooden bars which were spaced four or six inches apart. Private Tyler’s 

ration was reduced to one-half the amount of the ob^er prisoners of war. 

Tyler remained in this cell about ten days or two weeks'. The Japanese 

decided to take Private Tyler to Osaka Headquarter’s Camp t&\ptand trial 

for attempt to escape. He was laid on the rear end of a truck mbce dead 

then alive ana he died before reaching Osaka. Lt. Kuranichi was in charge

and tormented Private Tyler- whale in the guard house. JjMle he was at 


Tsuruga camp in Japan in July of lya3, we had many shakedown inspections to 
ascertain whether or not we had any articles in our possession which were 
forbidden us. These articles woro usually salt, pencils and paper, etc. 

If wo were found to be in possession of any of these articles, our names 
were taken and we were subsequently brought before the camp commander. On 
July 3, 1943, I was brought before the commander and was shown a number of 
contraband articles which had been taken from the possession of prisoners 
of war and was asked to pick out the articles that belonged to me. None 
of them did, so I was excused, and a piece of Jupanose writing was stuck 
on my forehead and 1 was ordered to go downstairs. At the foot of the stairs 






were a few Japanose guards* When 1 came aown and they saw the In¬ 
scription on the paper tnat was pasted on a\y lorehaaa they laughed 
and pushed me to one siue. A few minutes later. Private kurton and 
A* Dorsey (no relation) of the E. Battery bO, C.A.C. formerly of 
4914 Beck Avenue, Bell, California, came down the stairs, aimura-san 
and Tuta-san were the guards who were waiting lor us as we come aown. 

As soon as they saw the inscription on Dorsey's forehead they immediately 
fell upon him and beat him into unconsciousness. One of these guards direca 
a Jap who was standing by to throw salt into the open blooding wounds 
on Dorsey. After Dorsey was laying unconscious on tho floor for awhile 
they threw a bucket of cold water on his face to revive him.

Q. State your name, rank, aerial number, permanent homo addreea, and any 
other pertinent information concerning yourself. 

A. My name is Elvie Eugene BAKER. I am a Corporal, U.S.M.C., serial No. 
274212. My permanent hone address is Box 492# Shamrock, Oklahoma. I have 
completed high school and one year of college and have been in the Marine 
Corps since 12 September 1939. 



Q. Have yop witnessed any tortures, beatings, or other cruelties! ' 


A. Yes. v /t Tanagawa Prison Camp on the Island of Honshu, Japan, on or 
about 1 February 1943, I witnessed the beating of Herman STEEL, EM, USN, 
captured at Corregidor. STEEL had been found in possession of cigarettes 
and eoawoed which he had obtained outside the compound. Ho wee required 
to.stand at attontion before the guard house and while eo standing was 
fceaWn into unconsciousness. He was rovived and beaten Into unconscious¬ 
ness H ° was again revived and required to stand at attention before 

the gud^d house throughout the night. The boating took place at approxi¬ 
mately 1&30 and he wae released from punishment at approximately midnight. 
The prisoner was required to perform normal labor next day. Tho beatings 
wore administored by the regular camp guards on duty at tho tirao. During 
the Summer or’1944, while at Oeaka Subcamp on tho leland of Honshu, Japan, 

3 American oriebnors, B. W. ALLEN, Corporal, and MOUUEICERIO, both in tho 
Third Battalion ot the Fourth Marines, and Keith 0. TURNER, MM, U81I, cap¬ 
tured at Corregidor* P.I., wore charged by the Japanese with Inciting a 
riot on the Job. Thfc.^men were takon into the guard houso where they wore 
beaten with fists fronibfi to 10 minutes oach. The men were then trken to 
Osaka Prison Camp headquarters and placed in tho brig. Here, for a period 
of 19 days, they were required to stand at attontion throughout the day. 

This period of standing at Attention lasted without* V. +■& fVcsi C700C to. 

1800 and continued for a perihd of 19 days. After this punishment they 
were released, permitted to re&irn to their barracks, and rosumod work. 

The men lost approximately 10 to\5 pounde oach because of this ordeal. 

I did not personally witness this punishment but tho story was released 
to me personally by the 3 individual^involved. 

On 3 December 1944, I wae brought beforb. tho camp officers on chargee 
of espionage. Upon my refusal to answer ^ostions whatsoever, I was beaton 
by the Japanese. The men who beat me were\&MnTA, a Nitohe, who was in 
charge of the work details fir tho camp, and ^HIMOSHI, a Sontohe, who wae in 
charge of camp supply. Present also wae tho cdrnp commander, Lieutenant 
NUMBA, as well as 2 camp interoreters whose nameh. I do not now recall and 
several other camp officials, who I cannot now iddptify. I would be asked 
one question and upon refusing to answer would bo bdnten nearly to un¬ 
consciousness and then revived. ANother quest in knu^d be. asked and tho 
process ropcp.tcd until approximately 7 questions had beHp aaked and I 
would bo beaten for a period of a’^proximatoly 30 minutes. ' 

After the beatings, I was fed my evening chow and returned tV the room 
whero I had boon questioned. I wae then forced to kneel barerhot with my 
weight resting upon my heels and arches and remained so for one\fc>ur dur¬ 
ing which time tho interpreter continued to question me (this interpreter 
can be partially identified by hie pronounced stutter). Li out enan ^ NUMBA 
theA entered the room end stated hie disbelief of my possession of ©d, 
knowledge of tho incident but gave me permlselon to make a written afoate -^

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hoadquartors camp find plAc* d in the fcrlg and forced to stand at attontion 
until 200 that night. 1 was then qttrationod by the commander of Osaka 
headquartors comp , a Lieutenant in the Japanese Army whoso Cano I do not 
know, and during this questioning was boaton by tho guard (a member of the 
military polioo) with fist and club. I was roturngd to tho brig and forcod 
to stand at attention for 48 hours without a broafc. I remained in tho 
brig until 2 January 1945 and during this period of imprisonment waB re¬ 
quired to stand at attontion *H day froar T)700 until 1800. 

Tho Japanese Medical Corpsmon at.4Jhodi>.^eaka Subcamp practiced tho burning 
of punks upon the backs of American prisoners. Thoro wore 3 cases which 
wore told to mo by the victims I cannot porsofca^ly identify by name. ThiB 
Medical Corpsman whose name I cannot give s over il^^ur nod the victims. The 
victims would bo held down and a heap of powdor wouWtSje placed upon their 
exposed backs. The powder would thon be ignited and burhadout, effecting 
an area about tho size of a fifty cent piece. Ono of tho victims was one 
George BLUK’TCIY, a Quartermaster Sergeant in the Fourth Marino sbaptur ed 
at Corregidor. Pull detaila of those burnings including the names rtf^tho 
perpetrators and vle tl roa- nay- b» o bt ai n ed-fromBn. KELL, Captain, U.S. Army. ^£>4 


While at Teuruga Prison Com p, I witnessed tho beat ing of R. J. CJ. 0 CIC*?., 
BM, USN, 791 Fulton Avonue, Spartonburg , South Carolina, which was ad¬ 
minister bd by a Japanese guard at this camp whose name wae TOOTI. CJIOCXEh 
had asked a Japanese civilian for a match, with which to lifjit a cigarotto 
and wrb refueod by TOOTI on the Visis that boing lower than the animals an 
American prioonor had no right to address the Japanese. He first struck 
CaiOCKEm. with a club approximately Is inchos in diameter and 3 feet long 
breaking the club over C. OCKE 'S head and knocking him out. While OAOCKSA 
lay on tho /ground TOOTI kicked at him viciotisly about ell parte of hie 
body. C OCXZ rocainod coneicouenoee and stood at attention boforo TOOTI 
whereupon TOOTI hit CHOCKS with hie fists. CLOCKS was badly beaten and 
and euff ered intense pain after the inoident. 


Such acts by TOOTI were commonplace in tho camp and I have personally 
witnessed many euch beatings. 

one occasion In Teuruge, U. 8 . A nrqr men prisoner a hrtd escaped 
from camp and woro apprehended by the Japanese, one of whom wae beaton to 
death. Tho following persons are in possession of the detallo of this 
incident: Ouy H. SISCO, 0/0 Jackson & Horn Gro. Co., Hobbs, $ew Mexico, 
and Master Sergeant GREGORY, U.S. Array, captured on Corregidor, and serving 
as prisoner commander of Tsurura Camp. 


Q. Did you see tho u«e of prisoners of war on enemy military work* or 
operations? 

A. Yes. While at Teuruga Cantp, we were required to unload bombs, powder, 
and other forme of munitions fronrJapaneBG vessels. During this period 
we were eubjoct to the hazard of alr'r^ids by American pianos# and p.b a 
matter of fact tho docke were bombed oufcNfhilo wo were at that camp by a 
U.S. air raid.

Our b arracks wore located next to tho dock at whYn^ we worked. 0,n 13 

July 1945 tho barracks were hit with an incondiary bob^from a U.S. 

plagfl »nd bombed out. The prisonera were thon moved to '^warehouse 

wherein a noarby dock next to which ley a vessel flying baker. This w^ro-/s/L 

house beepmo tho barracks for a period from July 13 1945 to Jlly 30, 

1946, and it waB bombed out during a U.S. air raid. In neither bombing*

A. Yea. On 6 November 1943 left Philippine Islands on the Negate Maru, 
and on 35 November 194 3 arrived at Shiraonoseki, Japan. During thie voyage 
we were packed 6&0^en in tho hold. Prleonere in the hold had no room 
to lie down and for the, 19 daye enroute the only poeitione available to 
them wae standing er sitting. The heat in the holde was torrlflo and 
no time wore the prleonere allnwed on deck except to go to the hoed. Tho 
head would hold but 6 men at a tike and formod the only toilet facllitlce 
available to tho men in the hold. Alnr/o majority of the men wero af¬ 
flicted with dyeontery and diarrhea and dua to the limited head facilitioe 
they were forcod to uee other moane of relief frequently having to reeort 
to the use of moeB gear for which there wae no sterilization available. 

Pood coneletod of nothing but rico. Water for drinking wae adequate in 
supply but there was no wat*r or sorp available for the purposes of per¬ 
sonal cleanliness. Deaths among the prisoners averaged approximately 3 
men per day while enroute although none of the deceased are personally 
known to me.- —- ■ .. ....

Q, Did you witness, while a prisoner of war, the beating of another 
Allied prisoner of war by the Japanese? 

A, Yos, I witnessed on about 24 Jtcly 1945 at Tbutu*o, Japan the severe 
heatin'; of Ralph J. Crooner, Boatsvminr.iate, 1st Class, who, prior 
to capturo, was stationed on the USS Oahu. During an air raid cn 
the abovo nontioned dato a Japanese hone guard by tho nano of Tuda 
thought tlin.t Crocker was smoking e cigarette. Crocker was sitting 
in a foxhole during the raid and was holding an unlit oigarotte. 

Tuda made Crocker stand at attention during tho raid, hit hi:: with 
his fist twice and then struck hla ovor tho oye and forehead with a 
wooden stick 30" long and 2 M in dianotor. Crocker was knockod out 
for several ninutes and while unconscious Tuda continued kicking 
hin, When Crocker revived and stoo.l up Tuda hit him several noro 
tines with his fiBt and then forced Crocker to stand at attention in 
tho sun for ebout two hours before lunch. 

Can you give a description of Tuda7 

A, Tuda was n forner regular arny nan who had been wounded in the 

China campaign, He had a plate in tho head and one glass oye. Wo 
all called hin the eoperor. Ho spoke English a lit cie but understood 
it better. Tuda wore black horn-rinned glasses and was tailor than 
tho usual Jap. 

Q. Car- you furnish the juries of American prisoners who also witnessed 
this boating? 

A. Yob. Josoph Digley, "achinistmate, 1st Class, ’J. B ITavyj homo, 

Latrobo, Pennsylvania, and Joseph Stalcup, Chief Quartermaster, V. S. 
Wavy; hone, Enid, Oklahoma. 

Q. Did Crocker receive any ill effects from his boating by Tuda? 

A. Crocker^ eye was severely blackened vrith bruises and his eyeball was 
bloodshot for several weeks. This oye pained Crocker for quite a 
long tine after the beating, Crocker also receivod n cut on his 
forehead. The Japanese furnished no first aid whatsoever for Crocker.

I am Arthur Davis, S/Sgt., ASN 11018516, age twenty-four, and 
my permanent home address Is ?9 Collette Street, Newbedford, Massachusetts. 

I attended only one year of high school. 

On 7 August 1940 I enlisted into the military service of the 
United States end went overseas to the Philipnine Islands on 8 October 1940. 

On 8 October 1945 I returned to the United States, a liberated prisoner of 
war of the Japanese from Tsuraa, Japen. I vaB held a prisoner from the 
time I was captured by the Japanese at Corr^gldor, Philippine Islands, on 
6 May 1942 until liberated on 3 September 1945. At the time of my capture 
I was a first cook with the 60th Coast Artillery, Antiaircraft Unit. From 
6 May 1942 until 18 July 1944 I was a prisoner of war of the Japanese in the 
Philippine Islands and was held in Cebanatuan No. 3, Nichole Field, and 
Llpa Field. On or about 18 July 1944 I was transported with other prisoners 
of war on tne nisByo Maru to Moji, Japan, end was held a prisoner at Tanagawe, 
Japan, from 5 August 1944 until April 1945, when I was transferred to a 
Jap prison cemp at Tsur/ra, Japan, and held there a captive until liberated 
in September 1945. 

While a prisoner at the Tenegawa Camp end sometime in the month 
of December 1944, I wee severely beaten by the Japanese Guards stationed 
at this camp. They beat me because I was smwkinc outside of my barracks 
in violation of a camp regulation. The whole staff of guards at this camp, 
numbering about twelve to fifteen, took turns in beating me with their bare 
fists end with a Btick two by four In dimension until I waa severely swollen 
about the head, neck, and Bhoulders, and upper body. Suffering severely 
at the time from malnutrition, the beating all but finished me; however, I 
did not become unconscious and was forced alter the beating to stand for 
a period of at least an hour and a half at full attention on a concrete

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platform in the cold Weather sf December until I was almost blue from tne 
experience. My eyes were badly swollen and ray whole face was puffed up; 
however, most every American prisoner in that camp while I was there, 
suffered at one time or another a beat in,? almost as intense as the one I 
have described. 

The Jap i.uard who gave us the most trouble and who was the worst 
of the lot, was named Caraira, who was attached as a Jap Army Reservist. 
Another guard at that beating was named Tutor; two other guards were niclo- 
naraed "Lefty" and "Elmer." I do not have any other information concerning 
them. They were the average Japanese in a?yearanoe.

My name is Rodney Miller Kimbley* My permanent address is 3348 
Gunther Lane, Bldgi 34, San Diego 10; dalif. I was formerly a Chief 
Radioman (AA), Serial No. $87 04 37, attached to the Radio Control 
Station, Navy Yard, Cavite; P» I. I first enlisted September 4, 1929, 
went to the Asiatic Statidn August 28, 1937, and returned to the 
states 25 September 1945. I am still on active duty, Chief Radiomem, 
USN (PA), attached Commandant ELEVENTH Naval District. 

I was captured by the Japanese Army upon the surrender of Corre- 
gidor, May 6, 1942. I was kept 19 days on Corregidor, 3 days in 
Bilibid prison in Manila, five months and five days at Camp t 3 
Cabana Tuan, 5 days at Camp «. Cabana Tuan, overnight Nov. 7th in the 
Port Area, Manila, 17 days a transeort enroute from Manila to 
Shiminoseki, overnight Nov. 24th in a train enroute from Shininoseke 
to Tanagawa. 

(/'^Personnel of the radio station, Navy Tunnel, "Monkey Point", ./ 
CorreA^dor of which I was a member, were taken prisoner aboyrt 6^Mi., 
May 6th. 1942. Prior to the effective hour of the surrender, we had 
each provided ourselves with a small pack of clothes, pfiy cigarettes 
that we possessed, and a canteen of water; upon taking charge of us, 
the Jap soldiers immediately drank our water, inspepted our packs, 
kept our cigarettes for themselves and threw the clothes away (we 
go no more vat^r - nor food- until the next afternoon). Shortly after 
concentrating all of us prisoners near the mouth'of Malinta Tunnel, 
Corregidor, JapVrtillery at Bataan began shelling Corregidor and 
kept up the shelrUig most of the night; we we/e forced to lie out in 
the open, regardless of screaming shells. Itfie following morning, 

May 7th, 400 of ue were marched to the '-Teheed airfield near "Monkey 
Point" and set to worV building an airfield; our tools consisted of 
wheelbarrows, picks, snovels, sticks anyboards. In the intense 
heat, and with no food nty? water since Ahe previous morning ( and 
weakened from slim ration^during the doast 5 months), men began 
fainting from exhaustion an\l from thg heat; those who fell were 
beaten or kicked until they got bacg on their feet and went to work. 
Such incidents occurred quite \ few times and I cannot remember the 
nameB of any of the men who weres/oeaten and I had not yet learned 
the names of any Japs. In mid-^TVernoon, our senior American prisoner 
at the airfield, a major in the arow finance corps whose name I don^A 
remember, persuaded the Jap officer \n charge of our detail to gi 
us food and water. Wo were/given one>small dry-ration can of wn(^r 
per man, one small can of Wet-rations p^r man, and one^fcall can ox 
dry-rations for each two ihen (U.S. fieldN^ations Just^eajftured). We 
were given a half hour to eat and then bacV to work itfitil 5:30 p.m., 
when the above meal wa J repeated. We slept the open ground of the 
field. We worked 3 ys on the airfield and forked burying our dead 
(Jan dead had been removed by them prior to theSsurrender. The Japs 
would not allow us to erect any marks of identifRation on the "graves" 
by their orders, J simply lowered the bodies (whi^h had lain 3 days 
in the tropical Aun) into fox-holes cuved the fox-hoVes in on too of 
them. On the 3^d Any, our 4C0 were moved to an area ft^ovn as "92nd 
Oarage" and Joined the rest of Corregidor 1 s survivors. \8,000 (approx.) 
Americans findr 2,000 (approx.) Filipinos were forced to'lVye for 19 days 
in an area Jo out 150 yards square. During those 19 days,''due to the 
general fil^th (the latrines in particular) and lack of fretfb-water 
baths, mo/t of the men contracted diarrenha or dysontery, tropical 
ulcers, yievere skin diseases, etc. But we had to go on working-parties, 
regardless. The Japs used us to collect all metal on the island and

fe&rfy it or dreg it to tfre docks for ship-loading. IXiring that ti/e, 
ouf food consisted of American canned food captured by the Japs iCnd 
their distribution of it was indifferent; on 2 occasions, the 84 man 
group- s of which I was a member, after performing hard labor all. day, 
had nothing to eat until the following day when the Japs got Ground 
to issuft^ food. It was common practice for Jap soldiers to. stop a 
working-pArty and take all money and cigarettes that they c#uld find; 
on one occasion (during the above mdntf.oAed 16 day period) 1 saw a 
Jat> non-com iron hift sabet thrCugh a Filipino because the letter had 
protested at Rising robbed^ 

On May 25th,' we were all packed like sacks of beans into 3 filthy 
Jap transports taken to Manila; our food until the following 
morning consisted \of whatever “e'd been able to steal dn Corregidor, 
if any. TJnloading\in the surf at a beach between Manila and Cavite, 
we were taken on a \ong "victory parade" through Manila's downtown 
section to Bilibid nWson. In Bilibid prison, the Japs allowed us 
to use one building aka hospital with prisoner-dcotor6 and volunteer 
enlisted helpers, but trjjey provided us with no medicine and deaths 
had begun before I left'B days later. On the tri t to Cabana Tuan, 

1500 of us were loaded into a freight train, 50 fllen to each of the 
tiny cars, standing packed tightly together; thef only ventilation was 
from the center of the cars\and the heat insider was stifling; the 
train ride lasted 6 hours. Xt Cabana Tuan, had to make a 20 
kilometer march out to the concentration camps; many men fell in ranks 
during the march and had to be\>icked up latAr in trucks; the Jap 
guard was relieved 3 times durirte the march. 

During the 6 months at CampiiteVabana ^Puan, we received as food 
slightly less than one pound of ride pef man per day and a watery 
concoction that wa6 supposed to be apup, consisting of the leaves 
and stems of vegetables boiled in wa\er. During the first half of 
this period, men died like flies fromNdysentery and diarreaha; we 
were provided with no medicine other^ than Iodine and Mercurochrome. 

In the first week of June, 1942, I saw shot for attempting to 

escape; they were first tortured (J>y the J(ap non-coms who actively 
ran the camp) by placing a stick Back of tneir knees, forcing them to 
kneel until the stick was in the/angle of tne leg and tying their 
wrists to their ankles; they were left like rfcat for 4 hours and by 
that time were nearly insane w/th pain; they Xre then forced to dig 
a long narrow trench for their grave, made to stand in it, and a 
firing squad of Jap soldiers emptied a volley into them. I don't 
know the names of any of thA men or Japs concerned with this; the 4 
men were from Fort Drumm, r.I. Jap Col. Mori, in\harge of our camp, 
made us several speeches dfter that about our not attempting to 
escape; each time the Filipino Guerilla attacked ouA camp or knocked 
off a few Japs in our a^oa, Col. Kori would assembleythe whole camp 
for another speech. Working parties were transferredVaway from the 
camp from time to tim4; Rubien Fine, Chief Signalman,VsN, returned 
to Camp W3 with a sidk-draft and stated that ho had bekn at Clark's 
Field, Manila, and told of the brutal treatment of theYap officer in 
charge, Naval It. goto, who beat (and had his men beat) Yhe prisoners 
daily for no apparent reason. The only brutal Jap at ChAd #3 whose 
nickname I knew was a big 6-footer whom we called "Clark \able" 
because he was bather good-looking for a Jap; he often boex prisoners 
with a stick oh «ith his hands to my knowledge; I do not r&iember 
the names of the men beaten. \ 

On the trip to Japan, Nov. 7th to 24th, some 800 of us v&*e packed 
into the lowermost holds of a filthy, unsanitary Jap transport, 
crowded So closely together that only a few of us could lie d*Im at a 
time, relieving each other on the "rest-3leep" turn at regular^in¬ 
tervals. During the 17 days, w« were allowed a few at a time An 
top-j^ldefor 10 minutes of fresh air and then back into the dunfAon. 

' 0TE 
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7f Mpst of the men had diarreaha or dysentery and since the Jape would not 
alV?v but a few men at a time to go to the head on top-side, we hpd 
to Whop latrine-buckete in the hot, filthy hoi.de with ue. On Z/ 
occasions during that trip, when a POT died down in the hold/^the Japs 
would allow the body ti be brought up immediately and>tne dead 
body lay Viere among the live ones for 24 hours or morey'one of the 
3 mentioneV^wae a Major Ir^esdale of the army and the^ther was an 
army let Sgt tfhose name I didn't know. Burial consisted of wrapping 
the naked body^ h blanket and testing it over thrside. Clothing 
of the men who dlkted wfes quickly donfiecated by yf as we were badly 
in need of them; JH$t prior to leaving the Ph^lppines, the Japs had 
lined us up naked inxa field, seized all of/<$ur possessions (what 
little we had) and issued us one outfit only; I had been issued a 
size-12 right shoe and w\aize-lO£ left/dnoe, and I normally wear 8£; 
hence, having blisters so b^d that I/<$ould hardly wdk, I got the 
doad 1st Sgt's shoes. DiriruSJha^L7 days, we were not allowed to 
have water for any cleaning pur^se; one canteen-cup per man was the 
limit; so we learned to drink/shand wash our face and hands with 
one canteen cup of water parday. A^out the 10th day out of Manila, 
the transports commenced / i^ring upon what we believed to be an 
American submarine; tha^Japs verned us th^ if any of us tried to 
leave the hold we wolf'd be machine-gunned. Njo my knowledge, none of 
the 7 ships in the/onvoy bore any marking toNjndicate that they 
were carrying pr^oners of var. Slapping incid^ts occurred during 
the trip; I do*>K>t recall whom was beaten, and 1 a^dn't know the 
names of any/if the Japo; On the ship that I was oiXjap troops 
occuppiod tme upper holds and one Jap soldier who couVl speak English 
told me trfat they were being taken home for furlough bdtfore going 
to theytfouth Pacific. I do not know how many POWs died\nrlng that 
trip^/as we were in 3 different holds and not allowed to Oqmmunicate, 
bu$/f know that 11 died in the hold that I wrb in, 

Upon arrival in Japan, we were taken to a camp named Tanr.gawa and 
put to work digging huge dry-docks. It was November and, to us, 
bitter cold, and w© w er © still wearing the tropical dungarees that 
had boen issued to us in the Philippines. It was not until mid-Itecember 
that we wore issued warmer clothing, and not until late December that 
we were provided with hot water to take our first bath since we'd 
left the Philippines; by that time, the bodies of many of us were 
covered with ulcers and skin-diseases. The clothing and blankets 
issued to us were full of lice and, without hot water in sufficient 
quantity, we had to put up with that misery until the following 
spring. During that first winter, 42, diarreaha dysentery and 
pneumonia took a daily toll and the Japs were very indifferent about 
allowing us to move the bodies immediately; while in our hospital 
barracks with bori-berl and gemral malnutrition weakness (108 lbs), 

I spent 2 days and nights with a dead POW in the blankets on either 
side of me. I cannot remember the name of the Jap Army Captain in 
chargo of that camp. The enlisted Jap who was the most brutal in 
the camp was called the "Emperor”; at the end of a hard days labor, 

I have soon him use a club and/or his fists on a whole work-detail of 
POWs, and force men to stand at attention for hours in the cold. 

While at the Tanrgawa camp, a POW named Moyers, Chief Pharmacists 
Mate, USN, arrived in a draft from the Zentugi POW camp, and by his 
individual efforts saved moro lives of sick and near-dead POWs than 
any other one man, during my 40 months as a POV. He was captured on 
Guam Island, and for his choerfulneos and voluntary helpfulness and 
kindness, he was admired and respected by all hands, army, Navy, and 
marina POWs alike; even the Japs had a high respect for Moyers aftor 
he had gradually emptied an overflowing hospital barracks full of 
POWs (most of whom were boli^ved to be a cinch to die). Two other 
Japs who were particularly brutal to us vfcre the civilian Jap inter¬ 
preter, a short, hoavyset, swarthy man, looking more like a Mexican 
than a Jap, who si>oke very poor English for an interpreter, and n 
short, fat, pretty-facod non-com whom we called "Mickey-Mouse"; I 
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I '^wr knew thoir re*l_nanefl (the non© we called the Interpreter won't 
yX.‘. etanas prlnt^ -^Kftnytimes~~aTter a hafrd^days labor in the dry-docks, 

** H those two and "The Umperor" would mrJce the. tired men drill for a half 


0»r work (hard manual labor) during our imprisonment, the Japs 
paid us fifteen (16) rt sen" per man per day, for the days wp^worked, 
vwith no pay on holidays and no pay when we missed waric due to sickness 
or due to being injured while working. Since wg^tfere officially not 
allowed to have anything to do with civilian Ifierchants, and since 
nr-ctically every item on sale in Japon'wns “on ration", the 3 or 4 
Yen per man per month was useless to us. 

Several times, at Tanagawa and later in Osaka, the Jans forced 
us to sign statements'to the effect that we were being treated well, 
were "happy", ptc ., find that we would not attempt to escape; our 
attitude about such papers and statements was that any papers that 
an enen^v government had us sign, particularly since we had no choice 
but to sign them, were not legal, anyway, so we signed them and 
forgot-** out Jth^a-;---—' -*

During the winter of "42, when we were all in pretty bad shape 
from malnutrition find continuously hungry, the senior POW at the 
Tanagawa camp, Army Major McAfee, persuaded the Jap camp commander 
to allow us to collect one yen from each PO W in camp and purchase 
some kind of food on the open market; we collected the yen and the 
Jnp non-coms did the purchasing for us - a keg of bean-pa9te and a 
keg of dicon l ^-

One of the most criminal things the Japs did in all of the camps 
that I was in was their system about our food: a non-working man 
received only two-thirds as much food as a worker; hence a man was 
too weak from malnutrition to work, got weaker on the reduced rations 
instead of getting more food to build up his strength. About a year 
after Foyers arrivod he finally convinced the Japs that a weakened 
man's strength should be built up with increased rations and special 
items of food, instead of reduced rations; prior to that, many a 6ick 
mar. was sent out to p« rform heavy labor (and beaten because he couldn't 
perform it), because the Japs couldn't visibly seo anything wrong 
with him. 


“A wn5h the first Red-Cross boxes v'ore given out, December 25, 1942, 
they Wre issued or.o box to each four men, with some of the/ltems in 
the boxJ^sdivided one item to each ten men. JXiring the whole 40 months, 
Red-Cross ps^uo s in the camps I was in averaged about onCe^very eight 
months; onlytime did I receive a whole box to myOelf (the way the 
Red Cross meant »<jr them to be issued) usually it^wos one box to each 
throe or four men ah^^sometimes as many as ten^sftm had to share one box. 
In the Uraedft camp in OfNgJa, the Jap camp compandor, Lieut. Namba, 
"discussed" with the FOVesmp eommnnderv^KROlc Tanowski, "hat DOrtion 
tr.o Ptr.vs would give to the j*ud comrdemhnt of the camp when the boxes 
were issued". Tanowski and P^hl Mpjrfin, USI-.C, PW interpreter, can 
give you full information on Jjjjr^riminal activities in the Umeda camp 
and the Tsuruga camp, as w^H'as outoly many of the names that I didn't 
know or don't remember 


In May, 1943 .Afie Navy and Karine PWgN^ro moved from the Tanagawa 
camp to the Vpf&i camp in Osadn. At the UmeS^camp we were "hired out" 
to railwnjp-freight companies ar.d hr d to work ’^stevedores at railway 
freight stations, loading and unloading all freightcars and canal 
barges. Our camp wns located within n half mile arVlarge electric 
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'railway tswnlnnl^nnil tho big Umeda frei ght cen fr*r ; wh«r» HaTf 0 f 

ua worked. We were'~tWc w»-^ ft M gadr-fTPm work daily on electric trains, 
all of the plftcefl^aV-VBTqh"we^wErkaj^uere military targets, and many 


in the Tsuruga camp, 40 of us were ordered to load 2 box-cars with live 
bombs; representing us, Ralph Crocker, then Boatswain's mate, Second 
Class, USN, protested the otder and as a result all 40 of us were beaten 
over the head with clubs and then forced to load the bombs. "The 
Emperor", previously mentioned, was the Jap who forced the order and 
tho one who dished out £he dlub-sandwiches. We were forced to work 
in the holds of ships, alongside the docks at Tsuruga, even after Yank 
air-raids became frequent and expected at any moment. Jap Army Lieut. 
Namba was in charge of the camp; all of the Jap non-coms and soldiers 
enforced the orders of civilian straw-bosses for whom we actually worked. 

j^^ A/ brLGo while at the Umedn camp (May, 1943, to May, 1945), Ir^rna- 

'^xlonhl^ Cross Representatives were allowed to visit the^tfmp 
(the onl^'A^me I saw such a Representative whild a POWW'fhey were 
conducted quickly 1 ^nd briefly through the -enmp and a»*fy, not allowed 
to question any ohuis; for their visit, our mess^were laid out 
with huge, heaping boHs of rice and a slice^f iicon for each man - 
as soon as they had deoaH^d, the extra rgdC and dicons were taken 
away by the Jap complement camp^Cnd we got our usual starvation- 

rations. Our rations wore sliic^q^h even with all of the rice that 
was issued to our galley; the^iferempyto slimmer by the Jap enlisted 
and civilian personnel of>tfe camp goingS.nto our galley each meal and 
taking part of our rico^Co increase their o^rations.

because 2 or 3 of the men had fallen out of ranks without saluting 
(or so ho said); that ms in the spring of 1945. When liberated, 

I requested to stay in Japan Just leng enough to "keep a date" with 
"The Butcher" (plus "The Emperor" and 9 others — my request was 
turned down).

Yank B-29s came over aiyd burned up half the alty of Tsuruga including 
our camp building; it vta in middle of the night and we were caught 
in bod. The Japs not on\y made no effort tl get us to a safe place, 
they didn't oven try to sVe their own civjfeian population a half 
dozen POVs had to run backVnto the burninl area and rescued 3 rid Jap 
women and several Jap kids who wore trapped by the fires; it was too 
dark and too much was happens for mo to/recognize the men involved. 

We slept that night on the grcxkid in a f»ld (although it was raining) 
and moved next day into one of dhe warehouses on the docks where we 
worked; we lived and worked thereuntil/ 
carrier planes came over and destrwod j 
us and the Jans as we ran for foxhor* 
eluding gun-crows from the docked ehi!)

The Japanese guarde would ecy that ca had ta g» out 
and work whether alek or not. Captain Cmapbell remonstrated baoauae the 
aea ease toe ill te ge oa cork data lie, and ha waat to aaa the e«p 
Mccukhr and tall him the bays were act able ta car*. Tkla Japa n ese. 

Keameurw (phoaatle), made him stead at attention ad praaaadad to boat 
bin with flats, lege, and everything he could. The doctor stood at 
at tea ties and tad it all. This Japanese Jast bast him booaass ho had 
interceded for the boys as he didn't wont them to be forced to work when 
alak. X aaw this beating myaelf. This h^paasd in cheat July of 1945. 

Can you describe the Japanese who administered this beatingt 

Ho woo about 3' tall, rather skinny, a sickly yellow look — a* though 
ha had yellow Jettndleo — did not wear glances, wore a little trim mms- 
teehe. and always core ex-ee Idlers clothes and sllppsra (these acre 'frog* 
fact slippers), lie always sneaked Mien calking la a rather alouehy aaaaer. 

He had a big seer on hie left cheek from the ncae to the oar, and this sear 
looked like it may have been caused by a bayonet wound. I do not know just 
what his position «cs, but he worked in the Jtiooeet offloo, 

De you know of any other mletreetsient of imsrloen prisoners of war by the

Yes. This earns doctor. Captain Campbell, was beaten by a three star sergeant 
of the 0 iard. I believe this sergeant was frmm the Shan gel Army. The

TOMIO YAHADA, civilian employee, Japanese Imperial Army. 


CHARGE: That between 25 November 1942 and 15 Hay 1945 at 
Umeda Bunsho Prisoner of V’ar Camp, Osaka Area, Honshu, Japan, TOMIO 
YAi.ADA, also known as "GRANDMA," then a civilian emplovee of the 
Armed Forces of Japan, a nation then at war with the United States 
of America and its Allies, die willfully and unlawfully commit cruisl 
inhuman, and brutal acts, atrocities and other offenses against cer¬ 
tain American Prisoners of V’ar, in violation of the Laws and Customs 
of War. 


Specification 1. That on or about 15 May 1943, the accused, 
Tom.io Yaraada, did willfully and unlawfully mistreat and torture 
Captain William B. Dinneen and First Lieutenant Harry T. Simpson, 
American Prisoners of War, by heating, striking, and kicking them, 
as a result of which Captain William B. Dinneen suffered permanent 
injury to his ear.
